LEG ET = 2=t=3 firlt downin his darkned countenance a doleful copy 
of what he would ſpeake: O my Claims, ſaid he, hither we are now come to pay the 
rent,for which weare ſo called vnto by ouerbuſieRemebrance,Remebrice,reſtleſle 
Remembrance, whichclaymes not onely rhis duetie of vs,bur foricwill bane vs fot- 
ger our ſelues.I pray you when we wereamid our flock, & that of other ſhepheards 
ſome werc running ater their ſheepe ſtrayed beyond their bounds, fome delighting 
their eies with ſeeing the nibble vpon theſhore&lweet grals, ſome medicining their 
ſicke ewes, ſome ſetring a bell for anen{igneof a ſheepilh ſquadron, ſomewich more 
leiſure inuenting new games of exerciſing their bodies, and ſporting their wits: did 
Remembrance graunt vs any holiday ,eitherfor paſtime or deuotioh,nay either for 
neceſſarie food or naturall reſt? but that ſtill it forced our thoughts to worke vpon 
this place, where we laſt(alasthat the word laſt ſhould folonglaft)did grace oureyes 
vpon her euer flouriſhing beautie did:irnor ſtillcrie within vs? Ahyou baſe minded 
wretches, are your thoughts lo deepely bemyred in thetrade of ordinarie world- 
lings,as for reſpe& ofgaine ſome paultrie wooll may yeeld you, to let ſo much time: 
alſe without knowing perfe&ly ber eſtate,eſpecially in ſo rroubleſomea ſeaſon? ro 
Lncbe ſhore vaſaluted from whence youmay ſeero theIf{land where ſhedwelleth 
to leave thoſe ſteps vnkiſled wherein Yra44 printed the farewe!l of all beautie? Well 
then, Remembrance commanded,we obeyed,andherewe find, that as ourrememi- 
brance camecuer cloarhed vnto vsin the form ofthis place , ſo this place givesnew 
heat to the feauer of our languiſhing remebrance. Y onder my Claims,Yranialighted 
thevery borſe(me thought)bewailed,to be ſo disburdned:8 as for thee;poor Claims 
whenthou went(t to help her down, ſawreverdce&defireſo deuide thee,thatrbou 
didſt at one inſtant both bluſh& quake, &in _ of bearing her, wert readie ' fall 
own 
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her: at yonder riſing oftheground ſhe curncd her ſelfe, looking backe toward her 
woonted abode, and becauſe of her parting, bearing much ſorrow in her eyes, the 
lightſorpgelſe whereof had yer ſo naturall a cheerefulneſle, as it made euen ſorrow 
ſeemers ſmile; at that turning ſheeſpake to vs all, opening the cherric of her lips, 
and Lord how-greedily mine cares did feed vpon the ſweet words ſhevttered? And 
here ſhe laide her hand oner thine eyes, when ſhe ſaw the teares ſpringing in them, 
as if lhe would conceale them from other, and yerher ſelfe feele ſome of thy for- 
row : Butwoois me yonder, yonder, did {hee put her foote intothe boate, at that 
inſtant, as. it were dividing her heauenly beautie, betweene theearth and the ſea. 
But when ſhe was imbarked, did you not marke how the windes whifſtled, and the 
ſeas daunc't for ioy? how the ſailes did {well with pride, and all becauſe they had Y- 
rania? O Yrania,bleſſed be thou Yraniathe ſweeteſt fairneſle, and faireſt ſweetneſle: 
with that word bis voice brake ſo with ſobbing, that he covld ſay no further; and 
Claiws thus anſwered, Alas my Sirephon (ſaid hee) what needes this skoretorecken 
vponely our loſſes? What doubtis there , but that the ſight of this place doth call 
our thoughts to appeareat-the court of afteRion, held by that racking ſteward, Re- 
membrance? Aſwell may {heepe forget to feare when they ſpie Wolues, as wecan 
miſle ſuch fancies , when we ſee any place made happie by her treading. Who can 
chooſe that ſaw her,but thinke where ſhe ſtayed, where ſhe walkr, where theturned, 
where ſhe ſpoke ? But what is all this ? truely no more, but as this place ferued vs to 
thinke of thoſe things, ſothoſe things ſerve as places to call tro memorie more ex- 
cellent matters. No,no, let vs thinke with conlideration,and conſider with ackow- 
ledging,and acknowledge with admiration, & admire with loue, and loue with joy 
in the midſt of all woes : let vs in ſuch ſortthinke,I ſay, that our poore eyes were ſo 
inriched as to bebold,and our low bearts ſocxalted as to loue amaide;who ts ſuch, 
that as the greateſt thing the world can ſhew, is her beautie, ſo the leaſt thing thar 
may be praiſed 1n her , is her beautie. Certainly as her eye-lids are more pleaſant to 
bebold,then two white kiddes climbing vp afaire tree, and browſing on histendreſt 
branches, and yetare nothing, compared to the day-ſhining ſtarres contained in 
them; and as her breath is more ſweet thena gentle South-weſt wind, which comes 
creeping ouer flowrie fieldsand ſhadowed waters in the extreame heate of Summer 
and yet is nothing, compared to the honey flowing ſpeech that breath doth carrie: 
no more allthat ovr eyescan ſee of her (though when they haue ſeene her , what 
elſc chey {ball ever ſee is but drie ſtubble after clouers grafle)is to bee matched with 
the flocke of ynſpeakeable vertues, laid vp delightfully inthat beſt builded fold.Bue 
indeed, as wee can better conſider the ſunnes beautie, by marking how he guildes 
theſe waters and mountaines , then by looking vpon his owne face,too glorious for 
our weakeeyes: ſo it may beourconceirs (not ableto beare her ſun-ſtaining excel- 
lencie) will better way it by her workes vpon ſome meaner ſubieFemployed. And 
alas, who can better witnefſe that then we, whoſe experience is grounded vpon fee- 
hag? hath not the only loue of her made vs (being filly ignorant ſhepheards) raiſe 
vpour thoughts aboue the:ordinarie level] of the world, ſo as great clerkes doe 
not difdaine our conference? hath notthe defire ro ſeeme worthy in her eyes, made 
vs when others were ſleeping,to fitviewing the courſeofheauens? when otherswere 
running at baſe, to runouer learned-writings? when others marke their ſheepe, 
we to marke our ſelues ? bath not ſhe throwne reaſon vpon our deſires, and, as it 
weregiuen eyes vato Capid} hathinany , but in her ,louc-fellowſhip maintayned

friendſhip berweene rivals, & beantietaughtthe bebolders chaſtitie? He was going 
on with his prayſes,bur Srrepher bad bim ſtay,andlooke:and ſothey both perceiued 
a thing which floated drawing neerer and neerer to the banke; bur rather by che fa- 
yourablc working of the ſea,then x fs ſelfe induſtry, They doubreda while what 
ic ſhould be; till it was caft vp even bard before them : at which time chey fully ſaw 
that it wasa man. Wherevpon running for pitie ſake ynto hitn,they found his hands 
( as it ſhould appeare , conftanter friends co his lite, chan his memorie ) faſt 
ypon the edge of a ſquare ſmall coffer, which lay all vnder his breſt : elſe in himſel 
no ſhew of life, ſo as the boord ſeemed to be bur a Beere to carrie hima land co his 
Sepulcher.Sodrew they vpa young man of ſo goodly ſhape, &well plealingſanour, - 
that one would thinke death had in hima louely countenance; and,that though he 
were naked, nakednefle was to him an apparell. That fight increaſed their com- 
paſſion, and their compaſſion called vp their care; ſo rhac lifting his feete aboue his 
| head, making a great deale of falt water come out of his mouth they laid him vpon 
ſome oftheir garments,and fell to rub and chafe him, till chey brought him to reco- 
ver both breath the ſeruant, and warmth the companion ot living. At length ope- 
ning bis eyes, he gaue a great groan,(a dolefull nore but a pleaſanc ditrie)for by thar, 
they found nor only lite, bur ſtrength of life in him. They therefore continued on 
chetr charicable office, vacill(his ſpirits being well returned, )be(without ſo much as 
chanking them for their paines) gate vp, and looking roundabout tothe vttermoſt 
limics of bis ſight, and crying vpon the name of Pyrocles, nor ſecing nor hearing 
cauſe of comfort, whar(ſaid he) and thall Maſidorws line after Pirocles deſtruion? 
there withall be offered wilfully co caſt himſelfe againe into the Sea: a ſtrange ſight 
tothe ſhepheards, ro whom it ſeemed,thar before being inapparance dead, had yer 
faued his life. and now comming to hislife, ſhould bea cauſe to procure his death; 
bur they ranne vntohim,and pulling him backe(rhen too feeble for them) by force 
ftickled thar vnnarurall fray. nn you (faid he)boneft men, what ſuch righe have 
you in me.as not to ſuffer meco do with my ſelfe whar I lift? and what pollicie have 
you to beſtow a benefic where ir is counted an inivrie? They hearing him ſpeake in 
Greeke (which wastheir naturall language) became the more tendet hearted to- 
wards bim; and conſidering by his calling, and looking thar rhe lofſeof ſome deare 
friend was great canſe of his forrow; rold him they were poore mer that were 
bound by courſe ot hamanitie to preuent ſo great a miſchicfe, and chat they wiſhe 
him, if opinion of ſome bodies periſhing _ ſuch deſperate anguith in him,tharthe 
ſhould be comforted by his owne proofe, who bad larely eſcaped as apparant dan-= 
geras any might be. No,no(faid he)irisnor for me to arrend fo high 4 bliſſefulneſſe: 


| bur (inceyoutakecare of me, | pray you finde meanevrhar ſome Barke may bepro- 


vided, chat will go out of theHauen,tharifir be pofſible wemay finde rhe body far, 
farre too precious food for fiſhes: and forthe hire (ſaid he I have with in this eaf 
ker,of value ſufficient ro contentthem.Claimwprefently wentroa Filhermati,and ha- 
uing agreed with him,andprouided fome apparell for rhe naked firanger, he imbar- 
ked,&rhe ſhepheards with him:and were no ſooner gone beyond the mouth ofthe 
haucn, burthar ſome way intothe Sea they mighe difcerne (as it were(aſtzine of the 
waterscolour, & by rimes ſome ſparks & ſmoke monmingthereom.Burthe yourg 


ning of his ruine, intrceating them ro bendtheir courſe as neere vnto'ir as rey” 
could; telling , how char ſmoke was bur a ſmall relique of a great fire, which had 
driugn both him & his friend rathervo A ro the cold miercic of tlie : 
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| Sea,thanto abide the hot crueltie of the fire : and that therefore though they borh 


hadabandoned che ſhip, that he was(if any where) in that courſe to be met withall. 
They ſteared thereforeas neerethither-ward as they could: but when they came ſo 
neere as their eyes were full maſters ofthe obie& , they ſaw a ſight full of pireous 
ſtrangene 
carkafſe, hulling there, part broken, part burned, part drowned : death having vſcd 
morethan one dart to thatdeſtruio.About it floted great ſtore of verierich things, 
and many cheſts which might promiſe no leſſe. And amidft the precious things were 
a number ofdead bodies,which likewiſe did not onely teftifie both elements violen- 
ce, bur that the chiefe violence was growne of humane inhumanitie:for their bodies 
were full of griſly wounds,and their blood had(as it were)filled the wrinkles of the 
Seas viſage: which it ſeemed the Sca would not waſh away, that it might witneſle ir 
is not alwaies his faulr, when we condemne his cruelty. In ſumme, a defeate, where 


. the conquered kept both field and ſpoile:a {hipwrack without ſtorme or ill footing: 


"and a waſt of fire in the midſt ofthe water. 

But alittle way offthey ſaw the maſt, whoſe proud heigbt now lay a long ; like a 
widdow hauingloſther make of whom ſhe held her honour: but vpon the malt chey 
ſaw a young man(at leaft if he were a man) bearing thew of abour eighteene yeares 
of age,who fate (as on horſebacke) hauing nothing vpon him bur his ſhirt , which 
being wrought with blew ſilke&gold,hada kind ofreſemblance to the Sea:onwhich 
the Sunne(then neere hisVVeſterne home ) did ſhoote ſome of his beames. His baire 


. (whichthe young man of Greece vſcd ro weare verie long) was ſtirred vp & downe 


with the wind, which ſeemed to baue a ſport to play with it,as the Sea had to kifle 
his feete;himſelfe full of admirable beautie,ſerfoorth by the ſtrangeneſle both of his 
ſeat and geſture: for, holding his head vp full of vamoued maieſtie, be held a ſword 
aloft with his faire arme , which often he wa vedabout bis crowne, as though he 
wouldthreaten the world in that extremitie. Bur the fiſhermen, when they came ſo 
neere him, thatit was timeto throwe outa rope, by which hold they might draw him; 
their ſimplicitie bred ſuch amaſement, and their amaſement ſuch ſuperſtition , that 
(aſſuredly thinking it was ſome God begotten betweene Neprane and Yenws., that 
had made all this terrible ſlaughter) as they went vnder faile by bim, held vp their 
hands and made their prayers. Which when Muſidorus ſaw, though he were almoſt 
as much raviſhed with ioy, as they with aſtoniſhment,he leapt to the Mariner,and 
tookethe cord out ofhis hand and (ſaying, doeft tho Jive, and art well? who anſ- 
wered, thou canſt tell beft, ſince moſt of my well being ſtands inthee, )threw,it out, 
bur alreadie the ſhip was paſt beyond Pirocles : and therefore Muſidorus could doe 
no more bur perſwade the Mariners to caſt about againe,afſuring them that he was 
but a man, although of moſt diuine excellencies, and promiſing great rewards for 
their paine. 

And now they were alreadic come vpon the ſtayes; when one ofthe ſailers deſcri- 
ed a Galley which came with failes and oares direQly in the chaſe of themz and 
ſreight perceiued it was a well knowen Pirate, wbo bunted nor onely forgoods bur 
for bodies of men , which he employed citherto be his Galley ſlaves, or to ſell ar 
the beſt market. Which when the Maſter vnderſtood, he commaunded forth with 
eo ſer onall chg canuaſle they could, and flie bomeward, leauing in that ſort poore 
Pyrocles lo neere to bereſcued. But what did not M»ſ1dorws ſay ? what did be not 
offer to perſwade them to venture the fight? Bur feare ftanding at the gates of their 
cares, put backeall perſwaſions: ſo that he had nothing wherewith ro accompanie 

| Pyrocles, 


ſe:a ſhip,or rather the carkaſle ofthe ſhip,or rather ſome ſew bones ofthe, 
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Pyrocles,bur his eyes;nocto ſuccour him, but bis withes. Therefore praying for him, * 

- nndcafting a long looke that way;be ſaw the Galley leauethe purſuice of chem, and 
turne to take vp che ſpoiles ofthe other wracke:and laſtly he might well ſee them life 
vpthe yong man ; and alas ( ſaid he co himſelfe)deare Pyrocles , (hall chat bodie of 
thine be enchained?ſhall choſe viorious hands of thine be commanded to baſe of- 
fices? ſhall vertue become a flaue to thoſe that be {laues to viciouſnes? Alas, better 
had ic bin thou hadſt ended nobly thy noble dayes: what death is ſo evill as vawor- 
thy ſervitude? Bur that opinion loone ceaſed, when he ſaw the Galley ferting vpon 
another ſhip, which beld long and ſtrong fight with ber:forthen be begana freſh eo 
feare the life of his friend, and to with well ro theP yrates whom before hehated,leaft 
incheir ruine he mighc periſh. Bur the filhertnan made ſuch ſpeed intothe haven, 
thar they abſented biseyes from beholding theifſue: where being encred, he could 
procure neither ther, nor any other as then to put themſelues into the ſea: fo that 
being as full of forrow forbeing vnable to doe anything, as void of councell how to 
doany thing, befides,that ſfickenes grew ſomcbing vpon him,the honeſt ſhepheards 
StrephonandClaitus(who beingthemlelues true friends;did chemore perfeRly judge 
the inſtnefle of his forrow)aduiſe him, that heſhould mitigate ſomwhart of bis woe; 
ſince he bad gotcen an amendment in fortune, beirig coniefrom aſſured perſiaſion 
of his deach, to baue no cauſe co deſfpaire of bis life : as one that had lamented the 
| death ofhis ſheepe, ſhould afterknow they were but ſtrayed;would receine pleaſure 
though readily he knewnot where cofinde them). 

Now fir(ſaid they)rhus for our ſelues it is; Weare in profeſſion but ſhepheards, 
and in this countrie of Laconia lirtle better then firangers, and therefore neyther in 
$kill, nor abilicie of powergreatly to ſtead you. But whar we can preſent vnto you 
isthis: Arcadia, of which country wee are, is but a little way hence; and even vpon 
the next confines there dwellerh'a Gentleman, by name Kalender, who votchſaferh 
much fauour vo vs: Aman who for his hoſpitalicie is ſo much baunted, chat no 
newes ftirre, bur come to his cares; for his vprighe dealing ſo beloved of his neigh 
bours, that he hath many euer readie to doe him cheir vttermoſt ſeruice, and by the 
great good will our Prince beares him, may ſoone obtaine the vieofhis hameand 
credite, which hach a principall ſway,nor onely in bis owne Arcadia,butin all theſe 
countries of Peloponneſws : and (which is worth all) all cheſe things giue him not (0 
much power, as-lkys nature gives him will ro benefit: ſo that it ſeemes no Muficke is 
ſo ſweet to hiseare as deſerued thanks. To him we will bring you, & thereyou may 
recouer againe your health, without which you carinot be able tro make any diligent 
ſearch for your friend:and therefore you muftlaboar for it. Beſides, wee are ſurethe 
comfort of cutteſie,and caſe of wiſe counſell hall not be wanting. 

Muſidorw(who belides he was meerly vnacquainred in the country,had his wits 
aſtoniſhed with ſorrow) = eaſie conſent to that, from which hee ſaw no rea- 
ſon to diſagree : and therefore (defraying the Mariners with a ring beſtowed vpont 
them)they tooke their iontney togethertthrough Laconia; Claine and Strephowby 
courſe carrying his cheſt for him, M»ſ#dorue only bearing in his countenanceeuidene 
markes ofa ſorrowfull mind ſupported with a weake bodie, whichthey perceining*® 
and knowing that the violence of ſorrow is not ar the firſt to be ſtriuen withall:(be- 
inglike a migbrie beaſt, ſooner tamed with following, chan overthrowne by with- 
ſtanding) chey gaue way vnco it for that day and che next;neuer troubling him, ci- 
ther with asking queſtions or finding faulc with his melancholy . but rather firring 
to his dolor dolorous diſcourſes of their owne and other folks misfortune. Which 
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ſpeeches, though they. bad not aliuely entrance to his fences ſhut vp in ſorrow, yet 
like ene halte aſleepe hetooke hold of much of the matrers ſpoken vnto him, ſo as 

a man may'ſay,ere ſorrow was awaregthey made bisthoughts beare away ſomthing 
elſe beſide his own ſorrow,which wrought fo in him, that at length be grew cantear 
to marketheir ſpeeches,then to maruell at ſuck wit in ſhepheards,after to like their 
£ompanic; &lattly to yauchlate conference : ſothat the third day after, in thetime 
that the morning did trow rolesandviolets in the heauenly floore againſt the com- 
ming ef tbe Sunne, the Nightiogales ( firiuing one withthe other which could in 
moſt daintie varietic recount their wrong cauled ſorrow.) made them put off their 
flecpe, and riling from vnder a tree (which that night had bin their pavillion)they 
went on their iourney,which by and by welcomed Muſidoru eies(wearied with the 
walted foile of Laconia)with delightfull proſpeQs.T here were hills which garniſh- 
edtheir proud beights with ſtately tees: humble vallies, whoſe bale eſtate ſeemed 
comforted with the refreſhing of ilyer rivers: medowes,enamelled with all ſorts of 
eye-pleaſing flowers; thickets, which being lined with moſt pleaſant ſhade were wit- 
nefſed fo too, by the cheerfull diſpoficion of many well-runed birds - each paſture 
ſtored with ſheep feeding with ſober ſecuritie, while the prettice lambes with bleacing 
oratorie craued the dammes comfort : bere a {hepheards boy piping, as though he 
ſhould never be old : there a young {hepheardeſle knitting, and withall ſinging,and 
it ſeemed that her voicecomforted her bands to worke, and her hands kept time to 
her voice mu lick. As for the houſes of the countrey ( for many houſes came vnder 
their eye)they were all ſcattered, notwo being one by th'otber, and yet not ſo farre 
offas that it barred mutuall ſuccor, :a {hew, as it were,of an accompanable ſolitari- 
' efle, and of a ciuill wildenes.Ipray you (ſaid Mw{idorws , then firſt vnſealing his 
long ſilent lips.) what countries be theſe wee paſle through, which are ſo divers in 
ſhew; theone wanting no ſtore, the other baving no ſtore but of wan. 

_ The country ( anſwered Clarms) where you werecaſt a ſhore, and now are paſt 
through , is Laconia , not ſopoore by the barrennes of the ſoile (though in it lelfe 
not pathog fertill) as by a ciuill warre, which being theſe two yeares within the bo- 
wellsof chateſtate, betweene the gentlemen and the peaſants (by them named He- 
lots) hath in this ſort as ic were disfigured the face of nature, and made it ſo vnbol- 
pitall as now you haue found it:the townes neither of the one [ide nor the other,wil- 
lingly opening their gates to ſtrangers, nor ſtrangers willingly gncring for feare of 
being miſtaken- | | | 

But this country(where now you ſet your foot)is Arcadiatand even bard by isthe 
| houſeof Kalander whither we lead you: this country being thus decked with peace, 
&(the child of peace)good husbandry. Theſe houſes you ſee lo ſcattered are of me, 
- as we two are, that live vpon the commoditic oftheir ſheepe:; and therefore inthe 

diuifion ofthe Arcadii eſtate are termed ſhepheards;ahappy people, wantinglittle 
becauſe they defire not much. What cauſe then ſaid Mu/idorws, made you venter io 
leaue this ſweet life ; and put your ſelfe in yonder vnpleaſant & dangerous realme? 

Guarded with pouertic (anſwered S:trephon) and guided with loue. But now (laid 
Clajzs){inccithbath pleaſed you roaske any thing of vs whole baſenes is ſuch asthe 
very knowledge is darkenefle: giue vs leaue to know ſomething of you, and ofthe 
yong man you ſo much lament, thatat leaſt wee may bethe better infrued to en- 
forme Kalander,and hethe better know how to proportion bis entertainment, As- 
ſdorw(according tothe agreement betweene Pyrec/ecs and bim toalter their yames) 
an{wered,that he called himſclfe Paladivs,and his friend Daiphanias; but till ]Jhape 

"x him 
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him againe(ſaid he) Iam indeed noching, ang rherefore my grxofoorkingy bis 
entertainement;(fince ſo good amat\ heis) canngt beſo ans accoung my eſtate, 
and in ſymme, che ſymme afall big curteſie may heto.belpe me by ſome meanes ro 
ſeeks myfied, þ.1.5. ii edt. -i4itle any 52 rigged» 
They perceiuedbe was not willing ro openhumlelke further,andtherfore withour 
further queſtioning brought him to the houſe ; about which they might, ſee (with 
firconſiderationÞarh of the aire,cheproſpe,and the nature ofthe ground)all ſuch 
neceſlarie additions toa great bouſe,as might well ſhew Xalander knew that proui- 
ſion is the foundation of hoſpitalitie, & thrift the fewell ofmagnificence. The heule 
ic ſelfe was built of faire and ſtrong ſtone, not afkeRting ſo. much any exeraordinarie 
kind of finncſle, as an honourable repreſenting of a Lan Ratclineſſe, The lights, 
dooresand Raires, rather direed tothe vie of the gueſt, then to the eye of the Arti- 
ficer;and yet as the one chiefly heeded, ſo the ather.hot ne eg place hand- 
ſome without curioſirie,and homely withour Joathſomnefle;nor ſo daintic as not to 
betrode on,nor yet {lubberedvp with good fellowſhip; all morelafting than beau- 
eifull,bur that che conſiderationof the exceeding laſtingueſſe madethe eye belecue 
it wavexceeding beautifull. The ſeruants nortſo many in number,as cleanely in ap- 
parell, & ſeruiceable in behaviour, teſtifying cuen in their countenances, that their 
maiſtertooke aſwell care to be lerued , as of them that did ſerue. One of them was 
forthwith readie ro welcome the ſhepheards;as men,who though chey were poors, 
their maiſter greatly fauoured; & voderſtanding by.them,that the young man with 
them was to bemuch accounted of, for that they had ſcene rokens of more then 
common greatneſle, howſocuer now ecclipſed with fortune: he ran to his maiſter, 


who came preſently forth, and pleaſantly welcomming the{bepheards,but Spacey 


. 


applying him to Me//dorves, Srrephenpriuatly.rold him all what he knew of him an; 
particularly that he fonndthis ſtraunger, was loth ro be knowne, ym 
No ſaid Kalander({peakingaloud)Iam no Herald to enquire of mens pedegrees, 
it ſufficeth meif I know their vertues; which {if this youpg mans face benot a falſe 
witnes)do better apparelhis mind,then you have done bis body. While he was thus 
ſpeaking, there camea boy,in{hewlikea Marchants prentiſe, who taking Srrephow 
by the ſleeue,delinered him a letter, written iointly both to bim &Claim from Yra- 
nia: which they no ſooner had read, but that with ſhort leaue-taking of Ka/ander 
(whoquickly gueſled and ſmiled at che marter)and once againe)though haſtily)re- 
*_ commending the young man vnto him, they we aver, leauing Mu/iderue euen 
loth to part with them, for the good conuerſationbe hadofthem,and obligation be 
accounted himlſelfe tied in vnta them: and therefore, they delivering his cheſt vnto 
him, heopened it, and would bauepreſented them with two very rich jewels, but 
they abſolutely refuſed them,telling bim, that they, were more then enough rewar- 
ded in the knowing of him, and. urichour hn Fg vntoa reply (like men whoſe 
hearts diſdained all deſires but one)gat ſparally.2irs , as if the letter bad broughe. 
wings to make them flie.But bychat ſight X alaxger loone iudgedgthat hisguelt was 
of no. meane calling ; & therefore the more relpeAfully entertaining him, Muſdores 
found his ſicknes(which the fght, the ſea,apg late travell bad laid upon bim)grow 
greatly, ſo that fearing ſome ſodaine accident, hedelivered the cheſt to Kalander, 
which was fullofmoſt precious ſtones , gorgeouſly and cunningly ſet in_digerſe 
manners,deſiring bim be would keepe thaſetrifles, and ifhe died, he would beſtow 
ſomych oficas was necedefull, to find ont and.redecrne a young man, naming him- 
ſelfe'D aiphaniies, as then in the bands of Lacania Pyrats......, oo 
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_ .”..- Bur Kalender ſeing hits faint more and more, with carcfull ſpeed conveyed him 


to the moſt commodious lodging in his houſe: where being pofſeſt with an ex- 
treame burning feuer, hee continued fome while with no great hope of life : bur 
outh at lepgth got the viRoric of ſickneſle , ſothat in lixeweekes the excellency of 
his rettirtied beautie was a ctedibleEmbaſſador of his health,to thegteat ioy of X a- 
lander, who, as in this time he had by certaine friends of bis, thatdwelr neare the 
ſea in Mifſenia, ſet forth a ſhip and palley to ſeeke and ſuccour” Daiphaniws tloart 
home did bee omit nothing which hee thought might cither profic or gratifie 
Palladins. _ = 
For, havitg found in him (beſides bis bodily gifts beyond the degree of admira- 
tion )by daily diſcourſes, which be delighted himſelfe ro hane with bim, a mind of 
moſt excellenc compoſljtion,a piercing witquite voyd of oftentation, bigherefted 
thoughes ſeated in a heart of courteſie,an eloquence as fweetin the vtrering,as ſlow 
to come to the viteritg, a behaviour ſo noble, as gaue a maieſtic to aduerſitie: and 
allin a man whoſe age covld ior be aboue one and twentie yeares ) the good olde 
man was eucn enamonred with a fatherly loue rowards him, or rather became his 
ſeruant by the bonds ſuch vertue ſaid vpon him;once, he acknowledged himlcife {6 
to bee, by the badge of diligent actetidance. 

ButPladirs haning gotten his bealth,andonly flaying thereto to bein place, where 
he might heare anſwere of the ſhips ſer forth; Kalander one afternoone led him a- 
broad to a well arrayed ground he had behind bis houſe, which hetboughrro ſhew 
him beforc bis going , as che place himſelfe more then in any other delighred. The 
backſide of the houſe was neither field, garden, nor orchard; or rather ic was both 
field , garden , and orchard : for as ſoone as the deſcending ofthe ftaires had delive. 
red them downe, they came into a place cunningly ſerwith trees ofthe moſttaſt- 
pleaſing fruics: but ſcarcely they bad eaken that intotheir conſideration, bur that 
they were ſodainly ſtep into a delicate greene,ofeach {ide of the greene a thicker, & 
behind the thickets againe new beds of flowers, which being vnder the trees, the tre« 
es were to them a Pauillion, atid they to the trees a Moſaicall floore, fo that it ſee- 
med that Art therein would veeds be ddightfull,by counterfeyting his enemie Er. 
rour, and making orderin confuſion. - | | 

Tn the middeſt of all the place was a faire pond, whoſe ſhaking criſtall was a pers 
fe& mirrourto all the other beanties , ſo thar it bare ſhew of two gardens, one in 
deede,the other in ſhadowes : and in one of the thickets'was a fine fountaine made 
thus: A naked Yexws of white marble, wherein the grauer bad vſed ſuch cunning,that 


the natural blew veines of the marhjewere framed in fic places, toſet forth the beau- - 


tifull veines of her bodie. At her breaſt ſhe had her babe «Enes, who ſeemed (ha- 
uing begun to ſucke)to leave that,to looke vpon her faire eyes, which ſmiled ar the 
babes folly, meane while the breaſt running. Hard by was a houſe of pleaſure buile 
for a ſormmerretiring place,whither XK «l, leading him,hefound a ſquate roome 
foll ofdelighefoll piftures, made by the moſt excellent workman of Greece. There 
was Diana when_d4Geon faw ber bathing, in whoſe cheeks the Painter had ſer ſach 
a colour,as was mixt betweene ſhame and difdaing,andone ofher fooliſh Nymphes 
who weeping, and withall lowring, one might ſee the workeman meant to ſer forth 
teares of anger. In another table was ſ714/anre;the pofture of whoſe litmmes was ſo 
linely expreſſed, thar ifthe eyes were only indges, as they bee theonly ſeers,one 
would haueſworne the very piurebad run.Befides ner ae: as efHelena,0myphale 
Tele; but ia none of thera all beautie ſeemed to ſpeake ſo much #5 ina large table, 
| which 
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which contained a comely olde man, with a Lady of middle age, but of cxcellent | 
beautie,and more excellent would haue bin deemed, but that there ſtood berweene 


chem a yong maide whoſe wonderfulnes tooke away all beautic from her, bur that 
which it might ſeeme ſhe gaue her back againe by her verie ſhadow. And ſuch diffe- 
rence{being knowne that it did indeed counterfeit a perſon liuing) was there be- 
eweene her & all the other,though Goddeſles,thar it ſeemed the skill ofthe Painter 
beſtowed on the other new beautie, but that the beautie of her beſtowed new $kill of 
the Painter. Though he thought inquilitivenes an vncomely gneft , hee could nor 
chooſe bur aske who ſhe was, that bearing ſhe of one being indeed, could with na- 
turall gifts goe beyond the reach of invention. X «/ander anſwered, that it. was made 
by ?hiloclea, the younger daughter of his Prince, who alſo with his wife were con» 
rained in that Table: the Painter meaning to repreſent the preſent condition of the 
young Lady, who ſtood watched by an over- curious eye of her parents;and that he 
would alſo hauedrawne her eldeſt (iſter,cfteemed ber matchfor beautie,in ber ſhep- 
heardiſh attire , butthat the rude clowne her gardian would not ſuffer ir ; neither 
durſt he aske leaue of the Prince for feare of ſuſpition. Pal/adizs perceived that the 
matter was wrapt vpin ſome ſecrecie,and therefore would for modeſtie demand no 


further , but yet his countenance could not but with dumbe.eloquence defireit: 


Which X a/ander percciuing;well (ſaid he)my deare gueft,I know your minde, and 
I will atisfie it: neither will [ doe it like a niggardly anſwerer,going no further then 
the bounds of the queſtion, but I will diſcover vnto you, aſwell that wherein my 
knowledge is common with others, as that which by extraordinarie meanes is deli- 
uered vnto me; knowing ſo much in you (though not long acquainted that I ſhatf 
finde your eares faithfoll treaſurers.So theo fitting downe in two chaires, and ſom- 
times caſting his eyc to the piure,he thus ſpake, . 

This country Arcadia among all theprouinces of Greece, hath ener beene hadin 
fingular reputation; partly for the ſweetnes of the ayre,and other naturall benefits, 
bur principally for the well tempered mindes of the people, who (finding thatthe 
ſhining title of glorie,ſo much affeted by other nations,dorh indeed helpe lictle ro 
the happineſle of life )are the onely people, which as by their juſtice and prouidence 
giue neither cauſe nor hope to their neighbours to annoy thern, ſo are they nor ſtir. 


red with falſe praiſe ro trouble others quier, thinking it a ſmall reward for the waſt- 


ing oftheir owne liues in rauening, that their poſteritie ſhould long after ſay, they 


had done ſo.Euen the Muſes ſceme to approvetheir good determination, by choo-' | 


ſing this country for their chiefe repairing place,and by beſtowing their perte&ions 
ſolargely here,that theverie ſhepheards baue their fancies lifted co ſo bigh conceits, 
as the learned of other nations are content both to borrow their names,and imitate 
their cunning. 

Here dwelleth and raigneth this Prince(whoſe pitore you ſee)by name Baſaline, 
a Prince of ſufficient skill ctogonern ſo quiet a country, where tke good minds ofthe 
former Princes had ſex dawne good lawes; and the well bringing vp of the people 
doth ſerue as a moſt ſure bond to hold them. But to be plaine with you, heexcels in 
nothing ſo much, as the zealous loue of his people, wherein he dothnot only paſle 
all his owne fore-goers,but as [ chinke, all the Princes lining. VWhereof the cauſe is, 
that though heexceed not in the vertues which get admiration;as depth of wiſedo- 
me, height ef courageand largenes of magnificence, yet is benotable in thoſe which 
ſtirre affe&ion,as truth of word, meekeneſle,curtelie,mercifulnefle;and liberalirie. 


He beingalreadie well ſtriken io yeares,married a youg Princeſlenamed _ 
augh- 
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daughter to the king of Cyprus of notable beaurie, as by her pifture you ſee: a wo- 
man ofgrear wit, and intruth of more princely vertues than herhusband; of moſt 
vnſpotted chafticic, bur of ſo working a minde, and ſo vehement ſpirits , as a man 
may fay, it was happei ſhe tooke a good courſe, for otherwiſe it would have beene 
terrible. | 
Oftheſe two are brought to the world two daughters, lo beyond meaſure excel- 
lentinall the gifts allottedto reaſonable creatures , that wee may thinke they were 
borne to ſhew , that nature is no ſtepmorber to that ſexe, how much ſocver fome 
men (ſharpe wittedonly in euill ſpeaking)bave ſought to diſgrace them. Theelder 
isnamed Pamela; by many mennotdeemed inferiour as her (lifter: for my part,when 
I marked them both, me thought there was (ifac leaſt ſuch perteRions may receine 
the word ofmore) more ſweetnes in Phi/loclea, but morc maicſtiein Famels - mee 
thought loue plaid in Philecleas cies,& threatned in Pamelas:me thought P iilocleas 
beautie only perſwaded, but fo perſwaded as all hearts muſt yeeld; Pardhes beautie 
vicd violence,and fuch violence as no heart could reſiſt. Andit ſeems that ſuch pro. 
ionis betweene their mindes: Phzloclea fo baſhfull,as though her excellencies. 
had ſtolne into her before ſhe was aware;ſo humble, that ſhe will put all pride our 
of countenance; in ſumme, ſuch proceeding as will ſtirre hape, but reach hope good! 
maners.Pamelaof high thoughts, whoauoids not pride which not kuowing her ex- 
cellencies, but by making that one of her excellenciesto be void of pride ; her mo- 
thers wiſedome, greatneſſe, nobilitic, but (if I can.gueſle aright) knic with a more 
confiant temper. Nowthen,our Baſilis being ſopublikely happie as to bea Prince, 
andiſo happie.in that bappinefle,as to bea belouedPrince,and ſo in isprivateble{= 
ſed as to baue ſo excellent a wife,and ſo ouer excellent children,hath of late takena 
courſe, which yet makes him moreſpoken of thanalltheſc bleſſings. For, baving 
made a iourney toDelphos,and ſafely returned; within-ſhore ſpace he brake vp his 
Court,and retired bimſelfe,his wife & children into acecrtaine forreſt hereby, which 
hecalleth his deſert; wherein (beſides a- houſe appointed: for ſtables, and odgings 
for certaine perſons of meane calling, who doe all houſhold ſeruices) he hath buil- 
ded two fine lodges: in the one of them himfelfe remaines with his yonger daugh« 
ter Philoclea,which was the cauſe chey three werematchedtogetherin this piure, 
without bauing any other creatureliuing in thatlodge with him. | 
Which, though it be ſtrange, yer not ſo ſtrange, asthe courſe he hath taken with: 
the Princeſle Pawela, whom he bath placed inthe other lodge: but how chinke you 
accompanied ? truely with none other but one Dameres, themott arrant doltiſh 
clowne,:bat Ithinke ever was without the priviledgeof a bable,with his wife M:/s- 
and:daughbter Mopſa, in whom no wit candeuiſe = whereinthey may pots 
ſureher, but to exerciſe her patience,and to ſerue for a foyle of her perfeRions. This: 
lowtiſh clown is ſuch, that.you neuer ſaw ſo ill-fauoured aviſar;bis behaniour ſuch 
that beis beyond the degree of ridiculous;& for hisapparell;cuen as I would wiſh 
him : Mſo his wife, ſo handſomea beldame, that only ber face and her ſplay-foote 
have made her accuſed for a witch;onelyone good point ſhe hath, chat ſhe obſerues 
decorumybauing a froward mindein a wretched body. Betweentheſe two perſonas. 
ges. (who neucr agreed in any bumour, butin diſagreeing) isifſned forth miftrefle 
Mopſa, a fit woman to participate of both their pefeions : but becavſe a pleaſant 
tellow.of my acquaintunce ſer forth her praiſes inverſe, ] will only repeatthem,and' 
ſpare mine owne tongue, (ince ſhe gocs fora woman. The verſes arctheſe, which I 
haue ſo often cauſed te be ſnng,that I haue them without booke-

T his ſhrewadly i then, how can my Muſe eſcape? | 
The gods mu#t helpe,and preciougtyngs mu# ſerue to ſhew her ſhape. 
Like great godSaturne faire, ind like faire Venus chafte: 
As ſmooth as Pan,es uno mild, like godatfſe Iris fac's, 
With Cupid ſhe foreſees and goes god Vuleans part. - 
And for 4 taite of all theſe gifts, ſhe teales god Morpus grace. 
Her forehead 1acinth like,her cheeks of Opallhue, 
Her twinckling eyes bedett with pearle, her lips as Saphir blew: 
Her haire like Crapal ſtone, ber mouth © heanenly wide:

Now truly having made theſe deſcriptions vnto you, me thinks you ſhould ima. 
ine thac | rather faine ſome pleaſant deuiſe,then recount a truth, that a Prince(nac 
baniſhed from hisawne wits)could poikibly make ſo vnworthy achoiſe. Bur truely 
(dearegueſt) ſoitis, thar Princes (whoſe doings haue beene often ſmootbed wich 
good ſucceſſe)thinke nothing ſo abſurd, which they cannot make honourable. The 
beginning of his credic was by the Princes ſtraying out of the way, on timehe hun- 
ted, where meeting this fellow, and asking him the way ; and ſo falling inco other 
actions, he found ſome of his anſwers (asa dog ſure if he could ſpeake, had wit 
enough to deſcribe his kennel] )nor vnſenſible, and all vttered with ſuch rudeneſle; 
which he interpreted plainneſle (though there be great difference betweene them) 
that Be/ilius conceiuing a ſodaine delight, tooke bim to his Court, wich apparane 
ſhew ofhis good opinion : whcerethe flattering Courtier had no ſooner taken the 
Princes minde, but that there were ftraight reaſons to confirme the Princes doing, 
& ſhadowes of vertues found for Dameras. His ſilence grew wit, bluncneſſe.integri- 
tie, his beaſtly ignorance vertuous ſimplicitie : and che Prince(accordiag to the na- 
ture of great perſons, in loue with that he bad donehimlelfe )fagcied,that his weake- 
nefle with his preſence would much be mended. And folike a creature of his owne 
making, he liked him more and more; and thus hauing firtt giuen him the office of 
principall. heardman ; laſtly, fince he rooke this ſtrange determination, he bath. ina 
manner put the life of himlelfe and his children into his bands. Which. authoritie 
(like roo greata (aile for ſo ſmall a boat)dothſo oner'[way pooreDametas,that ifbe 
fore he were a good foole ina chgmber, he might be allowed it now in a comedie, 
ſoas I doubt me(I feare me indeed) my maſter will inthe end (with his coſt ) finde, 
that bis office is not ro make men, but co viemen as men ars,no more then a horſe 
will bee taugbc co bunt, or an afſeco. manage. Bur in ſooth Ilamafraide I have gigen 
your earestoo great a ſurfer, with groſſe diſcourſes of that heauie peece of fleſh. Buc 
the zcalousgriefe I conceive to lee ſo great an crrour in my Lord, hath made,me be- 
ſtow more words then [confeſle ſo baſe a ſubieR deleryeth. ., , | 
Thus much now that I bavecold you , is nothing moretheh in effeR any Arca- 
dian knowes.But what moued him to this ſtrange ſolicarineſle, hath beenimparted 
(as I thinke)but to one perſon liuing. My felfe can conieRure,and indeedmopre then 
conieQure by this accident that [ will tell you : I bauean only Sonne by name C/:- 
rephop,who is now abſent, preparing for kis owne marriage,which I meane hordy 
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ſhall be herscelebrared. This ſonne of mine (whilethe Prince kept his Court)was 


of bis bed chamber : now ſince the breaking vp thereof, returned home,and ſhew- 
edme(among other things he had gathered) the copie which he bad taken of a 
letter : which when the Prince had read , hee had laid in a window, preſuming no 
body durſt looke in his wricings: bat my ſonne not only tooke a timero read ir, but 
to copie it. In trueth I blamed C/:rophoy for the cnriolitie,which made him breake 
his dutie in ſucha kind, whereby kings ſecrets are ſubie&to bereuealed;bur linceit 
was done, I was content totake ſo much profit , as to know it. Now here is chelet- 
ter, that I euerfince for my good liking,baue caried about me: which before I reade 
ynto you, I muſt tell you from whom it came. Itis a noble-man of his countrey na- 
med Ph:ilanax,appointed by the Prince, regent in this time of his retiring and moſt 
worthy fo to be: for , their lives no man , whole excellent witrte more {implic im- 
braceth integritie, belide bis vnfayned Joueto bis maſter , wherein never yet any 
could make queſtion, ſaving whether he loued Baſis or the Prince better - a rare 
temper, while moſt men either ſcruilely yeeld to all appetites, or with an obſtinate 
aufteritie looking to that they fanciegood, ineftc& negleR the Princes perſon. 
This then being the man, whom of all other (and moſt worthy) the Prince chiefly 
loves, it ſhould ſeeme (for more thenthe lecrer I haue noctogheſle by)thatche 
Prince vpon his returne from Delphos, (Pb:lanax then lying iicke) had written 


vnto bim hisdetermination,rifing(as evidently appeares)vpon ſornc Oracle he had * 


there receiued : whereunto he wrote this anſwer: 


Philanax hz letter to Baſilirs. 


Moft redoubted and beloued Prince, ifas well it had pleaſed you at your going 
to Delphos as now,to have vied my humble ſeruice,both I ſhould in better ſeaſon, 
and to better purpoſe haue ſpoken : and you (if my ſpeech had prevailed” ) ſhould 
haue beene at this time, as no way more in danger , ſo much more in quietneſle; I 
would then haue ſaid , that wiſedotne and vertne be the only deſtinies appointed 
to man to follow, whence we ought to ſecke all our knowledpe, ſince they be fuck 
guides a5 cannot faile;which;beſtdes,their inward comfort, doe lead fo dire a way 
of proceeding , as cither proſperitie muſt inſue; or , if the wickedneſle of the world 
ſhould oppreſle ir, it can neuer be faid, thateuill happeneth to him , who falles ac. 
companied with vertue: I wonld a haue ſaid , the heauenly powers to be rene- 
renced, and not ſearched into;and their mercies rather by prayers to be ſoughr,then 
their hidden councels by curiofitie. Theſe kinds of ſoothſayings (ſince they have 
lefc vsin our ſelues ſufficient guides.) be nothing bur tancie , wherein there muſt 
either be vanirie,or infalliblenefſe,and ſo,cither norto be reſpeRed,or not tobe pre- 
vented. Bur ſince itis weakenefſe roo much toremember what ſhould haue beene 
done, and that your commaundement ftretched roknow whatis to be done, I doe 
(moſt deare Lord?with humble boldnefle ay , that the manner of your determina- 
tion doth in no ſort better pleaſe me, then the cauſe of your going. Thele thirtie 
yeares you have ſo gouerned this Region, that neither your Subiets have wanted 


iuſtice in you, nor you obediencein them; and your neighbours have found you ſo * 


hurteleſly ftrong , that they thavghtr it better to reſt in your friendſhip, then make 
new triall of yourenmitie. If this then haue proceededour of the good confticution 
of your ſtate, and out ofa wiſe prouidence, generally to prevent all choſe things, 
which might encomber your happinefle : why ſhould you now ſeeke new courles 
lince your owne examplecomforrs you to continue,& that it isto me moſt certaine

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though irpleafe you notro cell me the veris words of-rheOracle)that yer no deſtiny 
nor influence-whacſocuer, can bring mans witro ahipher point; than wiſedome and; 
poodnes? why (hould you depriue your felfeof gouernment;for feareof lofing your 


goucrnment, like one thar ſhould kit himfelſe fot feart of death? Nay tather, ifthis' 


Oracle beto beaccounted of, armeivp your courage the more 2gainſt ic : tor who! 
will tick tobim thac abandons himſelfe, lee yoor ſubic&s have you in theireies;let 
them ſcethe benefits of your juſtice daily more &©more ; and fo muſt they needsra- 
ther like of preſent ſuerties then vnceredine changes. Laſtly, whether your titecall 

ou tolive-ordie,do both like a Prince: Now for your ſecond refojution; which is 
ro ſuffer no worthy Prince to be a ſuterto either-of your daughters, but while'you 
liue to.keepe them both vnmarried,and,as it were;to kill the ioy of poſteritie, which 
in your time you may enjoy; moued pefchance by a'mif-vnderſtood Oracle : what 
{hall T ſay, if the affeRion of a father to his ownechildren, cannor plead ſufficiently 
againſt ſuch fancies? once certaine it is , the God whicty is Godof nature , doth ne- 
ner teach.vnhaturalnefſs; and even theſamemindehold I touching your baniſhing 
them from companie,-leaft ] know not'whar ſtrange loves ſhould follow. Cettain- 
lie-fir, in my: Ladies your:daughters, nature promiſeth nothing but goodrefſe; and 
their education by yout fatherly care bath beene' hitherto ſuch, as hath beehe moſt 
ficro teſtraine all evil; giaing their minds vertuonsdelighrs, andnotgreiuingebern 
for want of well ruled libertie. Now to fall coa' ſodaineſitdighthing them, what can 
it do bur argue ſuſpition,a thing no mbre vnpleaſantirtien vnſute;forche preſeruing 
of vertue. League womens minds, the moſt vatramed that way'of any: Tee-wherher a 
cape can pleaſea bird? or whether a dog grow not fiefter with tying?what doth 1e8- 
Jouſie, but ſtirre vpthe mindero thinks; what it is from which they are reftfained? 
for they aretteaſures orthings of greatdelight, whictritet} vitro hide, for the apt- 
neſſe.they haie to each matis fancies:and the thoughts once awikedto thar;harder 
ſa:eitis to keepe thoſethoughes from accompliſhment; thenthid beene befbre'to 
haue kept the minde (which being the cbiefe pare;\by-thiltneants is defiledFirom 
thinking. Laflly; fortherecommending*fo principst4 tharpe'sf the Prificefſe

+ bilitie againſt Fhilanax, to ſee Philanax foaduanced, though (to fpeake fimply) he 
deſerue more then as manieof vs asthere be tn TYrca4is - rhe Prince himſelte hath 
bidden his head, in fuch ſort as I cold you, nor ſticking plainly to confefle, that hee 
meanes not(while he breathes)that his daughters fhal baue any husband, bur keepe 
them thus lolitarte with him : where he giuesno other body leaue to vifit himar 
anie time but a certaine Prieſt, who being excellent in poctrie, hee makes him write 
our ſuch things as he beſt likes, he being no lefle delighttoll in connerſation, then 
need{ull for deuotion, and about twentie ſpecified ſhepheards , in whom (forme for 
exerciſes,and ſome for Eglogs)he taketh greater recreation. 5 
And now you know as macb as my felfe : wherein if I have held you over longs * 
lay hardly the fault vpon my old age , which inthe verie diſpoſicion of it, is calka+ 
tive: whether it be (ſaid he (milling ) that nature loves to exerciſe that part moſt, 
which is leaſt decayed, and that is our tongue : or, that — being the onely 
thing whereof we poore olde men can brag, we cannot make it knowne bur by ve- 
terance : or , that mankind by all meanes ſeeking toeternize himfelfe ſo much the 
more, as he is neare his end, doth it not only by che children that come of him, but 
by ſpeeches & writings recommended to the memorie of hearers and readers. And 
yet thus mucb Lwill ſay for my ſelfe, that I have not laid theſe matters, cither ſo 0- 
penly or largely to any as to your ſelfe: ſo much (if I much faile not)do I ſee in you, 
which makes me both loue &rruſt you. Never may be be 01d, anſwered Paladire, 
that doth not reuerencerthar.age, whofe heauinefle, if ic waye downe the fraile and 
fleſhly ballance, itas much lifes vp the noble and fpirituall part ; and well might 
you hauvealleaged another reaſon, that their wiſedome makes them willing to pro- 
- fit others. And that haue I receined of you,neuerto be forgotten, but with vngrate-' 
fulnefſe. Buc among many ficange conceits yon told me, which haue ſhewed effeAs. 
in your Prince, truely eucn the laſt,, that bee ſhould conceiue ſuch pleaſurein ſhep- 
heards diſcourſe, would not feemethe leaft vato me, ſauing that you told mee ar 
the ficlt, char this country is notable in rhoſe wits, and that indeed my ſelfe having 
bin brought not onely to this place, but tomy life by S:rephon and Claims, in their 
conference found wits as might better become ſuch {hepheards as Homer ſpeakes 
of, that be gouernours of peoples, then ſach Senators who hold their Councell in 
a ſheepe-cote. Forthem two (ſaid Klander) eſpecially Claire, they are beyond the 
reſt by ſo much, as learning commonly doth addeto nature: for, hauing negleRted 
their wealth in reſpe& oftheir knowledge, they baye not ſo much impaired the 
meaner, as they berrered che better. Which all aorwichſtanding, iciss ſporce to 
heare howthey jmpureco loue, which hath jindued their choughes (ſay chey) wich:

.. But certainlyall the people ofthis country from high to lowe, is giuen tothoſe 
ſports of the wit, ſo as you would wonder ro heare how ſoone cuen children will 
begin to verſifie.

And now Parthe- 
ni« had learned both liking and miſliking , loving and loathing , and our ofpaſſion 
began to take theauthoritie of iudgement ; in ſo much, thar-when the time cams 
that Demagors (full of proud ioy)thoughtro receiverhe gift ofher ſelfe, ſhe with 
words of reſolute refuſal(rhough with teares ſhewing ſhe was forie ſhe muſt refuſe) 
aſſured her mother, ſhe would firſt be bedded in her grave, then wedded to Dema- 
£orar. Thechaunge was no more ftraunge, then vopleaſaticco the! mother + who 
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being deterfninarely (left I ſhould ſay of a great Ladie wilfully ) bent to marrie her , 
toDemagores,eried all wayes which a wictie and bard-bearted morher could vie, vp- 
on ſo humblea daughter;in whom the only reliſting power was loue.But the more 
ſhe aſfaulred,the more (hee taught P ar1henia to defend; and the more Parihenia de- 
fended, the more ſhe made ber mother obſtinatein the aſſaule - who at Jengeh find- 


ing, that _@&rgulw Randing berweenethem , was it that moſt eclipſed her affeRion 


from ſhining vpon Demageras, (he ſought all meanes how ro remove him , ſo much 
the more as he manifeſted himſelfe an vnremoueable ſuter to her davghter: firſt, by 
employing bim in as many dangerous enterpriſes asener the euil] tep-mother 1uxs 
recommended to the famous Hercules:bur the more his vertue was tryed,the more 

ureitgrew,while all che things ſhe did to overthrow him, did ſer him vp vpon the 

eighr of honour ; enough to baue moucd her hearr, eſpecially to a man euerie way 
ſo-worthie as Hrg«/a5:but ſhe ſtrugling agaioft all reaſon, becaule ſhe would haue 
her will, and ſhew herauthoricic in matching her with Demagore,the more vertu- 
ous 4rgalus was,the more ſhe hated him, thinking ber {clfe conquered in hiscon- 

veſts, and therefore ſtill imploying him in more and more dangerous attempts: in 
the meane while,ſhe vſcd all extremities poſſible vpon her faire daughter, ro make 
her gineouer herſelfe toher direion. But ic wa$hard to indge, whetber he indo- 
ing, or ſhe in ſuffering, ſhewed greater conftancie of affeRiont for, as ro Argalus the 
world ſooner wanted occafions, then he valour to goe through them: fo to Parihe- 
zia, malice ſooner ceaſed, then ber vachanged patience, Laſtly,by treaſons, Dema- 
goras and ſhe would-have made away 4rga/u;burt he with prouidence and courage 
ſo paſt over all,that che mother tooke ſucha ſpitcfullgriefe at t,that her beart brake 


_ withall,and ſhe dyed. 


Butthen, Demagore- aſſuring himſelfe, that now Partheniawas ber owne,, ſhee 
would never be his, and receiuing as much by her owne determinate anſwere , not 
more deſiring bis owne happineſſe,thenenvying_./rga/us,whom he ſaw with nar- 
row eyes,cuen readie toenioy the perfe&ion of his deſires, ſtrengthning his conceir 
with all che miſchieuous counſels which diſdained love , and envious pride could 
giue vnto bim;the wicked wretch(traking a rimethat 47ga/us was gone to bis coun- 
trie, to fetch ſome of his principall friends ro honour the mariage, ' which Parihenis 
bad moſt ioyfully conſented vnto the wicked Demegoras (I ſay ) deſiring to ſpeake 
with her, wich vamercifull force (her weake armes in vainerefifting) rubd all over 
her face a moſt horrible poyſon: the effe& whereof was ſuch,that never leaperlooke - 
more vgly then fhe did « which done, hauing bis men and hotſes ready, departed a- 
way in ſpite of her ſeruancs,as readie to reuengeas they could be,in ſuch anvnexpe- 
Qed miſchiefe. But the abhominableneſſe of this fa being cometo my L.Kalander, ' 
he made ſuch meanes, both by our kings intercefſion, & bis owne, that by the'King - 
and Senate of Lacedzmon, Demagoras was vpon paine of death baniſhed the coun- 
trey:who hating the puniſhment, where he ſhould bane hated the fault, jioynedhim- 
{clfe, witb all che powers he could make, vnto the Zelozs, latelyin rebellion againſt 
that ſtate: and they (glad co haue a man of ſach authoritieamongthem) made him 
their Generall:and vnder him haue commitreddiuers the moſt out-ragious villanies, 
thata baſſe multitude(full of deſperate reuenge)can imagine. 

But within a while afcer this picciſull fat commired vpon Parthenis, Argalusre- 
turned(poore Gentleman) baning her faire image in this beart,& already promiſing 
hiseyes the vrtermoſt of bis feJicitie, when they (no bodyelſe daring totell ichim) 
where thefirſt meſſengers to theſelues of theirown misfortune. ] meanenotto move 

paſhors 
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paſſions with telling you the griefe of both, when hee knew her, for at firſt hee did. 
nor, nor at firſt knowledge could poffibly have vertues aide fo readie,as not cuen 
weakely tolament the loſſe of fucha Iewell; fo much the more,as that skilfullmen 
in that art aſſured it was vnrecouerable, but within a while,trath of love(wbich Kill 
held the firlt face in his memorie} a vertuous conftancie, and even a delight to bee 
conſtant, faith given, and inward worthinefſe ſhinning chrough the fovleſt miſts, 
cooke ſo full bold of the noble Arga/us, that nor only tn ſuch comfort which wicrie 


_ arguments may beſtow vponaduerſity, buteuen with themoſt abutidantkindneſſe 


that an eye-rauilhed lover can exprefle, he laboured both ro drive the extremitie of 
forrow from her,and co haſten the celebration of their marfiage: whereunto he vn- 
fainedly ſhewed himlſelfe no !efle checrefully earneſt , then if (he had niever beene 
difinberited of that goodly portion, which nature had ſo liberally bequathed vato 
her; and for that cauſe deferred his intended revenge vpon Demagoras; becauſe hee 
might continually bee in ber preſehce; ſhewing more humble feruiceableneſſe, and 
10y to content her; then euer before. © © 7, 70 DG, 
"Bur 25. he gave this rarc example,not to be hoped for ofany other, but of another 
Argalus:lo of the other fide,ſhe rooke as ſtrange a courſe in affetion : for, where (ke 
deſired toenioy him, more theatoliue; yet did ſheoverthrow both her owne deſire 
and his, and in no ſort would yeeld ro marric him;with a ſtrange encomicerofloues 
affeAts,& effets;thathe by an affeRion ſpring fromexcefſiuve beautie,ſhoylddelighe 
in horrible foulneſſe;and ſhe of a vehement deſire to hawehim,ſhould kindly build 
a reſojution never to have hjm; for truth it is, that ſo in hearg ſhe loved him, as ſhe 
could not findein her hearthe ſhould be tied to whar was viiwortby of his preſence. 
| Truely Sir, a verie good Orator mighthauea faire field to vſceloquence in, if he 
did but only repeate the lamentable,and truely afteRionated ſpeeches, while hecon- 
jured her by remembrance ofher affeRion, & true oatbes of his owne affeRion, not 
ro make him ſovnhappy,as to thinke be had notonly loſt her face, but herheart;that 
her face, when it was faireſt, had beene butas a marſhall, ro lodgethe loue ofher in 
bis minde, which now was ſo well placed, as it needed no further helpe of any out- 
ward harbinger: beſeeching ber,euen with teares,to know, that bis loue was not ſo 
ſuperficiall,as to goe no further then theskin;which yet now tohimwas moſt faire, 
finceir was hers: how could bee bee fo vngrarefull, asto loue her thelefle for that 


which ſhe had only receiued for his ſake ? char he never beheld ir, but therein he ſaw 


the louelineſſe of her louc towards him : proteſting vnto her, that he would never 
take ioy of his life, it he mighrnotenioy her, for whom principally he was glad he 
Jaadlife. But (as I heard by ouethat ouer-heard them) ſhee (wringing him by the 
hand) made no other anſwere but this:my Lord(faid ſhe)God knowes I loue you; 
if I were Princeſſe of che whole world,and bad withall,all the bleflings that ever the 
world brought forth, I ſhould nor makedelay,to lay my ſelfe,and them vnder your 
feer, or if Thad continued but as I was,though (I muſt conſeſſe) farre vn yof

all other defeRs. Bur firſt let me be much more miſerable then I am;ereTmatch 1r- 
galasto ſuch a Partheniaz Liuc happie deare Arge/es, Tgine you full Tibertie, and I 
beſeech you take it; and Iaſſureyou T ſhall reioyce (whatſoever become ofme) ro 
ſceyou ſo coupled, as may be fic both for your honour and ſatisfaRion. Wirh that 
ſhe bruſt out in crying and weeping, not able longer to containe her felfe from bla- 
ming her fortune, and wiſhing her owne death, Y

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But cArgaline with a moſt beauic beart till purſuing bis deſire, ſhe fixt of minde 7 
to auoide further intreatie, and to flic all companie; which (euen ofhim) grew va- 7 
pleaſant ynto ber,one night ſhe ſtole away: but whither, as yer iris vnknowne,or | 
indeede what is become of ber. 

Argalas ſought berlong, and in many places;atlength (difpairing to finde her, 
and the more bee deſpaired, the moreenraged) wearie of his life, but firſt derer- 
mining to bee reuenged of Demegorasr , hee went alone diſguiſed inco the chiefe 
towne held by the Helors : where comming into his preſence, garded about by 
many ofhis ſouldiers, he could delay his furie no longer for a ficrer time: but ſetting 
vpon him, ig deſpight ofa great many thar helped him, gaue him diverſe morrall 
wounds, and tmſelfe {no queſtion) bad beene there preſently murthered, butthar 
Demagores himſelfe delired hee might bee keptaliue: perchance with intention to 
feede his owne eycs with ſome cruell execution to'bee layd vpon bim , but death 
came ſoonerthen he looke- for; yer hauing had'leifure to appoint bis ſucceſſor, a 
young man, not [ng before delincred ont of the priſon of the King of Lacedemon, 


- where be (hould haue ſuffered death for hauing {lainþ the Kings Nephew , but him 


he named, who at that time was ablent;, making rogdes vpon the Lacedemoniens, 
but beiag returned the reſt of the Helots, for thegreat liking they conceiued ofthat 
young men,. eſpecially becauſe they -bad none 'among themſelues ro whom the 
others wqyld yeelde , where content to follow D eamagor«s appointment. And well 
hath it ſucceeded wich them; hee baviog fince done things beyond the hope ofthe 
youngeſt heads, of whom I ſpeake the rather , becauſe he bath hitherto preſerued 
Argalwaliue vnderpretenceto haue him publikly,aad with exquiſite tormentsexe- 
LO the end of theſe warres, of which they hope for a ſoone andproſpe- 
rous iſſae.. ..- = 

And he bath likewiſe hicertokeptmy young Lord Clirephon alive, who (to re- 
deeme his friend) went with certaine other noble men of Zaconis, and forces gathe- 
redby them, to beſicge this young and new ſucceſſor: burbee iffuing out (to the 
wonderofall men) defeated the Leconjens,ſlew many ofthe noble-men,and tooke 
Clitophon priſaner, whom with much adoe hee keepeth alive,the #e/ors being villa- 
noully cruell;but he tempereth them ſo ſometimes, by following theirhumor,ſfome- 
times by iciuing with ir, that hitherto be bath ſaued both their lives, but indiffe- 
rent eſtates; 4704/u4 being Ceptina cloſe and hardprifan,Clitophonar fome libertie. 
And naw Sir , though(to (ay the truch)we can promiſe our ſelues little of their ſafe» 
ties, whilethey ro in the Helers hands, L have deliveredall I vaderſtand touching 
the lolle afmy: Lords ſonne, and the cauſerhereof : which, though it was not-ne- 
cellarieto Clegphons caſe, to bee ſo particularly told, yer the ſtrangeneſle of it,nade 
methinke ic would not be vopleaſantvnro you. 

Palladiag thanked bim greatly for it, being cucn paſſionately delighted with hea- 
ring ſo ftraunge an accident,of a knight ſo famous aver the world, as Are«/w,with 
whom he had himſelfe along deſire to meete: ſo bad fame powreda noble emula- 
tion in bim cowards him. 

But chen(welbethinking bimſelfe)be called for armour,defiring them toprouide 
him of horſe & guide, & armed all ſauing the head, be went vp to Xalander, whom 
be found lying vpon the ground, bauingener fince baniſhed both ſleepe and foode, 
a$ enemies co.the mourning , which pathon perſwaded him was reaſonable.

_ Arlenprth,che lefe wind ofthe 4rcadians began to looſe groundz which Paladins 
ſeeing z-he ſtraigberhruſt himſelfe wich bis choiſe band againſt the chrong, that op= 
prefſed chem, with ſuch an ouerflowing of valour , that the Caprtaine of the Helors 
(whoſceyes ſooneiudged of chat wherewith themſelues wete goucrned) ſaw that 
he alonewas worth all the reſt of the 4rcadians: which he ſo wondredar,thatir was 
bard to.ſay,,wherher he more liked bis doings, or miſliked the cfte&ts ofhis doings: 
but determining thiat y pon that caſt che game lay, and diſdaining to fight with apie 
other, ſought only ro ioine with bim : which mind was no lefle in Paladine, baving 
eaſily marked, that he was as the firftmouer of all the other hands. And fo their 
thoughts meeting in one point,they conſented (chough not agreed) totryecach 0» 
Thersftortupe : and ſo drawing themlſelues to bethe verermoſt of the one lide,they 
begari a combar,which was ſo much inferior to the batraile in noiſe and number, as 
it wasurpaſliog it in braverie of fighting, &(as it were)deligrbful cerriblenes.Their 
courage. was guided with $kill, and their skill was armed with courage; neyther did 
their bardineſſe darken their wit, nor cheir wit coole their hardinefſe: both yaliant, 
as men deſpiling death; both confident, as vawontedto be ouercome;yertdoubtfull 
by their preſenc feeling, & reſperull by what they had alteadie ſeene. Their feete 
ſtedie, their hands diligent, their eyes watchfull,and their hearts reſolute. Theparts 
either notarmed, or weakely armed, were well knowne, & according tothe know- 
ledge ſhonld haue bin (harpely viſited, but that the anſwer was as quickeas the ob- 
ietion.

ans) but his ſonne Cl:rophon ? But now the Capraine badeuſcd allthe principall 
Heloty#to-be afſembled,as well co deliberate what'they had ro'do,as to receſue a meſ- 
fage from the 4rcadians; Among whom Palatine verrne (befides thelbueXKalender 
bate him)haning gotten principall authoritie,he bad perſwaded thernts feek rather 
by parley to recover the Father and the Sonne, then by the ſword fihte'the$o6ds 
neffofthe Capraine aſſured him thar way to ſpeed, & his value (whetevvith He was 
of old xcquainted)made him thinke any other way dangerous. Thisthefeforc was

here is he, who (as a father) hath new begotten me, and (as a God) hath ſaued mee 
from manie deaths, who alreadic laid hold on me: which Xa/ander with teares of 
ioy acknowledged (beſides his owne deliuerance)onely his benefite. But Dajphan- 
7#s,who loued doing well for it ſelfe,and not for thankes, brake off thoſe ceremonies; 
deſiring to know how Palledins ( for ſo he called: Muſidorus ) was come intothar 
companie , and what his preſent eſtate was ; whereof receiving a briefe declaration 
of Kalander, he ſent him:word by Clirphen , that he ſhould not as now come vnto 
him, becauſe he held himſelfe not fo ſure a maiſter of the Helotsmindes, that hee 
would adventure him in their power, who was ſo well knowne with an vnfriendly 
acquaintance,butthat he deſired him ro return with Xa/ander,whither alſo he with- 
in few dayes (hauing diſpatched himſelfe of the Helors) would repaire. Kalander 
would needs kiſle his hand againe for that promiſe, proteſting he would efteeme his 
houſe more bleſſed then a temple of the gods,if ic had once received him. And then 
deſiring pardon for Argalus. Daiphantus a them that hee would die bur hee 
would bring him (though ill then kept in cloſe priſon,indeed for his ſafety, the He- 
lots being ſo animated againſt him as elſe he could not haveliued) & lo taking their 
leave of him, Xalander, Clitophon, Palladiue, and the reſt ofche _1readians ſwearing 
that they would no further in any ſort moleſt the Helors,they ſtraight way marched 
out ofthe rowne, carrying both their dead and wounded bodies with them; and by 
morning were all readic within the limites of Arcadia. 

The Helots of the other fide ſhutting their gates, gane themſelues to burie their 
dead,to curetheir wounds, & reft their wearied bodiesztill(the next day beſtowing 
the checrefull vie ofthe light vpon them) D aiphantas making a generall conuocati- 
on, Ipake vnto them in this maner: Ve are firſt(ſaid he)to thank the gods,that(fur- 
ther then we had eyther cauſe ro hope, or reaſon to imagine) hane delivered vs out 
ofthisgulfe of danger, wherein we were alreadie ſwallowed. For all being loſ, 
(had they not direRed my returne ſo iuſt as they did) it had beene too late to reco- 
uer that , which being had, wee could not keepe. And had I not happened to know 
one of the principall men among them, by which meanes the truce began betweene 
vs,you may eaſily conceiue, what little reaſon we have tothinke, but thateyther by 
ſome ſupply out of 4rcadia,or from theNobilitie of thisCountry(who would haus 
made fruits of wiſedome grow ont ofthis occaſton)we ſhould have had our power 
turned to ruine, our pride to repentance and ſorrow. Butnow the ſtorme, as it fell, 
ſoir ceaſed : and the error commitred, in retaining Clitophon more hardly then his 
age or quarrell deſerued, becomes aſharpely learned experience,tovſcinothertimes 
more moderation, 

Now haueI to deliver vnto you the concluſion betweene the kings with theNo- 
bilitie of Lacedemon and you ; which is in all points as your ſelves deſired: aſwell 
for that you would hauc granted, as for the affurance of what is graunted. The 
Townes and Fortes you preſently haue,are ſtill left vntoyou,to be kept either with 
or without garriſon,ſo as you alter notthe lawes of the Countrey,and pay ſuch du- 
tiesasthe reſt of the Laconians doe z Your ſelues are made by publique decree, free- 
men, and ſo capable both to giue and receiue voyce ineleRion of Magiſtrates. The 
diſtin&ion of names betweene Helors and Leacedemoniens to be quite taken away, 
and all indifferently to enioy both names of priviledges of Laconiens. Your chil- 
dren to be brought vp with theirs in the Spartane diſcipline: and ſo you (framing 
your ſeluesto be good members of that eſtate)to be hereafter fellowes, and no lon- 


ger ſeruants. 
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Which condicions you ſee, .cartie in themſclues no more contention then afſu- 
rance; Forthis is nora peace whichis made with them, burthis is a peace by which 
youare madeof.them. Laftly a torgerfulnefle decreed of all what is palt;they ſhew- 
ing themſclues, glad to thane loyaliantmenas you are, ioyned-with them; ſo thar 
you-areto take mindes of peace ,lince the caulc of warre is finiſhed; and as you ba- 
red them before, ke gppreſlors, la.now to louerhem as brothers ; totakecare of 
thei eſtate becauſe if is: yours , and:ro labour by vertuous doing , that thepoſteri- 
tie may nat repent.your loynipg. » Bur now: ane Article onely they ftaod vpon, 
which in the end ] with your Commiſhoners khaue agreed-vmto, that I ſhould no 
more.razrie here, miſtaking perchance my humour, and thinking me as ſeditious as 
I am young,or elſeit is the king Awicla procuring, inreſpetthat ic was my ill hap 
to kill his nephew., Ear//con; but howſocuer it-be, | have condiſcended. Bur ſo will 
not we,criedalmoſt the whole aſſembly, counſelling one anoghber, rather to trie the 
vttermoſt euent, :then looſe him by whom they had beene viRtorious. But hee as 
well with generall orations, as particular dealing with the men of moſt credit; made 
them throughly ſee haw necellarie ic, was to preferre ſuch an opportunitie before 
a vaine aftetion z.bur. yer could not preuaile, till openly bee ſware, that he would 
(ifatanie time the. Lacedemonians brake this treatie) come backe againe, and be 
their Captaine. _ _ - .;- no? | 2 eciyt; 

So then after a few dayes, ſetting them in perfe& order, he took his leaue ofthem; 
whole eyes bad him farewell with teares , and mouthes with kifling the places 
where be ſtep , and atter making temples vnto him as to a.demi-God : thioking ic 
beyond the degree ofhumanitieto hauea wit fo farre ouergoing his age, and ſuch 
dreadfull terror praceede from:ſo-excellent beautie. But he for his ſake obtained 
free pardon far 47g4/w,whom allo (vpon oath neuer to beare armes againſt the 
Helots). hee delivered: and taking anely with bim certaine principall Jewells of 
his owe, hee would haue parted alone with £4rg4/s (whole countenance well 
ſhewed, while P4arrhenia was loſt hee.counted not himſelfe delivered) but that the 
whole multitude would needs guard him into Arcadia. Where againe lequing them 
all co lament his departure, hee by.enquirie got to the well-knowne houſe of Xa- 
lander:; There was hee receined with louing ioye of Kalander, with igyfull loue 
of Palaajws,with humble(though dolefull) demeanour of 47g4/w-(whom ſpecially 
both he and Pallad;#s regarded) with gratefull ſeruiceablenesofClitophon,& honou- 
rable admiration of all. For being now well viewed to have no haire on his face, 
ro witneſſe hima. man , who had done aRs beyond the degree of a man, and to 
looke with a certainealmoſt baſhfull kinde otmodeſtie, as it hee feared the eyes 
of men , who was vnmooucd. with fight of the molt horrible continuances 
of death ; and as-it nature had miſtaken her worke to have a <Marſes heart 
ina Capids bodie : All that beheld him (and all that might behold him, did be- 
bold him) made theireyes quickemeſlengerstotheir mindes, that there they had 
ſecnethe vttermoſt that in mankind might be ſeene. the like wonder Paladins had 
before ſtirred, but that Daiphantws,as younger & newer come, had gotten now the 
aduantageinthe moyſtand fickleimpreſhon ofeye-(ight. © Bur while all men (fa- 
uing pooreArgalus) made the ioy of their eyes ſpeake for their hearts towards. 
Daiphantus: Fartnne(that belike was bid to that banker, and ment thento play the 
good fellow) broughrta pleaſant adventure among them. Ic was that as they had 
newly dined,there came into Kalender a mefenger,thar brought him word,a yong 
noble Ladic, neere kinſwoman to the faire Helew Queene of Corinth, was come 
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thitherzand defire tobe lodgedin his houſe. Kalander (moſt glad of ſuch an occaſi- 
on; went our, andall his other worthy gueſts with him, ſauing onely Argelzs, who 
remained in bis chamber;deſirous that chis companie were once broken vp,thar be 
mightgoc in-his ſolicarie queſt afrer Parrhenia. Bur when they mer this Ladie,Xa- 
Lander firaight chonghr the daw his neece Parrbenie, and was about in ſuch familiar 
fort to haue ſpoken vnto her; bur thee in graue and honourable mannergiving him 
ro ynderſtand thiat hee was mittaken ; hee halfe aſhamed excnſed himlelte with the 
excceding likenefle was betweene them, though indeedeit ſeemed char this Ladie 
waSof the-more pure and daintie complexion ; the ſaid, it might verie well be , ha- 
vingbecne many times takenone for another. But afſoone as ſhe was broughr into 
the bovſe,before ſhe would reſt her,ſhee deſired to ſpeake with Argaius publikely, 
wha ſhee heard was in the houſe. 4rgalus came haltily , and as haſtily rhought as 
Kalander hadidone, with ſudden changes of ioy into ſorrow. But ſhee when ſhe had 
ſtaid cheir thoughts with telling chem her name and qualitie, in this ſort ſpake vnto 
bim.My Lord 4rgalus, ſaid ſhe , being of late left in the court of Queene Helen of 
Corinth, as chiefe in her abſence ({he being vpon ſome occaſion gone thence) there 
came vnto methe Ladie Parihenia, lo disfigured, as I thinke Greece hath nothing 
ſo-ougly ro behold. For my part, it was many dayes, before with vehement oathes, 
and ſome good proofes, {he could make methinke that ſhee was Parthenia. Yer at 
laſt Gnding certainly it was ſhee, and greatly pittying her misfortune , ſo much the 
more, as thatallmen bad euer told me (as now you doe) of thegrear likeneſle be- 
tweene v3, I tooke the beft care I could of her, and of her vnderſtood the whole tra- 
gicall hiſtoric of her vndeſerued adventure: and there withall, ofthar moſt noble 
conſtanciein you my Lord Argalws: waich whoſocuer loues nor, ſhewes himſelfe to 
bea harerof vertue,& vnworthy to liue in the ſocietieof mankinde. But no outward 
cherithing could faluetheinward ſore of her minde, but a few daies fince ſhe died; 
beforeher dearh earneſtly deſiring, & perſwading me,to thinke of no tmsband but 
of you;asof crheghly man inthe world worthy to be loued withall ſhe gave methis 
Kingto deliver you, deſiring you, & by the aurhoririe of love commannding you, 
thattheaffetion you bare her, you ſhould turnero me; affuring you, that nothing 
can pleaſe ber ſoule more,then to ſee you and me matched cogetber.Now my Lord 
though this office be not ( perchance) ſutablero-my eſtate, nor ſex, who ſhould ra- 
therlooketo bedelired;yer,an extraordinarie deſert requires an extraordinarie pro- 
ceeding: and therefore Iam come (with faithfull loue built vpon your worthinefle) 
tro offer my ſelfe , and to beſeech you toaccept the offer : andiftheſe noble Gentie- 
ment preſent, will ſay it is great folly, let them withall,ſay it isgreac love. And then 
ſheftaid, carneftly attending rg ata bis anſwere, who firft making moſt heartie 
{ighes(doing fuch obſequies as he could ro Paribemia )thus anfwered her. | 

. Madame (laid he) infinitlyam 1 bound vnto you, forthis, no morerarethen 
noble courtefie; bur much bound for the goodnefle I perceiue you ſhewed to the 
Ladie Partheviat with that the tearesranne downe his eyes, but hee followed on) 
and.as muchasſo:vnfortunarea man , fitto beethe ſpe&acle of miſerie', can doe 
youferuice; determine you have made a purchaſe of a ſ]aue { while I line) never to 
faileyou. Buctbis grear matter you propoſe vnto me wherein Tam notfoblind as 


not to ſeelwhat happineſle ir ſhould be vnto me; excellent Ladie, know,thatif my |

you, who haue the ſame beautic: but it was Parthenias ſelfe I loued,and loue,which 
no likeneſle can make one;no commaundement difſolue, no foulneſſe defile,nor no 
death finiſh. And ſhall I receiue(faid ſhe)ſuch diſgrace,as to be refuled?NobleLady 
(faid be) ler not that hard word be vſed; who know your exceeding worthines farre 
beyond my deſert: but itis onely happinefle I refuſe, ſince ofthe onely happinefle I 
could and can deſire, Iam refuſed. 

He had ſcarce ſpoken thole words, when ſhee ranne to him,andimbracing him, 
why then 4rgalws (laid ſhee) take thy Parthenia: and Parthenis it was indeede. Burt 
becauſe ſorrow forbad him too ſoone to beleeue, ſhetold him the trueth, withall cir- 
cumſtances: how being parted alone, meaning to diein ſome ſolitarie place, as ſhe 


| hapned to make her complaint, the Queene He/enof Corinth (who likewile felt her 


part of miſeties) being then walking alſo alone in thar louely place, heard her, and 
neuer lefe till ſhe had knowne the whole diſcourſe. Which the noble Queene great- 
ly pittying,ſhe ſent to her a phylition of hers,the moſt excellent manin the world,in 
hope be could helpe her : whichin ſuch ſort as they ſaw he had performed, and ſhe 
taking with her of the Queenes ſeruants,thought yet to make this triall, whether be 
would quickely forget his true P«rtbenia, or no. Her ſpeech was confirmed by the 
Corinthian Gentlemen,who before had kept her councell, & _7rgalws eaſily perſwas 
ded to what more then ten thouſand yeares of life he deſired : and Xa/ander would 
needs have the marriage celebrated in his houſe, principally the longer to bold his 
deare gueſt, towards whom he was now (beſides his owne habite of hoſpitalitie) 
carried with loue and dutie : and therefore omitted no ſeruice that kis wit could in- 


' yent, and his power miniſter. 


But no way he ſaw be could ſo much pleaſure them,as by leauing the two friends 
alone, who being {hrunke aſide to the banquetting houſe where the piures were: 
therePaladius recounted vato him,that after they had both abandoned the burning 
ſhip(&ecither ofthem taken ſomething vnder him,the better to ſupport him to the 
fhore)he knew not how, but either with oner-labouring in the fight, and ſudden 
cold, or the too much receiving of ſalt water,he was paſt himſelfe: but yet holding 
faſi(as the nature of dying men isto do)the cheſt that was vnder him,he was caft on 
the ſands, where he was taken vp by a couple of ſhepheards, and by them broughe 
to life againe, and kept from drowning himſelfe, when he deſpaired of bis faie: 
How after hauing failed to take him into the fiſher boate,he had by the ſhepheards 
perſwaſion come to this Gentlemans houſe; where being dangerouſly ſicke,he had 
yeelded to ſeeke the recouerie of health , onely for that hee might the ſooner goe 
ſecke the deliverieof Pyrocles ; to which purpoſe Kalender by ſome friends of his 
in Meſſc#a,had alreadie ſet a ſhippe or two abroad,when this accident of C/itophows 
taking had fo bleſſedly procured their meeting. Then did hee ſer forth vato him 
the noble intertainment and carefull cheriſhing of Xa/ander towards him, and fo 
ypon occa(ion ofthe pifures preſent, delinered with the frapknesofa friends tongve, 
as neereas he could, word by word what Kalender had told himtouching the trange 
ſtorie (with all the particularities belonging) of Arcadia, which did in many forts 
ſo delight Pyrocles to heare : that hee would needs hape much of it againe re- 
peared , and was not contented till Xa/ander himſelfehad anſwered him diuerſe 

veſtions. 

Bur firſt at Aſ#ſedorws requeſt, thought in briefe manner, his minde much running 
vponthe ſtrange ſtorie of Arcadia, he did declare by what courſe ofaduentures hee * 
was come to make vp their mutuall happineſle in meeting. Vhen (colin ſaid be) 7

the name of Daiphantes, according to the refolution you know is between ys : )bur 
being aid inthe iayle of Tevoris,with ſpeciall hate tome for the death of Rxryieen, 
es ws fort ofthatrowne confpired with the zz-lars, and fo by-nighr apened 
them the gates; where entring any > ar. the gentle and rich faction, for ho- 
neftie lake brake open all priſons, and fo deliuered me : and | moved with grateſul+

Templeto be maried, her eyesthemſeluesſecmed rs rP" h loue & beautie 
were married; her lips though they were kept cloſe with modeft filence, yer witha 
ety kind of naturall Gwelling, they ſeemed co invite thegueſts chat lookt on then; 
r cheekes bluſhing, and withall wben ſhe was ſpoken vnto , a lirrle ſmiling; were 
like Roſes, when their leaues are witha little breath Rtirred; her haire being laideat 
the full length downeher backe;bare ſhew asif the yoward failed, yerthat would 
conquer. Daiphantws marking her, O 1apiter (faith he ſpeaking ro Paladin/Jhow 
$it, that beautie is onely confined to Arcadia? But Palladius not greatly at- 
tending his ſpeech, ſomedaies were continuedintheſolemnizingthe mariage, with 
all conceipts that might deliuer delight ro mens fancies. 

-- But ſuch achaunge was grownein D&iphantur, that ( as if cheercfulneſſe had bin 
tediouſnes and good entertainment were turned to:diſcourtelie)he would euer get 
himſelfe alone, thoughalmoſt when he was in company, he was alone; ſo lictle at- 
rention he gaue to any thar ſpeake vnto him : eventhe colour and fignreofhis face 
beganto receive fomealteration, which he ſhewed litle to heed: but every morning 
earcly going abroad, citker to the Garden, or to fome woods toward the deſert, it 
foamed, his onely:comfort was to be without a comforter. Bat long it could not be 

hid:from Paladixs, whom trucloue made readieto marke, and long knowledge able 
totharke; andthereforc being now growne wearic of his abode in' Arcadia, baning 
informed himſelfe fully of the ſtrength and riches of the countrey, ofthe nature of 
the people,and maner of their lawes:and ſeeing the Court could not be viſited, pro- 
hibited to allmen, but to certaine ſhepheardifh people; he greatly deſired aſpeedie 
returne to his owne countrey, after the manie mazes of fortune he had troden. But 
perceiuing this greatakerationia bis: friend, be chought firft to breake with him 
thereof; andthen to haſten his returnez whereofbe found bim but ſmally enclined:; 
whereupon one day taking himalene with certaine graces and countenances, as if 
he were diſputing with the trees, began in this maner to ſay vato him. =

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I co my great happineſſe were brought vp rogther) is nothing inferiour vnto it, 
But I thinke you will make me ſee, that the vigour of your wit can ſhew it ſelfe in 
aty ſubie& : or elſe you teede ſometimes your lolicarinefle with the conceits of the 
Poets, whole liberall pennes caq as eaſily trauaile ouer mountaines, as mole-hills: 
and fo like well diſpoſed men,ſer vp cuery thing to the higheſt note;eſpecially, when 
they put ſuch words in the mouthes of one of thele fantaſticall mind-infeed peo- 
pletbat childrea& Muſicians cal Lovers. This word, Louer,did no leſſepierce poore 
#yrocles , then the right tune of mulicke toncheth him thatis licke of the 7 aranrala. 
There was not one part of his bodie, that did not feelea ſudden motion, while his 
heart with panting, ſeemed to dance to the found of that word, yet after ſome paule 
(litting vp hiseyes a little from the ground, and yet notdaring to place them in oh 
eyes of Muſidorus) armed with the verie countenance of the poore priſoner at the 
barre, whoſe anſwer is nothing bur guiltie : with much adoe he brought forth this 
ueſtion. And alas, ſaid he,deare cofin, what it I benot ſo:mnch the Poet (the free- 
. of whole pen can exerciſe it ſelfe in any thing) as euen that miſerable . ſubie& 
of his cunning, whereof you ſpeake ? Now the eternall gods forbid (tainely cryed 
out Muſiderus ) that ever my care ſhould be poyſoned with fo cuill newes of you. 
O let me never know that any baſeaffe&ion ſhould get any Lord(hippe in your 
thoughts. But as be was ſpeaking more, K/ander came, & brake off heir diſcourſe, 
with inuiting chem to the hunting ofa goodly Stagge, which being harboured in a 
wood thereby,be hoped would make them good ſport,and drive away ſome partof 
Daiphanizs melancholy. They condiſcended, and ſo going totheir lodgings, fur- 
niſhed themſclues as liked them, D aiphantus writing a few words which he left ſea- 
led inaletter againſt the returne.

' This was all, and this Paladins read twice or thrice ouer, Ah(ſaid he)Pyrocles,what ©: 


councels? Heretofore T baue accuſed the ſea, condemned the Pyrats, and hated my 


my confort, thy felfe is the Pyrat that robs thy ſelfe from me : thy owne will be- © 
comes my enill fortune. Then torned he his thoughts to all formes of gheſſes that 7 
might lighrvpon the purpoſe and courſe of Pyrocles : for hee was not fo ſure by this 7 
words,that it was loue, as hewas donbtfullwhere the lone was.One time he thoghr, * 
ſome beautie in Laconia had laid hold of his eyes; another time hee feared, that it . 
might be Parthenias excellencie, which had broken the bands of al] former reſfolu- * 
tion, bur che more hethought,the more he knew not what to think; armies of obic- 

Rion riſing againſt any accepted opinion. Then | 
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\ Thenascarefull he was what to doe himlelfe : at length determined, never to 
leaueſecking him, rill bis ſcarch ſhould be cyther by meeting accompliſhed, or by 
death ended. Theretore(for allche vakindnes bearing tender xeſpe&,chathis friends 
decret determination ſhould be kept from any fuſpition in others )he went toKalen. 
27, 4nd cold him, that he bad receiued a meſlage from his friend, by:which hee vn- 
deritood he was gone backe againe into Laconia,about lome ——— impor- 
ting the poore men, whoſe proteQion he had vadertaken, & that it was in any fort 
fir-tor bim ,to follow bim, but i ſuch private wile, as not to be knowne,, and that 
therefore he would as then bid him farewell ; arming himſelfe ina blacke armour, 
as cirher a badge, or prognoſtication of his minde: and taking only wich him good 
ſtore of money, and a few choile jewels, leauing the greateſt number of chem, and 
moſt of his apparel with'Xa/ander;which hedid partly to giue the more caule toKas 
lander to expe their returne,and foto betheleſle curiouſly inquiſitive afcertbem: 
and partly to leauethoſe honourable thankes vnto him, -for is charge and kind- 
neſſe, which hee knew he would not other way receine. The good- olde man ha. 
uing neither reaſon to difluade, ner hope to. perſwade, receiued theghings, with 
minde of a keeper, not ofan owner; but before be went , deſired hee migh have che 
happineſſe, fully co know what they were; which he faid , be had euertillchen de- 
layed,fearing to beany way importune: but now hecould not bel» much an enemy 

to his defires, as any longer to impriſon them in lilence; Paladins rold him, that the 

matter was not ſo ſecret, but that ſo worthya friend deſerued the knowledge , and 
ſhould have it as ſoone as he might ſpeake with his friend; without whoſe conſent 

(becaule their promiſe bonnd him otherwiſe) he could not reueale it: but bad him 

hold for moſt aſſured, that ifghey liued but a while, he ſhould find, that they which 

bare the names of Daiphantus and Palladius,would giuehim and his,caule to thinke 


” . hisnoblecourteſie welimplayed. Ka/enderwould prefic him no further, butdefiring 


thathe might have leaue ro goe, or at leaſt to ſend his ſogpeand ſervants with him: 
Palladus brake off all ceremonies,by telling him, his caſe ood ſo, that his greaceſt 
fauour ſhould bein making leaſt a-doe of his parting..W herewith &4/ander know- 
ing it to be morecumber then curteſie,co ſtriue,aþſtained from further vrging him, 
bur not from heartie mourning theloſle of ſo ſweet aconverſation. 

Onely Clirophon by wehement importunitie obtained x0 goe with him, to come 
apaine to Daiphantus , whom hee named and accounted his Lord.. And in ſuch 
priuate guiſe departed Palladins , though hauing a-companion to talke withall, 
yettalking much more with vokindneſle. And firſt they went to Maprinac; whereof 
becauſe Parthenia was, be ſuſpeRed there might be ſome-cauſe of his abode. Bur 
finding thereno newes of him, he went to Tegea , Ripa, Eniſpe , S$1;mphalas, and 
Phinens,famous for the poyſonous Stygian water, & through all thereſt of Arcadia, 
making their eyes, their eares, and their tongues ſerpe glmoRt tor, goching, bur 


< that enquirie. But they could know nothing but that.in none of chole places hee

Whereupon (fearing ſome inconuenience bapned vnto him)hee 
told both bis doubt and cauſe of doubt to Paledizs, who (conſidering thereof) 


rhoughr beſt to make no longer ftay, but to follow on : leaſt perchance ſome vio- |! 
lence were offered ro ſo worthy a knight, whom the fame of the world ſeemed to ſet & 
in ballance with any Knight liuing. Yet with a ſudden conceipt, having long borne © 
oreat honour tothe name of Amphialss, Palladins thought belt to take that armour, 7 
thinking thereby to learne by them that ſhould know that armour, ſome newes |? 
of _1mphialus,and yet not hinder him in the ſearch of D arphantus too. So he by 7 
the helpe of C/zt9phonquickly put on that armour ,whereof there was no one peece 7 
wanting,though hacked in ſome places, bewraying ſome fight not Jong ſince paſſed. ® 
It was ſomething too great, bur yet ſerued well enough. And ſo getting ontheir hor- 


ſes, they travelled bur alitcle way , when in opening of the mouth of the valley 


intoa faire field, they met with a Coach drawne with foure milke white horſes fuc- 1 
niſhed all in blacke, with a black-a-Moore boy vpon euery horſc,they all apparelled 
in white, the Coach it ſelfe verie richly furniſhed in black & white. But before they *: 


could come ſo neere as to diſcerne what was within, there came running vpen | 


them aboue a douzen horſemen, who cried to them to yeeld themſelues priſoners, | 


or elſe they ſhould dice. But Paladins not accuſtomed to gravnt over the poſ- 
kfionof himſelfe vpon ſo vninf titles, with ſword drawne, gave them ſorude 
an anſwere, that diverſe of them neuer had breath to reply againe :for being well 
backt by Clirophon,and having an excellenthorſe vader him, when he was overpreſt 
by ſome, he auoided then, & ere th'other thought of ir, puniſhedin him his fellows 


faults : and ſo eyther with cunning or with force , ol rather with a cunning force, | 
left none of them either living, or able to make bis life ſerue to others burt, Which 
being donegbe approched the Coach,afſuring the blacke boyes they ſhould haue no 


hurt, who were elſe readie to have run away, and looking into the Coach, he found 


in the oneenda Lady of great beautie,& ſucha beautie,as ſhewed forth the beames 
both of wiſedomeand good nature, but all as much darkned,as might be, with ſor- | 


row. In the other, two Ladies (who by their demeanure ſhewed well, they were |. 
but her ſervants) holding before them a picture; in which was a goodly Gentleman 
(whom he knewnot) painted, having in their faces a certaine waiting ſorrow, their 
eyes being infefted with their miſtres weeping. But, the chiefe Lady having notſo 7 
much as once head the noiſe of his cofli&(ſo had ſorrow cloſed vp all the entries of 
her mind,& loue tied her ſenſes to that beloved piture)now the ſhadow of him fal- 2} 
ling vpon the piture made her caft vp her eye, & ſeeing the armour which too well 
ſhe knew,thinking him to be 4mphialus theLord of her defires(bloud coming more 


freely into her cheeks,as thongh it would be bold,& yet there growing new againe 
al feare)with a pitiful look(like one vniuſtly condemned:)My Lord Amphialas 


{aid ſhe,you bane enough puniſhed me: it is time for crueltie to leaue you, and evill * 


fortune mezIfnot I pray you(and to graunt my prayer,fittertime nor placeyou can 
| haue) 
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haue)accompliſhed the oneeuen now, &finilhthe other. With that, ſorrow impati- 
ent to be {lowly vttered in her often ſtaying ſpeeches,poured ir (elte fo faſtin teares, 
that Palladius could not bold her longer in error,but pulling off his helmet; Madam 
(aid be)I perceiue you miſtake me; I am a ſtranger in theſe parts,ſet vpon (withour 
any cauſe gfuen by me) by ſome of your feruants, whom becauſe I havein my tuft 
defence cuill entreated, I came to make my excuſe to you, whom ſceing ſuch as Ido, 
I find greater cauſe why I ſhould crave pardon of you. When ſhe ſaw his face, and 
heard his ſpeech, ſhelooked out of the Coach; & ſeeing her men, ſome (laine, ſome 
lying vader their dead horſes, and ſtriving to get from vnder them, without making 
more account ofthe matter : Truly (ſaid ſhe) they are well ſerued that durſt lift vp 
theirarms againſt that armour. But fir knight (ſaid ſhe)I pray you tell me,how come 
you by this armour?forif it be by the death of him chat owed it,then have I more to 
ſay vnto you. Paladins afſured herit was not (o, telling her the true maner how he 
found it. It is likeenough (ſaid ſhe)for that agrees with the maner he hath lately y- 
ſed. But I beſeech you fir(faid ſhe)fince your prowelle hath bereft me ofmy compa- 
nic,let ic yet ſo far heale the wounds it ſelfe bath giuen, as to guard me ro the next 
towue. How great ſocuer my bulines be faire Ladie,faid he,icſhall willingly yeeldto 
ſo noble a caule: but firſt een by the fauour you beare to the Lord ofthis noble ar- 
mour, [ coniure you to tell me the ftorie of your fortune herein, left hereafter when 
the image of ſoexcellent a Ladie in ſo ſtrange a plight come before mineeyes, I con- 
demne my ſelfe of want of conſideration in not haning demanded thus much. Nei- 
ther aske Tit without proteſtation,that wherin my ſword and faith may auaile you, 
they ſhall bind themſelues to your ſeruice. Your coniuration,faire Knighe(faid ſhe) 
is too ſtrong for my pogre ſpirit todiſobey,and that ſhall make me (without any 0- 
ther hope my ruine being but by one vnreleeuable) to graunt your will herein: and 
to ſay the truth,a ſtrange niceneſſe. were it in mee to.refraine that from the eares of 
perſon repreſenting ſo much worthines, which I am glad euen to rocks and woods 
to vtter, Know you then that my name is He/e,Queene by birth,and hicthertopol- 
{cſſed of the faire cittie and territorie of Corinth. I can ſay no more of my ſelfe, but 
beloued of my people;and may iuſtly fay beloued, fince they are content to beare 
with my abſence,and folly.Bur I being left by my fathers death, & accepted by my 
people, in the higheſt degree that countrey could receiue; afſoone, or rather, before 
thar my age was ripe for it , my Court quickly ſwarmed full of ſuters:ſome per- 
chance louing my eſtate,others my perſon, bur once I know all of them, howſoeuer 


my polſefhons were in their hearts, my beautie(ſuch as itis) was in theirmouthes, 


manieſtrangers of princely & noble blood,and all of mine owne countrie,to whom 
either birth or vertue gave courage toauow ſo high a deſire. 

Among the reſt,or rather before thereſt, was the Lord Phi/oxenmfonne &hbeire 
to the vertuous noble man Trwotherss; which Timotherus was 2 man both in power, 
riches, parentage, and (which paſſed all theſe) goodneſle, and (which followed all 
theſe) loue of the people, beyond any of the great menofmy countrie.

that looke hauing quire put her out of her tale. But Paladizs greatly pittying ſo 
ſweetea ſorrow in a Ladie, whom by fame hee had alreadic knowneand honoured, 
beſought for her promile ſake, to put ſilence ſo long vnto her mooning, till ſhee =

See with your ſelfe, how fitit will be for you in this 
your tender youth, borne ſo greata Prince,and of ſo.rare not onely expetation but 
proofe, deſired of yourold father,and wanted of your native country,now ſo neare 
your home,todiuert yourthougbts fromthe way of goodnes,to looſe,nay toabuſe 
yourtime.L aſtly ,to overthrow all the excellent things you have done, which haue 
filled the world with your fame; as if you ſhould drowne your ſhip in the long de- 
fired haven: or likean ill player, ſhouid marre thelaſt at of his Tragedie. Remem- 
ber(for I know you know it)that it, we will be men, the reaſonable part of our ſoule 


we are to yeeldall our ſound forcesto theouerthrowing of ſo vnnaturall a rebellion, 
wherein how ean we want courage,lince weare to dealeapainſt ſo weake an aduer- 


diſh, and [ will not, womaniſh. And feehow extreamely euerie way you endaunger 
your mind; for to take this womanith habite ( without you frame your behauiour 
accordingly) is wholly vaine: your bebauiour can neuer come kindly from you,but 
as the mind is proportioned vnto it. So that you mult reſolve, if you will play your 
partto any purpoſe, what ſoeuer peeviſh imperfeCtions arein that ſex,to ſoften:your 
heart to receive them,the verie firſt down-ſtep to all wickednes:for doe not deceiue 
your ſelte,my deare cou {in,there is no man ſodaioly either excellently good, or ex- 
treamely euill, butgrowes either as be holds himſelfe vp in vertue, or lets himſelfe 
{1:deto viciouſnes. And ler'vs ſee, what power is the author of all theſe troubles; for- 
ſooth loue, loue,a paſſion,and the baſeſt & fruitlefleſt of all paſſions: feare breedech 
wit, anger is the cradle of courage; ioy openeth and enableth the beart: ſorrow,as ic 
cloſeth, ſoit draweth it inward co looke tothe correRing of it ſelfe ; and fo all of 
them gencrally have power towards ſome good by thediretionofReaſon.But this 
baſtard Love (for indeed che name of Loueis moſt vn worthily applied to fo hate- 
foll a humour )as it isengendred betwixt luſt & idJenes;as the matter it works vpon 
is nothing bat a certaine baſe weakenes, which ſome gentlefooles calla gentle beart; 
as his aioyned companions be vnquietnes, longings, fond comforts, faint diſcom- 
forts, hopes, iealoufies, vngrounded rages, cauſlefſe yeelding : ſo is the higheſt end 
it aſpires vnto, a little pleaſure withmuch paine before, and great repentance after, 
But that end how cndlefle it runs to infinite enills, were fic enough for the matter 
we ſpeak of, bur nor for youreares, in whom indeed there is ſo much true diſpoliti- 
on to vertue; yet thus much of his worthy effeRs in your ſelfe is to be ſeene , that 
(beſides your breaking lawes of boſpitalitie with Xalander,& of frindſhip with me) 
it vtterly ſubuerts the courſe of nature, in making reaſon give place to ſence, & man 


_ towoman. And truely I thinke hereupon it firſt gatethe name of Loue: for indeed 


the true love hath that excellenr nature init, that it doth transforme the very cflence 
of the louerinto the thing loued; vniting, and as it were incorporating it with a ſec- 
cret and inward working. And herein do theſe kinds of Joues imitate the excellent: 
for as the lone of heauen makes one heavenly, the loue of vertue, vertuous;ſo doth 
the louc'of the world make one become worldly : and this <ffeminate loue ofa wo-

idle heads can imagine, and their weake hands performe. Therefore(ro trouble you + 
no longer with my tedious, but louing words) it either you. remember whar you. 
are, what yop haye-beene,'or what you muſt be : if you conſider what itis that mo- 
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ſmall, the eff: lo dangerous , your ſelfe fo vnworchy ro run into the one,or to be - 


driyen by the other, that I doubt nor, I ſhall quickly have occalion ratherto praiſe 
you far hauing conquered ir; then to giue you furcher councell, how to doe ie; Buc 
in Pyroc/es this ſpeech wrought no more, but thac hee, who before hee was eſpyed,; 
was a fraid;after, being perceiued,was aſhamed, now being bardly rabd vponyleft 
bath feare and ſhame,and was moued to anger. But the exceeding good will be bare 
ro Muſidorus [triuing with ir; hee thus partly co fatisfie bim,, bur principally ro 
looſe the reines to his owne motions ; made him anſwere: Couſin, whatſoeuer 
good dilpolicion n2ture hath beſtowed vpon me,or howſocuer thar diſpolition bath 
bin by bringing vp confirmed, this I mult conteſle, that I am not yet came to that 
degreeof wiſedome,to thinke lightof the ſexe, of whom [ bave my life, ſince if T be 
any thing (which your friend{hip rather finds, then I acknowledge)I was to come 
to it. borne ofa woman, & nurſed of a woman: Andcertainly (for this point of your 


Tpeech doth neereſt touch me ) ir is ſtrange co ſeethe vnmanlike cruelcte of man- | 


kind, who not content with their ryrannous ambition, to have brought the others 
vertuous patience vnder them (like childiſh maſters) thinke their maſterhood no- 
thing, without doing iniurie tothem, who (if we will argue by reaſon) are framed 
of narure with the ſame parts of the minde for theexerciſe of vertue, as wee are. 

And for example, even this eſtate of Amazons (which I now for my greateſt ho- 
nour do ſceketo counterfeit) doe well witnelle, thatif generally the ſweetnefle of 
their diſpoſition did not makethem ſee the vaineneſle of theſe things, which we ac- 
count glorious, they neither want valour of mind, nor yet doth their faireneſſe take 
away their force. And truely we men, andpraiſers of men, ſhould remember,thatif 
wee have ſuch excellencies, it is reaſon to thinke them excellent creatures , of 
whom weeare ; ſince a Kyte neuer brought forth a good flying Hawke. Buttotell 


you true, as I chinkeic ſuperfluous to vie any words of ſucha ſubiet, who is ſo 


praiſed in it ſelfe as it needes no praiſes ; ſo withall I feare leftmy conceit ( notable 
to reach vnto them) bring forth words,which for their vynworthineſſe may bea dil- 
gracetotheml ſo inwardly honour. Let this ſuffice, that theyare capable of vertne, 
and vertue(you your ſelues ſay)is to be loued,and I too, truly: but this I willingly 
confeſle, that it likes me much better , when [ finde vertue ina faire lodging, then 
when [ am bound co ſeeke it in an ill-fauoredcreature, likea pearle in a dunghill- 
As for my fault of being an vnciuill gueſt to Kalandergif you could feele what an in« 
ward gueſt my ſclfeam boſte vnto, ye would thinke it verieexcuſable, in that I ra- 
ther perform the duties of an hoſt,then the ceremonies of a gueſt. And for my brea- 
king the lawes of friendſhip with you ( which I would rather die , then effeQually 
doe, )truely I could findein my heart to aske you pardon for it, but that your now- 
handling of me gives me reaſon to confirme my former dealing. And here Pyrocles, 
ſtaied, as to breathe himſelfe, having beene tranſported with a little vebhemencie 
b:caule it ſeemed him Mu/idorws bad ouer-bitterly glaunced againſt the reputation 
ofwomankind: butthen quieting his countenance(alwellas out ofan vnquiet mind 
it might be)be thus proceeded on: And poore-Loue (ſaid he) deerecoulin, is little 
beholding vato you, (ince you are not contented to ſpoileirof the honour of che 
higheſt power of the mind, which notable men have attributed vnto it, but yee de- 
ie& it below all ather paſſions, in truth ſomewhat ſtrangely; ſince,if louereceinea- 
ny diſcrace; it is by the companie of theſe paſſions you preferre beforcir. Forthofe 
kinds of bitter obieions (as,that luſt, idleneſſe, and a weake beart, ſhould be, as it 
were,the matter and forme of love )rathertouch me, deere Mufidorus,then loue,but 


I am good witneſſe of mine owne imperfeRions ,andtherefore willnot — 
| elfe: 
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ſelfe: bur herein I muſt ſay, you deale contrarie co your ſelfe: for if I be ſo weake, 
then can you not with teafon tir me vp as ye did , by remembrance of mine owne 
verrue: or if indeed [ be vertuous, then muſt ye confeſle,chat love hath his working 
in averevous heart; and ſo no doubt hath ir, whatſocuer I be: for, if we loue vertue, 
in whom ſhall we love it bur ina vertuous creature ? without your meaning be, [ 
ſhould love this word Yertee,where I ſec it written in a booke. T hoſe troubleſome 
effe&s you ſay it breeds, be not the faults of love, but of him that loues,as an vnable 
veflell to beare ſuch a liquor, like euill eyes,not able to looke on the Sunne;or like a 
weake braine ſooneſt overtrhowne with the beſt wine.Euen that heavenly love you Þ 
ſpeake of, isaccompanied in ſome bearts with hopes, griefes , longings, and diſ- 
aires. And in that beauenly loue, ſince there are two parts,the one the loue it ſelfe, 
th'other the excellencie ofthe thing loued; [,not able at the firſt leape to frame both 
in me,doe now(likea diligent workeman)make readie the chiefe inftrument,and firſt 
part ofthat great worke, which is loue it ſelfe; which when I have a while practiſed 

in this ſort, then you ſhall ſee mee turne it to greater matters. And thus gently you 
may(ifir pleaſe you )thinke of me. Neither doubt yee, becauſe I weare a womans ' 
apparell, I will be the more womaniſh, ſince I aſſure you (for all my apparell) there 
is nothing I deſire more,then fully to proue my ſelfe a man in this entrepriſe. Much 
mighebeſaid in my defence, much more for loue , and moſt ofall for that divine 
creature, which hath ioyned me and love together. But theſe diſputations are ficter 
for quiet ſchooles then my troubled braines, which are bent rather in deeds co per- 
forme, then in words to defend the noble deſire that poſſeſſeth me. O Lord {faid 
Mmuſfiderws )how ſharpe-witted you areto burt your felfe; No (anſwered he) bur ic 
is the hurt you ſpeake of, which makes meſo ſharp-witted. Enen ſo(faid I3ſnfidorms) 
as enerie baſe occupation makes one ſharpe in that praiſe, and fooliſh in all che 
reſt. Nay rather ( anſwered Pyrocles ) as each excellent thing once well learned 
ſerves fora meaſure of all other knowledges. And is that become (ſaid Muſidorms) a 
meaſure ſor other things, which neuer receiued meaſure in it ſelfe ?4t is counted 
without meaſure(anſwered Pyrocles) becauſe the workings of it are withour mea- 
ſure,but otherwiſe, in nature it hath meaſure, ſince it hath anend allotted vnto it, 
T ke beginning being ſo excellent, I would gladly know the end, Enioying, anſwe- | 
red Pjrocles, with adeep ſigh. O (ſaid Mſidorms)now ſet ye forth the baſenes of it, | 
ſinceific end inenioying, it ſhewes all thereſt was nothing. Ye miſtake me (anſwe- | 
red Pyrocles,) I ſpeake ottheend to which it is direted; whichend ends not,no ſoo- | 
ner then the life. Alas,let your owne braine diſenchant you (faid Maſidorwe,) My 
heattistoo farre poſleſſed(faid Pyrosles.)But the head giues you dire&ion:And the 

heart giues melife anſwered Pyrocles. | t 

Bur Mafidorws was lo grieued to ſee his welbeloued friend obſtinate ( as hee 
thought) ro his owne deftruion, tharir forced him with more then accuſtomed 
vehemencie to ſpeake theſe words. Well, well(faid he) you lift co abuſe your ſelfe; 
it was a very white & red vertue,which you could picke out ofa painterly gloſe of a 
viſage. Confeſſerhe truth, and ye ſhall findeche vemoſt was bur beavrie; a thing, 
whichthoughirbein as great excelency in your ſelfe as may bein any, yet Iam ſure 
you make no further reckningofit, thenof an outward fading benefit nature beſto- 
wed vpon you. And yet ſuch is your want ofa true grounded vertue, which mbſt be 
like it ſelfein all points;that what you wiſely accounta trifle in your ſelfe, you fond- 
ly become a flaue vnto another. For my part I now proteſt, I have left nothing | 
vnfaid,which my wit could make me know,ormy moſt entire friendſhip to youre- 
quires of me; I do now beleech you euen for the loue betwixt vs ( if this other loue 
haue 
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have lefrany in you towards me) and for the remembrance of your old careful fa. 
ther (if you can remember him that forget yourlelfe, ) laſtly, for Pyroclesowne lake 
(who is now vpon the point of falling or riſing) to purge your ſelfe of this vile infe- 
ion, otherwiſe giue me leaueto leaue off this name of friend(hip, as anidle title 
of athing which cannot be, where vertue is aboliſhed. The length of cheſe ſpeeches 
before had not ſo much cloyed Pyroc/es, though he were very impatient of long de- 
liberations,as this laſt farewell of him he loued as his own life, did wound his ſoule. 
For thinking himſelfe afflited , he was the apter to conceive vnkindneſle deepely: 
inſomuch thar ſhaking his head,anddeliuering ſome ſhew of teares,hethus vttered 
his griefes: Alas ( ſaid be) Prince Ms/zdorms, how cruelly you deale with mez if you 
ſeeke the viorie, take it, and if ye liſt the triumph : haue you all the reaſon of the 
world, and with me remaine all che imperfeRions ; yer ſuch as I can no more la 
from me,then the' Crow can be perſwaded by the Swan to caſt off all his blacke fea- 
thers. But truly you deale with melike a Phyfition,that ſeeing his Patientin a peſti= 
lent feuer, ſhould chide him in ſtead ofminiſtring belpe,& bid him be ſick no more; 
or rather like ſuch a friend, that viſiting his friend condemned to perpetuall priſon, 
and loaden with grieuous fetters,ſhould wil him to ſhake off his fetters,or hewould 
Jeaue him.I am (icke, and icketo the death ; Iam priſoner, neither is thereany re- 
drefſe, bur by her to whom Tama ſlaue. Now if you lift, leaue him that loues you 
inthe higheſt degree: But remembereuer to catrie this with you, that you abandon 
your friend in his greateſt extremitte. | 
And herewith tbe deepe wound of his loue being rubbeda freſh with this new 

vakindnefſ?, began as it were to bleed again,in ſuch ſort that he was vnable tobeare 
itany longer, but guſhingoutaboundanceofteares, and croſſing his armes ouer his 
wofull heart, he ſunke downerto the ground: which ſodainetrance went fo to the 
heart of 2u/idor7ws, that falling downe by him, and kifling the weeping eyes of his 
freind,he beſought him not to make account of his ſpeech;which if it had bin ouer- 
vehement, yet was it to be borne withall, becauſe it came out ofa love much more 
vehement, that he had not chought fancie could haue recciued ſodeepe a wound); 
bur now finding in him the force of it, hee would no further contrarieit, but em- 
ploy all his ſeruice to medicineir, in ſuch ſort asthe nature of ic required. Buteven 
this kindneſſe made Pyroclesthe more melt in-the former vnkindneſſe, which his 
manlike teares well ſhewed, witha ſilent looke vpon Cnſidorms, as who ſhould 
ſay, And is it poſſible that Mnſiderv5 ſhould threaten to leaue me? And this ſtrooke 
Muſidorus mind and fences ſo dumbe too, that for griefe being not ableto ſay any 
thing, they reſted with their eyes placed one vpon another, in ſuch ſort, as might 
well naint out the true paſhon of vnkindneſle to be neuer aright, but betwixt chem 
that moſt dearely loue. 

Andthus remained they atime, till at length 2u/idorws embracing him, ſaid, 
And will you thus ſhakeof your freind? It is you thar ſhake me off (ſaid Pyrocles) 
being for my vnperfeRneſſe vaworthie of your treindſhip.But chis(ſaid Mnſidorus ) 
ſhewes you more vnperfe&,to be cruellto him,that ſubmits bimſelfe vnto you, bur 
ſince you are vnperfe{(aid be, ſmiling )itis reaſon you be gouerned by vs wiſe and 
perfe& men, And thatauthority will I begin to take vpon mee, with three abſolute 
commandements:the firſt, that you increaſe not your evill with further griefes: the 
ſecond,thar you loue her with all the powers of your mind:and the laft commande- 
ment ſhall be,you command me to doe what ſeruice I can towards theattaining of 
your deſires. Pyrocles heart was not ſo oppreſſed with the two mightiepafſions of 


loue and vnkindneffe, but that it yeelded to ſome mirth at thiscommandement of 
Muſidoris 
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pal /idorizs, that he ſhould loue, ſo that ſomething clearing his face from his former 


ſhewes of griete; Well(faid he)deere coultn, I ſee by the well chufing of your com- 


 mandements,that you are farre fitter to bea Prince than a Councellor, and therfore 


1 am reſolued to imploy all my endeuour to obey you, with this condition,that the | 
commandements ye command me to lay vpon you,ſhall only be,that you continue = 
to loue me,& looke vpon my imperfeions with more afteRion than judgement. 
Lone you(ſaid he;)alas,how can my heart be ſeparated from the trueimbracing of 
it, withoutit burſt, by being roo full of it ? Bur{ſaid he) let vs leaue off theſe flowers 
of new begun friend{hip; and now I pray you againetell me, butrell it me fully, o- 
mitting nocircumſtance, the ſtorie of your afte&ions , both beginning, and procee- 
ding ; aſſuring your ſelfe, that there is nothing ſo great, which I will feareto doe for 
you,nor nothing ſo ſmall;which I will diſdaine to do for you. Let me therefore re- 
celue a cleerevnderſtanding, which manie times we miſle, while thoſe thingswe ac- 
count ſmall,as a ſpeech,ora looke,are omitted, like as a whole ſentence may faile of 
bis congruitie by wanting one particle. Theretore berweene freinds all muſt be laid 
open,nothing being ſuperfluous nor tedious. You ſhall be obeied(ſaid Pyrocles)and 
hereare we in as fic a place for it as may befor this arbor no bodie offers to comein- 
to but my ſelfe,[ viingit as my melancholie retiting place,and therfore that reſpe& 
is borne vnto it : yetif by chaunce any ſhould come,fay that you are aſervant ſent 
from the Queene of the Amazons to ſeeke me, and ther let me alone for the reft. So 
ſatethey downe,and Pyrocles thus ſaid : 

Couſin (ſaid he)then began the fatall overthrow of all my libertie, when walking 
among the pifturesin Xalanders houſe, you your ſelfe delivered vato mee what you 
had vnderſtaod of Phi/oclea, who much reſembling(chough Imuſt ſay)much ſurpal- 
{ing)the Ladie Ze/mane, whom lo iveil Iloued: there were mine eyes infeRed, and 
at your mouth did I drink my poiſon:Yet alas,ſo ſweet was it vnto me,that I could 
not be contented,till! Xalander had made it moreand more ſtrong with his declara- 
tion, W hich che more I queſtioned,the more pittie, I conceiued of her vnworthie 
fortunezand when with pittic ence my.heart was made tender,according tothe apt- 
neſſe of the humour, it received quickly a cruell impreſſion of that wonderful paſſi- 
on, which to be defined is impothble, becauſe no words reach to the ſtrange nature 
of ir:they only know it, which inwardly feeleit;it is called Loue. Yet did I not{poor 
wretch)at firſt know my diſcaſe,thinking it only ſuch a wonted kind of deſireto ſee 
rare {ights,and my pittic to be no other, but the fruits of of a gentle nature. But even 
this arguing with my ſelfe came of further thoughts , and the more I argued, the 
more my thoughts encreaſed. DeſirousI was to ſee the place where ſhe remained, 
as though the ArchiteAure of the Lodges would have beene much for my learning; 
bur more deſirousto ſee her ſelfe,to be indge,forſooth,ofthe Painters cunning, For 
thus at the'firſt did 1 flatter my ſelfe,as though my wound had beene no deeper: but 
when within ſhort time I came to the degree of vncertaine wiſhes, and that thoſe 
wilhesgrew to inquiet longings,when I could fixe my thoughts vpon nothing, bur 
that wichin little varying they ſhould end with Ph:loclea :when each thing I ſaw, 
ſeemed ro-figure out. ſome part ofmy paſhons; wheneven Parihenia's laire face be- 
camea le&ureto me of Ph;locles's imagined beautie; when I heatd no word ſpoken, 
bur that me thought it catried the ſound of Phzloclea's name;then indeed,then I did 
yeeld co the burthen, finding my ſelfe priſoner,before Thad leiſure to arme my ſelfe: 
and that I:might well, like the Spaniell,gnaw vpon- the cbaine that ties him ; but I 
ſhould ſooner marre my tceth,then procure libertic- yer I take to witneſle the eter- 
nall ſpring of vertue, that I had never read, heard, nor ſeene any thing ; I had never 

« any 
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any tat of Philofophic, nor ioward feeling in my ſelfe , which for a while I did oor 
call co my ſaccor.But(alas)whatreliſtance was there, whenere long my veriereaſan 
was,(you will fay corrupted) I muſt confeſle;conquered,and that me thought even 
reaſon did afſure me,that all eyes did degenerate from-their creation, which did not 
honour ſuch begutie? Nothing in truch could hold anyplea with it, bat the reue- 
rend friendfhip1 beare vnto you. Foras it went againſt my-heart to breakeany way 
from you,ſo did I feare more then any aſſault to.breake jgeo you: finding(as it isin- 
deed)chat ro a heare fully reſalute,councell istedious,butreprebenfion is lothſome: 
and that there is nothing more terrible ro.a mo bearc,then thecyeafareſpeted 
friend. This made me determine with my felfe (thiokigg.ica lefde fault in friend- 
ſhip to doea thing without your knowledge, then agaip} your will)to take this ſe- 
cret courſe; which conceit was moſt builded vp in me,the SP of my parting and 
ſpeaking with you, when vpon your ſpeech with me, & my hut naminglave(when 
elſe perchance I would hauc gone further) I ſaw. your voyce and coyntenafice [o 
chaunge, as itafſured me , my: revealing-it ſhould but purchaſe your griefe with 
my cumber, and therefore (deare Mu/idorus) euen ran away from my well knowne 
chiding:for baving written a letter, which I know not whether you found or no,and 
taken my chiefe iewels with me, while you were inthe middeft of your ſport, I got 
a timie(as I thinke) vamarked by any, to ſteak away Icared nat whicher,lo I mighe 
eſcape you,and ſocame [I to.14benj4in the Prouince of Meſſenis; where lying ſecret, 
I pu this in praQtiſe; which before I bad depiſed. For remembring by Plylenax his 
letter. & K alanders ſpeech, how obftinately Baſilires was determined not tomarie bis 
davghiters, and theretore fearing leaſt any publike dealing (ould rather increaſe her 
capituitie,then.further my louc; Loue(therefiner of invention). had putin my head 
thus codiſguile my ſelfe, that vnder that maske I might (if it were poſſible) get ac- 
cefle;& whar 2ccelle could bring forth, committo fortune & induftrie, determining 
to beare the countenance of an 41420. Thereforein the cloſeſt maner I could na. 
mingmy felfe Zel/maxe,for that deare Ladies ſake, to whoſe memorie I am ſo much 
bound, I cauſed this apparell co be made, and bringing ie neate the Lodges, which 
are hard at hand;by.nighe thus,drefſed my ſelfe,reſting till occalion might make me 
to be found by them whom I ſought; which che next morning happned as well as 
mine own plot could haue laid ir. For after | had run ouerthe-whole petigree of my 
thoughts, I gaue my ſ[elfeto linga little, which,as you know, I everdetighted in, ſo 
nowelpecially, whetherit be the nature of this clime to ſlirre vp Poeticall fancies,or 
rather as | thinke;; of toue, whoſe [cope being pleaſure, will nor ſo much as veter his 
griefes, bur in ſame forme of pleaſure. 94s 6 | | 
Bur:I had ſung verielict]e, wben (as Ithinke, diſpleaſed with my bad mulike) 
comes maiſter Dareras with a hedging bill in his band , chafing and ſwearing by 
the pantable of Pallace,and ſuch other oathesas his ruſticall brauerie could imagine; 
andwhtnheſaw me, I aſſure you,my beautic was no more beholding to him then 
my.harmonie;forleaning his hands vpon his bill, and his chin vpon his hands, with 
the-vaice of one that playeth Hercates ina play,but neuer had bis facie in his head, 
the firſt word he ſpake vnto tne, was, Am not I Dameras ? why am not] Dametas? 
be needed not name bimſelf, for Xa/anders deſcription bad ſet ſuch a note ypon bim

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Why, (faid he)thou woman, or boy,or both, whatſoever thou be, Itell thee here is 
no place for thee, get thee gone, I tell thee it is the Princes pleaſure, Itellthee ic is 
Damera pleaſure. I could not chuſe but ſmile at him, ſceing him looke ſo like an 
"Ape that had newly taken a purgation; yet taking my lelfe withthe manner, ſpake 
theſe words to my ſelfe: O ſpirit (faid T)of mine, kow canſt chow receive any mirth 
in the midſt of thine agonies ? and thou mirth , how dareſt thou enter intoa minde 
ſo growneof late thy profeſſed enemie? Thy ſpirit(faid Dametes, ) doſtthou thinke 
mea ſpirit ? I tell thee I am B«ſ#/i#s officer, & haue charge of him and his daughters. 
O only pearle(ſaid I fobbing)that ſo vile an oyſter ſhould keep thee? By the combe. 
caſe of Diavs (ſware D #metas this woman is mad: oyſters and pearles? doeſt thou 
thinke I will buy oyſters ? Itell che once againeger thee packing, and with thar lit- 
ted vp his bill co hit me with the blunt end ofir - but indeed that put me quite our 
of my leſlo&;lo that I forgat all Zelmarnes ſhip,and drawing out my ſword,the baſe- 
neſs the vilaine yet made me ſtay my hand, and he (who, as Kalender told me, 
from his child-hood euer feared the blade of a ſword) ran backe, backward ( with 
his kands aboue his head) at leaſt twentie paces, gaping and ſtaring, with the verie 
grace(lI thinke )of the clownes, that by Zatonas prayers were turned into Forgs. Ar 
length ftaying, finding himſelte without the compaſle of blowes , hee fell toa freſh

Thoſe that be good, 
faid I, and they will be farisfied as long as they fee no euill : yet will the beſtin 
this countrie, ſaid Bsſz/ix , ſuſpeA ſo excellent beautie being ſo weakely guarded. 
Then are the beſt but ſtarke naugbt, anſwered I;for open ſuſpeting others , comes 
of ſecret condemning themſelues: but in my countrie(wboſe maners ] am in all pla- 
ces to-maintaine and reverence) the generall goodneſſe (which is nouriſhed in obr 
hearts (makes eueric one thinke the ſtrength of vertue in another, whereof they find 
the aſſured foundation in themſelues. Excellent Ladie, ſaid be, you praiſe ſogreat- 
lyand yetſo wiſely) your countrie, that I muſt needs deſire to know whattheneft | 
15,0ut of which ſach birds doe flie. You muſt firſt deſerue ir, ſaid T, before you may 
obraineir.And by what meanes,faid Baſilizs,ſhall I deſerve to know your eſtate?By 
lerting me firft know yours, anſwered I. To obey you,faid he, I will doe it; although 
it were ſo much more reaſon yours ſhould be knowne firſt, as you do deſerue: in all 
pointsto be preferd. Know you, faire Ladie, that my name is Baſi{izs, vnwortbily 
Lord ofthis countrie:the reft,cither fame hath alreadic brought to your eares,or (if 
irpleaſe yonto make this place happie by your preſence(at more lciſure you ſhal vn- 
derſtand of me :-I that fromthe beginning aſſured my ſelfe it was he,but world noe

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ſceme[ did ſo, to keepe my grauitie the better , making a peece of reuerence vnto 
him; Mightie Prince ( ſaid I ) let my not knowing you ſerue for the excule of my 
boldacfle, and the lictle reverence I doe you, impute tothe tnaner of my countrie, 
which is cbe inuincibleland of the _{/mazons : my lelfe Neece to Senjres, Queene 
thereof, lineally deſcended of the famous Pemrheſ;len, ſlaine by the blaodie band of 
Pyrrhas: | bauing in this my youth determined to make the world ſee the Amazons 
excellencies,as well in priuate,as in publike vertue,bave paſſed ſome dangerous ad- 
ventures in diverſe countries, till the vnmercifull ſea deprived me of my companie; 
ſo that ſhipwracke caſting me not farre hence, vncertaine wavdring brought me to 
this place. But Baſil: ) who now began to taſte of that, which ſince he had ſwallo- 
wed vp,as I will tell you)fell to more cunning intreating my abode, then any gree- 
die hoſt would vſeto well paying paſſengers.

The faire Pamela, whoſe noble heart I finde doth greatly diſdaine , that 
the truſt of her vertue is repoſed in ſucha louts hands as Dameras, had yer, to ſhew 
an obedience, taken on ſhepheardiſh apparell, which was but of ruſfer cloath, cuc 
after their faſhion : with a ſtraight bodie, open breaſted, the neather part full of 
pleights, with long and wide ſlecues: but beleeue me ſhe did apparell her apparell, 
& with the preciouſneſle of her bodie made it moſt ſumptuous. Her hairear the fall 
length, wound abour with gold lace, only by the compariſonto ſhew how farre her 
haire doth excell in colour: betwixt her breaſts{which ſweetly roſe vpliketwo faire 
mountainets in the pleaſant vale of Tempe )there hung a verie rich Diamond ſet bue 
in ablacke horne : the word I haue ſince read is this, Tet ſtil/my ſelfe. And thus 
particularly hane I deſcribed rhem, becauſe you may know that mine eyes are not 
ſo partial], bur that I marked them too. Bur when the ornament ofthe earth, the

young Philoclea appeared in her Nimpb-like apparell, ſo neere nakedneſle, as one 
might well diſcerne part of her perfeRions ; and yet lo apparelled, as did (hew (hee 
kept beſt tore of her beautie to her ſelfe; her baire (alas too poore a word , why 
ſhould I not rather call them her beames)drawne vp into a net,able to have caoghr 
Japiter when he was in the form of an Eagle;her bodie(6 (weet bodie)coucred with 
alight Taffara garment, ſo cut,as the wrought ſmock came through irin many pla- 
ces,enough co haue made your reſtrained imagination have thoughe what was vn- 
der it: with the caſt of her blacke eyes, blacke indeed, whether nature ſo madethem, 
that we might be the more ableto behold & beare their wonderfull ſhining, or thar 
ſhe (goddeſſe-like) would workethis miracle with her (elfe, in gining blackenes the 
price aboue all beautie. Then(I ſay)indeed me thought the Lillies grew pale for en- 
uvie,.the Roſes me thoughc bluſhed to ſce ſweeter Roles in her checks,& the apples, 
me thought, fell downe from the trees,to do homage tothe apples of her breaſt;chen 
the clouds gaue place , that the heavens might more freely ſmile vpon ber, at the 


leaſt the clouds of my thoughts quite vaniſhed; and my ſight(then morecleereand 
| ; E 2 forcible 
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 forciblethen ever) was ſo fixed there,tbar(l imagine)I ſtood like a well wrought F- 


mage, with,fomie life in (hew, but none in praQife. And ſo bad I bin like enoughto 
have ſtayed long time, but that Gynecis Repping betweene my (tght and tbe cnely 
Philecles, the chaunge of obiet made me reconer my ſenſes ; ſo that I could with 
reaſonable good maner receive the falntation of her, and of the Princefle Pamela, 
doing them yer no further reuerence then one Princeſle v ſeth co another. But when 
f came to the never-enovgh praifed Philoclea, } could not bur fall downe on my 
knees,and raking by force ber band, and kifling it (I muſt confefle) with more then 
womanly ardencic, Diuine Lady, faid I,let not the world,northeſe great Princefles 
maruell,co ſee me (contrarie to my maner ) doe this ſpecialthonour vnto you, ſince 
all both men & women , do owe this to the perfeQion of your beautie. But ſhe blu- 
ſhing ( like a faire morning in May at this my fingularitie, and cauſing me to riſe, 
Noble Ladie,faid [hee, it ts no marnell to fee your tadgement much miſtaken in my 
beautie, ſince yon begin with ſo great anerrour,as to do more honour vnto me then 
tothem,to whom I my ſelfe owe all ſeruice.Rather(anſwered | witha bowed down 
countenance)chat ſhewes the power of your beautie, which forced metro doe'ſuch an 
errour,ifit were anerrour. You are ſo well acquainted(ſaid ſhe ſweetly,moſt ſweet- 
ly ſmiling) with your owne beautie, that it makes you eaſily fall into the diſcourſe 
of beautie.Beautie in me? (ſaid I truly (ighing) alasifthere be any, itisin my cycs, 
which your bleſſed prefence hattr imparted vmo them. 

But then (as I think Boſilizss willing ber ſo to do) Well, faid the, I muſt needs con- 
fe (fk F have heard thatir is a great happinefe to be praiſed ofthem that are moſt 


' Praiſe worthic: and well I finde that you arean inuincible Amazon, fince you will 


ouercome, though in a wrong matter. But if my beautie be any thing , then ler ir 
obtaine thus much of you , that you will remaine ſome white in this companie, to 
eaſe your owne trauell and our ſolitarineffe. Firſt ler me die ( ſaid I) beforeany 
word ſpoken by ſuch a mouth ſhould come in vaine, And thus with ſome other 
words of entertaining , was my ſtaying concluded, and [ledde among them to the 
Lodge; rrvelie a place for pleaſantneſle , not vnfic to flatter ſolitarineſſe, for it be- 
ing ſet vpon ſuch an vnfen(tble riſing of the ground, as you are come to a prettie 
height before almoſt you perceive that you aſcend, ir gives the eye Lordſhip over a 
good large circutr, which according to the nature of che countrie, being diucrſified 


berweene hills and dales , woods and plaines, one place more cleere, another more 


darkefome, it ſeemesa pleaſant piture ofnarure, with Jouely lightfomneſle and ar- 
eificiall hadowes. The Lodpeis ofa yellow ſtone, built in the Hens ofa ftarre, ha» 
ving round about a garden framed into like points; and beyond the garden ridings 
curout, each anſwering the angles ofthe Lodye: atthe end of one of them is the 0- 
ther ſmaller Ledge, bur of like faſhion, where the gracious Pamelalivethyfo that the 
Lodge ſeemeth not vnlike a faire Comet, whoſe taile ſtretcheth it ſelfe to a ſtarre of 
teſſe greatneſle. 

Se Gynecia her felte bringing me to my lodging , anon after I was invited and 
brought downeto ſup with them in the Garden, a place not fairer in naturall orna- 
ments,then artificial inventions; where,in a banqueting houfe among certain plea- 
fant trees, whoſe heads ſeemed curled with the wrappings about of Vine-branches. 
The table was ſet neere to an excelten: water-worke ; for by the caſting oſthe water 
in moſt cunning maner, it makes (wirh the ſhining of the Sunne vponit) a perfe& 
rain-bow,not more plcaſant tothe eye thenro the mind, ſoſenfible to ſee the proofe 
ofrhe heanenly 1ri9. There were birds alfo made ſo finely,that they did not one ly de- 
ceiue the ſrght with their figure, bur the hearing with their fongs, which the waterie 
inſtruments 
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infiruments did make thcir gorgedeliuer. Tbetablear which wee fare was round; 


which being faſt tothe floore whereon wee fate ; und that devided from thereſt of 
the buildings , with turninga vice (which Baf/ze at firſt did, to make me fport)the 
table,and we aboutthe table did all rurne round,by meanes of water which tan vn- 
der,and carried it about as mill. But alas, what pleaſure didic'tq me,to make divers 
timesthefull circle roundabour, ſince 2hilsclea(being alſo fet)was carrixd ſtill in e- 
uall diftance from me, and that onely my cyes did overtake ber? which when the 
table was ſtayed, and wee began to feede,dranke much miore eagerly of ber beautie, 
chen my mouth did of any other liquor. And ſo was my common ſence deceived, 
(being cbiefly ben co her that as I drankethe wine, and withall ftole-a looke on 
ther, me ſeemed I taſted her deliciovfneſſe- Bot alas , the onechirſt was much more 
inflamed then the other quenched. 'Sometimes my eyes would lay themſelnes 0- 
pen to receiue all the darts ſhee did rhrow , ſometimes cloſe-vp with admiration, 
as if with a contrarie fancie,they wold preſeruetheriches of that ſighe they had goc- 
ten, or caſt my lids as curtaines over the image of beautie, her preſence bad paiuted 
inthem. True it is, that my Reaſon (now grownea ſeruatit to paſhon)did yet often 
tell his maiſter, that he ſhould more moderately vie bis delight. But he,that of a re- 
bell was become a Prince,diſdainedalmoſt ro aliow himthe place of a counceller:fo 
that my ſenſes delights being too firong forany other refohution, I did'euen looſe 
the reines vato them ; hoping that (going fora woman) my lookes would paſle,ei- 
het vamarked,or vn ſuſpeted. | 04S | 
Now thus I had(as me thought) well plaidemy firſt a&,afſuring my ſIfe, that 
vnderthar diſguiſement, I ſhould find opaxtanitieto reueale my felfeto the owner 
of my hcart.But who would thinke ir pofhble (though I feeleirtrue) that in almoſt 
eighe weekes ſpace I have liued bete-(hauingno more companie but her parents; 
and [ being familiar,as being a wotnan,and watchfull,as being a louer) yet could ne- 
ver find oportunitie to liaue one minutes leafure- of priuate conference: the cauſe 
whereofisas firange,asthe effets arero me miſerable. And(alas)this it is. 

Atthe firft fighe that Bofilims had of me(I think Capid having headed hisarrows 
with my misfortune)/be was ſtriken'(taking me to beſuch as I profeſſe) with' grent 
affeftiontowerds me, which ſince is growne touch a doting love, thar'till I was 
faine to get this place (ſometimes to retire v nto-freely!)I was evenchioaked with his 
tediouſueſſe. You never ſaw foureſcore yeares dance vp anddowne more liudly in 
a young louer; now,as finein his apparell , as if bee would make mein loue with a 

cloake,and verſe for verſe with the ſharpeſt-witted Louerin Arcadia. Dveyou not 
thinkethat thisis a (aller of wormewood, while mine ey exfeedvponrthe_7mbroſid 
of £hilockes's beautie, But rbixis norall;no;this is not'the worſt: for he (gooUM1an) 
were calficenongh to.bedealt wich;bur,as I rbinke, Lone &&miſchiefetnaſitne made 
a'wager} which ſhould bave moſtpower in me, bave ſet Tynrcia-alſo' on fuch a fire 
cowards me; as will-.never (1 feare) be quenched but wikhymydeftruRion: For (ſe 
beinga woman of excellent wit, and of ſtrong working thoighrs) wherher ſhe ſu- 
ſpeed me|by my ouer-vebement ſhewes of affefionts PhWorlex' (whith Tout for- 
ced me vawilely to ytter, while hope of my maske fooliſhly eticouraged me)orthar 
ſhe hatÞraken ſome orher marke of fne,that Tamnor a wortany br what diuelt it is 
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ſelves to Philecleaand Baſe /3e,as buſie about mens aBee,& indeed as cumberſom, 
making ſuch vehement ſuits to me , who neither could if 1 would, nor would if ] 
could, helpe him, wbile the terrible wit of Gymecte, carried with the Beere of violent 
loue, runes throogh vs all. And ſoicalovs is ſhe of my loneto her daughter, that [ 
could nener yet begin to open my mouth to the vnenitable Phzlocles, but that ber 
vnwiſhed preſence gaue ty tale a concluſion, before it had a beginning. And ſurely 
if I be no deceiued, 1 ſee ſuch ſhewes of liking, & (if I be acquainted with paſſions) 
 ofalmoſta paſſtonate liking inthe heauenly Philoclea towards me, that I may hope 
her eares wouldnotabhorre my diſcourſe. And for good Boſilivs,he thought ie beft 
to have lodged vs together , but that the eternail batefulneſle of my deftinie made 
Gymecia'siealoulie ſtop that , and all other my bleflings. Yet muſt I confefle, that 
one way her loue doth me pleaſure; for ſince it was my fooliſh fortune, or vofortu. 
nate folly,to be knowne by ber,thar keepes her from bewraying me to Baſi/ims. And 
thus (my Muſiderus) you haue my any, plaied vnto you by my ſelfe, wbich 1 
pray the gods may net indeed proue a T ragedie, And therewith he ended,makinga 
full point of a heartie ſigh. | | 
 CHoufideras recommended to his beſt diſcourſe, all which Pyrocles bad told him, | 
But therin he found ſuch intricateneſle, that he could ſee no way to lead bim out of 
the maze; yet preceivuing his aftetion ſo grounded, that firiuing againR ir,did rather 
anger then heale the wound ,and rather call his friendſhipp in queſtion then give 
placeto any friendly councecll. Well (faid he)deere coufin,(ince it hath pleaſed the 
gods.to mingle your other excellencies with this humour of loue, yet happic itis, 
that your loue is imployed vpon ſo rareg woman : for certainly, a noble cauſe doth 
eaſe much a grievous caſe. But asit fiands now, nothing vexeth me as that I cans - 
not ſee wherein Ican be ſeruiccable vnto you. Idelire no greater ſervice of you(an. 
ſwered Pyrocles)then that you remaine ſecretly in this conntrie,and ſortimes eome 
to this place, cither late in the 'night or carly in the morning, where you ſhall have 
my key to enter, becauſe as my fortune cither amends or impaires, I may declare it 
ynto you,and have your counſcll & furtherance:and here by I will of purpoſe leade 
her, that is the praiſe, and yct the ſiaive ofall womankinde, that you may bare ſo 
good a view , asto allow my judgement : and as I can get the moſt convenient 
time, I will come vnto you ; for though by reaſon of yonder wood you cznnor ſee 
the Lodge, itis hard at band.

Now fare- 
well deere couſin(ſaid he)from me,no more Pyrocles,nor Daipbentus now, but Zel- 
wane: Zelmane is my name,Zelmane is my ticle , Ze/mane is the only hope of oy ad- 
uancement. And with that word going out,and ſceing that the coaſt wascleere, Zel. 
mane diſmiſſed Muſidorus,who departed as full ofcare to help his friend; as before 
he was to dillwade him. 2; / 
Zelmane return&dtotbe lodge, where(inflamed by Philoclea,watched by Gynecig, 
and tired by B«ſilizs)(he was likea borlc delirous to runne,and miſerably ſpurred, 
but fo fhort rained as he cannot ſtirre forward; Zelmane ſought occaſionto fpeake 
with Pheloclea, Baſiliue with Zelmanezand Gymecia bindred them all. If bifochra hap- 
nedto {igh (4nd ligh he did often) as if that ſigh were to be waited on; Zelmanre 
{ighedaiſo, wherto Buſiliv and Gynecia ſoone made vp foure parts of lorrow. Their

Bſii/irinthe meanetime would 
be the Cooke himleltfe of what was ſo canght,and Gynecze lit iill,, but with no fill 
penliveneſſe. now the brought then ta ſee a ſeeled Done, who the blinder ſhe was, 
the higher ſhee ſitoue. Anpthertime a Kite, which having a gut cunniogly pulled 
out of her ,aud fo letfly;caulſed allthe Kites inthat quatter , wbo(as oftentimes the 
worldis deceiued) thinking ber proſperous when indeed ſhee was wounded,made 
the poore Kite finde,that opinion of riches may well be dangerous. 

But theſe recreations were interrupted by a delight of mare galant hew; for one 
evening, as 54/1/15 returned from hauing forced his thoughts to pleaſe themſelues 
in ſuch ſmal conqueſt;therecamea Shepheard;who brought him word,that aGent- 
leman deſired leaue to. doaea meflege from bis Lord vymo him. Bafiliwe graunted,; 
whereupon the Gentleman came; and after the dutifull ceremonies obſerved inhis. 
maiſters namejcold bim,that he was ſent from #ho/ewtus of Corimih to cravelicence, 
that as he bad done in many other Covrts, ſo he mightin his preſence defie all 4r- 
cadian Knights inthe behalfe of his Miſtris.boautie, who would beſides, her elfe in 
perſon bee preſent, ta giue cuident proofe what his Launce ſhould atfirme,The con+ 
dicions of bis challenge were, thatghe defendant ſhould bring bis Miſtrifle pictures 
which being ſet by the image of 1r1eſis (lo was the miſtreſle of Philanta:named) 
who in (ixe courſes ſhould haue betterotthe other, in theiudgement of Baſiljus, with 
him both the honors andthe piQures ſhouldremaine:3o/ilias(chough be bad retired 
himſelfe into thar ſolicarie dwelling, with.intentian ro-auoide, rather then.toaccept 
any matters ofdrawing companie; yet becauſehee would enterraine Zelzrane, (that 
ſhe mighr-not thinke the'rime ſo gaineſul}cohim)loſſe co ber) granted himeopitch. 
his tent for three dayes, notfacre from the ladge, and ro proclaime his challenge;

Exceedingly perplexed he 
was(as hee confeft ro him that told me the tale) not for doubt hee had of bimſelfe, 
(for indeed he bad little cauſe, being accounted, with his Launce eſpecially,where- 
vpon the challenge is to be tried)asperfeR asany thar Greece knoweth;but becauſe 
he feared to offend his (iſter Helen,and withall (as he ſaid)he could not ſo much be- 
lecue his loue, but chat he muſt thinke in his heart (wbarſoener his mouth affirmed) 
that both ſhe,my daughters, & the faire Par:ihenia(wite to a moſt noble Gentleman 
my wiues neere kinſman) might far better put in their claime for thar prerogative. 
But his promiſe had bound himi prentife, and therefore it was now better with 
willingnefſe to purchaſe thankes,then with a difcontented doing to have the paine 
andnoctthe reward ; and therefore wenr on, as his faith, rather then love, did leade 
him.

And now Jaſtly is he come hither whete he hath leaueto trie 
his fortune. Bur I aſſure you,if I thought ir'not in due and true conſideration an in- 
jurious ſeruice and churliſh curteſie, ro put the danger of ſo noble a title in the deci- 
ding ofſucha dangerlefſecombar, | would make young maiſter Phal/antiotknow,that 
youreyes can ſharpen a blunt Launce,& that age, which my gray baites(onely gor- 
en by the looing care of others) make ſeeme more then iris, harh not diminiſhed in 
ethe power to prote an vndeniable veritie : withthar he buſtled vp bimſelfe, as 
ough his heart would faine baue walked abroad. Ze/mane with an inward ſmiling 
ave him outward thankes,deftring bim co reſerve his force for worthier cauſes. So 
afſing their time according co their wonr,they waited forthe comming of Pb:Þ in- 
1174, who thenext morning hauingalreadie cauſed his tents tobe pitched, neereco'

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_ Himſelfe camein next after a triumphant Chariot , madeof Carnation veluer, 
enriched with purpleand pearle, wherein Arteſia ſate,drawne by foure winged hor. 
ſes with artificial) laming mouthes, and ficrie wings, as if ſhe had newly borowed 
them of Phebas. Before ber marched,two after two,certaine footmen pleaſantly at- 
tired, who betweene them held one piftureafrer another of them,that by Phalanius 
well running had loft the prize in the race of beautie,and at euerie pace they ſtayed, 

turning the piſures to each iide,ſo kciſurely,thar with perfeR iudgementthey mighe 
| bediſcerned. The farft that came in(following the order of che time wherein they 
had been woone) was the piture of 4nudromene.Queene'sf/beria,whom a Leconian 
Kaigbt having ſometime (and with ſpeciall fauour) ſerued, (though ſome yeares 
| ſincereturned home) with more gratefulneſſe then good fortune defended. Bur 
therein Fortune had borrowed wit; for indeed ſhe was not comparable to Ariheſia; 
' not becaule ſhe was a good dealeelder (for time had not yet beene abletoimpoue-+ 
riſh her tore thereof) but an exceeding red haire with ſmall eyes,did(like ill compa- 
nions) diſgrace the other aſſembly of moſt commendable beauties. 

Next after her was bornethe counterfeit of the Princefle of E/x , a Ladie. that 
| taughtthe bcholders noother point of beautie , bur this, Thar as liking is not al- 
wales the child of beantie,ſo whatſoever liketh is beautifull; for in that viſage there 
was neither maieftie,grace, fauour, nor faircneſle, yer ſhe wanted not a ſeruant that 
would haue made her fairer then the faire Ar:be/;a.But he wrote her praiſes with bis 
helmetin che duſt,and left her pi&ureto be asa true witnefſe of his ouerthrow,as his 
running was of ber beautie. 

After her was the goodly Artaxia,greatQ of Armenis,a Ladie vpon whom na- 
tureibeſtowed, and well placed ber moſt delightfull colours; and withall, bad pro- 
portioned her withour any faulc,quickly to be diſcovered by the ſenſes, yet alroge- 
ther ſeemed not to make-vp that harmonie,that Cpid delights in,the reaſon wherof 
might ſeeme a manniſh countenance, which overthrew that lovely ſwectneſle , the 
nobleſt power of womankind,farre fitter to preuaile by parley then by batrell. 

' Ofafarre contrarie conlideration was the repreſentation of her that ncxt follow- 
ed, which was Er9»a Queene of Licia, who though of ſo brownea haire, as no man 
{hould baueiniured it ro haue called it black, and that in tbe mixture of her checkes 
the white did ſo much ouercome the redde(though what was, was verie pure)that ic 
came neare to palenefle, and that ber face was a thought longer then the exat Syms 
metrians perhaps would allew : yet loue plaid his part ſo well in euerie part, that ir 
cought holdofthe iudgement, before it could iudge,making it firſt loue, & after ac- 
knowledge it faire;for there wasa certaine delicacie , which in yeeld ingconquered,

After her came two Ladies,of noble, but not of royall birth : the farmer was nae,

| — $0 other(whoſe name was written Leacippe) was of a fine daintinefſe of beautie, 

et face Frying ita ſober ſimplicitie , like one that could do niuch good,and | 
mo no hurt, hereyes hauing in them ſuch a cheercfulneſle, as nature ſeemed to 
ſmile ia them , though her mouth and cheekes obeyed to that pretie demureneſle, 
which the mare one market, the more ane would iudge the poore ſoule apt to belee- 
ue;and therefore the more pirtie to deceine her.

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Next came the Queene of Lacexta,one that ſeemed bornein the confines of beau- 


© ties kingdome: for all her lineaments were neither perie& poſleſhoners thereof, nor 


abſoluce ſtrangers therero: but the was a Queene, and therefore beautitull. 

But ſhethar followed, conquered indeed with being conquered, and might well 
hane made all the beholderswait vpon her triumph,while her lelfe wereled captiue. 
Ic was the excellently faire Queene Helen,whoſe Tacinth haire curled by nature, bur 


intercurled by art{likea fine brookethrough golden ſands)bad arope ot fairepearle, ' 


which now hiding now hidden by the baire,didas it were play at faſt and looſe each 
wich other, mutually giuing and receiuing richnefle. In herface ſo mpch beautie and 
fauour expreſſed as if Helen had not been knowne, ſome wouldrather bane indped ic 
the Painters exerciſe,to ſhew what be could doe, then the counterteiting of any ly- 
ving pattern, for no fault the moſt fault-fiading wit could have found,ifit were nor, 
charto the reſt ofthe bodie the face was ſomewhat too little: butthar lictle was ſuch 
a ſparke of beautic,as was able to enflame a world of loue;for everything was full of 
a choiſe fineneſle, that ific wanted any thing in maieſtic, it fupplicd it with increaſe 
in pleaſure, andifar the firft it ftrake not admiration, itrauilhed with delight. And 
no indifferent ſoule there was, which if it couldireliſt romſubicRing it ſelfeto make 
it his Princeſle, that would norlong to have ſuch a play fellow. As for her attire, it 
was.coltly and curious,though.the looke(fixe with more ſadneſſerthen ic ſeemed na» 
tore had beftowed to any that knew her forrune[bewrayed, that as ſhe vied thoſe 
ornaments, not for.her ſelie,burt.to preuailewith another, ſo (he feared that alwould: 
not ſerue. Of a fardiftering (though eſteemed equall) beautie, was the ſaire Parthe- 
»ia,who next waited on Ar:beſe#'s eriumph,thonghfarr better ſhe might bave ſicin 
the throne, Forin her euerieching was goodlyz6ftatelyzyer ſo, that ic might ſeems 
that great-mindednes was but the auncient-bearer to the kumblenes. For her great 
gray eye; which might ſceme full of her owne beautie:alarge, and exceedingly faire 
forehead, withlall che reſt of her face & badie; caſt inthe mould of Nobleneſle, was 
yet ſo attired,as might ſhew , the miſtres thonght it cither not to deſerue, or not co 
need any exquiſite decking, hauing no adorning but cleanlineſle; and fo farre from 
all arc, that is was full of careleſnefle; vnleſle thar careleſneſle it lelfe (in ſpight of it 
ſelfe)grew arrificiall. But Baſili#s could nor abſtaine from praiſing Pariheme,as the 
perfe& pifute ofa womanly vertue, and winely faithfulneſſe : telling withall Zel- 
mane how be had-vaderſtood,that when inthe court of Leconis, her piture (main- 
tained by a certaine Sycio»ian Knight) was loſt;through want rather of valour, then 


juſtice: her huſband(the famous 47ga/u-) would in achate haue gone & redeemed ' 


it with a new tria[l;Buc(he(more ſporting chen forrowing for her vndeſerned chams» 
pion )rolde her husband, ſhe delired to be beautifull in no bodieseye bur his: and 
that ſhe would rather mavre her face as cuill as ener it was, then that it ſhould bea 
cauſe ro make Argalus pur on armour. Then would Bafilixs have told Zelmane that 
which he alreadie knew, of therare triall of that coupledaffeRion: but the next pi- 


Rure made their mouthes giueplace to their eyes.

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The laſt of all in place, becauſc laſt in the time of ker being captiue, was Ze/mene, 
daughter tothe King Plexirt«« : who at the firſt ſight ſeemed to haue ſome reſem- 
bling of? hiloclea,but with more marking(comparing it to the preſent Philoclea,who 
indecd had no paragon but her lifter) they mightſee, it was butſucha likenesas an 
vnperfeRt alafle doth giue;anſwerable enough in fome features and colours, but er- 
ring in others. But Zelmexe ſighing, turning to Beſe/ies, Alas fir, ſaid ſhee bere be 
ſome pifures which might berter become the tombes of their Miſtreſſes, then the 
eriumph of Ar:beſia. [ris true [weeteſt Ladie (ſaid Baſi/ivs)ſome of them be dead,& 
ſome other captjue; but that hath bapned ſo late, as it may be the:Knights chat de+ 
fended their beautic,knew not ſo much: withoue we will ſay (as in ſome other hearts 
I know it would fall out)chat death ic (elfe could not blot outthe image which loue 
bath engrauen in them. But divers beſides theſe (ſaid Baſi/ius) hath Phalaniue won, 
but he leaues the reſt,carrying onely ſuch, who either for greatneſle of eſtate, or of 
beautie,may iuſtly glorific the glocie of 4r/beſces triumph. BY 

T hus talked Bſi/ixs with Zelmane, glad to make any matter ſubieRto ſpeake of 
with his miftres, while Pba/antw in this pompous maner,brought Ar:he/ia with her 
gentlewomen into one Tent, by which he bad another : where they both; waited 
who would firſt ftrikevpon the ſhield} while Baſil; the TIudge appointed ſticklery 
and trumpets,to whom the other thould obey. But.none that day appeared,nor the

Burtheorher Knight by name Ne#or, by birth ah Arcadian &inafteRtion vowed 
to the faire Shepherdefle,was all in blacks, wich fire burning botb vpon his armour. 
and horſe. His impreſainhis ſhield, was a fire made of Inniper, with this word, More 
eaſie,and more ſweet. But this hot Knight was cooled witba fall , which at the third 
courſe he received of Phe/amtus, leauing his piureto keepe companie with the 0- 
ther of the ſame ſtampe;he going away remedileſly chafing at his rebuke. The next 
was Polycetes,greatly eſteemed in Arcadia, for deedes he had done in armes:& much 
ſpoken of for the honourable loue be had long borne to Gyzecia; which Baſiliushim- 
ſelfe was content,not onely co ſuffer, but to be delighted with becarried it in fo ho- 
nourable and open plaineneſle, ſetting ro his loue noother marke, then to doe her 
faithfn]] ſervice. Bur neither her faire piture, nor his faire running, could warrant 
him from ouerthrow,and her from becomming as then the laſt ok,4rrbeſia'sviato- 
ries: a thing Gyzecia's vertues would little baue recked at another time, nor then, if 
Zelmanec had not ſcene it. But her champion went away as much diſcomforted , as 
diſcomfited.

He ſaw his owne worthineſle, & thereby 
made her excellencie haue more terrible aſpet ypon him: hee was ſo ſecret therein, 
28 not daring to bee open,that tono creature hee ever ſpake of ir,but bis heart made 
ſuch filent complaints within ic ſelfe,tbat while all his ſenſes were atcentiue thereto, 
cunning iudges might perceiue his minde ſo that he was known to loue though he 
denied,or rather was the better known, becauſe he denied it. His armour&his attire 
wasfor a Sea colour, his /m»preſſa,the filh called Sepia,whichbeing inthe ner,caſtes a 
blacke inke about it ſelfe, that in the darkeneſſe thereofitmay ſcape: his word was, 
Not ſo, Philocleas piture with almoſtan idolatrousmagniticence was borne in by 
bim. Bat ſtraight iealouſte was a barbinger for diſdainein Ze/manes heart, when (ne 
ſaw any(bur her ſelfe){hould be auowed a champion for Phi/oclea: in ſo much that 
ſhe wiſhr his (hame,till ſhe ſaw him ſhamed. For at the ſecond courſe he was ſiriken - 
quite from out of the ſaddle,ſo full ofgriefe, &rage withall,that be would faine with 
the ſword have revenged it,but that being contrarie to the order ſet downe, Baſo/ius 
would not ſuffer: ſothat wiſhing himſelfe in the bottome of the earth, hee went his - 
way,lcauing Zel/maxeno lefle angry with bis lofle,then (he would have bin with his 
vitorie. For if ſhe thought before a rivals praiſe would hayeangred her, ber Ladies 
diſgrace did make her much more forget what ſhe then thought, wbil: chat paſhon 
raigned ſo muchthe more, as ſhe ſaw a prettie bluſh in Pb1locteas checkes bewray 8 
modeſt diſcontentment. But the night commanded truce for thoſe ſports,& Phalan- 
z«(chough iacreated) would not leaue Arre/is;whoin no caſe wauld comeinto che 


houſe, baving (as ir were) ſuckrof "Tags a mortall miſlike againe aa 
ut 
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Butthe night meaſured by the ſhort ell of ſleepe , was ſoone paſt over, and the 
next morning had giuen the watchfull ftarres leave to take their reft, whena trum- 
pet ſummoned Baſil: to play his Iudges part : which hee did , taking his wife and 
daughters with him ; Zelmexe bauing lockt her dore, ſo as they would not trouble 
her for that time : for alreadic there was a Knight in thi field, readie to proue Helen 
of Corinth bad receiued great iniurie, both by the erring indgement of the cha- 
lenger, and the valuckie weakeneſle of her former defender. The new Knighe 
was quickly knowne to be Clirophon(Kalenaers fonne of —_— his (iſter)by his ar- 
mour, whichall guile, was ſo well handled, that it ſhewed likea glittering ſand and 
grauell, enterlaced with ſiluer rivers : his deuiſe hee had pur in the pifure of He- 
len which hee defended ; it was the Ermion with a ſpeech that (ignified , Rather 
dead then ſported. But in that armour (ince hee had parted from Helen (who would 
no longer his companie, finding him to enter into tearmes of afte&tion) hee had 
performed ſo honourable ations) ſtill ſeeking for bis two friends by the names of 
Palledias and Daiphantu )that though his face were couered , his being was diſco- 
uered,which yet Baſil; (which had brought him vpin his Court) would not ſeeme 
to doe; bur glad to ſee thetriall of him, of whom he had heard verie well, hee com- 
maunded the trumpets to ſound, to which the two braue Knights obeying , they 
performed their courſes, breaking their ſixe ftaues, with ſogood,both skill in the hit- 
ting,and grace in the manner, that ic bred ſomedifficultie in the iudgement.But B.u- 
fſilizs in the end gaue ſentence againſt C/irophon, becaule Phalentuc had broken more 
ftaues, vpon the head,and that once C/irophow had receined ſuch a blow,that he had 
loftthe reines of his horſe , with bis head well nie touching the croper of the: horſe. 
Bur Clirophon was ſo angrie with the _—_ (wherein he thought he bad recei- 
ved wrong) that he omitted his dutie to bis Prince , and vncle ; and fodainly went 
his way {till in the queſt of them, whom as then he had left by ſeeking and ſo yelded 
the field to the next commer. 

Who comming in about two houres after , was no lefle marked then all the reft 
before,becauſe hee had _— worth the marking.For he bad neither picture, nor 
deuice , bis armour of as old a faſhion (beſides the ruſtie pooreneſle, ) that it mighe 
better ſcemea monument of his grandfathers courage : about his middle hee bad in 
ſteede of baſes, a long cloake of li]ke , which as vabanſomely , as it needss mu ft, be- 
came the wearer-ſo that all that Jookton,meaſured his Jengthon rhe earth alreadie, 
fince he had to meete one who bad beeneviorious of fo manypallants.But hewene 
on towards the ſhield,and with a ſober grace ftrake it;but as hee let his ſword fall v- 
pon it,anotber Knight,allin blacke came ruſtling in, who rake the ſhield almoRt as 
ſooneas hee,and ſo ftrongly,thathe brake the ſhield intwo:theill appointed Knight 
(for ſo the beholders called him)angrie with that, (as hee accounted) inſolent inju- 
rie to himſelfe, hit him ſuch aſound blow,that they that looked on ſaid,it well beca- 
me arudearme. The otberanſwered* him againe in the ſame caſe, ſothat Launces 
were purtto (ilence,the ſwords were ſo buſie. 

But Phalatws angry of this defacing ſhield,came vpon the black knight,& with the 
 pornmell of his ſword ſer fireto his eyes, which preſently was revenged,not only by 
the Blacke but rh& ill apparelled knight, who diſdained another ſhould enter into 
his quarrel},ſoas, whoever ſaw a matachin dance to imitate fighting,thiswasa ghe 
thatdid imitate the matachin: for they being but three that fought, every one had 
twoaduerlaries,ftriking him, who ſtrook the third, & reuenging perhaps that of him 
which he had received of the other.Buc Boſiliws riſinghimſelfcame to-part them, the 

ſickler authority ſcarcely ableto perſwadecholericke hearers;& partthem hee did.

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But before he conld determine, comes ins fourth, halting on fyote, whocom- 
plained to Befilirs, demaundingitaliice on ebe blacke Kiiight, for bauing by force

And by the 
way he had met withichis blacke'Knight, who had(as he faid)robbed bim of it; The 
jnivrie ſcernet grienvts;bur wheti\ircame fully robe examined , it was found, thac 
the halring Knight meering the other , aking the.cauſe of his going thitherward, 
and findingic was to defend Zameles dinine beautie agajnft, 11 e/zas, with a prowd 
jolliciecotmanded kith to leave thar quarreli-oncly for him, who was onely wor- 
thie to enter into it.

the firſt firiking the ſhield; bit the concluſion was , thartbe ill apparalled Knight 
ſhould haue the prectdenice, ifhe delivered the figure of bis miftrefſe ro Phelewans; 
who aeking Him for it, Cettainly{(fald he ) ber liuclieft piQure (if you.could fee ic) 
is i my heart,andrhe beftcompariſon 1 could make of bet, is ofthe Sunne ond of all 
the other heauenly beauties. Bur becanſe perhaps all eyes catnot raſte the diuinitic 
ofherbeautie,and would ratherbedattled,then taughr bythe light,ifit-be notclow- 
ded by ſotne meaner thing; know 'yeethen,that I' defend that ſame Ladie, whoſe i+ 
mage Ph+bil«:(o feeblyloit yefternight,andin fieadofanorher(if you onercomewe,)

1 eaſily agreed to the bargaine , which readily he made higowne. - * 247 
"But when ir cameto the triall,the ill apparelled Knight chooſing out the greateſt 
ſtaues in allthe ftore, at the firft courſe gave his head ſucharemembrance, that he 
loſt almoſt his remembrance, he himſelfe receiving che incoumter of Phelarror with- 
out any extraordinarie motion : and at the ſecond gaue him ſuch a connterbuffe, 
that becauſe Phalantus was lo perfit a horſeman,as not to be drinen from the ſaddle, 
the ſaddle with broken girttes was driuen from the horle ; Phalentas remaining an- 
grie and amazed , becauſe now being come almeſteo rhe [alt of hisprotmiſedenter- 
priſe,that diſgrace befell him, which he had never before knowne. + 

But the viorie being by the Iudpes giuen,and the Trumpers witneſſed co the ill 
apparelled Knight; Pha/antus dilgrace was ingrieued in lieu of comfort of {1r1eſia, 
who telling him ſhe never looke for other, bad hita ſeeke ſome other miftreſle. He 
excuſing himſelte, and turning over the fault ro fortune, Then let chat be your ill 
fortune roo(ſaid ſhe)that you have loſt me. F E469, 

Nay truely Madam )faid Phalantzs) it ſhall nor be fo : for I thinke the lofle of 
fucha Miſtreſle will proue a great gaine,and ſo concluded;to the ſport of Baſilizs,to 
ſee yong folks loue,that came in maskr with ſo great pope, go out with fo lictle con- 
ſtancie. Bur Phalantiwe firſt profefling great ſeruice to Baſelirs for his courteous in- 
rermitting his ſolicarie courſe for bis fake, would yet condudt 4riefiatorhe Caſtle 
of Cecropia , whither ſhe Yefired to goe': ——_ himfclfe, rhat neither heart, nar

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mouth-loue, ſhould ever any more intangle him, and with that reſolution he left 
the companie. W hence all being diſmifled(among whom the black K night went a- 
way repining at his lock, that had kepthim ——— honor, as he knew he 
ſhould haue done tothe piture of Famelo)che il] apparelled Knight(who wasonely 
defired to ſtay, be cauſe Baſilizs meantto ſhew bim to Zelmane)puld ofbis Helmer,

ned in her countrie ofthe noble 494925, could withſtandjt; and vader that pre- 
eext faine ſhe would bave given a ſecret paſportto ber affeRion.But this a painted 

at one inſtant redneſle in 245/ocleas face, palenefle in Gywectas, but bropght forth 
no other countenances but of admiration, no ſpeeches but af .commengations: all

And ſo manie dayes were ſpent, & manie wayes vſcd, while Zelmaye was like one 
thar food in a tree waiting a good occaſion to ſhoot,and'Gynecia a blancher, which 
kept the deareſt deerefrom her. Butthe day being come, on which according to an 
appointed courſe, the ſhepheards were to aſſemble,and maketheir paftorall ſports 
afore _—_—_ Zelmane (fearing leſkmaniceyes, and comming diucrs waycs,might 
Hap to ſpie Meſidorms) went out to warne him thereof © 

Bur betore ſhe could come ro the Arbour,ſhe ſaw walking from her-ward, a man 
in ſhepbeardiſhapparell, who being in che ſight ofthe Lodge,it might ſeeme he was 
allowed there. A long cloke be had on, bug that caft vnder his right arme, wherein 
he held a ſheephooke,ſo finely wrought, that it.gaue a brauerie to pouertie; and his 
rayments,though they were meane, yet — they handſomnefle by the graceof 
the wearer; though he himſelfe went but a kind of languiſhing pace, with his eyes 
ſormerimes caſt vp to heauen, as though his fancies firaue co mount higher ; ſome- 
times throwne downetothe ground, as ifthe earth could not beare the burthen of 
his ſorrows;at length, with a lamentable tune, he ſung theſe few verſes.

And having ended, he ftrake himſelfe on the breaſt, ſaying, O miſerable wretch; * 
whicher doe thy deltinies guide thee? The voyce made Zelwanc haſten her paceto |

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overtake bim; which bauing done, ſhe plainly perceivedchat irwas bertearetriead 
Maſider us , whereac maruailing nota lictle,, thee demaunded of him ,' whether the 
Goddeſle of thoſe woods had ſuch a power to rransforme everie bodie,or whether, 
as in all entrepriſes elſe he had done, be meanrthes to match her inthis newaltera. 
tion. Alas (ſaid Miſidorws) what fhall 1 ſay, who am loth to ſay, & yer faine would 
have ſaid? I finde indeed, tharigll is but lip-wiſedome , which wants experience. I 
now(woeis me)do trie whar lone can do, OZe/mane,who will reſiſt it, muſt either 
haue no wit, or put out his eyes-: can any man reſiſt his creation ? certainly by loue 
weare made, and to loue we are made. Beaſts onely cannor diſcerne beautie;and ler 
chem bein the rollof Beaſts thar dot not honoric. TheperfſeR friendſhip Zel/mane 
bare him, and the great pitie ſhe (by good triall) had of fucti caſes, could not keepe 
her from ſmiling at him,cemembring how vebemently he had cried out againſt rhe 
folly of louers. And therefore alittle ro puniſh him, Why how now deare couſin 
(faid ſhe)you that were laft day ſobigh inthepulper againſt louers,arc you now be- 
come ſo meane an andiror}Remember tharloue is a-paſhon, & that a worthy mans 
reaſon muſt ever haue the maſterhood.l recant,I recant (cryed Mesſidorw) & with- 
all falling downe proftrate, O thou celeſtiall, or infernall ſpirit of Love, or what o- 
ther heauenly or belliſh ticle thou lift co haue (for effets of both] findin my ſelfe) 
haue compaſhon ofme,& lerthy glorie be as great in pardoning ther that be ſub- 
mittedto thee,as in conquering thoſe that wererebellious.No,no,ſaid Ze/maze,l ſee 
you well enough;you make bur an enterludeofmy mifſhaps,and do but counterfeic 
thus,to make meſce the deformitic of my paſſions;but take heed,that this ieft doc 
not one day turne to earneſt. Now I beſeech thee (ſaid Maſidoras, taking her faft by 
the hand)euen for the truth of our friendſhip;of which (ifI be not alcogetheran vn- 
happie man)thou haſt ſome remembrance, &by thoſe ſecret flameswhich(I know) 
bave likewiſe neerely rouched thee, make no ieft of that , which hath fo earneſtly 
pierced me thorow,nor let that be light ro chee,which is tome ſo burdenous, that I 
am not able to beare it. Mufidoris both in wordsand behauiour,did ſo lively deliver 
out his inward griefe,that Zelmane found indeed, he was throughly wounded: bue 
there roſe a new iealouſie in her mind, leſt it might be with Ph:/oc/ca,by whom, as 
Zelmanethought,in right all hearts andeyes ſhould be inhbericed.

Bur when heſpied.M/idorus ro be ngne ot the ſhepheards allowed inthatplace,, 
be would faine haus perſwaded himſelfeto vtter fome anger, but that he durit not;, 
yet-muttering and champing ,as though hiscyd troubled him, he gauegccalion to 
Muſizorys to come neere him, ang feine his caleof his ownelife;zthar he was a youn-; 
ger brother of the ſhephcard Menalces,by name Dorg,lent by his father ip his ten-- 
der age to Athens thereto learne ſome cunning morethen ordinarie, that he might 
be the better liked of the Prince: and that after bis fathers death, bis brother Meve/- 
64«(lately gone thicherto fetch him home)wasalſo. deceaſed, where(vponhig death) 
he had cbarged himto ſeckerthe ſeryiceof D ametag,and tolhe wholly & euer guided: 
by him,as one in whoſe iudgement &.integritiethe Prince had Hngylargantidence. 
For token whereot,he gaue to Dameras a good ſurmeof goldinready comnerwhich 
Menalcas.had bequeathed vato him}, vpon condition he ſhould receive this poore; 
Dorwsimo bis ſeruice,thathis mind and maners might grow the better by his daily. 
example. Dametas that of all maners of ftile could. belt conteive of goldeneglaquen» 
ce, being withall tickled by Muſidorzes praiſes, had his braine ſo tutned, that hebgcas«, 
me ſlaye to that, which hechat ſued to be his ſeruant offered rogiue him; yetforco- 
pntenance ſake, he ſeemed verieſqueamiſh,inreſpetofthe chargebe hadofthePrin- 
celle P«mela But ſuch was the ſecret operation of the gold, helpedwitbthe perſwal(i- 
onofthe Amazon Zelwmane (who faig it was pittie ſo handſome ayong man ſhould 
be any, where elſetben with ſo good a maiſier)that in the end heagreed(iftharday 
he behaued himſelfe (o.to the liking of Baſlir, as be might be comented) that then 
be waulg receive bjn into bisfſerpice. - TOR: EE | 
Andthus went they 40 the Lodgo,where they found Gyneria and her daughters

readie to goeto the field, to delight themſelues there a while , vacill the ſhepheards 
comming:whither alſo taking Zel-rane with them, as they went,Dame!as rold ther 


of D #16,and deſired hee: might bec accepted there that daye in Read of bis brother 


Menalcas. Astor Baſiliue, he ſtayed bebind to bring the ſhepheards, with whom hee 


meant to conferre, to breed the betrer Zelmaxes liking (which bee onely regarded) 
while the other beautifull band came to the faire field appointed for the ſhephear- 


diſh paſtimes. It was indeede a place of delight; for throughthe middeft of it there 


ran a ſweet broe ke, which did both hold the cie open with her azure ſtrames; & yer 
ſeeke tocloſe the eye with the purling noiſe it made vpon the pibble ſtones it ranne 
ouer:the fieldir ſelfe being ſet in ſome places with roles,and in all the rel} conftantly 


preſeruing a flouriſhing 


g grecne:the roſes added fuch a rudie ſhew vntoir, as though 


the field were baſhfull athis owne beaucie : abourt'ir (as ifit had beeneto incloſe a 


Theatre)grew ſach ſort of trees, as cicher excellencie of fruit, ſtatelineſſe of growth, 
continuall greeneneſle, or poeticall fancies, have made at any rime f.mous. In moſt 
part of which there had beene framed by art fuch-pleaſant arbors, that (one anſwe- 


ring another) they became a gallerie- aloft from tree to tree almoſt round about, 


which below gaue a perfet ſhadowza pleaſant refuge then from thecholerike looke 


of Phabus. 


In this place while Gynecia walked hard by them,carrying ma 


n 
tions abour her , the Ladies ſate them downe, (inquiring Grucels 
ſhepheard Dorw ; who (keeping his eye Niill vpon Pamels,)) anſwered with foch 2 
trembling voice,and abaſhed countenauce,and oftentimes (o farre from the marter, 
that ic was ſome ſport tothe young Ladies , thinking it wantof education, which 
made him ſo diſcountenanced with vnwonted preſence. But Zelwane that ſaw in 


vnaquiet conten- 
queſtions of the 


' bimtheglafſe of her owne miſerie, taking the hand of Phzlocles, and with burning 


kifles ſetting it cloſe to her lips(as ifit ſhould ftand there like a hand in the margine 
of a booke,to note ſome ſaying worthy to be marked) began to ſpeake theſe words: 
O Love, (incethou art ſo changeable in mens cſtates, how art thou ſo conſtant in 
their torments ? when ſodenly there came our of a wood a monſtrous Lyon, with 
a (hee Beare not farre from him, oflictle lefle fierceneſle, which (as they gheſt) ha- 
ving beene hunted in forreſts farre off, were by cbaunce comethither, where before 
ſuch beaſts had never bene ſcene. Then care, not fea: e, or feare; not for themlſelues, 
altered ſomething the countenances of the two Lovers, but fo, as any man might 
perceiue, was rather at:afſembling of powers, then diſmaiedncſle of courage. ?h:- 
locleano looner eſpied the Lion,burtthar obeying the commaundement of ſcare, ſhe 
leapt vp,and ranneto the Lodge-ward,as faſt as ber delicate leggescould carrie her, 
while Dor««drew Pamela behind a tree, where(hee ſtood __ likethe Patridge, 


on which the Hawke is even readyto ſeaze.Butrhe Lion( 


ceing Philoeclea runaway) 


bent his race to her ward, and was readie to ſeaze himſelfe on the praie, when Zel- 
wane (to whom daungerthen wasa cauſe ofdreadleſneſle, all the compoſition of 
her elements being nothing but fierie ) with ſwiftneſle of deſire croſt him , and 
with force of affeion ſtrake bim ſuch a blow vpon his chine, that ſhee opened all 

= lawes, (hee gave 
him fuch athruſt through his breaſt, that all the Lion could doe, was with his paw 
to teare off the mantle& ſlecuc of Ze/mane,with a little ſcratch,rather then 2 wound 
his death blow hauing cake away the effteR of his force : butthere withall hee fell 
downe,and gaue Zelmazeleaſure to take off his head,to carrie it for a preſent toher 
LadiePhiloctea:who all this while (not knowing what was donebehind her)kept on 


bis bodie : wherewith the valiant beaſt turning ber with 


her ceurle,like Are:/»/s when ſheran from A/phews;her light apparell being carti 
” Vp 


ed 
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vp with che wind,thac much of thoſe beauties, the would at another time haue wil- 
liogly hidden, was preſenced to the light of the twiſe wounded. Ze/mene, Which 
madeZelmane not tollow her ouer-hattily,leſt ſhe ſhould roo loene deprive ber lelte 
ofchar pleaſure: bur carrying the Lions head in herihand;did notdully ouertake ber, 


till chey came to the preſence of Bſitie. Neither were they long there, bur that Gy= 


pecia came thither alſo ; who had beene jn ſuch atravnce of muling , that: Ze/warne 
was fighting with the Lion , before ſhe knew of any Lions o&tamiog}: bur then af- 
fetion reſiſting,and the ſoone ending ofthe fightpreventiogall excremitie of feare, 
ſhe marked Zelmanes fighting : and whetithe Lionshead-was off, as Zelmane ranne 
after Fhiloclea,lo (he could not find in her beare bur tun after Zelyanc:lo that it was 
a new fight, Fortune had prepared to thoſe woods,to fee theſe great perſonages thus 
run one afterche other,cachcarried forward with an inward violence; Philoclea with 
ſuch feare, that ſhe rhought ſhe was fill in the Lions month ; Ze/mane with an ea- 
ger and impatient delight; Gyneci« with wings of lbue; flyingſhe-neicher knew, nor 
cared to know whither. But now , being all como before Boſi{7ws, amazed with this 
ſigar, and feare hauing ſuch poſſeſſion ia the faire /iloclea,that her bloud durſt nor 


yet come to beriface , to take away chename of paleneflce from her moſt pure white- 


neſle; Z:/mane kneeled downe , and preſented the Lions bead vhnto her:Only Ladie 
(laid ſhe)here ſee youche puniſhment of thatvnnatutal beaſt, which contrary to his 
own kind, would haue wronged Princes bloud;guided with (ucbtraiterous eyes, as 
durſtrebell againſt your bedutie. Happie am I, and my beaucie both(anſwered the 
ſwear Philocleathen bluſhing, for Feare'had bequeathed his raometo his kinſman 
albfulneſle}chat you excellent Amazon, werethereto teach bim good maners. And 
eueri thanks co that beautie(anſwered Ze/mane) which can giue an edge to the blunt- 
ett (words. There P4:/05/ca told her father how ithad bappened :bur as ſhe bad tur- 
ned hereyes in her tale to Ze/mane , ſhe perceiued ſomebloud vpon Zel/manres ſhoul- 
der, {o that ſtarting with the louely grace and pitcie, ſhe ſhewed it to ber father and 
mother who, 'as the nurſe ſometimes with over-much kiffing may forget togiue 
the babe ſucke,ſo had they with too much delighting,in beholding& prayling Zel- 
mane left off co marke whetber ſhe needed ſuccor, Bur thentheyran "am 
like a father and mother to an onely child, and(though Ze/mane allured themit was 
nothing) would needs ſee it, Gynecis baving skill-in Chirurgerie;an art in thoſe daies 
much efteemed, becauſcir ſcrued to vertuous courage, which euen Ladies would(e- 
uer with the contempt of cowards) ſceme to cheriſh. But looking vpon it ( which 
gaue more inward bleeding wounds to Ze/mexe,for ſhe might ſometimes feele Pbz- 
lackeas rouch , whiles ſhe belped her mother ) ſhefound ir was indeed of yo impor- 
tance ; yet applied ſhe aprecious baulmevntoir , of power to'heale a greater griefe. 
But cuen then , and not before , they remembred Pamc/a,and therefore Ze/mand 
(thinking of her friend Doras) was running backeto be ſatisfied , when they might 
all ſee Pame/a comming betweene Dorm and Dametas, hauingin her hand che paw 
ofa Beare,which the ſhepheard Dorus had newly preſented vnto her,deliring berto 
accept it, as of ſuch a beaft, which though ſhe deſerved death for her preſumption, . 
yet was her wit to be eſteemed, ſince ſhe could makeſo [weer a choile. Dametas for 
bis part came piping and dauncing, the merrieft man in a pariſh: but when he came 
fo neere as he might be heard of Boſi/ivs he would needs breake through his cares 


with this ioyfull ſong of their good ſucceſle:

Being all now come together, and all deſirous to know each others aduentures, 
Pamelas noble heart would needs gratefully make known the valiant meane of ber 
ſafetie, which (dire&ing her ſpeech ro her mother) ſhe did in this maner 5 Aſſoone, 
ſaid ſhe,as ye wereall cun away,&thart I hoped to be in faferie,there came out of the 
ſame woods a horrible foule Beare,which(fearing belike to deale,while the Lio was 
preſent, as ſooneas he was gone)came furiouſlyrowards the place where I was,and 
this yong ſhepheard left alone by me;[truly(notguilcie of any wiſdome,which ſince 
they lay to my charge, becauſe they ſay, itisthe beſt refuge againſt thar beaſt, bure- 
ven purefeare bringing forth thateffet of wildome) fell downe flat on my face;nee- 
_ ding not countrefeir being dead, for indeed I was little better. But this young ſhep- 
heard with a wonderfull courage , hauing no other weapon bor that knife you' lee, 
ſtanding before the place where lay , ſo behaved himſclfe, that the firſt fight] had 
(when [ chonghe my ſelfe alreadic necre Cherons ferrie) was the ſhepheard ſhewing 
me his bloudy knife in roken of viRorie. I pray you(ſaid Ze/mareſpeaking to Dorm, 
whoſe valor (he was carefull to!/haue manifefted)in what ſort, fo illweaponed,could 
you atchieve this entrepriſe? Noble Lady,faid Dorws,the maner of thei: bealisSgh- 
ting with any man,is to land vp vpon their hinder feer,& ſothis did,8 being read 
to give mea ſhrewd embracemenr, I thinke the god Pan(ener carefnil ofthe chi 
blefling of 4rcad/a) guided my hand fo iuftto the heartof the beaſt, char neither 
ſhe could once touch me,nor(which is the only matterin this worthy remembrance) 
breed any danger to the Princeſſe. For my part,] am rather(with all fubieted bums 
bleneſſe)torhanke her excellencies, ſince the dutie thereutnto paue me heart to ſfaue 
my ſelfe, then to receive thankes for a deed, which was her only inſpiring. And this 
Dor ſpake; keeping affetion as much as be could backe from comming into his 
eyes and peſtures. Bur Zel/wane(thar had the ſame charaRer in her heart )could ea- 
fily decipheric , and therefore to-keepe himthe longerin {peech, defired co vnder- 
- ſtand the concluſion ofthe matter, and how the honeſt Dameras was eſcaped. Nay, 
ſaid Pamela, none {hall take that office from my lclfe, being ſo much bound to him 
a$1 am, for tny education. And withechar word, ſcorneborowiug the. countenance 
of mirth, ſomewhat ſhe ſmiled, and rhus [pake on : When (laid ſhe) Dorws made me 
afſuredly perceine, chat all cauſe of feare was paſſed(the rruch is) 1 was aſhamed to 
find my ſelfe alone wich this ſhepheard ; and therefore looking about me.if could 
ſee any bodie; at length-we both perceiued the gentle Dameres, lying withhis bead 
and breaſt as far as he could thruſt himſelfe into a buſh, drawing vp his legsas cloſe 
vnto him as he could : for , like aman ofa verie kind nature, ſoone totake pittie of 
himſelfe, he was full refolued not to ſee his ownedeath. And whenthisſhephea rd 
puſhed him, bidding him co be of good chere; it was a great while cre"wee could 
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rſyade him,thatDorws was not the Beare: fo that hewas faine to pallhim out by 
the beeles*and ſhew him the beaft, as dead as hee could wiſh it: which yon may be: 
lecue me, was a verie ioyfull ſight vato him. But then he forgateall curteſie, for hee 
fell vpon the beaſt, giuing ic many a manfull wound : ſwearing by much, it was noe 
well ſuch beaſts ſhould be ſuffered in a common-wealth. A#dthen my Gouernour 
as full of ioy,as before of feare came dauncing and ſinging before, aseven now you 
aw him. Well well(faid 3aſi/is) I haue not choſen Dameris for his fightipg,norfor 
his diſcourſing, but for his plaineſſe & honeſty;& therein I know he will rior deceiue 
me. But then he told Pamela (not fo muth becauſe ſhee ſhould know it; as becauſe 
he would cell it )tbe wonderfull aRt Zelmene had performed, which Gynecialikewile 
ſpake of, both in ſuch extremity of prailing,as was eafieto be ſeene, the conftrution 
of their ſpeech might belt be made by the Grammer rules ofaffeRion. Baſilixs told 
with what a gallant grace ſhe ranne with the Lions head in her” band , like another 
Pallas with the ſpoiles of Gorgov. Gynecia (ware [hee ſaw the verie face of the young 
Hercules killing che Nemean Lion; & all with a gratefull aſſent confirmed the fame 
praiſes: onely poore Dorws (though of equall deſert, yet not proceeding ofequall 
eſtate){hould haue beenelefr forgotten; had not Zelmane againe with great admira- 
tion begun to ſpeake of him;asking, whetheric were the faſhion or no, in Arcadia, 
char ſhepheards ſhould performe luch valorous entrepriſes. _ 

This Baſilis (having the quicke1ence of a lover) cooke, as tkough his Miftreſſe 
had giuen him a ſecret reprebenſion,that hee had not ſhewed more gratefulneſſe to 
Dora; and therefore (as nimbly as hee could.) enquired of his eſtate ;adding pro» 


| miſc ofgreat rewards : among the reſt, offering to him, if he would exerciſe his cou» 


rage in ſouldierie, hee would commit ſome charge vnto him vader his Lieutenanc 
Philanax. But Dorus ) whole ambiriqn climed by another ftaire) having firſt anſwe- 
red touching his eſtate,that he was brother to the ſhepheard Mena/cas;zwho among 
other,was wont to reſort to the Princespreſence,and excuſed his going co ſouldiery, 
by the vnaptneſle be found in bimſelfe chart way,be told Bſ#/ir,thar bis brother in 
his laſt teſtament had willed him toſerue D amertas,and therefore(for due obedience 
thereunto) he would thinke bis ſervice greatly rewarded, if he might obtain by that 
meanecoliue inthe {ight of his Prince , and yerpraftiſe his owne choſen vocation. 
Baſilis(liking well bis goodly (hape and handſome maner) charged D ametas to res 
ceiue him like a ſonne into his houſe ; ſaying , that his valour ,and Dametas trueth 
would be good Bulwarkes againſt ſuch miſchiefes, as (be ticked not co lay) were 
threatned co bis daughter Pamela. | 

Damet45,no whit out of countenance with all that had beene ſaid (becauſe he had 
no worſe to fall into then his owne(accepted Dorws,and withall telling Baſo/izs,thar- 
ſomeofthe ſhepheards were come , demaundedin whar place hee would ſee their 
ſports; who firſt, curious to know whether it were not more requilite for Zelmanes 
hurt co reſt,then ſit vp at thoſe paſt imes; and ſhee (that felc no wound but one )ear- 
neſtly deſired to haue the paſtorals. Be{i//ws commaunded it ſhould be ar the gate of 
the Lodge, where the throne of the Prince being,(accordingto the ancienemaner) 
he made Ze/mane (ic betweene him and his wife cherein, who thought her ſelfe be« 
tweene drowning and burningzand the two young Ladies of either {idethethrone, 
and ſo preparcd their eyes and eares to be delighted by the {hepheards. 

But before all of them were aſſembled to begin their ſports, there came a. fellow 
who being our of breath(orſeeming ſoro befor baſte) with humble haſtineſſe told 
Bafilixs, that his Miſtreſle, the Ladie Cecropie, bad ſent him to excuſe the milchance 
of her beaſt ranging in that dangerous fort, being happened by the _ of the 
| cepery 
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Keeper;who thinking himſelfeable to rule them, bad carried them abroad,&fo was 
deceiued:whom ycet(if Baſ#lires would punilh for it{he'wasreadie to deliver. Baſeline 
' made no ather anſwer, bat chat his miftrefſe if ſhe bad any more ſuch beaſts, ſhould 
cauſechem to be killed: &chen he cold bis wife & Ze/mare of it, becauſe they ſhould 
not feare thoſe words;as though they harbouredſuch beaſtswheretbe like had never 
beenc ſcene. But Gyaeciatooke a further caniceit of it, miſtruſting greatly Cecropia, 
becauſe ſhe bad beard muck of the diuelliſh wickednefſe of ber beart , and that par. 
ticularly ſhe did ber beſt ro bring vpher ſonne Amphialues(being brothers ſon to Bu- 


_ filizs)to alpire tothe Crowne, as next heire male after Boſo/ius, and therfore ſaw no 


reaſon but that ſhe might conieRure, it proceeded rather of ſome miſchieuous pra- 
Riſe,then of misfortune. Yet did ſhe only vtrerher doubt to ber daughters, thinking, 
fincethe worſt was paſt, ſhe would attend a further occaſion; leaft overmuch haſt 
might ſcene to proceede of the ordinarie miſlike betweene lifters in law,only they 
maruelledchat Bsſ/islookedno further into ir, wha(good man)thought ſo much of + 
ey conceiued common wealth , that allother matters were butdigreſonsvnto 
birf#But the ſhepheards were readic,and with well bandling themlelacs,called their 
ſenſes to attend their paltimes. |

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| THE FIRST ECLOGYE. 
B Afitiv becauſe Zelmane fo would haueit, vied theartificiall day of Torches,to 
4” lighten the ſports their inuentions could miniſter:and becauſe manie ofthe ſhe- 
pheards were but newly come, hee didin a gentle maner chaftiſe theirnegligence, 
with making them for that night)the Torch-bearers;and the others, he willed with 
all freedome of ſpeech &behauiour to keepe their accuſtomed method:which while 
they prepared to doe, Dametas, who much diſdained (ſince his late autboritie) all | 
his old companions, brought his ſeruant Dor«s in good acquaintance andallowan- 
ceofthem, and himſelfe ſtood like adirefter ouer them , with nodding , gaping , 
winking,or ſtamping, ſhewing how hee did like or miſlikethoſe things bee did nor 
vnderſtand. The firſt ſports the ſhephards ſhewed, were full offuch leaps and gam- 
bolds,as being accorded to thepipe(which they bare in theirmouthes,cuen as they 
daunced)madea right piQure of their chiefegod Pan,and hiscompanions theSatyres. 
Then would they caſt away their pipes,and holding hand in hand daunce as ic were 
ina braule, bythe onely cadence of their voyces, which they would vſe in ſinging 


ſame ſhort coplets, whereto the one halfe beginning,the other halfe ſhould anſiyer 
asthe one halfe,faying : , 


We lout, and haue our loues rewarded. 
The others wouldanſwer, 
We lone, and ave no whit regarded. 
The firſt againe, 
we find mo#t ſweet affettions ſnare. Es 
With liketune ic ſhould beas ina Quire ſent back againe, 
T hat ſweet, but ſowre deſpaire fall care. 
A third time likewiſe thus : | 
Who can deſpaire, whom bope doth beare? 
Theanſwer, 
And who can hope that feeles deſpaire? 
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Then ioying all their voyces, and dauncing a faſter meaſure, 
they would conclude with fome ſuch words:

Hauing thus varied both their ſong and daunces into diuers ſorts of inuentions; 
their laſt ſport was, one ofthem to prouoke another to a more large exprefling of 
his paſhons:which Thyrſ5s (accounted one ofthe beſt fingers amongſt them) bauing 
marked in Doras dauncing , no lefle good grace and handſome behauiour, then ex- 
treame tokens ofa troubled mind;began firſt with his pipe,and then with his voice, 
thous to challenge Dorus,and was by him anſwered in the vnderwritten fort.

Burt before anie other came 
into ſupply the place , Zelmane hauing heard ſome of the ſhepheards by chaunce 
name Sirephon and Claims, luppoling thereby they had beene preſent, was deſirous 
both to heare them for the fame of their friendly loue, and to know them for their 
kindnefſe towards her beſt Joued friend. Much grieued was Baſl7zes,that anie deſire 
ofhis miſtrefſe ſhould be vnſatisfied , and therefore to repreſent them vnto her (as 
well as in theirablence it might be) he commaunded one Lamon, who hadatlarge 
ſer down their countrie paſtimes & firſt loue to Yrarza, to ling the whole diſcourle,

And thus much ſpoke in ſtead of a concluſion) was cloſed vp with ſo heartie a 
groning,that Gynecra could not refraine to ſhew her ſelf, thinking ſuch griefs could 
ſeruc ficly for nothing but her own fortune. But as'ſhe caine into the little Arbor of 
this (orrowfull muſick,her eyes met withrthe eyes of Zelwance,which was the partic 
that thus had endited her ſelfc of miſcrie:ſorhat ether of them.remained confuſed 
witha ſudden aſtoniſhment; Zelmeve fearing leſt ſhe had heard ſome part! of thoſe 
complaints, which ſne had r{en-vpthat morning eatly of purpoſe,to breathe out in 
ſecret to her ſelf.

Bur,as ifthe opening of her 
imnouth to Zelmaze had opened ſome great floud-gate of ſorrow (whereofher heart 
could not abide the violent iflue) ſhe ſanke to the ground, withher hands ouer her 
face,crying vehem&ly, Zelmanehelp me,O Zel/mane have pitty on me. Zeimane ran 
to her, marueling whar ſudden ficknes had thus poſſeſſed her: & beginningtoaske 
herrhe cauſe of her paine, 8 offring her ſcruice to be imployed by her. Gyzecie ope- 
ning Her cies wildly vpon her,pricked with the flames of loue,& the tormets of her 
own conſcience; O Zelmane,Zelmane,ſaid ſhe,doſt thou ofter me phyſick,whichart 
my only poiſon? or wilt thou doe me ſeruice, which haſt already brought me into 
eternall {laucric? Ze/mane then knowing welat what marke ſhe ſhot, yet loth to en» 
ter into it; Moſt excellent Lady(ſaid ſhe)you were beſt retire your ſelfe into your 
lodging, that youthe better may paſſe this ſudden fit.Retire my ſclfe? (ſaid Gywecia) 
If I hadretired my felteinto my ſelf, when thouto me(vnfortunate gueſt)cameſtto 
draw me tron my ſ(clte, bleſſed had I bin,and no need had I had of this counſel.But 
nowalas,I am forccd to flie to thee for ſuccour, whom I accuſe of all my hurr, and 
make thee ivdge of my cauſe, whoart the anly author of my miſchicfe.Ze/mane the 
more aſtoniſhed,the more ſhe vnderſtood her, Madam(fſaid ſhe)wherof doe you ac- 
cuſe me,rhat I will not cleare my ſelfe 5 Or wherein may I ſteed you, that you may 
not command me? Alas,anſwered Gyzecia,what ſhall Il ſay more?Takepittic of me, 
O Zelmane,but not as Zelmare,and diſguiſe not with me in words, as I know thou 
doeſt in apparel]. Ze/mane was much troubled with that word,:finding her ſelfe 
brought ro this ſtraight. But as ſhe was thinking what to anſwer her, they might ſee 
old Baſilins paſle hard by them, withouteuer ſeeing them;complaining likewiſe of 
lone very freſhly,and ending his complaint with this ſong, Louchaujng renewed 
both his inuention and voice :

Which being done, he looked very curiouſly vpon himſelfe, ſometimes fetching 
a little skip,as if he had ſaid his ſtrength had not yer forſaken him: But Zelmene ha- 
uing in this time gotten ſome leiſure to thinke foran anſwer, looking vypon Gyne- 
cie,as if ſherhought ſhe did her ſome wrong : Madamf/ſaid ſhee) Iam not acquain- 
ted with thoſe words of diſguifing,neither is it the profeſſion of an Amazor,neither 
are youa partie with whomit is to be vſed: if my ſeruice may pleaſe you, imploy it, 
ſolongas you doeme no wrong in'miſ-iudging of me. Alas Ze/mane(ſaid Gyweeia)l 
perceiue you know full little how picrcing the eyes are of a true louer : thereis no 
one beame of thoſe thoughts you haue planted in me, bur is able to diſcerne a grea+ 
ter cloud than you doe goe in. Seck notto conceale your ſelf further from me, nor 
force notthe pattion of loue into violent extremities. Now was Ze!mane brought to 
an exigent, when the king turning his eyes that way _— the trees, perceiued his 
wife and miſtreſſerogerher,ſo that framing the moſt louely countenance he could, 
he came ſtraight way towards themzand at the firſt word (thanking his wife for ha- 
uing entertained Zelmare) defired her ſhe would now returnc into the Lodye, be- 
Ccauſc he had certaine martters of eſtate roimpart to the Lady Zelmane. The Queene 
{being nothing troubled with icalouficin thar point) obeyed the kings commande- 
menr,full of raging agonies,and determinartly bent, that as ſhee would ſeeke all lo- 
uing meanes to winne Zelmare,fo ſhe would ſtirre yp terrible tragedies, rather than 
faile of her intent.

in himſelfe that he had broken the matter. And thus did the king (feeding his mind

ken,nar daring,no norable ro behold raat power. Now to make my eſtate known, 
ſcemed againc impoſſible,by reaſon of the ſuſpitiouſneſſe, of Demeras, 445/e. 8&my 
young miltreſſe Mopſz:for Demetas (according rothe conſtitution of a dull head) 
thinkes no better way to ſh-w himſelfe wiſe, than by ſuſpeRing euery thing in his 
way: which ſuſpirion M/s (for the hoggiſh ſhrewdnefle of her braine Jand Moſs

And then, partly to bring Morſe againe tothe matter (leſt ſhee ſhould too much 
take heede roour diſcourſes) but principally, if it were poſſible, ro gather ſome 
comfort out of heranfwers, I kneeled downe to the Princefle, and humbly be- 


ſought her to tfioue Ao2ſs in my behalfe, thar ſhee would vnarme her noble | 


heart of rhat teely reſiſtance againſt theſweete blowes of Loue: that ſince all her 

parts weredecked with ſome particular ornament ; her face with beautie, her head 

with wiſcdome;her eyes with maieſtie; her countenance with gracefulnefle, her 

lips with louclineſle, her tongue with victorie ; that fhee would make her _ 
: l 
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the throne of pitty,being the moſt excellent raiment of the moſt excellent part.s- 
mels without ſhew citherof fauour or diſdaine, cither of heeding or ne leting 
what I had ſaid, turned her ſpeechto Mop/a,and with ſuch a veice and aQtion, as 
might ſhew ſhee ſpake of a matter which little did concerne her; Take heed to 
your ſclfe( ſaid ſhee) Mopſe,for your ſhepheard can ſpeake well:bur truely, if he do 


fully prouc himſelfe ſuchas he ſaith, I meane, the honeſt ſhepheard Menalces his 


brother and heire, I know no reaſon why you ſhould thinke ſcorne of him. Mop/e, 


chough / in my conſcience ) ſhee wereeuenthen farre ſpenttowards mee, yet 

anſwered her, That for all my quaint ſpeeches, ſhee would keepe her honeſtie cloſe 
enough : And that as for the way of matrimonie, ſhee would ſteppe neuer a foote 
further; till my Maſter her Father had ſpoken the whole word himſelfe, no ſhee 
would not, Butcuer and anon turning her muzzell towards mce, ſhee threw ſich a 
proſpect ypon'me,as might well haue giuen a ſurfeirto any weake louers ſtomacke. 
But Lord whata fooleam I, to mingle that driuels ſpeeches among my noble 
thoughts ! but becauſe ſhe was an Acor in this Tragedie,to giue youa full knows- 
ledge, and to leaue nothing (that I catiremember ) vnrepeated, 

Now the Princeſſe being about to withdraw her ſelfe trom vs, I tooke a Tewell 
madein the figure of a Crab-fiſh, which, becauſc it lookes one way and gocs ano- 
ther, I thought it did ficly parerne out my looking to Mepſa,but bending to Pamela: 
The word about ic was, By force, #ot choiſe, and ſtill kneeling, beſought the Prin- 
celle that ſhee would vouchſafeto giue it Mop/a, and with the bleſſednefle of her 
hand to make 2cceptable vnto her that toye which'T had found, following of late an 
acquaintance of mineat the plough. For { ſaid I )as the earth was turned vp, the 
plow-ſhare lighted vpon a great ſtone: wee puld that vp, and ſo found both thar 
and ſome other pretty things, which wee had diuided betwixt vs. 

Mopſa was benummed with ioy when the Princeſle gaue ither : bur in the Prin- 
ceſle I could finde no apprehenfion of 'whar T either ſaid or did, but with a calme 
carcleſneſle letting each thing ſlide, ( iuſt as we doeby their ſpeeches who'neither 
in matter nor perſon doe any way belong vnto vs ) which kinde of cold temper, 
mix with taat lightning of her naturall maieſtie,ts of all orhers moſt terrible varo 
mec:for yetif I found ſhee contemned me, I would deſparately labour both in for- 
tune and vertueto ouercome it; if ſhe only miſdoubted me, I were in heauen, for 
quickly I would bring ſufficient aſſurance : laſtly, it ſhee hated mee, yer I ſhould 
know what paſhon to deale with; and either with infinitenefle of deſert I would 
take away the fewell from that fire, or if nothing would ſerue, then IT wouldgiue 
hermy heart bloudto quench it, Bur this cruel quietneſs,neither retiring to millike, 
nor proceeding to fauour ; gracious, but gracious ſtil] atrer one maner;, all her cour- 
teſtes hauing this engrauen inthem,that wharis done, is for vertues fake,not for the 
parties(euer keeping her courſe like the Sun, who neither for our praiſes,nor curles, 
wil] ſpur or ſtop his horſes.) This (I ſay) heauenlineſle of hers ( tor howſocuer my 
miſery is, I cannot bur ſo entitle it)is ſo impoſſible ro reach vnto,that I almoſt begin 
to ſubmit my ſelfe to the tyrannie of diſpaire,not knowing any way of perſwafion, 
where wiſdome ſeemes tobe vnſenſible. Ihaue appeared to hereyeslike my ſelfe, 
by a deuice I vied with my Maſter, perſwading him that we two might pur on cer- 


| tainerich apparellI had prouided,and ſo praQtiſe ſomething on horſebacke before 


Pamela, telling him, it was apparell I had gotten for playing wellthe part of a kin 
194 Tragedie at Athens :my horſe indeed was it I had left at Menalcas houſe, an 
Damete got one by friendſhip out of the Princes ſtable. Bur howſocuer I ſhew, I 
am no baſc bodie, all I doe is but tobeate a rocke and ger fome. -

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Butas ors WaSabout totell further, Demers ( who came whiſtling,and coug, 
ting ypon bis fingers, how many loade of hay ſeuentcene fat oxen cate vp in a 
eare )defir2d Zelmene from the King that ſhee would come into the lodge, wherg 
they ſtayed tor her, Alas (ſaid Dorws, taking his leaue ) the ſumme is this, thar ygy 
may well finde you haue beaten your ſorrow againſt ſuch a wall, which with the 
force of rebound may well make your ſorrow ſtronger. But Zelmaze turning hex 


ſpeech to Demet4,[ (hall grow (laid ſhe)skiltullin countrie marters, if I haue often 
- conference with your ſeruant. In ſooth(anſwered Damera with a graceleſle ſcorn) 


the Lad may proue well enough, it he ouerfoone thinke not too well of himſelte,g 
will beare away that he hearcch of his clders. And therwith as they walked to the 
other lodge,co make Ze/manefinde ſhe might haue ſpent her time better wich him, 
he began with a wilde Metaode to runne ouer all the art of husbandrie : eſpecially 
imploying his tongueabour well dunging ot a field : while poore Zelmane yeeldeg 
her eares to thoſe tedious ſtrokes, not warding them ſomuch as with any one ans 
ſwer, till they cameto Baſi/:5,and Gywecia,whoattended for her ina coach to car: 
ric her abroad to ſee ſome ſports prepared for her. Bafilius, and Gynecie (itring in 
the anc end, placed her at the other, with her left fide ro Phzloclea.Zelmane was mo- 
uedin her minde;to haue kiſſed their feet for the fauour of ſo blcfled a ſeat: for the 
Darrowneſle of the coach made them ioyne from the foote to che ſhoulders very 
cloſe rogerthergthe truer touch whereot though ir were barred by their enuious ap- 
parell,yetasa perfet Magnes, though butin an inorie boxe,will chrough the boxe 
{end torth his imbracing verrueto a beloued geedle; ſorhis imparadiſed neighbor. 
hood madeZelmanesſoule cleave vnto her, both thorow the iuory caſe of her body, 
and rhe apparell which did ouercloude it. All che bloud of Zel/mares bodic ſtirring 
in her,as wine will doe when ſugac is haſtily put 1nto ir, ſeckingro ſuck the ſweet 
nefle of rhe beloued gueſt : her heart, likea Lyon new impriſoned, ſecing him that 
reſtraines his libertie,before the grate ; nor-panting,but ſtriuing violencly (if ic had 
beene poſlible )ro haue leapt into the lappe of Philociea, Bur Damertas, euen then 
proceeding from being maſter of a Cart, ro. bee doctor of a Coach, not a little 
proude in humlclte, that his whippe atthat time guided the rule of Arcaaze, draue 
the coach( the couer whereof was made with ſuch ioynts, thatas they might } to 
avoid the weather(pull irvp cloſe when they liſted, ſo when they would they might 
put each end downe, and remaine as diſcouered and open ſighted as on horſeback) 
till vpon the fide of the forreſt they had both Greyhounds,Spaniels, and Hounds: 
whereof the firſt might ſecme the Lords, the ſecond the Gentlemen, .and the laf 
the yeomen of dogges; acaſt of Merlins there was beſides, which flying of a gal 
lant height over certaine buſhes, would beatc the birds (that roſe) downe vnto the 
buſhes,as Falcons will doe wild-foule ouer a riuer, Butthe ſport which for that day 
Baſuli would principally ſhew to Zelmane, was the mountic at a Hearne, which 
vetting vp on his waggling wings with paine, till hee was cometo ſome height ( as 
though the ayrenext rothe earth were not fit for his great body ro flic through) 
was now growne to diminiſh the fight of himſelfe, and to giue cxample to great 
perſons, thatrhe higher they be,thelefle they ſhould ſhew : when a lerfaulcon ws 
caſt offafter her, who ſtreight ſpying where the prey was, fixing her eye with defire, 
and guiding her wing by her cyc, vicd no more ſtrength than induſtric. For as 1 
good buildcrtoa high tower will not make his ſtayre vpright, but winding almoſt 
the tull compaſlc about, that the ſtcepeneſle bee the more vaſenſible: ſo ſhee, ſeeing 
the towring of her purſued chaſe, went circkling, and compaſling about, rifing 10 
with the lclle ſenſe of riſing; and yet finding that way ſcantly ſerue the greedioelle 
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of her haſte,as an ambitious bodie will goe farre out of the dire way, towintoa 
point of height which he defares ; ſo would ſhee {as it wete) turne tajiletothe He- 


ron,and flic our quite another way, but all was to rerurne in a higher pitch 5which 


oncegotten, ſhee would either beate with cruell aflaults the Heron, who now was 


driuen tothe beſt defence of force, fince flight would not ſerue;orelſe claſpihg with 


him,come down together,to be patted by the ouer-partiall beholders. 

Divers of which flights Beſi/iws ſhewing to Zelmane, thus was the riches of the 
time ſpent,and the day deceaſed before it was thought of, rill night like a:degene- 
rating ſucceſſour made his departurethe berter remembred, And'therefore(ſocon- 
ſtrained)they willed Dameras to driue homeward, who(halfe ſleeping;halte muſing 
about the mending ofa wineepreſle) guided the horſes ſo ill, tharthe wheele com- 
ming ouer a great ſtub of a tree, it ouerturned the coach. Whicly thought fell 
violently ypon the fide where Ze/mane and Gyneciz late, yet for Zelmanes part, ſhee 
would haue beene glad of the fall, which made her beare the ſweer burthen of Phi- 
/ocles,but that ſhe feared ſhe might receiue ſome hurt.: But indeed neither ſheedid, 
nor any of the reſt, by reaſon they kepttheir armes and legs within the coach, ſauing 
Gmecia,who with the onely bruze of the fall, had her ſhoulder pur our of ioyny 
which though,by one of the Faulkeners cunning, it was fer well againe, yer with 


much paine was ſhe brought to the lodge , and pairie {fetching his ordinary com- 


panion, a feuer with him) draue her to entertaine them both in her bed, 

Bur neither wasthe fcuer of ſuch impatient heate, 'asthe inward plague-ſore of 
heraff-tion,nor the paine halfe ſo noyſome.as the iealouſie ſhee conceiued of her 
daughter Philsclea, leſtthistime of her ſicknes might giue aprioccafion to Zelmane, 
whom ſhe miſdoubred, 'Therefore ſhee called Philocleeto her,and though ic were 
late inthenight,commanded herin her care to goeto the other lodge, 8 fend M/s 
to her, with whom ſhe would ſpeake,8: ſhero lic with her fiſter Pamela, The meane 
while Gynecia kept Zelmane with her, becauſe ſhe would be ſure, ſhee ſhould be out 
ofthe lodge,before ſhelicenced Zelmane. Philociea not skildin any thing berterthan 
obcdience,went quictly-downe , and the Moone then full [nor thinking ſcorneto 
be atorch-bearer to ſuch beautie)guided her ſteppes, whoſe motions beare a mind 
which bare in it ſe)fe farre more ſtirring motions. And alas (ſweets Philoclea) how 
hath my pennetill now forgot thy paſſions, finceto thy memory-priticipally all this 
long matter is intended ? pardon the ſlackenefle ro come to thoſe woes, which ha- 
ving cauſed in others, thou didſt fecle in thy ſelfe. | 

The ſweet minded Philoclea was in their degree of well doing,to whom thenot- 
knowing of evill ſerueth for a ground of vertue, and hold their inward powers in 
better forme with an vnſpotted fimplicitic,than many,who rather cunningly ſeeke 
toknow what goodnefſle is,than willingly take into themſelues the following of ir. 
But as that ſweete and ſimple breath of heauenly goodneſle, is the eaftertobealte. 
red, becauſe it hath not paſſed through the worldly wickednefle, nor feelingly 
found the cuill, that cuill carries with it; ſo now the Lady Philoclea(whoſe eyes and 
ſenſes had receiued nothing,bur according as the naturall courſe of each thing re- 
quired ; whoſe tender youth had obediently,liued vnder her parents beheſts, with- 
out framing our of her owne will the fore-choſing of any thing) when now” ſhee 
came to a point,wherein her iudgement was to be pradtiſed,in knowing faultineſſe 
by his firſt cokens,ſhe was like a yong Faune, who comming inthe wind of the hun- 
ters,doth not know whether ic beea thing ornoto bee eſchewed ; whereof at this 
time ſhe began to get a coſtly experience. For after that Zelmene hada while liued 
12 the lodge with her,and that her onely —_ a noble ſtranger had bred a _ _

heedfull attention; her commingto that lonely place (where ſhee had no body but 
her parents) a willingneſle of conuerſation zher wit and bchauioura liking & ſilenr 
adriijration;at lengrh theexcellencie of her naturall gifts, itoyned th the extreame 
ſhewes ſhe made of moſt deuout honouring Philecles (carrying thus in one perſon, 
the oncly two bands of good will, louelineſle and louingneſſe)brought forth in her 
heart a yeelding toa molt friendly affeftion;which when it had gotten ſo full poſ- 
ſeſſion of the keycs'of her minde, that it would reccive no meſſage from her ſenſes, 
without that affection were the interpreter; then Rraight grew ati exceeding de- 
light ſtil to be with her,with an vnmeaſurable liking ofall chatZe/manedid:matters 
being ſo turned in her;that where at firſt likitig her manners did breede good-will, 
now good-will became the chiefe catiſe of liking her manners : ſothat within a 
while-Zelmane was not prized for her demeanure, but the demeanure was prized 
becauſe it was Ze/menes, Then followed that moſt naturall effeR of conforming 
her ſclfe to thar; which ſhee did like, and not onely wiſhing to be her ſelfe ſuch an- 
other in all things, but ro ground an imitatlon vpon ſo much an eſteemed authori- 
tic : ſo that the nexr degree wasto marke all Ze/manes doings, ſpeeches, and faſhi- 
ons,androtake them into herſelfe, asa patterne of worthic proceeding. Which 
when once it was enaQted, not onely by the cominaltic of Paſſions, Lut agreed 
vnto by her moſt noble Thoughts, and tharReaſon it ſelfe (not yer experienced 
in the iſſues of ſuch matters) had granted his royall affent ; then Friendſhip ( a dili- 
gent officer) tooke care to ſee the ſtatute throughly obſerued. Theh grew on that 
not onely ſhee did imitate the ſoberneſſe of her countenance, the gracefulncſſe of 
her ſpecch, but cuentheir particular geſtures: ſothatas Ze/mane did often cyc her; 
ſhe would often eye Zelmaene, andas Zelmames cyes would deliuer a ſubmiſhue;but 
vehement deſire in their looke,ſhe,thoughas yet ſhee had not the defire in her, yer 
ſhould hereycs anſwer in like piercing kindneſſe of a looke. Zelmane as much as 
Gmnecias iealouſie would ſuffer,defired ro bee neere Philocles , Philgcles, as much as 
Gynecie: icaloufic would ſuffer, deſired to be neete Zelmane. It Zelmare tooke her 
hand,and foftly ſtrained it, ſhee alfo (thinking theknors of friendſhip ought to bee 
muruz1]) would{(with a ſweerte faſtnefſe) fnew ſhe was loth to part from it. Andif 
| Zelmaneſighed,ſhe would figh alſo;when Zel/mare was ſad, ſhe deemed it wifdome, 
and therefore ſhe would be ſad too. Zelmanes languiſhing countenance with croſt 
armes,and ſometimes caſt-vp eyes, ſhee rhought ro hauc an excellent grace : and 
therefore ſhealſo willingly put on the ſame countenance: rill ar the laſt ( poore. 

ſoulc,cre ſhe were aware) ſhee accepted not onely rhe badge, bur the feruice ; not 
onely the figne, but the paſſion ſignified. For whether it were, that her wit in con- 
tinuance did finde, that Ze/mares friendſhip was full of unpatient defire, haying 
more than ordinarie limits,8 therefore ſhe was content to ſecond Zelmererhough 
her ſclfe knew not the limits;or that in truth, true loue (well conſidered) bath an 
infeQiue power; artlaſt ſhee fell in acquaintance with loues harbinger, wiſhing : 
Firſt ſhe would wiſh, that they two might liuc all their liues together, liketwo of 
Dienss Nymphes. Bur that wiſh, ſhe thought not ſufficient,becauſe ſhe knew, there 
would be more Nymphs beſides them, who alſo would hauetheir part in Ze/mane. 
Then would ſhe wiſh, that ſhe were her ſiſter, that ſuch a naturall band might make 
her more ſpeciall ta her, Bur againſt that, ſhe conſidered, that, though being her ſi- 
ſter, if ſhce happened to be married, ſhe ſhould be robbed of her. Then grown bol- 
der, ſhe would wiſhcither her ſelfe, or Zelmaene a man, that there might ſucceede 2 

bleſſed mariage berweene thera, Put when that wiſh had once diſplayed his enſigne. 
in her mince,then followed whole ſquadronsof longings,tharſo ir might be,witha 
malae 
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maine bartcll of miſlikings, and repinings againſttheircrearion, that ſo it was not. 
Then dreames by night began to bring more vttoher, than ſhee durſt withby day, 
wherc out waking did make her know: her ſelfe the better by the image of thoſe 
fancies. Buras ſome diſeaſes when they are cafieto bee cured,they are hard tobee 
knowne,but when _ growecafie to be knowne; they are almoſt impdſlivle to bee 
cured: ſothe ſweete Phlocles,whilefhe might pretienr it, ſhee did not feele it, now 
ſhoe fel: ir, when ir was paſt preventing); like a riner,norampiers ory hs againſt 
jr.cill alreadic ir have ouerflowed, For now indeede lone puld off tis, maske, and 
ſhewgd his face vnto her,and cold her plainely, rhat ſhe was his priſoner. Then nee- 
ded ſhe no more paint her face with paffions, for paſſions ſhonethorough her face ; 
than her roſte colour was often encrcaſed with exrraordinarie bluſhing, and ſo an- 
othet rime, perfe whiteneſle deſcended to adegree of palcneſſe : now Hot, then 
cold, defiritig ſhee knew not what,not how, if ſhee kaew whiat. T hentier minde 
{though too late) by the ſmatt was brought ro thinke of the difcaſey and let owtic 
proofc taughther roknow lier morhets ininde ; which(as tio Error gines Sang

aſſault,as that which comes armed in thgauthoritic of aparent early 
fied her deſires, eo ſte, that her mother had the like defires. ' Atid the thote tealous 
her motherwas, rhe more ſhee thought the Iewell precious which wis with ſo 
many lockes guarded.

towing of oureſtates. If it be ſoz then (O you ſtarres) iudgerightly ofme; anditI 
have wich wicked intent fnade my ſelfe a prey to fancie,or if by any idle luſtsI fra+ 
med my heart fir for ſuch an impreſſion, then ler this plague daily encreaſe in mee, 
tillmy name be made odtous to womankind. Bur ifextreame and vareſiſtable vio- 
leacehaue oppreſſed me,who will euer doe any of you ſacrifice(O you ſtars)if you 
docnot fuccourme? Nogno,you will not helpe me. No,no, you cannor helpe me: 
Sinne muſt bethe mother, and ſhame the daughter of my affe&ion. And yet are 
theſe but childiſh obieRions/ſmple Phitoctes,) it isrhe impoſlibilicic that dorh tor- 
ment me: for, valawfatld=fires are puniſhed after theeftet of enjoying, bur vapol 
fibledelices are puniſhed in the defire it ſelfe, O then, O renne times — that 
] am,ſtnte where in all ocher hope kindlerhloue, in me deſpaire ſhould be the bel- 
lowcsof my affection : and of all deſpaires the moſt miſerable; which is drawne 
trom impoſiibilitte. The moſt couctous man longs not roger riches out of a 
ground which neuer can beare any thing, Why? becauſe it is impoiiible. The moſt 
ambirious wighr vexerh nor his wits co climeincoheauen, Why ? becauſe itisim- 
pollible. Alas then, O Loue, why doeſt thou in thy beaurifull ſampler ſer ſuch a 
work for my delireco take our, which is as much impoſsibler And yetalas,why do 
I chus condemne my fortune, before I heare what ſhe can ſay for her ſelfe © What 
doe I,filly wench,know whar Louc harh prepated for me 2 I not fee wy mo- 
ther,as well,ar leaſt as furiouſly as my ſelf, loue Ze/mane?& ſhould Ibewiferthan 


my mother? Eicher ſhee ſees a polsibilirie inthar which I rhinkeim le, otelſe 


impolſsible loues neede not-misbeeome me. And doe I not ſee (who 
doch not thinkea thoughe which is tor firſt wayed by wiſedome and vertue) doth 
not ſhe vouchſafe to loue me with like ardour? I ſeeit,hereyes depoſe irvo be trues 
What then? and ifſhe can louc poore ie, ſhall Ichinke ſcorne to loue ſuch a wo» 
man as Zelmanet Away then all vaine examinations of why and How's; Thou lo- 
ueſt me,moſt excellent Ze/mane,and Iloue thee: and with that, imbeacing the very 
ground whereon ſhe lay,ſhe ſaid to het ſelfe ( for eueri to her ſdife ſhe wasaſhamed 
ro ſpcake it out in words) O my Ze/want, gourrneand dire me : for I am wholly 
gluen ouecr vato thee. | 6 

In this deprh of muzes,and diuers ſorts of diſtourſes, would ſhee rauingly haue 
remained, burthar Deamcru and Miſd (who were round aboutto ſecke her, vader- 
ſtanding ſhe wasto cometo their Lodge that night)eatie hatd by her,Dameras ſay- 
ing,that he would not deale in other bodies matters; but for his part, hee did not 
like, that maids ſhould once ſtirre out of their fathers houſes, bur if it were ro milke 
acow;or ſauea Chicken fromakires foot,or ſome ſuch other marter of importance.

which burnt before her ;.in one hand holding a letrer, in the other her hand-ker. 
chicte,which had lately druoke vp thereares of her eyes, leauing in ſtead of them, 
crimſon circles, like redde flakes in the element, when rhe weather is hotteſt, which 
Philoctea finding(for her eyes had learned to know the badges of ſorrow) ſhee car- 
neſtly intreated ro know the cauſe thereof, that either ſhee might comfort, or ac. 
companic her doletull humour. Bur Pemels, rather ſeeming {orie that ſhe had per. 
ceiued ſo much;than willing to open any further, O my Pamele(ſaid Philocles)who 
are tomea ſiſter in nature,a mother incounſe!l, a Princefle by the law ot our coun. 
tric, and which name.(mee thinkes of all other Jis the deareſt,a friend by my choiſe 
and your fanour, what meanes this baniſhing mee from your counfels 2 Doe you 
loue your ſorrow ſo well as to' grudge mee part of it? Ordoe you thinke I ſhall 
not louea ſad Pamela,ſo well as d ioyfulls Or be my cares veiworthie,' or my tongue 
ſuſpeted? What is it(my ſifter)that you ſhould conceale from your filter, yea and 
ſernamt Philoclea? Theſe words wanne no further of Pamele,bur rhar telling her they 
might talke better as they lay rogether; they impoueriſhed their clothes co enrich 
their bed, which for that night might well ſcorne the ſhrine of YVexw: and there 
cheriſhing one anorher with deare, though chaſte embracements , with ſweete, 
though cold kiſſes ; itmight ſeeme that loue was come to play him there without 
dart,or thar wearie of his owne fires, he was there to refreſh himſclfe between their 
ſwcere breathing lippes; Bur Philorlea earneſtly againe intreated. Pamela to. open 
her griefe, who (drawing the curtaine, that the candle:,nuight not complaine of 
her bluſhing) was readic to ſpeake: butthe breath,almoſt formed into words, was 
 againeftopt by her, and turned into fighes.

Philoclea had ſtraight found her, 
and therefore todraw out more, Indeed {ſaid ſhee) I haue often wondred to my 
{elfe how ſuch excellencies could be in ſo. mcane aperſon, butbelike fortane was 
afraidto lay hertreaſures, wherethey ſhould be ſtained with ſo many perfeCtions: 
onely I maryaile how he can frame himſclfto hide ſoraregifts vader ſuch a blocke 
as Dameras. Ali (ſaid Pamela) it you knew the cauſe, but no more doe I neither, 
and to ſaythetruth:but Lord, how are we falne to talke of this fellow © And yer 
indeede if you were ſometimes with mec to marke him, while Dametes reades his 
ruſticke leQure vatd him (how to.feede his beaſts before noone, where to ſhade 
them in the extreame heat, howto makethe manger handſome forhis Oxen, when 
ro vie the goad, and'when the voyce ;gluing him rules of a heardman, though hee 
pretendto make him'afhepheard)- to ſee all the while with what a grace. ( which 
ſcemesto feta crowne vpon his baſe eftate) he can deſcend: to thoſe poore matters, 
ceftainly-you would: but to what ſeruesrhis ? no doubt we were better ſleepthan 
talke of theſe idle matrers. Ah my Pamela(ſaid Philgcles) 1 haue caught you ; the 
conſtancie of your wit was not wont to bring forth ſuch difioynted ſpeeches : you 
loue, diſlemble no further. It is true (ſaid Fawels) now you haue it; and with lefle 
adoe ſhould, if my heart could haue thought thoſe words ſutable for my -mouth. 
But indeed (my Philoclea) take heed : forl rhinke vertue it ſelfe is no armour of 
proote againſt affetion, Therefore learne by my example. Alas thought Philocles 
to her ſelfe,yourſheares come too lateto clipthe birds wings tharalreadic is town 
away.But then Pamela being onceſetinthe ſtreame of her loue, went away amain, 
withall, telling her how his noble qualities haddrawae her liking towards him; 
at but 
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bur yet cuer waying his meanneſſe,and ſo held continually in due limits ; till ſee- 
king many meanes to ſpeake with her, and euer kept from it (as well becauſe ſhee. 


ſhund it, ſeeing and diſdaining his minde,as becauſe of her jealous iaylors ) he had 


at lengttvvſed thefineſt policie that might bee in counterfaiting love to Mop/e, and 
faying to Mepſs wharſocuer hee would haue her know : and 1n how paſſionate 
manner he hadrold his ownetale in a third perſon, making poore 440p/a belecue, 
that twas a matter fallen out many ages before: And inthe end, becauſe you ſhall 
know my teares come not, neither of repentance nor miſcrie, who thinke you, is 
my Doras fallen out to bee? even the Prince 44»ſidores, famous ouer all 4ſea, for his 
heroicall enterpriſes, of whom you remember how much good the ſtranger Plax- 
gartold my father ; henot being drowned (as P/ages thought ) though his coufin 
Pyroctes indeed periſhed. Ah my ſiſter, if you had heard his words,or ſeene his ge- 
ſtures, when hee made me know what, and ro whom his loue was, you would haue 
matched in yonrſelfe ( thoſe rwo rarely matched rogether ) pittie and delight. Tell 
me deare fiſter( for the Gods are my witneſſes I defire to de vertuouſly)can I with- 
out the deteſtable ſtaine of vngrarctulneſſe abſtaine from louing him, who(farre ex- 
ceeding the beaurifulnefle of his ſhape with the beautifulneſſe of his minde, and 

the greatneſle of his eſtate withthegreatneſle of his ats) is content foro abaſe 
himſelfe,as to become Damere's ſeruant for my ſake? You will ſay,but how know I 
him to be M#ſidores,fince the hand-maid of wiſdome is ſlow of beliefe? That con- 

ſideration did not want in me : for the nature of defire it ſelfe is nocafterto receiue 


| beliefe, than it is hard to _ belicfe, For as defire is glad to embrace the firſt. 


ſhew of comfort, ſais defire deſirous of perfeRaſſurance : and that haueI had of 
him, not onely by neceſfarie argumentsto any of common ſenſe, but by ſufficient 


demonſtrations. Laſtly,he would haue me ſend ro Theſſalis: but truely I am not as 


now in minde to doe my honourable loue ſo much wrong, as ſo farre to ſuſpe& 
him : yet, poore ſoule, knowes he no other, but that I doe both ſuſpeR,negleR, yea, 
and deteſt him, For euery.day he findes one way or other to ſer forth himſelfe vn- 
to me, butall are rewarded with like coldneſſz of acceptation. 

A fewdayesfince, he and Damera# had furniſhed themlclues very richly ro run 

atthe ring before me.O how mada fight irwas to ſee Dameras,like rich Tiſlew furd 


' with Lamibe-skins 2 But © how well irdid with Dorws, to ſee with what a grace hee 


preſented himſelfe before mee on horſebacke, making maieftic watt vpon humblc- 
nefle: how arthe firſt, ſtanding ſtill with his eyes bent vpon me, as though his mo- 
tions were chained ro my look, he ſo ſtaid till I cauſed Xfopſe bid himrdo forathing 
vpon his horſe: which no ſooner ſaid, but / witha — quicke geſture, 
than ſhew of violence) you might ſee him come towards m@ beating the ground 
in ſo duc time,as no dancer can obſerue better meaſure. If. you remember the ſhip 
we ſaw once, when the ſea went high vpon the coaſt of Arg05;lo wear the beaſt:Bur 
he (as if Centaur-like he had beene one peece with rhe horſe)was nomore mooued 
than one with the going of his owne leggs : and incffect ſodid hee command him, 
as his owne limmes : forthough he bad both ſpurres and wand,they ſeemed rather 
markes of ſoucraignetie,;than inſtruments of puniſhment;his hand and legge (with 
molt pleafing grace) commanding without threatning, & rather remembriag than 
chaſtifing;ar leaſt it ſometimes he did;it was ſo ſtolne,as neither our eyes could difſ+ 
cerne it, northe horſe withany change did complaine of it :- he euer going fo iuſt 
withthe horſe, cither foorth-right, or turning, that it feemed,as hee borrowed the 
horſes bodice, ſo he lentthe horſe his minde :.in the turning one might perceiue the 
bridle-hand ſomething gently ſtirre. butindeed fo gently, as itdid rather diſtill

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vertue, than vſe violence. Himſelfe ( which mee thinkes is ſtrange ) ſhewing at 
one inſtant both ſteadineſſe and nimbleneſſe.; fomctimes making him turne cloſe 
to the ground, like a cat,when ſcratchingly ſhe wheeles abour after a mouſe: ſome- 
times with a little more riſing before,now like a-Rauen leaping from ridgeto ridge, 
then like one of Demere's kids bound ouer the hillocks : and all fo done, as neirher 
the luſty kinde ſhewed any roughneſle, northe caſter any idleneſſe : bur ſtill like a 
well obeyed maſter,whole becke is enough for a diſcipline, 'ener concluding each 
thing he did with his face to me-wards, as if thence came not onely the beginning, 
but ending of his motions. The ſport was to ſee Dawetes, how hee was toſt from 
the ſaddleto the mane of the horſe, and thenceto the ground, giving his gay ap- 
ell almoſt as foule an outſide, as it had an infide. But as before he had cuer ſaid, 
(Inga 0 but horſe and apparell to bee as braue a courtieras the beſt, ſo now bru. 
ſed with proofe, hee proclaimed ita folly for a man of wiſedome to put himſclfe 
vnder the tuition of a beaſt , ſo as Dores was faine alone to take the Ring. Where- 
in truely art leaſt my womaniſh eyes could not diſcerne, bur that taking his ſtafke 
from his thigh, the deſcending it a lirtle downe, the gerting of itvp into the reſt, 
the letting of the point fall, and taking the Ring, wasbutall one motion, at leaſt 
( ifthey were diuers motions) they did fo ſtealingly flippe one inro another, as 
the latter part was cuer in hand, before the eye could diſcerne the former was 
ended. Indeed Daemeras found faulr that hee ſhewed no-more ſtrength in ſhaking 
of his ſtafſe : burto my conceite the fine cleaneneſle of beating it was exceeding 
dclightfull. h 
= how delightfull ſocuer it was,my delight might well bee in my ſoule, but it 
 neuer went to looke our of the window to doe him any comfort, But how much 
more found reaſon tolike him,the more I ſer all the ſtrength of mind ro ſuppreſſe 
it, or at leaſt to conceale ir. Indeed I muſt confeſle, that as ſome Phyſirians haue 
told me,that when one is cold outwardly,he is not inwardly, forruly the coldaſhes 
layd vpon my firc,did nor take the nature of fire fromit. Full often hathmy breaſt 
ſwollen with keeping my fighes impriſoned; full often haue thereares I draue back 
from mine eyes, turned back ro drownemy heart.Bur alas whar did that help poore 
Dorus? whoſe eyes(being his diligent intelligencers)could carry voto him no other 
news,but diſcomfortable.I think no day paſt,but by ſome one inuention he would 
appeare vnto me toteſtific his loue.One time he daunced the Marachine daunce in 
armour(O with whata Ron dexteritic ! )Ithinke to make mee ſee, that he had 
been brought vp in ſuch exerciſes:another time he perſwaded his maſter [ro make 
my time ſeem in maner ofa Dialogue,to play Priemss while he playd Purv. 
Thinke(fweet Philos) what a Priemns we had: burtruly, my Paris was a Paris, and 
morethan a Paris :who whilein a ſauage apparell, with naked necke,attmes,81egs, 
hee made loue to Oexore,you might well ſee by his changed countenance, and true 
teares, that hee feltthe part hee playd. Tell me (ſweet Fh:loctea )did yoneuer fee 
ſuch a ſhepheard ? tell me, did you cuer heare of ſuch a Prince : And then tell ine, 
if a ſmall or vaworthy aſſault have conquered mee. Truely I world hate my life, 
if Ithought vanitje led mee, But ſince my parents deale fo cruelly with mee, iris 
- time for meetotruſt ſomethingro my owne judgement. Yet hitherto haue ny 
looks beene as I told you, which continuing after many of theſe his fruirleſle trials, 
haue wrought ſuch changein him, asI tell you true ( with that word ſhee layd her 
hand ypon her quaking fide)I do nota little feare him.See whar a letter thisis(then 
drew ſhe the curtaine,androok the letter from vnder rhe pillow)which roday(with 
an afftited humbleneſle ) hee deliuered mee, pretending before Moy/a,chatl m_ 
| . reade 
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reade irynto her,ro mollific ( forſoorh )her iron ſtomacke, with thar 
the letter, contayning thus much : FER — 


' {OR bleſſed paper, which ſhalt kifſe that hand,where to all bleſſednefls is ia! 
M natureaſeruant,doe not yer diſdaine to carrie with thee the woftullwords of 
2 miſer now deſpairing : neither be affraid toappeare before her, bearing thebafe 
ticle ofthe ſender. For no ſooner fhall chat, diune hand ronch thee, but thar thy: 
baſeneſſe ſhall bee turned ro moſt high preferment. Therefore mourne boldly my 
inke 4 for whileſhee-lookes vpon you, your blagknefle will ſhine ::icry-our boldly 
my lamentation ; for while ſhee reades you, yourcries will be muficke..

ulchre. Two times (I muſt confefle) I wasabourta take courtefie into mineeyesy 

ut both times the farmer reſolution toprthe entrie of it :- ſo' that . hee depatred' 
withourobcainingany further kindenefſe, But he was no ſooner our of thedoore ; 
butthat I looked ro the doote kindly, andtruly the feare of himteuer fince hath pur 
mee.into ſuch perplexiric, as.how you found mee.

tortunace,chan my fiſters greateſt vnfortunateneſſe,. Alas, ſhe weepevbecauſeſhee 
would be no ſooner happy-4Iweepe, becauſel can never be happy ;hertearcs flow: 
irompitty,minc from being too farre lower than the reach of pirtic. YerdoeI not 
eulerhee, deate Pamela, Idoe norenuy thee ; onely:Ecould wiſh:that beiog:thy

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liſterin-narure, I were norfo farre off akinin fortune. 
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- But the darknefle of ſorrow ouer-ſhadowing her minde,as the night did her eiex, 
they were both contentto hide themſelucs vnder the winges of (leepe, till chenew 
morning had almoſt loſt his name, before the rwo ſweer ſleeping ſiſters awake 
from dreeames, which flattered them wich more comfort, than their walking could, 
or wouldconſent yato.For rhen they were called vp by Adi/o, who hauing bin with 
Emnecishad received commandement to bee continually with ber daugtuers, and 
particularly not to let Zelmane, and ?hilgcles have any priuate conference, bur that

deceiued. Moſt excellent Ladie/aid Dorws) noexpeRtation in others, norhopein 
himſeclfe could aſpire to a higher mark, than to be thought worthy to be praiſed by 
your iudgement;and made worthy to be praiſed by your mouth, Bur tant 5 ſureiris; 
that as his fame could by no means get ſo ſweet & noble anaireto fly in, as in yout 
breath,ſo could not you (leauing your ſelfeafide) finde in the worlda ficter ſubiet 
of commendation;as noble,as along ſucceſſion of royall anceſtors,Famous and fas 
mous for vidtories,could make him:otſhape moſt on ar. yet of minde-mote 
loucly,;valiant,courtcous, wiſe,whar ſhould I ſay moreffweer Pyrocles,cxcellent Pj 
rocles,whatcan my words but wrong thy perfeQions,which I would roGod in ſom 
ſmall meaſure thowhadſt bequeathed ro him that ever muſt haue thy vertues in ad- 
miration.thar masked ar leaſtin them, I might haue found ſome more gracious ac- 
ceprarion? with rharhe impriſoned his looke for a while vpon a79p/a;who tlictup- 
on tellinto a very wide ſmiling. Trucly(faid Pamelz)Dorwr | like well your minds, 
thatcan raiſc it ſclte our of fo:baſe a fortnne, as yours is, tothinke of che imitating 
fo exccllenta Prince,as Pzrorles was. Who ſhootesar the midday Sunne, though 

hebe ſure be ſhall never hit the marke, yeras lure he is,he ſhall hoote bs * 
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who aymecs butar a buſh. But I pray you Dorwe(ſaid ſhe)rell me(ſince T perceive you 
are well acquainted with thar ſtory) what Prince was that Exarchus father to Pyrgs 
clerof whom ſomuch fame goes, for his rightly royall vertues, or by what wayes 
he got thatopinion, Andthen ſo deſcend to the cauſes of his ſending firſt away 
from him,and then ro him for thatexcellent ſonne of his; with the diſcourſe of his 
life and loſſe: andtherein youmay (if youliſt) ſay ſomething of thar ſame Moſs 
dorws his colin, becauſe, they going together, the ſtory of Pyrvclet ( which I one- 
ly deſire )may bee the better vnderſtaod. | | 

| mg ww Lady(faid he)your commandementdoth not only giae mee the 
will,bur che powerro obey you; ſuch influence hath yourexcellencie. And firſt, for 
that famous king Ex«rchws, he was (at this time you ſpeake of ) king of Macedon;a 
kingdome; which in cldertime had ſuch a foueraignetic ouer all the Provinces of 
Greece, that euenthe particular kings therein did acknowledge ( with more or lefle 
degrees of homage)ſome kind of tealty therunto:as among the reſt, cucnthisnow 
moſt noble(& by you ennobled )kingdome of Arcaaie.Buthe,whenhe came to his 
crown,finding by his latter anceſtors cither negligence,or misfortune,thar in ſome 
ages many of thoſe dueties had beenc intermitred, would neverſtirre ypold titles 
(how apparant ſocuer)whereby rhe publike peace(with the lofle of many riorguit- 
ry ſoules)ſhould be broken; but contenting himſelfe to guide that ſhippe, wherein 
the heauens had placed him, ſhewed nolefſe magnanimitic in dangerleſſe deſpi- 
fing, than others in dangerous affeRing the multiplying of kingdomes : for the 


earth hath ſince born cnow bleeding witneſles,that it was no want of true courage. 


Whoas hee was moſt wiſeto ſce what was beſt, and moſt juſt in 'the performing 
what he ſaw, & temperatein abſtaining from any thing any way contrary :ſo thinke 
1,norhought can imagine a greater hcart to ſee and contemne danger, where dan- 
acer would offer romake any wrongfullthreatning vpon him, A Prince, that in- 
deedeſpecially meaſured his greatneſle by his goodneſle : and if for any thing hee 
loued greatneſleyit was, becauſetherein hee mightexerciſe his goodneſſe. A. Prince 
of a goodly aſpea,and the more goodly by a graue maicſtic, wherewinh his minde 
did decke his outward graces ; ſtrong of body, and ſo much thetronger, as he by 
awcll diſciplined exerciſe taught it both ro doe and ſuffer. Of age ſo as hee was 
aboue fiftie yeares when his Nephew Maſidorws tooke on ſuch ſheepheardiſh ap» 
parell for the loue of the worlds paragon, as I now weare. 

This king lefr Orphan bothof tather and mother,(whoſe father and grandfather 
likewiſe had died young) he found his eſtate, when hecame to the age ( which al- 
lowed his authoritie)ſo diſ-ioyntedcuen in thenobleſt & ſtrongeſt lims of gouerns 
ment;that the nameof a king was growne cuen odious to the people, his authori- 
tic having bin abuſedby thoſe great Lords,and little kings: who in thoſe betweene 
times of raigning(by vniuſt fauouring thoſe that were partially theirs, and oppref- 
fingthem that would defend their libertie againſt them ) had brought in { by a 
more felt than ſcene manner of proceeding )the worſt kinde of O/zzarcbie ; that is, 
when men are gouernedin deed by a few, and yer arc not taught to know what 
thoſe few be,towhom they ſhould obey. ; 

For they hauing the power of kings;bat not the nature of kings, vied the autho- 
rity as men do their farmes;of which they ſee within a yeare they ſhall go out: ma- 
king the kings ſword ſtrike whom they hared, the kings purſe reward whom they 
loued : and(which is worſt of all ) making the royall countenance ſerue to vnder- 
mine the royall ſoueraignetie. For the ſubies could taſte no ſweeter fruits of ha- 
unga king, than gricuous taxation to ſerue vaine purpoſes, lawes made ratherto 


finda | 
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finde faults, chan to preuenr faults: the Court of a Prince rather deemed as a pi. 
uiledged place of the vnbridled liccntiouſneſle, than as the abiding of him, whog 
afarher ſhould giuea fatherly example ynto his people. Hence grew a very diſloly. 
tion of all eſtates, while the men by the nature of ambition neuer ſatisfied) 
grew fatiousamong themielues : and the vnderlings, glad indeed to bee vnder. 
lingsro thei they hated leaſt,topreſeruerhem from ſuch they hated moſt. Menof 
vertucſuppreſied, leaſt they ſhining ſhould dricouerthe others filthineſle ; and a 
length vertue it ſelfe almoſt forgotten, whenirt had no hopefull end wherunto tobe 
direRed;old menilong muſled in corruption,ſcorning them that would ſecke refor. 
mation;yong menvery fault-finding;but very faulty: & fo giuento new fanglene( 
both of manders;apparel/,andeacti thingellſe, by the cuſtome of ſelfe-guilrie cuill, 
eladto change.though ofrfor worſe; merchandiſe abuſed, and ſo Townes decayed 
far wanrofinſt and naturall libertic ; offices, cuen A ſoules, ſold ; publike 
defences ws 4s in-ſamme,leaſt too long I trouble you)all awric, &(which 
wricd it to the inoſt wrie courſe of all ) witte abuſed, rather to faine reaſon why ir 
ſhould be atnifle, than how it ſhould bee amended. 4 
» Inthis,and a much worſe plight than ir is fit to trouble yourexcellent cares with 
all, did the king Ewerchusfinde his eſtate, when hee tooke vpon him the. regiment: 
which by reaſon of the long ſtreame of abuſe, hee was forced: to ſtabliſh by ſome 
eucnextreame ſcueritic, not ſomuch for the very faults themſclues, ( which he ra 
ther ſought to preuent than to puniſh )) as for the faultic ones, who ſtrong, euen in 
their faults, ſcorned his yoath,and could not learne to diſgeſt, that the man which 
:y1olong had yſed to maske their owne appetites, ſhould now be the reducer of 
eminto order.. But ſo ſoone as ſome” few { but indeed notable ) examples, had 
thundered a duticinto the ſubieas hearts, hee ſoone ſhewed, nobaſeneſle of ſuſpi- 
tion,nor the baſeſt baſeneſle of enuy,could any whit rule ſuch a Ruler. But thea hi 
ned foorth indeed all loue among them, when an awefull feare ingendred by iu- 
. Nice, did make that loue moſt louely : his firſt and principall care being te appeare 
vato his poopie; ſuchas he would haue them be, and to be ſuchas he appeared;ma- 
king his life cheexample of his lawes,and his lawes as it were, his axiomes ariſing 
ourof his deeds. So that within ſmall time,he wanne a ſingular loue in his people, 
and engraffed fingular confidence. For how could they chooſe bur loue him, whom 
they found ſo truly to loue them? He euen in reaſon difdaining, that they that have 
charge of beaſts,ſhould louetheir charge, and care forthem , and that hcethat was 
to gouerne the moſt excellent creature, ſhould not loue ſo noble a charge. And 
therefore, where moſt Princes ( ſeduced by flatteric to build vpon falſe grounds of 
gouernment ) make themſelues (as it were ) another thing from the people; and fo 
count it gaine what they get from them : and ( as it were two counter-ballances, 
tharrheir eſtate goes higheſt when the people goes lowelt)by a fallacy of argument 
chinking themſelues moſt kings,when the ſubie is moſt baſely ſubieRed: He con- 
caribdlhe vertuouſly and wiſely acknowledging, that hee with his people made all 
bur one politike body,whereof himſelfe was the headzeuen ſo cared for them,as he 
would for his owne limmes': neuer reſtraining their libertie, without it ſtretched 
to licentiouſneſle, nor pulling from themtheir goods, which they found were not 
imployed tothe purchaſe of a greater good : but in all his aQtions- ſhewing a de- 
light ia their welfare, broughtthar to pafſe,that while by force he took nothing, by 
their louc he had all. In fumme(peerelefle Princefſe )I might as eaſily ſet dowa the 
whole Art of gouernement, asto lay before your eyes the pifture of his procce- 
dings. Burt in fuch fort hee flouriſhed in rhe ſweer comfort of doing mutch good, 
| | when 
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when by an occafion of leauing his country, hee was forced to bring forth his ver- 
rue of magnanimitie, as betore he had done offiuſtice, = 
He had onely one ſiſter,a Lady (leſt I ſhouldroo eaſily fallto partiall prayſes of 
her)of whom it may be iuſtly ſaid, rhat ſhe was no vofir branch tothe noble ſtocke 
whercof ſhe was come. Her he had giuen in mariage to Dorilaw Prince of Theſſalie; 
not ſo much to make a friendſhip, as ro confirme the friendſhip betweene their 
ſteritie, which hetweene them, by thelikenefle of vertue, had beene long before 
made: for certainly, Dorilaw could need no amplifiers mouth for the higheſt point 
of prayſe. Who hath not heard (laid Pamela) of the valiant, wiſe, and ro Dorilaus, 
whoſe vnripe death doth yet(ſo many yeares fince)draw teares from vertuouseies? 
And indeed,my father is wont to ſpeake of nothing with greater admiration, than 
of the notable friendſhip(a rarething in Princes,more rate betweene Princes) tha 
ſo holily was obſeruedto the laſt ot thoſe two excellent men. But/ſaid ſhe)goe en 1 
ray you. Dorilans (ſaid he) hauing maried his ſiſter, had his mariage in ſhort time 
blet(for ſoare folke wont to ſay, howvnhappie ſoeuet the childrenafter grow) 
with a ſonne, whom they named AMs/idorw: of whomi I muſt needs firſt Reake 
before I come to Fyrocles ; becauſe as he was borne firlt, ſo vpon his occaſion grew 
(as I may ſay accidentally )rhe others birth. For — was Muſidorws made par- 
taker of this oft=blinding light, when there were found numbers of Southſayers, 
who afficgned ſtrange 8 incredible things ſhould be performed by thar child, whe- 
ther the heauens at thattime liſted to-play with ignorant mankinde, or that flatteric 
be ſo preſumpruous,as cuenat times to borrow the face of Diuinity.Bur certainly; 
ſodid the boldneſſe of their affirmation accompany the grea of what they 
did affirme (euen deſcending toparticularities, what kingdomes he ſhould ouer- 
come) that the king of ?hrygia(who ouer-ſuperſticiouſly thonght himſelfe rouched 
in the matter) ſought by forceto deſtroy the Infant, to preuent his after-expeRati- 
ons: becauſea skilfull manſhaving compared his natiuitie with the child) ſo rolde 
him. Fooliſh man,cither vainly fearing what was not tobe feared, or not confide- 
ringthatjfir werea wofke of the ſuperior powers, the heauens at length are neuer 
children.Bur ſo he did,8: by theaid ofthe kings of Zy4is and Crete ( ioyni ge- 
ther their armies) inuaded Theſli4,and brought Doril/aw to ſome behind- of 
fortune; when his fairhfull friend 8 brother Evercbus came ſo mighnily to his ſuc 
courghat with ſome interchanging changes of fortune,they begar of a iuſt war,the 
beſt childe,peace.In which time Exerches madea crofſe mariagealſo with Dorileas 
his ſiſter,and ſhortly left her with child of the famous Fyrecles, driuch to return to 
the defence of his owae countrie, which in his abſence(helped with ſome of the ill 
contented nobilitic) the mightie king of Thrace, & his brother, king of Pannonie, 
had inuaded:The fucceſſe of thofe warres was too notable ro be vnicnowne to your 
eares,to which ir ſcemes all worthy fame hath glory rocome vnto. Bur there was 
Dorilaus(valiamly requiring his ftiends helpe) in a great battaile depriued of life, 
his obſequies being no more ſolemnized by the teares of his partakers, than the 
bloud of his enemies; with fo piercing a ſorrow to the conſtant heart of Exerchus, 
that the newes of his ſonnes birth conld lighten his countenance, with no ſhew of 
comfort,although all the comfort that might be ina child, truth it ſelf in him forthe 
with deliuercd. For what fortune onely ſourhſayers foretold of Maſidors:s, that all 
men might ſee prognoſticated in Fyrec/es, both Heauens & Earth gluing tokens of 
the comming forth ofan Heroicall'vertue. The ſcnate houſe of rhe planets was ar 
notime ſo ſer, for the decreceing of perfeRion in a man,as at rhattime all folks skil- 
full therein didacknowledge: onely loue "= threatned,& promiſedto him,and ſa 
| | to. 
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ro his couſin,as both the tempeſt and hauen of their beſt yeeres. But as death ma 
hauc preuented Pyrocles,ſo vaworthineſſe muſt be the death of Maſidoras. x 
Butrhe mother of Pyrocles (ſhortly after her childe-birth) dying, was cauſe that 
Exarchass recommended the care of his onely ſonne to his ſiſter ; doing it the rather 
becauſethe warre continued in cruel heatc,berwixt him and thoſe ili neighbours af 
his. In which meanetime thoſe young Princes (the onely comforters of thar ver- 
tuous Widow)grew on ſo, that Pyrecies taught admiration tothe hardeſt conccirs : 
Muſidorus (perchance becauſe among his ſubies) exceedingly beloued : and by 
the good order of Eu4rchus (well performed by his ſiſter)they were ſo brought vp, 
that allrhe ſparkes of vertue, which nature had kindled in them, were ſo blowne to 
jue forth their verermoſt heat, that iuſtly it may be affirmed, they enflamed the af- 
eQions of all that knew them. For almoſt before they could perfectly ſpeake,they 
hegan toreceiue conceits not vaworthy of the beſt ſpeakers: excellent deuices being 
vicd,to make euen their ſports profitable; images of batzailes,and fortifications be- 
ing then dcliuered totheir memorie, which after, their ſtronger judgements might 
Shcncenhe delight oftales being conuerted to the knowledge of allthe ſtories of 
worthy Priaces,both to moue them to do nobly, & reach them how to doe nobly, 
the beautie of verrue ſtill being ſet beforethcir eyes, and that taught them with far 
more diligent care, than Grammazticall rules, their bodies cxercifcd in all abiliries, 
both of doing and ——_ andtheirminds acquainted by _ withydangers, * 

and in ſummeall bent to the making vp of princely minds:no ſeruile feare vied to- 


wards themnor any other violent reſtrainr,but ſtill as to Princes : ſo that a habite: 
of commanding was naturalized in them,andtherfore the farther from Tyranny : 
Nature hauing done ſo much for them in nothing, as that it made them Lords of 


truth, whereon all the other goods were builded, | 
Among whichnothiog I ſo much delight to recount, as the memorable friend- 
ſhip that grew berwixt the two Princes,ſuch as made them more like than the like- 
neſle of all other vertues, and made them more ncere one to the other, than the 
necreneſle of their bloud could aſpire vato; which Ithinke grew thefaſter, and the 
faſter was tyed betweene them, by reaſon that Meſidores being elder by three or 
fonre yeares, it was neither ſo great adifference in age as did rake away the delight 
in ſocietie, and yet by the difference there was takenaway the occaſion of childiſh 
contentions; till they had both paſt ouer the humour of ſuch contentions. For Py- 
rocles bare reverence full of loue ro Muſidoras, and Muſidoras had a delight full of 
loue iu Pyrocles. Muſidorus, what hee had learned cither for bodic or minde, would 
| reach it to Pyrocles, and Pyrocles was ſo glad tolearneofnone, as of Maſidorss : till 
Pyrocles,being cometofixteene yeeres of age, he ſeemed ſo to ouer-run his age in 
growrh,ſtrengrh,and all things following it,that not A#ſidorss, nonorany man li- 
uing(I think)could performe any aRion,cither on horſe, or foot, more ſtrongly,or 
deliuer that ſtrength more nimbly, or become the deliuerie more gracefully,or im- 
ploy all more vertuouſly. Which may viellſceme wonderfull : but wonders are no 
wonders ina wonderfull ſubie@. | 
At whichtime, vaderſtanding that the King Exarchas, after ſo many yeeres 
warre,and the conqueſt ofall Pazpoxis, and almoſt Thrace, had now brought the 
concluſion of allto the ſiege of Bizanrium(totherailing of which ſiege,grear forces 
were made)they would ncedes fall tothe practice of thoſe vertues, which they be» 
fore learned. And therefore the mother of Muſidores nobly yeelding ouer her own | 
affes to her childrens good (fora mother ſhee was in effeR to them both ) the 
ratherthatthey might helpe her beloued brother, they brake offall delaycs,whick 
| | | Muſidoras 
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Maſidorws for his part thought already haddeuoured too muckiof his good time, 
but that he had once granted a boone : (before hee 'knew whar it was) to his deete 
friend Pyroc/cs: that he would neuer ſeeke the aduentures of armes, vatilihe might 

with him: which hauing faſt bound his heart (atrue ſlageto faith) he had bid 
atedious delay of following his owne humour for his friends 'ſake,till now being 
both ſent far by Exerchas, and finding Pyrocles able cuery way to goe thorow with 
thatkinde of life, he was as deſirous forhis ſake, as for his owne,toenter intoit.'$b 
therefore preparing a nauic,thatthey might goe like themſelues,and not only bring 
the comfort of their preſence, but of their power, totheir deere parent Enarchss, 
they recommended themſcluesto the Sea, leauing the ſhoare of 'Theſ/alie full of 
teares and yoweszand were receiuedtheteon with ſo'ſmoothand ſmiling a face; as 
if Neptane had asthen learned falſely to fawne on Princes. The wind was like a fer- 
uant, wayting behinde them (o iuft,thar they mightfill the ſayles as they lifted;and 
the beſt ſaylers ſhewing themſelues lefle couerous of his liberalitie, ſo temperedir, 
thar they all keptrogether like a beautitvil locke, which ſo well could obey their 
maſters pipe : without ſomerimes, to delight the Princeseyes, fome two or three 
of them would ſtriue, who could(citheriby the cunning of well ſpending the winds 
breath,or by the aduantageous building of their mouing houſes) leaue their fel- 
lowes behinde them in the honour of ſpecde : whilethe rwo Princes had leiſure to 
ſce the praQtice ot that, which before they had learned by bookes : to conſider the 
arre of catching the winde priſoner,co ne other end, but to rurine away wirh it ;'to 
ſee how beautie, and vie can ſo well agree together,thar ofallthe trinkets, wherwith 

are attired, there is norone but ſeruesro ſome neceſlary purpoſe. And (O 
Lord) to ſee the admirable power and noble effects of Loue, whereby the ſeeming 
in(enfible Loaditone, with a ſecret beautie(holding the ſpirit of iron in it)can draw 
that hard-hearrcd thing vnroit, and {like a vertuous miſtreſſe) not onely make it 
bow it ſelfe, but with it make it aſpire reſo higha Loue, as of the heauenly Poles ; 
andthereby to bring forth the nobleRt deedes, that the children of the Earrh can 
boaſt of. And fothe Princes delighting their conceits with confirming their know- 
ledge,ſeeing wherein the Sea-diſcipline differed from Land- ſeruice, they had fora 


day.and almoſt a whole night, as pleaſing enrertainement, asthe fe leſt heart could 


giue to him he meanes worſt to. 


But by that the nexr morning began a little to make a gilden ſhew of 2 good 


meaning, there aroſe euen with the Sunne, a vaileof darkecloudes before his face, 
which ſhortly(like inke powred into water)had blacked ouer allthe face of heayen ; 
preparing(as it were)a mournefull _ tor a Tragedie to be played on. For forth- 
with the windes began to ſpeake lowder,and as in a tumultuous kingdom,tothinke 
them(clues fitteſt inſtruments of conumandement, atid blowing whole ſtormes of 
haile and raine vpon them, they were ſooner in danger,than they could almoſt be- 
thinke themſclues of change. For then the trayterous Sea began ro ſwell in pride a- 
gainſt the afflited Nauie, vader which (while the heauen fanoured them) it had 
layne ſo calmely, making mountaines of it ſelfe,ouer which the toſſed androttering 
ſhip ſhould clime,to be ſtreight carried downe againe to a pit of helliſhdarkneſle 

with ſuch cruell blowes againſt the ſides of the ſhip(that,which way ſocuer it went, 

was till in his malice) thatthere was left neither power to ſtay, nor way toeſcape. 

And ſhortly hadit ſo diſeuered the loving companie, which the day before had 

tarried togerher,that moſt ofthem neuer mer againe, but were ſwallowed vp in his 

neuer-ſatisfied mouth. Some indecde (as ſince was knowne) after long wandring, 

returned into Theſalia; other recouercd I and ſcrued Emarchas in his 
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111/411, warre. But inithoſhip whereia the Pririces were ('now-leftas much aloneas proud 

Lads be when doitune failes them) rhoughthey-imployed all induſtrie to ſayt 

themiclues,yerwhat they did; was rather for dutieto nature, than hope to eſcape, 

;Soougly adarkencs(as if it would preventthe nights comming) vſurpedrhedyg 

right:which accompanied ſometimes with ebunders; alwaies with horrible noiſes 

-of che chafing windes). made the maſters and pilots ſo aſtoniſhed, that rhey knew 

not how todireR and if they.knew,they cauld ſcarcely(when they direQed/)heate 

their owae whiſtle, For the'ſeaſtrave with: che windes which ſhou|d be lowder, 

and the ſhrouds of the ſhip with a ghaſtfull noiſe to them that were in ic, witneſſed, 

thartheir ruinewas the wager ofthe others contention, rand the heauen roaring 

out.thuiiders the more amazed them, ashauing thoſe powers for enemies. 'Cer! 

tainly there is nodanger carries with it more horror, thanthat -which growes in 

thoſe floting kingdumes. Forthat dwelling place is vnyaturall:romankinde, and 

then the terriblencefle of the continuall morian,thedefolationof the far-being from 

comfort, the eye and the eare hauing ouglyi images cutr before it, doch ſtill vexe 

the miade,cuen when it is beſt armed againſt it. Burthusthe day paſt /it that might 

becalled day.) while the.cunningeſt martiners were fo conquered by the ſtorm,as 

they thoughc it beſt with ſriken fayles ro yeeld to be gouernedby it:the valianteſt 

feeling inward diſmaycdnes,and yet thefgartulleſt aſhamed fullytoſhew ir, ſeeing 

that the Princes {who were to part fromeh@greateſt fortunes) did-in their coun: 

tenances accuſe no pointof feare, but encouraging rhem to doe whar might bee 

done (putting their.hands to euery moſt painetull office) raughttheny ar one in- 

Rantto promiſe themſcluesthe beſt;and.yet to deipiſe the worſt.. Burſo were they 

carried by the tyrdnnie of the wind,and thetreaſon of the Sea,all tharnighr,whick 

theelder it was,the more wayward it ſhewed it ſelf rowardsthem:tiltche next mor- 

ning(kaowne to be a morning better by rhe;houre-glaſſe, than by the day cleere: 

neſle)hauing run fortune ſobliadly,as itſelke ever was:painted, leſtttie conclufion 

ſhould not anſwerto the reſt of the play,they were drivetr vpona rock: which hid- 

den with thoſe outragious waucs,did,as it were,cloſely diſlemble his erucllminde; 

till with aa vnbelecued violence(burt rothem that hauctried ir) the ſhipranne vpon 

it; and ſeeming willinger roperiſh than ro have her courſe ſtayed, redoubled her 

blowes, till ſhc had broken her ſelfe in pieces ; and as: it were tearing our her owng 

bowels to feed rhe ſeas greedineſle,left nothing withinit, bu: deſpair of ſaferic, and 

expeRation ofa lothſomeend. There wasto be ſeene:the diucrſe maner of mindes 

in diſtreſle: ſome fate vpon the top of the poupe weepingand wayling, till the Sea 

ſwallowedthem'; ſome one-moreabletoabide death; than feare of death, cur his 

ownethroat to prevent drowning ; ſome prayed : and.there wanted not of them 

which curſed,as if the heayenscould not be more angryahan they were.

warres; and ſo had they remained jn priſon about rhirceene yeeres,, when the 'two 
youbg Princes(hearing ſpeeches of theirgood deſerts) found meancs both by ſels 
lingall the Iewelsthey had of a grear price, and by giuing vnder their handsgreat 
eſtates wheh they ſhould come ro be Kings (which promiſes their vertue promi- 
ſed for them ſhould be kept) ro ger ſo much treafureas'redeemed them fromitap- 
tiuitie. This remembred,and kindly remembred by theſe ewobrothers, percliznce 
helped by a natarall dutiets their Princes bloud, they willingly tefr holde of rhe 
boord, committing themſeluesto the Seas rage, andeven when they mcantrodic, 
themſelues praying for the Princes liuts:” It is rite; that neither the paine fior 
danger, ſo moued the Princes hearts as the rendernefſe of thar louing part, faire

( as Fame was very prodigall of ſonotablean accident) in what caſe Pyrveles was; 
learning withall, that his hate was farremoreto him than to Pyrecles, hee found 
meanesto acquaint himſelfe with a Noble man of 'that Countrie,to whom largely 
diſcouering what he was, he found him a moſt fit inſtrument roeffeuatehis deſire.

ingit/with ſuch deeds as ar leaſt Fame ſaid wereexcellent)tooke the king, and 
by Awſidorur commandetment(Pyrocles heart more enclining to pitic)he was ſlaine 
ypontherombe of their twotrue ſeruants , which they cauſedro be made for them 
with royallexpences, and notable workmanihip to preſerue their:dead lines. 'For 
his wicked ſeruant, hee ſhould haue felrthe like, or worſe, but that his heart brake 
| Euenito demth with the beholdingthe honour done to their dead; carcafles. There 
might Pyrovles quietly haneenioyedthar Crowne, by all the deſire of that people, 
moſt of whom had reuolred vnto him :-bur hee finding a ſiſter of the lare kings (4 
faire and well eſteemed:Lady)looking fornothing more,thati to be oppreſſed with 
her brothers ruines, gaue her in mariage tothe Nobleman his' fathers old friend, 
andendowed them with rhe Crowne of that kingdome. And-not content: witch 
thoſe publikeaQions, of princely, and{ as it were) pouerhing vertue, they did (in 
thatkingdome and ſome orher neere about ) diucrs/xs of particulartrialls; more 
famous, becauſe more perilous. For in that time thoſe regions were full both of 
crucll monſters,and monſtrous men+ allwhichin ſhort time by priuate combats 
they delinered the countries of. 70: #4coh 
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Among the reſtqtwo brothers of huge both greatgeſle and force;therefore com- + 


mokly called Giants,who kept themſclues in a caltle ſeated vpon the rop of arock; 
impregnable, becauſe there was no comming vnto it but by one narrow path, 
where one mans force was able to keepe downe an armie. Theſe brothers had a 
while lerued the king of Ponras,8 in all hisaffaires(eſpecially of warre,whereunta 
they were onely apt) rhey had ſhewed, as vnconquered courage, foa riide faith- 


tuincſſe : being men indeed by nature apter tothe faults of rage,rthan of deceir;not 


greatly ambitious, more than to bee well and vprightly dealt with'; rather impas 
tient of iniurie,than delighred with more than ordinarie courtefies;and in iniurics 
more ſenſible of ſmart or loſte, thanof reproach or diſgrace. Theſe men being of 
this nature ( andcertainely iewelsto a wiſe man,tonfidering what indeed wonders 
they were able to-performe ) yer were diſcarded by that wortliy Prince, after ma- 
dy norable deſerts,as not worthy the holding. Which was the more euidene ta 
thcm ; becauſe it ſodainely fell troman exceſle of fauour,which(many cxamples 
having ravghtrhem ) never ſtopt his racetillircame to an headlong onerthrowe z 


chey full of rage,retired themſcluesvnro this caſtle: where thinking nothing iuſter . 


than revenge, nor more noble than the effects of anger; thar / according ta the na-« 
rure)full of inward brauerie afd fiercensfle,ſcarcely in the glaſlſe of reaſon,;thinking 
ir (elte faire bur when it is terrible; they immediately gaue themſclues ro make 
all checountric abour them ( ſubieQro thar king ) to ſmart forthcir Lords folly': 
not caring how innocentthey were, but rarher thinking the more innocetit _ 
were, the more itteſtified their ſpight, whichthey deſired romanifeſt. And wi 
vic of cuill, growing more and more — tooke delight in-flaughter,and plea- 
{cd themſclues in making others wrack the effeRt of rheir power "> that where in 
the time that they obeyed a maſter, their anger was a ſeruiceable power of the 
minde ro doe publike good , ſo now vabridled, and blinde iudge of it ſelfe,it made 
wickednefle violent,and prayſedit ſelfe in excellencie of miſchiefe; almoſttothe 
ruine of the countrie,not greatly regarded by their careleſfe and loueleſle king. Till 
now theſe Princes finding them ſo fleſhed in crueltie,as notto be reclaimed, ſecret- 
ly vadcrrooke the matter alone : for accompaniedthey world nor hauc ſuffered 
them ro haue mounted; and ſo thoſe great fellowes ſcornefully recciuingthem,as 
fooliſh birds fallen into their ner, ir pleaſed che erernall juſtice to make them ſuffer 
death by their hands : and ſo they were manifoldly acknowledged the ſaners of

It wergthe part ofa very idle Orator to fer forth the humbers of wel deuiſed ho« 
nours done vntothem:buras high honouris not only gotten & borne by paineand 
danger,but muſt be aurſt by the like,or elſe vaniſherh as fooneas it appearesto the 
world : ſothe naturalt hunger thereof ( which was in Fyrocles ) ſuffered himnotts 
accounta reſting ſeat of that, which cither riſeth or fallerh,bur ſtill ro make one oc- 
cation beger another; whereby his doings might ſend his prayſe ro others mouthes 
torebound againe true contentment to his ſpirit, And therfare having well eſtabli- 
ſhed thoſe kingdomes vnder good Gouecrnours, & rid them by their valour of ſich 
Giants and Monſtcrs,as beforetime armies were not able ro ſubdue,they determi- 
nedin vynknowne otder to ſee more of the world, and to imploy thoſe gifts eftee- 
ned raie inthem,tothe good of manVinde; and therefore would themſclues ( yn= 
derſtandiogrhat the king Euarchus was paſſed alt the cumber of his warres } goe 
priuarely to ſeeke exerciles of their verrue, thinking ir not ſo worthy to be brought 
to heroicall effects by fortune, or neceſlity,(like Y/yes and Exeas)as by ones own 
ehoice and working, And ſo went they away from very vawilling people ro _

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them,making time haſte ir ſelfero be a circumſtance of their honour, and one place 
witneſſero another ofthe truthof their doings.

Sirs(anſwered he witha good grace, and madethe mor 
zgrceable by a certaine noble kinde of pitiouſneſle) I ſce well youre ſtrangers,tha 
know not our miſerie, ſo well hexe knowne, that no man dare know, but that we 
mult bee miſerable. Indeed our ſtate is ſuch, as though nothing is ſo needfull var 
ysas pitic, yer nothing is more dangerous vato vs, than to make our ſelues {

ing that he hunted for a ducke,8 with a ſnuffling grace,diſdaining that his ſmelling

But hecraued pardon, proteſting vato them that hee had 
onely beene to ſecke ſolitarie places, by atvexrreame melancholy that-had a good 
while poſſeſt him, 8 guided to that place,by his ſpaniell, where while the dog hun- 
din the riuer,he had with drawne himſclte to pacifie with ſleepehisouerwatched 
eyes : till a dreame waked him, and made him ce that whereof he had dreamed, 
and withall not obſcurely ſignified, that he fel the ſmartof his owne doings. Bur 


Philocles (that was cuen icalous of her ſelfe for Zelmrene) would needes _ her 
eloue;

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gloue,and not without ſo mightic a.lowre as that face could yeeld:As for Zelmany 
when ſhee knew'it was Amphialne, Lord Amphialus (ſaid ſhe) I haue long defired tg 
know you heretofore I muſt confeſlewith more good will, but ſtill with honounng 
your vertue,though 1loue nor your perſon:and ar this time I' pray you let vs take 
carcof yout wound, vpencondition youſhal heteafter promiſe.that a more knight. 
ly combarſhalbe performed between vs. Amphbialus anfwerd inhonorable fort, bu 
with ſuch excufing himfelfe,thar more and more accuſed his loue to Philocles, and 
prouoked niore hate in Zelwane. But Hopſe hadalreadie called certain ſheepheat 
not farre off{twho knew 8 wel obſeruedtheir limits)to come & helpto carrie awiy 
his/us,whoſe wound ſuffered him not without danger toftraine ir : and ſo hee 
leauing bimſclfe with thera, departed from them, faſter bleeding in his hearr, than 
athis wound:which bound vp by the ſheeres, wherewith Ph/loclea had been wray. 
ped,made himthanke thewound,andblefle the fword for thar fauour. 
- Hebeinggone,the Ladies(with merry anger talking, in what naked ſimplicity 
their couſin had ſeene them) returned rorhe lodge-ward: yet thinking ittoo early 
(as longasthey had any day)to breake off ſo pleafing a companie, with going to 
ormea cumberſome obedience,Ze{waeve inuiredthem to the little arbour,only 
relerned forher,which they willingly did:and there ficring, Pamela hauing a white 
made the Lute in his language ſhew how glad it was ro bee touched by her finger, 
Zelmane delivered vp the paper, which Anmphbia/us had at firſt yeelded vnto her: and 
ſeeing written vpon the backeſide ofit,the complaint of PAavwgw,remembring what 
Dorss hadtoldher,anddeſiring to knowhow much 7hilocles knew of her eſtate, ſhe 
rooke occafion in preſenting of it, to askewhether it were any ſecret or no, No 
truely (anſwered Philocles) it is but euen an exerciſe of my farhers writing, 'vpon 
this occaſion: He was one day(ſomewhile before your comming hither)walkking+ 
broad, hauing vstwo with him,almolitamile hence; 8 croſfing a high-way, which 
comes from the Citic of 444ga/opolis, he ſaw this Gentleman, whole name is there 
written,one ofthe propreſtand beſt-graced men that cuer I ſaw, being of middk: 
ageand ot a meane ſtature, Hee lay as then vndera Tree, while his feruants were 
ing freſh poſt-horſes for him. It in 7s he wastyred with the extreme try 
uaile he had taken,and yet not ſo tyred,that hee forced to take any reſt; ſo haſty het 
was vpon his journey :and withall ſo ſorrowful,thatche very face therof was pain- 
redin his face; which with pirtifull motions, cuen groancs, teares and paſfionate 
talking to himſelfe,oued my: Father to fall in talke with- him : who ar firſt not 
knowing him,anſwered him in ſucha deſperate phraſe of griefe, thar my Fathe 
afterward zookadelighttoſeric dowwinfuch formeas you ſee: which if you read, 
whatyou doubt of,my fiſterand Iare'ableto declarevnto you. Zelmene willing: 
ly opened the leaues,and readeit being written Dialogue-wiſein this manner.

_ Frona s death, and therefore defirons.to know further of it, bur more deſirous 
to heare Philocler ſpe.ke, Moſt  exceilent Ladie (ſaid ſhee) one ' may bee little 
the wiſer for reading this Dizlogue, finceir neither fers: forth whatthis Planpus is, 
nor what Erens is, nor what the cauſe ſhould bee whichthrearens her with death, 
and him wirh ſorrow: therefore I would humbly craue to vnderſtand the particu- 
lar diſcourſe thereof : becauſe: (I maft confeſle) ſomething in my: trauaile I haue 
heard of this ſtrange matter, which I would bee glad tofind by ſo tweet an autho- 
ritieconfirmed. The truth is (an{weted. #hi/acles) that after he knew my father to 
be Prince of this country; while be hupedeo preuaile ſotnething with himin agreat 
requeſt he made vnto him, hee was content'te.open.frilly the eſtate both of him.

Of laterhereraigned a king in Lydia,who had for the bleſſing of his mariape, this

as beautie may be praiſe-worthy. This Princefle Ereuz,being ninteen yeers of age, 
ſeeing the country of Lydis.ſo much deuoted to Capid,as that in cuery place his na- 
ked pitures andimages were ſuperſtiriouſly adored (cither moned thereunto by. 
the cſteeming that could bee no Godhead, which could breede wickedneſle, or the 
ſhamefaſt confideration of ſuch nakedneſle )procured ſomuch of her father, as vt- 
tecly ro pull downe,and deface all thoſe ſtatues and pictures. Which how terribly 
he puniſhed/for to that the Lydievs impure ir)quickly atrer appeared. fe 
For ſhe had not lived a yeere longer, when the was ſtricken with moſt obſtinate 
loue,to a young man but of meane parentage, in her fathers court, named Antiphte 
lus:(o mcane,as that he was but the ſonne of her Nurſe, & by that meancs(withaut 
other deſert)became knowne of her. Now ſo euill could ſhee conceale her fire, and 
ſo wilfully perſcuered ſhe in ir,thar her father offering her the mariage of the great 
Tiridetes king of Armenia{who defired her more than the ioyes of heauen) the far: 
Autiphilus (lake refuſed it. Many wayes her father ſought tro withdraw her fromit; 
ſometimes perſwaſtons, ſometimes threatnings, once hiding _4#tiphilas,& giuing 
her tovnderſtandthar he was fled the countrie : laſtly making a ſfolemne execution 
to be done of another, vnder the name of Aztiphi/as, whom he kept in priſon. Buc 
neither ſhe liked perſwaſions,nor feared threatnings,nor changed for abſence: and 
when ſhe thought him dead,ſhee {ought all mearies /as well by poyfon as knife).ta 
ſend her ſoule,arleaſt,to be married in theeternall Church with him. This ſo brake 
thetender fathers heart, that(lcauing things as he found them)he ſhortly after died. 
Then forthwith Eron(being ſeized of the crowne, and arming her will with au- 
thoritie) ſoughtro aduance her affection to the holy title of Matrimonie. | 
But before ſhee could accompliſhall the ſolemnities, ſhcee was ouertaken with a 
warthe king Tirid4res made vpon her,only for her perſon;towards whom(for her 
raine)Loue had kindled his cruell heart, indeed cruell & tyrannous: for being farre 
roo ſtrong inthe field)hee ſpared noman,woman, and child, bur (as though there 
could be found no foile to ſet forth the extremitie of his loue, but extremity of ha- 
ttedywrote,as it were,the ſonets of his Loue, inthe bloud, and tunedtheminthe 
cries of her ſubies;although his faire ſiſter Ar74ax/a (who would accompany him 
inthe armic)ſoughtall mcanes to appeatle his furie: rill laſtly, he beſieged Eroxe. in 
her beſt city, vowing to win her,or loſe his life. And now had he brought her to the 
point either of a wofull conſent,or a ruinous deniall, whea there came thither (fol- 
lowing the courſe which Vertue & Fortune Jed them)two excellent yong Princes, 
Pyrocles & AMuſidorns,the one Prince of Maceden,the other of Theſſalia : two Prin- 
ces, as Plangws ſaid (and he witneſſed his ſaying with ſighes and teares)the moſt ac- 
compliſhed both in body & mind, thatthe Sunne cuer look'd vpon.. While #k#/e- 
cles ſpake thoſe words,;O ſweet words/thought Zelmaneto her {clfe)whichare not 
. onely apraiſeto me, but a prayſeto praiſe it ſelfe, whichour of that mouth iſſuerh... 
Theſe two Princes(faid Fhileclea)afwellto helpe the weaker (cſpecially being a 
Lady)asrofaue a Greek people from being ruined by ſuch, whom we call & count 
barbarous,gathering rogether ſuch of the honeſteſt Lycians,as would venture their 
lives to ſuccour their Princeſle: giuing order by 2 ſecrer meſlage, they ſent intothe 
Cirie,thar they ſhould iſſue with all force at an appointed time; they ſet vpon Tix- 
dates campe with ſo well guided a fierceneſle, that being of both ſides aſſaulted, hee 
was like ro be ouerthrowne: bur that this Plevgus(being General of Tiridetes horl- 
men)eſpecially ayded by the rwo mighty men Exerdes and Berzeves, reſcuedthe 
footmen.cuen almoſt defeated: but yetcould nor barrethe Princes (with their ſuc- 


cours both of men and victuall)toenterthe Citic. . ' pb 66,0 , 
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Which when Tiridres found would make the war long, (which length ſeemed 
to him worſerhana languiſhing conſumption) he made achallenge of three Prin- 
cesin his rerinue,againſtthoſe two Princes and ©Lr/phil:and that thereupon the 
quarrell ſhould be decided, with compaR, that neither fide ſhould helpe his fellow: 
bur of whoſe fide the more overcame, with him the vitorie ſhould remaine. Anti- 
philm(chough Eron choſe rather to bide the brunt of warre,than vencurc him,yet) 
could not for ſhame refuſe the offer, eſpecially ſince the two ſtrangers that had no 
intereſt in it,did willingly accepr it: beſides thar, he ſaw itlike enough,that the peo- 
ple(wearie of the miſcries of war)would rather giue him vp,if they ſaw him ſhrink; 
than for his ſake venture their ruine: confidering that the challengers were of farre 
greater worthineſle than himſelfe.So ir was agreed vpon , and againſt Pyrocles was 
Exardes king of Birhynia, Berzexcs of Hircania againſt Mnſiderw', rwo men, that 
thought the world ſcarce able to reſiſt them : and againſt 4»71ph1lus he placed this 
ſame Plangw,bcing his owne coufin germane,and ſonneto the king of /beris, Now 
ſo it fell out, that Muſidorw ſlew Barzancs, 8 Pyrocles Exardes, which victory thoſe 


Princes eſteemed aboue all thateuer they had : but of the other fide Plargw rooke 


Antiphilas priſoner: vnder which colour(as if rhe marter had beene equall, though 
indecd it was not, the greater part being ouercome of his fide) Tiridetes continued 
his warre: and to bring Erons toa compelled yeelding,ſent her word that he would 
the third morrow after,beforc the walles of the towne, ſtrike off £1ztiphilas head, 
without his ſuite in that ſpace were granted ; adding withall (becauſe hee had 
heard of her deſperate affeRtion) thar if -in the meane time ſhe did her ſclke any 
hurt,what tortures could be deuiſed ſhould be laid vpon Anriphilas, 

Then loif Cupid bea god, or thatthe tyrannic of our owne thoughts ſceme as 
agodvntovs : but whatſocuer it was, thenit did ſer forth the miſcrableneſle of his 
effes:ſhe being drawne to two contraries by one cauſe ( fortheloue of him com- 
manded herto yeeldtono other : the loue of him commanded herto preſerue 
his life: which knot might well beecur, bur vnited ir could not be. So that loue in 
her paſſions(like aright make-bate)whiſpered to both fidesarguments of quarrcll. 
What, ſaid he(of the one fide)doeſt thou loue Avtiphilus, O Erona? and ſhall Tir 
dates enioy thy body: Wirh whateyes wilt thou lookevpon Antiphilus, when hee 
ſhall know that another poſlcſſerh thee? Bur if thou wilt doc it, canſtrhou doe it £ 
canſt thou force thy heart  Thinke with thy ſelfe,ifrhis man hauethee, thou ſhale 
neuer haue more part of Antiphilss than if he were dead. Bur thus much more, that 
the afteRion ſhall be ſtill gnawing,andthe remorſe ſtill preſent. Death perhaps will 
coolethe rage of thy affection : where thus, thou ſhalt cer loue, and euer lacke, 
Think this befide,if thou marry Tiridates, Antiphilusis ſo excellent a man,thatlong 


' hecannot befrom being in ſome high place maried, canſt thou ſufferthat roo 2 If 
another kill him,he doth him the wrong : it thou abuſe thy body, thou doeſt him 


the wrong. His death isa worke of nature, & either now,or at anothercime he ſhall 
dic.Bur itſhalbe rhy worke,thy ſhametull worke, which is inthy power to ſhun,to 
make him liue to ſee thy faith falſified, and his bed defiled. Bnt when louc had well 


kindled that partic of her thoughts,then went he ro the. other ſide. What (ſaid hee)

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but loue of thy ſelfe : he ſhalbe married , if he be well;why ſhould that gricue thee; 
| burtforloue of thy ſelf?No,no,pronounce theſe words if thou canſt, Let 4ztiphilas 
die. Then the images ot each fide ſtood before her vnderſtanding ;. one time ſhee 
thought ſhe ſaw Anriphilss dying : anothertime ſhce thought Anriphiles ſaw her 
by Trridates enioyed : twentie times calling for a ſeruantto carry — of yecl- 
ding,bur before he came the minde was alred. She bluſht when ſhe co the; 
effetof granting ; ſhee was pale, when ſhe remembredrhe fruites of denying. For: 
weeping, ſighing, wringing her hands, andtearing her haire, were indifferent of 
both fidcs. Eaſily ſhe would haue agreed to haue broken all diſputationswith het 
owne death, but that thie feare of A»riphilas turther torments, ſtaid ber. At length; 
euentheeucning before the day appointed of his death;rhe determination of yeel- 
ding preuailed, eſpecially, growing vpon ameſlage of 4»tiphilzs, who withall the 
coniuring rearmes he could deuiſe, beſoughr herto fave his life, vpan any conditi- 
ons. Bur thee had no ſooner ſent her meflenger to Tiridazes, but her minde chan» 
ged, and ſhce went tothe two young Princes, Pyroctes and Maſidorss, and falling: 
downeat their fcer,deſiredthem to trie ſome way for her deliverance; ſhewing her: 
felte relolued, notto ouer-liue Antiphilus, nor yertro yeeldro Tiridates; s 
They that knew not what ſhee had doncin priuate, prepared that night accor- 
dingly : andas ſometimes it falls our;that whar is inconſtancic, ſeemes cunning ; ſo 
did this change indeed ſtand in as good ſteed asa witty diſſunulation. For it made 
che king as reckleſle, as them diligent : ſo'that inthe dead time of the night, the 
Princes iflued out of the towne , with whom ſhe would needes goe, cither to die 
her ſelfe, or reſcue Anziphilas, hauing no armour, or weapon, bur affection. And I: 
cannot tell you how, by what deuice ( though P/a#gus ar large deſcribed ir ) the 
concluſion was,the wonderfull valour of therwo Princes fo preuailed, that Avti- 
philus was ſuccoured, and the king ſlaine. Plangas wasthenthe chiete man left in 
the campe; 8 therefore ſeeing no otherremedy, conueyed in fafetic into her coun- 
trie 4rtax14,now Qucene of 4rmenis ; whb with truc lamentations,made knowne 
rotheworld,that her new greatnefſe did noweaycomfort her in reſpect of her bro» 
thers lofſe, whom ſhe ſtudied by all meancs;poſlible to revenge vpon cuery one of 
the occaſioners, hauing(as ſhethought)oukrthrowne her brother bya moſt abomi- 
nable treaſon. Inſomuch,tharbeing ar home he proclaymetl gtcarrewerds to any 
private man,and her ſelfe in mariage toany Prince,that woplddeſtroy Fxrocles and 
Muſiaorus. But thus was Antiphilus redeemed,and { though againſt the.conſent of 
altbernobilitie) married to Eroxe; in which caſe the 'two Greeke Princes / being 
, called away by another aduenture) lefrthem. WE te1ch :1 
Burnowmecthinkes, as I haue read ſome Pocts;who when they intend to tell 
ſome horrible matter,they bidmen ſhun the hearing of; ſoit I doe notdeſire you 
to ſtop your cars from me, yet may I well deſire abreathing time; before Tamto tel 
the execrable treaſon of Awtiphilss, that brought her to this miſcric ; and withall 
wiſh youall,that from all mankind indeed you ſtop yourcares:O moſt happy were 
wee, if we did ſet our leues one vpon another, /And as ſhee ſpake that- word; her: 
cheekes in red letters writ more than her rongue did ſpeake.) And therefore fince Þ 
have named Plavgus, I pray you ſiſter ( faid fhee ) helpe mewith the reſt, forI haue 
held the ſtage long enough; and ifir pleaſe you ro make his fortune knowne, as I 
haue done Erona's, I will after take heart = ro g0c 0n with his falſhood: and (0 
berweene vs both, my Lady Zeimane ſhallvnderftand both the cauſe and parties of 
this lamentation. Nay,l beſhrow me then (faid 345ſo) Lwill none of that, Lpromitle 
you,as long as I haue the goyernment,l will firſt haue my tayle, and then my Lady 
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Pamele,my Lady.Zelmane,& my daughterMopſa( for 3opſa was then returned from 
Amphialus )maay draw cuts and the ſhorteſt cur ſpeake firſt. For 1 tell you, and this 
may be ſuffered, when you are maried, you wil haue firſt and laſt word of your huſ- 


| bands. The Ladies laughed to ſee with what an eager carneſtnes ſhe looked, hauing 


rhreatning nor onely in her ferret eyes , but while ſhee ſpake, her noſe ſeeming to 
threaten her chin,and her ſhaking lims enerothreaten another. But there was no 
remedy,they moſt obey,and 24;/o(firring onthe ground with her knees vp, and her 
hands vpon her knees)runing her voice with many a quauering cough, thusdiſcour- 
ſed vntothem. I tel you rrue(ſaid ſhe)whatſocuer yourhink of me, you will one day 
beas Iam ; & I ſimple though fic here, thought once my penny as good filuer,as 
ſome of youdo: & if my father had nor plaid the haſty foole (it is no lic Itell you) 
Lmight haue had another-gaines husband than Demers, Bur let that paſle, God a- 
mend him : andyet I ſpeake it not without good cauſe. Youare full in your title 
exflings of Cupid:here is Cupid, 8 there is Cupid. I will tell you now what a good old 
woman told mee,whatanold wiſe man told her, what agreat learned Clearketold 
him,and gaue it him inwriting; 8 here I hauec it in my prayer booke.Ipray you(ſaid 
Philocles)lervs ſec it and reade it. No haſte but good/ſaid 24:/0)you ſhall firſt know 
how I came by ir. I was a young girle of feuen & twenty yeare old, andI could nor

Noble 
Lady(anſwered ſhe,beautifyingher face witha ſweet kmiling, & the ſweernelſle of 
her ſmiling with che beauty other face)fince'Fam borne Princes daughter, let me 
not giue exampleof diſobedience. My Governeſſewithaue vs drawcits, andther- 
forc I pray youlet vs doc fo : and ſo perhapsirwill light vponyou toentertaiq this 
company with ſome ſtoric of your owne z and iris reaſon our caresſhould be wil. 
linger to hearc,as your tongue is abler to deliver. I wilFrhinke (anſwered Zelmane ) 
excellent Princefle, my to1gueot ſome valueyif itcatptocure your tongue thus 
muchro fauour me. But ? am#laptcaſantly perſiſting ra have Fortune their judge, 
they ſethands,8 Mopſa ( m__ atthe firtt for {queamiſhneſic going vp and downe 
with her head like a bote in a ſtorme) purto ther goldengols among them, & blinde 
Fortune(that ſaw not the colour ot them) gaue herthe preheminence': and fo be- 
ing her time to ſpcake (wiping her mourh;asrhere was good cauſe) ſhee thus tum- 


bled into her marter. In time paſt ( ſaid ſhee)rherewisTking, the mighticſt man in 


all his counrrie,that had by his wife the Yairoſt daughter thar did cuer cat pap. Now

This Prince, being maricd at the firſt ro a Princeſſe (who both from her 
anceſters, and it her ſc]fe was worthy of him } by her had this ſonne P/avugus,Not 
long after whoſe birth, the Queene( as though ſhee trad performed the meſſage for 
which ſhe was ſent into the world)returned again vnto her maker, The king(ſcaling 
ypall choughtsof loue vader: the imageof her memoric) retnained a widower 
many yeares after ; recompencing the gricfe of thardifcioyning from her, in con- 
joyning in himfelte botha farherly & motherly caretoward her onely child Pl/an- 
285, Who being growne to mans age, as our owneeyes may iudge,could not but 
fertilly requitec his fathers fatherly education. :5it PIgt Lu: 
- This Prince(while yet the errors in his nature were excuſed bythe greennefſe of 
his youth, which rooke all the fault ypon it ſelfe ) loned a priuate mans wife ofrhe 
principall Citic of thatkingdome, if 'thatmay bee called loue, which hecatherdid 
take into himſelf willingly,than by which he wasraken forcibly.ſtſufficerh,that the 
yohg man perſwaded himſelfe he loned her:ſhe being a womanbeauriful enough, 
if it be poſſible, that the onely outſide can juſtly eoritle a beautie; Bur finding ſacha 
chaſe as onely fled to be caught,the young Prince broight his affection with herto 
that pojnt, which ought ro ingraue remorſe in herhearc, &to paint ſhame vponi hex 
face.

Which confeſſion authentically ſer down(though Tiridates with ſolemn embaſs 
ſage ſent to the king) wrought no effeR. For the king hauing put the reines of the 
gouernment into his wiues hand,neuer did ſomuch as reade it; but ſent it ſtreight 
by herto be confidered.Ss as they rather heaped more hatred on P/avess,for the 
death oftheir ſeruant. And now finding,that his abſence,8their reports had much 
diminiſhed the wauering peoples affeftion towards Plawgwd , with aduancing fic 
p_ for faction, and granting great immunities tothe commons, they preuai- 
dſofar, as to cauſethe ſonrie of the ſecond wife, called Paladins, to be proclai- 
med ſucceſſor, & Plangas quite excluded + ſo that Planges was driven to continue 
his ſeruing T#ri4ates,as he did. in the warre againſt Erue,G brought home Artexis, 
asmy ſiſter told you;when Frome by the treaſon of A»tiphilas.Bur ar that word ſhe 
ſtopped.

They yeelded, Zelmay, 
meaning ſome other time to ynderſtand the ſtory of Antiphilas treaſon, & Erou,, 
danger, whoſe cauſe ſhegreatly tendred, Bur Mo had no ſooner eſpicd Baſiliny 
burasſpitefully, as her rotten voice could vtter it, ſhee ſer forththe ſaucineſle of 
Amphialss.But Beſilins only attended whatZe/manes opinion was: whothough 
hated 4wpbiilss,yctthe nobility of her _ prevailed ouer it,& ſhedeſiredhy 
mipht be pardoned that yourhfull error; conſidering the repuration he had, toby 
one of the beſt knights inthe world , ſoas hereafter he gouerned himſelfeyas ons 
remembring his faulr. Beſi/i#s giving the infinite tearmes of praifes to Ze/mayy 
both valour in conquering, and priitulneſſe in pardoning, commanded no mare 
wordsto be made of it, fince ſuch he thought was her pleaſure. - 

; Sobrought hethem vpto viſit his wife, where between her and him, the poore 
Zelmaxe recciued a tcdious entertainment; oppreſſed with being loucd,almoſty 
much, as with louing. Baſilius not ſowilc in covering his paſſion,could make his

(like the poor childe,whoſe father, while he beats him, will make him beleeue itis 
for louc; orlike the ficke man, ro whom the Phiſition ſweares, the ill-taſting wal. 
lowiſb medicine he proffers,is ofa good taſt)their loue was hateful, their courtefie 
troubleſome,their preſence cauſe of her abſznce thence, where not only her light, 
but her life conſiſted. Alas,thought ſhe to her ſelf, deare Dorus,what odds isthere 
between thy deſtiny & mine For thou haſt to doin thy purſuite but with ſhep. 
herdiſh folks, who trouble thee with a litrle enuious care,& afteRed diligence;But 
I(beſidesthat I haue now M/othe worſt of thy diuels, let looſe ypon me)am wai- 
ted 0n by Princes, arid watched by thetwo wakefulleyes of Loue and Iecalouſie, 
Alas incomparable Fhilocles,thou cuer ſeeſt me,but doſt never ſee me as I am: thou 
heareſt willingly all that I dare ſay,andI dare nor ſay that which were moſt fir for 
theeto heare. Alas who cuer but I was impriſoned in libertic, and baniſhed being 
ſtill preſent 2 To whom but me haue louers been iaylours,and honor acaptivitie!

ſolutely climie the rocke of Vertue, nor freely fink intothe Sea of Vanirie)burrhat 
ſparke ſoone gaue place,or at leaſt gaue no more light in her minde, than acandle 
thin the Sunnes preſence. Burt euert ſicke with a furfeirof ioy,&fearefull of ſhe | 
knew not what as hethatnewly findes hugh treaſures,doubts whether heſlcep-or 
no;or like a fearfullDeer,which then looks moſt about, when he comes tothe beſt 
feede) with a ſhrugging kinde of cremorthroughall her principall parts;ſhe gaus 
theſe affeionate words for anſwer. Alas, how painetull a thing iris to a dinided/ 
mindeto make a wel-ioyned anſwer: how hard it is to bring inward ſhame toour- 
ward confefſion ? & whar handſomneſs trow you can beobſerued in that ſpeech, 
which is made one knows notto whom © Shall I ſay oZelmeze* Alas your words 
beagainſt it,Shall [ lay PrincePyroc/es © wretch thar I'am,your ſhew is manifeſt a- 
ainſt ir.

And then at #b/{oeleas intreaty, who-was willing to purloine all occaſions of res 


maining with Zelwane, ſhe told her the ſtory of her life, from the time of their de,

haue vnderſtood, how you firſt intiit company of your noble couſin Msſidores, 
parted from Thef/a4ze,and of diuers adnentures, which with no more dangerthan 
glory you paſſed through, till your comming to the ſuccour of the Queen Erons;

And ſo viing no weapon of a knight as atthar time but my ſpurres, .Iranne in my 
knowledgeafter Pawphilw,butin all their conceits from Anexim,which as farre ay 
I could heate,I might well heare teſtified with ſuch laughters and games,that I was

_ Ladies miſery oucr-ballanced my reputation: fothat after her I went,and 
with fixe houres hard riding,through ſo wild places,as it was ratherthe cunningof 
my-horſe ſometimes,than of my ſelfe,ſorightly to hit the way, I ouergatthem a lits 
tle before night,neer toan oldill-fau caſtle,theplace whereI perceiued they 
meantto perform rheir vnknightly errand;For therethey beganto ſtrip her of her 
clothes,whenTcame in among them ; and running — the firſt-with alaunce, 
the iuſtneſſe of the cauſe ſo enabled mee againſt the reftytdlſe-hearted in their own 
wrong doing, that I had,in as ſhort time almoſt asI had beenc fighting with onely 
Anaxinsdelivered her from thoſe injurious wretches: moſt of whom carried news.

ſhed. As for Pawphilas,he hauing once ſeene;and (as it ſhould ſeeme)remembred 
me,cuen fromthe beginning began to be inthe rereward, and beforethey had left 
aghting,he was too far off to giue them thanks for their paines. Bur when Ihad des 
livered tothe Lady afull liberty, both ineffet & in _—_ (for ſometime it was 
before ſhee could aſſure her ſelke ſhee wasvut of their hands, who had laid ſo vehe- 
ment apprehenſion of death vpon her)ſhethen told mee, how as ſhe was returning 
| towards her fathers, weakely accompanied,astoo ſoonetruſting to the falſhood of 
reconcilement, Pamphilas had ſet vpon her killing thoſe thatwerewich her; car- 
ried her ſelfe by ſuch force,and with ſuch matter as I had ſeen,to this place, where: 
he meant in cruell and ſhamefullmanerro kill her,inthe ſight of her ownc Father, 
to whom he had already ſent word of it, that out of his caſtle window {for this ca- 
fle,ſhe ſaid, was his)he might haue the proſpect of his onely childes deſtrution:it 
my.comming,whom (ſhe ſaid) he feared, asſoone as hee knew mee by the armour, 
had not warranted her from that neere approching crueltie. Iwasglad I had done 
ſogood a deedefor a Gemlewomannort vahandſome, whom before Thad in like 
ſorthelped. But che night beginningeo/perſwade ſome retiring place,the Gentle- 
wontan,cuct out of countenance before ſhe began herſpeech, much after this ma-

;' Sir (faid ſhe) how much Fowe you,can be but abaſed by words; ſincethe life 1 


have,lhold it now the ſecotidtime of you: and therfore need not offer ſeruice vn- ' 


t9.you, but onelytorememberyou.that I am your ſeruant : and I would, my being 
ſo, might any way yceld any ſtall contentment vnto. you, Now onely _ by 
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deſire youto harbour your ſclte this night in this caftle ; becauſe thetime requires 
ir, and intruththis countrieis verie dangerous for murthering thecues, to truſt a 
ſleeping life among them. And yet I muſt confeſle, that as the lone I beare you 
makes mee thus inuitc you, ſothe ſame loue makes mee aſhamed to bring you to a 
place, where you ſhall be ſo (nor ſpoken by ceremony bur by rruth) miſerably cn- 
terrained.

he did not only barre himſelte from the delightfull, buralmoſt from the neceſſary 
vſethereof, ſcarcely allowing himlelfe fit ſuſtenance of life, rather than he would 
ſpend of thoſe goods for whoſe ſake only he ſeemed to ioy in life. Which extream 
dealing (deſcending from himſelfe vpon her) had driuen her to put her (elfe with 
agreat Lady ofthat country,by which occaſion ſhee had ſtumbled vpon ſuch miſ- 


 chances,as were little for the honourcither of her,or her family.But fo wiſe had he 


ſhewed himſelfe therein, as while hee found his daughter maintained without his 
coſt, hee was content to beedeafe to anie noiſe of 1nfamie : whichthough it had 
wronged her much more than ſhe deſerued,yet ſhe could notdeny,but ſhe was dri- 
uen thereby to receiue morethan decent fauours. She concluded,thattherear leaſt 
I ſhould be free from iniuries,and ſhould be aſſured to her-ward to abound as much 
inthe rrue cauſes of welcomes, as I ſhould finde want of the effects thereof. 

I, who had acquainted my ſelfe to meaſure the delicacy of food and reſt, by hun- 
gerand wearineſſe, ar that time well ſtored of both, did nor abide long entreaty ; 
but went with hef'to the Caſtle : which I found of good ſtrength, hauing a great 
Mote round about ir ; the worke ofa noble Gentleman, of whoſe vnthritrie ſonne 
hehad bought it ; the bridge drawne vp, where we were faineto crie a good while 
before we could haue anſwer,and to diſpute a good while before anſwer would be 
brought to acceptance. Artlengtha willingneſle, rather than a ioy to receiue his 
daughtcr,whom he had lately ſeene ſo neer death,and an opinion brought into his 
head by courſe, becauſe hee heard himſelfe called Father ; ratherthan any kinde- 
neſſerhat hee found in his owne heart, made him take vs in, for my part by that 
time growne ſo weary of ſuch entertainement,thatno regard of my ſelfe, but only 
the importunity of his daughter, made mee enter. Where I was met withthis 
Chremes,adriucling old fellow,lean,ſhaking both of head and hands, already halfe 
earth,and yet then moſt greedy of Earth : who ſcarcely would giue me thanks for 
whar I had done , for feare,I ſuppoſe,that thankfulneſſe might haue an introdudti- 
on of reward. Bur with a hollow voice, giuing mea falſe welcome, Imightper- 
cciue in his eye to his daughter, that it was hard to ſay, whether the diſpleaſure of 
her company did not oucr-weigh the pleaſure of her owne comming. But on hee 
brought me,into [o bare a houſe, that it was the picture ofmiſerable happineſs,and 
rich beggerie (ſerued onely by a company of ruſticall villaines, full of ſweateand 
duſt,not one of them other than aJabourer) in ſumme(as he counted it) profitable 
drudgerie : and all preparations both for foode and lodging ſuch, as would make 
one deteſt niggardnefle,it is ſo ſluttiſh avice. His talke of nothing but of his pouer- 
tie, for feare belike leſt I ſhould haue proued a young borrower, In ſumme, ſuch a 
man.,as anicenemic could not wiſh him worſe than to be himſelfe. But there that 
night bid I the burthen of being a tedious gucſt to a loathſome Oaft: oner-hearing 
him ſometimes bitrerly warne his danghrer of bringing ſuch coſtly mates vnder 


' tisroofe: which ſhe gricuing at,defired much to know my name,Ithinke partly of 
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kindneſſe,to remember who had done ſome thing for her, and partly, becauſe ſhee 
aſſured her ſelfe I was ſuch aone as would make cuen his miſer-minde contented 
with that he had done. And accordingly thee demanded my name,and eſtate,with 
ſuch earneſtneſſe,that I whom Loue had not as then ſo robbed meof my ſelfe, as 
ro beanother thanI am, told her diretly my name and condition : whereof ſhee 


was no moreglad than her father, as I might well perceiue by ſome ill fauoured 


cheerefulncſſe,which then firſt began ro wrinkle itſelfe in his face. 

But the cauſes of their ioyes were tarre different ; for asthe Shepheard and the 
Butcher both may look ypon one ſhzep with pleaſing conceits, but the Shepheard 
with mindeto profic himſelfe by preſeruing,the Butcher with killing him : So ſhe 
reioyccd to find that mine owne benefits had made me to be her friend, who was a 
Prince of ſuch greatneſle,& louingly reioyced: but his toy grew(as Ito my danger 
after perceiued)by the occaſion of the Queen Artaxia's ſetting my headto ſale, for 
hauing ſlaine her brother T#ridates , which being the ſumme of a hundreth thoy. 
fand crownes (to whoſoeuer brought mee aliue into her hands) that old wretch, 
who had ouer-liued all good nature, though he had lying idly by him much more 
than that,yer abouecall things louing money, for monics owne ſake,determined to 
betray me,ſo wel deſeruing of him, for to haue that which hee was determined ne- 
uerto vic. And ſo knowing that the next morning I was reſolucd to go to the place 
whereT had left Anexiws,he ſent in all ſpeed toa Captaine of a Garriſonneere by, 
which thought it belonged to the king of zberia, (yet knowing the Captaines hy- 


'mourto delight ſo in riotous ſpending, as he cared not how he came by the means 


to maintaine it) doubted not that to bee halfe with him in the gaine, he would play 
his quarters part in the treaſon. And therfore that night agreeing of the fitteſt pla- 
ces where they might ſurpriſeme the morning,the old caitifte was grown ſo cere- 
monious, as hee would needes accompany me ſome myles in my way ; a ſufficient 
token to me, if Nature had made me aptto ſuſpect , fincea churles courtefie rarely 
comes, bur cither for gaine, or falſhood. Bur I ſuffered him to ſtumble into that 
point of good maners: to which purpoſe he came out with all his clowns, horſt vp- 
on ſuch cart-iades, & ſo furniſhed,as in good faith Ithought with my ſclte, if that 
werethrift,l wiſht none of my friends or ſubiects cuer to thriuc. As for his daugh- 
ter,the gentle Dido, ſhe wouldalſo (but inmy conſcience with a farre better mind) 
prolong thetime of tarewell,as longas he. | 

And ſowe went ontogether:heſo old in wickedneſſe, that he could look mein 
the face,& freely talke with me,whoſe life he had alrcady contracted for:till com- 
ming intothe falling of a way which led vs into a place, of each fide whereof men 
might eaſily keepthemſelues vndiſcouered,l was encompaſſed (odainly by a great 
troupe of enemies both of horſe and foote,who willed mie to yeeld my ſelfeto the 
Queene Artaxie.But they could not haue vicd worſe cloquence to hauc perſwaded 
my ycelding,than that;I knowing the little good will 4rtaxre bare me, And there: 
fore making neceſſity and iuſtice my beſt ſword 8& ſhield, vſed the other weapons 
I had as well as I could;Iam ſure to the little caſe of a good number, who truſting 
tothcir number more than to their valour,and valuing money higher than equitie, 
f-lr,that guiltines is not alwayes with caſe oppreſfed. As for Chremes,he withdrew 
himſelf,ſo gilding his wicked conccits with his hope of gaine,that he was content 
to be a beholder how I ſhould betaken to make his prey. | 

Bur was growne ſo wearie, that I ſupported my ſelte more with anger than 
ſirength,wvhen the moſt excellent 42#ſidorws came to my ſuccour, who hauing fol- 


lowed my trace as well as he could,after he found I had left the fight with Avaxi®, 
| came 
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trie peoplc,who bare mortall hatredto that couctous man,and now took thetime, 
when the Caſtle was left almoſt wirhout guard, to come in, and leaue monuments 
of their malice therein: which Mu«ſidorws not ſtaying either ro further,or impeach, 
came vpon the ſpurreafter mee (becauſe with one voyce many rold him,thar if I 
were in his company, it was for no good meant ynto mee) and 1n this extremity 
found me. But when I ſaw that Couſin of mine,me thought my life was doubled, 
. andwhereI beforethought of a noble death, I now thought ofa noble victory, For 
who can feare that hath Muſidorw by him * who, whar he did there for mee, how 
many he killed, not ſtranger forthe number, than for the ſtrange blowes where- 
with he ſent them to a well deſerued death, might well delight me to ſpeake of, but 
I ſhould ſo hold you too long in euery particular. Butin truth, thereif euer, ande- 
vcr, if cuer any man, did 44uſidorws ſhew bimſelte ſecondto none in able valour, 
Yet what the vnmcaſurable excefſe of their number would haue done in the end, 
Iknow not, but the triall thereof was cut off by the chanceable comming thither 
ofthe King of /beria,that ſame father ofthe worthy Plangws,whom it hath pleaſed 
you ſometimes to mention : who, not yeelding ouer to old age his countrey de- 
lights(efpecially of Hauking)was at that time(followinga Merline)brought to ſee 
this injurie offred vnto vs : and hauing great numbersof Courtters waiting vpon 
him,was ſtraight knowne by the ſouldiers that aſſaulteg vs,to betheir King,and ſo 


moſt ofthem withdrew themſelues. | | 
ce by his authority knowing of the Captaines owne conſtrained confeſſion,

This iuſtice thus done, and we delivered,the King in deede in royall fort inuited 
vsro his Court, not farrethence : inall pointsentertayning vs ſo, as truely I muſt 
euer acknowledge a beholdingnefſe vnto him;although the ſtream of it fell outnot 
to be ſo ſweeteas the ſpring. Forafter ſome daies being there (curing our felues of

Now we being brought knowne vnto her(thetimethat we ſpont in curing ſome 
verie dangerous wounds) after once we were acquainted(and acquainted we were 
ſoener than our ſclues expected)ſhee continually almoſt haunted vs,till /and it was 
not long a doing)wediſcouered amoſt violent bent of affetion: & thar ſo ſtrange.

But when the found, thar we 
wereas deafe to them as dumb to her, then ſhe liſted no longer ſtay in the ſuburbs 
of her fooliſh defires,bur direftly entred vpon them;making her ſelfe an impudent 
ſuter, authorizing her ſelfe very much with making vs ſee that all fauour 8 power 
in that realme,ſfo depefided vpon her,as now(being in her hands)we were citherto 
keepe,or loſe ourliberty,at her diſcretion,which yer awhile ſhe ſorempred,as that 
we might rather ſuſpe&, than ſhe threaten. But when our wounds grew ſo, as that 
they gaue vs lezue to trauell,and that ſhe found we were purpoſed to vſe all means 


we could to depart thence,ſhe(with more & moreimportunateneſs)craned, which 


inall good maners was cither of vs to be defired,or not granted. Truely, moſt faire 
and cuerie way excellent Lady,you would haue wondred to haue ſeen, how befere 
vs ſhe would confefſe the contention in her own mind berweenthar louely,indeed 
moſt louely,brownneſſe of Maſidorws his face,& this colour of mine,which ſhe (in

Put the next inorning, we (hauing ſtriuen with the Suns earlinefſe) were ſcarce- 
ly beyond the proſpe& of the highturrets of thar building, when there onertooke 
vs2young Gentleman, for ſo he ſeemedto vs ; but indeed, ſweet Ladie, ic was 
the faire Ze/maene, Plexirtwa daughter, whom vnconſulting affeRtion, vafortunate- 
ly borne to me-wards,had made borrow ſomuchof her naturall modeſtie, as to 
leaue her more-decenit rayments, and taking occaſion of 4ndromena! tumultuons 
purſuing vs,had apparelled her ſclfe like a page, witha pittifull crueltje cutting off 
her golden haire, leauing nothing, but the ſhort curles, ro couer thatnoble head, 
but that ſhe ware vpon it a faire head-piece, a ſhield at her backe, and a launce in 
her hand,clie diſarmed. Her apparell of white, wronght vpon with broken knots, 
kerhorſe,faire and luſtie,whichſhe rid ſo,as might ſhew afearefull boldnes, dari 
to doe thar, which ſhe knew that ſhe knew not how to doe: and the fFreenele cf 
her countenance did gine ſuch a grace to what ſhee did, that it did ntake handſome 
the vahandſomneſle,and make the eye forcethe minde to beleeue,thar there was a 
praiſe in that vnskilfulneffe, Bur ſhe ſtraight approached me, and with few words, 
which borrowedthe helpe of her countenance to rtiake themſchues vnderſtood, 
ſhe deſired nie to accept her into my ſeruice:telling me ſhe was a Noblemans ſonne 
of 1heris,her name Da#hentas,who having ſeen what I had done in that court, had 
ſolnc from her facher,to follow me. I enquired the particulariries of the maner of 
Ahdromenas tollowing me,which by her I ynderſtood, ſhe hiding norhing, bur her 
ſexe; from'me. And ſtill me thought I had ſeenethar face, butt the greatalteration of 
her forrune,made her far diſtant from my memorie : burliking very well the yong 
Gentleman,ſuch Irooke herto be, admitted this Daipharturabour me, who wel 
ſhewed here is no ſeruice like his,thar ſetves becauſe he loues. For thongh born of 
Princes bloud, brought yp-with tendereſt education, vnaptto ſeruice, becanſe 4 wo- 
man, and full ofthoughts, becauſe ina ſtrange eſtate, yet Loue enjoyned ſuch dili- 
gence,that no apprentice, no,no bond{laue could cuer. be by feare more readie at 
allcommandements, than that yong Princefſe was, How often, alas, did her cyes 
ſay vnto me,that they loued?zand yer, I not looking fot ſuch a matter, had not my 
conceir open to vnderftand them : how often would ſhe come creeping rome, be- 
weenegladneſſetobe neare me,and feareto offend me? Truely I remember, char 
then I maruailed to ſee-her receiue my commandements with fighes, and yer doe. 
them with cheerefulnes: ſomerimes anſwering me in ſuch riddles,as Ithen thought. 
achildiſhinexperience: bur ſince returning to my remembrance, they haue come 
morecleere ynromy knowledge: and pardon me, onely deare Lady, that I vie 
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many words: for heraffetionto me deſerues of mean affeionate ſpeech. 
Burt in ſuch ſort did ſhe ſerue me in that kingdome of 3y#b:wis, for rwo monethy 
fpace:in which time we brought togood enda cruell warre long maintayned be. 
tweene the king of Bythizia and his brother. Formy excellent couſin, 8 I (diuidin 
our {clues to cither ſide) found meanes(after ſome triall we had made of our ſelues) 
to getſuch credite withchem;as we brought them to as grear peace between them. 
ſclues,as loue toward vs, for hauing made the peace. Which done, we enrendedtg 
xcturnethrough the kingdome of Galetie, called 7 hrace, tocaſe the care of our f4.

vs.But we were not entredinto that kingdome, when by thenoyſe of a great fight, 
we were guidedtoa pleaſant vally,which like one of thoſcCircuſſes,which in great 
Cities ſome where doth giuea pleaſant ſpeRacle of running horſes, ſo of eyther 
fide,ſtretching it ſelfe in a narrow length,wasit hemd in by wooddie hills, as if in- 
deed Nature had meant therein to make a place for beholders. And there wee 
beheld one of the cruclleſt fights berweene two knights, that cuer hath adorned the 
moſt martiall ſtorie. Soas I muſt confeſle, a while we ſtood bewondred,another 
while delighted with the rare beautie thereof , till ſecing ſuch ſtreames of bloud,as 
threatned adrowning of life, we gallopped toward them to part them.Bur we were 
preuented by a dozen armed knights,or rather villains,who viing this time of their 
extreame fecebleneſlce, altogether ſer vpon them. But common danger brake off par. 
ticular diſcord, ſo that (though with a dying weakenefle) with a liuely courage 
they reſiſted, and by our helpe draue away,or {luc thoſe murdering attempters : a- 
mong whom we hapt to take aliue the principall. But going to difarme thoſe two 
excellent knights,we found, with no lefle wonder to vs,than atoniſhment tothem- 
ſclues, that they were the two valiant,and indeed famous brothers, Tydews and Te- 
lenor ; whole aduenture (as afterward wee made that vngratious wretch confeſſe) 
had thus fallen out. :

Plexirtss (ſaid he) this wickedneſle is found by thee, no good deeds of mine have 
been able to keep it downe in thee : all men counſell me to take away thy life, like- 
ly to bring forth nothing, but as dangerous, as wicked cffeQs; but I cannot finde 
it in my heart, remembring what fathers ſonne thou art : but fince it is the violence 
of ambition, which perchance pulls thee from thine owne iudgement, I will ſee, 
whetherthe ſatisfying that, may quiet the ill working of thy ſpirits. Not farre 
hence is the great citie of Treb//ond ,; which, with the territoric about it, ancient- 
ly pertained vntothis crowne, now vniuſtly poſſeſſed, and as vniuſtly abuſed. by 
thoſe, who haue neither ticle ro hold it, nor vertue to rule it.

And I pray youſſaid ſhe)euen by theſe dying eyeg,of mine ( which ate onely forry 
to doe, becauſe they ſhall loſe your fight) & by theſe polled lockes of mine(which 
while they were long,were the ornamentot my fexe;now-in their ſhort curles, the 
eeſtimonic of my ſcruitude:)8 by the ſernice I haue done yon (which God knowes 
hath beene full of loue) thinke of mee after iay death with kindneſle, though you 
cannot with loue. And whenfoeuer ye ſhall make any other Lady kappy with your 
well placcd affeion, if you tell her my folly, I pray you ſpeake of it, niot with 
{corne, but with piric, I aflure yon,deare Princeſle,of my life(for how could icbee 
otherwiſe: )her words and her mannter,with the liuely confidetation of her loue, ſo 
pierced me,thatthough I had diuers griefes betore,yer methought, I neuer felr,cill. 


then,how much ſorcowenfeeblerh all refolution: for I could not chooſe but yeeld 


tothe weakeneſle of abundant weeping,intrach with ſuch griefe,thar I could wit- 
lingly atthartime haue changed lives with her. Bos + = 
Put when ſhe ſaw my teares,' O God, ſaid ſhee, how largely am I recompenced 
for my loſſes: why then/faid ſhe) I may take boldnefle ro make ſome requeſts vnto 
you. | befought her to doe, vowing the performance,though my litc were the price 
thereof.She ſhewed great ioy: The firſts (aid ſheeig this, that you vvill pardoa my. 
facherche diſpleaſure you haue iuſtly conceined againſt him,and for this oace, ſuc» 
cour him out of the danger yyherein he is: I hope he will amend : and I pray, you, 
yvhenſocuecr you remember htm to be the faultic F/exertus, remember vvirhall thar 
he is Zelmanes father.

Alas, ſmal petitions for ſuch a ſiter 
whichyer ſhe ſo.carncſtly cratred, that I wasfaineto ſweare the accompliſhment 
And thenckiffing:me,and otten.defiring me not to condemne her'of lighrneſſe, jy 
mine armes ſhee dtlinered herpure ſoule to the pureſt place; lcauing mee as full of 
agany;axkindocfic, pity & forrew could make an haneſt heart. ForI muſt confeſk 
for true, that if mydtarres had not wholly reſcrucd me-for you,there clſe perhaps] 


might hauc loutd;arid(which:had beene moſt ſtrange) begun my Jouc after death; 
whercof let itbeethelcſſe maruell, becauſe fomewhar ſhe did refemble you, though 
as farre-thort of your perfection; as her ſelfe dying,was of her ſe]teflouriſhing: ye 
ſomething rherewas, which (when I ſaw apiQture of yours) brought againe her 

the wound,as the 


figureiiaro my remembrance,and made my heartasaptro recciue 
power of your bcautic with:vnre(liſtable force to pierce. Fi. 21% 

- Butwein wofull/and.yerprivare)manner burying ber,performed her commian- 
dement: and therrenquiring of her fathers eſtate,certainely learned that hee was 
preſentlyto be ſuccoured, orby death to paſſe the neede of ſuccour.Therefore 'we 
determined ro diaide our ſelves; I, acccording to my. vow, to hejpe him,and a44f- 
dores towardtheking of Foxtus, whoſtood innoleſſe neede than immediate ſuc- 
cour:& cucn ready tudepartone from the other, there-came a meſſenger from him, 
whoafter fomeenquirie foundivs,giuing vs to vnderſtand,thar he truſting vpon vs 
rwo;hadappointedthe combare berweene him and vs, againſt Ore#es and the two 
Giants:Now the day was fo accorded, as it was impoſfible for meboth to ſuceom 


_ Plexirnis;and be there, where my honour was not onely ſo farreengaged, bur (by 


the ftrarige working of vniuſt fortune) 1-was to leaue the ſtanding by Muſidorm, 
whom better than'my ſelfe [ loued,to'goe ſaue him, whom for iuſt cauſes I hared, 
Bur my promiſe giuen,and ginen to Ze/maexe,and to Zelmane dying,prevailed more 
with me, than my triendſhipro Meſiders3: thoughcertainely I may affirme, no- 
thing had ſo greatrule in my thoughts as that. Burt my promiſe caried me the eaſier, 
becauſe Muſidores him({clfe would nor ſuffer mee to breake it. And- ſo with heavie 
mindes{morecarefull cach of others ſuccefle, than of our owne) wee parted; Ito- 
ward theplace,where I vnderſtood Plexirtus was priſonertoan ancient Lord, ab- 


\ ſdlutely gouerning a goodly caftle, with a large territorie about it, whereof he ac- 


knowledged no other ſoucraigneburhimſclte; whoſe hate to P/exirf#5 grew for a 
Linſman of his, whom hee malicionſly had murdered, 'becauſe in thertime that hee 
raigned in Galati«, hee found him apt ro praiſe for the reſtoring of his vertuous 
brother Zeonares, This old knight till chirſtiag tor reuenge, vied /as the way tot) 
a policy, which this occaſion I will tell youprepared'for him.Ple##rt35 in his youth 
had maricd Zelmeves mother,whodyingofthat only'child-birth, hea widower; 
not yeta king, haunted the Court of Arwenis ; where (as he was cunning to winne 
fauour)he obtained great good liking of A###xi/4,;whbich he purſued); rill (being cal- 
led home by his father)he falſly got his fathers kingdome, and then negledted his 
former loue:tillrhrowne out of that(by our meanes)before he was deepely rooted 
in it,and by and by againe placed in Tr.ebiſoud, vnderſtanding thac 4#taxi« by her 
brothers dearh was becomeQueen of Armenia, he was hotterthan ther in that pur- 
ſuire: which being vnderſtoed bythis 01d knight; he forged ſuch a/letter, as might 
be written from 4r7 axis, intreating his preſent (but very private) repaire thither, 

giuing 
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gjvinghim fairhfull-promiſe of preſent mariage: athing farre from her thought, 


having faithfully and publikely proteſted; tharſſivewqutd never marric any, bur 
ſome luch Prince who would giue ſure proofe;rhatbytis meats we were deſtroy- 
ed, Barhe(no more wittieto frame, thanblindroimdgethopes) bir haſtily ar the 


| bajte,, atdin private manner paſted toward br,” but by the wayrhee was met by 
this knighr, farre better accompanied, ivhaquicklylaid hold of him,and condem- 
 nedhim to adeath,cruell enough,if any rhing may be both cruelland iuft. For hee 


cauſed him to be kept in a miſcrable priſon, till a day appointed, at which time he 
wauld deliuer him t6 bee deuoured by a motiſtrous beaſt of molt ouigly ſhape, ar- 
med like a Rhr2ocergs, as (trodgas an Elephant, as fierte.asa Lyon, as nimble as a 
Leopard, andas'crucll as a Tygre: whom he hauing keprin a ſtrong place, fromthe 
xt youth of it, now thought no fitter match, than ſuch a beaſtly moaſter with a 
monſtrous Tyrant : proclaiming yet withall,- that if any, ſo well loned him, as to 
venue their liuesagainſt his dealt for him, if they ouerednic hee ſhould be ſaved : 
notcaring how many they were(ſuch confidence he hadinthat monſtrous (trengrth) 
bucefpecially hoping to entrap thereby the grear courages of Tydecas and Telenor, 
whom he no leſle hated, becauſe they had beene principall inſtruments of the 0- 
thers powers > (Vi 07 2:1, VOOR I LE, 
. [fare ſay, if Ze/mane had knowne whar danger I ſhould haue paſſed, flee would 
rather haue ler her father toperiſh,than ine to haue bidden that aduencure. But ny 
word was paſt and truely the hardnefle of the enterpriſe was not ſo much a bir as 
aſpurre vato me, knowing well.thart the ivurney.of high honour lies not in plaine 
wayes. T herefore.going thither,and raking ſufficient ſecnrivle that P/exzrtus ſhould 
bedeliuered if were viorious, I vaderrooke the combate : and (tomake ſhort, 
excellent Lady, and not to trouble your eares with reconnting a terrible matter) 
ſo was my weakenefſe bleſſed from aboue, that witliomr dangerous wounds [ 
{lvechar monſter, which hundreds durſt not attempt: ro ſogrearadmiration of 
many (who from a ſafe place might looke os.) that rhere was order giuen,ro haue 
the fight bach by ſculpture and picure,cetebrated in moſt parts of Aſie. Andrhe 
old noble-man ſo well liked me, that he toued mee;onely bewailing,my vetthe had 
beene employed toſauc a worſe monſter than I killed : whom yer ( according t9 
fairch giuen)hedelinered;8 accompanied me to thekingdome of Portus,whither [ 
would needs inall ſpeede goe,to fee whether it were poſſible for me [ if perchance 
the day had beene delayed) tocome to the.combate ; but that(before I came) had 
beecethus finiſhed! -— ©... G "20 
The vertuous Leozatwe vnderitanding two ſo good friends of his were to bee ii 
that danger, would perforce be one himſelte; where he did valiantly;and ſo did the 
king of Pox#r#s,.Butthe truth is, thar both they being fore hurt, the incomparable 
Muſidorus finiſhed the combat by the death of both the Giants, and thie taking of 
0tenes priſoner,To whom as he gaue his life; ſo he gora noble friend, for ſo he gaue 
his word to be;and he is well knowne to thinke himſelfe greater in being ſubicR ta 
that,than in the greatneſſe of hisPrincipalitie; | 
Butthither(vaderſtanding of our being rhere) flocked great multitudes of many 
great-perſouns;and euen of Princes;efpecially thofe, whom wee had made behol- 
ding vnto vs: as,the Kings of Phrygia; Bythinis, with thoſe two hutt of Ponres 
and Ga/atie,and Oranes the prifoncr by Maſidoras ſet free z and rhither came Plex- 
irtus of Trebiſond, and Antiphilus then King of Lycis, with as many moe great 
Princes,drawne either by our reputation, or by willingneſſeto acknowledgethems 
(clues obliged vnto vs, for what we had done for the others; So as in thoſe yon 
of 
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_ weedeſired to come vnknowne into Greece) leftthe 4ſiaw ſhore full of Princely 
their chiefe defires : among whom none had beene fo officious, though Idareal- 


ofthe world. I thinke, in many hundreds of yeares there was not ſcene ſor 
an tvs hs nothing was let pafſe ro doe vs the higheſt honours, which fog 
ſons (who might command both purſes and inuentions) could performe. Al 
or all ſides bringing vato vs right royall preſents, which wezto auoid both yn. 
kindnefle and importunitie, liberally receiued ; and not content therewith, would 
needs accept as from vs their crownes,and ———_—_ ro hold them of vs: with 
many other exceſſiue honours, which would not ſuffer the meaſure of this ſho 
leaſure to deſcribe vnto you. | . | 
But we quickly awearythereof,haſted to Greece-ward,ledthitherpartly with the 
defire of our Parents, buthaſtened principally, becauſe I vnderſtood that 4vexin 
with open mouth of defamation had gonethitherto ſceke me, and: was now come 
to Pelopenmeſas, where from Courtto Court hee made enquiric of mee, doing ye 
himſelfe ſo noble deeds,as might hap to authorize an ill opinion of me, We there. 
fore ſuffered but ſhort delayes, deficing ro take this countrey in our way, fo te, 
nowned ouer the world,that no prince could pretend height, nor be ownelſſe, 
tobarre him from the ſound thereof : renowned indeed, not ſo much for the an. 
cient prayſesattribured thereunto, as forthe hauing in it Arge/vs and Lmwphialu 
(twoknights of ſuch rare proweſle, as wee defired eſpecially toknow) and yetby 
farre not ſo much for thar, as without ſuffering of compariſon for the beautie of 
youand/your ſiſter, which makes all indifferent iudges,thar ſpeake thereof,accout 
this countrie asatemple of deities. But theſe cauſes indeed mouing vs to cont 
by this land, wec embarqued ourſelucs in the next Port,whither all thoſe Princes 
(ſauing Antiphilus, who returned, as he pretended, notable totarry longer from 
Erona) conueyed vs. Andthere found wea ſhip moſt royally farniſhed by Flexir- 
tas, who had made all things ſo proper, as well for our defence, as eaſe, that all the 
other Princes greatly commended him forit: who, ſeeming aquite altered may, 
had nothing but repentance in his cyes, friendſhip in his geſtare, and vertue in his 
mouth : ſo that we who had promiſcdthe ſweet Ze/maeneto pardon him, now not 
onely forgaue,but began tofauour,perſwading our ſelues with a youthfull credy- 
licic,that perchance things were nor ſacuillas we took them,and as it were,deſiring 
our owne memorie that it mighe be ſo. But ſo were wee licenced from thoſe Prin- 
ces, truely not without teares, eſpeciallyofthe vertuous Zeonares, who with the 
king of Poxtus would haue come with vs, but that we {in reſpeR of the ones yorg 
wite,and both thcir new ſettled kingdomes) would not ſuffer it. Then would they 
haue ſent whole flectsro guard vs,but we, that defiredto paſſe ſecretly into Gree, 
made them leaue that motion, when they found that more ſhippes than one would 
be diſpleafing vnto vs. But ſo committing our ſclues ro the vncerrain diſcretiondf 
the winde, wee (thendetermining as ſooncas we cameto Greeee, totake the names 
of Daiphantas and Pelladias, as well for our owne promiſe to Zelmane, as becault 


perſons, who euen vpon theirknees recommended our ſafeties to the deuotion of 


firme,allquite conerarie to his vnfaithfulncſle,as Plexirins, 

Ando hauing failedalmoſt two daies, _— for nothing but when we might 
looke vpon the land,a graue man, whom wee had ſeene of great truſt with ?/exir 
#us,8 was ſentas our principall guide, came vnto vs,and with acertain kinde mat- 
ner mixt with ſhame,and repentance, began rotell vs,that he had raken ſuch a loue 
vato vs, conſidering our youth and fame, thatrhough he werea ſcruant,andaſer- 
uant of ſuch truſt about Plexirrws, as that hee had committed vnro him cuen thoſe 
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ſecrets of his heart, which abhord all other knowledge , - yet hee rather choſe ro 
rencale at this time a moſt pernicious counſel, than by concealing it bring toruine 
thoſe, whom he could not chooſe but honour. So went he 0n,androld'vs;thar Flex- 
irtus(in hope thereby to haue Artaxis, endowed with the great kingdome of 4r- 
menierto his wife) had giuen him order when we were neare Greece, to finde ſome 
opportunirieto murder vs, bidding him to rake vs aſleep, becauſe he had feene what 
wecould do waking. Now firs(faid he)I would rathera thoulandrimes loſe my life 
than haue my remembrance / while I live) poyſoned with ſuch a miſchiefe: and 
therefore if ir were onely I,thar knew hercin the kings order, then ſhould my diſo- 
bedicnce be a warrant of your ſafctic. But ro one more(faid he) namely the Cap- 
rainc of rhe ſhip, P/exirrus hath opened ſo much touching the efteR of murdering 

though 1thinke laying rhe cauſe rarher vpon old grudge,than his hope of 4r- 
taxis. And my ſelfe/before the conſiderarion of your cxcellencies had drawn loue 
&pitie intomy mind) imparted it to ſuch,as I rhought firreſt for ſuch a miſchiefe, 
Therfore I with yon to ſtand vpon your guard, aſſuring you, that what I can do fer 
your fafetic,you ſhall ſece(ifir come rorhe puſh) by.me performed. Wee thanked 
him;as the matter indeed deſerued, & from thattime would no more diſarme our 
ſelues, nor the one ſleep without his friends eyes waked for him, ſo that ir delayed 
thegoing forward of their bad enterpriſe, while they thought it rather chance,than 
prouidence,which-made vs ſo behaue ouyſelues, 

But when we came within halfe a dayes ſayling of the ſhore, ſo that they ſaw ir 
was ſpeedily, or noratallto be done; then (and Iremember it was about the firſt 
watchin the night)came tothe captain & whiſpered the Councellor in thecare:Bur 
he(as it ſhould feemc)diſſwaded him from it:the Captaine (who had bina Pyrare 
from his youth,and often blouded in it) wirha toud voyce ſware, that if Plexirews 
bad him, he would not ſticke rokill God himſelfe. And therewith calld his mares, 
and in the kings name willed them to take vs aliue or dead;encouraging them with 
the ſpoyle/of vs, which he ſaid (and indeed was true) would yeeld many exceeding 
rich tewels.But the Councellor (according to his promiſe) commanded them they 
ſhould notcommir ſucha villanie, proteſting that he would ſtand berweene rhem 


andrhe Kings anger therein, Whecewith rhe Capraine enraged: Nay(ſaid he)then 


we muſt begin with this traytor himſelfe: and therwith gaue him a ſore blow vpon 
the bode honeſtly did rhe beſt he could ro reuenge himſelfe, 

- Butthen wee knew ittime rather toencounter, than waite for miſthiefe. And 
ſo againſt the Captaine we went, who ſtraight was enuironed with moſt part of 
the Souldiers and Mariners, Andyetthe truth is, there were ſome, whom eyther 
the authoritie ofthe Councellor,doubt of the Kings minde, or liking of vs, made 
draw their ſwords of our fide : ſothatquickly it grew a moſt confuled fight. For 
the narrowneſle of the place, the darkencſſe of the time, and the vncertaintie in 
fuch atumult how to know friends from foes, made the rage ofthe ſwords rather 
guide than be guided by theirmaſters. For my coufin and mee, truely I thinke wee 


- never performed leſle in any place, doing no other hurt thanthe defence of our 


ſelues,and ſuccouring them who came for it, draue vs to : for not diſcerning per- 
fealy, who were for, or againſt vs, wee thought it leſſe euill ro ſpare a'foe, than 
ſpoyle a friend. But from the higheſt tothe loweſt parr of the ſhippe there was no 
place lefr, without cries of murdering,and murdered perſons. The Captainel hape 
awhile to fight withall, but was driven to part with him, by hearing the cry of the 


Counſellour,who xeceiued a morrall wound, miſtaken of one of his owne fide. * 


Some of the wiſcr would call toparley, and wiſh peace : bat while the words of 
y | peace 
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acewcrein their mouthes, ſome of their euill audicors gaue them death for their: 
ire. So that norman almoſt could conceiue hope of living, but by being laſt aliue ; 

and therefore euery one was willing to make himſelfe roome, by diſpatching al-. 

moſt any other: ſs that the greatnumber in the ſhip was reduced to exceeding few,, 


when of thoſe few:the moſt part, weary of thoſe troubles, leapt intorhe boat,which, 


wasfaſt ro the ſhip: but while they that were firſt were [cutting off the rope thay, 
tyed it, others came leaping in ſo diſorderly, that they drowned both the boar and- 
themſclues. C404 200] | p oy | 
But while cuen in that little remnant, like the children of Cedmes,;we continued; 
ſtill co ſlay one another,a fire, which(whether by the deſperate maliceof ſome, or 
incention to ſeparate, or accidenrally while all chings were caſt vp and downe) it, 
ſhould ſceme had raken a good while before, burncuer heeded of vs; who onely 
thought to preſerue or reuenge, now violently burſt out in many places,and began 
to maſterthe principall parts of the ſhip. Then neceflitie made v3ſce, that acom- 
mon enemie ſers at one a ciuill warre : forrhart little all we are, as if wee had beene 
waged by ſome man toquencha fire, ſtraight wenreo reſiſt that furious encmieby 
all art & labour:bur it was too late, for already it did embrace and deuour from the 
ſterne to the waſte of the ſhip: ſoas labouring in vaine,we were driuen to get vp to 
the prowe ofthe ſhip,by the worke of nature {ceking to preſerue lite as long as wee 
ry while truly ic was a ſtrange and vgly fight, ro ſce ſo hugea fire as ir quickly 
rew,to bee inthe ſea, andin the night, as if.it had cometo light vs co death. And 
- & by it had burned offthe maſt, whichall this while had proudly borne the ſaile 
(the wind,as might ſeeme,delighted to carie fireand bloud in his mourh) but now 
it fell ouer boord,and the fire growing neerer vs,it was not onely terrible in reſpe& 
of what we were toattend, but inſupportable through the heat of it, | 
Sothat wee were conſtrainedto bide it no longer, but diſarming and ſtripping 
our ſclues,and laying our ſelues vpon ſuch things, as weethought might helpe our 
ſwimming to the land,roo farre for our owne ſtrength to beare vs, mycouſin and 
I threw our {clues into the Sea. But I had ſwomme a very little way, when I felt, by 
reaſon of a wound I had,that I ſhould notbe ableto abide the trauell : & therefore 
ſceing the maſte,whoſe tackling had beene burne off, flote cleare from. the ſhip, 1 
ſwam vnto it,and getting on it,l tound mine owne ſword, which by chance, when 
I threw it away,caughtby a peece of canuas, had hung tothe maſte. I was glad,be- 
cauſe I loued it well; but gladder, when I ſaw at the other end the Captaine of the 
ſhip and of all this miſchiefc;who hauinga long pike, belike had borne himſelte vp 
with that,till he had ſer himſelf vpon the maſt. Butwhen I perceiued him, Villaine, 
faid I,doſt thouthinke to ouerliuve fo many honeſt men, whom thy falſhood hath 
brought todeſtrution? With that beſtriding the maſt, I'gatby little and little to- 
wards him,after fuch a manneras boyes are wont, if ever you ſaw that ſport, when 
they ride the wilde mare. And he percciuing my intention, like a fellow that had 
much more courage than honeſtic, ſer himſclfe rorefiſt : but I had in ſhort ſpace 


_ gotten within him,and(giuing him a ſound blow)ſent him to feed fiſhes. Bur there 
© my ſelfe remained, varill by Pirates I was taken vp, and among them againe taken 


aner,and brought into Leconie. | Py 

But what (ſaid Phz/oclea) became of your couſin Maſidorws ? Loſt, ſaid Pyrocler, 
Ahb,my Pprocles,ſaid Fhiloclea,l am gladThaue taken you.

For indeed I ſhould pity ns any miſchance fallento that Princeſſe: I will,faid 
Pbilsclea, ſmiling, ſo you giue me your word, your hands ſhall bequict auditors, 
They ſhall,Caid he, becauſc ſubie&t. Then began ſhee ro ſpeake, but with ſo pretty 
&dclightfull a maieſty, when ſhe ſet her countenancetotell the matter,thar Ppro= 
ces could not-chuſe but rebell ſo far as to kiſle her. She would haue puld her head 
away,and ſpeak, but while ſhe ſpake he kiſt,and it ſcemed he fed vpon her words: 
but ſhe gataway. How will you haue your diſcourſe, ſaid ſhe, without you let my 
lips alone?He yeelded,& took her hand:On this,ſaid he,wtilI revenge my wrong, 
and ſo began to make much of that hand, when her tale, & his delight were inter-= 
rupted by Miſs, who taking her time, while Bafi/ius backe was turned, camevnto 
them ; & told Philoeles, ſhe deſerued ſhe knew what, for leauing her mother,being 
euill at eaſe, to keep company with ſtrangers.

(looking at Bfili«s, as thoagh ſhe would ſpeak though ſhe died for it)xold Gywecie 
that her daughter had beene a whole houre together in ſecrettalke with Ze/maney 


And, ſayes ſhe, for my part I could not be heard (your daughters are brought vp y 


infach awe) though I told her of your pleaſure fufficicatly. Gynec/e,a5 if the had 
heard herlaſt doome pronqunced againſt her,with a fide look and changed coun- 
tenance, O my Lord,ſaid (he,what mean you to ſufferthele yong folkes togerher? 
Beſilims (that aimed nothing at the maxke of her ſuſpition) ſmilingly rook herin 
his armes ; Swoet wife,{aid he,I thank you _ your care of your childe : but _

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muſt beyouthes of other metall than Zelmane, that can endanger her. O but,crieg 
Gynccia,and therewith ſhe ſtaid: forthen indeede ſhe did ſuffer a right conflict be.

breeders power which plants theethere : it is the flaming agonie of affeion, that 
worksthe chilling acccf{e of thy feuer,in ſuch ſort,that naruregiues place;the groi 
wing of my daughter ſeemes the decay of my ſelfe, the bleſſings ofa mother tur 
to the curſes of a competitor;and the fair face of Phi appeares more horrible 
in my fight than the image of death. Then remembred the this ſong, which ſhee 
thought took a right meaſure of her preſent minde. |

brought a ſhield, whilethe Ladics trembling attended the iſſue of this dangerous 
aduenture. But Zelwene madethem perceiuerhe odds barween an Eagle and aKite 
wich ſuch nimble ſtayedneſſe,and an aſſured nimbleneſle, that while one was runs 
ning backe for feare, his tellow had her {word in his guts, . 1! 
| And by and by was both her heart and tiglpewell increaſed by the comming of

O 
 weaktruſt ofthe many-headed multirude,whominconſtancic only dothguide ts 
well doing,who can Eeen fidence there, where eopany takes away ſhame,&cach 
may hythe fault on hisfellow?ſo ſaid a crafty fellow amang4hem,namedClinies, 
tohimfelf, when he ſaw the word no ſaoner out of Le/mwaves mouth, butthat.there 
were ſome'ſhouts of joy,with God ſauc Beſi/erav,and diuers pfrhem-with much iol- 
lity grownero be hig.guard,thar but little before meant ta(þe.bigmurdergss.! _ 
This C/zni«s in his youth had been a ſcholler ſo farre, as to. learge rather words 
ji; than 
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than manners, and of words rather plentie than order, and oft had vſedrobe 3; 

| aQtorin Tragedics,where he had learned, belides aſlidingnes of language,acquain. 
rance with many paſſions, and to frame his face to beare the figure of them : long 
vicd tothe eycs and caresof men,and to reckon no faulr,but ſhamefaſtneſſe in nz. 
ture, amoſtnotable Coward, and yet more ſtrangely than rarely venturous inpri. 
oe practices. : 

: This fellow was become of neete truſt to Ceeropie, Amphia/ar his mother,ſorha 
he was priuicto all the miſchicuous deuiſcs, wherwith ſhe went about to ruine 36 
filiss and his children, forthe aduancing of her ſonne : and though his cducation 
had made him full of rongue, yet his loue to be doing,taughr him in any euil tobe 
ſecret, aud had by his miſtreſſe been'vſed(euer fincethe ſtrange retiring of Beſilim) 
ro whiſper rumors into the peoples cares : and this time{finding greac aptneſſein 
the multicude)was one ofthe chieftharſet them in the yprore(though quite with. 
out the conſent of Amphic/us, who would not for all the kingdomes of the world 
| fo haue aduentured the life of Pbilsclea.)But now perceiving the floud of their 
b rocbbe,he thought it policy to take the firſt of rhe ride, ſo that no man cri 
ediowderthan he vpon Bzfilzvs. And ſome of the Juſtieſt rebels not yer agreeing 
to rhe reſt, hee cauſedtwo or threeof his mares that were at his commandement 
to lifr him vp, and then as if he had had aprologueto vtter, he began with anice 
uitie to-demand audicnce.

The faraiet that loued Ze/menecould abide him no longer. For as atthe firſt he 
was willing to ſpeak of conditions, hoping to have gotren great ſoueraignries,and 
among the reſt Ze/mane:ſo now 29" war > people; once any thing down 
the hil fromtheir fury,would neyer ſlay tillthey cameto the bottome of out 
yeelding,and forthar he ſhould benearer feares of puniſhment ghan hopes of ſuch 
advancement, hee was one of them that ſtood moſt againſt the agreement : and 
to begin withall,diſdaining this fellow ſhovid play the preacher,who had bin one 
of the chiefeſt make-bares,ftrake him a great wound vponthe face with his ſword 
The cowardly wretchfell down;crying for ſaccour,and (ſcrambling throughthe 
legs of thern that were about him)gatto the throne where Zeimeze took him, and 
comforted him,bleeding for that was paſt,and quaking for fear of more.

| ſhould doas muchto him. For being divided inmindes & not divided incompa- 
nics, they that woilldyeeld to Bufiline were: intermingled with them that would 
not yeeld.

Clinics pony indeede_totell himrhe truth of all, ſauing what did rouc 
himſelfe,orCecropia, firſt dipping his handiinthe bloud ofhis wound, Now by this 
bloud, ſaid he,which is more dearero methan all the'reſt that is in'my body, fince 
itis ſpent for your ſafery:this rongue, perchance vnfortunarte,but never falſe,ſhall 
notnow begin to lie vmto my prince,of memoſt beloued. Then ſtretching out his 
hand & making vehement countenancesthe yſhers of his ſpeeches, in ſuch maner 
oftermes recounted this accident. Yeſterday, faid he, being your birth-day,inche 
poodly greene two miles hence before the citic of Eniſpwe,to do honor to the day, 
werea foure or fiue thouſand people(of alc6ditionsas I think)gathered together; 
ſpending al the day in dancings &othet exerciſcs,& whehi night came vnder tents 
& bowes making great cheere, and meaning to obſerne a waſſaling watch all thar 
night for your ſake. Baccbw, the learned ſay;was begot with thunder : Ithink,that 
made him euer ſince ſo full of ſtur & debare.Bacchw indeed it was which ſounded 
the firſt trumpetrothis rudeAlarum. Foe that barbarous opinion being genetally 
among them,to think withrvice to do honor, & with atiuiry in beaſtlines ro thew 
2bundance of loue,made moſt of them feek to ſhew the depth of their affeion in 
the depth of their draught.Butbeing oace wel chafed with winc, hauing ſpetalthe 
nigh,8&ſome peece of the morning in ſuchreuelling;&emboldned by. your abſen» 
nd maner of liuing,cthere was nio mattertheirears had euer heard of,that grew not. 
to be a ſubie@ of their winic conference. I ſpeak it by proofe: for I cake witnes of 
, the gods, who neuer leave periuries vnputtiſhed,that L often cried omtagainſttheir 
impudencie,& (when thar would not ſeruejſtopt minceares, becauſe I would nor 
be partaker of their blaſphemies,til with buffers they forced me ro have mine cars 
& cies defiled. Publikeaffaires were mingled with priuat grudges; neither was any 
man thought of wir,thar did not pretend ſome canſe of miſſike. Railing was coun» 
tedthe fruit of freedome;& ſaying nothing had his vttermoſt praiſe in ignorance. 
At the tengrh, your ſacred perfon,alas, why did 1 tine fo heare it * alas how doe 
breathe to vtrer it? But your cammandement doth not only enjoyn obedience;bug 
ue me force;your ſacred;perfon;1 fay;fcl to be their tabletalk;a proud word {wel 
ng intheir. ftomacks,8& diſdainfull reproches againſt ſa great a greatneſſe;haui 
put on the ſhew of greatnes in their little mindes: till at length the yery vnbridled 
vſc of words having increaſed fire intheir mindes (which God wotthought their 
knowledge notable, becauſe they had at all no knowledge ro eandemnihbeir own 
want of knowledge) they deicended (O nener to be forgotrenipreſumprian) 49

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remember their far-ferched conſtructions. Buttheſum was, you diſdained them; 
& what werethic pompes of your cſtate,iftheirarmes maintained you not © Why 
would call yon a Prince, ifyou had nar a people © When certain ofthem of wrer, 
ched eftaresand worſe mindes (whoſe fortunes change could not impaire) began 
roſay,rhar your gouernument was to/be looked into; how thegreat treaſures (you 
actrs {even chem)had been ſpent ;why none but great men and gentlemen 
could beadmitted inro caunſell thatthecommons,forſooth, were too plain hes 
ded o ſay-rheix opinions :ibut yettbeirbloud andſ{weat muſt maintaine all, Why 
cauldrell whether you were not betraicd in this place, where youliued* nay whe. 
ther youdid line or no. Therfore thatit was time tocomeand ſee; andit you were 
here, to know, if Arcediewere grown lothſome inyour ſight,why you did not rid 
your ſelfeof the rrouble's There would not want thoſethat would take ſo faire; 
cltaber in'good part. Sincethe Countrey was theirs, and the goucrnmenr an-ad. 
herent to thecountrey,whiy fhould they:notconfider of the oneas welas inhabite 
the other? Nay rather, ſaid they, letvs.begin thar, which-all Arcadia will folloy, 
Ler vs deliver our Prince from dangerof ;practices,and our ſelues from want of 4 
Prince.Let vs'doe that whichall thereſt thinke.Letiit be ſaid,that we only are nat 
aſtoniſhed with vaintitles, which baue therr force but;in our force.

Aſſoone as he had ended his devotion(all the priitiledged ſhepheards being now

further than thar, ſhe ſaid, as Ze/maexe had not granted, ſo ſneeneytherdid, nore- 
uer would defire. Befilixs kiſt her with more than fatherly thanks, and ſtraight (like 
a hard-keptWarde new cometo his lands)would fain haue vſedthe benefit ofthar 
grant, in laying his fickneſſe before his only Phyfitian. But Ze/mene (that had not 
yet fully determined with herſelfe, how to beare her ſelfe toward him)made him 
in few words ynderſtand , that the time in reſpeR of the company was vnfit for 
ſuch a parley; 8&therfore to keep his brains the buſter, letting him vnderſtand what 
ſhe had learned of his daughters, touching Er97z's diſtreſſe (whom in her trauaile 
ſhe had knowne, and bin greatly beholding ro)ſhe deſired him to finiſh the reſt, for 
ſo far as Plengws had told him, Becauſe ſhe ſaid, and ſhe faid truely,ſhe was full of 
care for that Lady,whoſe deſert (only except an ouer-baſe choiſe) was nothing a- 
greeableto misfortune. Befilims glad that ſhe would command himany thing, but 
moreglad, that in excuſing the ynfitneſſeof chat time, ſhe argued an intentionto 
granta fitter,obeyed her in this manner. 

Madam, ſaid hee, it is veric true, that ſince yeares enabled meeto iudge what is, 
or is not to be pitied, I neuer ſaw anything that more moued me ro iuſtific a vehe- 
ment compaſhon inmy ſelfe, thanthe eſtate of that Prince, whom ftrong againſi 
all his owne afflitions(which yet were greatas I perceiue you haue heard)yertrue 

and noble loue had ſo pulled down,asto lye vnder ſorrow for another. Inſomuch 
as I could not temper my long idle pen inthat ſubiet, which I perceiue you have 
ſeen.Butthen to leaue that varepeated,which I find my daughters hauetold you:l 
may pleaſe you to vnderſtand, fince ir pleaſeth you ro demand,thart Antiphilms be- 
ing crowned, and fo leftby the famous Princes Muſidorus and Pyrocles (led thence 
by the challenge of Anaxiaz, who is now intheſe Prouinces of Greece,making a dil- 
honourablecnquiry after that excellent Prince Pyroc/es already periſhed) Antiphi- 
lu, fay,being crowned,and deliuered from the preſence of thoſe two(whoſe ver- 
tues, while they were preſent, like good Schoolemaſters)ſuppretſed his vanities, he 
had not ſtrength of mind enough in him to make long delay of difcouering what 
maner of man he was. But ſtreight like one caried ypto ſo hiea place.thar he loſeth 
thediſcerning ofthe ground ouer which he is;ſo was his mind lifted ſo far beyond 
theleucll of his owne diſcourſe;that remembring only that himſelfwas in the high 
{eat ofa King, hee could not perceiue that hee wasa king of reaſonable creatures, 
who would quickly ſcorne follies,and repine at iniuries. But imagining no ſo true 
propertic of ſoucraigntie,as ro do what he liſted,and to liſt whatſoeuer pleaſed his 
fancy,he quickly made his Kingdome a Teniſcourt, where his ſubiects ſhould bee 
the balles, not intruth cruelly,butlicenciouſly abuſing them, preſuming ſo far vp- 
on himſclf,that what he did was liked of every body : nay, that his diſgraces were 
fauours,8& all becauſe he was a king. For in Nature notable to conceiuethe bounds 
of great matters (ſuddenly borne into an vaknowne Ocean of abſolure power) he 
was ſwayed withal,he knew not how,as cuery wind of pailions puffed him, Wher- 
to nothing helped him better, than that poyſonous ſugar of flatterie : which ſome 
vſed,out of the innate baſeneſle of their heart, ſtraight like dogs fawning vpon the 
greateſt : others ſecretly hating him, and diſdayning his greatriſing ſo ſuddenly,fo 
vndeſeruedly(finding his humour) bent their exalting him only to his ouerthrow 
likethe bird rhat carriesthe ſhel-fiſh high,to breake him the eaſier with his fall. But 
his minde (being an apt matrerto recciue what forme their amplifying ſpeeches 
would lay vponit)danced ſo pretty a meaſureto their falſe muſick,that he —_—_ 
himlſeite 
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himſclfe the wiſeſt 8 worthieſt;and beſt beloued, 'thareuer gauchobourto:royall 
tle, And being bur obſcurely/borne,he had found our vnbluſhing peilegrees, that 
madehim notonly-of the bloud royall; but true hetre though vaſtly Yi; eſt by 
£raus's Anceſtors. And likethe foolith bird,that when itfo hides:theibead:thar it 


ſeesnot it telfe, thinkes no bodyelle ſces'it : fo did heimaginethataq body knew |

Then vaineneſle (a meager friend to gratefulneſſe)brought him fot deſpiſes- 
rane,as of whom he had received no benefir;thar within halfe a years marriagehe 


to pretend barrennefſe:8& making firſt an vnlawtull taw of hauitng mo wines | 


thagone, he ſtill keeping Erows vnder-hand; 'by meſſages ſought 4ntaries: who no 
leſebaring himzthan louing (as valucky a choiſe) the nanghty: King Plexirtus, yet 
tobring to paſſe what ſhe purpoſed, was content to trainehim into talſchopes, till 
alreidy his imagination had crowned him King of Araexie,and had madethatbur 
thefoundation.of more and more Monarchies ; as if fortune had only gotten cy 
tocheriſh him. In whichrime agreat aſſembly of moſt partotallthrPrinces of fie 
beingto do honour tothe neuer ſufficiently praiſed Pyrovies & Auſidorm,he woutd 


be dne;not to acknowledge his obligation, which wasas greatasany-of the othens, 


bu looking to haue bin yong-maſtred among thoſe greareſtates, as hewas am 
his abuſing vaderlings. But ſo many valorous Ptinces,indeed far neerertodiſdaine 
bitachan otherwiſe, he was quickly ( —_— vponmotrue ground)-:jnwardl! 
out of countenance with himſtlfe, till big ſeldomi-comfortleſſe flatterers(perſw 
dinghim, it was enuic and feare of his expected greathdſle) made hinn/haſte awa 
fromehat company, and without futther delay appointed rhe meetingwith «4 
texiagto incredibly blinded with the ouer- bright ſhiningot' his royaltie; that hee 
could thinke ſuch —_—_— would be content to be toyned:- patcnt withanother to 
haveſuch an huisbaitd. Pooro£r9meto all this obeyed, cmther yvchemency of affecti> 
onmaking her ftoopto ſo ouer-baſe aſeruttude, or aſtohitſhed with an vnlooked 
forforrune,dull tro any behoofefull reſolution,or(as matiytimes it falls out eueriin 
great hearts when they.canatcufe none but rhemfelues)-defperatelybentto main» 
taide ir. For ſo went ſhe owviryrhat way of her louc, that(poore Ladie)to bee beb 
yond all other examples of ill fer'affe@ionjſhe was brought towrite ra4rtexie,that 
ſhewas content, forthe publikegood to ben (econd wifey and yeeldrhe firſt phage 
toher ; nay to extell him,and euen woour7axia for him. . 619:1c:: 2:0 ft 
Bur Artaxia(mortally hartngthem both for her brothers ſake) was content to 


hide her hate, tillſhe had timero ſhew.ie'+aad pretending that all her grudge was

2gaihſt the two paragons of vere, 2uſidorw and Pyrovles, even met them haiſt 
way-in excuſing her brother5tnurcher,as not being principall actors; and of the o- 
therſide, driuen ro what they:did by the euer-pardonable neceſfitie : and ſo well 


handled the matter, as thoughſhe promiſed — Anticbilm promiſed him- 


ſelfe all chat ſhe would hat&himthinke, And ſo a folemne enteruiew was appoin- 
ted: Bur {as the Poers ſay) Hymen had nat there his ſaffron coloured coat. For-2r- 
texir laying men ſecretly (8&cafily they might bee ſecret, fince Antiphilus though. 
ſee ouer-ran him in loue) when hee carieeuen ready toembrace her (ſhewing 14+ 
ther acountenance ofaccepting than offering) they came forth,and (hauing much 
aduantage both ih number, valour, & fore-preparation) put all his company to tlie 
ſword,but ſuch as could flieaway. As for Antiphilws, he cauſed him & Erowe bath 
tobe put in yrons, haſting back toward herbrothers tomibe,vpon which ſhe meant 
to ſacrificethem ,; making the loue of her brother ftand betweene her and all other

Bur het wit endeared by-her youth; her affliction by her birth; & her ſadneffe by 
herbeauty, madethis noble Prince Plangus, who (neuer almoſtfrom his Couin 
:#rtaxis) was now preſent at Erone's taking, to percciue the ſhape of louclineſe 
more perfeftly in wo;than in ioyfulnefſe(as ina piture which receives greaterlig 
by the darkneffe of ſhadowes, than by more glittcring colours)and ſeeing to like, 
and likingto loue, and louing ſtraight to feclethe moſt incident effects of loue, 1 
-ferue and preſerue.. So.borne by the haſtic tyde of ſhort leaſure, .he did haſtily & 
finer together his affetion;and affeRionatg care. But ſhee (as if hehad ſpoken f 
finall marter,when he mentioned her life,zo which ſhee had nor leaſure to attend 
deſired him: if: hee loued her, toſhew it, in finding ſome way to.ſaue Antiphil 
Forher, ſhe found the world but a weariſome ſtage vnto her, where ſhe played; 
partagainſt her will:and therefore beſought him, notto caſt his loue in ſo vnfni, 
fall a places could not loue it ſelfe : but tor a teſtimony of conſtancie,and aſus 
bleneſſeto his word,to doc ſo much comfort to her minde, as that for her ſake 4 
gipbilus were ſaued. Heetold mectiow. much hee argued againſt hertendring hin, 
who had ſo vngratefully'betrayed her, and fooliſhly caſt away himfc}fc, Bute 
cciuing ſhe did not only bend uer very good witsto ſpeak for him againſt herſell 
but when ſuch a cauſe could be allicd to: no reaſon, yet loue would needes maket 
ſclfe a cauſe, and barre her rather from hearing,than yeeld that ſhe ſhould yeeldy 
ſuch arguments: he likewiſe in whomthe powerofLoue,asthey ay of ſpirirsgrs 
ſubie&rothe loue in her,with griefe conſented, and (though backward ly)wasdil: 
gent to labour the helpe of 4n:riphilm:aman whom he not only hated,as a rraytor 
to'Erexe, but enuicd as a polleſſor of Erave. Yet loue {ware his heart,in ſpite of hi 
heart,ſhould make him becomea ſeruant to his riul. And ſodid he, ſecking allthe 
meanes of perfwading Arrexis, which the authority of ſo necre,and ſo yertuow! 
kinfman could giue vnto him.But ſhee to whom theeloquence of hatred had given 
reuengetheface of delight, reietedal ſuch motions;butratherthe morecloſcl yim- 
priſoning them in her chiefe city,where fhe kept them, with intention at the birth 
day of Tiridates, which was very neere, to execute Aniiphilus, and atthe day ofhis 
death, which was about halfea yeare after, to victhe ſame rigour towards Eran, 
Plangw much grieucd, becauſe mach louing,attempted the humours of the Zycians, 
to ſce, whether they would comein with forces toſuccor their Princeſſe, Burthere 
the next inheritor to the crown(withthe true play that is vſed in the game of king- 
domes) had no ſooner his miſtreſle in captiuity, but he had vſurped her place, and 
making her odious to her people, becauſe of the vnfit election ſhe had madeghad (o 
left no hopethere : but which is worſe, had ſentto Arrexie, perſwading the iuſti 


cing her, becauſethar vaiuſtice mighy give his title the name of juſtice. Wanting 
| - that 
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that way, Plengue practiſed with ſome deare friends of his,to ſaue A»tiphilus out of 
priſon, whoſe day becauſeir was much ncarerthan Erexs's,& that he wel found,ſhe 
hadtwiſted her life ypon the ſame threed with his, hee determined firſt to get him 
out of priſon: and to thar end hauing prepared all matters as well as in ſuch caſe he 
could, where Ar#axis had ſet many of Tiridates old ſeruants to haue well-marking 
es, he conferred with Aztiphilws,as (by the authority he had)he found meanests 
do; & agreed with him ofthetime & maner,how hee ſhould by thedeath of ſome 
of his Iaylors eſcape. But all being well ordered, & Plengas willingly putting him- 
ſelte into the greateſt danger, A#tiphilus (who,like a bladder,{weld ready to break, 
while it was full ofthe wind of proſperity;rthat being out,was ſoabicced,as aptto 
betrod on by euery body) when it came tothe point,that with ſome hazzard, hee 
might be in apparant likelihood toauoid the vttermoſt harme; his heart fainted,8& 
(weake foole, neither hoping, nor fearing as hee ſhould) gataconceit, that with! 
bewraying this practice,he might obtaine pardon : &thexefore euen alittle before 
Planzus ſhould haue come vnto him,opened the whole praQiceto himrhar had the 
charge, with vnpitied teares idely proteſting,hee had rather dyc by Ar#axis's com- 
mandemenr,than againſt her will eſcape : yet begging life vpon any the hardeſt,8 
wretchedeſt conditions that ſhe ſhould lay vpon him, His keeper provided accor- 
dingly,ſo that when Playgus came, he was like himſclfe to haue bin entrapped : but .. 
that finding (with a luckie in-ſight)that itwas diſt couered, he retyred , and (calling 
his friends about him) ſtood vpon his guard, as he had goo cauſe. For, Artexis 
(accounting him moſt vngratefull,conſidering that her brother & ſhe had not one- 
ly preſerued him againſt the malice ofhis farher, bur cuer yſed him much liker his 
birth,than his fortune) ſent forces to apprehend him. Burt hee among the martiall 
men had gotten ſo greatloue,that he could not only keep himſelf from her malice, 
but worke in their mindsa compaſhon of Eyezxx's adueriitie. DENY | 
 Burfor the ſuccour of A#tiphilas hee could get no bodie to ioyne with him; the 
contempt of him hauing not bin able to qualifie the hatred ſothat Ariexie mighr 
cily vpon him performe her will , which was(atthe humble ſuite of all che wo- 
men of that Citice)to deliuerhimto theircenſure, who mortally hated him for 
hauing made alaw of Po/y2amic,after many tortures, forc't him tothrow himſelfe 
from a bigh Pyramis, which was built ouer Tiridetesrombe, and foro end. his 
falſe-hearted life, which had planted no ſtrongthought in him, bur that he could be 
vnkinde. 

But Plangus well perceiving that Arkexis ſtayed only for the appointed day,that - 
the faire Erone's body(conſumed to aſhes)ſhould make a notorious teſtimony, how 
deeply her brothers death was engrauen in her breaſt,he aſſembled good numbers 
ef friends, whom his vertue, though a ſtranger, had tyed vato him, by force to 
glue her liberty. Contrariwiſe, Ar#4xis, to whom Anger gaue more courage than 

ſexe did fearc,vſed herregall authority(the moſt ſhe could)to ſuppreſſe that ſe- 
dition, and haue her will : which, ſhce thought, is the moſt Princely thing that 
may be. But Plarges, who indeed,as all men witnelle, is one of the beſt Captaines 


| (both for policie and valour) that are trayned in the ſchoole of Mars, in a conflict 


overthrew Artaxia's power, though of farre greater number 7 and theretooke pri- 
ſoner a baſe ſonne of her brothers, whom ſhe dearely affected, & then ſent her word 
that he ſhould runnethe ſame race of fortune,whatſoeuer it was,that Eros did : 8 
happy was that threatning for her ; for clſe Arraxis had haſtenedthe day of her 

death,in reſpe& of thoſe tumults. i 
| Butnow (ſome principall Noblemen of o_ Country interpoſing themſclues) 
3 ic 
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' itwasagreed;that all perſons elſe fully pardoned, andall priſoners(except Eron) 


deliuered, ſneſhould be put into the hands of a principall Nobleman, who hadz 
caſtle of great ſtrength,by oath,if by the day two yeare from Tirideres death, Pyry. 
ele ahd Myuſidorm did not in perſon combate, and overcome two Knights, whotn 
ſhe appointed to maintaine her quarrell againſt E70wa andthem, of hauing by tre. 
fon deſtroyed her brother,that thenErone ſhould be that fame day burned toaſhes; 
but if they came,and had the viorie, ſhe ſhould be delivered ;but vponno occafi. 
ofi neither freed,nor executed till that day. And hereto of both fides,all took ſy. 
lemne oath,and ſo the peace was concluded ; they of ?/anzwe party forcing himto 
agree,though he himſelfe the ſooner condiſcended, knowing the courteſte of thoſe 
ewo excellenrPrinces,not to refuſe ſo noble a quarre]], & their power ſuch, as two 
more(like the other two) were not ableto reſiſh. But Ar#axi« was more, and vpon 
berterground, pleaſed with this ation;for ſhe had eucn newly receiued news from 
Plexirtus, that vponthe ſea he had cauſed rhem both to periſh,& therefore ſhe held 
her ſelfe ſure of the match. | | 
-"'Bur poore Pleangm knew not ſo much, and therefore ſceing his party (as moſt 
times it falls out in like caſe) hungry of any conditions of peace, accepted them; 


 &then obtained leauc of the Lord,thar indifferently kept her,to viſit Erous,whom 


he found full'of deſperate ſorrow , ſuffering neither his vnworthineſſe, nor'his 
wrongs,nor his death(which is the naturall concluſion of all worldly acts)citherto 
cover with forgetfulneſs,or diminiſh with conſideration,the affetion ſhe had born 
him: but euen glorying in affliction,6 ſhunning all comfort,ſhe ſeemed to haue no 
dclight,but in making bet ſelfe the piure of miſery.Sothat when P/argw came to 
her,ſhe fell in deadly traunces,as if in him ſhe had ſeen the death of Anriphilas, be- 
cauſe he had not ſuccoured him:and yer(her verruc ſtriving) ſhe did at onetime ac- 
knowledge her ſelf bound;& profeſle her ſelf iniured; in ſtead of allowing the con- 
cluſion they had made,or writing to the Princes(as he wiſht her ro do) crauing no- 
thing but ſom ſpeedy death,to follow her (in ſpite of inſt hate)beloued. Antiphilm, 

So that Flavgw hauing nothing bur a rauiſht kiſſe from her hand ar their parting, 
went away towardGreece,whitherward hevnderſtood the Princes were embarked, 
But by the way it was his fortuneto intercept letters, written by” Ar/axia to Plexjr- 
8: wherein thee ſignified her accepting himto her husband, whom ſhee had cuer 
fauoured ; ſomuchthe rather, as hee had performedthe conditions of her marti- 
age, in bringing to their deſcrued end her greateſt enemies : withall, thanking the 
ſea, inſuchtearmes as hee might well perceive it was by ſome treaſon wroughtin 
PFlexirtus ſhip. Whereupon (ro make more diligent ſearch) he rooke ſhip himnſelfe, 
and came into Zaconia,cnquiring, and by his enquiry finding, that ſuch a ſhip- wa 
indeede with fight and fire periſhed, none (almoſt)eſcaping. Butfor Pyroc/es and 
Auſidorns, it was aſſuredly Srermined that they were caſt away : for thenameof 
ſach Princes (eſpecially ini Greece) would quickly elfe have bin 4 large witnefſle to 


| thecontrary. Full of griete with thar,for the loſſe of ſuch, who teftthe world poor 


of perfeRion: but more ſory for Erona's ſake, who nowby them could hot be relic- 
ved; anew aduertifement from Armenia ouertooke him , which multiplyed' the 
fotceof his anguiſh.Itwasa meſſage from the Nobleman who had Eroms in ward, 
piving hintto vaderſtand,that fince his'departure, 4rtaxia,yfingthe benefit ofrime, 
ad beſieged him in his Caſtle, demanding preſent deliverie of her, whom yet 
for his faith giuen, he would not, befoxethe day appoinied,if poſſibly he could re- 
ſiſt;which he foreſaw,long he ſhould not do for want of victuall,which he had not 

ſo wiſely prouided, becauſe he traſted vponthe generall gath taken for two / res 
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ſpace : andtherefore willed him'to make hafteto his ſuccour, and corme with as 
{mall forces; for all they that were of his fide in Armenia were conſumed, and Ar- 
taxia had increaſed her might by marriage of Plexirrus, who now crowned King 
there, ſtickt not to glory in the murder of Pyrocles and Muſidori, as. hauing. iuſt 
cauſe thereto,in reſpe& ofthe deaths of his ſiſter Anaromena,her ſon his Nephew, 
and his owne daughter Zelmane:all whoſe loſſe hee vniuſtly charged them withall, 
and now openly ſtickt notto confeſſe, what a reuenge his wit had brought forth, 
Plangw much aſtoniſhed herewith, bethought himſelfe what tg doe: For to returne 
to Armenia was vaine, ſince his friends there, were vtterly ouerthrowne, Then 
thought he of going to his Father ; bur he hadalready (cuen fince the death of his 
ſtepmother and brother)attempted the recouering of his fauour, and all in vaine, 
For they that had before ioyned with Ardromene to doe him the wrong, thought 
now no life for them if he returned; and therefore kept him ſtill (with new forged 
ſuſpicions)odious to his father.So that Plangre reſerving that fora work of longer 
time, than the ſauing of E793 couldbeare, determined to goetg, themightie and 
good king Euerchas : who lately hauihg (to his etcrnall fame) fully, not; onely con- 
quered his enemies, but eſtabliſhed good gouernment in their countries, he hoped 
he might haue preſent ſnccour of him, both for the iuſtneſſe of the caulc,, and re- 
venge of his childrens death, by ſo haynous a treaſon murthered. Therefope ith 
diligence he went to him,and.by the way (paſſing through my countrey)it wasmy 
hap to finde him, the moſt onerthrowneman with griete, that euerI hopeto ſee 
againe; For ſtill it ſeemed hee had Eronaar a ſtake before his eyes ; ſuch an appre- 
henfion hce had taken of het danger ; which in deſpite of allthe comfortI could 
iue him, hee powred out in ſuch larmentarions, that T was moued hqtto let him 
paſſe till he had made full declaration, which ky peeces my daughters & I haue de- 
livered vnto you. Faine he would haue had fuccour of my ſelf: but the courſe of my 
life being otherwiſe bent,I only accopatiied him with ſome that might ſafely guid

and to that paſſe had my husbands vertue (by my good helpe) within ſhort time 
brought it,wiith a plot wee layd, as wee ſhould not haue needed to have waitcd the 
tedious worke of anaturall end of B/iliws, when the heauens(I thinke enuying my 
great felicitie)then ſtopt thy fathers breath, when he breathed nothing but power 
and ſoueraigntic. Yet did northy orphancic, ormy widowhood, depriue vs of the 
delightfull prof pecwnich.gae hill of honour doth yeeld, whike expeRation of thy

"| Butbefore, my ſonne, thou wert come tothe ageto feele the ſweetneſle of au- 
thoritic,this beaſt(whom I can neuer name with patience)falſely and fooliſhly ma- 
ve- | ficdthis Gynecia, thena yong gyrle, and broughther ts fit abouc mee in all feaſts, 
hz | foturnc her ſhoulder tome-wardinallour ſolemnities. Ir is certaine, it is not { 9 
rd) 2p 
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great a ſpite to bee ſurmounted by ſtrangers, as by ones owneallies, Thinke they 
what my minde was,fince withall there is no queſtion, The fall is greater from the 
firſt tothe ſecond,than from the ſecond to the vndermoſt. The rage did fwel in my 
hearr,ſo much the more as it was faine to be ſuppreſſed in ſilence; & diſgniſed with 
humbleneſſe. But aboue all thereſt,the griefe of grieues was, when with theſe twy 
daughters, now thy prifoners, ſhe cut offall hope of thy ſucceſſion. It was a tediong 
thing to me, that my eyes ſhould looke lower than any bodies, thar(my ſelf being 
by)anothers voice than mine, ſhould be more reſpeed. But it was inſupportable 
vato me, tothinkethatnort only I, but thou ſhouldſt ſpend all thy time in ſuch mi. 
ſery,8: thatthe Sunne ſhould ſee my eldeſt ſonne lefle than a Prince. And though] 
had bina Saint I could not chooſe, finding the change this change of fortune bred 
vnto me, for now from the multitudeof followers, filence grew to be at my pate, 
and abſence in my preſence. The gueſſeof my minde could preuaile more before, 
than now many of my carneſt requeſts. And thou (my deare ſonne) by the fickle 
tnultitudenomorethan an ordinary perſon (borne of themud of the people) xe. 
arded. But I(remembring that in all miſerics weeping becomes fooles, andprz. 
Ricewiſe folkes) haue tried diuers meancs to pull vs our of the mire of ſubietion, 
And though many times fortune failed me, yer did I neuer faile my ſelfe. Wilde 
beaſts I kept in acaue hard by the Lodges, which I cauſed by nighttobe fed inthe 
placeof their Paſtorals, Las thenliuing in my houſe hard by the place, and againſt 
the houre they were to meete (having kept the beaſts without meate)then ler then 
looſe,knowing thatthey would ſecke their food there, & denour whar they found, 
Bat blinde Fortune hating ſharpe-ſighted inuentiotis, made them valuckily to bee 
killed. After I 'vied my ſeruant C/inias to ſtirre a notable tumult of country people: 
but thoſe louts were too grofle inſtruments for delicate conceits. Now laſtly, fin- 
ding Philanex his examinations grow dangerous,I thought to play double or quit: 
and with aſleight I vſcd of my fine-witted wench Arreſis , with other maides of 
mine, would haue ſent theſe goodly inheritrixes of Arcadie, to hane —_— their 
cauſe before P{ato,but that ouer-fortunately for them, you made me know the hf 
day how vehemently this childiſh paſſion of loue doth tormenit you. Therefore! 
hane brought them vnto you, yet wiſhing rather hate than loue in you. For hate of: 
ten begertterh victorie; Loue commonily igthe inſtrument of ſiibieQion. Tr is ras, 
thatI would alſo by theſame praticehane entrapped the parents, but my maides 
faild of it,not daring to tary long abouritBut this ſufficeth, fiace(theſe bemytaken 
away )youare the vndoubted inheriror,'& Baſilis will not longouer-line this loſſe 
O-mother, ſaid Amphialm,ſpeak not of doing them hurt,no more'than tominecis, 
or my heart,or if I haue any thing moredear than eyci,or heart vnto me. Let others 
finde whar ſiveetnes they will in cuer fearing, becauſethey eur are feared: for my 
part,I will thinke my ſelf highly intirled,if I may beonce by Phileclea accepted for 
a ſervant. Well, ſaid Cecropis, I would Thad born you of my minde,zs well as of my 
bodic: then ſhould you not haue ſunke vhder thefe baſe weakeneſfes. Bur ſince you 
haucticd your thoughts in fo wilfull a knot, it is happy my policic hath-broitght 
mattets ro ſuch a paſſe, as you may both enioy affeftion,8&vpon thatbuild your 0+ 
ucraigntie. Alas,faid Awphialus,my heart would faineyeeld yonthankes for ſerting 
me inthe way of felicity, butthar fcarekils them tn me, before they are fully bord. 
For if Philocles be diſpleaſed, how can T be pleaſed ? if ſhe count Kvakindnes,thall 
I giuetokens of kindnes * perchanceſhe condemnes mt of this aRion,8 ſhall Itri- 
umph : percharice ſhe drownes now the beauties None with ſorrowfull teares,and 
where is then my reioycing? You hane reaſon, ſaid Cerrgprewithifained gray, 
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will therfore ſend her away preſently,thather contentment may be recouered, No 
ood mother, ſaid Amphialm, ſince ſhe is here, I would not for my life conſtraine 
reſence,but rather would I dy than conſenttoabſence.Pretty intricate follics,{:1« 
Cecropia, bur get you vp, and {ce how you can preuaile with her, while I go0eto thy 
other ſiſter, For after, we ſhall haue our hands full todefend our ſelues,if Baſilims ha; 
to befiege vs. But remembring her ſelfe,ſhee turned backe and asked him whar hc 
would hauc done with Zel/maze, fince now he might be reuenged of his hurt « No- 
thing but honorably,anſwered 4mphialms,hauing deſcrued no otherof me,eſpeci:!- 
ly being(as I hear)greatly cheriſhed of Phi/oclea: & therfore I could wiſhthey we 1 
lodged together.O no,ſaid Cecropie, company confirmes reſolutions, & louclinc: 
breeds a wearines of ones thoughts, &loa ſooner conſenting to reaſonable profer-. 

But -4mphi«l«(taking off his mother Philoclea's knives, which he kept as a reliqu« 

fince ſhe had worne them gat vp,8 calling for his richeſt apparel, nothing ſeeme 3 
ſumptuous enough for his miſtrefles eies;andthat which was coſtly,he feared were 
notdainty: and though the inuention were delicate, hemitdoubted the making. As; 
carefull he was too of the colour, leſt if gay,he might ſeemeto glorie in his iniuric, 
and her wrong ; if mourning,it might ſtrike ſome euill preſage vnto her of her for- 
tune. At length he tooke a yore more rich than glaring,the ground being black 
yeluer, richly embroidered with great pearle,and precious ſtones,but they {er ſo 2- 
mong certaine tuffes of cipres,that the cipres was like black clowds,through whic! 
the ſtars might yeeld a dark luſtre. About his neck he warea brode and gorgeo::s 
collor, wherof the pieces interchangeably anſ{wering;the one was of diamonds &: 
pearle,ſet witha white enamell,ſo as by the cunning of the workmanir ſeemed 1:k 
aſtining ice, and the other piece becing of Rubies, & Opalls, had a fiery gliftrino, 
which he thought pictured the two paſſions of Fearc & Deſire, wherin he was cn- 
chainde, His hurr,not yet fully well, made hima lirtle halr, bur he ſtraucro giuethc 
beſt grace he could vnto his balring, 

And in that ſort he went to Ph:loctea's chamber : whom hee found (becauſe her 
chamber was ouer-lightſome) fitting of that fide of her bedde which was from 
the window ; which did caſt {uch a ſhadow vpon her, as a good Paintcr wo! 
beſtow vpon Yeaws, when vnder the trecs ſhee bewailed rhe murther of Aden, 
her hands and fingers (as it were) indented one within the other : her ſhoulder 
leaning to her beddes head, and ouer her head aſcarte, which did eclipſe almoſt 
halfe her &yes, whictyvnderit fixed their beames vpon the wall by, with ſo ſteddy 
amanner, as if in that place they might well change, but not mend their obic& : 
and ſo remained they a good while after his comming in , henot daring totrou- 
ble her, nor ſhe percciuing him, till that (a little varying herthoughts ſomething 
quickning her ſenſes) ſhe heard himas he hapned to ſtirre his yppergarment : and 
percejuing him,roſevp,wirh a demeanure,where inthe Booke of beauty there was 
nothing to be read but Sorrow : for Kindnefle was blotted out, and Anger was ne- 
ver there. 

But: —ſowphialus that had enttuſted his memory with long and forcible ſpecches, 
found it ſo locked vp in amazement; that he could picke nothing out of ir, but the 
beſceching her to take what was done in good part,andto affute her ſelf there was 
nothing but honour meant vnto her perſon. Bur ſhee making no other anſwer, 
but letting her hands fall one from the other, which before were ioyned (with 
eyes ſomethin? caſt aſide, and a filent ſigh) gaue him to vnderſtand , that con- 
idering his doings, ſhce thought his ſpeech as tullof incongruitie, as her nſivet 
would be voyde of purpoſe : whereupon he kneeling downe,and kiſing her 11190 
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which ſhe ſuffered with a countenance witneſſing captiuitie,but notkindneſle) hee 
b:ſoughther to haue pity of aim, holc loue went beyond the bounds of concei 
much more of vttering:that in her hands the ballance of his life or death did tang, 
whereto the leaſt motion of hers would ſerue toderermine, ſhee being indeed the 
niſtreſſe of his life, and/he her cteraall flauc; and with true vehemencic beſought 
herthat he might hearc her ſpeake, whereupon ſhe ſuffered her ſweerbreath to turn 
ic {clfe into theſe kinde of words. : 

Alas couſin, ſaid ſhee, what ſhall my tongue bee ableto doe, which is informed 
by the earcs one way, andby the eycs another ? You call for pitie, and vſe cruel. 
rie ; you ſay you loue me, and ye: dos the effets of enmitie. Youaffirme Your 
death is in my hands , but you hauc brought mee to ſo neare adegreeto death, zz 
when you will, you may lay death vpon me : {o that while you ſay, Iam mj. 
fireſſe of your life, I am not miſtreſſe of mine owne. You entitle yourſelfemy 
flaue, bur Iam ſure Iamyours. Ifthen violence, iniurie, terrour, and depriving 
of that which is more deare than life it ſelfe, libertie,be fit orators for affeQion 
may expe that I will bee caſily perſwaded. Bur if the nearcnefle of our kindre 
breede any remorſe in you, ortherebe any ſuch thing in you, which you call low 
roward me, then let not my fortune bediſgraced with the name of impriſonment: 
let not my heart waſte it { elfe by being vexed with feeling ecuill;and fearing we;ſe, 
Letnot mce beea cauſe of my parents wofull deſtruction ; but reſtore mee to 
{clfe, and ſo doing , I ſhallaccount I haue receiued my ſelfe of you. And what! 
ſay for my ſelfe, I ſay for my deare ſiſter, and my friend Zelmane ; far delireny 
well-being, without they may bee partakers, With that her teares rained downe 
from her heauenly eyes, and ſcemedto water the ſweerte and beautifull lowers of 
her face. | 

But «Amphialus was like the poore woman, who louing a tame Doe ſhe had x: 
boueall earthly things , hauing long played withali, and made it feedart her hand 
and lap, is conſtrained ar length by famine (all herflocke being ſpent, and ſhee 
fallen into extreame pouertic) to kill the Deere, to ſuſtaine her lite. Many a pitiful 
Jooke doth ſhee caſt ypon it, and many a time doth ſhee draw backe her handbe- 
fore ſhe can giuethe ſtroke. For euen ſo Amphialus by a hunger-ftarued affeRion, 
was compelled tg offer this iniuric,and yer the ſame affeion made him with ator- 
menting griefe, thinke vnkindeneſle in himſelfe, that hee could finde in his hear 
any way to reſtraine her freedome, Burt at length, neither able togrant, nor 
deny, herhus anſwered her : Deare Ladie, faid he, I will not ſay vnto you (hoy 
iuſtly ſocuer I may doe it) that I am ncither author, nor acceſſary vnto this your 
wich-holding. For fince I do<not redreile it, I am as faulty as if T had begun it. But 
this I proteſt vnto you {and this proteſtation of minc,letthe heauens heare,and if 
lie,let them anſwer mewith a deadly thunderbolt)that in my ſoule I wiſh I hadne 
uer ſeen the light ; or rather,that I had neuer had a fatherto beget ſuch a child,tha 
that by my means thoſe cies ſhould oucrflow their own beauties,than by my means 
the skieof your vertuc ſhould be ouerclowded with ſorrow. Burt woe is me, moſt 
excellent Ladic, I finde my ſclfemoſt willing to obey you : neither truly do mine# 
eares receiuethe leaſt word you ſpeake, withany lefle reuerence, than as abſolute, 

 & vnreſiſtable commandements. Butalas, thattyrant Loue (whichnow poſſeſſeth 
tlic hold ofall mylife and reaſon)will no way ſuffer ir. Ir is Loue, itis Loue, notl, 
which diſobey you. Whartthen ſhall I ſay * but thar I, who am ready to lye vader 
your feere, to venture, nay to loſe my life at your leaſt commandement : I am not 
ti1: tay of your fre:dome,but Loue, Loue;whichties you in your own knots. It is 
you 
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you your ſelfe,that impriſon your ſelfe : it.is your beauty which makes theſe caſtle 
walls embrace you : it is your owne eyes, which reflet yponthernſelucs this 4niu- 
rie, Then is there no other remedy, but that you ſome way vouchſlafe to ſatisfic 
this Loues vehemencie ; which (finceit grew in your ſelfe) without queſtion you 
ſhall finde ir (farre more than I)tractable. | | bes {61 ot en 
Bur with theſe words ?hilocle fell ro ſo extreamea quaking, and her lively 
whiteneſle did degenerateto ſuch a deadly paleneſſe, that Amphialims feared ſome 
dangerous traunce : ſo that rakingher hand, and feeling thatit,{which; was 
woat to bce one of the chicte firebrands of, Cu9id) had all the ſenſeof- ir wrapr 
vpin coldneſſe,he began humbly to beſeech her to put away all feare,gndtoaflure 
ber ſe!fe vpon the vow hee made thereof vnto God, and her ſelfe, that the viter- 
moſt forces hee would cuer employ to conquer her affection, ſhould: bee Defire, 
and Deſert. That promiſe brought 2h1i/ocles againe to her ſelfe, ſo that ſlowlyilif- 
ting vp. her eyes vpon him, with a countenance cuer courteous, butthen langui- 
ſhing, ſhee told him, that he ſhould doe well to doe ſo, if indeed he hadeuer taſted 
' what true loue was : for that where now ſhee did beare him good will, ſhee ſhould 
(if hee tooke any other way) .hate,and abhorre the very thought ofhim : aſſuring 
him withall, that though his mother had taken away her kniues, yetthe houſc of 
death had ſo many doores,as ſhee would eaſily flycinto ir, if cuer ſhe found her h16- 
nour endangered. : y o 
phialms hauing the cold aſhes af Care caſt ypon thecoales of Defire, leauing 
ſome of his mothers Gentlewomento waite vpon Philoclea, himſelfe indeede a 
priſoner to his priſoner, and making all his authoritiero bee but a foor-ſtoolero 
Humbleneſſe, went from her rohis mother. To whom-with words which Aﬀe- 
ion endited ,, bur Amazement verered, hee delivered what had paſſed betweone 
him and ?h7leclea : beſeeching herto trie what her perſwaſtons could do with her, 
while he gaue order for all ſuch things as were neceſſary againſt ſuch forces, as hee 
looked daily Bef6/i#s would bring before his caſtle. His morher bad him quiet him- 
ſelfe,for ſhee doubted novyto take fit times, But that the beſt way was;figft roler her 
owne Paſſion a littletire it ſclfe, | £4 3% ; 
. Sothey calling Clizies,and ſome other of their connſell, aduiſed vpon their pte- 
ſent affaires.Firſt,he diſpatched priuareletters toallrhofe principall Lords &Gen- 
tlemen of che countrey,whom hethought cither alliance,orfriendſhiprto himſelfe 
might draw ; with ſpeciall motions from the generall conſideration of dutie tnot 
omitting all ſuch, whom cither yourhfull age,or youthlike mindes did filtwith vri- 
limitred defires : befides ſuch whom any diſcontentment made hungrieof change; 
or an oucr-ſpended want, made want a ciuill warre:toeach(according ts the couti- 
ſell of his mother)conforminghimſelfeafter theirhumors. To his friends;friend- 
lineſs,torheambirious,greatexpeRations,tothediſpleaſed,reuenge;tothegreedy; 
ſpoyle: wrapping their hopes with ſuch cunning,as they rather ſeemed giuen over 
vato them as partakers,than promiſes ſprung of necelſſitie. Then ſenthero his mo- 
;thers brother,the king of Argos: but he was then ſo ouer-laid with watre him{tlfe; 
a5 from thence hecould attend ſmall ſuccour. . 4: rh |": ;".\ 2raWn 
| But becauſe he knew how violently rumors doblow the ſailes of popular iudge- 
ments,and how few there bee that can diſcerne betweenetruthand trurhlikeneſfe; 
betweene ſhewes and ſubſtance ; hee cauſed a.iuſtificationof this hisaQion'to bee 
written,wherof were ſowed abroad many copies, which with ſome glotles of pro- 
bability,might indeede hide the fowlneſſe of bis treaſon;and from rrae:common- 
places, ferch downe moſt falſe applications; Far,beginning how muchrhe durry 
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which'is owed the couritry,gocs beyond all other dueties,fincein it ſelfe it con. 
Taines them all; and thar for the reſpe& thereof,nor only all render reſpets of kin. 
dred.or whatſocuer other friendſhips are te bee laid afide, bur that even long-held 
opinions(rather builded vpon a ſecret of gouernment,than any ground of truth)are 
to be forſaken; he fell by degrecs,to ſhew,that ſince the end wherto any thing is dj. 
Teed.is cuer tobee of morenoble reck ning, than rhe thing thereto ditefted : that 
therefore the weale-publike was moreto bee regarded, than any perſon or Magi. 
Krate that thereunto was ordained. Thefecling confidetation whereot had mg. 
ucd him (though as neerc of kinnero Beſilizs as could bee, yer) to ſet prificipall 
before his eyes,the good eſtate of fo many thouſands,ouer whom Baſi{rus raioned 
rather than ſb to hood-winke himſclfe with affeRtion , as te ſuffer the Reaime tg 
runneto manifeſt ruine. The cate whereof, did kindly appertaine to thoſe why 
bcing ſubaltern magiſtrates S&: officers of the crown, were to be employed,as fro 
the Prince,ſo for the people; 8& of all other,cſpecially himſelfe, who being deſcet. 
ded of the Royallrace,and next heire male, Nature had no ſooner opened his eig, 
butthar the ſoyle whereupon they did lovke was to looke forat his hands a conti- 
nuall carefulneſs:which as ftom his childhood he had euer carried, ſo now finding 
that his Vncle had nor only giuen ouer all careofgouernment,but had put it into 
the hands of Philawex(a man neither in birth comparable to many,nor for his cot- 
rupt,proud,and partiall dealing,liked of any)but beſide, hadſert his daughters, in 
whom the whole eſtate,as next heiresthereunto,had no leſſe intereſt than himſelf, 
in ſovnfitand ill-guarded a place,as it were not only dangerous for their perſons, 
bur (if they ſhould bee conueyed to any forraine countrey) te the whole com- 
mon-wealth pernicious: that therefore hehad broughtthem into this ſtrong caſtl 
of his: which way,if it might ſcem ſtrange, they were to conſider,that new neceſſ- 
ties require new remedies: butthere they ſhould beſcrued & honoured as belongel 
cotheir greatneſſe,vntill by the generall allembly of the cſtates,it ſhould bee derer- 
mined how they ſhould totheir beſt(both priuate, and publique)aduantage be mat- 
ched;vowing al faith & duty bothto the father & childten,neuerby him to bevio- 
lated. But if in the mean time,before the eſtates could be afſembled, he ſhould beaſ- 
ſailed, he would then for his own defence takearms: deſiring all, that cither tendred 
the dangerous caſe of their country,or in their harts loued juftice,to defend himih 
this iuſt aRion. And ifthe Prince ſhould command them otherwiſe,yer to kno, 
that therein he was no more to be obcycd, than if he ſhould call for poiſon to hun 
himſelfe withall : ſince all that was done,was done for his ſeruice, howſocuer het 
micht (ſeduced by Philenax) interprete of it : heeproteſting,that whatſocuer het 
ſhould do for his own defence,ſhould be againſt Philanax,& nou way againſt Bsfilim, 
Tothiscffe&,amplified with argumenrs & examples,& painted with rethorical 
colours, did hee ſow abroad many diſcourſes : whichas they preuailed with ſome 
of morequick than ſound conceit.ro runne his fortune with him, ſo in many didit 
breed a cooleneſs,to deale violemly againſt him,8 a falſe-minded neutrality to ex- 
pe&the iſſue. But beſides the waics he vied ts weakenthe aduerſe party,he omitted 
nothing for the ſtrengrhning of his own. The chiecfe truſt wherof, becauſe he wan» 
ted men to keep the field, he repoſed inthe ſurety of his caſtle, which arleaſt would 
win him much time,the mother of many mutations. To that therfore he bent both 
his outward and inwardeeyes, ſtriving to make Art ſtrive with Nature, to whether 
of them two that fortification ſhould bee moſt beholding. The ſeate Nature be- 
ſtowed, but Art gaue the building : which as his rocky hardneſſe would not yeeld 
to yndermining force,ſotoopenaſſaulrs he rook counſell of skill; how to make all 
approches; 
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Soroches;if not impoſſible,yer difhculr;as well atthe foote of thecaſtle,: iis round; 
x L6n che lake,to giuevaquietlodgings ro them, whom onely enmiry-woulid make: 
neighbours. Then omitted hee nothing of defence, as well fimple defenctas that 
which did defend by offending, ficring inftruments of mifchicferaplaces,whence 
he miſchicfe mighrbe'imoſt liberally beſtowed, Neither was his ſmalleſt carefor 
viuals,2s well forthe mT 5 whichſhould ſuffice, both iaftore8& good- 
neſſe,as in well preſeruing it, aod wary diſttibuting it, boch in quantity and quali- 
ry;; pending rhar firſt which would keep leaſt,  - Argent, lh nm 
Burwherein he ſharpned hiswits tothe pi eſt point, wastouching his meti 
(knowing them ro bethe weapon of weapons, and maſter-ſpring,as itwere, which 
makes all the reſt ro ſtirre; &thattherfore in the Art of man Roodthe quinteſſence 
andruling skill of all proſperous gouernment, cyther peaceable,or military) hee 
choſe'in number as many as- without peſtring (and fo dangerof infe&tion) his 
vicuall would ferue for two yearcsto maintaine; all ofable bodics,and ſome few: 
of able mindes to dire&,nor ſcekirig many Gommanders,but contenting himſelfe;' 


that the multirude ſhould haue obeyingwirtes, . encry. one knowing whom hee: 


ſhould command ,'and& whom hee thould obey , the place where, andthe matrrer' 
wherein, diſtributing each officeas necreashecould,tothe diſpolition of theper-- 
ſon that ſhould exerciſe it : knowing no loue; danger, nor diſcipline can ſuddenly: 
aeran habit in nature. Therefore would -hde nor employ the ſti toa ſhiftitig: 
practice, northe liberall mantobe a diſpenſer of his viduals, northie kind-heatted 
manto bee a puniſher r but would exerci(c their vertnes in ſores, where they might: 
be profitable, employing his chiefecare toknow themi all particularly,&thropgh-' 
ly.regarding alſo the conſtirurion of their badics; ſome beingable better ro abide! 
watching,ſome hunger, ſome labour, making bis benefit of eachability, andaor- 
forcing beyond power, Timetocuety thing by iuſt proportion healotted;and as 
well in that,as in cuery thing elſc,ao ſmall ercour winktat , leſt greateiſhould bee 
animated. Euen of vices he made his profit, making the cowardly Clinissto have 
care of the watch,which he knew his owne.fcare would make him very wakefally 
orme. And beforethe fiegebegan,he himſclfe cauſed rumors robe fowed;and 

ls to be ſpread againſt himſelfe, fuller of malice, than witty perſwaſion: panes 
toknow.rhoſe thatwould bee apt to ſtumble ar ſuch morions , tharkce might eu[t 
them from the fairhfuller band ; bur principally; warn Hould: 
not know when any ſuch thingswereincarneft attempred,wherher id were, or nor 
of his 0wne inuenrion.Bur cuenithen (beforethe enemies tace came necre to breed

he wastharcuery body ſhould doe yaliantly,but himſelfe;and therfore was afraid 
to ſhew his feare, but for very feare would hauehid hisfeare; left it ſhould diſcom; 
forrothers : but the more he ſought to diſguiſeit,the morethe ynſutableneſſe of x

: Burquite contrarily Awphia/w,who before the enemies came was careful, pro. 
uidently diligear;and not ſometimes without doubting of the iſſue,nowthe neere 
danger approched(likethelight ofa glow-worme)che leſſe ſtill it ſeemed: andnow 
his conrage began to boyle'in choler, and with ſuch imparienceto defirero powre 
ourboth yponthe enemny,thart hee iſſued preſently into certaine boares hee had 
purpoſe, & onoying with him ſome choiſe men,went tothe fortreſſe he had vpon 
the cdgeof thelake, which heethonght would bee the firſt thing, tharthe enemy

; Butas if thefight of theetieiny had beeni a Magnes ſtone to his conrage;he could 
not containe himfſelfe,but ſhewing his face to the enemy,and his backe to his ſoul: 
diers,vſcd that action, as his oncely oration, both of denouncing warre tothe ons 
and perſwading helpe of the other. Who faithfully followingan example of ſuch 
authority,they madethe earth to gtone vnder their furious:burden,j& the enemies 
£o begin to be angry with them, whom in particular they knew not. Among whom 
there was a yong man, yongeſt brother to Philexex, whoſe face as yet did notbe- 
wray his ſexe, with fo mnch as ſhew of/haire ;of a minde — limits of hope, 
notknowing why to feare;full of iolliry in converſation, and lately growne a Lo- 
ner. His name was Ayerer,ofallthatarmy the moſt beautifull :: who having riddet 
1n ſportfull conucrſatiou among the foremoſt, all armed ſaying rhathis beauer was 
vp,te hauc his breath in more freedom;feeing Ampbia/xecome a pretry way before 
his company, neitherſtayingthe commandement of the Capraine, nor reckning 
whether his facewerearmed,or no, fer ſpurs to his horſe,& with youthfull brauery 
caſting his ſtaffe about his head, put itthen in his reſt, as carefull of comely carying 
it,as if the marke had beene but a Ring, andthe lookers on'/Ladies. But Amphie/ms 

_ lancewasalready cometo thelaſt of hisdeſccading line, & beganto make the full 
| | poine 
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point of death againſt che head of this yong Gentleman , when Ambialas percci- © 
ning hs yourh and'beagty, Compaſſion ſorebated theedge of Choler, that hee 
ſpared that faire nakedneſle,8 ler his ſtaffe fall ro Agewors vampalt: ſoas both with 
brave breaking ſtiould hurtleſly have performed that match, bur thar the pitilcſſe 
Launce of Amphialas (angry with being broken) with an vnlucky counterbuffe fu I! 
of vnſparing ſplinters, lighted vpon that face farre fitter for the combats of YVews.; 
giving not only a ſudden,buta fowle death, leaving ſcarcely any tokens of his for; 
mer beauty: but his handsabandoning the reynes,and hisrhighes the ſaddleyhe fe] 
fideward from the horſe, Which ſight comming to Leew#2as,a deare friend of his, 
who in vainchad lamentably cried vntoliim to ſtay, when hee ſaw him begin his 
careere,it was hard ro ſay, whether piticof the one, or reuenge againſt the other, 
heldas thenthe ſoucraigneticin his paſſions. But whilehee directed his eye to his 
friend ;& his hand to his enemy,ſo wrongly conſorted a power could notrefiſtthe 
ready minded force of Amphix/ns:who perceiuing his ill-direRed direQtion againſt 
him,ſo paid him his debtbcfore it was lent,thar healfo fell ro the earth, only hap- 
piethat one place,gnd one time, did finiſh borh their loues and lines rogether, , _ 
But by this timethere had beene a furious meeting ofcither ſide: where after rhe 
terribleſcluration of warlike noiſe, the ſhaking ofhands was with ſharp weapons : 
fome Launces according torhe metallthey met, and skill of rhe gyider, did ſtaine 
themſelues in bloud;fome flew vp in peeces, as if they wouldthreaten heauen, be- 
cauſe they fayled on earth. But their office was quickly inherited, eyther by (the 
Prince of weapons) the ſword,or by ſome heauic mace,or bitingaxe , which hun- 
ting ſtil the weakeſt chaſe,ſought euerto light there whereſmalleſtreſiſtance might 
worſe preuentmiſchiefe. The claſhing of armour, and crufbing of ſtavees, the iuſt- 
ling of bodies,the reſounding of blowes, was the firſt part of thatill agreeing mu- 
ficke, which wasbeautified with the griſlineſſe of wounds, the rifing of duſt, the 
hidcous falls andthe grones of the dying.The very horſes angry intheir Maſters 
anger, with loue and obedience brought forth the cffets of hate and refiſtance;and 
with mindes of ſeruitude, did as if they affeRted glory. Some lay dead vnder their 
dead Maſtcrs, whom vaknightly wounds had vniuftly puniſhed for a faithfull du- 
tie. Some lay vpontheir Lords by like accidents,and in death, had the honour to 
be borne by them, whom in lifethey had borne, Some —_— loft their eomman- 
ding burthens, ranne ſcattered aboutthe field, abaſhed with the thadneſſe of man- 
kind. The earth it ſelfe (wontto bee a buriallvf men) was now; & it were, bus 
ried with mcn : ſo was the face thereof hidden with dead bodies; to whom dearh 
had come masked in diuers maners.In one place lay difinherited heads,diſpofleſſed 
dftheir narurall ſeigniories: in another, whole bodies roſee to, but thar their hearts 
wontto bee boundall ouer ſo cloſe, were now with deadly violence opened: in 
others, fowler deaths had oveglily diſplayed their trayling guts, There lay armies} 


' whole fingers yet moued,as if they would feele for him that madethem feele : an 


legges, which contrary r6.common reaſon, by being diſcharged of their burden 
were growne heauier. But no ſword payed ſo large a tribute of ſoulesto the eter- 
nall Kingdome, asthat of Amphialus: wholikea Tigre, from whom a companſe” 
of Woolues did ſeeketo rauiſh a new gotten prey; ſo hee(remembring they came 
totake away Philocles) did labourto make valour, ſtrength, choler; and hatred, to 


anſwer the proportion of his loue,which was infinite. | 


There died of his hand the old knight E/chy/us; who though by yeares might 
well have beeneallowed to vſe rather the exerciſes of wiſedome,than of courage ; 


yet hauinga luſty body and a merry heart,he exier tooke the ſunimons of Ti me | if 
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eſt, orelſe it had ſo cxcepingly ſtolne vpon him, that hee had heard ſcarcelythe 


noiſe of his fect,and therforc was as freſh in apparcll,and as forward in enterpriſes, 
asa far yonger man : but nothing made him bo!der,than a ccrtaine prophecie had 
bcen told him, that hee ſhould dic in the armes of his ſonne, aydtherefore feared 
theleſſethearme of an enemy. But now when Awpbialas ſword was palled through 
his rhroate,he thought himſcltc abuſed; but that before he died, his ſonne, indeede 
ſceing his father beginto fall, hcld him vp inhis armes, til a pitiletle ſouldier 
ofthe other ſide, with a mace braincd him, making farher and ſanne become rwing 
in the neuer againe dying birth. As for Dria/us, Memnon, Niſus and Policrates ;the 
firſt had hiseyes cur our ſo,as he could not ſecto bid the neer following death wel. 
come: the ſecond had met with the ſame Prophetthat old E/chyls had, and ha. 


* uing found many of his ſpeeches truc,belecucd this too, that hee ſhould neuer bee 


killed, butby his owne companions : and thereforeno man was more valiant than 
he againſtan enemy,no man more ſuſpicious of his friends: ſoas heſeemedrofleep 
in ſecurity,whcn he went to a batrell,and to cater into abattell, when hee beganto 
fleep,ſuch guards he would ſet about his perſon; yet miſtruſting thoſe very guards 
leſt they would murder him. But now Amphialus helped to vAriddle his doubts, 
for heouerthrowing him from his horſe, his owne companions comming with a 
freſh ſupply, preſſed him to death, Ni/ue graſping with Ampbialus,was with a ſhon 
daggerflaine. And for Policrates,while hee ſhunned as muchas hee could, keeping 
onely his place for feare of puniſhment, Amphicla with a memorable blow ſtrake 
off his head: where,with the conuulfions of death ſetting his ſpursto his horle, he 
gaueſo braue a charge vpon the enemy, as it grew a Prouerbe, that Policrates was 
onely valiant after his head was off. But no man eſcaped ſo well his hands as Phe- 
bilas did: for he hauing long loued Philocleathough for the mearineſleof his eſtate 
he neuer durſt reucale it,now knowing Amphialus, ſerting the edge ofa riuall vpon 
the ſword of an enemy,he held ſtrong fight with him. But Ampiieles had already 
inthe dangerouſcſt places diſarmed him, and was lifting vp his {word to ſend him 
away from himſelfe, when hee thinking indeede to dice, O Philoclea, ſaid hee, yet 
this toyes mcthat I dic for thy ſake. The name of ?h1/oclea firſt ſtayed his ſword: & 
he heard him out,though he abhord him much worſe than beforeyyet could he not 
vouchſatc him the honour of dying for Philec/ea, but turned his ſword another 
way doing him no hurt for ouer-much hatred. Bur what good did that to poore 
Phebilas,it eſcapinga valiant hand, he was ſlaine by a baſe ſouldier,who ſeeing him 
ſo difarmed,thruſt him through ? 

But thus with the wel-followed valour of Amphiales were the other almoſt ouer 
thrawane, when Pþ:lanex (who was the Marſhall ofthe Armie) came in, with new 
force renuing the almoſt decayed courage of his ſouldiers. For crying to them(and 
asking them whether their backes or their armes were better fighters) he himſelfe 
thruſt juſt into the preſſe,& making force & fury wait vpon diſcretion and gouern-' 
ment,he mightſeemea braue Lion , who taught his yong Lionets, how in taking 
of a prey,to ioyne courage with cunning. Then Fortune /as if ſhe had made chaſes 
enow of the one. ſide of that bloudy Teniſcourt)went of the other fidetheline,ma- 
king as many fall downe of A72hialus followers,as before had done of Philanexi, 
they loſing the ground,as faſt as before they had won it,only leauing them to keep 
it, who had loft themſelucs in keeping it. T hen thoſe that had killed, inherited the 
lot of thoſethat had been killed;and cruell deaths madethem lic quietly together, 
who moſt intheir liues had ſought to di{quict cach other, & many of thoſe firſt 0- 
uerthrown,had the comfort toſce their murtherers overrun them roChayons ferry: 

Codrus, 
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Codrns, Cteſiphon, and Milo, loſt their liues ypon Philansx (ſword : but no 
bodics caſe was more pitied, than of a young ſquire of Amptia/ws, called 1/- 
menus, Who neuerabandoning his Maſtzr, and making his tender age aſpire to 
a&s of the ſtrongeſt manhood, in this time that his Rae was put to the worſt, 
and that Amphialus valour was the onely ſtay of rhem from delivering them- 
ſelucs ouer toa moſt ſhamefull light, hee ſaw his maſters horſe killed vuder him, 


Whereupon asking aduice of no otherthought, bur of faithfulneſſe and courage, 


hee preſently lighted from his owne horſe, and withthe helpe of ſome choiſc 
and faithfull ſeruants, gat his maſter vp. But in the multitude that came of either 
fide, ſome to ſuccour, ſome to ſave Amphialns, hee came vnder the hand of 
Philanax : and the yourh perceiuing hee was the man thatdid moſt hurt to his 
partic (defirouseuen to change his life forglorie) ſtrake arhim, as he rode by 
him, and gaue him a hurtypon the leg,thatmade Fhil/anexturne towards him , but 
ſceing him ſo young, and ofa moſt loucly preſence, hee rather tooke pittic of him; 
meaning totake him priſoner, andrthen rogiue him to his brother Agexor to bee 
hiscompanion, becauſethey were not much valike, neither in yeeres, norcoun- 
tenance. Butas hee looked downe vpon him with that thought, hee eſpicd where 
his brother lay dead,and his friend Leo»tizs by him, cuen almoſt vnder the ſquiers 
feete. Then forrowing not onely his owne ſorrow, but the paſt-comfort ſorrow 
which he forcknew his mother would take (who with many teares, and mil; iuing 
fighs had ſuffered him to goe with his elder brother Philenax)blotted outall Ld 
of pitry out of his minde,& putting forth his horſe (while 1/-#e»us doubled two or 
three more valiant, than well ſer blowes)ſaying to himſelfe; Letother mothers be- 
wailean vntimely death as well as mine: hethruſt him through. Andthe boy fierce 
though beautifull;and beaurifull,though dying, notable to keepe his falling feete; 
fell downe to the earth, which he bit for anger, repining at his fortune, and as long 
as he could,refiſting death, which might ſceme vnwilling roo; ſo long he was in ta- 
king away his yong ſtruggling ſoule. $4 
Philanax himnſelte could have wiſhed the blow vngiuen,when he ſaw him fal like 
afair apple,which ſome vncurteous body/breaking his bough)ſhould throw down 
before it were ripe. But the caſe of his brother made him forget both that,and him- 
ſelfe: ſo as ouerhaſtily preſſing vpon the retiring etiemies,he was(ere he was aware) 
further cngaged than his owne ſouldiers could relieue him ; where being ouer- 
throwne by Amphialns, Amphialus glad of himkept head againſt his encmies;while 
ſome of his men carried away Philanex. Lp 
But Philanex men, as it with the lofle of Philanax they had loſt the fountaine 
of their valour, hadvheir courages ſodried vp in feare;that they began to ſet honour 
at theirbacks,and to vſe the vertue of patience in an vntimely time, when into the 
preſſe comes (as hard as his horſe, more affraide of the ſpurre, than the ſword, 
could carie him)a knight in armour as darke as blackenefle could make it; followed 
by none,and adorned by nothing; ſo farre without authoritie, that he was without 
knowledge.But vertue quickly made him knowne, and admiration bred him ſuch 


- athoritie,that though they of whoſe ſide he came knew him not, yetthey all knew 


it was fit to obey him: & while he was followed by the valianteſt, he made way for 
the vileſt, For,taking part with the beficgers, hee made the Amphiaiiens bloud lerue 
fora capariſon to his horſe, anda decking to his armour. His arme no ofter gaue 
blowes, thati the blowes gage wounds, than the wounds gaue deaths : ſo terrible 
was his force;8 yet was his quickneſſe more forciblethan his force,and his iudge? 
ment more quicke than his quickenefle, For though his ſword wear faſter chan 
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eyc-light could tollow ir, yer his owne iudgement went ſtill betore it. There died 
'of his hand Serpeidos, Pliſtonax, Strophilus, and :710polttus, men of greatpoofe in 
warres,and who had that day vndertaken the guard of 4-phialus, But while they 
ſought to'ſaue him, they loſtthe fortrefles that Nature had placed th2m in. Then 
flew he Megalss, who was a lirtle before proud,to {ce himſclt ſtained inthe bloud of 
his enemies : but when his owne blond came to bee married to theis, hee then felt, 
that crucltie doth neucrenioy a good cheape glory After him ſent he Palemorn, who 
had that day.vowed(witlf fooliſh braucry)tobe the death of ren: 8 nine already he 
had killed, and was carefull co performe his (almoſt pertormed) vow, whea the 
blacke knight helprhim ro make vp the tenth himfelte. | 
And now the often changing Fortune began allo ro change the hue of the 
batrels. For atthe firſt, thoughir were terrible, yer Terror was deckt fo brauely 
with rich furniture, gilt-ſwords, ſhining armours, pleaſant pentfils, that the eye 
with delight had ſcarce cifure to be affraide : But now all vaiuerſally defiled with 
duſt, bloud, broken armour, mangled bodies, rooke away the maske, and ſer 
foorth Horror in his owne horrible manner. But neither could danger bce dread. 
full ro Amphiales his vodiſmayable courage, nor yctſeeme ougly ro him, whoſe 
truely affeted minde, did (till paintit ouer with the beautic of Philoclee. And 
therefore hee, rather enflamed than troubled with the increaſe of dangers, and 
glad to findea worthy ſubie toexerciſe his courage, ſought out this new knight, 
whom hce mighteafily finde: tor hee, like a wanton rich man, that throwes downe 
his neighboars houſe, ro make himſclfe the better proſpe&, fo had his ſword 
made hitn ſo ſpacious a roome, that Amphis/as had more cauſe to wonder at 
the finding, than labour for the ſeeking : which if it ſtirred hare in him, to ſec 
how rauch harme hee didro the one fide, it prouoked as much emulation in him, 
to perceiue how much good hee didto the other fide. Thereforc, they approa- 
ching one ro the other,as in two beaurifull folkes, Loue naturally ſtirres a defire 
of ioyning, ſoin their two courages Hate ſtirred a defire of triall, Then began. 
there a combare berweene them, worthy to haue had more large liſtes, and 
more quict bcho{ders: for with the ſpurre of Courage, and the bitte of Reſped, 
each 1o guided himſelfe, that one might well ſee, rhe defire to ouercome, made 
them.not torger haw ro ouercome: in ſuchrime and proportion they did employ 
their blowcs, that none of Ceres ſeruants could more cunningly place his flayle : 
While the lett foot ſpurre ſet forward his owne horſe, the right let backeward the 
contraric horſe, cuen ſometimes by the aduantage of the enemies legge,; while 
the I:fr hand (like him that held the ſterne}) guided rhe horſes obedient cou- 
rage: Alldone in ſuch order, that it might ſeeme, the mindewas aright Prince 
indecede, who ſent wiſc and diligent Lieutcnants into each of thoſe well gouerned 
parts. But the more they fought, the more they deſired ro fight; and rhe more 
| they ſmarted, the leſſe they felt the ſmart : and now were like ro make a quicke 
proofe, ro whom Fortune or Valour would ſecine moſt friendly, when in comes 
an olde Gouernour of Amphialns, alwayes a good Knight , and carefull of 
his charge; who giuinga fore wouadto the Blacke Knights thigh, while hee 
thought not of him, with another blow ſlew his horſe vader him. Amphjalss 
cried to him, that hee diſhonoured him: You ſay well(anſwered the olde Knight) 
to ſtand now like a priuate ſouldier, ſetting your credit vpon particular fighting, 
while you may (ce 84/7/;5 with all his hofte, is getting berweene you and your 
Fowne. Hee look«d that way, and found that true indeede, that the enemic was 
beginning to cacompaile him about,and ſtoppe his returne : and therefore cauſing 
the 
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the retreat to be ſounded, his Gouernour ledde his men homeward, while hee 
kept himſelfe ſtill hindmoſt, as if he had ſtood at the gate of afluce, to ler the 
freame goe,with ſuch proportion, as ſhould ſeeme. good vnto him : and with 
{o mantull diſcretion performed ir, that (though with loſſe of many of his men) 
hee returned himſelfeſafe, and content, that his enemies had felt, how ſharpe 
the ſword could bite of Philectes's Louer. The other partic being ſorrie for the 
loſſe of Phil/anax, was yet ſorter when the Blacke Knight could not be found :- For 
hee hauing gotten a horſe, wham his dying Maſter had bequeathed to the world; 
fnding himſelfe ſore hurt, and not defirousto be knowne, had in the time of the 
encinies retyring, retyredaway alſo : his thigh not blecding bloud o faſt, as his 
heart bledde reuenge. But ZBaſilins hauing arrempted in vaine to'barre the ſafe re- 
rurnc of Amphialus, encamped himfſelfe as ſtrongly as he could, while hee { to his 
griefe) might heare the loy was made in the towne by his owne ſubieRts, that hee 
had thar day ſpedde ng better. For 4mzphia/us (being well beloued of that people) 
when they ſaw him not vanquiſhed, chey eſteemed kim as victorious; his youth 
ſetting a flouriſhing ſhew. ypon his worthinefle, and his great nobilitic canobling 
his dangers. at CA a — |

ſoament vpon Philanax, This meſſage was delintted even aSFDilenex was entring 
tothe preſence of 4mpbia/mcomming(accordthg'to the wattiing was ginen him)” 
to recciue iudgementof death. But when he wich mianfull reſolution artended the * 
fruit of ſucha ryrannicall ſentence, thinking it'wrong, burns harme ts him thar'

_ vrgethe cs of angrie vicoric, bur rather ſecke ro obtaine that conſtantly by 
courtcſie, which you can never aſſuredly enioy by violence. One might cafily haue

. Thepoore Ladies indeed,not ſuffered either to meet together, orto have confe- 
rence with any other bur ſuch as Cecropi« had already framed to (ing all their ſongs 
to her tune, ſhee her ſelfe omitting no day, and catching hold of euery occaſion to 
moue forward her ſonnes defire;and remouetheir owne reſolutions: viing the ſame 
arguments tothe onefiſter,as torh@other;determining that whom ſhe could winne 
firlt,the other ſhould(withour her ſonnes knowledge)by poiſon be made away. But 
though the realons were the ſame to borh, yet the handling was diuers,according as 
ſhe law their humors to prepare a more or lefle aptneſle of apprehenſion, Ttus day 
hauing loag ſpcech xo #bi/o6/ea,amplifying not alittle the greatducifulneſſe her ſon 
had ſhewed ia dcliuering Philanex: of whom ſhee could get no anſwer, bur a filence 
ſealed vpin vertue,& ſo ſweetly graced, as that in one inſtant it caried with it both 
reliſtance,and humbleneſſc: Cerrapia threatning in her ſelfe ro runne. a more rugged 
racc with her,wentrohber ſiſter Pewe/a: whothat day hauing wearied her ſelfe with 
rcading,& with the height of her heart diſdaining to keep company with any of che 
Gentlewomen appointed roattend het;whom ſheaccounted her iaylors,was work- 
ing vpona purſe cerrajne roſes &lillies,as by the fineneſle of the worke, one might 
ſee ſhee had borrowed her wirs of the ſorrow that then owed them, and lent them 
wholly to that excrciſe. For the flowers ſhee had wroughr,caricd ſuch lite ia chem, 
thatthe cunningeſt painrer might have learned of her needle: which with ſo pretty 
a manex made his carcers to & trothrough the cloth, as if the needle it ſelfe would 
have beene loth to have gone fromward ſucha miftreſſe,bur that it hoped to return 
thitherward very quickly againazthe cloth looking with many eyes vpon hcr,& lo- 
uingly embracing the wounds ſhegaue it :- the ſheares alſo were art handto bchead 
the (ilke,that was growne too ſhort; And if arany time thee put her monthto bite it 

off,it ſecmed,chat where ſhe had beenc long in making ota roſe wich her hands, Bs 
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would in an inſtant make roſes with her lips;as the lillies ſcemd to haue their white 
nes,rather of the hand tharmade them,rthan of the matter wherofthey were made ; 
and that they grew there by the Suns of her eyes,& were refreſhed by the moſt (in 
diſcomfort) comfortable ayre, which an vnawares ſigh might beſtow vpon thera. 
But the colours for the ground were ſo well choſen,neither ſullenly darke,nor gla- 
ringly lightſome,& ſo well proportioned,as that,though much cunning were inir, 
yerit was but to ſerue foran ornament of the principall work; that it was not with- 


| ourmaruellto ſee, how a mind whichcould caſt a carelefle ſemblant vpon the grea- 


teft conflicts of Fortune, could command it ſelfeto take care for ſo ſmall marters. 
Neither had ſhe neglected the dainty dreſſing of her (clfe: but as if ir had beene her 
marriage timero Atflitionſhe rather ſeemed ro remember her owne worthineſle, 
than the vaworthineſle of her husband. For well one might percciuc ſhe had nor re» 
jected the counſcll of a glaſle,and that her hands had pleaſed themſelucs,in paying 
the tribure of vndeceiuing skill, ro ſo high perfetions of nature, th 
The ſight whereof ſo | cz from her filter (who rather ſuffered ſorrow to dreſſe 
it ſeltc in her beautie, rhan that ſhee wquld beftow any entercainement of ſo vn- 
welcomea gueſt made Ceergpie take a den affuredneſſe of hope, that ſhe ſhould 
obraine ſomewhar of Peamela:thinking(according to the ſquaring outof her owne 
o0d nature ). that beaurie, carefully (ct foorth, would foone proue aſigne of.,ag 
varcfufing harborough. Animated therewith, ſhee ſate downe by Powels, and ta- 
king the purſe, and withaffcRed cnriofitic looking vyponthe worke ; Full happie is 
he /faid thee atleaſt if he knew his owne happineſle, ro whom a parſe in this man- 
ner, and by this hand wrought,is dedicated. In faith he fhal haue cauſerto accountir, 
nor as a purſe for treaſure, bur as treaſure it ſelfe, worthy to be purſed vp in the 
purſe of his owne heart, Andthinke you fo indeede{laid Pamele halfe ſmiling?) 1 
promiſe you I wrought ir, bur to make ſome tedious houres beleeue; that Ithoughe 
not of them: forelſe I valued it but cuen asa very purſe, Iris the right nature {laid 
Cecropia) of Beaucie, to worke vawitting effects of wonder. Truely(ſaid Pamela) [ 
neuer thought till now, that this outward glolle, inticled Beautie, which it pleaſerh 
youto lay to my (as I thinke) vaguiltie charge, was buta pleaſant mixture of natu- 
rall colours, delightfull tothe cye, as muſicke is to the eare, without any further 
conſequence: fince it is a thing, which not onely beaſts haue, but euen ſtones and 
trees many of them doe greatly excell inic. That other things (anſwered Cecropis) 
haue ſome portion of it, rakes not away the excellencie of it, where indeed ir doth 
excell:ſince we ſee,that eucn thoſe beaſts, trees, & ſtones are in the name of Peaury 
onely highly praiſed. But thatthe beautie of humane pzrſons is beyond all other 
things, there is greatlikclihoud of reaſon , ſince ro them onely is given the iudge- 
ment ro diſcerne Beautie : and among reaſonable wights,as it ſeemes, that our ſexe 
hath the preheminence,ſothat in that preheminence, Nature counteruailesallother 
liberalities, wherein ſhee maſbee thought to haue dcaltinore fauourably roward 
mankind. How doe men crowne (thinke you) rhemſelues with glory, tor hauing 
cither by forcebrought others to yeeld co their mind,or wirh long ſtudie, and pre- 
meditated orations,perſwaded what they would haue perſwaded 2 And lee,a faire 
woman ſhall not onely command without authoritic, but perſwade wittiout ſpea- 
king.She ſhall not neede to procureattcntion, for their owne eyes will chaine their 
eares vato it. Men venture lives tro conquer; ſhee conquers liueswirhovt venturing; 
She is ſerued,and obeyed,whichis the moſt notable, not becauſe the lawes ſo cong- 
maund it, but becauſe they become lawes themſclues to obey her ; not tor her pa- 
rents ſake,but for her owne ſake. She need not diſpute, wacther to goucin by "_ 
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of Loue,ſince without her thinking thereof, their louc will bring torth feare, and 
their feare will fortifie their loue: and ſheneednor ſeck offtenfiue,or defenfiue force, 
fince her onely lips may ſtand for ten thouſand ſhields;and ren thouſand vneuitable 
ſhotgo from her eyes. Beautic, Beautie(deare Necce)ts the crowne of the feminine 
greatneſle; which gifr, on whom ſocuer the heavens (therein moſt niggardly) doe 
beſtow, without queſtion, ſheis bound to vicit to the noble purpoſe, for whichitis 
created: not only winning, but preſeruing ; fince that indeed is the right happineſſe 
which is not only in it ſelfe happy, but can alſo deriue the happinefle to another, 
Certaincly Aunt (ſaid Pamela) I feare me you will make mee not onely thinke my 
ſelfe fairer than euer I did, but thinke my taireneſle a matter of greater value than 
hererofore I could imagine ir. For I cuer (till now ) conceined theſe conqueſts 

ou ſpeake of, rather to proceed from the weakeneſle of the conquered, than from 
che ſtrength of the conquering power : as they ſay, the Cranes overthrow whole 
battels of Pypmees, not ſomuch of rheir Craniſh courage, as becauſe the other ate 
Pygmees,and that we ſee yong babesthinke babies of wonderfull excellencic, & yet 
the babies are bur babies. Bur ſince your og yeares,&abler iudgement,find Beau 
tie to bee worthy of ſo incomparable eftimMion, certainely me thinkes it oughtto 


be held in deareneſſe,according tothe cxcellencie,and (no more than we would do 
of things which we account precious) neuer to ſuffer it to bee defiled. | 
Defiled?(faid Cerrepia)Mary God forbid that my ſpeech ſhould tend to any ſuch 
urpoſe,as ſhould deſerue ſo foule a title. My meaning is to ioyne your beautiets 
oue, your youth to delight, For truely,as colours ſhould bee as good as nothing if 
there were no eyesto behold them: ſo is Beautie nothing, without the eye of Loue 
behold it; & therefore ſo far is it from defiling it,thar it 15 the only honouring of it 


vhe onely preſeruing of it: for Beautie goes away,deuoured by Time;but where re- 
mainesit cuer flouriſhing,but in the heart of arrue louer ? And ſuch a one ( if cuer 
there wereany) ismy ſonne: whoſe loue is ſo ſabieted vnto you, that rather than 
breed any offence vnto you,it will not delightir ſelfe in beholding you. There is no 
effect of his loue(anſwered Pamela) better pleaſcrh methan that : but as I hauc of- 
ten anſwered you,ſo,reſolutely I ſay vnto you, that he muſt getmy parents conſent, 
& then he ſhall know further of my mind; for,without that, I know I ſhould offend 
God. O ſweet youth(ſaid Cecropis)zow vntimely ſubieR it is to deuotion £ Noyno 
{weet neece,ler vs old folkes think of ſuch preciſe confiderations,do you enioy the 
heauen of your age, whereof you are ure : & like good houſholders, which ſpend 
thoſe things that would not be kept,ſo do you pleaſantly enioy thar, which elſewl 
bring an ouerlare repentance,when yourglaſle ſhall accuſe youro your face, whata 
changethere isin you, Do you ſee how the ſpring-time is full of fowers,decking it 
ſelfe with them, and not aſpiring to the fruits of of Aut»mn?what leſſon is that vnto 
you,but that in the April of your age,you ſhould be like Apri/?let not ſame of them 
for whom already the graue gapeth, and perhaps efiuy the felicitic in you, which 
themſelues cannotenioy,perſwadeyou to looſe the hold of occaſion, while it may 
not onely be taken, bur offers, nay ſues to be taken: which ifit be not now taken,wil 
neuer hereafter be oucrtaken. Your ſelfe know how your father hath refuſed all of- 

fers made by the greateft Princes about you, and will you ſuffer your beautie to be 

hidden in the wrinkles of his peeuiſh thoughts?Ifhe be pecuiſh (ſaid Pewels) yet is 

he my father,and how beautifull ſocuer I be, I am his daughter: ſo as God claymes 

at my hands obedience,and makes me no iudge of his imperfeRtions, 

Theſe often replies vpon conſcience in Pamela made Ceeropiathinke, that there 
was 00 righter way for her, than as ſheehad (in her opinion) ſether in liking of 
Beautic, 
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Beautie. wirh-perſwaſton not to ſuffer itto be void of purpoſe, ſo if ſheecould make 
her |ciſe fecling of rthote heauenly conceits,that then ſhe might cafily winde heres 
her crooked byas. Therefore,employing the vetermoſt of her niſchicuous wit,and 
ſpeaking the more earneſtly, becauſe ſh-e ſpake as ſhe thought, ſhe thius dealt with 
her, Deare neece,or rather,deare daughter,if my aftcRion and wiſh might preugile 
therein, how much doth ir increaſe /trow you) the earneſt defitc I have of this 
bleſſed match,to ſee theſe vertuesof yours knir faſt with ſuch zeale of Deuotioncin- 
ded the beſt bond) which the motpolitike wits haue found, to hold mans wit in 
well doing For,as children muſt firſt by feare be induced to know that, which after 
(when they doe know) they are moſt glad of + So are theſe bug-beares of opinions 
brought by great Clearkes inro the world, ro ſerue as ſhewells ro keep them from 
thoſe faults, whereroelle the vanirie of the world, and weakeneſle of ſenſes mighg 
pullthem. Bur in you (Neece) whole cxcellencie is ſuch, as it need nortto bee held. 
vpþy the ſtaffe of vulgar opinions, I would not you ſhould love Vertue Crus, 
for feate of I know nor what, which you ſee not : bur cuen for the good effets of 
verwve which-you ſee .Feare,and indeed, fooliſh feare,and fearefull ignorance, was 
thefirlt inuenter of thoſe conceits. For when they heard it thunder, nor knowing 
the narureTl cauſe, they thought here was ſome angrie bodice aboue, that ſpake > 
loude: and eucr the kffe they did perceiue, the more they did conceive. Whereof 
they knew no cauſe, that grew itreighra miracle : fooliſh folkes, not marking that 
thealcerations be bur vpon particularaccidents,rhe vniuerlality being alwayes one, 
Yeſterday was bur as to day, and to morrowwill rread the ſame footſteps of- his 
 foregoers : ſoas ir is manitelt enough, thatall things follow but the courſe of their 
ownienature,ſauing oaly Man, who while by the pregnancie of his imagination he 
ftrivesro rhings ſupernaturall,mieane-while he loſeth his owne naturall felicity..Be 
vile,and that w'ſedome ſhall be a God vnto thee;be contented, and that is thy hea- 
ven: for elſe to rhiake that thoſe powers (it there bee any ſuch) aboue are moued 
either by rhe e10q 1ence ot our prayers,or in achafe atthe folly ef ouraRiong;carics 
mich reafon as if flies ſhould rhinke, rhat men take great care which of them 
bums ſweercſt, and which of them flics nimbleſt, Io oe 
She would haue ſpoken turrher ro hauc enlarged and confirmed her diſcourſe 
wen Pamela(whoſe cheeks were dyed inthe beautitulleſt graine of vertuous anger, 
yiheyes which gliſtred foorth beames of diſdaine). thus . interrupted her. Peace 
[wicked woman)peace,vnworthy tu breath,chat doeſtnoracknowledgethe breath 
piver;moſt vnworthy to hauea tongue, which ſpeakeſt againſt him, through whom 
thou ſpeakeſt: keepe your affeCtion to your ſelte, which like a bemyred dog,would 
G&file with fauning. You ſay yeſterday was as to day. O fooliſh woman, and moſt 
miſcrably fooliſh, ſince wit makes you fooliſh; Whar doth that argue, but thar 
thereis a conſtancie in the cuerlaſting gouernour £ Wauld you haue an inconſtane 
God,fitice we count a man fooliſh thar is inconſtant? Hee is not ſeene. you ſay, and 
would you thinke him a God, wiio might bee ſcene by ſo wickedeyes, as yours 2 
which yet might ſee enough ifthey were nor like ſuch, who tor ſport-take willingly 
-winke themſelues to receive blowes the caſter... Bur thoygh I ſpeaketo you 
without any hope of fruic in ſo rotten a heart, and there bee no bodyelle heere, to 
udge of my ſpeeches,yer be thou my witneſle,6 captiuiry;rhatmy cares ſhalnot be 
villingly guilty of my creators blaſphemy:you ſay, becauſe we know-nor the cauſes 
of things;therfore feare was the mother of ſuperitition:nay,becauſewe know that 
excheffect hath a cauſe,that hath engendred atrue & liuely deuorion, For this good; 
h worke of which weare, & in which we liuc, hath nothis being by Chance Tot 
Ws, 
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which opinion it is beyond marvaile by what Chance any braine could ſtumble 
For if it be eternall (as you would ſceme ro conceive of it) Eternitie & Chance are 
things vnſufferable rogether. For that is chanceable which happeneth; 8 if ir hap. 
pen, there wasatime before it happened, when it might haue not ha ppened, orelſe 
it did not happen;8 ſo it chanceable,not eternall. And as abſurd it is to think thatif 
it hada beginning, his beginning was deriued from Chance: for Chance could 
' neuer makeallthings of nothing : and if there were ſubſtances before, which by 
chance ſhould meete to make vp this worke, thereon followes another bottomleſſs 
pitt of abſurdities. Forthen thofe ſubſtances mult necdes haue beene from cyer, 
and ſo eternall : and that eternall cauſes ſhould bring forth chanceable effects, is x; 
ſenfible,as that the Sun ſhould be theauthor of darkenes. Againe,if it were chance. 
able,then was it not neceſſary;wherby youtake away all conſequents.Bur we ſein 
all things, in ſome reſpe& or other, neceſfitic of conſequence : therefore in reaſon 
we muſt needs know that the cauſes were neceſlarie, : 

Laſtly,Chance is variable,or elſe ir is notto be called Chance : but wee ſeethi 
worke is ſteady and permanent. If nothing but Chance had glewcdthoſe piecesof 
this All,the heauy parts would haue gone infinitely downeward, the light infinite. 
ly vpward, and ſoneuer haue met to-haue made vp this goodly body, For before 
there was a heauen, orcarth, there was neither a heauen to ſtay the height of the 
ring, or an carth, which (in reſpe&ofthe round walls of heaucn ) ſhould become 
a center. Laftly,perfe& order,perfeR beautie,perfeRtconſtancie,if theſe be the chil 
dren of Chance,let wiſedome be counted the roote of wickednes,But you will ſay 
Ir is ſo by nature;as much as if you ſaid,itis ſo,becauſcitis ſo.If you meane of mary 
natures conſpiring together,as in a popular gouernment to eſtabliſh this faire eſtar; 
as if the Elementiſh and ethercall parts ſhould in their towne-houſe ſet downethe 
bounds of cachones office; then conſider what followes : that there muſt need; 
haue been a wiſedome which made them concur: for their natures being abſolutch 
contrary,in nature rather would haue ſought each others ruine, than haue ſerueds 
well conſorted parts to ſuchan vnexpreflible harmonie, For that contrary thing 
ſhould meere to make vp a perfeRion wirthour force and wiſedome aboue theirps 
wers, isabſolutely impoſlible ; valeſſe yon will flieto that hiſſed-ont opinion df 
Chanceagaine.Bur you may perhaps affirme, that one vniuerſall Nature /which 
hath beene for euer)is the knitting rogether of theſe many parts to ſuchan excellent 
vnitie.If you mean a Nature of wiſedome,goodnefle,8& prouidence,which knows 
what it doth,then ſay you that,which I ſeek of you, & cannot conclude thoſebli 
phemies,wirh which you defiled your mouth, and mine cares, But if you meane1 
Nature,as we ſpeake of the fire, which goeth vpward, it knowes not why : and f 
the nature of the Sea which in ebbing 8& flowing ſeems to obſerue ſo juſt a dauncy 
* andyer vnderſtands no muficke, ir is but ſtill the ſame abſurditie ſuperſcribed wit 
another title, For this ward,One being attributed to that which is All, is but one 
mingling of many,and many ones; as ina lefſe matter when wee ſay one kingdome 
which containes many cities; or one citie which containes many perſons, where 
inthe vnder ones (if there be nota ſupcriour power and wiſedome) cannot by ts 
eure regard to any preſeruation bur of themſelues : no more we ſee they doe,finct 
the water willingly quenches the fice, and drownes the earth, fo farre are the) 
from a conſpired vnitie : but that a right heauenly Nature iadeede, as it were vt 
naturing them,doth ſo bridle them. | 

Againe,it is asabſurd in nature,that from an ynitie many contraries ſhould prv- 
ceced (till kept in ag vnirie:as that from the number of contraricties an vaitie ſhoul. 
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ariſe Ifay ſtill, if you baniſh both a ſingularity, and plurality of judgement from 
among them, then (if ſo earthly a minde can lift it ſelfe yp ſo high) doebutcon- 
ceiue, how athing wherero you giue the higheſt, and moſt excellent kind of being 


(which is cternity) can bee of a baſe afid vileſt degree of being, and nexrto a not: 
being ; which is ſo to bee, as not to enioy his owne being © I wilt not herecall all 
your ſenſes to witneſle, which can heare, nor ſee nothing, which yeeldes nor moſt 
euidenr euidcnce of the vnſpeakeablenefle of that Wiſedome: each thing being 
dircited roan end, and an end of preſeruation : ſo propcreffectsof iudgement; as 
ſpcakiog,and laughingare of mankind. , SIO ONTO 4 OWE 
- But what mad fury can cuer ſo inueagle any conceit, asto ſee ourmortall and 
corruptible ſelues to haue areaſon, and rhat this vniuerſality (whereof -weeare bur 
thelcaſt peeces)ſhould beytterly deuoide thereof? Asif one ſhould fay, Fharones 
foote might bee wiſe,and himſelfe fooliſh. This heard I oncealledgedagainit ſuch 
agodlefſe mind as yours, who being drinen to acknowledgethis beaſtly abſurdity; 
that our bodies ſhould bee betrerthan the whole world ifit had the Lwawicdge 
whercof theother were voide, hee ſought (not able toanſwer direRly3to ſhite ir 
offin rhis ſort: that if that reaſon were true;then muſt it follow alſo,thatrhe world 
maſt haue in it a ſpirit,chat could writeand readetoo,& bee learned;fincerharwas 
jovs commendable, Wretched foole,' not conſtderingthat-Bookes be bur ſupplies 
ofdefeRs;and ſoare prayſed,becauſe they helpe our want,and therfore cannot be 
jacidenr to the eternal intelligence,which needsno — of opinions to con? 
frme his knowledge,no more than the Sunne wants waxe to beethe fewell of: his 
plorious lightfulncfſe. This world therfore cannot otherwiſe conſiſt burbya mind 
of Wiſcdome, which gouernes it, which whether you willaYow to bee the Creas+ 
torthereof, as vndoubtedly hee 1s, or the-ſouleand gouernour thereof moſt cer- 
tincit is,that whether hce goucrne all, or make all; his power. is abouecyrher -his 
ereacures, or his goucrnement. Andif his power bee aboueall things ;-then con- 
vently it muſt needes bee infinite,fincethere is nothing aboue it ro limir it. For 
beyond which there is nothing, muſt needes bee boundlefle, andinfinire 2 it his 
er bee infinite, then likewiſe muſt his knowledge bee infinite : forelſe there 
ould bean infinire proportion of power which hee ſhould notknaw how to vic; 
the vnſenſibleneſſe whereof Ithinke euen you can conceiue : and if infinite, then 
tauſt norhing:; no not theeſtate of flies [which you with ſovnſauory ſcorne did 
i#ſtat)bee vnknowne vato him. For if there were;then there were his knowledge 
bounded, ſonot infinite : if his knowledge & power be infinite;then muſtneeds 
hisgoodneſſe and iuſtice march inthe ſame ranke : for infiniteneſſe of power, and 
kowledge,withour like meaſure of goodneſs, muſt neceſſarily bring forth deſtru- 
ion and ruine, and not ornament and preſervation. Since thenthere is a God; 
and an All-knowing God, ſo as hee ſecth into thedarkeſt of all naturall ſecrers; 
which isthe heart of Man , and ſees therein the deepeſt diſſembled thoughts; nay 
ſcesthe thoughts beforethey be thought : ſince he 15iuſt toexereiſe his might,and 
tighry to performe his iuſtice,afſurethy ſelfe, moſt wicked woman (that haſt ſs 
plaguily a corrupted minde;asthou canſtnor keepe thy ſickneſle tothy ſelfe ; but 
tauſt moſt wickedly infe& others) aſſure thy ſelfe, I ſay (for what I ſay depends 
Afeuerlaſting and varemoucable cauſes)thatthe time will come, when thou ſhalt 
know that power by feeling it, whienttiou ſhalt ſee his wiſdomein the manifeſting 
thy ougly ſhamefulncſſe,and ſhalt onely perceive him to have beene a Ctearour iti 
thy deftruRion. | | 
Ny: Gow ſhee ſaid,thus ſheeended, with ſo fairea 7 tieſtic of vaconquered vertpg

His colour was of a browne bay, dapled 
thicke wichblacke ſpots; his forehead marked witha white ſtarre z ro which, in all 
his bodiethere was no part ſutable, but the left foot before ; his mane and tayle 
blackeand thicke, of goodly, and well proportioned greatneſle. Hee cauſed him 
ro bee trimmed with a ſumptuous ſaddle of tawnie, and gold ennamell, enriched 
with precious ſtones: his furniture was made into the faſhion of the branches of x 
tree, from which the leaues were falling : and ſoartificially werethe leaues made, 
thatas thehorle moued, it ſeemed indeede that the leaues wagged, as when the 
wing playes with them; and being wade of a palecloth of gold, they did bearethe 
ſtcaw- Loved lineric of ruine. His armour was alſo of tawnie and gold, but for. 
med into the figures of flames darkned, as when they newly brake the priſon of4 
{mokie furnace. In his ſhield hee had painted the Torpedo fiſh. And fo appointed, 
hee cauſed himſelfe with his trumpet and ſquire (whom hee had taken fince the 
death of 1/menns) to bee ferried over intothe land : a place well choſen for ſucha 
purpoſe. For,it was ſo plaine, as there was ſcarcely any buth, or hillocke, cithert 
valcuell,;or ſhadow ir ; of length and breadth enough,totriethe yetermoſt bothof 
Launce and Sword,andthe oneend of ic facing the Caſtle, the other extending it 
ſclfe rewardthe campe,and no acceſle to it,bur by water;there could no ſecrer rrea- 
cherie be wrought,and for manifeſt violence, either {ide inight have time enough 
to ſuccour their partie. | 
\ But there he rand Phalantas a\ready waiting for him vpona horſe, milke white 
 burthart vpoa his ſhoulder and withers,hee was freckled with red ſtaines,as whens 
few {trawberricvare ſcattered into adiſh of creame. Hee had cauſed his mane and 
raylc ro be dycdia carnation, hisrcynes were vine branches, which ingendring one 
with the orher;at the ead,wheo it came to the bir, there forthe bofle brought forth 
acluſterofgrapes, by the workman made fo lively, that ir ſeemed, as the horſt 
champed on his bir,he chopped forthem,8that ir did make his mourh warer,to ſee 
rhe grapes ſonecre him. His turnicure behinde was @f vines, ſo artificially madegas 
it eemed the borſe Rood inthe ſhadow of the vine ſo pretily were cluſters of rubie 
grapcs diſperſed among the trappers which imbraced his ſides. His armour was 
hlew; like the heauen,which a Sun did with his rayes (proportionately deliuered) 
gild in inoſt places.His ſhield was beautified with this deuice; A greyhound which 
guer-ruaning his fellow,and taking the Hare, yet burts it nor when it rakes it. The 
word was, Ti he glory, wot the prey, © _ 
\ Bat asſooneas Amphialus landed, he ſent his ſquire to Phalentrss,to tell him, that 
there was the knight,ready to knuw whether he had any thing to ſay to him. Fh- 
lantus anſwered, that bis. anſwer naw muſt bee inthe language of Lances; and 
ſo-cach attended the warning of the trumpets, which were to ſound at the 
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zppoinement of foure iadges, who with conſideration ofthe ſame, had dinided the 
ground, Phalantws his horſe yong,& tceling the youth of his maſter, ſtood coruer- 
ting, which being well gotterned by Phalantus,gauc ſuch a glittering grace,as when 


' the Sun in acleere day ſhines vpona wauing water. "Amphialss horle ſtood pawirig 


ypon the ground, with his ftirther foor before, as if he would for his maſterscaule 
begin to make himſclfe angrie: till the trumpets ſounding rogether, Togerher they 
ſerſpurres to rheir horſes; rogether rooke their Launces from their thighs, 'con-- 
ueycd them vp into the reſt rogether, together ſet them finke downward, ſoas it was 
adeleftable fight in a dangerous cffeR, and a pleaſant confideration,rhat there was 
ſoperfe agreement, in ſo'morrall diſagreement : fike a muficke made of cunning 
difcords. Bur their horſes keeping ani Euen line their mafters had Skilfully dllectc 
vntothem, paſſed one by another wirhour encountring, although either might 
eele the angrie breath of the orher.Butthe ſtaues being cometo a iuſt deſcent,cuen 
when the marke was readietomecte them, 4mpba/ss was runnerhroughthe vam- 
e,& vnder the arme : ſo/as the ſtaffeappearing behind him, it ſeemed tothe be- 
rs he had been in dariger. Bur he ſtrake Phalapras inſt yponthe gorger,ſo as he 
battred the lamms thereof;and made his head almoſt rouch'the backe of his horſe. 
Batcither fide having ftayed the ſpiir;8 ved the birroftop their horſes fury, caft- 
ing away the troncheons of their ſtaues, & drawing their ſwords,they attended the 
ſecond ſummons of the death-threatning trumper, which quickly followed ; and 
they afſone making their horfes anſwer their hands, wich a gentle gallop, fct one 
toward the other, rill they being come torhe neereneſle of firtle more than a ſtanes 
h. Amphiales ruſting more tothe ſkrengrh, than to the nimblenes of his horſe, 
puthim foorth with ſpeedy violence;8& making his head ioyne tothe others flanke, 
ding his blow with difcrction,and ſtrengthning it with the courſe of his horſe; 
e Phalantas wpon the head;in fuch ſort,thar his feeling ſenfe did both dazel his 
fight,and aſtoniſh his hearing. But Phelantas (not aceuftomed to bee vngratefull ra 
ſuch benefirs) ſtrake him vpon the {ide of his face; wich ſuch force, that hee thoughr 
hisjiaw had beene cut a ſunder : though the fairhfulneffe of his armour indeede 
guarded him from further dammage.” And ſo remained they a while,rather angry 
with fighting, chan fighting for anger, till Amphialas horſe leaning hard 4 the 
other,8& winning ground, the other horſe fecling himſelf preſt; began to riſe a little 
before; as he was wontto'doe in his coruer: which aduatitage 4wphials: tas 
king, fer forward his owne horſe with the further ſpurte, To as Phe/antas hore 
came ouer wich his- maſter vnder him. Which Amphiclns Tecing, lighred, with 
inearion to helpe Pha/anrus. Bur bis horſe that had fauſted, rather with varimely 
Att, "than want of force,gatvp from burdning bis burden, fo as Fhe/entas (inthe 
flbhaving gocten his feete free offcheſtirrop) could /though ſomething bruiſed 
atiſe,and ſeeing Awphialas neer himghe asked him, Whether he had giuen himany 
helpe in removing his horſe: Amphiaſus aid No, Truely ſaid Phalantdr, I askedir, 


' becauſe I would nor willingly hauc fought with hin; thar had had my life in his 


mercy. Bur now/ſaid Phalentus )before we proceed further, let me know who you 
ae;becauſe never yet didany man bring ro me thelike fortiine, Awpbialas liking tg 
kwpe himſelfe vnkaowne,told him he was a Genrleman;to Whom Amphia/as that 


tay had giuent armour and horſe ro try his valour; having neucrbefere bean in any 


combar worthy remembrance. Ah(faid Phalantas in a rage) And muſtT bethe exer- 
cicof your prentice-age ? & with har, choler rooke away citherthe bryiſe; or the 
feeling of the bruiſe, ſo as heentredafreſb into the combat, &boiling into his arms 
the diſdain of tis heart;ſtrake fo thick vpon Spb ifeuery blow wotild fan 
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haue beene formoſt.But 4raphialus(that many like trials had raughtygreat ſpending 
roleane ſmall remnants) let paſſe the ftormewith ſtrong wards, and-nimble auoy. 
dings:rill ſeeing his time fir;both for diſtanceandnakegneſle; he ſtrake him ſo cruel 
2 blow on the knee, that the poore Gentleinan fell downe withall in a \woune. 
© 'But. Amph:«lus, pittying approucd valour, made precious by naturall courteſie, 
went to:him,& raking off his head-piece to glue himayre,the yong knight [difday. 
nog tobuy life with yeelding)bad him vie his. fortune z for he was refolued neuer 
to yeeld,No more.y.ou ſhall({aid Amphialgs)it it benot tomy requeſt, that you wil 
2ccountyaurſclteto haue great intereſt in,mee Phalen/us more ouercome by his 
kindnclle,than by his fortune,defired yetanceagainerg know his name, who ia his 
firſt beginning had ſhewed fuch fury in his farce,& yetſuch ſtay in his fury. 4mphi 
alus then named himlelfe,telling him withall,b would thinke his name much bet 
tred,if jt. might be honoured by the title of his friend, But no Balme could be more 
comfortable to his wound,than the knowledge thereof, was to his mind, when hee 
knew his miſhap ſhould be excuſed by the renownedyaJour of the other. And/fþ 
promiſing each to orher affuredneſle of good will, Phalanras (of whom Amptialy 
would haue no other ranſome bur his word of fricnd{hip) was conucyed into the 
tampe, where hee would but little remaine among the enemies of Awpbialss : but 
wentrto ſecke his adpentures other-where,, | | 

- 'As for Amphi«lus,hee was receiucd withtriumph intothe Caſtle ; although one 
might {ce by his eyes(humbly lifred vp to the window where ?hi/ocles (ſtood) that 
he was rather ſt place than victorious:which occaſion C2c79pi4 taking(who as then 
ſtoodby Philecleu-and had lately left Pameles in another. roome, whence allo ſhe 
might {ce the combar)Sweet Lady (faid ſhe)-now you may ſee, whether you have 
cauſeroloue my ſonge, who then lies vader your feete, when hee ſtands vponthe 
necke ofhis braueſt enemies. Alas, ſaid Fhilgcles, a imple ſeruicero mee, methinks 
it is, to haue thoſe who come to ſuccour me, deſtroyed it ir bee my duty to calliz 
ſoue, bEit ſo :. but theeffeds it brings forth, I confeſlcI account hatefull, Ceeropi

Yet (knowing the deſperate melancholy of 4mphialas in like caſes) framed to 
him a very thankefull meſſage, powdring it with ſome hope-giuing phraſes; which 
were of ſuch ioy to 4mphalusthat he(though againſt publike reſpeR; and impor 
fhnitic of difl\ waders) preſenrly.cauſed it to bee made knowne to the campe, that 
wharſocuer Knight would tric the like fortune as Phalantas did , he ſhouldin like 
fort be anſwered : ſoas diuers of the valiante(t, partly of themſclues, partly arhe 
inſtigation of 2 oe Aremipeg Foe combat with him : & according to cuery ones

endited)were ſo well anſwered,that ſome by death tanghtorhers,though'paft lear- 
ning hiemſehies; 8& ſome by yetlding gaue themſclues the lie- for hauing blaſphe- 
med:rothe great griefe of Baſil/ins, ſo ro ſee his Rebell preyaile, and in his! owne 
foht ro crowne himlelfe with deſerued honour, © © © | 
Whereupon thirſting for reuenge, & elſe not hoping to preuaile, the beſt of his 
camp being already ouerthrown;he ſent ameſſenger to Argalhs,in whoſeapproued 
courage 8& force,he had(38& had cauſe)to haue grear confidence, witha letter; requi- 
ring him to rake his quarrel in hand, from which he had hirherto ſpared him in re- 
ſpec of his late mariage. Burnow his honour, & (as heeſteemedir) feliciric ſtand- 
ing vpon irt,he could no longer forbeareto challenge of him his fairkfull ſeruice. 
"The meſſenger made _—_ found 4rga/xs at a Caſtle of his owne, fitting ina 
garter with the faire Par#henia,he readihg in a booke the ſtories of Herea/es, ſhee by 
him,as to heare him reade; but while his eyes looked on the booke, ſhee looked on 
hiseyes,and ſometimes ſtaying him,with ſome pretty queſtion; norſomuchto bee 
reſolued of the doubr,as ro giue him occaſion to looke vpon her. A happie covple, 
he ioying in her, ſhee ioyingin her ſclfc,bur in her ſelfe, becauſe ſheentoyed him: 
both increaſedtheir riches, by giuingro each other;cach making onelitedouble;be= 
cauſe they made a doubje life one; where deſire never wanted fatisfation,nor fatiſ- 
faRion ever bred ſacierie;he ruling,becauſe ſhe would obcy : . or rather becauſe ſhe 
would obey,ſhe therein ruling. "3 7 0 
But when the meſſenger came in with letters in his hand, andhaſt in his counte- 
nance,though ſhe knew not what to feare, yer ſhe feared, becauſe ſhee knew not, but 
heroſe,and wenrafide,while he delivered his letters arid meſſage; yeta farre off ſhe 
lboked,now at the meſſenger,and then at her husband: the ſame feare, which nxade 
her loth to hane cauſe of feare, yermaking her ſceke cauſe ro nouriſh her fearce. And 
well the found there was ſome ſerious marter ; for her husbands countenance figu-

lotow, he gaucher the letter to reade.Shee with fearefull lowneſſe rook it; & with 
fearfull quickneſſe read it;and hauing read it, Ah my Arge/as (ſaid ſhe) & haue you 
made ſuch haft toanſwer? 8 arc you {0 ſoonereſolued to leaueme? Purhe diſcour. 
mg vnro her, how much it imported his honour(which finceit wasdeare to him, he 
knew it would be deare vnto her)her reaſon ouerclouded with ſorrow, ſuffered her 
dot preſently tg reply, bur left the chargethereofto reares,and (ighes, which he not 
adleto beare,leftheralone;and went togiuc order for his preſent departure, _. 
Bur by that rime he was armed & ready ro goe,ſhe had recouered alittle ſtrength 
ofpirit againe,and comming our, and ſeeing him-armed,and wanting nothing for 
lisdepartute but her farewell,ſhee ran to him,tooke him by the arme,and kneeling 
ne without regard who tither heard her fpecch,or ſaw her demeanour;My Ar- 
ey Argates((aid ſhe)do notthus forſake me. Remember,alas, Remember thar 
intereſt in you,which/T will nener yecld ſhalbe thus aducnrured. Your valour 
kaltcady ſufficiently known: ſufficiently have you already done for your e6iintry: 
thow, caowrhere are belide you to loſe lefſe worthy liues. Woe is me;whar ſhall - 
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occome of me,if you thus abandon me £ Then was'it time for you to follow theſe 
adaentures, when you aduentured no body bur your {clfe, and were no bodies but 
your owne.Burt now pardon me,thatnow,or neuer,lI claime mine owne; mine you 
arc,and without me you can vndertake no danger: & will you endanger Parthenig 
Farthenjaſhall be in the battell of your fight : Parthenie ſhall ſmartin your pain,g 
your bloud'muſt be bled by Parthenia. Deare Farrhenia((aid he)this is the firſt rime, 


Tizat cuer youreſiſted my will: Ithanke you for ir;but perlcuer not in ir;and {er nor 
the rears ofthoſe moſt belouedeyes bea preſage vato meof that, which you would 


not ſhould happen. I ſhall liue,doubr nor: for ſo great a bleſſing, as you are was not 
viyen vnro me,{o ſoonero be depriuedot'it. Looke for me therefore ſhortly, and 
victorious; & prepare a ioyfull welcome, & I will wiſh for no other triumph. Shee 


anſwered not,bur ſtood as it were thunder-ſtriken with amazement : for true Lone 


made obedience ſtand vp againſt all other pafſions. But when hee rooke her in his 

bis heart in her ſwect lippes,ſhe fell in a ſ\wound, ſo as he 
was faineto leaue her to her Gentlewomen:and caried away by the tyranny of Hg 
nour, though with many a backe-caſt looke, and heartie grone, went tothe campe, 
Where vad:-rſtanding the notable viRories of Amphieles, hee thought to giue hin 
ſome daies reſpite of reſt, becauſe he would not haue his viRory diſgraced by the 
others wearineſſe.In which dayes; he ſought by all meanes (hauing leaue to parley 
wich him)to diflwade him fro hisenterpriſe:& then imparting his mind ro Z «/ilixs 
becaufe he found Amphielns was inflexible,wrote his defie vato him in this maner, 
R famous Amphialus, if my perſwafion inreaſon, or prayerin good wil, 
& \migh prevaile with you, you ſhould by better meanes bee like to obtainc your 
deſire. Y ou ſhould make many braue enemies become your faithfull ſeruants, and 
make your honour flie ypto heauen, being caricd vpby both wings of valour &is 
ſtice;wherof now it wants the latter. But fince my ſuite norcounſel can gerno plac 
in you,diſdaine not to receiue a mortall challenge, from a man ſv far interiour vat 
you in vertue,that I doe not ſo much miſlike of the deed,as I haue the doer in admj- 
ration.Prepare therefore your ſelfe,according.tothenoble mianer you have vid 
think not lightly of ncuer ſo weake an arme,whuch ftrikes with the ſword of iuſtics 


Tothis he quickly receined this anſwer. 


M'* morefamous Argales,I whom ncuer threatnings could make affraid, ati 
LY Lnow terrified by your noble courtefic. For wel I knaw, from what height 
verrue it doth proceed, & what cauſe I haue to doubt ſuch vectue bent to my ruin! 
bur Loue,which iuftifieth the wniuſtice you lay vato me, doth alſo atjimate mee® 
eainſtalldangers,fince I come full of him by-whom your ſelf have been(if I bend 
deceiued) ſometimes conquered, I will therefore arrend your appearance intht 
Ile,carying this aduantage with me,that as ic ſhall be a ſingular honour, it I gettlit 
victoric, ſo there can ve no diſhonour in being oucrcome by Argalas, | 
The challenge thus denounced; 8& acctpted, Argeips was armed in a white armet, 


- which wasall guilded ouer with knots of womans haire;which came downe from 


the creſt of his hcad-piece,and ſo ſpredit ſelfe in richquaatitic ouer all his armout! 
his furniture was cut out into rhe faſhion of an Eagle, whereof the beake(madeintd 
a rich jewel[)was faſtened to the ſaddle,the tayle coucred the crooper of the horſe, 
and the wings ſerved for trappers; which falling of cach fide,asthe borſe ſtirred;tht 
bird ſcemedtoflic, His pettell and raines,, were: embrodered with feathers ſurable 
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ſe | vnoit:vpon hisright armc he ware a fleeue, which his dear Parthenis had made for 
ut | him, co be worne ina Tuſts, in the time that ſucceſſe was vngratefull to their wel-" 
ou deſerued lone”: it was full of bleeding hear:s, though neuer intendedto any bloudy 
af enterpriſe, In his ſhicld (as his owne denice) hee had two Palrme-rrees, necrecone 
& | 2nother,with a word ſignifying, /# that ſort flouriſhing. His horſe was of a fierie ſor- 
i, | rell, with blacke feere,and blacke lit on his backe, who with open noſtrels breathed 
ot FF warre,before hee could ſec an enemie : and now vp wich one legge, and then wick 

ld BF another,ſccmedro complaine of Nature, that ſhe had made him any whit earthie. 

ot Bur he had ſcarcely viewed the ground ot the Iland, and confidered theaduan- 

nd tages (ifany were) thereof, beforethe Caſtle boare had deliuered 4mphi«{ps,in all 
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points prouided to giuea hard entertainment. And then ſending each ro othertheir 
Squires in honourable maner,to know whether they ſhould atrend any further ce- 
remonic,the truwpers ſounding, the horſes with ſmooth running, the ſtaues with 
mhaked motion, obediently performed their cholericke commandements. Bur 
whenthey drew neere, 47g4/u5 horſebcing hor, preſt in with hishead; which 4m» 
clas petceiuing, knowing if he gaue him his fide,it ſhould be to his difaduantage; 
inalſo with him, ſo as both the horſes and mea met ſhoulder ro ſhoulder, ſoas 

the horſes(hurt as mnch with the ſtriking;as being itriken) rumbled downe to the 
earth, dangerouſly to their maſters, but thar they by ſtrength nimbley and by vſe 
Skilfull in the falling,ſhunned the harme of the tall,and without more reſpite, drew 
outtheir {words witha gallant brauery, cach ftriuing ro ſhew himſelfe the lefſe en- 
dmmaged,and ro make knownethatthey were glad: they had now mn clleto 
truſt 44, aw their owne vertue. True it is,that 4m9phia/ns was the ſooner vp, but 4- 
galas had his ſword out the ſooner:and then fellthey ro the cruelleſt combar, that 
any preſenteyc had ſcene. Their ſwords firſt, like Canons, battering down the wals 
of cheir armour,making breaches almoſt in euery place for troupes of woundsts 
enter. Among the reſt, Arga/s gaue a great wound to'Amphialas difarmed. face ; 
though part of the force of ir 4-7phiales warded vpon his ſhield; and withall (firſt 
alting his eye vp to Phileclea's Window, as if he had fetched his courage thence) 
feyning tocnrend the ſame ſort of blow,rurned his ſword, & witha mighty reverſe, 
we a crucll wound to theright arme of Argales, the vnfaithfull armour yeelding 
tothe ſwords ſtrong guided ſharpneſle. Bur though the bloud accuſed the hurt of 
4galus,yerwould he in no action of his confeſſc it: bur keeping himſelf ina lowee 
mrd, ſtood watching with timely thruſts to repaire his loſle, which quickly he did; 
For 4mphielus (following his fawning fortune) laydon {6 thicke vpon Argelas, 
that his Chicld had almoſt fallen picce-micale tothe carth, when 4rga/a5comming in 
with his right foor,and ſomething ſtouping ro come vnder his armour, thruſt- hint 
intothe belly dangerouſly;8& morally it would haue beene; bur that withthe blow 
before, 4mphia/us had ouer-ſtriken himſelte fo, as he fell ſide-ward down, and with 
falling ſaucd himſelfe from ruine ; the {word by that meanes ſlippiog aſide; & nor 
kercing more deepely..47g4/us ſeeing him fall,threatning with voice & ſword, bad 
ih yeeld; But he ſtriving withoutanſwerto riſe, 4rga/us {rake wich all hismighe 
hu head; But his hurt arme nor able to maſter ſo ſound a force, let the ſword 
fo,as Awphialns,though aſtoniſhed with the blow, could ariſe: which Arge/ng 
conſidering ran in tu graſp with him,& ſo cloſed rogerhersfalling ſo rorke ground; 
tow one getting abouc,and then rhe other; at length, both wearie of ſo vnlouely 
bbracements, with a diſſenting conſent gate vp; and went to their ſwords : but 
ppened,cach ot his enemies: where Arg/us finding his toes ſword garniſhed ini 
bloud;his heartraſe with the fame ſword to reuenge it, and on that blade ro- ane 
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thdiz-blovds rogether, Bur his minde was cuill waytcd-on by his lamed force,ſu gg 
Mofecdiged fill more and more wounds: which made all his armour ſeem to bluſh, 
that ir had'defended his maſter no berrer. But Amphialus percciuing it,and wei 2hin 
the {maltharefulneſle of their quarrell, with the worthinefle ot the Knight, defire 
him ro take pictie of himſclfe. Bur Arg aus, the more repining, the more hee found 
himſette in diſaduantage, filling his veines wich ſpite in ſtead of bloud,and makin 


courage ariſe againſt faintneſle (like a Candel), which a little before ir goes Our, - 


oiues then the greateſt blaze) ſo did he vnite all his force, that caſting away thelj. 
clereinnant of his ſhield,and taking his ſword in both hands, he ſtrooke ſuch ang. 
cableblow,thart he cletr his ſhicld,armour,and arme almoſt ro the bone. 
'  Batthen Amphialns forgat all ceremonies, and with cruell blowes made moreg 
his beſt bloud ſucceed the reſt; till his hand being (tayed by his eare,his eare fill 
with apirifull crie,the crie guided his fighr ro an excellent faire Lady , who cine

(which running had ſpent, and diſmayednefle made flow to retfirne) had by fa 
gorren into her ſorow-cloſed breaſt,for a while ſhe could ſay nothing,bur, O wie 
chedeycs ofmine,O wailefull ſight,O day of darknefle: at length turning her eyg 
(wherein ſorrow ſ\wamme)to Amphialas, My Lord(faid ſhe) it is aid you loue; i 
the power of that loue, I beſeech you to leaue off this combar, as eyer your hear 
may find comfortin his affefion,euen for her ſake, I craue it: or if you be mortal 
determined,be ſo pirrifull vnto me,as firſt to kill me,thar I may nor ſeethe death 
Argalns. Ampbia!us was aboutto hauean ſw@cd, when 4rpalns,vexcd with his For 
rune;bur moſt vexed that ſhe ſhould (cc himin that fortune; Ah Yartheni((aid het) 
neuer till now vawelcome vnro me,do youcome to get my life by requeſt 2 And 
canfot Argelss liue but by requeſt? [srhara Life? With thar he went aſide, for fear 
of hurting her,G: would hauc begun the combur afreſh. Bur Am7hialus not onely 
conjured by thar which held the Monarchiec of his iniade, but eyen in his noble 
heart melting with compaſſion zt ſo patſionate a ſighr, deſired him rowith-holdhi 
hands,for that he ſhould ſtrike one who ſoughr his fauour, 8& would not make re 
ſtance. A notable example of the wonderful cff;&s of Vertue, where the conquent 
ſoughtfor friendſhip of the conquered, 8& the conquered would not pardon the cob 
queror: both indeed being of rhar minde to loue each other for accepting, bur no 
for giuing mercy,8neitheraffeRed ro ouer-liuea diſhionour: ſo thar Argales,noth 
much'triving with Amphialus (for it he had had him in the like fort,in like ſorrhet 
would haue dealt with himJas labouring againſt his owne power (which he chiefly 
deſpiſed) fer himſelfe forward, ſtretching his ſtrength ro the yrrermoſt, Burtt 
fire of thar ſtrife, blowne with his inward rage, boyled out his bloud in ſuch abuts 
dance,tbat he was driuen to reſt him vponthe pommell of his {word ': & ene 
thing beginningto rurne round in the dance of dearh before his eyes, his fighrboth 
dazled & dimmed,ril(thinking to fir down)he fel in a ſ\wound. Parthenia,8 Amphir 
alus borh haſtily went vnto him, 4-phialus rook off his helmer, and Pirthomalay 
his headin herlap, tearing off her linnen flecues8 partler,to ſerue about his wounds 
to bind which ſhe took off her hair-lace,8 would haue cut off her fair hair her ſelf,

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bewayled her ſelfe with ſo lamentable ſweetneſle, as wasenough, ro haye taught 
ſorrow to the gladeſt thoughts, 8 haue engraucdir.inthe minds of hardeſtmettall. 

O Parthenia, no mote Parthenis (ſaid ſhe) What art thou? what {eeſt rhoy 7 how 
thy blifſe in a moment fallen ? how wert thou cueninow beforeall Ladiestheex- 


ample of perfet happineſſe,and now the gazing ſtack of endleſſe miſcric2©. God, 


wha hath been my deſert to be thus puniſhed? or if ſuch hane been'my deſert, why 
nsnotin my ſelfe puniſhed ? O wandring life,to what wilderneſſe wauldſt thou 
ladme? But Sorrow,I hopethouart ſharp enough to ſaue my, labour from other 
remedies. <Argalas, Argelas, I will follow thee, I will follow thee, 2="1.«cak. 
/But with thatdrge/vs came out of his {wound,and lifring vp his languiſhingeyes 
(vhich a paincfull reſt and iron ſleepe did ſecke to locke vp) ſceing her in whom: 
(ven dying) he lincd, and himſelfe ſeated in ſo beloued a place, it ſeemed alittle 
cherefall bloud came vp to his cheekes, like a burning cole, almoſtdead, if ſome 
breath a licrle reuiue it : and _— yp(the beft he could) his feeble voyce, My 
deare,ony better halfe (ſaid he)I Gd I muſt now leauc thee : & by that ſweet hand, 
&faire cycs of rhineTI ſweate,that Death brings nothing with icto grieue mee, bur

ſxewounds : all the honour done, being to her but the trumph of herruinc,thee 
diag no comfort, but in deſperate yeelding to Sorrow : & ratherdetetmined to 
her ſclfe.if eucr ſhe ſhould find caſetherof. And wel mighrſhe heareas ſhe paſt 
h the campe,the greatpraiſes ſpoken of her husband,which all were records 
her loſſe, Bur the more excellent he was/bcing indeed accounted ſecond tonbne 
Game: to more did the breath of thoſe praiſes beare vp the wings of Amphie 


wour of Philocles, that ſhee was molt abſent, when hee was preſentwith her 5420 _m 
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ftter ſorieſt, when hee had beſt ſucceſle : which would have made —

had madeſtoupeto his lure. Bur of none he made fo good account as of 
filter to the late ſlaine //merss, and thechicfe of the ſixe maydes, who had trays 
out the Princeſſes to their banker of miſerie: ſo much did the ſharpeneſle of heryi 
counteruaile (as he thought)any other defects of her ſexe: for ſhee had vndertain 
thatdangerous practice by the perſwaſion of Cecropia, who aſſured herthatthetw 
Princefles ſhould be made away;and then 4Amphia/ss would marry her: which 
was the aptet to belecue, by ſome falſe perſwalion her rs had giuen her of kr 
own incomparable excellencies,6 by the great fauour ſhe knew he bareto her 
ther //nenus,which (like a ſclfe-flartering woman) ſhe conceiued was done forks 
ſake.Bur when ſhe had atchieued her attempt, 8& that ſhe found the Princeſſes we 
ſo farre from their intended death, as that the one of them was like to bee her ſaw 
raigne,8 that ncither her ſeruice had won of 4-phis/vs much morethan ording 
fauor,nor her ouer-large offring her ſelfe to a mind otherwiſe owed, had obrainedi 
lookedefor acceptatis;diſdaintobe diſdained, ſpite ofa fruſtrate hope,8 percha Ml 
; vaquenched luſt-growne rage, made her vnquict thoughts finde.no other reſt, + 
malice: which was increaſed by the death of her brother, vvhom ſhe judged neil 
ſuccoured againſt Phi/enax, nor reuenged vpon Philavex. But all theſe coleswer 
well blowa by the company ſhee eſpecially kept with Zeman all chis time ofhe: 
impriſonment. For finding her preſcace vachecrfullco the mourning Philecl 
condemned of the hic hearted Pamela,ſhe ſpent her time moſt with Ze/mwaxe, Who 
thoughat the firſt hardly brooking the inſtrument of their miſery, learning at 
ning in the ſchoole of aduertfirie,in time framed her ſelf ro yeeld hgracceptablees JN | 
certainment. For Ze/mane, when ſhee had by that vnexpeRted miſchicfe her bod 
' impriſoned, hervalour oucr-maſtercd, her wit beguiled, her deſires barred,herlowe 
eclipſed; aflured of euill, fearing worſe,able ro know Fh:locles's misfortune, 8&08J x 
able to ſuccour her,ſhe was a great while, before the greatnes of her heart colds P 
ſcendto ſorow,bur rather roſe boyling vp in ſpite & diſdain;Reaſon hardly maki , 
Courage belceue,that it was diſtrefſed: butas if the walls would be affraidof heyy 
- ſo would her lookes ſboote out threatning vpon them. But the ferters of ſeruitude 'q 
| | (growlngy 
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(growing heauicr with wearing made her feele her caſe gand the little preuailing 
 ofrepining : andthengriefe gata ſeatein her ſoftned minde, making ſwgern 
 ofpaſſedcomforrs by due tirleclaime teares of preſent diſcomforts : and fince her 
fortune made herable to helpe aslittleas any body, yetto beableto waile as much 
25 any body; ſolitarie Sorrow, with a continuallcirclein her ſelfe, going ourar hex 
owne mouth, to come in againeat her owneeares. Then was the name of Philecles 
ed inthe glafſe windowes, and by the fooliſh idolatrie of affeftion, no ſooner 
written,than adored;and no ſooner adored,than piticd : all the wonted prayſes (ſhe — 
was wont to giue vnto her)being now but figures of Rhetorike ro amplifie the in- Fd 
wuriesof misfortune; againſt which being alone, ſhee would often make inueRiue 
*declamations, methodized onely by raging ſorrow. | 
- But when Arteſia did infinuate her ſelfe into her acquaintance, ſhee gaue the go- 
yernment of her courage to wit, 8 was content to familiarize her ſelfe with her : ſo 
- mach the rather,asthat ſhe perceiuedin her certaine flawes of ill-concealeddiſcon- 
rentment.Inſomuch that when Zelmaere would ſweeten her mouth with the praiſes 
ofthe ſiſters, eſpecially ſetting forth theirnoble gratefalnes in neuerforgetting wel- 
ſatended ſeruices,8 inuoking the iuſtice ofthe gods, nor to ſuffer ſuch treaſures to. 
bewrongfully hidden,& ſometimes witha kind vakindneſſe,charging Arteſia that 
fk had been abuſed to abuſe ſo worthy perſons: Arrefia(though fallly, vvould pre- 
that ſhe had been beguiled in it,neuer meaning other matter than recreation: & 
yerwithal(by allcaging 10w vngratcfully ſhe was dealt with)it was cafte tobe ſeen, 
was the varewarding,8: not the euill employing her ſeruice, Fhich gricued her. 
But Zelmanecviing her own byas to bowleneer the miſtrefſe of her owne thoughts) 
was content to lend herbelicte, and withall,to magnifie her deſert, if willingly ſhe 
-would deliver, whom vnwillingly ſhe had impriſoned, leauing no argument which 
miekctickle ambition, or flatterreuenge.So that Arreſcs [puſht forward by Clinias, 
of drawne onward by Zelmane) bound her ſelfe to that practiſe; wherein | Zel- 
| otter her part)defired no more, but to haucarmourand weapons broughtints 
& chamber,nordoubring therewith to pertorme any thing, how impoſſible ſoe- 
ter, which longing Louecan perſwade,and inuincible Valour dare promile. -, 
Bur Cl;nia(whoſe faith could neuer comprehend the myſteries of courage) per- 
"Faded Artefia, while hee by corruption had drawne the guard of onegate,toopen 
(when he would appoint thetime)to the enemy, that ſhe ſhould impoyſon Aw- 
oy z Whichſhe might the cafier doc, becauſe fhee her ſelfe had vſed to make the 
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Stozths, when Amphiales (cither wearied or wounded) did vic ſuch diet. And'all 
"Yhings already were ready to be pur in execution, when they thought beſtto breake 
"the marter with the rwo excellent ſiſters, nor doubting of their conſent in gthing ſo 
+$chooffull to themſelues:their reaſons being,that the Princefles knowing their ſer- 
kice,might be ſure to preſerue them from the furic of the encring ſouldiers: wherof 
| Clinies (cuen ſo) could ſcarcely be ſufficiently certaine : and withall, making thena 
Frivietotheir action, to bind them afterward?to a promiſed gratcfulneſſe towards 
them. They went therefore at one time, when they knew chemo be alone, Clini- 
to Philecles,and 4rtefis to Pamels : and Clinias, with no few words,did ſet forth 
yvhat an exploit was intended for her ſeruice. But Phz/oclca (in whole cleere minde 
treaſon could finde no hiding place)told bim,that ſhe would bee glad, if hee could 
*perſwade her couſin to deliuer her,and chat fhe would never forger his ſeruice ther- 
*in:bur that ſhe deſired him to lay down any ſuch way of miſchicfe,forthar(for her 
part) ſhee would rather yeelde to perperuall impriſonment, than conſcnt to: the 
deſtroying her coufin, who (ſhee knew) loucd her, though wronged her. This 
/ | Aa 3 vnlooked 
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 Valooked for ariforer amazed Clini«s, ſo thathe had no other remedic in his mind, 


but to kneele downe to Philocles;abd be ſeech herto keep it ſecret, confidering that 
theintention was for her ſeruice: 8 vowing(ſince ſhe miſliked it)to proceed no fur. 
ther therein,ſhe comforted him with promiſe of filence which ſhe performed. 
Bur that little auayled: for 4rteſic hauing in like ſort 6pened this deuice to Fg 
mela,ſhe (in whoſe minde Vertue gouerned with the ſcepter of Knowledge) hat 
ſo horrible a wickedneſle, and _ iudging what was fit todoe ; Wicked wo- 
man (ſaid ſhee) whole vnrepenting heart can finde no way to amend treaſon, but 
by treaſon: now thetime is come,that thy wretched wiles haue caught thy ſelfe in 
thine owne nette : as for mee, ler the gods diſpoſe of meeas ſhall pleaſerthem, by 
ſure it ſhall beno ſuch way, nor way-leader,by which I will come tolibertie. This 
ſhee ſpake ſomething witha lowder voice than ſhe was wontto vie, ſo as Cecropis 
heard the noyſe; vvho was (ſooner than Arteſia imagined ſheewould) come vp, tg 
bring Pamela toa window,vyhere ſhe might ſee a norableskirmiſh happened in the 
Campe,as ſhe thought,among themſclues : and being a cunning fiſher in troub 
waters,ſtreight found by their voices and geſtures,there was ſotne matter .of conſs 


quence, vvhich ſhe defired Pamelato tell her. Aske of her (ſaid Pamels)and learneyy 


know,that who doe falſhood to their ſuperiours,tcach falſhood to their inferioun, 
More the would not ſay.But Cecropia taking away theeach-way guilty Arteſca with 
 feareoftorture,gat of her the whole praRile : ſo as Ze/mere vvas the more cloſely 
impriſoned, and Clivias (with thereſt of hiscorrupted mares according ro thei 
merits) executed: For,as for Arteſis,ſhee was but lockt vpn her chamber, Amphis 
ts not conſenting (for the louc he bare to 1/wenss) that further puniſhment ſhould 
be layd vpon her. | 


- Butthe noiſethey heardinthe campe,was by occaſion of the famous Princes | 


#4xiss, nephew to the Gyant Everdes whom Pyrocles flue: A Prince,of body cxces 
dingly ſtrong,in armes ſo skilful & fortunate,as no man was thought to cxcell him 
of courage that knew not how to feare;of parts vvorthy praiſc,if they had not been 
guided by pride,and followed by vniuſtice. For by a ſtrange compoſition of mind 


there vvas no man more tenderly ſenſible inany thing offered to himlſelfe, which 


the fartheſt- fer conſtrution,might be wreſted tothe name of wrong, no man,tha 
in hisowne aQtions could vyorſe diltinguiſh betweene Valour and Violence :'$ 
roud;as he could not abſtaine from a 7hraſo-like boaſting, and yet (ſo vnluckyt 
odging his vertues had gotten)he vvould neuer boaſt more than he vyould accom 
liſh: Falſly accounting an vnflexible anger, a couragious conſtancie : eſteemi 
Kaveaind aſtoniſhment, righter cauſes of admiration, than Lousand Honour; This 
man had foure ſundry times fought vvith Amphialns, but 24ars had beene fo vnpat- 
tiall an arbiter,that neither fide gate aduantage ofthe other, But in theendiit 
ned, that Anaxias found Amphialus (ynknowne) in a great danger, and ſaued his 
life: vvhereupon/loging his owne benefat)began to fauour him,ſo much the more, 
asthinking ſo well of himſelfeghe cold not chooſe bur like him, vvhom he founda 
match for himſelfe:vvhich at laſt grew to as much, friendſhiptowards him, as could 
by a proud heart be conceiued. So as inthistrauell (ſeeking Pyrocles to be revenged 
ef his vncles dearh)hearing of this ſiege, neuer taking paines to examine the quat- 
rell (like aman whoſe will was his God, and his hand his law) taking vvith him 
his two brothers/men accounted little inferiour to himſelfe in martiall matters)and 
two hundred choſen horſemen (with whom heethought himſelfe able to conquet 
the world) yet commanding the reft of his forces to follow, hze himſelfe vpot

with great vakindnefletooke theirdeath, not knowing why, nor how they were 
ſo murchered. There,ifeuer,did he make knowne the wondertulneſſe of his force: 
Bur the valianr,and faithfull Philenex, with well gouerned ſpeede made ſuch head 
againſt him, 2s would haue ſhewed, how ſoone courage falls in the ditch which 
hath not the eye of wiſedome : bur that Amphielus at rhe ſame time iſſued our, 
and winning with an abundance of courage one of the ſconſes, which g9filins 
kad builded, miade way for his friend 4naxiss,with greatloſlce of both ſides, but 
eſpecially ofthe Zaſilians , ſuch notable monuments had thoſe two ſwords eſpe- 
cially left of their Maſters redoubred worthineſle, | 
There,wich the reſpe fit to his eſtate, the honour due to his worthineſſe, and 
thekindneſſe which accompanies friendſhip (made faſt by enterchanged benefirs) 
did A1phialas entorce himſelte (as muchas in a beſieged rowne he could) to make 
Anaxias know, thar his ſuccour was not ſo needfull, as his preſence gratefull. For 
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cauſing the ſtreets and houſes of the towne to witneſſe his welcome (making both 


fouldiers and Magiſtrates in their countenances to ſhew their gladnefle of him) 
heled him to his mother, yghom hee beſoughtro entertaine him with no lefle laue 
andkindneſſe,than as one, who once had ſaued her ſonnes life, and now came to 
fave both life and honour. Tuſh (ſaid Araxins, ſpeaking aloude, looking vpon his 
brothers) I am onely ſorie there are not halte a dozen Kings moreabour you : thar 
what 4#4xius can do,might bethe better manifeſted. His brothers ſmiled,as though 
behad ouer modeſtly ſpoken far vadernearh the pitch of his power. Then was hee 


difarmed atthe carneſt o_ of Amphialas:for Anaxius boyled with deſireto iſſue 


out vpon the enemies, per wadin g himſelfe,that the Sunne ouldnor be ſet, before 
he had ouerthrowne them. And bauing repoſed himſelfe, 4mphiaies axked hing 
whether he would viſite the young Princeſſes. But 4nexiss whilpered him inthe 
eare: In trurh /faid he) deare friend Amphia/us, though I am none of thoſe; thae 
loue to ſpeake ofthem(elues, I neuer came yet in any companic sf Ladies,but chat 
they fell in loue with me.And I thar in my heart ſcorti them as a peeuiſh paltry ſex, 
not worthy to communicate with my vertues, would not goe yonthe wrong:ſince 
(as I heare) youdoedabaſe your ſelfe ſo much as to affetthem. The courteous Aw- 


piatns could haue beche angry with him for thoſe words; but knowing his-humor, 


fffered him to dance to his owne muſicke : and gaue himſelfeto entertain both 
him and his brothers, with as cheercefull a maner;,as could iſſue from a mind whom 


| ynluckie loue had filled vvith melancholy.For to Azaxiss he yeelded the direQion 


of all. He gaue the watchword,and ifany grace vvere granted, the meanes vvereto 
bee made to Anaexins. And that night when ſnpper vvasended, vvherein Ampbialus 
would necdes himſelfe waite vpon him, he cauſed in Boates vpon the Lake an ex- 
cellent muficke tobe ordered : which,though Anexiss might conceiue was for his 
honour, yet indeede hee vvas but the Bricke-wall to conuey it to the cares of the 
beloued Philocles. _ 
The muſickewas of Cornets,wherof one anſwering the other, with a ſweet emu- 
ktion, ſtriving for the glory of muſicke, and ſtriking vpon the ſmooth face of the 
UuicrLake,was then delivered vpto the caftlewalles, which witha proud reuerbera- 
tion, (| preading.it into the ayre, it ſeemedbeforethe harmonic cameto the eare,that 
ithadenriched it felfe in trauaile,the nature of thoſe places adding melodie to that 
melodious inſtrument. And when a while that inſtrament had madea braue proch- 
mation to all vnpoſfeſled mindes,of atrention,an excellent confore ftreight follow- 
ed of five Violls, & as many voices; whichall being bur Oratours oftheir maſters 
paſſions,beſtowed this ſong vpon her, that thought vpon another matter. FP

| But A»«xivs (ſeeming awearie before it was ended) tald Amphielus, that for his 
part he liked no muſicke,but the neighing ofhorſes, the ſound of trumpets,and the 
cries of yeelding perſons: and therefore defired, that the next morning they ſhould 
iſſue vpon the ſame place, where they had entred that day, not doubting to male, 
thequickly' awearicof being the beftegers of Anaxius.Amphialus,who had no whit 
lefle courage, though nothing blowne vp with pride, willingly condiſcended,&fy 
| thenexr morning(giuing falſe alarum tothe other fide of the campe) Amphialus t 
Anaxins carneſt requeſt, ſtaying within the rowne to ſee it guarded, Anaxivs andhis 
brethren Zycurgss and Zoilus,fallied out withthe beft choſen men. Bur Beſi/ius(hi- 
He ving bia the laſt day ſomewhat vnprouided) now had better fortified the ouc- 
mae throwne ſcenſe;and ſo well had aan euery thing for defence, that ir wasims 
us poſlible forany valeur from within,to preuaile. Yet things were performed 
Anaxius beyond the credire ofthecredulous. For thrice(valiantly followed by 
brothers) did he ſer vp his banner vpon the rampire of the enemie : though thriſc 
againe by the multitude,andaduantage of the place,bur eſpecially by the comming 
of three valiant Knights, he were driven downe againe. Numbers there were that 
day.whoſe deaths and ouerthrowes were excuſed by the well knowne ſword of 
 4#axins: butthe reſt by the length oftime and iniury. of Hiſtorians hauc bcete 
wrapped vpn darke forgetfulneſſe: only Tre/erzins is ſpoken of, becauſe when all 
| abandoned the place,he only made head to Avaxiws;rill hauing loſt one of his legs, 
yernot loſtthe heart of fighting, Lycarges(ſecond brother to A#«x;us cruelly murs 
chered him; _42exizs himſclfe diſdaining any further to deale with him. 
But ſofarre had Anexius at thethird time preuailed, that now the Bſiiaws began 
to let their courage deſcend to their feete; Baſilins, and Philenax in vaine firiving | 
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with reuerenceof authority to bridle the flight of aſtoniſhment, and toteach Feare, 
diſcretion : ſo that Amphizlus,ſceing Viory ſhew ſuch aflattering coyntenancets 
him, came out with all his force; hoping that day toend the fiege; 

But rhar fancicaltered quickly by the ſudden comming tothe other fide of three 
Knights, whereof the one was in white armour,the other ingreen, andthe third by r 
his blacke armour & deuice,ſtreight knowne to be the notable knight,who the firſt 
day had giuen Fortune ſo fhorta ſtop with his notable deeds;fighting handto hand 
with the deemedinuincible Amphiales, For the very cowards no ſooner ſaw him, 
butas borrowing ſome of his ſpirit,they wentlike young Eagles to the prey, vnder 

' thewing of their damme. For thethree aduenturers, not- content to lenge them 
trom theirrampire, leapt downe among them,& entered intoabrauecombare with 
the three valiantbrothers, But to whether fide Fortune would haue beene partiall, 
could not be determined. Forthe Zaſitians,lightned with the beames of their ſtran- 

rs valour, followcd ſothicke,thatthe 4mphializns wereglad with ſome haſttore- 


tierothe walls-ward : though Azexiss ncither reaſon, feare, nor example, could 
make himaſlwagethe fury of his :--vntill one of th 


e Baſilians (yrworthy to 
haue his nameregiſtred, fince he did ircowardly,fideward,when heleaft looked that 
way)almoſt cut offone of his legs: ſgas he fell downe,blaſpheming heauen,thatall 
the influences thereof had power roouerrhrow him : and there' death would haue 

ſeazed of his proud heart, but that Amphialys tooke in hand the blackknight, while 

' ſome of hits ſouldiers conueyed away Azexiss,fo requiring life for life vnto bim. 

. And for the louc and example of Amphialss, the fight began toenter into'a new 
ftof heate : when Zſi/ius (that thoughtinonghto be done for that day/Jcauſed re- 
treate to bee ſounded, fearing leſt his men following ouer-earneſtly,:might be the 
loſe of thoſe excellent Knights whom he defired ro know. Theknights as foone as 
they heard the retreate (though they were eagerly fet knowing thatcourage with-' 

REI is necrer beaftlinefle than manhood)drew back their ſwords, nog 

uogry ofmore bloud:eſpecially the black knight,who knowing Amphiatss could 
got retraine totell him, that this was the ſecond time he eſcaped our of his hands; 
 datthat he would ſhortly bring hima bil of all the former accounts. Amphia/vs ſee- 
08git fir ro retire alſo (moſt of his people being hurt, both in bodies and hearts) 
mthdrew himſelfe,withſo well ſeated a reſolution, that it wasasfarre from anger, 

from diſmayedneſlc, anſwering rio other tothe blackektiights threats, but that - 

When he broughthim his account, he ſhould finde a good pay-maſter,/ '' +... | 
;The fight being ceaſed, and each fide withdrawne withuni their ſtrengths,Fofi/ixis 

fat Philanax to entertaine the ſtrange knights,and to bring them vntohim;that he' 

mightacknowledge what honor was due to theirvertue; But they excuſed them- 
ſlues, deſiring ro be known firſt by cheir deeds, before their:names ſhould accuſe- 
their yaworthineſle:and though the ather replied accordingas they deſerued, yer 

(finding that vawelcome courteficis a degree of iniury) hee ſuffered themro retire 

temſelues toa tent of their owne withour the campe, where they keptthemſelues 

ſecret: Philanax himſclfe deingarenany roandother ſtrange knight ; ſtrange nor. 
onely by the vnlookedforneſle of his comming, but by the ſtrange manner of his:

This knight of the tombe(for ſo the ſouldiers termed him)ſent to Bufilins to dei 
maund leaueto ſend ina damoſellintothe towae, rocall our Amphis/us, accordi 
as before time ſome others haue done. Which being granted (as glad any wo 
| vndertakethe charge,which no body elſe in that camp was knowne willing to doe) 
the damoſell went in,$8: hauing with teares ſobbed oura braue challenge to Awpbis 
Iss,from the knightofthe Tombe, Amphia/ss,honourably entertayning the Gen- 
tlewoman,s: defiring roknow the knights name(which the doletull Gentlewoman 
would not diſcouer)accepted the challenge,onlydefiring the Gentlewoman to ſay 
thus much to the ſtrange knight from him, thatif his minde were like to/his title; 
there were more cauſe of affinitie,than enmity betweene them. And therefore pre- 
fently(according as he was wont)as ſoon as he perceined the knight of the Tombe, 
with his Damoſels and Indge,was come into the Iland, hee alſo went ouer in accu»

4--p4:4/a5 being the tallerman 

forthe moſt part ſtood with his right legge before;his ſhicld atthe-ttermoſt length 


of his arm&zhis ſword hie, but with the point toward his caemy;But when he ſtrake, 
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The Gounteſſe of Lis. 
which came ſo thicke,as if cuery blow would ftrine to be formoſt, his arme ſeemeg 
ſtill a poſtilion of death. The forſaken knight ſhewed-with like $kill, vnlike geſture, 
keeping himſelfcin continuall motion, proportioning the diſtance betweene them 
to any thing that Avphia/ns attempted;his eye guided his foote, and his footecon 

ighed his hand;and fince nature had made him fomething the lower of the two: 
he made art follow, and notſtriue with nature : ſhunning rather than wardi bis 
blowes; like a cunning maſtiffe, who knowes the ſharpnefſle of the horn & ſtren 
of the Bul;fights low to get his proper aduantage;anſwering mightineſs wich nin 
bleneſſe, and yet at times imploying his wonderfull force, wherin hewas ſecondty 
none. In ſumme,the blowes were ſtrong,the thruſts thicke, and the auoydings cug. 
ning. Butthe forſaken Knight (that thought ita degree of being conquered tohee 
long in —_—_— ſtrake him ſo mighty a blow, that hee made Amphialus py. 
knee to the ground, withoutany humbleneſſe, But when hee felt himſclfe ftrikey 
downe,and ſaw himſclfe ſtriken downe by his riuall, then ſhame ſcemed one arme, 
and difdaine anorher;fury in his eyes,and revenge in his heart; $kill and force gaue 
place, 8 they tooke the place of skill and force,with ſo vaweariable a manner, tha 
the forſaken knighcalſo was driuen to leaue the ſterne of cunning, 8&-giue himſelf 
wholly to be guidedby the ſtorme of fury:there being in both(becauſe hate woul 
not ſuffer admiration extreme diſdaine to finde themſelues ſo matched. ; 

What(ſaid 4mphialus to himſclfc)am I Amphialas,before whom ſo many mon: 
ters and Gyants haue falne dead, when I onely fought cauſeleſſe aduentures ? and 
can one knight now withſtand me in the preſence of Philoc/ca,and fighting for Ph 
loclea?or fince I loſtmy liberty, hauel loſt my courage? bauc I gotteathe heart of x 
flaue as well asthe fortune? If an army wereagainſt mee in the fight of Philpcie, 
could ir refiſt me? O beaſt,one man reſiſts thee: thy rivall refiſts thee: or am I indeed 
Amphia«las?haue not paſſions kild him, and wretched I (I know not how)ſucceeded 
into this place?Of the other fide the forſaken knight wichno lefle ſpite, fell out with 
himſelfe; Haſt thou broken(ſaid he te himſclfe) the commandement of thy onely 
Princeſſe, ro come now into her preſence, andin her preſence to proue thy ſelfe a 
coward: Dorh 4ſi« and Egypr ſet vp Trophies vnta thee, to be matched hceere by a 
traytor? O noble Berſanes,how ſhamed will thy ſoule'bee, that heethat ſlewther, 
ſhould bee reſiſted by this one man 2 O incomparable ?3rocles, more grieued wil 
thoubece with thy friends ſhame, than with thine owne impriſonment, when thou 
ſhalt know how little I haue bin able to do for the delinery of thee, 8 thoſe heauets 
ly Princeſſes. Am I worthy to be friend to the moſt valonrous Priace thateuerws 
entituled valourous,and ſhew my ſelfe ſo weake a wretch £2 No,ſhamed X4»/iders, 
worthy for nothing,but to keepe ſheepe, getthee aſheepehooke againe, fince thou 
canſt yſe a {word no better. | : 

Thus at times did they,now with one thought, then with another, ſharpen their 
ouer-ſharpe humors; like the Lion that beates himſelfe with his owne taile, to make 
himſelfethe more angry. Theſe thoughts indeede not ſtaying, but wherring their 
angry ſwords, which now had put on theappareMl of Crueltic : they bleeding | 
ſoabundantly, that eucry body that ſaw them, fainted: for them, and yet they 
fainted not in themſelues: their ſmart being more ſenſible to others eyes, than to 
their owne feeling. Wrath and Courage barring the common ſenſe from bringing 
any meſſage of their caſe to the mind: Paine, Wearineſle,8& Weakenefle,not cms 
to make known their caſe (though already inthe limits of doath) in the preſence 0 
fo violent fury : which filling the veines with rage, in ſteed of bloud, & making the 
minds miniſter ſpirits tothe body, a great white held out their fight, like an _ 
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ſhorte ypward by the force ofthe bow, though by his owne nature hee would goe 
downeward. The forſaken Knight hadthe more wounds, but 4mphia/us had rhe 
ſorer; which the other (watching time and place) had cunningly giuen vnto him: 
Whocucr ſawa wel-mand Galley fight with atall Shippe, might make vnto him- 
ſelfe ſome kind of compariſon of the difference oftheſe two Knights ;a better cou- 
ple chan whichthe world could not vragge of. Amphialus ſeemed to cxcell in 
ſtrength, the forſaken knight in nimbleneſle; & yer did the ones ſtrengthexcell in 
nimblcneſle,& the others nimbleneſle excell in ftrength: but now ſtrength & nim- 
blencſſe were both gonc,and exceſle of courage onely maintained the fight. Three 
times had Amphialss with his mightic blowes driuen the forſaken Knight to goe 
ſtaggering backward, but cuery one of thoſe times hee requited paine with ſmarr, 

; and ſhame with repulſe. And now, whether hee had cauſe, or that ouer-much confi- 

; dence{an ouer-forward {choler of vynconquered Courage) made him thinke he had 

' eauſe,he beganto perſWwade himiclte hee hadthe aduantage of the combar, though 

: theaduantage hetooke himſelf ro haue,was only that he ſhould bethe latter to die: 

| which hope, Hate(as vaſecret as Louc)could not conceale, but drawing himſelfe a 

little backe. from him, brake our into theſe manner of words. | 

Ab Amphialiss(faidthe forſaken knight)this third timethou ſhalt not eſcape me, 

but thy dcath ſhall ſatisfie thy iniury and my malice, and pay forthe crueltic thou 

| fhewedſtinkilling the noble Arga/as and the faire Parrhenia, Introth (ſaid Amphio 

' 4us)thou art the beſt knight thaveuer Ifought withall, which would make me wil- 

ling to grant thee thy lite,if thy wit were as good as thy courage;that/beſides other 

- fallies)layeſtthatto niy charge,whichmoſt 9m my will was committed. Bur 

| whether my death be in thy power,orno,let this tell thee;and ypon the word way- 

teda blow, which parted his ſhield into twopieces ; and deſpiſing the weake refi- 
ſtance of hisalready brokeri armour,made a greatbreach into his heart fide, as ifhe 
would make a paſſage for his loue to get our at. 

. Butpainerather ſcemed to increaſelite,thanto weaken life in thoſe champions. 
For the forſaken knight coraming in with his right leg, & making it guidethe force 
of the blow, ſtrake Amprialus vponthe belly ſo horrible a wound, that his guts came 
out withall. Which Amphialus perceiuing (fearing death, onely becauſe it ſhould 
come with ouerthrow)he ſeemed to coniure all his ſtrength for one moments ſer- 

' nice; & ſo,lifting vp his ſword with both hands, hit the torſaken knight vpon the 
head,a blow,wherewith his ſword brake.But (as if it wouid doa notable ſeruice be- 
fore it died)it preuailed ſo,cucn in the inſtant of breaking, that the forſaken knighe 
fell:o the ground,quite for that inſtant forgetting both loue and hatred: 8 Amphia- 

ls(finding himſelfalſo in ſuch weakneſle,as he looked for ſpeedy death)glad ofthe 
vitory,though little hoping to cnioy it, puld vp his viſar,meaning with his dagger 

_ togiue him death; but in ſteed of deathyhe gaue him life: for,the ayre ſo reuiued his 
irits,that comming to himſclfe,and ſeeing his preſent danger, with alife conque- 
ringdeath,he rooke Amphials by the thigh,&rogether roſe himſelfe,8& ouerturned | 
| him. But Amphia/us ſcrambled vp againe, both now ſo weake indeed, astheir mo- 
tions rather ſcemed the after drops to a ſtorme,than any matter of great furie. 

- But Amphialas might repenthimſelfe of his wilfull breaking his gy {word:for, 
the forſaken knight(hauing withthe extremity of iuſtly-conceiued bate,and the vn- 
pitifulnefſe of his own neare-threatning death,blotted out all complements of cur- 
teſie) let flie at him ſo cruelly,that though the blowes were weake, yetweakeneſle 
vpon a weakened ſubic&, proued ſuch ſtrength, that Amphia/us hauing attempted 
in vaine, once or twiſc to cloſe with him, receiuing wound vpon wound, ſent his 
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wholc butthen'ro ſtrike the carch with falling,fiace he could ftrike his foe no berre; 
in ſtanding: giging no other tokens of bimfclfc,than as ofa man cuen ready to take | 


his oath to be deaths true (eruant. __ _ | 
Which when the hardic brothers of Anaxins percelued, not recking law of 
armes, nor vic of chinalrie,chey flew in to defend theirfriend,or revenge their lofſe 
of him.Burt they were forthwiti encountred with therwo braue companions of the 
forſaken knight, whereofthe one being all in greene,borh armour and furniture; 
ſeemed a pleaſant Garde? wherein grew Orange trees;' which with their golden 
fruits, cunningly bearen in and embroydered, greatly enriched theeye-pleafing 
colour of greene. In his ſhield was a ſheep feeding in a pleaſant field;withthis wor 
without feare or envy. Andtherefore was called the Knight of the ſheepei The other 
knighe wasall in milk whire,hisartiring elſc all cur in ſtars, which made of cloth ef 
filver,and'filuer ſpangles,cach way ſcemed to caſt many aſpeRs. His deuice was the 
very Pole it ſelfe,abour which many itarres ſtirring,burthe place it ſelfe lefr voy. 
The word was, The beft place yet reſerned. Bur theſe four Knights inheriting the hate 
ofrheir friends, began a molt fierce combat: rhe forſaken Knight himſelfe nors. 
bleto helpe his fide, but was driuento fit him downe, with the extreame faintneſſ 
of his more and mote fainting bodice. But thoſe valiant couples ſeeking honourby 
diſhonouring,and to build ſafety vpon ruinc,gaue newappetites tothe almoſt glu 
red eyes of the beholders, and now bloud began to put ſweate from the ful poſh 
Gon of their ourſides,no aduantage being yet to be ſcene, onely the Knight of ths 
ſhcepe ſeeming moſt deliuer,and affeCting moſt of all that viewed him, when a com 
panie of ſouldiers ſent by Cecropie,cameoutin boats tothe Iſland;and all came ruz- 
ning to the deſtruction of the three Knights, whereof one was vrterly vnable t6 
defend himſelfe. | 
But then did the other two Knights ſhewtheir wonderfull courage & fidelirie, 
For turning back roback,and borh beſtriding the blacke forſaken knight (who had 
fainted ſolong til! he had loſt the feeling of taintneſſe)they held play againſt the 
reſt, thoughthetwo brothers vnknightly helped them;till Phi/anax(who watchfub 
ly attendedſuch trayrerous praQtiſes)ſentlikewiſe ouer, both by boar & ſwimming, 
ſo choice a number,as did put moſt of the other ro the ſword, Onely the two bro- 
thers, with ſome ofthebraucſt of them, carrrying away the body of Amphiala, 
which they would rather haue dycd, than haue left behinde them. 6 
- So wasthe forſaken Knight(laid vpon clokes)carried home tothe camp. Buthi 
two friends knowing his carneſt deſire norto be knowne, covering him from any 
bodies eyes,conueyed him totheir owne renter Bſilins him ſelfe conquering his ear? 
neſt deſire to ſee him, with fearero diſpleaſe him, who had fought ſo notably in 
his quarrell. But Fame fetthe. honour vpon his backe, which he would not ſufferto 
ſhine in his face:no mans mouth being barraine of praiſestothe noble knight, that 
had battered the moſt eſteemed knight in the world : euery bodie' praying forhis 
life, and thinking thattherein they prayed for themſelues, Bur he himſelfe, when 
by rhe diligent care of friends, and well applyed cunningof Surgeons, he camets 
renewagainethe league berweene his mince and body;then fell he toa freſh warre 
with his owne thoughts, wrongfully condemning his manhood, laying cowardiſc 
to himſelfe, whomehe impudenteſt backbiter would not ſo haue wronged. Forhis 
courage (vicdto vſeviaori-as an inheritance) could brooke no reſiſtance ar any 
time: burtiow that he had promiſed himſeclfener only the conqueſt of him, butthe 
ſcaling of the walles, and deliueric of Pamele, though hee had done beyond all 
others expeRation, yer ſo ſhort was he of his owne,that he hated to looke ypen the

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Sunne,thar had ſeen him doe ſo weakely : & ſomuchabho a rn — ON 
nobr, wherof herhought himſelf voworthy;thar he beſought rk - ' rk

ly obeyedhim, leaving Beſilius 8 all the campe very ſory for the po_—g of. theſe

, three voknown knights, in whoſe prowes they had: ruſt of vicory. 

© Butthey being gone, Baſilins war perm nd orderto the rb 
of the liege, tortifying themſehues, ſo as they feared no more any ſuch fodaino = 
asthat of 476xi#7. And they within (by reaſon of Avexias hurt, bureſpecially. of 
Amphialus his)gaue themſclucs onely to diligent watch 8 ward, making no (allies 
out,but commirring rhe principalltruſt to Zoilas & Lycargar, For Andxing was yer 
forced to keepe his chamber. And as for Anyphiales,his body had ſuch wounds and 
he gaue ſuch woundsto his minde, ascafily ir could notbee determined, whether 
death or he made the greater haft one to the other : for when the dilis t care of 


cunning Chirurgians had broughrlifeto the poſſeſſion of his own right, Soxrow & 
Shameſlike 90 corrupted ſeruancs)came waiting ofi,perſmading noching burthe 


jvivg oucr of it ſelfe ro, deſtruiofr. They layd before his eyes his preſene caſe, 
Cows cuery piece of ic in moſt vgly. colours: they ewe him hs lows wrap- 
pedin deſpaire, his fame blotted by overthrow; ſo that if befort he languiſhed, be- 
cauſe he could not obtaine his deſiring, hee now lamented, beratſe he durſt not de 
firethe obrayning.Recreant Ampbielss (would he ſay to himſelfe) how dateſtchou 
entilerhy ſelfe the louer of 2hi/ocles, that haſt neither ſhewed thy, ſelfe@ fairhfull 
coward, ora valiantrebell, buthoth rebellious and cowardly, which bo law can 
quite,nor grace haue pittic of? Alas life, wharlirtle pleaſure thou doeſt me, to giue 
menoching bur ſenſe of reproch,andexcrciſe of rujne? I would (ſwerr 7bilectes) 1 
kad died, before thy eyes had leene my weakenefſe:andthen perchance with ſome 
* WI ighchou wouldeft haue confeſſed, thou hadſtloſta worthy ſerunt. Burnow,cay- 
d tte that T am, whatever I haue done, ſerues but ro build vp my riuals glorie.

rherrue jmage ofouer-maſtred courage,and of ſpite, thar ſecs no remedie. Forher 
breatt fwetled withall,che bloud burſt ourar hernoſe, and ſhe looked palerthange 
cuſtomed;with her eyes caſt on the gn fucha grace, as ifſhee were fallen 
out with the heauens, for ſuffering ſuch an iniurie. The lookers on 'were ſo moued

' But when this —_ was brought to Beſi/ias, and that this picifull preparation

was a ſafficienr letter of credite for him to belecue it, he called vnto him his chick 
Counſellours :- among which,thoſc he chiefly truſted were Philanax,8& Kalaniti, 
lately come to the campe at Baſiliascommandement,andin himſelfc wearie ofhi 
Jolitarie life, wanting his ſonnes preſence,and neuer having heard from his beloued: 
oueſts ſince they parted from him. Now inthis doubt'what he ſhould do, he willed 
Kalender to giue him his advice: who ſpake much rothis purpoſe. You command

Doe therfore as T am ſure you meaneto 
doc,remouethe ſiege, 8 after ſecke by pratice,or other gentle meanies, to recolie 
thar which by force you cannot: & thereof is indeed [when ir pleaſeth you) mote 
counſel tobe raken.Once,in extremities the winning oftime is rhe purchaſe of life, 
& worſe by no means than their deaths can befall vato you. A man mighrvſe more 
words,if it were roany _ ro gild gold, or that-I had any cauſe ro doubtof 
your mind:bur you are wiſe,and are a father. He ſaid no more, for hee durſt not it- 
eerpt to perſwade the marrying of his daughter to Amphialus,but left that to bring 
in at another conſulration.

Cecropia ſeemed muchrto be moucd by her importunity, ſs as divers dates were 
wonne of painfull life tothe excellent Philoc/ea:while Zeimane ſuffercd ſoine hope 
tocheriſh her minde, eſpecially truſting vponthe helpe of Moſfidorw, vvho (ſhee 
yen vvond not be jdlein this marrer,till one morning a noyſe awaked Ze/mene, 
om whoſe oucr-watchful mind,thetired body hadftolnea little ſleep: & ſtraight 
with the firſt opening of her eics, Care raking his wonted place, ſhe ran tothe win« 
dow which looked into the hall(for that way the noiſe guided her)8& there might 
ſhee ſee (the curtaine being left apen euet fincethe laſt execution)ſeuen or eight. 
perſons in a cluſter vpoa the ſcaffold: who by andby retyringthemſelues,n 
was to be ſcene thereupon, bur a baſen of gold pirifully enamelled withblc 
inthe midſt of it,the head of the moſt beaurifull 7hi/or/es, The borribleneſs ofthe 
miſchiefewas ſuch,as Pyrgc/es could not at firſt bekeeve his owne ſenſes, bur bene 
bis wofull eyes rodiſcerne ir better :. where too well he _ ſceit was Zhilorles's 
{lfe, hauingno veile, burbeauticouer ker face, vvhich ſtill appearedtobe alines | 
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ſo did thoſe eyes ſhine, cuen as they wero wont, and they were wont more than 


_  anyother:and ſometimes asthey moued,it might well make the beholder thinke 


thatdeath therein had borrowed her beauty, and not they any way diſgraced by 
death, ſo-weet and piercing a grace they carried with them. 

Ir was not a pity, it was notan amazement, it was not aforrow which then laiq 
huld ori Pprocles,buta wilde fury of deſperate _ chat he cried our,O tyrant 
heauen;rraytor carth,blinde prouidence, no:iuftice, hows this done * how is this 
ſuffered: hath this world a goucrnment? Ifir have ler, irpowre out all his miſchiefs 
vpon me. 8&:ſee whether it haue power to make me mote wretched than I am. Did 
ſhe excell for thiszhaue I prayed for this ? abominable hand that did it ; dereſtable 
diuell thatcommanded ir;curſed light that beheld ir: 8 if the light be curſed,whar 
are then mine eyesthar haue ſeen ir? And haue/l ſeen Philoclee dead,and do I lie? 
and haneTliued nor to helpe her, but togalke of her ? and ſtand I ftill ralking? 
And with that(carried by the madneſſe of anguiſh,not having areadier way to kill 
himſelfe)he ranne as hard as euer he could with his head againſt the vvall,vvith in- 
rentiontobraine himſelfe : but rhe haſte todoir made the doing the ſlower. For as 
be cameto-giue theblow, his foote tripr,ſoas ircame not-vvith the full force : yet 
forcibleenough to ſtrike him downe;8c wirhall to depriue him of his ſcnſe,ſo that 
he lay avvhile comforted by the hurt,in thar he felt nothis diſcomfort. | 
-; And when he cameagaine to himſelfe; heheard,or hethoughr he heard a voice 
which cryed, Reuenge,Reuenge, vnto him; whetheriadcedir vvere his good An-

$kill,when ſhe madethem : you ſhall finde many theirſuperiours, and perchance

mgine,that if eucr hee vnderſtood, for his ſake that I receiued further hurt than 
he want of my liberty, he would not lean hourelonger. And the good woman 
ſme to me that he would kill his mother, if he knew how Lhad been dealt with z 
butthat Cecrop4 keepes him from vnderſtanding things how they paſle,only ha- 
ling heard a whiſpering,and my ſclfe named, hee had(of aboundance,forſooth,o 
tonourable loue) giuen this charge for vs ; whereupon this cnlargement of mine 
mgrowne; for my part, | know too well their cunning (who leaue no mony vn- 
dffered that may buy mine honour) to belecue any word they lay, but (my deare 
ves, even logke forthe worſt, and prepare thy-ſelfe for the ſame.

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Alas how I pitied to heare thy pitic of me, and yeta great while I could nor finds 
in my heart to interrupt thee, but often had cuen pleaſure to weepe with thee: ang 
ſo kindly care forth thy lamentations, that they inforced me tolament too, a; 
if indeed I had beenea looker on, to ſee poore Philec/es dye. Till at laft I ſpake 
with you,totry whether I could remoue thee from ſorrow, till I had almoſt pro. 
cured my ſelfe a beating. And withthat ſhe pretily {miled ; which, mingled with 
her teares,one could not tell whether it werea mourning pleaſure,or a delightty| 
ſorrow : but like when a few April drops are ſcattred by a gentle Zephirws amo 
fine coloured flowers, But Pyrocles, who had felt (with ſo ſmall diſtance of time) 
in himſelfe the ouerthrow both of hope and deſpaire, knew not to what key hee 
ſhould tune his mind,cyther of ioy or ſorrow. But finding perfit reaſon in neither, 
ſuftered himſclfe to be carried by the tide of his imagination, & his imagination 
tobe raiſed cuen by the ſway,which hearing or ſeeing might giue vnto them: he 
ſaw her aliue,he was glad to ſec her alive; he ſaw her weep, he was ſorie to ſeeher 
weep; he heard her comfertable ſpeeches,nothing more gladſome ; he hearder 

rognoſticating her owne deſtruftion, nothing more dolefull, But when hehait 
File taken breath fromthe panting motion of ſach contrarieties if paſſions, kei 
to confider with her of her preſent eſtate, both comforting her, that certainly th 
worſt ofthis ſtorme was paſt.fince already they had done the worſt, whichmw 
wit could imagine : and chat if they had determined to hauekilled her,nowthy 
would hauc done it: and alſo carncftly counſelling her, and etabling his counkh 
with vehement prayers, that ſhc would fo farie ſecond the hopes of Amphialus 
that ſhe might but procure him libertic ; promiſing then as much to her , astheh 
beralitie of louing courage durft promile to himlclfe. 

But who could lively deſcribe the maner of theſe ſpeeches, ſhould painty 
the lighrſome colours of affcRion, ſhaded with the deepeſt ſhadowes of ſorry 
finding then betweene hope and feare,a kind ot ſweetneſle in teares ; till Philxh 
conrent to receive a kifſe,and bur a kiſſe of Pyrocles, ſealed vp his mouing lips, al 
cloſed them vpin comfort : and her-ſclte (forthe paſſage was left betweene tha 
open) went to ber ſiſter ; with'whom ſhe ſtayed bur a while, fortifying oneats 
ther (while ?hilec/eatemperedPamels's iuſt diſdaine,8& Pamela enobled Philgdui 
ſweer humbleneſſe) when Amphia/ms came vnto them : who neuer fince heekd 
heard Fhilecles named,could be quiet in himſelfe, although none of them ba 
him (fearing more his mothers violence than his power J would diſcouer wit 


had paſſed : and many meſſengers he ſent to know her eſtate, which broughta(ſ 


ſwer back,according as it pleaſed Ceerogpreto endite them, till his heart full of 
fortunate affcAion,more and more miſgiuing him, hauing impaziently bornetk 
delay of the nights vnfirnefle, this morning he gate vp, & though full of wound 
(which not withour danger could ſuffer ſuch exerciſc) he apparelled himſelfe,n 
with a countenance,that ſhewed ſtrength in nothing but in griefe, he came wt 


the ſiſters were ; and weakly kneeling downe,be beſought them ropardon himJl | 
- they had not beene vicd in that Caſtle according to their worthinefſe;and hisdf}

that would ſecke that of them; In fyrme, in all his ſpeeches, more like rhe

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.WeU vnderſtand: &how,acknowledging his perfeaions,ſhe would make 
=_ eye perfcctions,notto be injurious to Ladies. But when hee knew not 
how to replyzrhen would hefallto touching and toying,ſtill viewing his graces in 
no glaſlpbur ſelt-liking:T'o which.

Certainly 
is miſhapit may be ſome comfortto vs that wearelightedin theſe fellows hands, 
vvhoyerwillkeepvs from hauing cauſe of being miſerable by our friends means; 


Naothinggricues mee more, than that you, noble Ladic Zelmaeve, (to vvhom the

adics,vvhom he viſired;doubting there had bin ſome furtherpraQtice than yer he 
coaceiued. But finding then) onely ſtrong in patience, he vvent and lockt a great 
honpate;by vvhichonly any body might mountto that part of the Caſtle; rather 
tconceale the ſhame of his brother, ſlain by a woman,;than for doubt of any other 
maoyance:& then werit vp to receiuc ſome comfort'of the execution;he was ſure 
bisbrocher had doheof Zelmeve: Bur Zelmane no ſooner ſaw thoſe brothers, of 
yhomReaſon aſſured her ſhe was to expe reuenge,bur that ſhe leapt to a Target;

But when her {word made deimonſtrationsaboue all flatterie.ot — , and

ſtrike agaive, theeler fall the pecce of her ſhield, and vvirh herleft hand catching 
his ſwordof the inſide of the pommell, vvith nimble and ſtrong ſleight, thee had 
gotten his ſword out of his hand,bcforc his ſenſe could conuey to his imagination 
what was to be doubted. And hauing nowtwo {words againſt one ſhield,mean 
tot fooliſhly tobe vngratefull to good fortune, while hee yyas no more amaze 
with his being vaweaponed, than vvith the ſuddenneflerhereof,ſhe gaue him ſuch 
a wound vpon his head,in deſpite of the ſhiclds ouer-weak refiftance, that wirhall 
hee fell to the ground, aſtoniſhed vvith the paine, and agaſt with feare. Bur ſceing 
Zelmane ready to conclude her victory in his death, bowing vp his headto her, 
witha countenance that had forgotten all pride, Enough excellent Lady, ſaid hee, 
the honour is yours: wherof you ſhall want the beſt witneſle,if you kill me. As you 
haue raken from menthe glory of manhood, returne ſo now againe to your own 
ſex, for mercy. I will redeeme my life of you vvith no ſmall ſeruices; for I will vs 
dertake to make my brother obey all your commandements. Grant life, I beſeech 
you, for your owne honour, and for the perſons ſake that you loue beſt. Zeljnrant 
repreſta while her great heart, cither diſdaining to be cruell or pirifull, and thets 
fore'not cruell : & now the image of the humane condition beganto be an Oratdt 
vato her of compaſſion,when ſhee ſaw,as if helifted vp hisarmes with a ſuppliants 
grace,aboutone of them, vnhappily tied,a garter with aiewell,which(giuento 
recles by his aunt of Theſſ«lia,0 greatly eſtcemed by him) he had preſented to 7hi 
locles,and with inward rage promiſing extreame hatred, had feene Lycargwe with 
proud force,8& not vvithout ſome hurt vnto her,pull away from Phlocles, becauſe 
at intreaty ſhe would not giue it him.Butthe fight ofthar was like acypher,ſigniy- 
ing all he iniuries which Phz/oclee had of him ſuffred, and that remembrance tee: 
ding vpon wrath,trod downeall concits of mercy. Andtherfore ſaying no more, 
but, Novillaine,dic: itis Phileclea that ſends theethis token for thy loue. Withthat 
ſhe made her ſword drinke the bloud of his heart, though he wreling his body;& 
with a countenance preparcd tocxcuſe,would faine haue delayedthe receiuing of 
deaths Ambaſſadours. But neither that ſtayed Ze/maere's hand, nor yet Avixiu

irſelfe of atrueand conftant worthineſſe. Bur ?yroeles, whoſe ſoulemighr well be 
ſeparated from his bodie, but never alictiared fromthe remembring of what was 
comoly, if arthe firſt he did alittle apprehend the dangeroufneſle of his aduerfazie; 
whom once betore hee had ſomething tried, and now perfealy ſaw, as the very 
piure of forcible furie':-yer wastharapprehenftonquickely ſtayed inhim, rather 
ſrengrhning than weakning his vertae by tharwreſtling ; like wine, growing' the 
ſtronger by being moucd.\ Sothat they both, din hearts,andable in hands, 
did honour ſolirarineſſe there wirhfſuchacombare, 'as might haue detnanded, as 
a rightof forrune, whole armies of beholders..

Thoy 
doeſt well indeed (ſaid Ze/mane) toimpute thy caſe to the heauenly prouidence;, 
which will haue thy pridMindc it ſelfe (cucn in that whereof thou art moſt proud}

But then hauing ſufficiently reſted themſcluegthey renewed againe their comba, 
far more terciblettian before: like nimble vaulters, who atthe firft & ſecond leape do 
bue ſtirre;and (as it were)awake the fiery & ayrie parts,whichafter in the other leaps 
they do with more cxcellency exerciſe, Forin titis pauſing,edch had brought to his 
thoughts the maner of the others fighting, 8 rhe aduantages, which by char, & by the

they had ſaid before, more perfely; by the viing of it. Avexiws oftner vied 
blowes,his huge force(as it were)more delighting therein,& the largeproteRion of 
his ſhicld animating him vanto it. ?57c/es;ot a mote fine and deliuer ſitengrh, watch.

_ The Awpbia/ians, balides their rage for beeing an vaexpetted ftra- 
tagem, and their deſire to defend the place, beciag boodd both by priuaze intereſt 
and publike vowes, they had added further, to make'yp theaccompliſhment of a 
iuſt wrath, the meanes of reuenge (as they thought) on their. Maſters murtherer', 
looking no otherwiſe on the blacke Fnight, thanas on him whothad buried alltheir 
hopes in the ruines of Amphiatse, A - ro theirfurther griefe; they hagtogy, 
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*dle witneſſes. All this madethem deſperately endeauour,that the eyes of Annexim 
might bee cncertayned with their vitoric, before his cares could bee burthened 
with thcir errour; chiefly ar his comming,-thoſe of his owne traine kindled their 
courage atthe Torches of hiseyes; prodigious Comets of a deluge of bloud. Ag 
for the purſued purſuers : like rhoſe who landing ro make warre inan lland, burne

they could not hinder him from going where 'his'heart. was already; nor from 
picuailing where the prize was thedeliverieof:tiis Lady; and Friend , the double 
treaſures of his ſoule, whereof any was valuedaboue his life ;'yea, bothiwere bal- 
lanced with his honour.;. ſo that he tlid ſhew nor onely the beight of valour, bura 
rauiſhing of his ſoule, and a tranſporration of magnanimitie, farre fromthe leuell 
of ordinary aymes , anaeuen icarce within the proſpeR of more lofty thoughts, 
Yet neither louc nor courage could blinde his indgement, in ſeeing his aduancage:

Ir. was a ſuperfluous 
labour for 4/cfs ro inflame his ſoule with poyſonous inſpirations : for his ſoule 
might haue furniſhed affl the infernall furics with furie, and yer hauecontinued 
ede 'ndoſt furious: of all ir ſelfe. Rage and diſdaine, burning his boſome, made 
him veer a roaring voyce,as it his breath had beeneable to haue blowne away the 
ark which for the ſound that his ſword made, could not diſtinAly bee vader- 
Rood: . O? ? hs . 
The firſt whom he ericountred, __ vp his handto ſtrike, and withall opening 
his mouth, as'if-intending ſome ſpeech : his propoſicion was preuented by an 
ave an{wer]- cutting him from the lips tothe eares, ſo by opening his mouth, re- 
ftraynig his ſpeech. The Knight of the Sheepe ſucceeding in his place (a vindictive 
-heire) gas exchanging blowes with 42#«xi«s With no diladuantage, when ſudden- 
4y a Dart (none knewto whole hand the honour of it was due) did wound him in' 
thechigh, which hee (doubrfullro whorn he ſtood debtor) did pay backero many 
(anextraordinary intereſt) with the death of ſome one ſtriuingtodefray euery drop 
of his bloud.. | | | 
The blacke Knight; blacke indeede to all his aduerfaries, when viewing the 
wonderfull valour of A»#«xi«s:( with whom then riuall in fame he entertayned 
terrible emulation) what bred terrour in others, bred him contenement ; that his 
conqueſt, whereot hee neuer doubred, might be endcered by the difficultic, and 
his viſtoric be honoured by ſo honourable an enemie, with whom, abouc all others, 
hee laboured ro:mecre; by the ruine of many making a roome where they might 
:2:Bitt in the meane time the torrent of th Wolence of Azvexivs was interrup- 
-tedby a ſuddentumule; feeming ro proceede from an ambuſhment broken _ 
fv om 
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from the houſes behinde them, And no wonder though all thought ſo : thetwo 
ſwordes of Zelmane beeing riotous in their charges, were ſo couetous toextend - 
their confines. Shee following, or rather (as a Faulcon inan earneſt chaſe) flying 
downe the ſtaires after him, did not ouertake Annaxime but with hereyts, till hee 


. was walled about with the armed multitude, and then, like a Lionefle lately enlar- 


, thar had beene long furniſhed in priſon,ſhe ranged over all for her prey : But 
et like a cunning Hound, that out of a whole heard of Deare doth only ſingle 
im out, with whom ſhe had entered firſt in hoſtilitie (alittle drop of his bloud ha- 

ping betraycd all the reſt) ſhe diſdained ro fight with any other, but would bee re- 
fiſted by none, till ſhee might vnbend all her forces on Annexiue, whole fight as 
ſoone as her eyes had greedily ſwallowed, ſhee burſt forth : Baſe daſtard, who 
haſt abuſed the world with ſhadowes of worth , yet art voyde of all valour, ha- 
uing doubly forfeited thy viurped title of honour,in offering iniurious violence to 
a woman, and yct flying the uſt violence of a woman, to hide thy ſelfe (beeing 
protected by the ſhield of ſome truſted attender) where the ſufficiencie of others 
may conceale thy cowardiſe : bur all this ſhall not defraud my wrath, nor preuenr 
thy puniſhment. 

Anraxius, more troubled with thoſe words, than if all the ſwordes of the ene- 
mies had lighted vpon him (who for ghe higheſt of all his wiſhes, would haue bur 
wiſhed her a man, yea an armie of men) Jooked ouer his ſhoulder with an eye 
burning with diſdaine, as if one of his lookes might haue ſerued toconſume a wo- 
man, andatthe ſame inſtant (vttering his rage anorher way) with a blow worthy of 


| kisarme, hedidcleaue one before him through the helmet tothe ſhoulders,making 


him ſo by being two headed headlefſe. Bur ſeeing Zelmane preafſt ncare him, 
though hee hoped for no honour from her, yer to preuentgdiſhonour from her 
[ſhame kindling rage, and rage quenching reaſon) hee commanded L4rmaegines his 
Nephew (a youth of great valour)to take thoſe fooliſh fellowes priſoners, who 
durſt aduenture within chat Caſtle without his leaue, and to ſhut all the gates, that 


none of them might eſcape ; and therewith whirling about, and caſting a ſide- 


ward looke on Ze/mere, made an —_— figne witha threatning allurement (a 
diſ-inuiting inviting of her)to follow, wilich ſhee performed with a countenance 
witneſſing as great contentment, as cuer Yexus did to mecte with Mars, Mars and 
Venns atthe frnks time hauing met within her minde, to makegthough a leſle louing, 
yet a more martiall meeting. 

Theclouds of people in their way, were quickly diſperſed by the tempeſtuons 
breath of Az»nexiss, ſo that they had no hinderance : hee being feared of all, and 


. he hated of none. Neither was their ſolitarie retyring, iv reſpeR of their different 


ſkeming ſexe, ſuſpiciouſly cenſured by any : the diſdainefulneſle of their counte- 


| nance bearing witneſle, that they were led by hate ro honour, and not by loucto 


the contrary. 

The placeappointed by fortune to bee famous by the famouſneſſe of this com- 
bate, wasa backe Court : which they found out at that time emptied of Inhabi- 
tants ; the ſtronger being gone to purſue others, and the weaker runne to hide 
themſclugs : mediocritic being no more a vertue, where all wasat height, to make 
excellencic eminent in extremitie. 
 Theytwocame here alone, for they would haue no ſeconds, or rather were 
ſo farre firſt as they could haue no ſeconds, and cuery one of thembeing confi- 
dent in his owne worth, could notmiſtruſt _— As if words had beene _ 
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weke meflengers of their vvrath, and ſwords onely worthy to vtter their mindeg* 


. they beganne with that wherewith they hoped to end; none of them now coy! 


latter himlſclfe fo farre againſt the proofe of his owne experienced knowledge, asto 
contemne his fellow. | 

Aanaxiusatthe firſt, rioting inrage, and burning with a voluptuous appetite 
of bloud, did abandon his handstotheir accuſtomed prodigalitic, which contra. 
rie tothe nature ofthat vice vvas hurtfull ro the receiuer, and proficable for the 
ſpender. But Zelmarne vvell weighing with whom ſhe had to deale, was more 
warie in her charges, and circumſpedtly 'mannaging the treaſure of her ſtrength, 
would not idly beſtow it, bur vvas liberall when occaſion offered. Ir was hard 
to ſay, whether the one was more francke, or the other more thankefall : the 
ouerdon neuer deferted , oft preuenting the gift, aboue the deſire of the receiuer, 
yer ſhort of the giuers minde. Theirthought, eyc,hand,and foote ſeemed chained 
ro one motion, as all being tuned by violence, to make vp a harmonie in horror, 
Neuer was courage better ſupported by skill and ſtrength, norskill and ſtrength 


| better accompanied by courage ; the blowes of cueric one of them ſeemednot 


onely to ſtrive vvith the others, but cuen amongſt themſclues, for ſingularitie; 

rhe latter till (by being more obſerueable) ſeeking to buric the remembrance of 

the former. 

It ſeemed thatthoſe two were not retired from the battell , but that thebattell 
was transferred where they were. The eye might well haue taken themto beetwo, 
but the care vvould ncuer haue beene perſwaded that ſo mightic ſounds could bee 
ſent but from the weapons of a number ; the enuironing windowes witha fad ſo- 
litarineſſe ſeemed to bewaile their want of eyes, which defrauded them the enter- 
tainement of that dele&able terrour andtranſporting ſport. 

- Annaxius moreangrie with himſelfe, than with his enemy, that hee ſhould bee 
ſolong in vanquiſhing, where (when viRorious) hee would bee but aſhamed of the 
victory, all his atiue powers being highly bended both by chollerand courage, 
hee thus diſcharged his tongue : Whar ſpirefull god, icalous of my greatneſſe, or 
enuying my glorie, hath ſent this Diuel a womans ſhape (as a cloud for uns 
to /xion) ro mocke mee ? Butall this is of : though thou bce a Diuell in a vvoman, 
or all the Diucls in one Diuell, I ſweare by this blow, I will beatc thee hence to the 
Hells, to the eternall terrour of all the darke Region, and witlthat lighted on 
T.elmane vvith ſuch a huge force, thatallſhee could procure by the mediation of 
one of her ſwords, was, that what was intended wholly at her head, by the wry-- 
ing of her bodice, did but wound her a little onthe ſhoulder, This was fo farte 
from diſmaying her, thar ir did confirme (incxeaſe it could not) her reſolution al- 
readieat a height : Yet, though not more courage, ſhee pretended more furie, com- 
paſsing him aboutto eſpie aduantages, and oft giuing him fained alarmes, as brag- 
oing to make a breach in his breaſt, aduancedher right-hand ſword , which As: 
#4xius beate downe,and withall encroachedto vſurpea roome in herright ſide : but 
Telmane ſuddenly inclining to the left, gaue him a flat blow with that hands 
ſword, which returned backe clad with the ſpoyles of that partof the body whichit 
had forced. | | 

Both thus being alreadieallied by bloud, yet did ſtriue for a more ſtrict affini- 
tic : wounds (in regard of their frequencie) being no more reſpected than blowes 
were before. Though they met in diuerſe colours, now both were clad in one 


Linerie, as moſt ſurable to rheir preſent cſtate : being ſeruants to one _— 
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and riuals in prcferment. Neither could ſhowres of bloud quench the windes of 


their wrath, which did blow it forth in great abundance, till faintneſſe would 
haue faine perſwaded both that they were mortall , and though neither of them 
by another, yet both ouercomeable by death. Then deſpaire came to re-inforce 
the fight, ioyning with courage, not asa companion, bur as a ſeruant : for cou- 
rage neuer grew deſperate, but deſpaire grew couragious; both being reſolued, if 


norconquering, none ofthem thould ſuruiue rhe others conqueſt, nor owe Trophee 


but to death. 

The greateſt griefe of the one, vvas to dye by a woman, and of the other,todye 
asa woman : both in reſpec of her apparrcll, and (as ſhee thought) action ; be- 
ing matched by one man, whohad ore-matched multitudes of men, Ar laſt the 

reat ſtorme of blowes being paſt, ſhe reſted one of her ſwords on the earth, either 
forced by faintneſle, or intending art,offcring a thruſt with the other , vvhich Aw- 
2axius perceiuing , did ſpeedily repell : and with that (gathering his diſtreſſed 
ſtrength together, as readſe toremoue, bur firſt bent to giuea gallant farewell)ran 


foreward with ſucha violent violence on Ze/mane (hought being able to reſiſt his: | 


ynreſiſtable force) that ſhce preſently interpoſing her repoſed ſword, though ir 
ranne him through the heart (or rather hee his heart vpon it) it could nor hinder 
him from running her throughthe body , and both totheearth, a braueflaſh of a 
dying light ! a mighty thiinder of a quenched lightning ! Thus did hee overthrow 
his ouerthrower; not falling till none was able roſtand before him: whileſt though 
he were vanquiſhed, none could vaunt of the vitoric. His breſt tell abouethe hand 
with the ſword, as if he would needs dyeembracing it,cven after death adoring rhar 
[doll of his life, and his dead weight ſtriuing with Zelmenes weake life, whilſt ſhee 
ſtrugling to riſe did breake the ſword, a partremaining vnder him,and the reſt with- 
in her : thus hard it was to force Annexins, though hee was dead, and impoſlible 
while he lived. | | 
Zelmane, after her riſing , did draw the other ſword out of him, as bene t 


turne not intereſted inany thing. She was ſtepping forward witha ſword in euc- 
rie hand, and apartof onein her breaſt : A Tropheeof vietoric, yet a badgeof 


ruine ; neuer better weaponed, neuer more vnfit for fighting ;vvhen lo all the fol- 
lowers of 4nnaxims, dibomfoned by his abſence , but more by the blacke Knighrs 
preſence, Armegines hauing his death honoured by his hand, the reſt were quickly 
diſcomfited,and/deſpaiging to ſaue the Caſtle)ſoughtto ſave rhemſelues, 
Theblacke Knight committed the following of their flightro others, as a dan- 
gerleſſe ation, and therefore not worthy of him; then fearing that elſewhere for 
another which he could no more finde there for himſelfe, he went by the direction 
of his eyes, and rhe information of his cares, to ſceke ont the two retyred Cham- 
pions, when ſuddenly heecncountred his other-ſelfe, marching like Pa from the 
Gyants overthrow. Hd 
As ſoone as theeyesof —_— no, his ſoule was rauiſhed withthe ſight of 
Muſiderns , it hauing infuſed freſh vigourin his feeble members, and chat Phy= 
fickeapplyed to his minde, triumphing ouer the infirmitie of his body, hee threw 
away his ſwords (onely conquerable by kindneſſe) and pulled out ehat which was 
in his body , that nothing might hinder him from embracing the Image of his 
ſoule, which refleted his owne thoughts, Their ſoules by a diuine ſympathy 
did firſt ioyne, preuenting the clementall maſſes of the bodies : bur ah, whilſt 
they were claſped in others armes (like two graffes grafted in one ſocke) the high 
tide 
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... tide of ouer-flowing affeQion reſtrayning their tongues with aſtoniſhment, as yn. 


abletoexprefſe an vnexpreſlable paſſion. 

Pyrocles weakenedwith the loſle of blood {the effes of hate)and inthat weake. 
nefſe ſurcharged with kindenefle, the fruits of loue ; not able toabide the inter- 
choaking of ſuch extremities, the. palenefle of his face witneſſed the parting of 
his ſpirits, ſo that not ableto ſtand, Mafidorss was forced to fall with him, or elſe 
would not ſtand after him. And at the ſuddennefſle of this vnexpeRed aduenture, or 
vehemently reſpeable miſaduenture:like one who (ynawares ſlipping from a great 
height) is choaked betwixt the height and the lownefle, cre hee can conſider, cither 
whence he fell, or where he falls. Being throwne from the top of contentment,to 
bee drowned in the depths of miſerie, hee had his reaſonable parts ſo haſtily ouer. 
whelmed with confuſion, that hee remained dead aliue, as the other was liuing in 

zath. Ar laſt re-aſſembling his confounded ſenſes from the rockes of ruine,griefe 
had gathered ſo much ſtrength through weakeneſle, as to attempt an impoſlibilitie 
in manifeſting it ſelfe. 


.. Oh what a monſter of miſerie am I 2 Eucn when moſt fortunate, moſt vnfor- 


tunate, who neuer had a lightning of comfort, but that it was ſuddenly followed 
with a thunder of confuſion. Twice was my felicitie by land (that irmight bee 
waſhed for cueraway) made a prey tothe inexorable waues, whileſt the relenting 
deſtinics pitying the rigour of their owne decrees, to preutenttheirthreatnedeffecs, 
would haue drowned mee in (reſpeRing the Ocean of ſorrow prepared to ſwallow 
me) thar little drop of the Sea.

So 
much his own heartdid finde-him faultice tro vabend any way the continuall vie of 
theirdeare friend{hip.-Bur Zelmene, who had all this while gladly harkened to the 
other rydipgs of her friends happy ſuccefſe, when rhis laſt derermination of Dores 
ftrake her artentiue ears,ſhe ſtaijed a orearwhile oppreſſed with a dead amazement, 
Therecame ſtraight before her minde, made tender with wocs, the images of her 
own fortune.Hertedious longings,her cauſes ro deſpair,the comberſome folly of 
Beſilixs, the enraged icaloufic of Gywecia,her {elfea Prince without retinue ; a man 
annoycd withthetroubles of womari-kind; lothſomely loued,8& dangerouſly lo- 
uing. And now fortheperfeRing of all,her friend to be taken away by himſelf, to 
make the loſle the greater by the vnkindnes. But within a while ſhe reſolutely paſ- 
ſed ouer all inwardobieRions,ard preferring her friends profirto her own defire, 
with a quiet but heartie loske,fhe thusanſwered him:IfT barerthee this Loue, ver-

The ſweet Pemele was brought into a fweete _—_— this ſong, which gave 
Muſidorus opportunitie at leiſure to behold herexcellenr beauties. He thought her 
faire forchead was a field, whereall his fanciesfoughr;and cuery haire of her head 
ſeemed a —_—_— thattyed him, Her faire liddes then hiding her fairer eyes, 
ſeemed vnts him ſweet boxegof mother ofpearle, rich in themſclues, but contay- 
ning in them farre richer Iewels. Her checkes with their colour moſt delicately 
mixed, would haue entertained his eyes ſome while; butthar the roſes of her lippes 
(whoſe ſeparating was wont to beaccompanied with moſt wiſe ſpeeches) now by 
force drew his fightto marke how pretily they lay one oner the other, vaiting their 
digided beautics: and tharough them the eye of his fancie delivered ro his memo- 
rie the lying (as in ambuſh) vnderher lippes of thpſe armed rankes, all armedin 
moſt pure white,and keeping the moſt preciſe order of milicarie diſcipline.

Your wiſe,but 
very darke ſpeeches, moſt excellent Lady, are wouen vpin ſo intricate a maner, as I 
know not how to proportion mineanſ{wer vnto them:ſo are your praiers mixtwith 
threats, and ſo is the ſhew of your loue hidden with the name of reuenge, the natu- 
rall eff-& of mortall hatred. You ſeeme diſpleaſed with the opinion you haueof m 
diſ2uiſing,and yer if I be notdiſguiſed, you muſt needes be much more diſpleaſed.

And that which is ſtrangeſt in youriealouſie, is 
both the vniuſtice of it, in being loaththatſhould come to your daughter, whick 
you deeme good; and the vaineneſle, ſince you twoare in fo diuers reſpeRs, that 
thereis no neceſfitic one of you ſhould fall to be a barreto the other. For neither 
(if Fbe ſuch as you fancie) can I marrie you, which 'muſt needes be the onely end 
Icanaſpireto in her: neither neede the marrying of het keepe tne fromagratefull 
corfideration how much you honour mee inthe loue you vouchſafe to beare mee. 
6ymecia, to whom the fearcfull agonies ſhee ſtill livedin, made any ſmall repriuall 
fweete,didquickly findeher words falling to a berterway of comfort, and therfore 
with a minde ready to ſhew nothing could make it rebellious againſt Ze/maxe, bur 
tooextreme tyrannie,ſhe thus ſaid, Alas too much beloued Ze/wane,the thoughtsare 
but ouerflowings of the mind,and therongue is but a ſeruant of the thoughts,there- 
fore maruaile not that my words ſuffer contraricties, | fince my minide doth houre- 
ly fufferin it ſelfe whole armies of mortall aduerſaties. Bur, alas, if I hadthevſeof 
mine owne reaſoh, then ſhould 1 not neede, for want ofir, to fide my ſclfe jnthis 


correct my vnreafonablenefſe. Doe youtherfore accept the pre 
minde,which hath no other reſting place: anddrive icnor; by-be! 
pu k ſclfe into vynknowne extremities. I defire bart to hanue my*1 


nd tohaucaright refletion of my loue in you. That granted, aflire your 
ſelfe mine owne loue will cafily teach mieeto ſeeke' yotr'contenttnent ; and make 
meethinke my daughter a very mcane m_ = keepe fill iti mine eyes the __ 
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of my ſpirits. Burtake heede that contempt drive mee nor into deſpaire, the moſt 
violcntcauſe of that miſerable effeR. Ze/manethar already ſaw ſome fruit of her 
ſt determined fancie (ſo farre as came to a mollifying of @y#ecia's rage) iecing no 
other way to fatisfie ſuſpicion, which was held open with the continuall prickes of 
loue: reſolued now with plaineneſlſe to winne truſt, which truſt ſhee mighr after de- 
cciuewitha greater ſubtiltie. Therefore looking vpon her with a more relen. 
ring grace, than eucr ſhe had done before, pretending a great baſhfulneſle before 
ſhecould come to confeſle ſuch a faulr, ſhe thus faid vato her, Moſt worthy Lady, 
Ididneuerthinke,till now, that pittic of another could make mee betray my ſelfe, 
northatthe ſound of words could overthrow any wiſe bodies determination. But 
your words (I thinke) haue charmed me,and your grace bewitched me. Your com- 
paſſion makes me open my heartto you,8& leaue vnharboured mine owne thoughts. 
For proof of it, I will diſcloſe wy greateſt ſecrer, which well you might ſuſpeR, 
butneuer know,and ſo hauc your wandring hope ina more painfull wilderneſle,be- 
ing neither way able to be lodged ina perfeR reſolution. I will, I lay, vawrap my 
hidden eſtate,and after make you iudge of it,perchance direQor. The truth is, Iam 
a man: nay, I will ſay further ro you, Iam borne a Prince. And to make vp your 
minde.io'a through vnderſtanding of meefince I came to this place, I may not 
deriy I haue had ſome ſpriniling of I know not what good liking to my Lad 
Phioles, For how could Ieuer: imagine, the heauens would haue rained downe ſo 
much of your fauour vpon me? and of that fide there was a ſhew of poſsible hope, 
the moſt comfertable Counſellor of louc. The cauſe of this my changed attyre,

cciued, hape addes-tormeat, tg.their former want. So falles it our with, mace 
y-or hapleſſe woman (as;is pleaſeth you to ordaine) who am now cither to 
recewe ſome guerdon.of my moſt wofull labours, orto returne into a more wret- 
ched darkenefie, hauing had ſome glimmering of my blisfull Sunge. O po" 
trea 
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tread not vpon a ſoule that lyes vnder your foote : let notthe a 
make me more baſe in youteyes, but iudge of me according th Jam, and have 
beene, and let my errors be made excufable by the immortall name'of loue. With 
that,vnder a fained rage, tearing her Clothes, the diſcovered ſome parts of her faire 
body,which if Ze/mexe's heart had not been ſo fully poſleſt as there was no placeleft 
forany new gueſt, no doubr irwottld have ycelded to that gallanc aſſault. Bur Ze/- 
mane ſo much the more arming her determination, as ſhee ſaw ſuch fotce threatned, 
yet ſtill remembring ſhee muſt wade berwixt -conſtancie and cutrefie, embracing 
Gynecia, and once or twiſe kiſſing her, Deare Lady, faid ſhe, hee were a great enemy 
tro himſelfe, that would refuſeſuch'an offer, in the purchaſe of which'a mans life 
were blefſedly beſtowed. Nay, how can I euer yeeld due recompence for ſo exceſ(-

And now I 
wil preſumethus much to ſay vnto you,that you make of your ſelfefor my ſake,that 
my ioyes of my new obtained richesmay be accompliſhed inyon; Butlet vs leaue 
this place, leſt you be too long miſled, & henceforward quiet your minde from any 
further care,tor I will now (to my tov/much ioy) take the chargevpon mee, with- 
in few daies to worke your ſatisfation, and my felicitie. Thus much ſhee ſaid, 
and withall led Gyzeciz ont ofthe Cade, for well ſhe ſaw the boyling minde of Gy- 
xecis did eaſily apprehend the fitneſſe of that Jonely place. Bat indeed this dire 
promiſe of a ſhort ſpace, ioyned with the cumberſome familiar of womankinde, I 
meane modeſtie, ſtayed ſo Gy#ecis's minde, that ſhe tookethus much ar that preſenr 


for good payment : remaining with a painefull ioy, and a weariſome kinde of 


comfort,not vnlike to the condemned priſorier, whoſe mminde ſtiltrunnung vpon the 
violent arriuallof his cruell death, hearcs that his pardon is promiſed, but not yer 
figned. In this ſort they both iſſued our of that obſcure manfion'; Gywecis already 
halfeperſwadedin her ſelfe(6 weakneſfle of humane conceit)that Ze/mane'saffeRtion 
was turned towards her. For ſuch alas! weeare all;in ſuch a mouldare we caft, that 
with theroo much loue we beate our ſehnes;beingfirſt onr owne flatrerers, wee are 
caſily hooked with others flatrery we *are cafily perſwaded of others loue. 

Bur Zelmane who had now to play her prize, ſeeing no way things could long 
remaine inthat ſtate, 8&ngw-finding her promiſehadried hertriall to a ſmallcom-

turmoyled, troubled wirh loue. both 4Riuve and =_ and _— and eſpecially 
with care, howto vic her ſhorrlimitcd time to-rhe beſt purpoſe, by ſome wiſe and 
happy diuertiog her two louers ynwelcome defires, Zelmere having had the night 
her onely couniellor inthe baſic enterpriſe ſhewas'ro vadertake, & hauing all chat 
time muſed, and yet nor fully reſolued, how ſhee might ioyne preuailing with pre: 
yenting,was offended wirh the daics boldentrie into herchamber; as if he had now 
by cuſtome growne awraſlured bringet of cuill newes. Which ſhee raking a Cirrerne 
to her, did lay to 4urore's charge with theſe well ſung verſes:

O onely Phile- 
the whoſe beautie is marched with nothing, but' with the vnſpeakeable beautie of 
thy faireſtmind, if rhoudidſ ſee ypon whar racke my tormented ſoule is fer, little 
would youthinke T had any ſcopenow to leape wo any new change; withthar with 
haſtic hands ſhee got her ſelfe vp, turning her fight to eucry thing, as if change of 
obictmighthelpher inuention.. Sowent ſhe againe tothe Caue, where forthwith 
jtcame into her head, thar ſhould be the fitteſt place ro'-performe her exploir; of 
which ſhe had now a kinde of confuſed conceir, although fhee had not ſet downe in 
her fancic, the mecting wirh each parricularitic that might fall out. But as the pain- 
ter dothat the ficft out ſhew a rude proportion of the thing he imirates, which af- 
ter with more curious hand he drawes to the repreſenting each lineamenit : ſo had 
her thoughts beating abour ir continually, receiued into them a ground-plot of her 
dtuife, although ſhe had nor in eachpart ſhaped it according to a full'derermina- 
tion. Bur inthis ſort hauing early viſited the mornings beautic, in thoſe pleaſanr de- 
farrs, ſhee came tothe King and Queene. and told them, rhar for the performance 
ofceriaine her country deuotions, which onely were to bee exerciſed in ſolicari- 
neſle, ſhe did defire their leaue ſhe might for a few dayes lodge her ſelfe in the Cane;

 thatthis was but a prologue tothe play ſhe had promiſed her. Thus-both fAlateeting 


themſclues with diuerſly grounded hopes, they rang a bell which'ferned to cal 

certaine poore women which cuerlay in cabins not far off, todoe the houſhold fer. 
nices of both Lodges,and neuer cameto cither bur being called for : and coniman- 
ded them to carry forthwith Zelmanes bed and furniture of her chamber, into the 
pleaſant Caue,8: to decke it vp as finely as it was poſſible for them, that their fonles 
reſt might reſt her body to her beſt pleafing maner: that was with all diligence per- 
formed ofrhem, and Ze/manealreadie in poflefſion of her new choſen lodging”, 
where ſhe like one of Yeſlaes Nunnes,cntertained her ſelfe for a few daics in all ſhew 
oftraightneſle,yet once a day comming to doe her duty rothe King and Queene, 
in whom the ſcldomneſſe of the fight encreafſed the more vnquiet longing; though 
ſomewhat qualificd, as her countenance was decked to either of them with more 
comfort than wonted; Eſpecially to G1»eria,who ſeeing her, wholly negleRing her 
daughter Philocles,had now promiſed her ſcltt a ful poſleflion of Ze/miawnet heart, ftilt 
expecting the fruir of the happicand hoped for intention. Bur bothſhe and Yefiliia 
kept ſuch a continuall watch about the "os of the Cauc, that cither of them 
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was a bar to the other from hauingany. ſecret communing wich Ze/meve., While in 
the meane time the ſweet Philocles forgotren of her: father, deſpiſed of her mother, 
and in apparance left of Zelmane,had yeelded vp her ſouletobeaprey to ſorow and 
vnkindncs,not with raging conceit of revenge as had paſſed _—_ the ſtout and 
wiſe heart of her mother, but with a kindly meeknes taking vpon her the weight of 
her own woes, and ſuffering thermo have (© full a courſe, asit did exceedingly wea- 
ken theeſtate of her body : as well for which cauſe,as for that ſhe could not ſee Zed. 
mene,without expreſſing (morethan ſhe would) how farnow her loue was impri. 
ſoned in exrremitic of ſorow,ſhe bound her ſelfe firſtto the limits of her own cham- 
ber,and after,(griefe breeding fickneſle) of her bed. But Ze/mexe hauing now a full 
libertie to caſt about euery way howto bring her conceived attempt to a deſired 
ſucceſſe,was oft ſo perplexed with the manitold diffic-:aec of it,that ſometimes ſhe 
reſolued by force totake her away, though it were with the death of her 
ſometimes to go away her ſelfe with Mefpdorw, 8& bring both their forces,ſo ro win 
her.Bur laſtly,cucnthe ſame day that 4uſidorws by feedingthe humour of his three 
loathſome gardians, had ftolnc away-the Princeſle Pamela(whether it were that loue 
meant to matchthem every way,or that her friends example had holpen her inuen- 
' tion,or that indeed Zelmare forbare to praQtife her deviſe till ſhee found her friend 
had paſſed through his.) The ſame day, I ſay,ſhe reſolued on a way to rid out of the 
her two cumberſome louers,and in the night to carry away Phileclea: where: 
unto ſhe was aſſured her own loue no leſſerhan her fiſters,wouldeafily win her con- 
ſent : hoping that alchough their abrupt parting had not ſuffered herto demand of 
Myſiderus which way he meant to direc hisiourney;yet cirther they ſhould by ſome 
good fortunefind him: or ifthat courſe tailed, yer they might well recouer ſome 
towneof the Helors,ncare the frontiers of Arcadis, who being newly againe vp in 
armesSagainft the Nobilitic, ſhee knew would be as glad of herprefence, as ſhe of 
their proteRion. Therefore hauing taken order for allchings requiſite for their go- 
ing.and firſt put on a light vnder-ſuit of mans apparel], which before for ſuch pur- 
poſes ſhe had prouided,ſhce curiouſly trimmed her ſclfero the beaurifying of het 
.beautics,that being now at her laſt criall, ſhe mighrcome vntoit in her braueſt ar- 
mour, : And ſo putting that kinde of milde countenance, which doth encourag! 
the looker on to hopefor a gentle anſwer,according to her late receiued manner, 
lefr the pleaſant darkneſle of her melancholy Cauc,to go take her dinner ofthe king 
and Queene, and giue vnto them both a pleaſant food of ſeeing the owner of thei 
deſires. Bureuenas the Perſiens were anciently wont to leatie no rifing Sunne vaſt 
Juted, but as his faire beames appeared clearer vito them, would they: more heani- 
ly reioyce, laying vpon them agreat foretoken of their following fortune : So wa 
there no time that Zelmene encountred theireyes with her beloued preſence , bur 
that it bred a kinde of burning devotion in them, yet ſomuch the more gladding 
their greedie ſoules, as her countenance was cleared with more fauour vnro them: 
which now being determinately framed to the greateſt deſcent of kindneſle,ittooke 
ſuch hold of her infortunate lovers; that like children about a tender father from a 
long voyage returned, with louely childifhneſſe hang about him, and yer with fim- 
ple teare meaſure by his countenance, how farre he accepts their boldnefle: ſo were 
theſe now throwne into ſo ſcruiceableanaffeRion,thar the turning of Zehmane's eye 
wasaftrong ſterne enough toalltheir motions, wending no way bur as the inchan- 
ting force of it guided them, Bur hauing madea light repaſt of the pleaſant fruits 
of that country, encerlarding their food with ſuch manner of generall diſcourſes, 
* aslouersare wontto couer their paſſions in, when reſpeRt of athird perion keepes

For Bsſilivs,after his wife was departed to Her fained repoſe, as long as hee res 
mained with his daughrter,to giue his wife time of vareadying her - was cail- 
ly ſcene it wasa very thorny abode hee made there: and thediſcour{®wirh which 
heeentertained his daughter, not vnlike to thoſe of earneſt players, when inthe 
middeft of their game, trifling queſtions be put vato them, his eyes ſtill looking 
abour,8& himſelte ftill changing places, beginning to ſpeake of aching, & breaking 
itoffbefore it were halfe done. Toany ſpeech Philvcles miniſtred vatohim,witha 
ſodaine ſtarting and cafting vp his head, made ananſwer farreout of all Grammer :

But the more curious he was, the more he thought euery thing creaked vn- 
derhim:andhis minde being out of the way with another thought,and his eycs nor 
feruing histurne in that darke place, cach Cofter or Cupbord heemet, one ſalured 
his ſhinnes,gnother his elbowes : ſometimes readiein revenge to ſtrike them againe 
with his face.

And that hauing cffeced with all the ſweer meanes his wits coulddeuiſe,though his | 
higheſt hopes were by this vnexpeRted downefall ſunke deeper than any degree | 
of deſpaire: yer leſt the appearance of his inward griefe might occaſion her further | 
diſcomfort, hauing racked his face to a more cofortable ſemblance; he ſought ſome - 
ſhew of reaſon.to ſhew ſhe had no reaſon, either for him, or for her ſelfero be affli- 
Red.

But then indeede did 
allariſe, and wentto the women, where ſpending all the day, and good part of the 
night in dauncing, carollipg 8 waſlalling, laſtly, os left Ze/us, where hee long de- 
fired to be left,& with many vnffined thankes returned cuery man to his home. Bur 
ſome of them hauing to croſle the way of the two Lodges, might ſee a Lady making 
dolefull lamentations oyer a body which ſecmed dea _— 1, Bot mee thinkes 
Dameta cries vnto mee, if I come not the ſooner ro comfort him, hee will lceane off 


his golden worke,thathath already coſt him ſo much labour and longing:

> chatby vnlikelieſt meanes greateſt matters may cometo conclu. 
fion : that humane reaſon may bee the more humbled, and more 
willingly giue place to divine Prouidence : as at the firſt it 
brought Damet«s to play a part in this royall Pageant, ſo having 
z continued him ſtill an aQor, now that all things were growne 
ripe foranend, made his folly the inſtrument of reucaling that, 
which farre greater cunning had ſought to conceale. For fo it fel] out,that Damer 
hauing ſpent the whole day inbreaking vp the cumberſome vvorke of the Paſtor 
Dor, and feeling inall his labourno paine ſo much, as that his hungry hopes re. 
ceiued any ſtay, hauing with the price of much ſweat and wearincfle gotten vp the 
huge ſtone, which he thought ſhould hauc ſuch a goldenlining, the good man in the 
great bed, that ſtone had made, found nothing but theſe two verſes written vpon a 


broad peece of velame : 


who hath hu hire, bath wellhid labour plact: 
Earth thos didft ſecke, and floreof earth thou haſt, 


What an. inward diſcontentment it was to Maſter Dametas, to finde his hope of 
wealth turned to poore verſes, for which he neuer cared much,nothing can deſcribe 
but either the feeling in ones ſelfe the ſtate of ſuch a minde Dametas had, or at leaſt 
the bethinking what was 44/de fancie, when after the great pride hee conceiued to 
be made Tudge betweene Gods, hee was rewarded with the ornament of an Aﬀs 
eares. Yetthe deepe apprehenſion hee had receiuedof ſuch riches, could not ſo ſo- 
dainly loſe the colourthat had ſo rhroughly died his thicke braine, but that hee tur- 
nedandtoſled the poore bowels of the innocentearth, tillthe comming on of the 
ieht. andthe tediouſneſle of his fruiclefſe labour made him content ratherto exer- 
cif his diſcontentation at home than there. But forced hee was (his horſe being 
otherwiſe burthened with digging inſtruments) to returne as hee came, moſt part of 
the way on foote : with ſuch gru ing lamentarions as a nobler minde would (but 
more nobly) make for the loſſe of his Miſtrefſe. For ſo farre had hee fed his fooliſh 
foule with the expeQation of that which he reputed felicitie,thathe no lefle accoun- 
ted himſclfe milcrable, than if hee had fallen from ſuch an eſtate his fancic had 
- embraced. Sothen home againe went Demer4s,puniſhed in conceit, as in conceir he 
haderredfill he found himſelfe there from a fancied loflefalne to cfſentiall miſerie. 
| For 
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Fox entring into his houſe three koures before pight,in ſtead of the lightſome coun» 
renafice of Pamets, which gaue ſuch an inward decking to. that Liadpe;' as proudeſt 
Palaces might haue cauſe:ro enuic irzand of the gratefull conuetſation of Dares; 
whoſe witty behauiour madethar lonelineſs to ſeem full of good company: in ſtead 
of the loud ſcoulding of 445/0, and the buſic rumbling vp and down bt Mopſe,which 
though they were ſo ſhort , as quire contrary to the others praiſe-worthinefle, yet 
werethey farre beforethem in filling of a houſe ; hee found nothing bur a ſolitarie 
darkneſſe : which as naturally it breeds a kind of irkeſome gaſtfulneſle, ſo it was to 
him a'moſt preſent terrour, remembring the charge he had left behinde, which hee 
well knew imported no leſſethan bis life ynto him. Therfore lighting acandle,there 
was no place a Mouſe could haue dwelled in,. butthat hee with quaking diligence 
ſought into. Bur wen hee ſaw hee could ſee nothing of that he moſt cared for,then 
became he the right pattern ofa wretch deieed with feare: for;crying;& howling, 
knocking his head to the wall hee began ro. make pitifull complaints, where no bo- 
dy could heare him: &(with too much dttead he ſhould not recouer her)leaue al con 
 fideration how to reconer her. But at. length looking likea ſhee goat, when ſhee caſts 
her kid, for very ſorrow he took in his. own behalf,our ofrhe lodge he went running 
- a5 hard as he could, hauing now received the vety form'of banging into his conſide- 
ration. Thus running as a man that would gladly haue,run from himſelfe, it was his 
fooliſh fortune to cſpie, by the glimmering light the Moone did then yeeld him,one' 
ſtanding aloft among the henghs of a faire Aſh. He that would hayc asked counſell 
atthattime ofa dog,caſt vp his fate,as if his tooth had bin drawing: and with much 
bending his ſight, perceiued it was miſtreſle 2op/e, firlyſcared there for her witand 
dignity. There (I will not ſay with ioy,for how could he taſte of ioy, whoſe imagi- 
nation was fallen from a palace to a gallows?) but yet with ſome refreſhing of com- 
fort in hope he ſhouldlearne better tidings of her : hee began tocrie out ; O Mop/a; 
my beloued chicken, here am ] thine owne father Dameto, neuer in ſuch a toward- 
neſſe of hanging, if thou canſt not helpe mee. But yetneuer a word cquld his elo- 
quence procure of Mopſa, who indeed was there attending for greater matters. This 
was yet anew burthen to poore Demers, who thoughtall the world was conſpired 
againſt him: & therefore witha filly choler he began another tunc. Thou vile Mop- 
ſ«, ſaid he,now the vengeance of my fatherly curſe light ouerthwart thee, if thou do 
nor ſtraight anſwer mee. But neither bleſſing nor curſing could preuaile. X4opſe, 
who was now great with childe withthe expeQation of her May-game hopes, did 
long to bee deliyered with the third time being natned. Which by and by/followed. 
' For Deametei rubbing his elbow, ſtamping and whining, ſeeing neither of theſe 
take place, began to throw ſtones at her , and withalltoconiure her by the name of 
helliſh Mop/e. Bur when hee had named her the third rime,no chime can more ſud-. 
denly follow the ſtriking of aclocke, than ſhee verily thinking it wasthe God, that 
vſed het fathers voice,throwihg herarmes abroad, & nor conſidering ſhee was muf+ 
fled vpon ſo high atree,came fluttring downe like a hooded hawke; like enough to 
haue broken her neck, but that thetree full of boughes tofled her from one bough 
toanother, & laſtly well bruiſed brought her to receiue an vnfriendly falutation of 
the carth. Damete5,as loone as ſhee was downe, camerunning to her and finding 
her ſocloſe wrapt,pulled eff the ſcarletcloake : in goodtime forher, for withrhe 
ſoreneſſe of the fall,if ſhe had not had breath giuen her ſhee. had delivered a fooliſh 
| ſouleto F/pro, But then Demers began afreſh to deſire his daughter aotto forget; 
the paines hee hadtaken for her in her childhood (which hee was ſure ſhee could not; 
remember) and to tell where Pawels was. O good Apelb, ſaid Mogſa, if vel 
| t 
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thoudidft beare loueto Phactors mother, letme hauca: king ro my. husband./Alas, 
what ſpeakeſt thou of Pheeron,faid Damerds? If by thy circumfpe&tmeanesTfinde 
not out Pamela, thy father will be hanged to morrow. Irisno marter though he bee 
nongos anſwered Mopſz: doe but thou make Dorss a king, and ler him bee my huſ- 
band,good Apollo, for my couragedoth much pricke mee toward him. Ah a19/c, 
cried our Bameres,where is thy wit? doſt thou nor know thy father? How haſt thou 
forgotten thy ſelfe:I donor aske wit of thee, mine owne god, {ſaid ſhee) butI ſee 
"thou wouldeſt have mee remember my father, and indeede forger my ſelfe. No, 
no, a good husband. Thou ſhalt have thy fillof husbands ( ſaid Demeras) and doe 
bur anſwer me my queſtion. OI thanke thee(ſaid Mops) with all my heart hear- 


ly; burlerthem be allkings. Dameras ſeeing no other way prenaile, fell downe 


on his knees, Mopſe, Mopſe, ({aid he) doc not thus cruelly rorment me: Iam alrea- 
dic wretched enough, alas 'cither helpe me, or tell mee thou canſt not. She that 
would not be behinde Apo#oin curtefie, kneeled down onthe other fide, I will ne- 


uer leaue tormenting thee (ſaid Mopſa) vntill thou haſt farisfied my longing, but I'

Now by the 
faire Aſh/anſwered Mopſe) Where thou didſtreceine fo great a goodturne, grant 
poſt haſte to my burning fancie. O whereis Pamels, ſaid Demers : Oaluſtic hnſ- 
band, faid Mopſz. Demeres that now verily aſſured himſelfe, his danghrer was mad, 
began vtterly to deſpaire of his life, and therefore amazedly catching her in his 
armes,to ſee whether hee could bring hertoher ſelfe, hemight feele the weight of 
a great cudgelllight vpon his ſhoulders, and forthe firſt greeting heeknew his wife 
Aiſos voyce, by the calling him ribalde villaine, and asking him whether ſhee 
could not ſcruc his turne as well as Charite? For Mifo hauing according to Dorus 
counſell, gone to Mantinres and there hatboured her ſelfe in an old acquaintance 
houſe of hers, as ſoone as ten of the clocke was ſtricken (where ſhe had remained 
cloſely all thar while, I thinke with ſuch an amiable- cheare, as when icalous /axo

ynto him, who preſently withall his companie cametothe Caues entry whetethe' 
Kings body lay ; Dameras for his part more:glad forthe hope hee had of his pri» 
uare eſcape,than ſorry forthe publique loſſe his Country received fora Prince not 
to be mifliked. Bur in Gy»ecis nature preuailed aboue iudgement, and theſhame 
ſhe conceiued to be taken intharorder,ouercame for that inſtant the former reſolu-. 
tion, ſothart aſſoone as ſhe ſaw tlie foremoſt of the paſtorall troupe, the vvretched 
Princefle ran to hauc hid her face in the next woods;but with ſuch a minde,that ſhe 
knew notalmoſt her ſelfe whatſhe could wiſhto be the ground of her ſafety.Demes

Wgcliring herto be their good Lady,as ſhe hadeuer beene,Burt | 
=#thiſted to be ridde of her ſelfe , whom ſhce hated aboueall things; with _ - 
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(as he thought)abſent ; Pamele fled away with Dores ; his wife and Mopſe in divers 
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aſſured countenance as they haue, who already haue diſpenſed with ſhame, 8 dige. 
ted :the ſorrowes of death, ſhe rhus ſaid vato them, Conrinue,continue,my friends: 
our doingis better than your excuſingzthe one argues aſſured faith,the other wane 
of aſſucance.If you loued yourPrince,when he was able & willing todo you much 
;vvhich youcould not then require to him ; do you now publiſh your grate- 
nefle,when ir ſhal be ſeen co the world,therc are no hopes left to leade you vnto 
it. Remember,remember you haue loſt Bafiliws, a Prince to defend you, a Father to 
cate for yon, a companion in your ioyes, a friend in your wants. Andif you loued 
him,ſhew you hatethe aurhor of his loſſe. It is I, fairhfull 4rcadians,that haue ſpoi- 
ledthe Country of their protector. I,none but I, was the miniſter of his vnnaturall 
end. 'Carry therefore my bloud in your hands, to teſtifie your owne innocencie, 
neither [pare for my titles ſake, but confiderit was hee that ſo entituled me. Andif 
youthinke of any benefirs by my meanes, thinke with it that vvas but the inſtru- 
mentand hee the ſpring. What ſtay yee Shepheards vvhole great Shepheard is 
gone 7 youneed not fearea woman , reverence your.Lords murtherer, nor haue 
pitic of her,who hath not piric of her ſelte. With this ſhe preſented her faire necke, 
to ſome by name,other by ſignes,defiring them to doe iuſtice to the world,duty to 
their good king, honourto chem ſcelues, and fauour to her. The poore men looked 
oneyponthe other, vauſed ro bee arbiters in Princes matters, and being now falne 
intoagreat perplexitic, betwixta Prince dead and a Princeſle aliue. But once for 
them ſhee might haue gone whither ſhee would, thinking ita ſacriledge to touch 
her perſon, when ſhe finding ſhe was nota ſufficient oratour to perſwade her owne 
death by their hands,well,ſaid ſhe,itisbut ſo much the moretime of miſery, for my 
I will not giue my life ſo much pleaſure from hence forward asto yeeldto his 
deſire of his own cholſe of death; ſince all the reft istakenaway,yet let mc excell in 
miſery.Leade me therfore whither you will,only happy,becauſe I cannor be more 
wretched. Burt neither ſo much would the honeft yuan do, but rather with 

many teares bemoned this encreaſe of their former lofle, till ſhe was faine to leade 
them,vvith a very ſtrange ſpeRacle,cither that a Princeſle ſhould bein the hands of 
ſhepheards,or a priſoner ſhould dire her guardians : laſtly, before cither witneſſe 
or accuſer, a Lady condemne her ſelfe to death. But in ſuch monefull march they 
went towards the other Shepheards, who in the meane time had left nothing vn- 
aſſayed to reuiue the King, but all was bootlefle, and their ſorrowes encreaſed the 
morethey had ſuffered any hopes vainly to ariſe. Among other trials they made to 
know at leaſt the cauſe of his end, hauing eſpied the vnhappy cup, they gane the 
little liquor that vvas left ro a dogge of Dametas, in which within a ſhort rime it 
wrought the like effe; although Dameras did ſo much to recouer him, that for 
veric louc of his life he daſht out his braines. Bur nowall together,and having Gy- 
#ecis among them, who to make her ſelfe the more odious, did continually record 
to their mindesthe exceſſe ot their loſlegthey yeclded them(ſclues ouer to all thoſe 
formes of lamentation, that dolefull images doe imprint in the honeſt, but ouer- 
tender hearts, eſpecially when they thinke the rebound of the cuill falls to their 
owne ſmart. Therefore after the ancient Greeke manner, ſome of them remem- 
bringrhe nobility of his birth , continued by being like his Anceſtors : others 
his ſhape, which though not excellent, yet fauour and pity drew all things now 
tothe higheſt point ; others his peaceable gouernement, the thing vvhich moſt 
pleaſcth men,reſolued to live of their owne; others his liberalitie, which thoughit 

cannot light vpon all men, yet all men naturally hoping it may be they, make ita® 


molt amiable vertue. Some calling in queſtion the greatneſle of his power, whichy 
|} | cncreaſed 
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encreaſed the compaſſton to ſee the preſent change, (having a\dolefull memorie 
how hee hadtempercd ir with ſuch familiar courtefic amongrthem, thav'they did 
more feele the fruits, than ſee the pompes of his greatneſs) all with one'conſent 
giuing hint the ſacred titles of good,iuſt,mercifull;the father of the people; the life 
of his Country, they ranne abourhis body, 'tearing their beards and garments ; 
ſome ſending their cryesto heauen, other inuenting particular howling muſickes 
many vowing ta kill themſelues atthe day of his funerals, peticrally giuing atrue 
teſtimony that men are louing creatures when injuries put them 'nor from their 
naturall courſe : and how coll a thing it is for a Prince by ſucceſſion;'deepelyto 
finke into the ſoules of his ſubies, a more' lively monument thafi' Afanſolus 
Tombe. But as with ſuch hearty lamentation, they diſperſed among thoſe woods 
their reſounding ſhrikes, the Sunne the perfeReſt marke oftime, hauing now pot- 
ten vptwo houres iourncy in his daily changing Circle, their'voice helped with 
the onely anſwering Echo, cameto the earcs of the fairhfull and worthy Gen- 
tleman Philanax : whoat that time was — viſite the King ,” accompanied 
with diuers of the worthy _{rcadian Lords, who with him had'viſited the places 
adioyning for the more aſſurance of Beſi/iws ſolitarineſle, a thing after the late mu- 
tinic hee had vſually done : and fince the Princeſſes returne more diligently conti- 
nued : which hauing now likewiſe performed, thinking -ir as well his ductie ro 
ſeethe King, asof good purpoſe, being ſo neare, to receiue his further direQi- 
on : accompanied as aboue ſaid hee was this-morning comming vnto him, when 
theſe vnpleaſant voices gaue his minde an vnceraine preſage 'of his neare ap- 
proching ſorrow. For by and by hee ſaw the body/of his dearely eſteemed Prince, 
and heard Gywecia's lamenting : not ſuch as the ttirtle: like loue is wont to make 
for the euer ouer-ſooneloſle of her onely lJoued make; bur with'carſings'of ther 
life, dereſting her owne wickedneſle, ſeeming onely thereforenorto defire death, 
becauſe ſhee would not ſhew a loue of any thing. | The ſhepheards, eſpecially 
Darn::4 knowing him to bee the ſecond perſon in! authority , gaue forthwi 
relation vnto him , what they knew and had proued of this dolorous fpeaacle, 
befides the other accidents of his children. Buthee principally rouched with his 
maltersloſſe, lighting from his horſe with a heauie cheeze, came and kneeled 
dovine by him, where finding hee could doe no more than the ſhepheards had tor 
his recoverie, the conſtancic of his minde, ſurpriſed before he might call rogetber 
his beſt rules, could nor refraine ſuch like words. Ah deare maſter, ſaid hee, what 
chan ge it hath pleaſeth the Almightie luſtice to worke in this place ! How ſoone 
(not ro your loſſe,who __ lived long to nature, & totime longer by your well 
deſetuedglory,bur longeſt of all inthe crternall manfion you now poſleſſe.) Bur 
how ſoone I ſay to ourruine, haue you leftthe frailebarke of your eſtate 2 O that 
the words I in moſt faithfull duty deliuered vnto you, when you firſt entred this {o- 
litarie courſe , might haue wrought as much perſwaſion in you, as they ſprang 
from truith in me,perchance your ſcruant Philansx ſhould not now haue cauſe in 
your loſſe, ro bewaile his owne ouerthrow.And therewith taking himſelfe;and in- 
deede euiill fitterh it mee (ſaid he) tolet go my heart to womaniſh complaints,finee 
my Prince being vndoubtedly well,it rather ſhewes loue of my ſelfe; which makes 
melbewaiile mine owne loſſe.

on heras a woman, but a!monſter z,not as a Princeſle,but as a trayror to his Prince , 
not as Baſiliwe witegbut as Beſlizs murtherer.She told him how the world required 
at his hands, the inſt demonſtracion of his friendſhip , if he now forgot his Prince, 
he ſhould ſhew hee had neuer loued but his fortune : like thoſe vermine that ſucke: 
of the liuing bloud, and leaue the body afſoone as it is dead ; poore Princeſle 
ncedleſly ſecking to kindle him, who did moſt deadly. deteſt her, which he vt- 
tered inthis bitter anſwer. Madam: (ſaid hee) you doe well ro hate your ſelfe, for 
you cannot hate a worſe creature ; andthough we fecle enough your helliſh diipo- 
ficionyyet we need not doubt youareof counſell to your ſelfe of much worſethan 
we know. But now feare not,you ſhall not long be cumbred with being guided by 
ſo cuill a ſoule; therefore prepare your ſelf, that if it be poſſible you may deliuer vp 
yourſpirit ſo much purer, as you more waſh your wickedneſle vvith repentance. 
Then haying preſently given order for the bringing fromMaztinece,a greatnumber 
of rents; for the receirof the principall 4rcediaws : the maner of that country being 
that where the Prince died, there ſhould be orders taken for the countries gouerne- 
ment,and in theplace any murther was commirted,the iudgement ſhould be giuen 
there,beforethe body was buried, both concurring in this matter,andalready great 
part of the Nobility being arriued, hee delivered the Princefſetoa Gentleman of 
eat truſt; andas for Demet«: taking from him the keyes of both the Lodges, cal- 
him the moth of his Princes eſtate,and onely ſpot of his iudgement,he cauſed 
him with his wife and daughter,to bee fettered vp in as many chaines and clogs,as 
they could beare, and cuery third houreto bee cruelly whipr, till the determinate 
iudgment ſhould be giuen of all crheſe matters. That done, hauing ſent already at his 
comming, toall the quarters of the country to ſeeke Pamela,although vvirh ſmall 
hope of ouertaking them,he himſelfe went well accompanied to the Lodge, where 
the two vnfortunate Louers wereattending acruell concluſion of their long, paine- 
full,and late moſt painefull afteRion.Dameras clowniſheyes, hauing been the only 
diſcouerers of Pyroc/es ſtratagem, had no ſooner taken a full view of themi (which 
in ſome ſights would rather haue bred any thing,than an accuſing minde} and loc- 
ked the doore ypontheſe two young folkes,now made priſoners for loue.,as before 
they had been priſoners to loue,but that immediately vpon his going dovwne(whe- 
ther with noiſe Dawe#tas made,or with the creeping in of the light,or ratherthat as 
cextreame griefe had procured his ſleepe, ſo extreame carc had meaſured inis fleepe, 
giving his ſenſes avery early /e/vero come to themſelucs) P3r ocles awaked, and 
4g vp, the firſt euill hanſell he had of the ill caſe wherein he was, was the ſceimg 
himſclfe depriued of his ſword,from which he had neuer ſeparated himſelfe inawy 
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fpatednotrche nakednefle of her render feere, bur I think borne as faſt with defireas 
feare carricd-Duphne;the came running to Pyrocles, and finding his ſpirits ſomething 
. rroublediwith the fall; the-pur by the barre that hay cloſero him, and Rtrayning him 
_ InhSmnoſtbeloned embracements,My comfort,my ws kg. Argon vey 
' haueyouto kil your ?hiloc/ex withrhe moſt cruell rotmene thatever Lady. e 
Do younor cr perſwade yourlelfe thar any hurt of yours isa death vnto me2And 
. that your death ſhould bee my hell s Alas, if any ſodainemiſlike of mee.(for other 
cauſe I ſee none) haue cauſed youto loath your ſelec, if'any faulr.or defeR of mine 
hath bred this terribleſtrage in you; rather let mee ſuffer the birtejneſle of ir, for ſo 
ſhall che deſeruer bee puhiſhed,miankind preſerucd from ſucha.ruine, and I for.my 
partſhall haue that comfort, that I die by the ngbleſt hand that euerdrew ſword. 27+ 
recles gricued wich his fortune, that he had notar one inſtant cur off all ſuchdelibe- 
tarion;thinking his life oncly referucdro be bound to be the vahappy newes-teller : 
Alas(ſaid he)my only ſtarre;zwhy Srey Ing to God,your ſelfe;and mee, ro 
ake of faults in you ? no,no;moeſt faulrleſle;nivſt perfect zit is your. excel- 
ncy that makes me haſten my deſiredend , itisthe OO __ the generall na- 
wre,char {rhough againſt priuare nature) makes mce lecke.the preſeruation of all 
tharſhee hath done 1nthis age, letme, let me die. There is no way: to ſaue yourlife 
(nioſt worthy to be cbnlerucd)ttian that my. death be your clearing : Thea did hee 
with farre more paine andbac lothneſit,than the ſo neare killing himſelfe was 
(bur yet driven with nectifity romake her yecld, tothat he thought was her _—_ 
take her a (horr,but pithy diſcourſe,whiat he lad heard by Damet«s ſpe ” 
ming the rcſt with a plaine demoriſtration clololagelfotmony Andthen fought 
he new means of ſtopping his breathybut that by Philoc/ees labour, aboue her force, 
| he was ſtaycd ro heart her. In whom a nian mi {py what ſmall difference in 
the working there is, betwixta fimple voidnefle of cuil}, anda iudiciall habit of ver« 
we. For ſhe,not with an vnſhaken I EE Pyrocles weyed and de- 
ſpiſed death; bur with an innocent guilrleſnefle, not. knowing why ſhe ſhould feare 
go deliuer her vnſtained ſouleto nm with the true louing of Zyrec/es, which 
made hcr thinke no life without him, didalmoſt bring hermindeto as quiet attens 
dingall accidents,asthe vamaſtred vertuc of ?yroc/es. crhaving witha pretty. pale- 
tefe (which did leatiemilken lines vpon her roſie checkes) payda.lirtle dury:to-hu- 
, manefeare,taking the Ptinee by his hand, and kiffing rhe wound he had given him- 
elfe ; O thie onely life ot my life, 8& [if it fall out ſo) che comfort of my death; ſaid 
he, fare, farre from you,bethe doing me ſuch wrong, asto thinkeI will receive my 
| lie a$a purchaſe of your death, but well may you make my dcath ſo much more my» 
ferable,as it ſhall any thing be delayed after my onely feliciry.Doe you thinke Ican 
Kcompt of the moment of death, like the vnſpeakeable affligions my foule ſhould = 
hiff-r,ſo oft as I call Pyrocles ro minde,which ſhould be as oft as I breathed? Should 
theſe cyes guide my ſteps , thar had ſecne your murder * ſhould theſe hands feede

Andtrucly my Fyrocles, [ 
kave heard my father,'& other wile men ſay,that the killing of ones ſelf ts buta falſe 
colour of true courage, proceeding rather of a feare of a furthercuill, either of tor» 
ment or ſhame, Forif it were nor a reſpecting the harme, that would likewiſe make 
im not reſped whar might be done vnto him : 8 hopegbeing of all ogher,the maſt 
-]©atrary thing to feare 3this being an vrter baniſhment of hope, ir ſeemes ro receiue 
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” bearerhctirle of yalour,vvhich ſhould vc lifced vpto-ſuchaheight, that holding all 
as irfclte, it ſhould be able ro maincaine; his greaticſle eventin the midſt 
of miſcries. 'Laftly,they would ſay ;:God had appointed-vs Capraines of theſe- our 
bodily forts //vvhich withour treaſon to that Maieſtie ,: vuere never tobe delQered 
oucrtillthey wereredemanded. Pyrecles, vvho had: that fora law vatohim, nor tg 
lkade2bilocles itrany thingvaſatisfied, although hee ſtill remained in-his tormer 
=. ere that time-would grow ſhort forir,yerhearihg no noe (the ſhep. 
cards being as then runto:B4ſ/i6e)withſcttled and:humble: countenance, asaman 
charthould kite ſpoken of athingthardid notconcerne himſclte, | bearingeuen in 
hiseyes ſifficicar ſhewes; i thar it was norhing bur Philocle's:danger, which did any 
eiin hen!his heart;; farreſtronger than fortune, hauing with vehementcmbras 
cings of her, got yer ſomsfruir of his delayed end, heethus anſwered the wile inns. 
cencieof TA Lady moft worthy not onely:of life, but to bc the very life of all 
things: the more nocable demonſtrarions you-make of the loue , ſo farre beyond 
rie>deſert, with-which itpleaſeth youto quercome forrune, in making mee happy : 
the tnore amTeuen in courfe obhumanitie (to Itauc that loues force, which I nei- 
therican nor wilt teaue)bound co ſecke requitrals witneſſe, that lam not vngratefull; 
codilowhich,the infiniceneſſe of your neſſe being ſuch as Icannor reach varoir, 
yerdoingalll can;8& paying my life-which isallEhave,thoughir be farre: (without 
meaſfuce)ſhorept your defert, yer ſhall Inar diciadebr,to minc own duty. And truly 
thermore excellent arguments you made, to keepe me from this paſſage; imagined 
farmorererriblethaniris he moreplataly ir makes me to ſee what reaſon I haue,to 
pregent the lofle not onely of 4rcadie;butallthe face of the earth ſhould recciue, if 
ſaoh'atree (whicheucn in-his firſt ſpring, doth not onely beare moſt beautifull bloſ: 
ſomsbur moſt rare fruits)thould be ſo varimely.curoff. Therefore,O moſt truly be. 
touedLady;to whom 1 deſire for both our goods;rhattheſe may be my laſt words; 
giveme yourconſent even out of that wiſedome vyhich muſt needes ſee, that (bes 
| fidesyour vnmiazeched berterneſſe, which perchance.you will not ſee) ir is fitter ons 
dyethan both; And fince you haue ſufficiently ſhewed you loue mee, let meclaime 
by char loue, youwill be content rather to ler mediecontentedly,than wretchedly: 
rather wirhacleare and ioyful conſcience,than with deſperate condemnation in my 
ſelfe;: that] accurſed villaine, ſhould bee the meane of baniſhing from the ſight of 
men'thetrue example of-vertue. Andbecauſc there is nothing lett mee robee imes, 
incd, which] fo much deſire, as that the memory of Pyrecles may euer hane an ab 
wed place inryour wiſe iudgement, I am contentto; draw fo much hreath longer,

asby anſwering the ſweete obicions youalledged, may bequeathe (as I thinke) a 


pafſion.: Your tather(you ſay)was wont to ſay, that this like a&tion doth more pro- 
ccedof fear of furthereuil or ſhame,than ofa true courage: Truly firſt, they puta ve 
ry-gheſling calc,ſpeaking of them who can neuer after come totell, with what mind 
they didir.And as for my part, I call the immorrall truth ro witneſle,thatno fcare of 
torment canappallme : who know it is bur diuerſe mannersof apparrelling death? 
and haue long learned to ſet bodily paine bur in the ſecond forme of my being. And 
as for ſhame,how can I be aſhamed ofthar, for which my well meaning conſcience 
will anſwer. formeero God,and your vnrefiſtable beauty to the world 2 Burto tale] | 
tharargumedt in his owne force, and grantir done for auoiding of further paineſ . 
er diſhonour,(for as forthename of feare, itis but an odious tile of paſſion, giuen] 
_ totharwhichtrue iudgementperformeth) grant, I{ay, iris to ſhunnea worſecaſey] © ;* 
and:rucly:IJoenox ſee, bur that true fortitudeglooking.intoall humane things - "i 
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ight conceirunto you, that this my doing is ourof iudgement, andnot ſprungof -- 
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a perſiſting reſolution, carried away neithervvith wonder of pleaſing things, nor 
oniſhmenr of rhe vapleaſant, doth not yer depriue it felfe of the diſcerning the 
difference of cuill, :bur rather is che onely yerrue, which in an aſſured tranquility 
ſhuns the greater by the valiant entring into the lefle. Thus for his countries ſa 
he vill ſpend his life, for the ſauing of a lim he will not niggardly ſpare his goods, 
for the ſauing of all his body he vvill not ſpare the cutting off alim,where indeed 
the weak-hcarted man wil rather die,than ſeethe face of a ſurgeon : who might with 
2s good reaſon ſay,that the conſtant man abides the painefull ſurgery,for feare of a 
furcher euill: bur he is content to waite for death it ſelfe,bur neither is truezfor nei- 
ther hath the one any feare,bur a well chooſing iudgement:nor the other hath any 
contentment, but onely feare, and not hauing a heart aRiuely to performe a martrer 
of paine,is forced paſhuely ro abide a greater damage. For to do,requires a whole 
heart;to ſuffer falleth eaſilieſt in the broken minds, And if in bodily torment thus, 
much taore in ſhame; vrherein ſince valour isa vertue, and vertue-is euer limited; 
vvee. muſt not runne ſo irfinitely,as to thinke the valiant man is vvillingly to ſuffer 
any thing, fince the very ſuffering of ſome things isa certaine proofeof want of 
courage. Andifany thing vnwillingly, among the chieteſt may ſhatnegoe : for if 
honour be to be held deare, his contrary is to bee abhorred, and that not for feare, 
butof arruceleRion. For which is the lefle inconuenient,either the loſſe of ſome 
yeares more or lefſe (once vvee know our liues bee not immortall) or the ſub» 
micting our ſelves to each vaworthy miſery,whichthe fooliſh world may lay vpon 
vs 2 Asforthcir reaſon, that feare is contrarie ro hope, neither doe I defend feare, 
nor much yecid co the authority of hope ; to cither of which grear inclining 
ſhewes but a feeble reaſon, whith muſt be guided by his ſeruants« and who builds 
not vpon hope, ſhall tcare noearth-quake of deſpaire. Their laſt alledging of the 
heauenly powers, as ir beares rhe greateſt name, ſo it is the onely thing, thar tall 
bred any combatein my minde, And yer I doe not ſee, but thatif God had made vs 
maſters of any thing,it is of our owne lives ; ont of which without doing vvro 
toany body, we are to iſſue ar your owne pleaſure. And the ſame argument week] 
aſmuch preuaile to ſay vveec ſhould for no neceſſity lay away from vs, any of our 
ioynts, ſince they being made ot him, vvithourt his warrant wee ſhould not d 
from them; or if tharmay bc,tor agreater cauſe wee may palle to a greaterdegree. 
Andit wee be Lieutenants of God,in this little Caſtle,doe you not thinke we muſt 
take warning of himtogiue ouer our charge when he leaues vs vnprouided of good 
meanes$to rarry in it 2 No certainely doc I not, anſwered the forrowfull 2hile- 
es, fince itis notfor vsto appoint that mighty Maieſty, whattime hee will helpe 
vs: the vttermoſt inſtant is ſcope enough tor him, to reuoke cuery thing to ones 
owne defire. And therefore to preiudicate his determination, is but a doubt of 
neſle in him,who is nothing but goodneſſe. But when indeed he doth either 
Pcknelle or outward force lay death vpon vs, then are wee to take knowled 
that ſuch is his pleaſure, and to know that all is well that hee doth. That we ſh 
be maſters of our (clues, we can ſhew atall notitle,nor claime , fince neither we 
made our ſelues, nor bought our ſelues, wee can ſtand vpon noother rightbnt his 
gift, which hee muſt limit as it pleaſeth him. Neither is there any proportion bee 
wixt the loſſe of any other lim, and thar, ſince the one bends tothe preſeruing of 
all, the other to the deſtruction of all ; the one takes not away the minde from the 


aRions for which.it is placed in the world, the other cuts off all pofſibilitie of his 


working.And trucly my moſt deare Pyrocles, I mult needes proreſt ynto you; tharT 
Na cannot 
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cannot thinke yourdefence euen in rules of vertue ſufficient. Sufficient & excellent 
itwerc, if the queſtion were ot two outward things, vvherein a man might by na. 
tures freedom determine,whether he would preferre ſhame to pain; preſent ſmaller 
torment,to greater following,or no.Bur to this(befides the compariſon of themat- 


* ters valures). there is added of the one part a dire euill doing, vvhich makeththe 
ballance of that fide roo much vnequall: ſince a vertuous man without any reſpec, 


whether the griefc be leſſe or more,is neyer to do that which he cannot affure him 
ſelke is allowable before the cuerliuing rightfulnefſe; but ratheris ro think honours 
or ſhames,which ſtand in other menstrue or falſe indgments, paines or not paines, 
which yet neucrapproch our ſoules,tobe nothing in regard otan vnſpottedconſci- 
ence. And theſe reaſons do I remember,T haue heard good men bring in,tharfince 
it hathnot his ground in an aflured vertue, it proceeds rather of ſome other diſgui- 
ſed paſſion.Pyrocles was not ſo much perſwaded as delighted,by her wel conceiued 
& ſweetly pronounced {peeches;but when ſhe had cloſed her pitiful diſcourſe,8& as 
it wcre ſealed vp her delighttul lips, with the moiſtneſſe of her tears, which follow- 
ed ſtill ane another like a precious rope of pearle:nowthinking it hye time; Be it as 

ou ſay (ſaid -hee,moſt verruous beauty) in all the reſt, but neuer can God him- 
Af perſwade me,that Pyroc/es life is not well loſt, for to preſerne the moſt admira- 
ble Philec/es, Let thar be if it be poſſible written on my Tombe,and [ willnot enuie 


Codrw honour. With that he would againe haue vſed the barre, meaning if that. 
fayled, to leauc his braines vpon the wall; when Phi/oc/ea now brought to that ſhe* 
moſt feared, kneeled down vato him, and embracing ſo his legs,that without hitrt- 


ing her (vvhich for nothing hee vvould hauedone) hee could not ridde himſclfe 
from her, ſhe did with all the coniuring words, which the authority of loue may 
lay, beſcech him, hee vvould notnow ſo cruelly abandon her, hee vvould not 
leaue her comfortleſle in that miſery , rovvhich hee had brought her. That then 
indeede ſhee would cuen in herſoule accuſe him, to haue moſt foully betrayed 
her ,thatthen ſhee would have cauſe to curſethe time thateuer the name of Pyro- 
cles came to hereares, which otherwiſe no death could make her doe. Will you 
leaue me, ſaid ſhe, not onely diſhonouredas ſuppoſed vachaſte with you, bur as 
amurderer of you 2 Will you giue mine eyes ſuch a piQure of hell, before my 


neare approching death, as to ſee the murdredbody of him Iloue more than 


all the lives that nature can giue 2 With that ſhee {ware by the hyeſt cauſe of all 
deuotions, that if he did perſcuere in that cruell reſolution, ſhe would (though vn- 
truely) not only confeſle to her father,that with her conſent this aQ had been com- 


mitted, but-if that would not ſerue (after ſhe had puld out her owne cies, made ac- 


cbrſed by ſuch a fight) ſhee would giue her ſelfe ſo terrible a death, as ſhe might 
thinke the paine of it would counteruaile the neyer dying paine of her mind. Now 
thereforekill your ſelfe,to crowne thisvertuous ation with infamy:kill your ſelfe 
ro:make mee (whom you ſay you love} as long as I after liue, change my louing 
admiration of you, to a deteſtable abhorring your name. And ſo indeede you 
ſhall hauc the end you ſhoote at : for in ſtead of one death, you ſhall giue me a 
thouſand, and yer in the meanetime, deprive me of the helpe God may fend me. 
Pprocles cuen ouerweyed with her ſo wiſely vitered affteRion , finding her deter- 
mination ſo fixed, that his end ſhould but depriue them both of a preſent con- 

tentment, and notauoidea comming euill (as a man that ranne not vnto it, by 

.a ſodaine qualme of pafhon, butby atrue vic of reaſon, preferring herlife ro his 
owne} now hat wiſedome did maniteſt vnto him , that way would not _ 
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he retired him(elfe, withas much4ranquility from it, as before hee had gone vn= 
rO it. Like a man, that had ſet the keeping or leauing ofthe body, asa thing vvich- 
out him(ſelfe, and ſo had thereof a freed and vntroubled conſideration. Therefore 
throwing away the barre from him, and taking her vp fromthe place, where hee 
thoughtrhe conſummating of al beauties,very vaworthily lay, ſuffering all his ſen- 
ſes to deuoure yp their chiefeſt foode,which heaſſured himſelfe they ſhould ſhort- 
ly after for cucr be depriued off: Well, ſaid he, moſt deare Lady, whoſe coni- 
tentment Ipreterre before mine owne, and iudgement eſteeme more than mine 
owne, 1 yeeld vato your pleaſure. The gods ſend you haue not wonne your owne 
loſſe. For my part they are my witneſles, that I thinke I doe more at your com- 
mandement, indelaying my death, than anorher would in beſtowing his life. 
Butnow, ſaid hee, as thus farre I haue yeelded vatoyou, ſo grantmee in recom- 
pence thus much againe, that I may finde your loue in granting, as you haue 
found yourauthority in obrayning.My humble ſuite is, you will ſay I came in by 
force into your chamber, for ſo am I reſolued now to affirme, and that will be the 
beſt for vs both; but in no caſe name my name, that whatſoeuer come of mee, my 
houſe be not diſhonoured. Philocles fearing leſt refuſall would rurne him backe a- 
gaineto his violent refuge, gaue hima certaine countenancegthat might ſhew ſhe 
did yeeldto his requeſt,the latter part wherof indeed ſhe meant for his ſake to per- 


forme. Neither could they ſpend more words together : for Fhilavax, with twen- 
tic of the nobleſt perſonages of Arcagizs after him, were come into the Lodge, Fb4- 
 lanax making thereſt to ſtay belowe, forthe reuerence he bare to womanhood, as 


ftilly as he could came to the doore,& opening it, drew the cies of theſe twodoleful 
louers vpon him. Philoclea cloſing againe for modeſty ſake, within her bed the 


riches of her beauties, but Pyroclesrooke hold of -his barte , minding art leaft to 


dye, before the excellent Philoc/ea ſhould receine any outrage. But Philanex refted 
awhile ypon himſelfe, ſtriken with admiration at the goodly ſhape of Pyrocles, 
whom before he had neuer ſeene,and withall remembring befides others the nora- 
ble a he had done (when with his courage andeloquence; hee had ſaved zsfi/iau, 
perchance the whole State from vtter ruine) he felta kinde of releating minde to- 
wards him. But when that ſame thought came wayted on with the remembrance of 


' bis maſters death, which he by all probabilicics,thoughr he had bin ofcounſellyn- 


to withthe Queene, compaſſion turned to hatefull paſhon, and left in Philawax 
a ſtrange medley, betwixt pity and reuenge,berwixt likingand abhorring.O Lord, 
ſaid he to himſelfe , what wonders doth;nature inour time, to ſet witkedneſle ſo 
beautifully garniſhed?and that which is ſtratigeſt, our of one ſpring to make won- 
derfulleffe&s both of vertue and vice to ifſue ? Pyrocles ſeeing him in ſuch a mule, 
neither knowingthe man, nor the cauſe of his comming, bur aſluring himſclfe, ir 
was for no __ yet thought beſt to begin with him in this ſort. Gentleman, ſaid 
be,what is the cauſe of your comming to my Lady Philocles's chamber 2 igit to de- 
fend her from ſuch violence,as I mightgoe abour to offer vnto hertifir be ſo, truely 
your comming is vaine, for her owne vertue hath bin a ſufficient refiſtance, there 
needs no ſtrength to be added to {o inuiolate chaſtity, the excellency of her mind 
makes her body impregnable. Which for mine owne part I had ſoone yeelded to 
confeſſe,with going out of this place(where I found bur little comfort being ſo dif 


' dainfully recciued) had I not been, I know not by whom preſently ypon my com- 


ming hither, ſo locked into this chamber, that I could neuer efcape hence : where I 
was fetrediin the moſt guilty ſhame,thateuer man was,ſeeing whaca iſfeofyn- 
ſpotted goodnes,my filthy thoughts ſought todefile,If for thatthertore you come, 
| Na 2 already 
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* alreadyLaſſare youyour errand is performed; but if it beto bring me toany puniſh- 
ment wharſocuer, for hauing vndertaken ſoinexcuſable {9 ay ;truly I beare 
fuch an accuſerabout me of mine own conſtience,that I willingly ſubmit my felfe 
vncoir.Only thus much let me demand of you, that you will be a witneſle vnto the 
» king what you heare me ſay, and oppoſe your ſelfe,thar neither his ſodain fury,nor 
any other occaſion may offer any hurt to this Lady ; in whom you ſce nature hath 
accompliſhed ſo much,that Iam faine to lay mine own faultineſſe, as a foyle of her 
ureſt excellence, I can ſay no more, but looke vpon her beauty, remember her 
bloud, conſider her yeares,and iudge rightly of her vertues, and I doubtnot agen- 
tlemans minde, will then bee a ſufficient inſtraRer vnto yon, in this I may tearme 
it miſerable chaunce, happened vnto her by my vnbridled audacitie. Ph:/anax was 
content to heare him our, not for any fauourhe owed him, but to ſee whether hee 
would reueale any thing of the originall cauſe, and purpoſe of the kings death, Bur 
finding it ſo far from that, that he named Baſi/ims vnto him, as ſuppoſing him aliue 
thinking itrather cunning than ignorance : Yong man(ſajd he)whom I have cauſe 
co hate,before I haue meane to know, you vie but a point of skill,by confefſiag the 
manifeſt ſmaller faulr,to be belecued hereafter in the deniall of the greater. Bur for 
thatmarrer, all paſſethro once end,and hereafter we ſhall haueleaſure by corments 
roſecke the truth, if the loue of truthit ſelfe will not bring you vnto it. As for my 
Lady ?hi/ocles, if it ſo fall out as you fay, it ſhall be the more fit for her yeares, and 
eomely for-the;great houſe that ſhe is come of, that an ill gouerned beautie hath not 
cancelled the rules of vertue.But howſocuer it be,it is not for youto teach ah Arca- 
dian what reuerent duty we owe vnto any of that progenie. Bur,ſaid he,come with 
me without refiſtance, for the one cannor auaile,& the othermay procure pity. Pi- 
ty *:faid Pprocles,witha birter ſmiling, diſdained with ſo curriſhan anſwer : no,no, 


Arcadian,[ can quickly haue pitic of my ſelfe,and would think my life moſt miſe- / 


rable, which ſhould be a gift of thine. Only I demand this innocent Ladies ſecuri- 
tic; which vnrill thou haſt confirmed vnto me by an oath, afſure thy ſelfe, the firſt 
that layes hands vpon her ſhal leaue his life, for ateſtimony ofhis ſacriledge. Phi/e- 
ax with an inward ſcorne thinking it moſt manifeſt they were both, he at leaſt, of 
counſell with the kings death, Well, ſaid he,you ſpeak much to me ofthe king: Ido 
here ſweare vnto you, by the Joue I haue euer borne him, ſhee ſhall haue no worle; 
howſoecuer it fall out, than her own parents. And ypon that word of yours I yeeld 
faid the poot Pyrrcles,deceiued by him that meant notto deceive him. Then did 2b 
Jnax deliuverhim intochehands of a nobleman inthe copany ,cueryone defirous to 
havehim in his charge, ſo much did his poedly preſence (wherin true valor ſhined) 
breed adelightfull admiration in all the beholders. Pbi/anax himſelfe tayed with 
Philocles,tolce whether of her he might learne ſome diſcloſing of his farmer con- 
Cluſion. But ſhe, fweet Lady, whom firſt a kindly ſhamefaſtnefſe had ſeparated from 
Py#ocles(hauing bin left in a more open view than her modeſtywould wel bear)then 
cheattending her fathers Rn ſtadying how to behauc her ſelfe towards him 
for both their ſafeties, had called her ſpirits all within her, now that vpon a ſodain 
Pyrocles was deliuered out of the chamber from hergar the firſt ſhe was ſo ſurprized 
with the extreme ſtroke of the wofull fight,thar like thoſe that in their dreames are 
taken with ſome vgly viſion, they would fain cry for help,but haue no force,ſo re- 
mained ſhe awhile quite depriued not only of ſpeech,but almoſt of any other lively 
aQion.But when indeed Fyrocles was Quite drawn from her eyes,and that her vitall 
ſtrength began to rerurne vnto her,now not knowing what they:did to Fyroc/es,but 
(according tothe nature of loue)fearing the worſt, wringing her —_— _—_ 
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abundance of teares be the firſt part of her eloquence, bending her amber-crowned 
head ouer her bed (ide ro the hard-hearted Phi/anax,O Philanex, philenax, ſaid ſho, . - 
I know how much authority you haue with my father:there is no man whoſe wiſ- 
dome he ſo much efteemes,nor whole faith ſo much he repoſeth vpon. Remember 
how oft you haue promiſed your ſeruice vnto me,how oft you hane giuen me occa- 
fion to belecue that there was no Lady in whoſe fauor you more defiredto remain: 
and if the remembrance be not vnpleaſant to your mind, orthe rehearſal vnfirting 
for my fortune, remember there was a timae when I could deſerue it. Noſy my 
chance is turned, let not your truth turne. I preſent my ſelfe vnto you, the moſt 
humble and miſerable ſuppliant liuing, neither ſhall my defire be great >I ſeeke for 
no more life rhan I ſhallbe found worthy of. It my bloud may waſh away thedif- 
honour of Arcadie,ſpareit not,although through me it hath indeed never been dif 
honored.My only ſute is,you wil bea meane for me,that while I am ſuffered toen- 
 loythis life, I may not be ſeparated from him, to whom the gods haue ioyned mee, 
and that you determine nothing of him more cruelly than you doe of mee. If you 
rightly iudge of whart hath paſt, wherein the gods (that ſhould haue beene of our 
marriage) are witneſles of our innocencies; then procure, wee may liue together. 
But if my father wil not ſo conceiue of vs,as the fauli(if avy were)was vnited, ſolet 
the puniſhmentbe vnited alſo. There was no man that ener loued either his Prince, 
or any thing pertaining to him, with a truer zealethan Phi/anax did. This made him 
euen tothe depthof his heart receive a moſt vehement grief,to ſee his maſter made 
as it were more miſerable after death. And for himſelf, calling ro mind in what fort 
his life had bin preſerued by Philocles,what time taken by Amphia/as he was like to 
ſuffer a cruell death,there was nothing could haue kept him from falling to tender 
pitie, but the perfeR perſwaſion hee had,thar all this was ioyned to the packe of his 
maſters death, which the miſconceiued ſpeech of marriage made him the more 
belecue. Therefore firſt muttering to himſelfe ſuch like words : The violencethe 
Gentleman ſpake of,is now turned to marriage: he alledged Aſars,burt ſhe ſpeaks of 
Yenns, O vntortunate maſter ! This hath been thar faire diuell Gywects : ſent away 
one of her daughters, proſtituted the other, empoyloned thee, to overthrow the 
diadem of Arcadia. But at lengththus vnder her {elfe he ſaid: If your Father, Ma- 
dame,were now to ſpeak vnto,truely there ſhould no body be found a moreready 
aduocate for you than my ſelfe. For I would ſuffer this fault,though very great, to 
be blotted out of my minde,by your former led1ife,your benefir towards my ſelfe; 
and being daughter to ſuch a father. Bur fince among your ſclues you hauetaken 
him away,in whom was the onely power to haue mercy,you muſt now be clot 
in your owne working : and looke for none other, than that which dead piti 
lawes may allot vnto you. For my part, I loued you for your vertue,but now where 
istharz I loued you in-reſpeR of a priuate benefit, whatis thatin compariſon of the 
publike loſs: I loued you for yourfather,vnhappy folks you hauce robbedthe world 
of him. Theſe words of her father were ſo little vnderſtood by the only wel vnder- 
ſtanding Phi/oc/ca,that ſhee deſired him to tell her, what he meant to ſpeake in ſuch - 
darke ſort vato her of her Lord and Father, whoſe diſpleaſure was more dreadfull 
vnto her,than her puniſhment : that ſhe was free in her owne conſcience, ſhe bad 
neuerdeſeruedeuill of hitp, nonot inthis laſt fa : wherein if it pleaſed him to 
proceede with patience, hee ſhould finde her choiſe had not been vnfortunate. He 
that ſaw her words written inthe plain table of her faire face, thought it im = 
there ſhould therein be contained deceit : and rherfore ſo much the moreabaſhed: 
Why,faid he, Madame, would you haue me _—_ are not of conſpiracic _ 
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the Princeſſe Pameles flight,8: your fathers death?With that vvord the ſweet Ladie 
gauea pitifull crie,hauing fireighr in her face & breaſt abundance of witneffes, tha 
herheart was far from any ſuch abominable conſent. Ah of all ſides vtterly ruined 
Philecles,ſaid ſhee,now indeede I may well ſuffer all conceit of hopeto dye in mee, 
Deare father,where vvas I,that might not do you my laſt ſernice before, ſoon after 
miſerably following you? ?hilavex perceiuedthedemonſtration fo lively & true in 
her,that be eaſily acquited her in his heart of that faR,and the more vvas moued to 
iayne with herin moſt hearty lamentation. But remembring him,that the burthen 
ofthe ſtate,and puniſhment of his maſters murderers, lay all vpon him : Well,ſaid 
he; Madame, I can donothing,withourtall the ſtates of Arcadis: what they vvill de- 
termine of you, I know not : for my part your ſpeeches would much preuaile with 
me, but thatT finde nor how to excuſe your giuing ouer your body to him, that for 
the laſt proofof his treaſon, lent his garments ro diſguiſe your miſcrable mother,in 
the moſt vile fa ſhe hath committed. Hard ſure it vvill be toſeparate your cauſes, 
vvith whom you haue ſo nearely ioyned your ſelfe. Neither do I defire it, ſaid the 
ſwectely weeping Phoclea:whatſocuer you determine of him,doethat likewiſe to 
me ; for I know, from the fountaine of vertue nothing but vertue could cuer pro- 
ceed , onely as you find him faulrlefle,let him find you fauourable,8& buildnor my 
diſhonour vpon ſurmiſes. Philanax feeling his heart more & more mollifying vnto 
her,renewed the image of his dead mafter in his fancy,8 viing that forthe ſpurs of 
bis reuengefull choler,went ſuddenly vvithout any more ſpeech from the deſolate 
| Ladie, to vvhom now fortune ſeemed to threaten vnripe death, and vndeſerued 
ſhame among her leaſt euils. Bur 2hi/anax leauing good guard vpon the Lodge, 
went himlelfe to ſee the order of his other priſoners, vvhom cuen then as he iſſued, 
he found increaſed by this vahoped meanes. 
-- Thenodle Pamela hauing deliuered over the burthen of her fearefull caresto the 
'naturall caſe of a well refreſhing ſleep,repoſed both mind & body vpon the truſted 
ſupport of her Princely ſhepheard, when vvith the braying cries of a raſcall compa- 
nic ſhe was robbed of her quiet, fo that at one inſtant thee opened her cies, and the 
caraged Mvuſiaorm role from her,enraged betwixt the doubt he had what theſe men 
vvould goabour,and the ſpite hee conceiued againſt rheir ill-pleafing preſence.But 
the clownes hauing with their hideous noiſe brought them both to their feete, had 
ſoone knowledge what gueſts they had found, for indeede theſe were the m— 
reinnanr of thoſe rebels, whoſe naughty minds could not truſt ſo muchtothegood- 
neſle of their Prince,as to lay their hang-worthy neckes vpon the conſtancy of his 
promiſcd. pardon. Therefore when the reſt (who as ſheepe had bur followed 
cheir fcllowes)ſo ſheepiſhly had ſubmitted themſelues, theſe only committed their 
fafcrie torhe thickeſt part of thoſe deſert woods: who as they were in the conftitu- 
tion of their mindes little betrer than beaſts, ſo were they apt to degenerate to a 
beaftly kind of life, hauing now framed their gluttoniſh ſtomackes to have for food 
the will benefits of nature, the vetermoſt end chey had, being but to draw out (as 
much as they could).the line of atedious life. In this ſort vagabonding in thoſe 
vnrroden places, they were guided by the eucrlafting Iuſtice, vfing themſelues tos 
be puniſhers of their faults, and making their owne aRions the beginning of their 
chaſtizements, (vnhappily both for him and themſclues) to light on Mefidorws. 
Whom as ſooneas they ſaw turned rowards them,they full well remembred it was 
he,thataccompanied with Befilins, had come tothe ſuccour of Ze/maene: and had 
leframong ſome of them bloudie tokens of his valour. As for Pemele, they had 
many times ſcene her, Thus firſt ſtirred vp with a ruſticall reucnge againſt _ 
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and then defire of ſpoyleto helpe their miſerable wants,but chiefly thinking it was 

the way to.confirme their owne pardon , to bring the Princeſſe backe vnto her fa- 

ther (whom they vvere ſure hee would neuer haue ſent ſo farre ſo ſlightly accome 
panied) without any other denouncing of warre, ſet altogether vpon the worth 
Muſidorus, Who being before hand aſmuch enflamed againſt chem, gaue them fo 
brauea welcome, that the ſmart of ſome made the reſt ſtand further off, crying 
and prating againſt him, bur like bad curres,rather barking than cloſing : hee in the 

- meane time placing his trembling Ladie to one of the Pyne trees, and fo ſerting 

himſclfe before her , as might ſhew-the cauſe of his courage grew in himſelfe, bur 

the eftet was onely employed in her defence ; the villaines that now had a ſecond 
roofe, how ill wards they had for ſuch a ſword, turnedall the courſe.of their vio- 
nce into throwing darts 8 ſtones,indeed the onely way to ouermaſter the valour 
of Maſidorus,Who tinding them ſome already rouch, ſome fall ſo neare his chiefeſt 
life Pamela, that in the end ſome one or other might hap to doc an vaſuccourable 
miſchiefe, ſetting all his hope in deſpaire, .ranne out from his Lady among them.. 

Who ſtreigatlike ſomany ſwine, when a hardy malſtife ſers vpon them, diſperſed 

themſclues. But the firſt he ouertooke,as he ran away,carrying his headas farre be- 

fore him, as thoſe manner of runnings are wont todoe, with one blow, ſtrake it ſo- 

 cleane off, that it falling betwixt rhe hands, and the body falling vpon it, ic made a 
ſhew as though the fellow had had great haſte to gather vp his head againe. Ano- 

- ther the ſpeed he madeto runneforthe beſt game, bare him full butt againſt a tree; 
ſorhattumbling backe with a bruſed face, anda dreadfull expeation, Maſidoraus 
was ſtraight vpon him: & parting with his ſword one of his legs from him, left him 
to make a roring lamentation that his mortar-treading was marred for euer.A third 
finding his feete too {lowe,as well as his hands too weak, fodainly turned back, be- 
ginning to open his lippes for mercie. But before he had well cntred a rudely com- 
piled oration, H«ſidoras blade was cone betweene his iawes into his throate, and 
ſothe poore maa re(ted there for euer with a very cuill mouth full of an anſwer. 
XMefidorus in this furious chate would haue followed ſome other of theſe hatefull 
wretches, but that hee hcard his Lady cry tor helpe, whom three of this villanous 
crue,had (whiles 24#ſi4orus followed their fellowes} compaſiing about ſometrees, 
ſodainely come vpon and ſurpriſed, threarning to kill her if ſhecried;and meaning 
to conuey her out of ſight, while the Prince was making his bloud>thirſty chaſe: 
Bur ſheethat wasreſolued,no worſe thing could fall vatoher,than the being depti- 

\ uedethim,on whom ſhe hadeſtabliſhedall her comfort, with a pitifullcry fer 
his cyes vato her: who then thinking ſo many weapons thruſt into his eyes, as with 
his eycs hee ſaw bent againſt her, made all hearty ſpecdeto her ſuccour.But one of 
them wiſer than his companions, ſet his dagger to her Alablaſter throate, ſwearing 
if he threw notaway his {word, hee would preſently kill her. There was neuer 
poore ſcholler,that hauing in ſtead of his booke ſome playing roy about him, did 
 moreſodainely caſt it from him,at the child-feared preſenceof a cruell Schoolma- 
ter, than the valiant A»ſidors diſcharged himſclfe of his onely defence; when he 
aw it ſtood vpon the inſtant point of his Ladies life. And bolding vp his noble 
hands to ſo vaworthy audience, O Arcadiess, it is I that haue done you the _ 
ſhe is your Princeſle (faid he)ſhee neuer had will to hurt you,and you {ce ſhee 

no power. V ſe your choller ypon me that haue better deſeruedit,donot your ſelues 
the wrong to do herany hurr, which in no time or place will cuer be forgiuen you. 

. They that yet truſted notto hiscourtefic,bad him ſtand further off from his ſword, 

. which he obedicntly did. So farre was loue abouc all other things in him. — 
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did they call rogether rhe reſt of their fellowes, vvho though they were few,yet 
according totheir num ber poſſeſſed many places. And then began theſe ſauage 
Senatorsto makea confalration what they ſhould do: ſome vviſhing to ſpoile them 
of theiriewels and letthem go on'their iournie (forthar if they carriedthem back 
they vvere ſure they ſhould haue leaſt part of their prey) others preferring their old 
homes toany thing, deſired to bring them to Beſiliwsas pledges of their ſurety: and 
there vvanted not which cried, the ſafeſt way vvas to kill them bothzto ſuchan vn. 
worthy thraldome vvere theſe great 8 excellent perſonages brought. Butthe moſt 
part reſiſted rothe killing of thePrinceſs,fore-ſ{ecing their lives would neuer be ſafe 
after ſuch a fa&t commitred, and began to vviſh rather the ſpoile than death of Ms- 
fidorus: when the villaine that had his leg cut off, came ſcrawling towards them,and 
being helpedto them by one of the companie, began vvith a groning voice, and 
a disfigured face, to demand the reuenge of his bloud , vvhich ſince he had ſpear 
vvith them in their defence,it vycre no reaſon he ſhould be ſuffered by them to die 
diſcontented, The onely contentment he required was,that by their help vvith his 
owne hands he might put his murtherer to ſomecruell death : he would faine haue 
cried more againſt Mufidorus, but that the much lofſe of bloud helped on with this 
vehemencie,choked vpthe ſpirits of his life, leauing him ro make betwixt his body 
and ſoule an ill-fauoured partition. Butthey ſecing their fellow in that ſort dye be- 
tore their faces, did ſwell in new mortallrages : All reſolued to kill him,but now 
onely conſidering vyvhat maner of terrible death they ſhould inuent for him. Thus 
vvasa while the agreement of his ſlaying,broken by diſagreement of the maner of 
itzand extremity of cruelry grew for a time tobe the ſtop of cruelty. At length they 
were reſ{olued cuery one to hauc a peece of him; & to becomeall as well hangmen, 
as iudges :'vvhen Pamels tearing her haire, and falling .downe among them, ſome- 
times vvirh all the fort of humble prayers,mixr with promiſes of great good turns 
(which they knew her ſtate was able to pertorme) ſometimes threatning them,that 
ifthey kild him and not her,ſhe would not only revenge it ypon them, but ypon all 
their wiucs and children : bidding them confider that though they might think ſhe 
was come away in her fathers diſpleaſure, yerthey might be ſure he would cuer 
ſhew himſelfe a father , that the gods would neuer if ſhee lived, puther in ſo baſe e- 
Rate, but that ſhe ſhould haue ability to plague ſuch as they were: returning afreſh 
to praiersand promiſes,& mixing the ſameagaine with threatnings, brought them 
who were now growne colder in their fellowes cauſe (who was paſt aggrauating 
the matter with his cries)to determine with themſelues rhere was no way, but cy- 
ther to kill them both,or ſauc them both. As for the killing,already they hauing an- 
ſwered themſclues,thatthar was a way to make them Citizens of the woods fr C- 
ver ; they did in fine conclude they would returne them backe againe tothe King, 
whica they did not doubt,would be the cauſe of agreat reward,beſides their ſafety 
from their fore- deſerued puniſhment. Thus hauing either by fortune, or the force 
ofrhoſerwo louers inward working vertue, ſettled their cruel hearts to this gentler 
courſe,they took the two horſes, 8 hauing ſet vpon themtheir Princely priſoners, 
they returned rowards the _— villaines hauing decked all their heads with 
lawrell branches, as thinking they had done a notable aR, finging and ſhowting, 
ran by them,in hope ro haue brought them the ſame day againe to the king. But the 
time was ſo farre ſpent, that they vvere forced to take vp thatnights lodging in the 
midſt of the woods. Where while the clewnes continued their watch about them, 
now thar the night, according to his darke naturedid addea kinde of deſolation to 
che pcaliue hearts of theſe two afflicted louers, Mufidores taking the tender hand - 
29 Pamets, 
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Pamels,Scbedewing it witlrhis tears, in this fort gaue ati iſſue to the-fwvelling'of his 
heartsgricfe. Moſt excellent Lady.ſaidjhe; in what cafe'thinke you'amT with 'my 
ſelf how vnmercifutiudgnicats doT lay vpon my ſoule, iow chat Tknow not what 
god hath ſo reverſed my well meaning enterpriſc,as in ſtead of doing you that ho- 
nour which I hoped(& nor without reaſon hoped)Theſ/alia ſhould have yeeldedvn- 
ro you,;am now like to becom a wretchedinſtrumet of your diſcomfort: Alas, how 
contrarie an end haue all the inclinations of my minde taken !'my faith falls outs 
ereaſon vato you,and the true honour I beare you, is the field wherein your diſho« 
nour is like ro be ſowne ! But T inuoke that vniuerſall 8 only wiſedom(whichexa- 
mining the depth of hearts, hath not his isdgment fixed ypon theeuent) to beatire- 
ftimony with me, that my deſire though in extremeſt vehemencie, yer did not ſo 0- 
uercharge my remembrance; but thatas faras mans wit might beextended,I ſoaghit' 
to prevent all things that might fall ro your hurt. But nowthar all cheenill fortunes! 
of cuil tortune haue croſſed my beſt framed intent, I am moſt miſerable in that.that 
I cannot only not giue you helpe ; but which is worſt of all, am barted from giuing' 
ou counſell. For how ſhould Iopen my mouth to counſell you inthat, wherein” 
h my-counſel you are moſt vndeſeruedly tallen?The faire & wiſe Pamthe,although' 
ful of cares of the-vnhappy turning of this matter, yerſecing the griefe of Maſidoris 
onely ſtirred for her , did ſo tread downe all other motions with thettue force of 
vertue,that ſhe thus anſwered him; having firſt kiſſed him, which before ſhee had 
neuer, loue commanding her;which doubted how long they ſhould enivy one ano» 
ther ; or of a lively ſparke of noblerieſs, to deſcend in moſt fauor to one,when heis 
loweſt inafflition.My deare;8 etier deare Muſidorss (faid ſhe) a greater wrong do: 
youto your ſclf,that wil torment you thus with grief forthe taulr of fortune. Since 
a man is bound no further to himiſeltc,than to do wiſely; chance is only to trouble 
them that ſtand vpon chance. But greater is thewrong /(at Icaſt if anie thing that 
comes from you may bearethe name of wrong) you doe vhto me,to thinke me ei-' 
ther ſo childiſh, as not toperceiue your faithfull faulleſneſſe , or perceiving it, ſo 
baſely diſpoſed,as to let my heart be ouerthrown,ſtanding vpon it ſelf in ſovn ſpot” 
teda pureneſſe. Hold for certain,moſt worthy M»ſidoras,itis your ſelf Tloue,which' 
can no more be diminiſhed by theſe ſhowres of cuill hap,than floyres are marred 

with the timcly raines of April. Forhow cat 1 want comfort that haue the true a 

living comfort of my vnblemiſhed vertue? And how can I'want honour,as long ay 
Mvuſidoras in whom indeed honour is, dothhonour me 2 Nothing bred from my 
ſelf can diſcomfort me : & fooles opinions TI will not reckenas diſhonor. Meſlerks 
looking vptorhe ſtarres, O mind ef minds {ſaid he) the living power of all things, 
which doft with all theſe cies behold our euer varying aQtions,accepr intothy fauo- 
rablecares this praier of mine 1 It I may anie longer hold out this dwelling on the 
earth, whichiscalled a life,grant me ability todeſerue at this Ladies handsthe grace 
ſhe hath ſhewed vnto me;grang me wiſdeme to know her wiſdome,8& goodneſle ſo 
toencreaſe my loue of her goodnefle, thatall mine owne choſen de res,be tomy 
ſelfe bur ſecond to her determinations. Whatſoeuer I be;let ir be to her ſeruices let 
mee herein be ſatisfied, that for ſuch infinite fauours of vertue, I haue ſoure way 
wrought her ſatisfaQion. Burif my laſt time approcheth,and that 1am no longeres 
bec amongſtmortallcreatures, make yet my Jeath ſerue ker to ſome purpoſe, that 
hereafter ſhe may not haue cauſe to repent her ſelfe that ſhe beſtowed ſo excellenrs 
mind vponMuſiderss Pamels couldnotchuſe but accordtheconceiroftheitrfortune 
to theſe paſſionate praiers, in ſomuch thar her conſtant eics yeelded ſome teares, 
which wiping from her faire face with Advfiderns hand, ſpeaking foftly-vato hin, 
as 
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as if {he bad feared more. apy body ſhould be witneſſe'of her weakneſle, than of a- 

y.thing cle ſhe had faid, You ſee, {aid ſhee, my Princeand onely Lord, what you 
orkein me by your too much gricuing for me. I pray'you think I haue no joy but 
inyou,& if you fill that with ſorrow,what do you leaue for me? What is prepared 
for vs we know not, but that with ſorrow we canor preuent it, we know. Now let ys 
turn from theſe things,8 think you how you will haue me behaue my ſelf towards 
you in this matter. Maſidorws finding the authority of her ſpeech confirmed with 
dire neceſſity , the firſt care came to his minde was of his deare friend and couſin 
Pyrocles; with whom long before he had concluded what names they ſhould beare, 
if ypon any occafion they were forced to giue themſelues out for great men,and 

et aot make themſelues fully known.Now fearing leſt if the Princeſs ſhould name 
him for Muſidorws, the fame of their two being together, would diſcouer Pyrocles 
hofding her hand betwixt his hands a good while together : I did not thinke, moſt 
excelleat Princeſſe,ſaid he,to haue made any further requeſt vnto you ; for having 
beene already to you ſo vnfortunate aſuiter, 1 know not what modeſty can beare 
any further demand. But the eſtate of one yong man, whom(next to you, faraboue 
my-ſelfe)I toue more than all the world,one worthy of all well being tor the nota» 
ble conſticution of his mind,and moſt vaworthy to receiue hurt by me, whom hee 
doth ia all faich & conſtancy loue,the pity of him only goes beyond all reſolution 
to rhecontrary, Then did he,to the Princefle great admiration, tell her the whole 
ſtorie as farre as he knew of ir, and that when they made the gricuous difiunQion of 
their long combination, they had concluded Aufidorew fhould entitle himſclfe Pu- 
ledius Prince of 1beria,and Pyrocles ſhould be Daiphantus of Lycia. 

-Now (ſaid Muſidorws) he keeping a womans habit, is to vic no other name than 
Zelmaxe : but I that find it beſt,of the one (ide for your honor, you went away with 
aPrince,and not with g ſhepheard; of the other fade accounting my death 1-0 C- 
uill chan the berraying of that ſweete friend of mine, will take this meane betwixr 
both;and vſing the name of Pa/ad/ms,if the reſpeR of a Prince will ſtop your fathers 
furie, that will ſerucas well as A#fidores, vntill Pyrocles fortune being ſome way c- 
ftabliſhed,Imay freely giue good proofthat thenoble country of Theſali« is mine: 
and ifthat will not mitigate your fathers opinion to mewards (nature I hope wor- 
king in your exccllencies will make him deale well by you) for my part the image 
of death is nothing fearfull vnto mee:and this good I ſhall haue reaped by it, that I 
ſhal leaue my moſt eſteemed friend in nodangerto be diſcloſed by me. And beſides 
(fiance I muſt confeſſe, Il am not withouta remorſe ofher caſe) my vertuous mother 
ſhallnotknow her ſonnes violent death hid vader the fame will go of Pu/sdjvs.But 
2s.long as her yeares, now of good number, be counted among the liuing,ſhee may 
' Joy her ſelfe with ſome poſlibility of my rerurne. Pemels promiting him vpon no 

occaſion euerto name him, fell into extremitie of weeping,as ifher cies had becne 
content to ſpend all their ſeeing moiſtneſſe,nowthagthere was a ſpeech of the loſle 
of that, which they held as their chiefeſt light. So that Mupdorus was forced to re- 
paire her good counſels with ſweet conſolations , which continued berwixtthem 
varill it was about midnight,that ſleepe hauing ftolne intotheir heauie ſenſes, and 
now abſolutely comanding in their vitall powers, left them delicately wound one 
In anothers armes quietly to wait for the comming ofthe morning; which as ſoon 
as ſhe appeared to play her part, laden (as you haue heard)with ſomariy well occa- 
fioned larentations; their lobbiſh guard(who all night had kept themſelues awake, 
with prating how valiant deeds they had done when they ran away : and how faire 
adeaththcirtellow had dycd, whoa his laſt gaſpe ſued tobe ahangman) ay 
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them, and ſet them vpon their horſes, to whom the veryſhining force of excellent 
vertue, though ina very harriſh ſubie,had wrought a kindof reverence in them's 
Mefidorws as he rid among them [of whom they had no other hold but of Pamels} 
thinking it want of well ſquared iudgement,to leaue any mean vnaſſa;ed of fauing 
their lives, to this purpoſe ſpake to his vnſeernly guardians, viing a plaine kind of 
hraſe to make his ſpeech the more credible. My maſters (faid he) there is no mani 
thar is wiſe, bur hath in whatſocuer he doth ſotne purpoſe wherto he direshis do- 
ings,which ſo long he follows, till he ſee that either that purpoſe is not worth the 
paines,or that another doing carries with it a'berter purpoſe. That you are wiſein' 
what you take in hand, I haue to my coſt learned- that makes me deſire you to tell 
me what is your endin carrying the Princefte& me back to her father.Pardon ſaid 
one, reward cryed another. Well (ſaid he) take both ; althoughI know you are fo 
wiſc to remember, that hardly they both will goe together,bcing of ſo contrarie a 
making,for the ground of pardon is an euill, neither any man pardons but remem- 
bers an cuill done: the cauſe of reward is the opinion of ſome good aR,and who'ſs 
rewardeth, that holds the chicfe place of his fancy. Now one man of one compa- 
nie, to haue the ſame conſideration both of good andeuill, but that the conceit of 
pardoning,if it be pardoned, will rake away the minde of rewarding,is very hard;if 
not impoſſible. For either euen in juſtice will hee puniſhrthe fault as well as reward 
the deſert,or elſe in mercy ballance the one by the other : ſo thatthenor chaſtifing 
ſhall be a ſufficient ſatisfying. Thus then you may ſee that in your owne purpole 
refts great vncertainty. Bur I vvill grant that by this your deede you ſhall obtaine 
your double purpoſe. Yet confider I pray you whether by another meane,that may 
not better be obtained, and then I doubt not your wiſedoms willteach you to take 
hold of the better. Iam ſure you know,any body vvere better naue no neede of a 
ardon than enioy a pardon;for as it carries with it the ſurety of a preſerued life,ſo 
n—_— ita conrinuall note of a deſerued death: This therefore (beſides the danger 
you may run into, my Lady Pemels being the vndoubted inheritrix of this ſtate, if 
ſhe ſhall hereafter ſeeke to reuenge your wrong done her) ſhall be continually caſt 
in your teeth,as men dead by the law : the honeſter ſort will diſdaine your compa- 
nic, and your children ſhall be the more baſely repur-d of, and you your (clues in 
euery {leight faulr hereafter, as men once condemned, apteſt to bee ouetthrowne. 
Now if you will (I doubt not you will, for you are wiſe) turn your courſe 8& guard 
my Lady Pamelathitherward,whither ſhe was going: firſt, you need not doubt to 
aduenture your fortunes where ſhe goes, & there ſhall you beaflured in a countrey 
as good andrich as this, of the ſame manners and language,to be ſo farre from the 
.conceitof a pardon, as wee both ſhall be forced to acknowledge wee haue receiued 
by your meanes whatſocuer wee hold deare in this life. And fo for reward iudge 
you whether it be not more likely, you ſhall there receive it where you haue done 
no euill, but ſingular and vadeſerued goodnes; or here whercthis ſeruice of yours 
ſhall be diminiſhed by your duty, and blemiſhed by your former fault. Yes Iproteſt 
and {weare vnto you, by the faire cies of that Lady, there ſhallno Gentlemen in all 
thatcountrey bee preferred : you ſhall haue riches, caſe, pleaſurc,and that which is 
beſt to ſuch worthy mindes, you ſhall not be forced to cry mercie fora good fat. 
Youonly of all the Arcadiexs,ſhall haue the praiſe in continuing in your latevalianr 
attempr, and not baſcly be brought vndera halter for ſeeking the libertie of Arca 
dis, Theſe words in their mindes, who did nothing for any loue of goodnefle, but 
onely as their ſenſes preſented greater ſhewes of profit, beganne to make them wa- 
uer, and ſometo clap their hands and ſcratch their heads , and fwearg it —_— 
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beſt way.Othersthat would ſeem wiſer than the reſt, to capitulate what tenements 
they ſhould haue,what ſubſidies they ſhould pay : others to talke of their wines, in 
doubt whether it were beſt ro ſend for them,or to take new where they went:moſt 
{like fooles) not readily thinking what was next tobe done, but imagining vyhar 
cheare they would make when they came there, one or twe of the laſt diſcourſers 
beginning to turne their faces towards the woods which they had left. Butbein 
now come within the plaine near to the Lodges, vnhappily they cſpieda troupe © 
horſemen. But then their falſe hearts had quickly, for the preſent feare, forſaken 
their laſt hopes : and therforc keeping on the way toward the Lodge, with ſongs & 
cryes of ioy, the horfemen,who vvere ſome of them Philanax had ſent out tothe 
ſearch of Pamels, came galloping vnto them ; maruelling who they were that in 
ſucha generall mourning, durſt fing joyfull runes,and in ſo publiquea ruine weare 
the lawrell token of victory. And tharwhich ſeemed ſtrangeſt , they might ſee 
two.among them vnarmed like priſoners, but riding like Captaines. But when 
they came nearer, they percciued the one was a Lady, and the Lady Pamela. Then 
glad they had by hap found that which they ſo little hoped to meete withall, taking 
theſe clownes, who firſt refiſted them, for the deſire they hadto be the deliuerers of 
the two excellent priſoners, learning that they were of thoſe rebels, which had 
made the dangerous vproare, as well vnder colour to puniſh that, as this their laſt 
withſtanding them, but indeed their principall cauſe being, becauſe they them- 
ſclues would haue the only praiſe of their own queſt, they ſuffered not one of them 
to live. Mary three of the ſtubborneſt of them they left their bodies hanging vpon 
the trees,becauſe their doing might carry the likelier forme of iudgement.Such an 
vnlooked forend did the life of 1uſtice work, for the naughty minded wretches,by 
ſubies to be executed, that would haue executed Princes : and to ſuffer that with- 
out law,which by law they haddeſerued. And thus theſe young folkestwiſe priſo- 
ners, before any due arreſt, delivered of their iaylours, but not of their iayle,had 
rather change than reſpite of miſery ; theſe ſouldiers that rooke them vvith veric 
few. words of cntertainment,haſtingto carry them to their Lord Phi/anex:to whom 
they came, euen as he going out of the Lady Philocles's chamber , had ouertaken 
P3rocles , whom beforc he had deliuered to the cuſtody of a Nobleman of that 
country. When Pyrocles led towards his priſon, ſaw his friend M»ſidorw,with the 
noble Lady Pawel, in that inexpeRted ſort returned, his griefe (if any griefe were 
ina mind, which had placed cuery thing according to his naturall worth) was ve- 
rie much augmented, for beſides ſome ſmall hope he had, if 3tufdorus had once 
beene cleare of {readia, by his dealing and authority to haue brought his onely 
gladſome defſiresto a good iſſue : the hard eſtate of his friend did no lefle, nay ra- 
ther more vexe him than his owne. For ſo indeede it is euer found, where valour 
and friendſhipare perfe&ly coupled in one heart: the reaſon being,thatthe reſolute 
man,hauing once digeſted in his iudgement the worſtextremiry of his owne caſe, 
and hauingeyrher quite expelled or at leaſt repelled all paſhon, which ordinarily 
followesan ouerthrowne fortune, not knowing his friends minde ſo well as his 
owne, nor with whar paticnce he brookes his caſe (which is as it were the materi- 
all cauſe of making a man happy or vahappy)doubrs whether his friend accompts 
nothimſelfe more miſerable, and ſo indeed be more lamentable. But afſoone as 
Anſidorw: was brought by the ſouldiers neare vato Philenax, Pyrocles not knowing 
whether cuer after he ſhould be ſufferedto ſee his friend, and determining there 
couldbe no _— by diſſembling anot knowing of him, leapt ſodainely from 
their hands that held him, and paſſing with a ſtrepgth ſtrengthened __ true 
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affeion, through them at pncocta Muſidorvs, heembraced him as faſt ts he 
couldin his armes: And kiſſing his cheekes, O my Paladiw (ſaid he)let not our vers 
ruc now abandon vs, let vs proue our mindesare no ſlaues to fortune; but in aduers! 
ſity can triumph ouer aduerſitic. Deare Daiphantes, anſwered Muſidorws( gy 
his apparrell his being a man was reuealed)Lthank you for this beſt care of my beſt! 
parr : but feare not, I haue kept too long company with you'to'want now a thorow 
determination of theſe things; I well know'there is nothing euill but within vs;the 
reſt is either naturall or accidentall. Philenax finding them of ſo neare acquain- 
rance, began preſently to examine themapart : but ſuch reſolution he mer'within' 
them, that by no ſuch mcanes hee could learne further than'it pleaſed them tode-' 
liver. So that hee thought beſt to put them both in one place, with eſpiall of their 
wordsand behauiour, that way to fift out the more oftheſe torepaſſed miſchiefes. 
And for that purpoſe gauethem both vnto the Nobleman, who before had the 
cuſtodie of Pyrocles, by name Simparhw, leauing a truſtie ſeruant of his owne to 
ive diligent watch to what might paſſe betwizt them. No manthat hath cuer paſ- 
fed thorow the ſchoole of afteion,needs doubt whar a tormenting griefe it was t6 
the noble Peels, to haue the company of him taken from her, ro whoſe verruous 
company ſhe had bound her life. But weighing with her ſelfe,it was fit for herho- 
nour till her doing were clearely manifeſted, thatthey ſhould remaine ſeparate; 
kept downe the riſing tokens of griefe; ſhewing paſſion in nothing bucher eyes, 
which accompanied Mefidorws euet vnto the tenr, whither hee and Pyroc/es were 
led. Then with a countenance more princely than ſhe was wont, accordingtorhe' 
wont of higheſt hearts (like the palme tree ſtriuing moſt vpward,when hee is moſt 
burthened) ſhee commanded Phi/avax, to bring her to her fatherand morher, that 
ſhe might render them account of herdoings. Philenex ſhewing a ſullen kinde of 
reuerence vnto her, as a man that honoured her as his Maiſters heire, but much 
miſliked her for her (in his conceit) diſhonourable proceedings, told her what was 
paſt, rather to anſwer her,” than that he thought ſhee was ignorant of ir." Bur her. 
ood (piritdid preſently ſuffera true compaſſionate aſflition of thoſe hard aduen- 
tures : which withcroſfing herarmes, looking a great while ofithe , with 
thoſe eyes which let fall many teares,ſhe well Feclared. Butintheendr ring 
how neceſlary it was for her, not to loſe her ſelfe in ſuch an extremitie, ſhe 
thened her well created heart, and ftoutly demanded Philavex, what authori 
then they had to lay hands on herperſon, who being the vadoubred heire, was 
then the lawfull Princeſſe of that Kingdome 2 ?Phi/anax anſwered, her Grace 
knewthe ancient lawes of Arcadia bare, ſhe was to haue no ſway of gouerriment 
till ſhe cameto oneand twentie yeares of age; or were married. And married Iam, 
replyed the wiſe Princefle, therefore I demaund your due allegeance. The gods 
forbid, ſaid Philenax, Arcadia ſhould bea dowrie of ſuch 6 hee 

told her all the States of her country were cuill atisfied touching her fathers death, 
which likewiſe according to the ſtatutes of Arcedia,was euen that day to be iu 

of, before the bodie were remoued to receiue his Princely funerall . After t 

paſt,ſhe ſhould haue ſuch obedience,as by the lawes was due vnto her,defiringGod 
thee would ſhew her ſelfe better in publike gouernement, than ſhee had done in 
anpar She would haue ſpoken tothe Gentlemen and people gatheredabouther: 
ut Philenax fearing leſt thereby ſome commorion might ariſe,or ar leaſt a hinde- 
rance of executing his maſters murderers, which he longedafter more than any 
thing, haſted her vp to the Lodge,where her fiſter was, & there with a choſen com- 
pany of Souldiers to guard the placeleft her with ?hiloc/ca, Pamels Ronin 
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laid yialene hands on her,and thatthey cntred into rebellious artemprs againſt her. 
——_—_— was for Phlerex {ato doe; for alrcady was all the 6" multi. 
tude fallen.into confuſed and dangerous diuiſions. | 
= p—_ anotableexample, how great diflipations, Monarchall gouernment 
isfubie&yno.. Foroow their Prince and guide had left them, they had not expe- 
rience to xule ;- and. had not whom to. obey. Publike matters had ever beene pri- 
uately gouerned, fo. that they had no liuely taſte what was good for themſelues, 
Buteuery thing wascither vehemently defiretull, or extreamely terrible. Neigh- 
baurs invafions, ciuilldiſſention, cruelty of the comming Prince, and whatſoe. 
uerin common ſenſe carriesa dreadfull ſhew, was inall mens heads, bur in few 
how ro prevent : harkening oneuery rumour, ſuſpeRing euery thing, condem- 
ning them whom before they had honoured, making ſtrangeand impoſlible tales 
of the Kings death , while they thought themſclues in danger, wiſhing nothing 
but fafety gas ſoone as perſwation of ſafety tooke them, deſiring further benefits.as 
amendmentof forepaſſed faulrs (which faults notwithſtanding none could tell 
 eitherthe grounds or effeQts of) all agreeing in thevniuerſall names of liking or 
milliking, but of what in eſpeciall points, infinitely diſagreeing. Altogether like 
a falling ſiceple, the parts whereof, as windowes, ſtones, and pinnacles were well, 
butthe: whole maſſe ruinous. And this wasthe general cauſe of all, wherin notwith- 
tanding was an extreame medley ofdiuerfified thoughts, the great men looking to 
. make themſclues ſtrong by faRtions,the gentlemen ſome bending tothe, ſome ſtan- 
ding yporithemſclues, ſome deſirous to overthrow thoſe few which they thoughe 
were Over them;the ſouldiers defirous of trouble, as the nurſe of ſpoile, and not 
much vnlike to themrthough in another way, were all the necdie ſort,the rich fear- 
full, thewiſe carefull. This compofition of conceits, brought forth a dangerous 
tnuſle , which yet would haue beene more dangerous, butthat it had ſo many 
parts, that no body well knew againſt whom chiefly to oppoſe themſclues, For 
ſomethere were that cried to haue ghe ſtate altered, and gouerned no more by a 
Prigce ; marie inthe alteration, many would haue the Zecedemoniex goucrnment 
of a few choſen Senatours ; others the Athenian,where the peoples voice held the 
chiefeauthority.But theſe were ratherthe diſcourſing ſort of men, than the aQiue, 
being a matter morein imagination than praQice, But they that went neareſt to 
the preſent caſe, (asina countrie thatknew no gouernement withour a Prince) 
were they that ſtroue whom they ſhould make. Whereof a great number there 
werethat would haue the Princeſle Pamels preſently to cnioy it : ſome diſdai ning 
that ſhee had as it were abandoned her owne country, enclining more to Philoc/ea; 
andthere wanted not of them, which wiſhed Gyzecia were delinered,and made Re- 
ttill Pawel were worthily married, But great multitudes there were, which 
rio beene acquainted withthe juſt gouernment of Phi/anex, meant to eſtabliſh 
him as Lieutenant of the ſtate : and theſe werethe moſt popular ſort, who indged 
by the commodities they felt. But the princi Il menin honour and might,' who 
had long beforeenuicd his greatneſle with Bſilins, did much more ſpurne againſt 
any ſuch prefermear of him.For yet before theirenuic had ſome kind of breathing 
out his rancour, by laying his greatneſle as a fault to the Princes iudgement , who 
ſhewed-inDemet« he mighteaſily be deceiuedin mens valour: But nowif the Prin- 
ceschoice,by ſo many movths ſhould be confirmed, whiatcould they obictco ſo 
rightly eſteemedan excellency £ They therefore were diſpoſed, ſooner to yeeld to 
any thing, than to his raiſing : and were content (for to croſle Phi/anex)to ſiop 
thoſeaQions,which otherwiſe they couldnor butthinke good, Philavsx himſclfe

Hee ſaid, it was ſeaſon forthem to looke to-ſucha weed, that elſe wouldouergrow 
chem all:It was not now time toconſulrof the dead, bur of the liuing : fince ſuch 
aſlie Wolfe was entred among them, that could make iufticethe cloake of tyran- 
nic, and love of his late maſter the deſtruQion of his now being children. Doe you 
not ſee (ſaid hee) how farre his corruption/hath ſtrerched , that hee hath ſuch a 
number of Raſcals voyccs to declare him Lieutenant, ready to make him Prince, 
but that he inſtructs them, matcers are not yet ripe for it? As for vs, becauſe wee 
are too rich to be bought, he thinkes vs the fitter to bee killed, Hath Arced/e bred 
no man but Philenex? Is ſhee become a other toallrhertft, and hath giuen 
all her bleſſings to Philanex? Or it there bee men amongſt vs, ler vs ſhew vvee 
diſdaine to be ſeruants ro a ſeruant, Let vs make him know , we are farre worthi- 
ernot tobe ſlaues, than he to bea maſter. Thinke you he hath made ſuch haſte 
intheſe matters, to giuethem ouer toanorher mans hand? Thinke you, he durſt 
becometheiaylorof his Princeſſe, but cyther meaning to be her maſter, or her 
murtherer? And all this for the deare good will(forſooth)he bears to the kings me- 
mory,whaſc ity as he abuſed inhis life, ſo he would now perſeuere toabuſe 
his name after his death. O notable affeQion, for the loue of the father to kill the 
wife, and diſinherite the children ! O fingle-minded modeſtie, to aſpire to no leſle 
thantoche Priacely Diademe ! No, no, he hath viredallthis while, butro come 
the ſooner to his affeated end. But let vs remember what webe, in quality his

ces. Nay, ſaid Phi/avex, (ſpeaking aloud , and looking witha iuſt anger vpon the 
Noblemen) ir” is no ſeaſon to heare Trmeauras idle flanders, while Fi 
come our Lords, and Zſi/izs murtherers fit in histhrone. But whoſoeuer is atrue 
Arcadien, let him follow me, With that he went toward the place he heard of, fol- 
lowed by thoſe that had euer loued-him,and ſome of the Noblemen. Some other 
remaining with Timestus, vvho in the meane time was conſpiring by ſtrong hand 
to deliuer Gynecie, of vvhom the weakeſt jun vvas had. But Philansx where hee 
went, found them all in an vproare,vvhichthus vvas falneout. The greateſt multi- 
tude of people,that vvere come tothe deathof Boſelius,vrere the Mantineans, as be- 
ing the neareſt city to the lodges. Among theſe, the chiefe man both in authority & 
loue,was Xa/ander,he that not long before had bin hoſt tothe two Princes,whom 
though he knew not ſo much as by name, yet beſides the obligation heſtood bound 
rothem in, for preſeruing the liues of his ſoancand nephew, their noble behaviour 
had bred ſuch loue in his heart cowards them, as both wirhteares hee parted from 
them, vvhen they left him(vnder promiſe toreturne)and did keep their iewels and 
2pparrel as the reliques of two demi-gods. Among others, he had emredthe priſon, 
and feen them, vvhich forthwith ſo inveſted his foule, both with ſorrow & dcefire to 
help them (vvhom he tendredas hischildren)that calling his neighbours the Ma#- 
tineans vnto him, hetold them allthe praiſes of thoſe rwo young men,ſwearing,he 
thought the gods had promiſed for them better , than they themſelues could haue 
imagined;He willed them to coſider,that whenall was done, Bſilivs children muſt 
enioy the ſtate, who ſince they had choſen, & choſen ſo,asall the world would nor 
mend their choiſc,why ſhould they refiſt Gods doing, & their Princeſles pleaſure 2 
"This was the only vvay to purchaſe quietneſs without bloud, where otherwiſe 
Hould ar one inſtant crowne Pamele with a crowne of gold,and adiſhonored title: 
vvhich vyhether euer ſhe would forget, hee thought it fit for them to vveigh : ſuch 
(id he) heroicall greatneſſe ſhines in their eyes, ſuch an extraordinary maiefty in 
all their aQtions, as ſurely cither fortune by parentage, or naturein creation, hath 
made them Princes. And yet a ſtatealready we haue,we need butaman, vvho fince 
heispreſented vato you by the heauenly prouidence,embraced by your vndoubted 
Princeſſe, worthy for their youth,of compaſhon, for their beauty,ofadmiration;tor 
their excellent vertue,to be Monarches of the vvorld;ſha!l we not be content vvith 
our owne bliſſe, ſhall vve put ourour eyes becaufe another man cannot ſee? or ra- 
ther like ſome men, vyhen too much good happens vatothem, they thinke them- 
ſelues ina dreame, and have no ſpirits to-taſte their owne goods 7 No, no, my- 
friends, belecue me, I am ſo vnpartiall, that I know not their names, bur {o ouer- 
come vvith their vertue, that Iſhall then thinke, the deſtinies haue ordaineda per- 
petvall flouriſhing to Arcedie,vvhen they ſhallallot ſucha gouernour vnto it. This 
ſpoken by agraue man in yeares, our in authority, nearcallyed tothe Prince,and 
known honeſt, prevailed ſo withall the Mantineans, that with one voice they ran to 
deliuerthe two Princes. But Philanax came intime to withſtand them, both ſides 
yet ſtanding inarmes,and rather wantinga beginning, than mindestcoenterinto a 
bloudy conflit.Which Ph:/avax fore-ſecing,thought beſt to remouethe priſoners 
ſecretly,and if need were,rather vyithout forme of iuſtice to kill them,than againſt 
juſtice (as hee thought) to haue them vſurpe the ſtate. But there againe aroſe a new 
trouble. For Simpathus (the noble man that keptthem) was ſo ſtriken.in compaſſion 
with thcir excellent preſence,thatas hee would noe falls his promiſe to 2hylanex, 
0 3 by co 
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ro giucthem liberty, ſo yer would he nor yeeld themto himiclfe, fearing he would 
doethemviolence. Thus tumult vpon tumulr ariſing,the Sunne (I thinke) aweary 
to ſee their diſcords, had alreadie gone downe to his Weſterne lodg ing.But yetto 
know-what the poore ſhepheards did;who werethe firſt deſcryers of theſe matters, 
will norto ſome cares perchance bea tedious digreſſion.

TY ſhepheards finding no place for them in theſe garboils, to which their quiet 
hearts(whoſe higheſt ambition was in keeping themſelues vp in goodneſic)had 
at all any aprneſſe, retired themſclues from among the clamorous multitude: and as 
ſorrow defires company,went vp together to the Weſtern fide of a hill, wlioſe pro- 
ſpe extended ir ſo far,asthey might wel diſcerne many of Arcedis's beauties, And 
there looking vpon the Sunnes as then declining race, the poore men fate penſiue 
of their preſenc miſeries,as if they found a wearineſſe of their wofull words: tillar 
laſt good oldGerox(who as he had longeſt taſted the benefits of zaſilize goternmer, 
ſo ſcemedto haue a ſpeciall feeling of the preſent loſle) wiping his eics and long 
white beard bedewed with greatdrops of teares, began inthis ſort to complaine. 
Alas poore ſhcepe (ſaid hee) which hitherto haue enioyed your fruitfull paſture,in 
ſuch quiernesas your wooll amongſt otherthings hath dept this country famous, 
your beſt dayes are now paſt : now you muft becamethe vicuall of an armie, and 
perchance anarmie of forraine enemies : you are now not onely to feare home- 
Wolues,but alien Lyons; now(I ſay) now that our right Boſi/ius is deceaſed. Alas, 
ſweer paſtures,ſhall ſouldiers that know not how to vie you, poſleſſe your Shal they 
that cannot ſpeake the Arcadias | ebe Lords ouer your ſhepheards? For alas 
with good cauſe may wee looke for any cuill, fince Beſil;us our onely ſtrength is ra- 
ken from vs. To that all the other ſhepheards preſent vttered pitifull voices,eſpe- 
cially the veric borne Hcadiens. Foras forthe other, though humanitie moued 
them to pitie humane caſes, eſpecially in a Prince, vader whom they had found 
a refuge of their miſeries, and iuſtice equally adminiſtred : yet couldthey not ſo 
naturally feele the liuely touch of ſorrow . Nenerthelefſe, of that number one Age- 
lefius notably noted among them, as well for his skill in poetrie, as for an auſterely 
maintained ſorrowfulneſle, wherewith he ſeemed to deſpiſe the workes of nature, 
framing an-yniuerfall complaint in that vniuerſall miſchiefe , Vetered it in this 
Seſtine.

7hi/anex hauing entertained the Gentle- 
man,as wel as in the middeſt of ſo many tumults he could, pauſing a while with him- 
ſelfe,confidering how it ſhouldnot only be vniuft,and againſt the law of Nations, 
not well to recetue a Prince whom good will had brolmein among them,bur (in re- 
ſpc& of the greatneſſe of his might) very dangerousto giue him any eauſe of due 
offence , remembring withall the excellenttrials of his equity , which made him 
more famous than his viories, hethoughrthee might bethe firteſt inſtrumene to 
redrefle the ruines they were in, fince his goodnefſe put him without ſuſpicion, and 
his greatneſſe beyond enuic. Yet weighing with him(elfe how hard.many heads 
wereto be bridled,and that in this monſtrous confuſion ſuch miſchiefe might beat- 
tempted, of which late repentance ſhould after be bur a ſimple remedie: he iudged 
beſt firſt to know how the peoples mindes would ſway tothis derermination. Ther- 
fore deſiring the Gentleman to returne tothe Kitg his maſter, and rtobeſcech him 
dingy with his paines)to ſtay for an hourc or two, where he was, till hee had ſet

thingg in better order to receiue him: he himiſelfe went firſt to the Noblemen,then 
to Kdenliahdrhe principall Mentineens, who were moſt oppoſite vato him; de- 
firingthem thatas the night had moſtbleſſedly Rayed cher from entring into ciuill 
loud} fothey would be content in the nigtit ro aſſemble the people rogether, ro 
heate ſome newes, which he was todeliuer vato them, There is nothing more deii- 
FIG rous 
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ous of nouelties than a mianthat feares his preſent fortune, Therefore they, whom | 
mutnall diffidence made doubtfull 'of their vater deſtruction, were q 'pere lj 
ſwaded to heare of any new matter; which mightalterat leaſt, if norbelpethe nas 
ture of their feare, Namely the chiefeſt men,yhoasehey had moſt tolole,ſo were 
molt icalous of their owne cafe,atid: were already. grown as wearie to-be followers 
of Timaztus ambition, as beforethey were enuiers of  Fhi{enax woxthineſſe.; AZ 
for Kalender and Simpathus, as inthe one a vertuous friendſhip had'mady him fethe 
| toaduance, inthe other a naturall commiſeration had made him willing ro prote& 
the excellent (though vafortunate} priſoners, ſo were they not againſtthis cone 
uecation. For hauing nothing bur wſtdeſires in them, they did nor miſtruſtthe 
iuſtifying of them, Ovly Timers: labourcd ro haue withdrawne them f5om this 
aſſembly,ſaying, itwastime to ſtop their cares fromthe ambitious charmes of 7h#- 
lanax. Letrthem firſt deliuer Gynecis, and herdaughters, which were fit perſons rs 
kearc,and then they migbr begin rb peake. That this was but Pbilenax gynningta 
linke broyle vpon brayle, becauſe hermight auoyde the anſwering of his treſpalles; 
which as hee had longinrended, fo had he prepared coloured ſpeeches to:diſguile 
them. But as bis. wordes expreſſed rather a violence of rancour, thanaey uf 
ground of. accuſation, ſopierced they no further, than to-famepartiaKicare, the 
mulritude yeciding {good attention rowhat Philanex would propole vato them: 
Who, like a man,: whoſe beſbbujlding was a well framed conſcience, neither with 
plauſible wordes, ' nor fawning countenanee, but cuen withthe graue hehauioun 
of 2 wiſe father, whom nothing but loue makesto chide,- thus faid vato them, - I 
haue (ſaid he)a great matter to-Geliakirigs yau;and therequr am I tomake a.grea» 
terdemaund of you : -Bur truclyrſuch hachthis fate proceeding beeneof yours, 
that 1 know not what is. to bee demanded-of:you,: Methinkes I may have rea; 
ſonto requireof you, as men are wont among/Pirareg,thatrhe life of: him thatne- 
uer hurt you,may be fate. Me thihkesI am not without apparence of cauſe,as if you 
were Cyclapes or Cannibals,todefire that our Princes body, which hath thirty-yeats 
maintained vs ina flouriſhing peace, beenortornce.inpecces, or deuoured | 
you, but may bee ſuffered to yeeld irſelfe, which.neuer was defiled with any of 
your blouds, to the naturall reſt of the earth. Mec thinkes,nor as.to Arradiens re- 
nowmed for your-faith to Prince,8& loue of countrey, bot asto [worne enemies of 
this ſweer ſoile, Iam'todefire you, that art leaſt, /if youwill haue ſtrangerstoyour 
Princes, yet you will no: deliver the ſeigniory of this goodly kingdomto;your no- 
ble Kings murtherers. Laſtly,I haue reaſon,as'it I had to ſpeake to mad men;to de- 
ſire you to be goodto your ſcelues: For beforeGod, what cither barbarqus violence 
or yanaturall folly, hath not this day his ſeate in-your minds;& left his footſteps in 
your aQions? Bnt introth Llouc youtoo well,toſtand longdifplaying your faults : 
I would you your ſelues did forget them, ſo.you did not: fall againeintoghem. 
For my part, I had much rather be an Orator of your praiſes, But now(if you will 
ſuffer attenrine indgement, and not forciudging paſſion, to-bee the weigher of my 
words)I will deliver vato you what a bleſſed mcane thegodshaue ſentvnro you if 
you liſt roembraceir.Fthinke there is none among you ſs yong,cither in-yeares,or 
vnderſtanding,bur hath heardthetrue fame of that iuſtPrinceEvercbws king of Me- 
cedop, A Pricice with whom our late maſter did ener hold moſt perfeRtalliance.He, 
enen he, ischis day come, hauing but twentic horſe with him,within two myles of 
this placeyhoping to haue found the vertuous Boſiline aliue; but now willing todo 
hononrcohis death.: Surely, ſurely che heauenly powers haue info fuliatime be- 
ave him on. vs;to vaire our diuiftons, —_— tlierefore I withy/ thar ſince 
> p among

among our'ſelues we cannot agreein'ſo manifold parrialities, we doe put the orde- 
ring of all theſerhings into his hands, as well touching the obſequies of the King, 
che puniſtimenr of his death, as the mariageand crowning of our Princeſle. Het 
both by experience and wiſcdome taught how ro dire; chisgreatneſſe ſuch,as no 
man can 'difdaine to'obey him :- his equitie ſuch, as no man neede to. feare him. 
Laſtty,a&h&hath allrheſe qualiriesto helpe, ſo hath he/though he would)no force 
. tohutrtiifthercforc you ſo thinke goed,fince our lawes bear that our Princes murs. 
ther be chaſtiſed before his murthered bodie bee buried, wee may inuite himto fit 


buriall. When-24i/a#x firſt named Evarchws landing, there was a muttering mur- 
mur amongthe people, as thoughin that cuill ordered weakneſle of theirs hee had 
come ro cofiquer their country.But when they vnderſtood he had ſo ſmal a rerinue, 
whiſpering one with another, and looking who ſhould beginto confirme Philanax 
propofitioh, at length Simperbas was the firſtthatallowedir, then the reſt of the 
deubiames, ncicher did K«/endey ſtrive, hoping ſo excellent a Prince could not but 
deale graciouſly withrwo ſuch Fong men, whoſe authoritic ioyned to Philanex,all 
the popular ſort followed. Tymautws ſtill blinded with his own ambitious haſt (nor 
remembring faRions are no longer to be truſted, than the fatious may be perſwa- 
ded it is for their owne good) would needes ſtrive againſt the ſtreame, cxclaiming 


frrangers. But well hee found,that who istoo bufic in the foundation of an houſe, 
may'pull the building about his cares... For the /people already tyred with their 
owne diviſions (of- which his clampringhadbeene a principall nurſe) and begin- 
ning'now toefpic a hanen of reſt; hatedany thing that ſhould hinder them from 
it: asking one another whether this were not hee, whoſe cuill rongue no man could 
eſcape * whether it were not Tiwaztss that made the firft mutinous Oration, to 
ſtrengthen the troubles © whether Timaurss, without their conſent, had not gone 
aboutrodeliuer Gyvecie? And thus inflaming one anotheragainſt him,they threw 
him out of the aſſembly, andafter purſued him with ſtones and ſtaues, ſo that with 
lofſe of one of his eyes, ſore wounded and bearen, he was faine to flicto Philanex 
feete, for ſuccour of his life : giuing a true leſſon, thar vice it ſelfe is forced to ſeeke 
the ſanQuarie of vertue. For Philenrx who hated his cuill,, bur nothis perſon, and 
knew that a iuſt puniſhment might by the manner be vniuſtly done ; remembring 
withall, that although herein the peoples rage might haue hit rightly, yer if ir were 
nouriſhed in this, noman knew to. what extreamities it might extend.itſelfe : with 
earneſt dealing ,; and employing the vttermoſt of his authoritie, hee did proreR 
the trembling 7}»v«#rz#zs, Andrhen having taken agenerall oath, that they ſhould 
in the nonage of the'Princeſle, or till theſe things were ſettled, yeelde full obedi- 
ence to Everchws, {o farre as werenor preiudiciall rothe lawes, cuſtornes., and liber- 
ties of <Arcadis: and hauing taken a particular bond of Simpethas (vnder whom 
he had a ſeruant of: his owne)thart the priſoners ſhould be kept cloſe, without con- 
ference with any man: he himfelfe honourably accompanied with a great number 
of torches, went to the King Exarchus, whole comming in this ſort into Arcadis 
had thus fallen our. 

.- The wofull Prince Plaxgss recciued of zefilins no other ſuccours, but only cer- 
taine to condudt him to Eazrchus, made all poilible ſpeede rowards Byzentione, 
where he-vaderſtood the King, _ concluded all his warres withrche winning 
of that towne, had now for ſomc good ſpace made his aboade. Bur being far y=_ 
on hisway./ hee receiued ccrtaine intelligence, that Everchas was not onely —_ 

oo ies 
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romorrowin the iudgement ſeate ; which done, you may after proceede to the 


againſt Philenex, that now he ſhewed who'it was;rhat would berray his countrieto 
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dayes before returned into Macedos, but fince was gone with ſome haſte to viſit 
that coaſt of his country that lay towards /#«ly, The occaſion giuen by.the Lariwey, 
who hauing already gotten intotheir hands, partly by conqueſt, and partly. h 
confederacie, the greateſt part of /t«ly, and long gaped to deuour Greece 
(obſcruing the preſent opportunitic of Zuerchw abſence, and Beſilizs ſalitarineſle, 
which two Princes they knew to bee in effe the whole ſtrength of Greece) were 
cuenready to lay an vniuſt gripe vpon it, which after they _—_ beautifie with 
the noble name of conqueſt, Which purpoſerhough rhey made not knowneby 
any ſolemne denouncing of warre, bur contrariwiſe gaue many tokens of contj+ 
nuing ſtilltheir former amitie : yerthe ſtaying of his Subieds ſhips , trafficking 
as Merchants intothoſe parts, together with the daily preparation of ſhipping, 
and other warlike proviſions in Ports, moſt conuenient for the tranſporting of 
Souldiers, occaſioned Ewarchus (not vnacquainted with ſuch practiſes) firſt to ſu- 
ſpeR, then to diſcerne, laſtly to ſeeke to prevent the intended miſchiefe. Yer thin; 
king warre never to be accepted, vntill it be offered by the hand of necceflity,he de- 
termined ſo long openly to hold them his friends,as open hoſtility bewraicd them 
not his enemies; nor ceaſing in the meanetime by letters and meſſages tro mouethe 

; States of Greece by vaiting theirſtrength, to make timely prouiſion againſt this pe- 
ril: by many reaſons making them ſec,that,thoughin reſpeR of place ſome of them 
might ſeeme further remoued fra the firſt violence ofthe ſtorme, yet. being im- 
barked inthe ſame ſhip, the finall wracke muſt needes be common tothema all, And 
knowing the mighty force ofexample, with the weake effect of faire diſcourſes nor 
wayted on with agreeable ations, what he perſwadedthem, himſelfe performed; 
leauing in his own Realme nothingeirther vadone or vnpronided, which might be 
thought neceſſary for withſtandingan inuaſion. His firſteare was to put his peop 
in a readineſle for warre, and by hisexpcrienced Souldierstotraine the Ve 
ro mattiall exerciſes. For the better effecting wherof,as alſo for meeting with other 
inconucniences in ſuch doubcfull rimes incident tg the moſt ſerled ſtates, making af 
the diners regions of his whole Kingdome ſo many diuifions as he thought conug- 
nieat, he appointedthe chargeof them to the greateſt, ang of greatcſt truſt he had 
abour him : arming them with ſufficiencauthoritie to leauje forces yithinitheirſs 
uerall gouernements, both for reſiſting the inuading enemic, and puniſhi

ordered ſubieRt.Hauing thus prepared the body, and aſſured the oh chun 


trey againſt any miſchicfe that might attaint.ir, he then.trooke into his carefu 
ſideration the externall parts, giuing orderbath for the repairingandiincreaſi 
his Nauy,and for the furtifying of ſuch places,eſpecially on the Sea coalt,ag ci 
commoditie of landing, weakeneſlc of the countrey,or any other reſpetofadu: 
tage was likelieſt rodraw the enemie vato. Butbcing noneqf them whothink 
things done, for whichthey haue once giucndiredion,he followed cuery where tus 
commandment with his preſence, which witneſſed of euery mans flacknefle or dilt- 
gence; chaſtiſing the one,8& encouraging the other,ſuffred nor the fruitof any pra- 
fitable counſcll tor want of rimely taking tobee loſt. And thus making one place 
ſucceedanother in the progreſle of wiſedome & vertue, he was now come to Av/ow 
a principall Port of his Realm, when the poor P/axgss extremely wearied with his 
long iourney(defire of ſuccouring Zrevs, no more nw than feare of not ſac- 
couring her in rime, aggrauating histraucll) by a lamentable narration of kus chil- 
drens death.called home his cares from encountring forreineenemies,toſupp! 
the inſurrection of inward paſſions. The matter ſo haynaus,the maner ſo vil 
the loſle ot ſuch perſans, in ſovaripe ig-atime ſo dangerous to the mw 
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- tory, whicthet by his authoritiche might withdraw Zf#/ixs from burying himſelf 
2s | 


Kare of Greece, how vehemently ir moucd to griete and compaifion others, onely 
not blind to the light of vertue,nor deafe to the voice of their countrey,might per- 
chanceby a more cunning workeman in liuely colours bee delivered. But the face 
of Ewercbus ſorrow, tothe one in nature, to both in affeRion a father, and iudg- 
ing the world ſo much the more vaworthily depriued of thoſe excellencies,as him- 
KIfe was better iudge of ſo excellent worthines,can no otherwiſe be ſhadowed out 
by the skilfulleſt pencell,than by couering it ouer with the veile of filence. And in- 
deede that way himſelfe took, with fo patienta quierneſle receining this pitifull re- 
lation, tharall the words of weakneſle ſupprefſed, magnanimity ſeemed to triumph 
ouer miſery.Only receiuing of F/engss perfeRt inftruction of all things concerning 


Plexirtus and Artaxia,with promiſe not onely to aide him in delivering Erowe, but 


alſo with vehement proteſtation,neuer to returne into Macedoy, till he had purſued 
the murrherersto death : he diſpatched with ſpeedea ſhip for Byze#7i##m,comman- 
ding the gouernour to prouide all neceſlarices for the warre againſt his owne com- 
ming , which hee purpoſed ſhould bee very ſhortly, In this ſhippe Flanges would 
nyeedes goe, impatient of ſtay, for that in many dayes before hee had vaderſtood 
nothing of his Ladies eftate, Soone after whoſe departure, newes was brought to 


_ Fharchus, thatall the —_— detaynedin /F«ly were returned. For the Latines find- 
i 


ing by Exarchss procecdings their intent to bee fruſtrate (as before by his ſodaine 
xeturne they doubted it was diſcouered)decming.itno wiſedome to ſhew the will, 
not hauingtheabiliry to hurt, had not only in free & friendly manerdiſmiſſed them, 
but fortherime wholy omitted their enterpriſe,atrending the opportunity of fitter 
occaſion, By meanes whereof Zwerchss, rid from the cumber of that warre (likely 
dtherwiſe ro hauc ſtayed him longer) with ſogreat a fleet as haſte would ſuffer him 
to aiſemble, forthwith imbarqued for zyze»riam. And now followed with freſh 
winds he had in aſhorttime run a long courſe,when on a aight encountred with an 
extreme tempeſt,his ſhips were ſo ſcattered, that ſcarcely any two were lefttogether. 
IAs for the Kings owne ſhip, depriued of all companic, ſore bruiſed, and weather- 
beaten,able no longer te brookethe ſeas churliſhentertainment, a little before day 


: Fr recoueredthe ſhore. The firſt light made them ſee ir was the vahappy coaſt of £- 


eb: for no other country could haue ſhown the like euidence of vanaturall war. 
Which having long endured betweene the nobilitie and the He/otes,and once com- 
zounded by P3rocles,vnder the name of Diephentws, immediatly vpon his departure 
d brokeh out more violently than cuer before. For the King taking opportuni- 
ticof their Captaines abſence, refuſed toperforme the conditions of peace,as cx- 
rorted from him by rebellious violence. Whereupon they were againe deeply en- 
ered into watre, with ſonorable an hatred towards the very name of a King, rhat 
'Exarchus (though a ſtranger vnto them)thought it not ſafe there to leave his per- 
Fon, where neither hisowae force could bea defence,northe ſacred name of Ma- 
ieftie, a proreRion. Therefore calling to him an 4rceazen (one that comming with 
Flin: «tad remained with Ezarchw,deſirousto ſec the warres) hee demaundedof 
him fortlitnext place of ſurerie, where hee might make his ſtay, vorill hee might 
Ficate ſortſewhatofhis flecre,or cauſe his ſhip tobe repayred. The Gentleman glad 
to haue this occafion of doing ſeruice to Ewerches,and honour to Baſilivs(ro whom 
heknew he ſhould bring a moſt welcome gueſt) told him, rhar if ir pleaſed him to 
-commir himiſelfto Arcadia,(a part wherot lay open to their view)he would vader- 
HUkeere the oext night were far ſpent toguide him ſafely ro his Maſter Beſilins. The 
preſent neeetliry much prevailed with Exarchss,yet more a certaine vertuous deſire 


allue, 


— 
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alive,and roemploy the reſt of bis old yeares in doing goodythe only happy adtion 


of mans life.For beſides the vniuerſalt caſe of Greece, deprived by this meanes of a 
principall pillar, he weighed and pitied the pitiful tate of the. Arcedian,people,who 
were in worſe caſe than if death. had caken away their Prince. For lo yertheir nece(- 
ſitic would baue placed ſome onero rhe helm: ow, a Prince being, and not dojnp 
like a Prince,keeping and notexerciſing the placethey were in ſo much more eui 

caſe, as they eould not provide for their cuill. Theſe rightly wiſe & verruous canſi» 
derations eſpecially moucd Exerchwe to take his iourney towards the defart,where 
arriving within nighr,8 vnderſtanding to his greatgriefe,the newes of the Princes 


death, he waucd for his ſafe condut from Ph/lanax: inthe meanetimeraking his 


reſt vader atrree, with no- more afteted pompes, thanas a man that knew, howſoe- 
uer he was exalted, the beginningand endof his bodie was carth. But Philanexas 
ſoon as he was in fight of him, lighting from his horſe,preſented himfelfvnto him 
inall choſe humble behauiors, wbich not only rhe grear reverence of the party,but 
the conceit.of onesown miſerie,is wont to frame, Everchwroſe vp vato him with 
ſo gracious acountenance, as the goodneſſe of his minde had-longexercifed him 
vnto : carefull ſo much more todeſcend in all courteſies,as he ſaw him beare a low 
repreſentation of his afflited tare. But to Philgngx,as ſoone as by neere looking on 
him, he might pertcly behold him, the grauitie of his councenance,& yeares,nor 
much valiketo his latedeceaſed, byr cuer belaued maſter, broughthis forme ſo 
lively vnto his memory,and reuiyed fo all the —_—_ of his wonted jayes withia 
him, thatin ſtead of ſpeaking to Exeriha,he [awhile likea man gonea farre 
journy from himſelf,calling as it were with hismibd an accqunt of. bis loſſes: ima. 


gining thatthis pain needed notifnature had nor bin violently Roppedofher own 


courle:& caſting more louing thag wiſe conceirs,what a world this would haue bin 
ifthis ſudden accident had not interrupted is. And ſo far ſtrayed he into his raving 
melancholy,thar his cies nimbler than his tongue, let alla loud ofrears, his voyce 
being ſtopped with extremitie of ſabbing,ſo-much had his friendſhip catied himro 


Befilius, that he thought no age was timely for his dearh. Bur ar lengrhraking the - 


occaſion of his own weeping, he thus did ſpeak to -Eeerches det not my tears moſt 
worthily renowmed Prince make my preſengevnpleaſant,or my ſpeech yamarked 
of you. For the iuſtneſle of the cauſe, takes away the blame of any weakneſle in me, 
andthe affinitic that the ſame beareth ro your \ſcemeseuen lawfullyto 
claime pitie in you: A Prince of a Princes fal.a lower of iuſtice;ofa mol vainſt vio- 
lence. Andgiue me leaycexcellent Exercbas to fay, Lam burthe repreſenter ofal the 
late floriſhing Arcedis, which now with minecies doth weep,with my tongite doth 
complain,with my knees doth lay it ſelfearyour feet, which never have bin vnres- 
dy to cary youtothe yertuous p ing of innqccats, Imagine,vouchſate to imd- 
ginc,moſt wiſe & good King, that hiere 1s before; your eyes ghe pitifullſpeRacleof 
a moſt doſorouſly —__—_— wherein1dae but play the part fall the new 
miſerable prouince,whic A of their guide,doth lyc like a ſhip withoue 
a Pilor,tumbling vp and downe inthe vncetrgine waues, tilliz cither runne ir ſelfe 
vponthe rackes of ſelfe-diuifion, or be ouerthtowne by the ſtormie winde of for- 
reine force. Arcadid finding het ſelfe in theſe deſolate termes, doth ſpeake, and 1 


ſpeake for her, to thee nor vainely puilant Prinee, that fincenow ſhe is not onely 


robbed of the naturall ſuppartof her Lord, but{a'fuddenly rabbedrhatſhee harh 

not breathing time to ſtand for her (aferie : ſq vafortuazrely; that-irdoth appall 

their mindes, though they had leifure : 2nd ſa miſctiieuouſly; that irdoth-exceede 

'boththe ſuddenneſſc and infortunareneſle A rhine armic voto a, 
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pa "I a man, take compaſſion of mankinde; asa vertuous man chaftice moſtabho- 


F vice, andas aPrince protetapeople, whichall have with one voyce cal. 
ledforthy goodneſſe:thinking,that as thou art onely able, ſo thou arr fully able, to 
redrefſe their imminent ruins. They do therfore with as much confidence as nece(- 
fitieflye vnto you for ſuccour;they lay themſelues open vnto you:ro you;T meane 
your Cn "ſuch as you haye euer beene : that is to ſay; that hath alwaies had his de. 
terminations bounded with equitie. They only reſerve the right to Beſi/ies bloud , 
the maner tothe ancient preſcribing of their lawes. Forthe reft withont exception; 


| they yeelde over viito you, asrothiceleRed proteRour of this kingdome; which 


name & office they beſeech you,till you have layd a ſufficient foundation of trans 


- quilitie, ro takevpon you, the particularitieboth of their ſtatutes and demandes_ 
you ſhal preſently after vnderſtand.Now only Tatn to ſay vato you, that this coun- 


trey falsrobeea faire field, to proue whether the goodly tree of yout vertue;will 
live in all ſoyles. Here I ſay will be ſcene,whether either feare can make you ſhorr, 
or the likerouſnefle of dominion tnake you beyond iuſtire. And I can for conclu- 
fion ſay no miore but this, you niuſt thinke vpon my words; and on your anſwer de- 


- pendnotonly the quier, but the lives of ſomany thouſands, which for their anci- 


ent confederacie, in this their extreme neceſfitie, deſire neither the expence of your 
treaſure, nor hazard of your ſublets, but only the benefit of your wiſedome, whoſe 
both glorie and chicteaſe ſtatides inthe exerciſing of ir.The ſumme of thisrequeſt 
was vtterly vnlooked for of Evarthus, which made him the more diligent in mar- 
king his ſpeechgand after his ſpeech rakethe greater pauſe fota perfeQreſolution, 
For as of the one ſide, hethought nature required nothing more of him than that 


| heſhould bea hielpetorhem of like creation, and had his heart no whit comman- 


ded with feare, rhinking his life well paſſed; m_ farisfied the tyrannie of time 
with the courſe of many yeares, theexpeRation of the world with more than ex- 
peed honour,laſtly the tribute due to his owne minde with the dayly offering of 
moſt vertuousaQions? ſo of the other he weyed the iuſt reproach that followed 


- thoſe who calily enter into other folkes buſinefle,with the opinion might bee con- 


ceived, loue of ſcigniorie rather than of iuſtice, had made him embarke himſelfe 
thus, intoa matter —_——Y to him, eſpecially in atime when carneſt 
occaſion of his own bufinefle fo greatly required his preſence. Butin the end, wiſe- 


dome being an effentiall and noran opinionate thing, mace him rather to bend ro 


what was in it ſelfe good,than what by euill minds might be judged not good. And 
therin did ſee that though the people did not belong vnto himyyet doing good(web 
isnotincloſed within any rermes of people) did belong vnto him,and if neceffitie 
forced him for ſome timeto abide in; Arcadia, rheneceflitic of Arcadia might inſt! 
demand ſome fruit of abiding. To this,ſecretaffurance of his owne worthineſle 
(which although it bee never ſo well cloathedin modeſtie, yet alwaics lives in the 
worthieſt mindes) did much puſh him forward, ſaying varo himſelfe, the treaſure 
of thoſe inward gifts he had were beſtowed by the heauens vpon him, to be benefi- 
ciall and noridle. On which determination reſting, and yet willing before hee wa- 
dedany further,toexamine well the depth of the orhers proffer ; he thus with that 
wel-poyled geſture,vnpaſſionate natute beſtoweth'vpan mankind, made anſwer ro 
Philazex moſt vrgentperkion: Although long experience hath made me know all 
.men(and ſo Princes which be but men)ro be fubie to infinirecaſualties, the very 
conſtitutionof our lives remaining in continual change : yerthe affaires of this 
countrey,orar leaſt my mecting fo jumply with them, makes me abaſhed with the 


ftrangenefſe of #. With awch'paine Iam come hither to ſee my long approued 


friend, 
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friend,andnow-Ffind if I will ſee him,I muſt ſee himdead: after, for mineowne ſe> 
curity;[ ſeckero be warranted mine owne life : and there ſuddenly arm I-appointed 
tobe a iudge of other mens lines : thougha friend to him.,yeraml[a ftrangerto the 
countrey,andnow of a ſtranger you would ſuddenly make adireQar., Imighe ob» 
ieQto your defire my wealnelſle, which age perhaps hath wrought in minde & bo- 
dy: & iuflly I may prertcad the neceffiry of mine owne affaices; to whichas Iam by 
all true rules moſt nearely'tyed, ſocanthey nor long beare the delay of my abſence; 
But thqugh I would and could difpence with theſe difficulties, what aſſurance.can TI 
haue of the peoples will 2 which hauing ſo many circles of imaginations can hard- 


1y bee incloſed inone point. ' Who knowes a poogly that knowes not ſudden opi: 
ann 


nion makes them hope, which hope if ic be not anſwered,they fall in hate 2 chuiing 
and refuſing,ereing, & ouerthrowing,according as the preſentnefle of any fancie 
carries them Euen this their haſtic drawing to mee, makes mee thinke they will bee 
as haſtily withdrawne from mee, forit is but one groundof inconſtancie,ſoonero 
take or ſooneto leaue. It may bee they haue heard of Exerchas morethancaulc : 
their own cies will be perhaps more curious iudges, out of hear-ſay they may.haue 
builded many conceits;which Icannqr}perchance willnot performe, then will vn+ 
deſerued repentance be a greater ſhame and injury vnto mee,than their vndeſerued 
proffer is honour. Andto conclude, I muſt be fally enformed, how the : pm is 
minded, before I can promiſe to vndertake the cure. Philenex was not of the myo- 
dernie mindes,who make ſuters magiſtrates : but dideuer think the vawilling wor- 
thy man,was firrer than the yndeſeruing defirer. Therfore the more Exerchus drew 
backe, the niore hee found in him, that the cunningeſt Piloedoth moſt dread. the 
rockes, the more earneſtly hee purſued his publike requeſt vnto him. Hee defired 
him not to make any weakeexculcs othis weakenefle, fince fomany examples had 
well proued his minde was ſtrong toouerpaſſe the greateſttroubles, and his. body 
ſtrong inongh toobey his minde,and thar ſo long as they were ioyned together, he 
knew Zaarchas would thinke it no weariſome exerciſe,to make them veſicls of yer- 
tuous ations. The duty tohis country he acknowledged: which as he had ſo ſetled, 
2s it was notto feare any (ſudden alterativn,ſo fince itdid want him,as wellit mighr 
endure a fruitfull as an 1dte abſence, Asfor the doubt hee conceiued of the peoples 
conſtancie in this their eleRion, hee ſaid ir was ſucha doubt as all humane aQions 
are ſubie& vato; yet as much as in politique matters, which receiue,not Geame- 
tricall certainties,a man may aſſure himſelf.there wascuident likelihood to be con- 
ceined of the continuance, borh in their vnanimity;& his worthineſſe: whereofthe 
one wasapt tobe held,arid the other to hold, ioyned to the preſent neceſlity the fir- 
meſt band.ofmortaltmindes, In ſammezheealledged ſo many reaſons to Exerchus 
hisminde, (already inclined to enter into any vertuegs ation)that hee yeelded to 


* take vpon himſelfe the iudgement of the preſeyr cauſe, ſoas he might finde-indede = 


thar ſuch wasthe peoples defire out of i prand hot fation.Therfote moun- 
ting on their horſes, they haſtedrothe L 


hp ugh late in the 
-night,the pobuts wakefully watching forthe iflne of Philanex Embaſiage.Noiman 
thinking the matter would be well done,without he had his voice init, & each dece- 


-ming his owneeyesthe beſt guardiansot his throate in that vnaccuſtomed/tumok. 
- But when they ſaw 2hi/anvexreturne /,hauing on his right hand the King Exgrches, 
on whomthey had now placedthe greateſt burthen of their feares , with-iny 

-ſhoutes and applauding acclamations;they made him and the world quickly know, 
that one mans ſufficicncy is more auailcaþle. than tenne thouſands multitude. So 
cuill ballanced be the: extremities! of popular mindes : and ſo much: paturall 
«7 | | impcriouſnefle 
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imperiouſheſſe chere teſts in a wellformed ſpirit. For as if Everchw had been born 
ofthe Printely blaud of A4rcadis, or that _—_— wellacquainted proofe had in- 
prafred him in their country, lo flocked they abourthis ſtranger,moſt ofthem alrea- 
dic fromdeieAtd feares, rifing ro ambitious'conſiderations, who ſhould catch the 
firſt hold of his favour. And rhen from thoſe crying welcomes to babling one with 
theother; fomeprayfing Philanax for his exceeding paine, others liking Evarchus 
aſpeQ,and as they iudged his ogcby his face, ſo iudginghis wiſedome by his age, 
Enarchurpaſſed through them like a man that did neither diſdaine apeople,nor yer 
was anything tickled with their flatteries. But alwaies holding his owne, a man 
mightreadea conſtant determination in his eyes. Andia that ſort diſmoumting a- 
mong chem, he forthwith demanded the conuocationtobe made, which arcording- 
ly was done, with as much orderand filence, as ir mighrappeare, Neprave had not 
' more forceto appeaſe the rebellious wind,than the admiration of an extraordinary 
vertuehach;co temper a diſordred multitude, He being raiſed vp vpon a place more 
highthanthe reſt, where he might be beſt vnderſtood, in this ſort ſpake vatothem. 
I vnderftand(faid he)faichfull 4rcedievs,by.my Lord Zhi/axcx, that you haue with 
oneconſent;choſen'meto be the Iudge ofthe late cuils hapned: orderer of the pre- 
ſent diſorders: & finally proteRor of this country, till therein it bee ſeene what the 
cuſtomes of Arcadis tequire. He could fay no pm ngyer with a generall 
cry,that ſo irwas , piuing himallthe honorablericles, and happy wiſhes they could 
imagine.:Hebecknedvaro them for ſilence, and then thus againe proceeded, Well, 
faidhehowgood choile you hate made, theattending muſt be in you,the proof in 
me. Burbecauſ: itmany times fals out, vve are much deceiued in ochers,we being 
the firſt todecciue our ſelues, [ am torequire you, notto-haue an ouerſhooting ex- 
peRation:of mee,the moſt cruell aduerſary ofall honourable doings. Nor promiſe 
your ſclues wonders out of a ſudden liking : but remember Iama man, that is to 
ſay,acrearure,whole reaſon is oftendarkned with errour, Secondly, that you will 
lay your hearts voidof foreraken opinions:elſe whatſoeuerl do or fay, wil be mea- 
ſured by awrong rule, likerhemthar haue the yellow Iaundiſe,cuery thing ſecming 
yellow vnco them. Thirdly,wharſocuer debates haue riſen among you, may be vr- 
terly exringuiſhed, knowing that euen among the beſt men are diuerſitics of opini- 
ons, which are no more in true reaſon to breed hatred, than one that loues blacke, 
ſhould beangry with him that is clothed in white ; for thoughts & canceits are the 
very apparrell of the minde. Laſtly,that you do noceaſily iudge of your Iudge,but 
finceyou'will haue me ts command,think iris your part to obey. Andin reward of 
this, I willpromiſe 8& proteſt vnro you, that the yttermoſt of my skill, both in the 
generall lawes of nature, eſpecially of Greece,and particular of 4rcedis (whereinl 
muſtconſeſſe I am nor vnacquainted) I will not only ſee the paſledeuils duly puni-- 
ſhed,and your wealc hercaftcreſtabliſhed;but for your defence in it,if need ſhal re- | 
quire, 1will imploy the forceand treaſures of minc owne countrey. In the meane 
ryne, this ſhall be the firſt order I will take,that no man vnderpaine of gricuous pu- 
niſhmenc, name me by any othername but ProteRourof Arcadia; For Ivvill nor 
leaue anypoſlible colour, co any of my naturall ſucceffours,to make claime to this, 
which by-free eleQion you have beſtowed vpon me.And ſo Ivowvaro you, to de- 
[4m 21H of ir affoone as the iudgementis paſled, the king buried, and his law- 
Il ſucceſſour appointed. For thefirſt whereof,l meane che trying which be guilty 
of the kings death, and theſe other hainous treſpalles, becauſe your cuſtomes re- 
*quire ſuchbaſte I willno longerdelay it;thantillromorrowas ſoone as the Sunne 
- ſhall giue vs fir opportunity. Youmay therefore retire your ſelfeto your reſt, that 
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you may be readier to bepreſent, at theſe ſa great important matters: Witty, many 
allowing tokens was Exerchss (pcech heard, who now by Philenax (that rooke the 
principall care of doing all due ſeruices vnto him)wasoftered a lodging made rea+ 
dy for him, (the reſt of the people as well as aſmall commadirie of that place 
would ſuffer, yeelding their weary heads to{leepe) when loe the night throughly 
ſpent in theſe mixed matters,was for that time baniſhed the face of the earth,and;#- 
#«rchus ſeeing the day begin todiſcloſe his comfortable beauties; deſiring nothing 
more,rhan ro ioyne {peed with iuſtice,willed Philanex preſently to make the iudg> 
ment place be pur in order: & as ſooneas the people(who yet were not fully diſper- 
{ed)might be brought together, to bring forththe priſoners and the Kings bodie. 

| Which che manner was, ſhould in ſuch caſes be held in fight, though couered-with 
blacke veluet, vnrill chey that were accuſed to be the murtherers were quitted or 
condemned; whether the reaſon of the law were to ſhew the more graretull louetg 
their Prince,or by that ſpeRacle,the more to remember the iudge of his wy Ape 
»ex who now thought in himſelfe, hee approached to the iuſt reuenge hee ſo much 
deſired, went with all care & diligence to perform his charge. Bur firſt it ſhal be wel 
to know, how the poore & Princely priſoners paſled this tedious night.. There was 
ncuer tyrant exerciſed his rage with more grieuoustorments,vpon any he moſt ha- 
ted, then afflicted Gymecza did crucifie her own ſoulc, after the guiltines of her heart 
was ſurcharged with rhe ſuddennefle of her husbands death-foralthoughtharefſeR 
came not from her minde,yet her minde being euill,and the effeR euill, the thoughe 
the iuſtice of God had for the beginning of her paines coupled them ogerher.This 
inceſſantly boiled in her breſt, bur moſt of all, when Pk:/anexhauing cloſely impri- 
ſoned her, ſhe was left more freely to ſuffer the firebrands of her ownethou 
eſpecially when it grew darke,and had nothing left by her buta lictle lampe,whoſe 
ſmall light to a perplexed mind, might rather yeelde fearefull, ſhadowes, than any 
aſſured ſight. Then began the heapes of her miſeries,to weigh dowa the platforma 
of her iudgement, then began deſpaire to lay his ougly clawes vpon her,ſhe began 
then,to feare the heauenly powers (ſhe was wont toreuerence)nor likea childe, but 
likean encmie, neither kept ſhee her ſelfe from blaſphemous repyning againſt her 
creation. O Gods would ſhe cry out,why did you make me to deſtruction ?If you 
loue goodnes, why did you not giue me a good minde? Or if I cannot have it with- 
out your gift, why do you plagueme ? Is it in meto reſiſt the mightineſſe of your 
power? Then would ſhe imagine ſhe ſaw ſtrange ſights,and that ſhe heard the cries 
of helliſh ghoſts,then would ſhe skrirch our for ſuccour,burno man comming vnto 
her ſhe would faine haue killed her ſelfe, butkaew not how. At ſometimes againe, 
the very heauineſſe of her imaginations would cloſe vp her ſenſcstoa little fleepe; 
but then did her dreames become her tormentors, One time it would ſeeme vnto 
her, Philansx was haling her by the haire of the head, and hauing put out hercyes, 
was ready to throw her intoa burning furnace. Another time ſhe would rhioke the 
 faw her husband making the complaint of his death to P/a##,and the magiſtrates of 
that infernall region,contending in great debate, to what eternall puniſhment they 
ſhouldallot her. But long her dreaming would not hold,bur that it would fal vpon 
Zelmene:to whom ſhe would thinke ſhe was crying for mercy,and that ſhe did paſle 
away by her in ſilence, withoutany ſhew of pitying her miſchief. Then waking out 
of a broken {leep,and yet wiſhing ſhe might euer haue ſlept,new formes, but of the 
ſame miſeries, would ſeaze her minde, ſhe feared death, and yet defired death,ſhee 
had pafled the vitermoſt of ſhamegand yet ſhame was one of her cruelleft aſſaults 
ſhe hated Pyrocles as the originallofher mortal ouerthrow:and yetthe ng/Behen 
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S conceiued to him,had ſtill a high authority of her paflions.O Zel/mare, would ſhee 
fay (not knowing how neare hee himſclfe was to as great a danger) now ſhalt thou 
plutthy eycs,with the diſhonoured death of thy enemy ! Enemy,alas enemy ſince 
ſo thou haſt wellſhewed, thou wilt haue me account thee; couldeſt thou not as well 
haue giuen mea determinate denial,astodiſguiſe thy firſt diſguifing,witha double 
diſſemblinge Perchance if I had beene vtterly hopelefle,the vertue was once in me, 
might hauecalled together his forces,and not haue beene led captiue to this mon- 
ſtrous thraldome of puniſhed wickednefſe. Then would her own knowing of good 
inflameanewtherage of deſpaire : vvhich becomming an vareſiſted Lord in her 
breaft the had no other comfort butin death, which yet ſhe hadin horrour, when 
ſhe thought of. But the weariſome deteſting of-her ſelf, made her long for the daies 
approach,at which time ſhe determined ro continue her former courle, in acknow- 
ledging any thing which might haſten her end: wherein although ſhe did not hope 
for the endot her rorments, feeling already the beginning of hell agonies; yet ac- 
cording to the nature of paine, the preſent being moſt intolerable, thee defired to 
changerhar,and putto aduenture the enſuing. And thus reſted thereſtlefle Gynecie, 
No leſſe forrowtfull,though leſfle ragefull, were the mindes ofthe Princefle Pame/s, 
and the Lady Phi/ocles,whoſe only aduantages were,that they had not conſented to 
ſo much euill,and ſo were at greater peace with themſelues:and that they were not 
lteftalone,but might mutually beare part of each others woes. For when Philanax 
not regardingPemeld's princely proteſtatios,had by force lefther vader guard with 
her ſiſter, & that thetwo fiſters were matched,as well in the difgraces of fortune, as 
they hadbecnein the beft beauties of nature : thoſe things that tillthen , baſhful- 
neſs and miſtruſt had madethem hold reſerned one from the other, now feare, the 
vaderminer of all determinations, and neceſsity the vitorious rebell of all lawes, 
forced them interchangeably tolay open. Theirpaſsions then ſo ſwelling in them, 
asthey would hane made Auditors of ſtones, rather than haue ſwallowed vp in 
filence the choking aduentures were fallen vato them, Truely the hardeſt hearts, 
which hauc at any time thought womans tearesto be a matter of ſlight compaſſion 
(imaginingthat faire weather will quickly after follow) would now haue beene 
mollificd : andbeene compelled ro confeſle, that the fairer a Diamond is,the more 

itie it is it ſhould receiue a blemiſh. Although,no doubr, their faces did rather 

eautifie ſorrow, than ſorrow could darken that, which euen in darkneſle did ſhine. 
But after they had fo long,as their other afflitions would ſuffer them, with doleful 
ceremonies bemoned their fathers death : they fate downe together apparrelled as 
their miſ{duentures had found them; Pamels in her iournying weedes now con- 
uerted ro another vſe: Philocles only in hernight gowne, which ſhe thought ſhould 
bee the rayment of her funerals. But when the excellent creatures had after much 

| panting-(with their inward trauell) gotten ſo much breathing power,;asto make a 
pitiful diſcourſe one to the other, what had befallen them,8& that by the plain com- 

ating thecaſe they were in, they throughly found that their griefes were not more 
like in regard of themſelues, than like in reſpeRof the ſubieR (the two Princes, as 
Pamels had learned of Muſidorws, being ſo minded, as they would cuer make both 
their forttines one).ir did more vnite,& ſo ſtrengthen their lamentation : ſeeing the 
one could not bee miſerable, but that it muſt neceſſarily make the other miſcrable 
alſo. Thattherefore was thefirſt marter their ſweetemouths deliuered,, rhe decla- 
ring the paſſionate beginning, troubleſome proceeding , and dangerous ending, 
thcirneucrending loues had paſſed, And when at any time they centred into the 
ptaiſcsof the yong Princes, too long it would hauecxerciſed their rongues, but _ 
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their memory forthwith warned them, the more praiſe worthy theyowere;the more | 
at that time they were worthy of lamentation. Then againe tocrying & —_— 
of hands; & then anew,as vnquict griefſoughteach corner;to newditodcies, 
diſcourſes to wiſhes, from wiſhes to prayers.Eſpecially the terider Phz/oclea,who as 
ſhe was in yeares yonger,- and had neuer lifted vp her mindetoany opinionof ſo- 
ueraigntie, ſo was ſhe theapter to yeeld to her misfortune; hauing no ſtronger de- 
bares in her mind,than a man may ſay a moſt witty childhood is wontto nouriſh: as 
to imagine with her ſelfe, why Philanax 8& the other Noblemen, ſhould deale ſo 
cruelly by her,that had never deſcrued cuill of any ofthem. And how they could 
finden their hearts, to impriſon ſucha perſonage, as ſhe did figure Fyrocles,whom 
ſhethought all the world was boundto loue,as wel as ſhe did. But Pame/e,alchough 
endued with a vertuous mildnefle, yet the knowledge of her ſelf, and whar was due 
yntoher,made her heart full of a ſtronger diſdaine againſt heraduerſitie.  . 

So thar ſhe ioyned the vexation for her friend, withthe ſpite to ſee her ſelfe, as 
ſhe rhought, rebelliouſly detayned, and mixed defirous —_— to helpe, with 
reuengetull choughts if ſhe could not helpe. Andas in pangs of death, the ſtronger 
heart teeles the greater torment, becauſe it doththe more refiſtto his oppreſlour , 
ſo her minde, the nobler it was ſet, and hadalready embracedrhe higher thoughts, 
ſo much more it did repine z ard the more it repined, the more helplcfle wounds ir 
£4uc vato itſelte, Bnt when great part of the night was paſſed ouer the dolefull 
Muſficke of theſe ſweete Ladics complaints, and that leaſurerhough with ſome 
ſtrite, had brought Pemels to know, thatan Eagle when ſhe is ina Cage, muſt not 
thinke to doe like an Eagle,remembring withthemſclues,thatit was likely the next 
day, the Lords would proceed againſt thoſe they had impriſoned; They emploied 
the reſt ofthe nighr in writing vntothema, wirh ſuch carneſtnefle as the matter re- 
quired, but in ſuch tiles as the ſtate of their thoughts wasaptto faſhion. In the 
meane time, Pyrocles and Muſidorw were recommended to fo ſtronga guard, as 
they might well ſee it was meant, they ſhould pay no lefle price than their liues, 
for the getting out of that place, which they like men indeed, (fortifying cou- 
rage with the true Rampier of patience) did ſoendure, as they didrarherappeare 
gouernours of neceſlitic,:than feruants to fortune, The whole ſumme of their 
thoughts reſtiog vpon the ſafetic of their Ladies, and their care one for the other: 
wherein (if at all) their hearts did ſeeme to receiue ſome ſoftneſle. For ſomerimes 
Maſidorus would feele ſuch a motion to his friend,and his vaworthy caſe, that hee 
would fall into ſuch kinde ſpeeches. My Pyroc/es, would he fay,how vahappy may 
Ithinke The//a/is, that hath beene as it were the middle way to this cuill one of 
yours 2 For if you had notbeenethere brought vp, the Sea ſhould not hauc had 
this power, thus to ſeuer you from yourdeare Father. I haue therefore (if com- 
plaints doeatany time become a mans heart) moſtcauſe to complaine, fince my 
countrey, which receiued the honour of Pyrocles education , ſhould beeaſtepts 
his ouerthrow, if humane chances can bee counted an overthrow to him, that 
ſandes vpon vertue. Oh excellent Muſidorss, anſwered Pyrocles, how doe you 
teach meerather, to fall out with my ſelfe, and my fortune, fince by youT haue re- 
ceiued all goed,you only by me this afflition ? royou and your vertuous Mother, 
Lin my tendreſt yeares, and Fathers greateſt troubles,was ſent for ſuceour. There 
did I Icarne the {weete myſteries of Philoſophic ; there had I your liuely example 
to confirme that which 1 learned; there laſtly had I your friendſhip,which no vn- 
happineſſe can euer make mee ſay, but that hath made mee happie, Now fee how 


my deſtinic (the gods know) not my will, hath rewarded you: my father _ 
| or 
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for you away'out of your land; whence bur. for mee you had not come : what after 
followed;yonknow. ©; It was myſlone.noriyours, which firſt ſtayed you here; and 
thorfare iftheheanensecuer held aiuſt proportion,it were I 8 not you, that ſhould 
feele the ſmart” O-blame not'the heauens, ſweer Pyrocles, ſaid Muſidorns, astheir 
- courſe neueralters,-ſois there nothing done by the vnreachable ruler of them, but 
hirhan euerlaſting reaſon forir. i And to ſap the truth of theſethings, wee ſhould 
dcale vngratefully with nature, itwe ſhould be forgerfull receiuers of her gift,and 
diligent Auditors of the chaunces we like nor. - We hauc liued,and hauc lived to 
be goodto our ſelues and others: our ſoules which are put into the ſtirring earthof 
our bodies;haucarchicucd the cauſes of: theirchither comming : they haucknown 
and honoured with knowledge,the cauſe of their creation,and ro many men(for in 
thistime;place, and forrune,itis lawfull tor vs to ſpeakegloriouſly)it hath been be- 
houefull,that we ſhould live. Since then eternitic is notto be had in this coniundi- 
on,. what is. to be loft by the ſeparation, bur time? which ſince it hath hisend,when 
thatis oncecome, all that is paſt is nothing :- and by the protraQing nothing got- 
ten, but labourand care. Doenort me therefore that wrong, (who ſomething in 
yeares, bur much inall other deſerts, am fitter todie than you)asto ſay, you haue 
brought me toany euill : ſince the loue of you, doth ouerballance all bodily miſ- 
chiefes, and thoſe miſchiefes bee bur miſchiefes tothe baſer mindes, too much de- 
lighred with the kennell of this life. Neither wil I any more yeeld to my paſsion of 
lamenting you,which howſocuer it mightagree to my exceeding friendſhip, ſure- 
ly it would nothing ro your exceeding vertue. Adde this to your noble ſpeech my 
deare coufin, ſaid Pyroc/es, that if wee complaine of this our fortune, or ſeeme to 
our {clues faultic, in having one hurt the other, wee ſhewa repentance of the loue 
we bearerotheſe matchleſle creatures, or at leaſt a doubt, it ſhould be overdearely 
buught, which for my part (and ſo dare I anſwer for you) Icall allthe Gods to 
witneſle, Iam fo far from, thatno ſhame, no torment, no death, would make mee 
forgocthe leaſt parc of the inward honour.eſfcntiall pleaſure,and living life, I haue 
enioyed in the preſence of the faultleſle Philoclea. Take the preheminence in all 
things, bur in truc louiag, anſwered 44uſidorws, for the confeſſion of that no death 
ſhall ger of me. Of that,anſwered Pyrocles ſoberly ſmiling,l perceiue we ſhall haue 
a debatcin the other world, if-at leaſt there remaineany thing of remembrance in 
tharplace. Idoenorthinke the contraric, ſaid Muſidorws, although youknow,itis 
greatly held, that with the death of bodic and ſenſes (whichare not onely the be- 
]inning, burdwelling and nouriſhing of paſſions, thoughts and* imaginations) 
they failing,memorie likewiſe failes, which riſeth only out of them: & then is there 
lefrnothing, bur the intcllecuall part or intelligence, which void of all morall ver- 
ues, which ſtand in the meane of perturbations, doth only liue in the contempla- 
rive vertne, and power of the omnipotentgood, the ſoule of foules;and vniuerſall 
life of this great work,8: therfore is vtterly void from the poſlibiliry of drawing to 
it ſelf rheſe ſenſible conſiderations. Certainly,anſwered Pyrocles, [cafily yeeld,that 
we ſhallaotknow one another, and much leſfle theſe palied things, with a ſenſible 
or paſſionateknowledge. For the cauſe being taken away, the cffeRs follow. Nei- 
ther do I rhink, we ſhall haue ſucha memorie,as now we haue, which is bur a relick 
of the ſenſes, or rathera print the fenſes haue left of things paſt in our thoughts, but 
it ſhall be avitall po wer of that very intelligence;whichas while it was here,it held 
the chiefe ſeate of our life,8 was as it were the laſt reſort,to which of all ourknow- 
ledges,the higheſt appeale came,and ſo by that meanes was neuer ignorant of our 
aQions,though many rimes rebelliouſly reſiſted, alwaies with this priſon darkned: 
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ſo much morebeing free of that priſon,and returning tothe life of allthi s.where 


name and being, of things both preſent and paſſed, though voide of ima ining to 
it ſelfe any thing ; but eucn growne like ro his Creator hath all hides wah aſpiri- 
tuall knowledge before it. The difference of which is as hard for vsto conceiue, as 
it was for vs, when wee were in our mothers wombes, tocomprehend. (if any bo- 
die would haue told vs) what kinde of light wee now 1n this life ſee, what kindeof 
knowledge wee now hauc : yet now we doe not onely fecle our preſent being, but 
wee concciue what wee were before wee were borne, though remembrance make 
vsnot doe it, but knowledge, and though weeare vtterly without any remorſe of 
any miſery wee mightthen ſuffer. Euen ſach and much more oddes, ſhall there be 
at that ſecond deliuery of ours, when voide of ſenſible memory , or memoratzy 
affion , wee ſhall not ſee the colours, bur lives of all things that haue been or can 

bo : and ſhall (as I hope)know our friendſhip, though exempt from the earthly 
cares of friendſhip, hauing both vnired ir, and our ſelucy, in that bighand heauen- 
ly loueof the vaquenchable light. As he had ended his ſpeech, Muſidorw looking 
with a heauenly ioy vpon him, ſang this ſong vato him, hee had made before loue 
turned his muſeto another ſubicQ. ook

| -allinfinite knowledge is, it cannot but beea right intelligence , which is bath his - 
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| ground,of ruflet courſe cloath, with a poore felt hat, which almoſt coueredall her 


the ſight of the iudges)he had that night ſent for,8& now brought vato them. Tliey 
accepted their owne, with great thankfulneſſe, knowing from whence it came,and 
atrired' theraſelics in it againſt the next day,which being indeed rich and Princely, 
they accordingly determined to maintaine the names of Paladins and Diephantws, 
as before it is-mentioned,. Then gaue they themſelues to conſider, in what fort 
they might defend their cauſes, tor they thoughtir no lefle vaine to wiſh death, 
thah cowardly to feare it, till ſomething before morning, a ſmall ſlumber taking 
thei, they were by and by after called vpto come to the anſwer,of no leflethan 
theirtives imported. Biitin this ſort was the iudgement ordered. As ſoone as the 
morning had raken a fill poſſeſſion of the Element, EZuerchus called voto him 
Philanax, and willed him to draw out into the middeſt of the greene, (before the 
chiefe lodge) the throfie of iudgement ſeate, in which Baſe/us was wontto fir, 
and according totheir cuſtomes, was euer carried with the Prince, For Euerchas 
did wiſely conſider , the people to bee naturally taken with exterior ſhewes, far 
morethan with inward conſideration of the materiall, points. And therefore in 
this new entty into ſocntangleda matter, hee would leaue nothing which might 
bee eyrher an armour or ornament. ynto him, and'intheſe pompous ceremonies 
hee well knew a ſecret of goucrnement much ro confiſt. That was performed by 
the diligent 2hi/anex, and therein Ewarches did ſet himſelte all clothed in blacke, 
with the principall men, who could in that ſuddenneſle prouide themſclues of 
ſuch mourning rayments, The whole people commanded to keepe an orderly 
filence of eachſide, which was duly obſerued ofthem, partly for the deſire they 
had to fee a good conclufion of theſe maiters, and partly ſtriken with admiration, 
as well at the graueand Princely preſence of Ewerchas , asatthe grearneſle of the 
cavſe, which was then to come in queſtion. As, for Philanax, Enerches would 
hauedone him the honour to firby him, but heexcuſcd himſelfe, defiring to be 
the accuſer of the priſoners in his maſters behalfe zand therefore fince hee made 
himſelfe a party, it was not conenient for him to fic in the judiciall place. Then 
was it a while deliberated, whether the two young Ladies ſhould be brought forth 
in open preſence : but thatwas ſtopped by Philenax, whoſe loue and faith, did de- 
ſcend from his maſter to his children, and only delired,the ſmart ſhould light vpon 
the others, whom hee thought guilty of his death and diſhonour, alledging for 
this, that neither wiſedome would they ſhould be brought in preſence of the 
ople, which might hereupon grow to new yprores, nor iuſtice required they 
ſhould be drawneto any ſhame, till ſome body accuſed them. And as for P.melz, 
he proteſted the lawes of Arcadis,would nor allow afiy iudgement of her,although 
ſhe her ſelfe were to determine nothing till age or marriageenabled her. Then the 
kings body being laid ypon a Table,inſt before Evarebus, 8 all couered over with 
blacke; the priſoners, namely the Queen & two young Princes, were ſent forto ap- 
earc in theProteors name : whichname was the cauſe they.came notto know- 
fede How ieare akinſman was to iudge of them, but thought him w be fome No- 
bleman, choſen by the Connery,in this extremity. Soextraordinary a courſe had 
the order of the heauens produced at this timegthat both nephew 8 ſon, were not 
oily pritdncrs,but vnkhown to their vacle and father, who of many years bad not 
ſe:nthern[And Pyrocles was to plead for his lifebefore thatrhrone,in which throne 
lately before he had faued the Kings life. But firſt was Gywecis led forth, inthe ſame 
weedes that rhe day 8 night before ſhehad worne,ſauing chat.in ſtead of Zelmane's 
garmentin which ſhe was found,ſhe hadcaſt ona long cloak, which reached to the 
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face, mot part of her goodly-haire (on which her hands had laid many aſpitefull 


hold) ſo lying vpon her ſhoulders, as.a man might wellſee, had no arcificiall cares 


leſneſſe.., Her eies downe on the ground, of purpoſe notto lopke- 0n Zgrocles face z, 
which ſhee did not ſo much ſhun, for the vakindneſle. ſhe conceiugd of ner awne 
ouerthrow,as for the feare,thoſe motions in this ſhort time of her life; ſhquld bere+ 
uiued,which ſhe had with the paſlage of infinite ſorrowes mortified. Great wasthe- 
compaſſion the people felc, to ſee their Princeſle ſtate and beautie ſodeformed by. 
fortune and her own deſert, whom they had cuer found a Ladie moſt worthy of all 


\ honour, Butby and by the ſight of the other two priſoners drew moſt gk the eiecs 


to thar ſpectacle. Pyrocles came out led by Sympathas;clothed after the-Greckeman« 
ner, ina long coate of white veluer, reaching to the ſmall of his legge,, with great 
buttons of Diamonds all along vpon it: His necke without any coller,aot ſo much 
as hidden with a ruffe,did paſlethe whiteneſs of his garments, which was notmuch 
in faſhion volike to the crimſon rayment our Knights ofthe Srder firſt puron, On 
his feere hee had nothiag but ſlippers, which,after the ancientmaner, were tyed y 

with cerraine laces, which were faſtned vnder his knee,having wrapped about(wit 


- many prettic knots) his naked legges. His taire auberne haire (which hee ware. in 


great length , and gaue at that timea delighttull ſhew , with being: ſturd vp ang 
downe with tne breathof a gentle wind) had nothing vpon it,but white Ribbio, ig 
thoſe daics vied tor a Diademe. Which rouled once or twiſe abour 'the vppery 
moſt part of his forehead,fell dowye vpon his backe,cloſed vpateach end withthe 
richeſt pearle were to be ſeen in the world. After him followed another nobleman, 
guiding the noble A/#ſidoris, who had vpon hy along cloakc, afterthe, faſhion. of 
"_ which wee call che Apoſtles mantle, made of purple Saxten , not that purple. 
which we now hauc,andis but.a cqunterfeit of the Geealian purple (which yet was 
farre the meaner in price and cſtimation)but of the right Tyr/az purple, which was 
neareſt toa colour betwixe our murry 8 ſcarlet, On his head, which was blacke and 
curled,he ware a Perſian Tiars,all ſer downe with rowes of ſorich Rubies, as they 
were inoughto ſpeake for him,rthat they had toiudge of no meane perſonage, _., — 
In this: ſort with;ere&ed countenances, did theſe ynfortunate Princes ſuffer 
themſelues tobee ledde, ſhewing aright, by the compariſon of them and Gynecia, 
how to diuers perſons compaſſion is diuerſly to bee ſtirred, For as to Gy#eria ,.g 
Ladic knowne of great eſtate, and greatly eſtcemed,the more miſerable repreſen» 
tation was made ot her ſudden ruine,the more mens hearts, were forcedxo þewaile 
ſuch ancuident witneſle of weake humanitie: ſo to theſe men,not regarged becaulg 
vnknowne, but rather {beſides the deteſtarion of their fac) hated as ſtrangers, the 
more they ſhould haue fallen downe inan abict ſemblance; the mote in. lead of 
compaſſion they ſhould haue gotten contempt : but therefore, wete to vſe(as I may 
terme it) the more violence of magnanimitic,and ſo to conquer the expeRatianof 
the lookers with an extraordinarie vertue. And ſuch effeRtindeedeirwroueht in 
the whole aſſembly, their eyes yer ſtanding as ic were igballance to whether of 
them they ſhould moſt diretheir fight. , Mu/idoras. was in ſtature ſo much higher 
than Pyrocles, as commonly is gatten/by one yeares groweh. His face npw begin- 
ning to haue ſome tokens ofa beard, was compoled to a kinde of manlike beautie, 
His colour was of a wcll pleafing brownenelle, %ad the features of it ſuch, as they 
carried both delight and maieſtie : his countenance feuere, and promilip md 
much giuento thinking. Pyroches of a pure complexion, and of ſuchg,chearefull 


fauour,as might ſeeme eithera womans face inaboy, or an excellenthgyes face ig 
A - a woman, 
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4womidnh., His looke gentle and baſhtull, which bred the more admiration, having 
ſhewed fuch notable proofes of courage. Laſtly, though both had borh, if there 
were atiy oddes, Huſidoras was the more goodly,and Pyracles the more Jouely.But 
#ﬀ6one as Maſidoras ſaw himſelf ſo farre forth led among the people, that heknew 
coa great number of them his voice ſhould bee heard, miſdoubting their intention 
to the Prinicefſe Pewels, (of whom hee was more carefull than ot his owne life,) 
6ttef as he went (though his leader ſoughtto interrupt him) hee thus with a lowd 
voice ſpak: vnto them. And is it poſſible,O Arcadiaens, ſaid hee, that you can for. 
che narurall dury you owe to your Princefle Pamela ? hath this ſoyle beene 6 
Frele beholding ro hernoble Ancefters 2 hath ſo longa time rooted no ſurer loue 
in your hearts ro that line £ Whereis that faich ro your Princes bloud, which hath 
fiot onely preſerucd you from all dangers heretofore,but hath ſpread your fameto 
alt the Narions in the world 2 Where is that juſtice the Arcadiavs were wontto 
floariſh in, whoſe natureis to renderroeuery one his owne £ Will you now keepe 
_ theright from your Prince,who is the onely giuer of iudgement,the key of iuſtice, 
and liteof your lawes 2 Doe you hope ina few yeares, to ſer vp ſuch another race, 
which nothing but length of time can eſtabliſh £ Will you reward Befi/i> children 
with vogratefuloeſlc,thevery poyſon of manhood? Will you betray your long ſet- 
led reputation, with the fowlename of traytours? Is this your mourning for your 
Kings dcath,to encreaſe his loſſe with his daughters miſerie © Imagine your Prince 
doth looke our of the heauens vnto you, what do youthinke he could wiſh more at 
yoor hands than that you doc well by his children ? And what more honourT pray 
you can you doe to his obſequies, than to ſatisfic his ſoulewith a louing memotie, 
as you doe his bodie withan vnfelt ſolemnity?Whart haue you done with thePrin- 
Cefſe Pamela? Pamelathe iuſt inheritrix ofthis Countrey , Pamels whom this carth 
may bee happy, thart it ſhall be hereafter ſaid, ſhee was borne in Arcadie; Pamels in 
her ſelfe your ornament, in her educationyour foſter childe,and eucric way your 
onely Princefſe, vvhat account can yourenderto your ſclucs of hers Truely I do 
nortthinke that you all know whatis become of her : ſo ſoone may a Diamond bce 
loft : ſo ſoone may rhe faireſt light in the world bee put out. But looke, lookevnto 
it, O Arcadians, be not ſowilfully robbed of your greateſt treaſure, make not 
your ſclues miniſters to private ambitions, whodoe but vie your ſcluesto put on 
your owneyokes. Whatſoeuer you determine of vs (who I muſt confeſle are but 
rangers) yet let not Boſiim daughters bee ſtrangers vnto you. Laſtly,howſoeuer 
you barre her from her publike ſoueraigntie, (which if youdo,little may we by 
ofequitie where rebellion reignes) yet deny not that childs tight vnto her,that 
tnay come and dothe laſt duties to her fathers bodie.Denie nor that happineſs(if in 
ſuch a caſe there bee ariy mppincns) to your late King, that his bodie may haue his 
laſt touch of his deareſtchilde. With ſuch like broken maner of queſtions and ſpec- 
chees, was Maſidorws deſirous as much as in paffing by them hee could,to moue the 
people to tender Pamels's fortune. Butar length, by chat they came to the iudge- 
ment place, both Simparhes and his guider had greatly ſatisfied him, with the afſu- 
ritice they gave him, this aſſembly of people had neithet meaning nor power to 
doe afiy hart to the Princeſſe, whom they all acknowledged as their ſoueraigne La- 
die. But that the cuſtome of Arcadie was ſuch, tillſhee had more yeares, the ſtate 
df the Countrie tro be guided by a ProteRor, vnder vyhom, he and his fellow were 
t6 feceine their iudgement. T hat caſed Muſidorns heart of his moſt vehement care, 
whett he fotind his beloved Lady to bee out of danger. But Pyroc/es aſſoone as the 
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Queetie of the one fide, her and*Maſders: ofthe other, were ſtayed before the 
face of-their' Iudge; having onelyfor their- barre the Table on which the. Kings 
bodielay) being norhing leſle vexed with the doubt of Philocles, than Maſiderss 


- was for P4mels;in this ſort with a lowly behaniour;and onely then likes ſuppliane, 


he ſpake torhe ProteQor. Pardon mee moſt honoured Tudge, faith hee,tharvacom< 
manded 1 begin my ſpeech vato-you, ſince both ro youand mee, theſe words of 
mine ſhall bee moſtnereflary; Toyou having the ſacred exerciſe of iuſticeinyour 
hand, nothing appertaines more properly,rhantruth nakedly and freely ſer down; 
To- mee, being enuironed round about with many dangerous calamities, what 
can bee:more convenient, thanar leaſt, ro bee at peace with my ſelfe, in haning dif 
charged my conſcience, in a moſtbehouefullveritie. Vnderſtand therefore, and 
truly vnderſtand, thatthe Ladic ?hi/oc/ee (to whoſe vnſtained vertue it hath been 
my vaſpeakcable-miſeric;that my name ſhould become a blot) it ſhee be accuſed, 
is moſt yniuſtly accuſed of any diſhonourable faRt;which by my meanes ſhee may 
be thoughtro haue yeelded vnco., Whatſocuer hath-been done,harh becne my one- 
ly atremptr, which notwithſtanding was: neuer intended againſt her chaſtitic.. Bur 


whatſoever hath beene informed, was my faule. And Iauteſt the heauens, toblaſs 


me which Iam notnow in fir tune, thar ſo much. as. my comming iato her 
chamber,was wholly vawitting vnro her, This your wiſedome may withall con» 
fider,if I wouldiye, I K_—_ for mine%owne behoofe., Tamnor ſo! old, :as to 
bee wearie of, my ſelfe'; but the verie ſting of my inward knowledge ioyned with 
the contideration I muſt! needes haue, what 'am infinite. loſe it ſhould bee to all 
thoſe who lone goodnefle in good folkes, if ſo purea child of vertue ſhould - 
fully be deftroyed,compels mero.yfe _— againft my ſclfe, and receiue 
burden of what cuill was, vpon niineowne doing: : Looke therefore with pitifull 
eyes vpon ſo falrebeames, and that misfortune which by mecharhrfallen vpon 
her, helpe to repaire'it with your publike indgement,' fince whoſocuer deales 
cruelly with ſuch a creature, ſhewes himſelfea hater of mankinde,and an enuier of 
the worlds blifſe, And this peticion I make, cuen inthe name of juſtice, that þe- 
fore you proceed further againſt vs, Imay know how you conceiue of her noble, 
though vnfortunateaQion, and whar judgement you will make of iz. Hee had nor 
ſpoken his laſt word, when all thewholepcople both ofgreatand low eſtate, con- 
rmed.with an vaited murmur F,rvcles. demand, longing-(forthie.:loue an 4 
was borne Philvl:a)roknow wharthey might — [Euerchu though nei- 
ther regarding a priſonerspaſhonate prayer , nor bearing onerplaufible.caresto a 
many headed motion, yet well cnough contenr, to winne their likiog with things 
in themſelues indifferent, hee was content: firlty ro'feeke as much as mightbee of 
phileckes'r behaviour inthis mater: which being cleared by Pyrocles, & but weakly 
ainſaid by Philanex(who had framed both hisowne and Demers cuidence molt 
rher fauoar,andintruthcould haue gone no-further than. conieRure,). yet fin- 
ding by his wiſedome,” that ſhee was not alroy faulclefſe, he pronounced,ſhe 
ſhouldall her life long, bee kept prifoneramog certaine women of religion like 
the Yea Nunnes; foto _—_—_— touched hoftiour of her houſe, wich well obſer- 
ving a ſtri@profeſionof chaſtitie) Althougly this werea great aa 
pyrocles caſe, yet was heexceedingly ioyous of ir, being aſſured of his Ladies life, 
and in thedepth of hisminde nocforry, that what end ſocuer he had, none ſhould 
obtaine the after enioyingrhat iewell, whereon he had ſer his lives w__—_ Afeer 
it was by publike ſentence delivered: what ſhould bee done with the ſweets Zhilo- 
cles, the lawes of Arcadjs bearing, that what was oppointed by the Magiſtrates 
qQ3 an 
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in the nonage of the Prince,could not afterwards bee repealed) Zaarehas ſtill viing 
to himſelfe no other name but Protector of Arcedie, commanded thoſe'that had 
10 lay againſtthe Queene Gyecieto proceed, becauſe both her eſtate required ſhee 
ſhould bee firſt /heard, and alſo-for that ſhee was taken to bee the principallin the 
eater matter they were to iudge of. Phi/enex incontinently ſtepped -forth , and 
ewing in his greediecics,that he did thirſt forher bloud,begana well ebought on 
diſcourſe of her(in his indgement) execrable,wickedneſle. Bur Gynecia ſtanding y 
before the Tudge;caſting abroad her armes, with her cies hidden voder the bredt 
of her vnſeemly har; laying open.inzll her geſtures the deſpairetull. affliction, ry 
whichallthe might of her reaſon was conuerted, with ſuch like words topped Phj. 
[ansx,ashoewasentting/into his inueRiue otation. Stay, ſtay Philevex, ſaid ſhee, 
doe nordefile thy honeſt mouth, withthoſe diſhonourable ſpeeches thou artabour 
ro verer againſt a woman, :now moſt wretched, lately thy Miſtrefle.” Leteither the 
remembrance how great ſhe was, moue thy heart to ſome reverence ;orthe ſeeing 
how low ſhe is;ftirre io thee ſome picie. It may bee truthdoth make thee deale ya- 
truly,and lone of juſtice frames vniuſtice in.thee; doe not therefore(ncither ſhale 
thou neede)tread vpon my deſolate tuines. Thou ſhalr havethat thouſeckeſt; and 
yet ſhalt not be oppreſſour of her , whocannot chooſe butloue thee for thy fingu- 
lar faith cothy; maſters. iL doe not ſpeake this to-procure mercie, or to prolong my 
life, no,no;Iday vnto-you will notliue, bur Iam oncly loth;my death ſhould bee 
engrieued with any wrong thou ſhouldeſt doe vnto mee. -I hate been' too painfull 
aiudge ouermy ſclfc,to Uclirepardon in others:iudgement. I haue been too cruell 
an executioner of mince owne ſoule,- to defire that execution of iuſtice ſhould bee 
ſtayed for me. Alas,they that know how ſorrow can rent the ſpirits,they that know 
whart fiery hels are conraited in afelf-condemning mind,need not feat ehat fear can 
keepe ſuch awe from deſiring to be ſeparated from that which nething but death 
can ſeparare:Itherforefay to rhee(O iuſtTudge)thatI and anely I, was the worker 
of Bafelixa death. They were theft handsrthat gaue vnto himthe poyTonous poti- 
on that hath brought death to him;-and, Jeſſe ro. Arcadia; it was I and none but I; 
that haſtned his aged: yearestoan'vnnaturall end, and that have made all his peg» 
ple orphans of.theirroyall father. Iam the ſubicRrhat hauckilled my Prince, Lam 
the wife that hauemurdred my husband, Iamadegenerate woman, an vadoer of 
this Countrey. a ſhame of my children. Wharwouldeſt thou haue ſaid more, Oh 
Philewax ?andall thisI grant, there refteththen nothing elſe ro ſay, but that I des 
ſire you, yowuwill appoint quickly fometorid mee of -my.life, rather 'than theſe 
hands, whichelſe aredeftinied vnto:it; and that indeede it may be done with ſuch 
ſpeed as I may not longwdie.in this life, which I.haue in ſo' great horrour; with that 
croſſed her armes, and fate downe iypon the ground, attendingthe Iudges 
anſwer, But a great while it was; before anie bodit coukibecheardpeake ; the 
| whole pecapleconcurring in a lamentable crie, {ſo mnch had Gywecia's: words and

But at lengrhliereuerent awe they Roodin of Everchw , brought them 
toa filent waiting his derermination , who: hauing well:conſidered the abomte 
nationofthe fa, attending more the manifeſt-pruofe of fo horriblca treſpaſle, 
confeſſed by her ſelfe; & proued by others,than anie thing relenting tothoſctragi- 
call ptiraſes ot hers (apter to ſtirreavulgar pitic, than his minde, which hated euill, 
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in-what colours ſocuer hee found it) having conſidered awhile with the principall 


men of rhe. countrey, and'demanded theirallowance, beedefivitivelypayethis . 


ſentence: Thatwhereas both in priuate aad publike reſpeRts,this woman had moſt 
hainouſly offended (in priuare, becauſe marriagebeiog the moſtholy.conjundion 
that falsro mankinde,ourof which all familics,and fo conſequently all facieties do 
raccede, which not only -by communitic of goods, bur communicie of children, 
15t0 knir che mindes ina moſt perfe vnion, which who ſo:breakes diffolues all 
humanigie, .noman liuing free from the danger of 1o neare ancighbour, ſhee had 
not oncly broken ir, but broken it with death, and the moſt pretended death that 
might bee : In publike reſpeR, the Princes perſons, beeing in-all monarchall go- 
ucraments the very knorof the peoples welfare, and lighrof allcheirdoings, ro 
which they ate got only inconſcience, bur in neceflitic bound to be loyall,ſhe had 
rrayeeroully-empoyſoned him, neirher regarding her countries profice, her own 
durie,nor the rigour of the lawes.)Tharthercfore,as well for the due ſatisfaction to 
crernall iuſticeand accompliſhment ofthe {rcad/en ſtatutes,as for the eucriaſting 
exampleroall wiuesand ſubiccts, ſhee ſhould preſently be conueyed tocloſe pri- 
ſoa, and there kept with ſuch foode as mighr ſcrue to ſuſtaineheraliue, vatill rhe 
day of her husbands burialljat which time,ſhe ſhould be buried quicke,inthe fame 
zombe with him : that ſo his murder might bee a murder to her-lelfc,, and ſhee for- 
cedtp keepecompany withthe body from which ſheehad made ſodereftablea ſe+ 
yerance; andlaſtly death might redrefle their diſ-ioyned conjunction of marriage. 
His indgement was receiued of the whole aſſembly, as not with diſlikiag;ſo-with 
great attoniſhment, the greatneſſe ofthe matter and perſon as:irwere ouerpreſiing 
rhe might of -rheir conceits;/ But when.they did ſer ir to the beanie, with rhe mon- 
ſtroulneſle of herougly mifdeed,they could notbut yeeld intheir hearts;chere was 
no ouerballancing.

ably well defetuing. Thus the excellent:Lady. Gynecia, hauing pailed fiucantichic- 
ty yearesof herage;cuentothe admiration of 'abeautifull made & badygand ha- 
ving gotin her owne knowledge, cuer ſpotted herſoule wit wilfull ride, but 
her,.immodergic.loyc of :Z z/mexe,' was bronghrfirſt by chevidlence ofcharatl-an- 
ſwered paſsion,& then byrhe deſpairing-conceirſhe rookof theimdgmenrgt God 
in her husbaods dearb and her owne-fortune,-purpolelyrponerthrow hepfolfe, 
and confirmecby a wrong confeſsion; that abhominable ſhame, whichewith 'her 
wifedome, ioyned torherruth, perhaps ſhemight haue refelled./ Then 1did Evar- 
'caxsaske Philanax,whetherit were he that would charge theewo young priſoners, 
er that ſome other ſhoulddocit, and heffit, according to-his eſtace;;as an'atsittant 


in the iudgement. Philenex told himasbefoxghedhad done, that heerhoughrno 
man 
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man could lay manifeſt the naughrineſſeof thoſe two yong men, with ſo much ei. 
ther truthor zcale ashimſclfe,and ctherfore he defired he might doe this laſt ſervice 
to his faithfully beloued maſter, as —_— the trayterous cauſers of his death 
an& diſhonour ;- which being done, for his part hee meant to giue vp all dealing in 
blicke affaires, fince that man was gone who had made him loue them. Philenax 
thus being ready to (peake, the rwo Princes were commanndedto tell their names, 
who anſwered according totheir agreements, that they were D5ophantas of Lyciz, 
& Palledias Prince of Iberis, Which when had ſaid,they demandedgo know 
by whar authoritie they could iudge ofthem, {ince they were nor onely forreners 
and ſonot bornevadertheir lawes, butabſolute Princes, and therefore nor tobe 
touched by lawes.. But anſwer was preſently made them, that C&cedis Lawes 
wereto hauetheir force vpon any were found in L2#ce4is. : ſince ſtrangers hane 
ſcope roknow thecuſtomes of a country, before they purthemſelues in it: & when 
they once areentred, they muſt know,thatwhat by many was made, muſt not for 
one bee broken. And ſo much lefle for a ſtranger, as hee istolooke for no priui- 
ledge inthar place,to which in time of neede, his ſeruice is not to he expeRed. As 
for _ Princes, whether they were ſoor no; the beleefe ſtood in their own 
words, which they had ſo diuerſly falſified, as they did not deſerue beleefe, - But 
wharſocuer they were, Arcadis was to acknowledge them bur as priuate men, 
fiace they. were ncither by Magiſtracie noralliance tothe princely bloud,toclaime 
any thingia thacregion. Therefore if they had offended (which now by the plain- 
tife and ricir defence was to wm ayer the lawesof nations; by the lawes 
of nationsthey wereto bechaſtiſed : it againſtthe peculiar ordinances of the pro- 
-uince, thoſe peculiarordinances were tolay hold of them. The Princes ſtoode a- 
while vpon that,demanding lcaſure to give perfeRt knowledge of their greatneſle; 
bur when they were anſwered; that in a caſe of a Princesdeath, the Law of that 
Countrey had eucr been, that immediatetriall ſhould be had : they were forced to 
FT char in thoſe names; they would as much as they could, couerthe 
:their royaliparentage,and keepeas long as might bee(ifeuill weredeter- 
mined againſt them) the cuill newes from their carefull kinsfolke, wherein the 
chiefe man they confidered was Everchus : whom the ſtran and fecret working 
of- iuſtice had brought to be the iudge ouerthem, in ſuch a ſhadow, or rather pit 

of darkeneſſe, the wormiſh mankind lives,thatncitherthey know how to foreſee 

nor what to feare : andare like tenisbals; tofled.by the racket of the higher paw 

ers. | Thus both ſides ready;itwas determined;becauſetheir caſes were epatate 

firſt Phi/enaxſhould be heard 4 Pyrocles,winom they termed Dizphantas, nd 
-chat heard, the others cauſe Id tollow, and fo receive together ſuck iudge- 
ment; 25they ſhould be found to haue deſerued. But Philevex that was cuen ſhon

© thoughtsbeing contuſed with the horrible multitude of them) neither doc I think

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our vertuvus cares Will be able to endure the report : but will rather imagine, you 
car ſome Tragedie inuented of the extremitie of wickednes,than a juſt recitall ofa 
wickednefſe indeed committed: for ſuch is the diſpoſition of the moſt lincere judg+ 
ments,thar as they can beleene meane faults, and ſuch as mans nature may flide ins 
to, ſo when they paſſe ro a certaine degree, nay when they paſle all degrees of vn« 
ſpeakeable naughtineſſe, then finde they in themſelues a hardneſſe to giue credit 
that humane creatures can ſo fromall humanity be transformed.Bur in my ſelf,the 
ftrengrh of my faith ro my dead maſter will belpe the weakeneſſe of my wr — 
in you, your excellent louc of juſtice will force you to vouchſafe attention : and as 
for the marter,it is ſo manifeſt, ſo pitifull euidences lye before your eyes of it;that 


I ſhal need to be but a brief recounter, 8 no rhetoricall enlarger of this moſt harm- *' 


full miſchicfe.1 will therefore,in as few words,as ſo huge a treſpaſſe can be contai- 
hned,deliuer vnto you the ſum of this miſerable faQ:leauing out a great number of 
articular tokens of his naughtineſle, 8 onely touching the eſſentiall points of this 
dolefull caſe. This man, whom to begin withall I know tor how to name, fince be= 
ing come into this countric, vaaccompanicd like a loſt pilgrime,from a man grew # 
woman,from a woman a rauiſher of women,thence a priſoner, and now a Prince: 
But this Ze/mane,this Diaphantus,this what you will (for any ſhape or title hee cati 
rake ypon him, that hath no reſtraint of ſhame) hauing vnderſtood the ſolitary life 
my late maſter liued,and conſidering how open he had layd himſelfe to any trayre- 
rous attempt, for the firſt maske of his falſhood, diſguiſed himſelfe like a wormati + 
which beingthe more ſimple and hurtleſle ſexe,might eaſter hide his ſubtle harmie- 
fulneſfſe, And preſenting himſclfto my maſter,the moſt curteous Princethat litied; 
was receiued of him with ſo great graciouſneſle,as might haue bound not only any 
atefull minde,butmight haue mollified any enemies rancour. But this venenious 
erpent,admitted thus into his boſome,as contagion wileaſily find a fit body for it; 
ſo had he quickly falne into ſo neat acquaintance withthis naughty woman,whon 
eu& now you haue molt iuſtly codemned,that this was her right hand,ſhe ſaw with 
noeyes but his, nor ſeceined to haucany life but in him, fo glad ſhe was to finde one 
more cunning than her ſelfe,in couering wickedneſle with a modeſt veile. What is 
to be thought paſſed betwixt two ſuch vertuous creatures, wherofthe one hath con» 
feſſed murder,8&the other rape, I leaue to your wiſe confidetation.For my hart ha. 
ſtens to the miſerable point of Befilivs murder, for the executing of w*® with more 
facility,this yong nymph of Diexe's bringing vp,fained certain rites ſhe had to per. 
forme: ſo furious an impietie had caried him fro all remembrance of goodnes,that 
he did not onely not feare the gods,as the beholders and puniſhers of ſovhgodly # 
villany,but did blaſphemouſly vſe their ſacredholy name,as a miniſter vhito it. And 
forſooth a caue here by was choſen, for the temple of his deuotiotis,a caue of ftth 
darkeneſſe,as did prognoſticate,hee meantto pleaſe the infernall powers;for there 
this accurſed caytife, vpon thealtar of falſhood, ſacrificed the life of the vettuous 
Baſilius, By what means he trained him thither, alas 1 know not, for if I might haue 
knowne it, either my life had accompanied my maſter, or this fellowes death had 
preſerued him. But this may ſuffice,that in themouth of this Caue, where this tray- 
tor had his lodging and chappell, when already maſter ſhepheard his companion 
had conueyed away the vndoubred inheritrix of this countrey, was Gy»#cia found 
by the dead corps of her husband,newly _— parrelled inthe garments 
of theyong Ladie, and teadieno queſtion rb haue fledro ſont place, accord 
totheir conſort, but that ſhee was by certaine honeſt ds arreſted : w 


in the meanc time , becauſe there ſhould bee Kft no renenget of this bloudie _

chief,this noble Amezor was violently gotten imothe chamber of the Lady 2hile- 
cles,wrhere by the mingling (as muchas in him lay)of her ſhame with his miſdeed, 
he might enforce her to beacceſlary ro her fathers death, & vader the countenance 
of; her and her ſiſter(againſt whom they knew wee would not rebell)ſeaz as it were 
with one gripe into their trecherous hands, the regiment of this mighty Prouince, 
Burt the almighty cic preu@ted him of the end of his miſchicf,by vſinga villain De- 
met 45 his hand to incloſe him in there where with as much forrificatioas in a houſe 
could be made,he thought himſelfe in moſt ſecuritie. Thus ſee you moſt iuſt iudge, 
2 ſhort and ſimple ſtoric ofthe infamous miſerie falne vpon this Countrey. Indeed 
infamous, ſince by an effeminate man, wee ſhould ſuffer a greater ouerthrow, than 
our mighricſt enemics haue been euer able to lay vpon vs. And thart all this,which I 
have ſaid is moſt maniteſt, as well of the murdering of B4ſ#/tes, as the rauiſhing of 
Philoclea(for thoſe two parts I eſtabliſhof my accuſation) whois of ſo incredulous 
aminde, or rather who will ſo ſtop his eyes from ſecing a thing clearer than the 

light, as not to hold for aſſured ſo palpable a matter.

deeds, which in words we cannor heare withouttrembling £ had ſhee I ſay no pra- 

Rice to leade her vntoit? Or had ſhe a praQice without conſpiracie © Or could ſhe 
conſpire without ſome body to conſpire with ? Andif one were,who fo likely as 
this, to whom the communicated I am ſure her minde, the world thinkes her bo- 
die, Neither let her words taking the whole fault vpon her ſelfe, bee herein any 
thing auaileable. For to thoſe perſons who hauc vomitted out of their ſouls 
all remnants of goodneſle, there reſts acertaine pride in cuill, and hauing elſe no 
ſhadow of gloric left them, they glory to bee conſtant in iniquity, and that God 
knowes muſt bee held out tothe laſt gaſpe, withput reuealing their accomplices ; 
As:thinking great courage is declared in being neither affeard of the hcauens, 
nor aſhamed of the world. But let Gynecze's ation dye with her ſelfe, what can all 


tet vsgravthim thus much more, as. to. fancie thes in. theſe foretold things, for- 
tune mightbea great Actor, perchance to an cuillend, yet toalefſe euill end all 
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the ſtarres ſent ſuch an influence vato you, as you ſhould be juſt wearie of your 
lodging and garments, when our Prince was deſteniedrothe ſlaughter 2 What 
ſay you to this, O ſhamefull and ſhameleſle creature 7 fit indeede to beethe dif 
honour of both ſexes.Butalas, I ſpend too many words in ſo manifeſt ani] ſo miſe- 
rablea matter. They muſt be fourec wilde horſes(which according to out lawes are 
the executioners of men which murder our Prince) which muſt decide this queſti- 
on with you. Yetſee ſo farre had my zeale to my beloued Prince tranſported me, 
that I had almoſt forgotten my ſecond parr; and his ſecond abhomination,Imeane 
his violence offered to the Lady Philoclea:wherwith as if it had wel become his wo« 
manhood,he came brauing tothe judgement ſeate: indeed our lawesappointnor {6/ 
cruell a death(alchough death too)for this fa&t as for the other. But whoſoener well 
weighes ir, ſhall finde it ſprong.out of the ſame fountaine of miſchieuous naughti- 
neſle, the killing of the father, diſhonouring the mother, and rauiſhing thechilde; 
Alas could not ſo many benefits receiued of my Prince, the iuſtice of nature, the 
right of hoſpitalitie,bea bridle rothy luſt, if notro thy crueltie © Or if thou hadft:

If his youth be not more defiled with trechery; - than the eldeſt mans age, let I ſay 
his youth be ſome cauſe of compaſſion, If heave not every way ſoughthe ouer-" 
throw of humane ſacietie, if hehaue doneany thing like a Prince, let his naming” 
himſelfe a Prince, breedea reuerence of his baſe wickedneſſe, If he hayie not brb-' 
kenallche lawes of hoſpitalitic,and broken them in the moſt dereſtable degree that' 
can be,let his being a gueſt, bea ſacred proteQion of his more than ſaluage doings ;" 
orif his whoriſh beauty, haue notbeen as the high way of his wickedneſſe, letthe 
picture drawn vponſo poiſonous a wood, be referued to ſhew how greatly colours 
can pleaſe vs. But if it isasit is, whar ſhould I ſay more,a very ſpirit of helliſhnaugh- 
tineſle ; if his a be to be puniſhed, and his defiled perſon not to be pitied,then re- 
ſtore vnto vs our Prince,by duly puniſhing hismurderers, for then we ſhall thinke 
himandhis name to liue, when we ſhall ſee his killers ro dye. Reſtorets the excel- 
lent Philocles her honour, by taking-our ofthe-world her diſhonour,and think that 
atthis day, inthis matterare the eyes of theworld vpon you, whether any thitig:

Thus when Pailanax had vt-" 
tered the vttermoſt of his malice; the made ſorrowthe cauſe of his concluſion; But 
while Philenax was inthe courſe of his ſpeech; and did with ſuch bitter reproaches 
defame the Princely #yroc/es,it was well to be feene, his heart was vauſedto beare 
ſuchiniuries, and his thoughts ſuch, asconld arnie chemſelues nh atly 
thing than ſhame: ' For ſometimes bluſhing; his blood 'with di motions

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comming and going, ſomerimes cloſing his eyes, and laying his hand ouerthem,

In 
things I ſay promoted with ſo cunning confuſion, as hauing mingled truths vvith 
falſchoods, ſurmiſes vvith cerrainties, cauſes of no moment with matters capitall, 
ſcolding vvith complaining, I canabſolutely neither grantnor deny, neichercan 1 
tell, whether I come hitherto be iudged,or before judgement to be puniſhed, being 
compelled ro beare ſuch vaworthy vyords, tarre moregricuousthan any dearh vn- 
to me. Butfince the forme of this gouernment, allowes ſuch tongue-liberty vnto 
hin, TI will picke as wellas I can out of his inueQiue thoſe few points, vvhich may 
ſeeme of ſome purpoſe in the rouching of me, hoping that by yourcafie hearing of 
me,you will ſhew, thatthough you hatecuill, yer you wiſh men may prouc them- 
ſclues not euil;ſo in that ke hath ſaid, you will-not wey ſo much what heharh ſaid, . 
as vvhat he hath proued,remembring that truth is ſimple and naked, and thar-if hee 
had guided himſelfe vnder that banner, hce needed not out of the way haue ſought 
ſo vile and falſe diſgracing of mee, enough to make the vntrueſt accuſation. be- 
lecued.I villeberetorejuins truth as my beſt eloquence, repeate vato you as much 
as I know in this matter, and then by the onely clearencfle of the diſcourſe, your 
wiſedome I know will finde the difference betwixt cauilling ſuppoſirion;and dire 
declaration, This Princc Paladixa and I being enflamed vvith loue, (a paſſion farre 
more eaſily reprehended than refrained) to the two peerleſſe daughters of: Baſo/iau, 
and vaderſtanding how he had ſecludedhimſelf. fromthe world, that like:Princes, 
there was no acceſſe varo him,yve diſguiſed ourſelues,in ſuch forms,as might ſo0- 
neſt. bring vs to the reucaling of our afteRions.: The Prince Paladiws had ſuch 
euent of his doings, that vvith Pamels's conſent lice was to conuey her out of the 
thraldome ſhee liucd in,to receiue the fubieRionofa greater people than her own, 
vntill her fathers conſent might be obtained. My fortune was more hard, for bare 
no mozxe loye to the chaſte P/i/oclee, than Baſilias decceined in my ſexe, ſhewed to 
mein ſo much that by his importunacy , I could have no timeroobraine the. like 
fauourof the pure Philecles, till thispelicie I found, taking vader colour. of ſome

A kindly compaſſion mo- 
ned thenoble Gentleman Simpathas, bur as for Ke/ander, cucry thing was ſpoken 
eitherby or for his owne deare gueſts, moued aneffeRin him : ſometimes teares, 
ſometimes hopefull lookes, ſometimes whiſpering perſwaſions in their cares, that 
ſtood by him, ro ſeeke the ſauing the two yoog Princes.But the generall multitude 
waited the judgement of Exerchss,who ſhewed in his face no morions,either at the 
ones or others ſpeech, letting paſſe the lowers of rhethorike,8& only marking whi- 
ther their reaſonstended ; hauing made the queſtion to be asked of Gynecia, who 
continued totake the whole fault vpon her ſelfe, and hauing called Demere: with 
Miſe and 2492/« (who by Philenex order had becne held in moſt cruell priſon) 
make 
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makea full declaration, how much they knew of theſe paſſed matters, and then 
gathcring as affured ſatisfaRion to his owne minde as in that caſe he could, not nee- 
dingto take leaſure for that, whereof a long practice had bred a well grounded ha« 
birein him, with a voice and geſture directed to the vniuerſall aſſembly, in this 
form pronounced ſentence. This waighty matter, wherof we are preſently codeter- 
mine,dothar the firſt conſideration yeeld two important doubts. The firſt wherher 
theſe men be to be judged : the ſecond, how they areto be judged. The firſt doube 
ariſeth, becaufethey giue themſelues out for Princes abſolute:a ſacred name,andto 
which any violence ſeemes to be an impictie. For how can any lawes, which arethe 
bonds of all humane ſocictie, be obſerucd, if the law-giuers, and law-rulers be not 
heldin an vntouched admiration? But hereto although already they haue been ſuf< 
ficietitly anſwered, yerthus much againe I will repeat varo you, That whatſocuer 
they be or be not, here they be no Princes, ſince betwixt Prince & ſubieRthere is 
as neceſlary a relation as betweene father and ſonne; and as there is no maria fa- 
ther, but to hischilde, ſo is nota Prince a Prince, but to his owne ſubies.There- 
fore isnot this place to acknowledge in them anie principalitie , withoutit ſhould 
at the ſame time by a ſecret conſent confeſle ſubieAtion, Yet hereto may be ob- 
jected, thatthe vniuerſall ciuilirie, the law of nations (all mankind being as it were 
coinhabitors or world-citizens together)hatheuer required publike perſons ſhould 
be of all parties eſpecially regarded, ſince not onely in peace but in warre,notonly 
Princes, but heralds and trumpets, are with great reaſon exempted from iniuries, 


This point is true, bur yer ſgtrue, as they that will receiue the benefit of a cuſtome, 


muſt not be the firſt to breake it, for then can they nor complaine, if they bee not 
helptby that which they themſelues hurt. If a Prince doe aQt of hoſtilitie, with- 
out denouncing warre, if he breake his oath of amitie, or innumerable ſuch other 
things contrarie tothe law of armes, he muſt rake heed how he fall intotheir hands 
whom hee ſo wrongeth, forthen is courteſte the beſt cuſtome he can claime, much 
more theſe men, who haue not only leftro dge like Princes, burto be like Princes; 
not onely entred into Arcadie, and ſo into the Arcadian orders, but into domeſti» 
call ſeruices , and ſo by making themſelues priuate,depriued themſelues of reſpeR 
duc totheir publike calling. For no proportion it were of iultice that a man mighe 
make himſelfeno Prince when he would doceuill,and might anew create himſelfe 
a Prince when he would nor ſufferevill. Thus therefore by all lawes of nature and 
nations, and eſpecially by their owne puttingthemſclues out of the ſanQuarie of 
them, theſe young men cannot in iuſtice auoide the tudgement : bur likepriuate 
men muſt haue their doings either cleared,excuſed, or condemned. There reſteth 
ahen the ſecond point, how to iudge well. And that muſt vadoubtedly be done,not 
by a free diſcourſe of reaſon and skill of philoſophie : bur muſt be tyed to the laws 
of Greece, and municipall ſtatutes of this kingdome. For although out of then 
theſe came, 8& to them mult indeed referre their off-ſpring, yet becauſe philoſophi- 
call diſcourſes ſtand in the general conſideration of things,they leauetocucry man 
a ſcope of his owne interpretation: where the lawes applying themſclues to the ne- 
ceſſarie vſe, folde vs within aſſured bounds : which once broken, mans nature in- 
finitely rangeth. Iudged thereforethey muſt be, and by your lawes iudged. Now 

the ation offereth it ſelfe to due ballance,betwixe the accuſersrwofold ion 
and their anſwer accordingly applied. The queſtions being, the one ofa faR ſim- 
ply the other of the quality of a ta. To the firſt they vie direR deniall, to the ſe- 
cond, qualification and excuſe. They deny the murther of the King ; and againſt 
mighty preſumptionsbring forth ſome probable anſwers, w* they do principol 
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fortifie withrhe » mm er {clfe onely.<ylpable. Certainly as in 
equalitie of conieRures,we are notto take hold of the worſe, butrather to be glad 
we may find any hope that mankind is not growne monſtrous (being vndoubredly 
leſſe euill a guilty man ſhould eſcape,thana guiltleſle periſh) ſo if inthe reſt they be 
ſpotleſſe,rhen is thisno fartherto be remembred. But if they haue aggrauated theſe 
fuſpicions with new cuils, then are thoſe ſuſpicions ſo farre to ſhew chemſelues, as 
ro cauſe the'other points to be throughly examined, and with lefle fauour weyed, 
fincethisn6 man can denie, they haue beene accidentall , if nor principall cauſes 
of the kings death. Now then weare toderermine of the other matters, which are 
hid to them; wherein they doe not deniethe fa,but denie; or at leaſt diminiſh the 
faulr: but firſt I may remember (though it were not firſtalleaged by them) the ſer- 
uices they had before done,truly honorable, and worthy of great reward, but not 
worthy to counteruailea following wickednefle, Rewardis proper to well doing, 
puniſhmenrtoeuill doing , which muſt not be confounded, no morethan good 
and cuill areto be mingled, Therefore hath it beenedetermined inall wiſedomes, 
that no man becauſe he hath done well before,ſhould haue his preſenteuils ſpared: 
bur rather ſo much the more puniſhedgas hauing ſhewed he knew how to be good, 
yet would againſt his knowledge bee naught. The fact then is nakedly without 
paſſion vr parrialitic to be viewed: wherin withoutall queſtion they are equally cul- 
ble. For though he that termes himſelfe Diaphanrmus,were ſooner diſappointed of 
is purpoſe of conueying away the Lady Philoclea,than he that perfwaded thePrin- 
celle Pemela to flic her countrey, and accompanied herin it : yer ſeeing in cauſes of 
this naturethe will by the rules of iuſtice ſtanderh forthe deede,they are both alike 
tobe found guiltic, andguiltic of haynous rauiſhment. For thoughthey rauiſhed 
them nor from themſclues,yerthey rauiſhedthem from him that owed them, which 
was their facher. An a puniſhed by all the Grecian lawes, by the loſle of the head, 
as a moſt execrable theft. For if they muſt dye, who ſteale from vs our goods, how 
much more they,who ſteale from vs ghar, for which wee gather our goods 2 and if 
our lawes haue it ſo in the priuate perſons, much more forcible are they robe in 
Princes children,where one ſteals as it were the whole ſtate and well being of that 
people, being tyed by the ſecret of a long vſe, to be gouerned by none but the next 
of that bloud. Neither let any man maruell, our anceſtors haue bcene ſo ſeuere in 
theſe caſes, fince the example of the Phenician Europa, but eſpecially of Grecian 
Helene, hath taught them, what deſtroying fires haue growne of ſuchſparkles. And 
although Helene was a wife, 8 this but a child, that booteth not, fince the principall 
cauſe of marrying wiues,is, that we may haue children ot our owne. But now let vs 
ſee how theſe yong men [truly for their perſons worthy of pity, if they had right- 
ly pitiedthemſclues) doe goc aboutto mitigate the vehemencie of their errours. 
Some of theit excuſes are commonto both, ſome peculiar onely ro him that was 
the ſhepheard. Both remember the force of loue, and asit wererhe mending vp 
of the matter by their marriage : if that vnbridled d-fire which is intituled loue, 
might purge ſuch a ſickneſle as this, ſurely wee ſhould hage many louing excuſes of 
hatefull miſchiefe. Nay rather,no miſchiefe ſhould be committed; that ſhould not 
be veiled vnder the name of loue; For as wel he that ſteals mightalleage the love of 
mony;hethat murders,the louc of reuenge;he that rebels, the loue of grearneſle, as 
the adulterer the louc ofa woman. Since they doe in all ſpeeches affirme they loue 
thar,whichan ill gouerned paſſion maketh them to follow :'but loue may hane no 
fuchpriuiledge. That fweete and heauenly vniting of the minds, which properly is 
, called]oue, hathniv other knot but vertue, andtherefore if ir beearight louc, it can 
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| nener-( da inro anic ation thar i3 not vertuous. The other,& indeed more effeQual 


reafon.is,thar they may be married -vato them, & ſo honorably redreſs the diſhonor , 
of them,whot this matter ſeemieth moſt to touch, Surely if the queſtion vvere; 


whar were conyenient forthe parties , ;and not what is iuT in the never 
iuſtice;chere might be mach ſaidin it. But herein wee muſt conſider,thatthe lawes 
looke how to pteuent by due examples;that ſuch things be nor done: & not how ts 
ſave ſuch things when they are done; For if the / Is of juſtice ſhall take ſuch 
a ſcope, as ro meaſure thefoote ofthe law by a 

that conueniencie not by the publike ſocietie, bur by that which is fitteſt for them 


which oftend : young —_— men, andrich'men, ſhall euer finde private cot! 
iace 


ueniences how-to pa uch committed diſorders,as to the publike ſhall not on 
ly be inconuenient, but peſtilent, The marriage perchance might bee fir for them; 
bur veric vafitwere ittothe ſtate, roallow a patrerne of ſuch procurations of mar- 
riage. Andthus much doethey borhalleage, Further goes hee that went with the 
Princeſlc Pamele,and requireth the'benefit of 4 Counſcllor,who hath place of free 

rſ{wafion : & the reaſonable excuſe ofa ſeruant,thar did bur wait of his Miſtreſs: 
Without all queſtion, as Counſellors haue great cauſe ro take heede howthey ad- 
viſe any thing,dire@ly oppoſiteto the forme of thar preſent goucrnment, eſpecial- 
ly.when they dot ſingly. without publike allowance : yer ſo is the caſemuch more' 
apparant; ſince neither ſhge-was an effeuall Princeſle, her farther being then alive 
and chough hee had beene dead,ſhenvteomerg the yeares ofauthoritie, nor heher 
ſeruant in ſuchmaner to obey her,but by his ownpreferment firſt belonging to D64 
metas, and then to the king, and therefore if notby Arcadi« lawes,yertby houſhald 
orders, bound to have done nothing without his —_ Thus therefore ſince 
the deedes accompliſhed by theſe rwo, are botha ble and inexcufable,I do 
inthe behalte ot wſtice, and by the force of Arcedis lawes pronounce, that Dis» 
pbantus (hall bethrowne our of a hith towereoreceiue hisdeath by his fall. Pals- 
dias (ſhall be beheaded,therime beforethe ſugne ſer:the = Mantines:the exe- 
cutioner, Dametes : which office hee ſhall execute- all che daies of his life, for his 
beaſtly forgetting rhe carefull duetie hee owed ro his charpe.- This ſaid,heeturved 
bimſclfero Philepax, and twoof the other Noblemen; — to ſee 
the iudgemevr preſently: performed.:Fbilenax more greedie than any hunter of his 

rey, wentſtraight to.lay hold of theexcellent priſoners, who caſting a farewell 
_—_ one.yponthe other,repreſentedin their faces as much wappalled conſtancy; 
asthe moſtexcellent courage candeliver inourward graces. Yet if atallthere were 
any ſhew of change in them, it. was thar 23r00/es. was ſomewhat nearer ro baſhful- 
ncile, and Muftderss troanger, borhouer-ruled by reaſon & reſolution,” But as with 
great vumber of armed. men, ®brhenax was deſcending vato them, and that Maſido- 
Ys was beginning ro-fay fomethingin Pyrocles behalte,behold Xa/ender,thar with 
armes caſt abroa _—q_—_ mourh'came crying to Exerchas, holding aſtranger in 
bis hand that cryed much morexhan he;defiringthey might be heard ſpeak before 
the priſoners were temoued,cuegthenobleGenrieman Simperber aided them invit 
and cakingifuch as' heecould command, ſtopped Fhilepex berwixtcntreatic and 
forcc,from cartying away the Prioces; vntillicwere heard what new matters theſe 
men did.bring, Soagainemountingto the Tribunall, they hearkenedro the ftran- 
gers vehement ſpeech, orratherappaitionateexclayming. It was indeed Kelodalus, 
abe faithfull friend of Adufidarar; rowhora bismaſter, whet.in defpire'ot his beſt 
rn ann nenoc— became aflaue to affeRion, had ſent the ſhep- 


ard Mews{os to behercſied: by the helpe of whoſe raymentin the meanc timehe | 
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2duanced himſelfe to that cſtate, which hee accounted moſt high, becauſe it might 
be ſerviceable to that fancie,which he had placed moſt high in his minde, For Afe+ 
' wales having faithfully performed his errand, was as faithfully impriſoned by K4- 
lodales.But as Kelodalws performed the firſt part of his duety in doingthe comman- 
dement;of his Prince : ſo vvas hee with abundance of fincere loyaltic extremely 


edvyhen hee vnderſtood of Menalcs the ſtrange diſguiling of his beloved '©: 


maſter, For as the as hee and -his coufin, Pyroc/es had done in Hſie, had filled 
all the carcs of the The/a/ians and Macedonians with noleſſe ioy than admiration : 
ſavyas thefeare of their loſle no leſle grieuous vntorhem, when by the noiſe of re: 
port they ynderſtood of their lonely committing themſclnes to the Sea, the iflue 
of which they had no way leatned. Bur now that. by XMena/car he perceived 
vyhere hee was, ghefling the like of Pyr66/es,comparing the vauſedneſle of this a& 
vvith the vnripenefſe of their agegſceing in generallconieure they could do it for 
nothing that might nor fall our Gangerous: he was ſomewhile troubled with him- 
felfe, whatto doe,betwixr doubt of their hurt,afhd doubt of their diſpleaſure. Oftets, 
he vvasminded(as his ſafeſt and honeſteſt way)ro reucaleit to the King Exarcbus : 
thar both his authority might preuent anie domage to them, and vnderhis vvings 
he himſel fromight remaine fate. But conſidering aiourney ro Byzentmmm (vvhereas 
yet he ſuppoſed Exarches lay) would require more time,than he vvas willingto re- 
maine doubtfull of his Princescſtate, he reſolved at length ro vvrite the matter ro 
Euarchus,and himſclie the while to goe into Arcedie : vncertaine vvhatto do when 
hee camethicher, burdeterminedrodoe his beſt ſeruiceto his dearemaſter, if by 
any good fortune hee might finde him. And ſoit happened, that being cueo this 
day come to Mantinea, and aSvvaiily and attentiuely as heecould , giuingcareto 
all reporrs,in-hope to heare ſomething of them hee ſought, hee ſtraight receiued a 
ſtrange rumour of theſe things :but, ſo vncertainly ,-as popular reports "ſo 
rare accidents. But this by all men he was willed;to ſceke our Kelander a great Gene - 
tleman ofthat Countrey,who wauld ſooneſt ſatisfic himofalloccurrents. T hus 
inſtructed: hee cameeyeraboutthernidſt of Exerchw indgement to: the deſert: 
where ſceinggreat mukitudes , and hearing vaknowne names of Palladixs and 
Dizphantws,and not able to preſle torhe.place where Exarchas fate, he enquired for 
Ke/anderand was ſoonebronght vnro lum; partly becauſe he was generally known 
yntoall men; and parely becauſe hee: had withdrawae himfelfe fromhe preaſe; 
when he perceiued by: Exerches wards vvhitherthey tended, being natableto cn» 
dure his gueſts condemnation. Hee enquired: forthwith of Ke/a#dey the cauſe of 
the aſſembly ;and whether the fame were true of Zuurchus preſence: who wirh mas. 
nic teares made adolefullrecitall vato him zbothof' the 4wazor and ſhepheard, 
. ſetting forth their narurall graces and, ing eheirpitifoll vadoing.' Bur this 
deſcription made Ke/ads/vs immediately: knowrthe ſhepheard was his: Duke, and 
0 iudging the other to. bee Pyrocles., and ſperdily communicating it: to. Kelenden, 
Who be ſaw did fauour their caſe; they brake thepreaſewirbaſtoniſhing cue 
man with theircries.And being cometo Exarchus, Ke{odalxs fell athisferte, telling 
him theſe he had iudged, were hisowne Sonneand Nephewy'theonethecomfort: 
of Aacedop,the other the — Theſſalis,: Withrany fuch like words; but 
as from a man that aſſured: hi irthat matter hee ſhould neede ſmall ſpeech”, 
while Xal/ewdcr made itknowne to.all _ -whar'the-priſoners weret'to whom 
heeiTriedthey ſhould ſalute their ther, andiioy inthe good hap the godshad ſent 
them ; who were no lefie glad; thanallthe people amazewdbatthe ſtrange event of 
theſe matters. Eucn Philenex ownerencngetullheart was mullified 5 wienhee ſaw 
Ba; / from 
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from diuers parts of the world ſo neare kinſmen ſhould meete in ſuch aneceſſitie, 
And withall the fame of Pyrocles and Meſidores, greatly drew himtoa compalfio- 
nate conceit, and had alreadie vnclothed his face of all ſhew of malice. But Exer- 
+hus taid a good vvhyle vpon himſelfe, like a valiant man that ſhould receiue a no- 
tible encounter, being vehemently ftricken with the fatherly loue of ſo excellent 
. children; and ſtudying vvich his beft reaſon, wharhis office required: at length 
with ſuchakind'of gravitie,as was neare to ſorrow,he thus verered his mind: I rake 
witneſle of the immorrall gods (ſaid hee) O- Arcadiens, that what this day I haue 
ſaid; hath beene out of my aflured perſwaſion, what iuſtice it ſelfe and your iuſt 
kwes require. Though ſtrangersthento mee, I had no deſire to hurt them, but lea- 
ving aſideall confiderations of rhe perſons, Iweighed the matter which you com- 
mitted into my hands, with my moſt vnpartiall and fartheſt reach of reaſon. And 
thereout haue condemned them to loſetheir lives, contaminated with ſo manic 


foule breaches of hoſpitality,ciuility & vertue. Now contrary to all expeRations, - 


Tfindthem ro be my onely ſonne and nephew, ſuchvpon whom you ſee whar gifts 
nature hath beſtowed: ſuch who haue ſo ro the wonder of the world heretofore be- 
haved rhemſclues, as might giue iuſt cauſe to the greateſt hopcs, that in an excel- 
lentyourh may be conceiued. Laſtly, in few words, ſuch,in whom I placed allmy 
mottall ioycs,and thought my ſelfe now neare my graue,to recouer a new life. But 
alas, ſhall Inftite balt « Or ſhall ſhee winke in ones cauſe, vvhich had Lywees cies 
In another#fOr rather ſhall all priuate reſpes giue place to that holy name ? Bee 
it fo, beit ſo, let my gray haires be laid in the duſt with ſorrow, let the ſmall rem- 
nant of my life beto me an inward and outward deſolation,and to the world a ga- 
zing ſtocke of wretched miſerie : but neuer,neuer lerſacredrightfulneſſe fall : it is 
immortall,and immortally ought to bee preſerued. If rigtitly I haue judged; then 
rightly I hauc iudged mine owne children : vnleſſethe name of a child ſhoald have 
forcero change the neuer changing Tuſtice. No,no, Pyrocles and Mafidorus, I pre- 
ferre you much before my life,bur I preferre Tuſtice as tarre before you: while you 


didlike your ſelues, my body ſhould willingly hauebeene your ſhield,bur Icannor 


keepyou from rheeffes of your owndoing:nay I canor in this caſeacknowledge 
you for mine: forneuer had I ſhepheard to my nephew,nor euer had woman tomy 
ſon, your vices haue degraded youfrom beitrg Princes,8& hane difanuld your birth- 
right. Therefore,if there be any thing left in you of Princely verrue,ſhew it in con- 
ſtant ſuffering , that your voprincely dealing hath purchaſed ynto you. For my 
part I muſt tell you, you hane forced a father ro rob himſelfe of his children, Doe 
youtherefore,O Philanax, and you my other Lords of this countrie, ſcethe iudge- 
ment bee rightly performedin time,place and manner, as before appointed. With 
that,though he wouldhaue refrainedthem , a man might perceiue the teares drop 
downe his long white beard. Which moucd not onely Xa/oau/us and Kalander to 
roring lamentations, bur all the aſſembly dolefully ro record thar pitifull ſpeta- 
cle. Philanax himfelte could nor abſtaine fram great ſhewes of pitying ſorrow,and 
manifeſt withdrawing from performing the kings commandement. Bat Mafids- 
rus having the hope of his fafetie, and recouering of the Princeſſe Pamele, which 
made him moſt deſirous to liue, fo ſodainely daſhed ; but eſpecially moued for his 
deare Pyrocles, for whom hee was cuer reſolued his laſt ſpeech ſhould be,and ſtirred 
vp viith rage of vnkindnefſe, he thus ſpake: Enioy thy bloudy conqueſt,tyrannicall 
Exarchss,(aid he;for neither is convenient the tile of a king ro a miurtherer, nor the 
' remembrance of kindred toa deſtroyer of his kindred. Goe home and glorie,thar ic 
hath beene in thy power, ſhametfully to kill Mofidores. Let thy flattering CO 
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dedicate Crownes of Laurell vnto thee, that the firſt of thy race.thou haſt ouer- 
thrown a prince of Theſ/a/is.But for me I hope theTheſalians arc not ſo degenerate 
from theiranceſtors,butthat they will reuenge my iniury ,& their loſſe vponthee,l 
hope my death is ao more vniuſt to me,than itſhalbe bitter tothee, howſocuerit be, 
my death ſhall criumph ouer thy cruelty ; neither as now wohldI ljye,to make my 
life beholding voto thee: But if thy cruelty hath nor ſo blinded thine cies, that thay 
canſt nor ſeethine own hurt,if thy hart be not ſo diueliſh,as thou baſt no power but 
to torment thy ſelf,then look vpon this yong Pyroc/es with a manly ee; if not with 
' @ pitifull: Giue not occafion tothe whole earth to ſay, ſce how the gods haue made 
the tyrant tear his own bowels!Examine theeies 8 voices of althis people,8& what 
al men ſce,be not blind in thine own cauſe. Look,I ſay look vpon him,in whom the 
moſt curious ſearcher is able to finde no fault, but that he is thy ſonne, Beleeue ir, 
thy owne ſubics wil deteſt thee, for robbing them of ſuch.a Prince,in whom they 
haue right as well as thy ſelf. Some more words rothat purpoſe he would haue ſpo- 
ken: but Pyrocles who often had cald tohim, did now fully interrupt him, defiriog 
him nor to doe him the _ to giuc his father ifl words before him, willing him 
to conſider it was their owne fault, 8 not his vniuſtice,& withall,toremember their 
reſolution of well ſuffering all accidents, which this impatiencie did ſeeme to varie 
from: & then kneeling down with all hutnbleneſle, he tooke the ſpecch in this order 
to Ewerchus :If my daily praiers tothe almighty gods, had fo farre preuailed, as to 
haue granted me the end whereto I haue direted my aQions , I ſhould rather haue 
beene now a comfort to your minde,than an example of your juſtice, rathera-pre- 
ſeruer of your memory by my life,than a monumet of your iudgmentby my death, 
But ſince it hath pleaſed their vaſearchable wiſedomes to ouerthowall the defies 
I had to ferue you,and make me become a ſhame vnto you; fince the laſt obedience 
I can ſhew you is to die : vouchſafe yet O father (if my fault haue not made me al- 
together vaworthy ſoto terme you) vouchſate I ſay toler the few and laſt words 
your ſonne ſhall euer ſpeakgnot to be tedious vnto you. And it the remembrance of 
my vertuous mother, who once was dear vato you,may beare any ſway with you, 
if the name of Pyrocles haue at any time becne pleaſant, let one requeſt of mine, 
which ſhall notbee for mine owne life, be graciouſly accepted of you. What you 
owe to iuſtice is performedin my death : a father to hape executed his only ſonne, 
will leaue a ſufficient example for a greater crimethan this. My bloud will fatisfie 
the higheſt point of cquitie, my bloud will fatisfiethe hardeſt hearted in this coun- 
trey. O ſauethe life of this Prince ;thatis the onely all I will with my laſt breach 
demand of you. With what face will you looke vpon your ſiſter, when inc 
ward of nouriſhing mee in your greateſt need, you take away, and in ſuch ſort take 
away that which is more deare to her than all the world, and is the onely comfort, 
wherewith ſhe nouriſheth her old age 2 O giue nor ſuch an occaſion to the noble 
Theſ/alians, for euer to curſe the match that their Prince did make with the 24ce- 
dou bloud.By my loſle there followes no publike loſle, for you are to hold the ſear, 
and to prouide your ſelfe perchance of a worthier ſucce{lpur. But how oan you or 
all the earth recompence that domage that poore Theſ/alia ſhall ſuſtaine 2 whoſen- 
ding out (whom otherwiſe they would no more haue ſpated than their owneeyes) 
their Prince to you, and you requeſting to haue him, by you hee ſhould thus dil- 
honourably be extinguiſhed.Ser before yau I beſeech you,the face of that miſerablg 
people , vvhenno ſooner ſhall the newes come that you haue mer your Nephew, 

ut Withall they ſhall hearc that you haue beheaded him. How many teares they 
ſhall ſpend, how manic complaints they ſhall make, ſo many iuſt execrations wo 
light 
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light ypon you.And take heed O father(for ſince my death anſwers my fault,while 
I live 1 will call vpon that deare name ) leſt ſeeking too preciſe a courſe of iuſtice, 
you bee not thought moſt vniuſt in weakning your neighbours mightie eſtare, by 
raking away their only pillar. In mein methis matter began, in me let it-receiue his 
ending. Aſſure your ſelf no man will doubt your ſeuere obſeruing the lawes, when 
it ſhall be knowne Ezarchw hath killed Pyroc/es, But the time of my euer farewell 
approcherth : if you do thinke my death ſufficient for my fault,and do notdefirero 
make my death more miſerable than death : ler theſe dying words of him,that was 
once your ſonne, pierce your cares. Let Msſidoras live, and Pyrocles ſhall livein 


him, and you ſhall not want a childe. A child,cried out 444ſideres,to him that kills 


Pyrocles ? with that he fell again toentreate for Pyrocles,and Pyro:les as faſt for A#- 
fidorus,cach employing his wit how to ſhew himſelf moſt worthy ro die,to ſuch an 
admiration of all the beholders, that moſt of them examining the matter by their 
owne paflions, thought Exarchas, (as often extraordinary excellencies, not beeing 
rightly conceiued,doe rather offend than pleaſe)an obſtinate hearted man,and ſuch 
an one, who being pitilefſe, his dominion muſt needs be inſupportable. Burt Ewarchus 
that felthis owne miſerie more than they,and yet loued goodnefſe more than him- 
ſelfe, with ſuch a ſad aflured behauiour as Cato willed himſclfewirhall,when he had 
heard the vttermoſt of that their ſpeech tended vato, he commanded againe they 
ſhould be carried away, riſing vp from the ſeate(which he would much rather haue 
wiſhed ſhould haue bin his graue } and looking who wouldtake the charge whereto 
every one was exceeding backward.Put as this pitiful mater was entring into,thoſe 
that were next the Dukes bodie, might heare from vnder the veluet wherewith hee 
was couered, a great voyce of groning. Whercat euery manaſtoniſhed (and their 
ſpirits appalled with theſe former miſeries,” apt ro rake any ſtrange conceit) when 
they might perfectly perceiue the bodie ſtir,then ſome began to teare ſpirits, ſome 
ro looke fora miracle,moſt to imagine they knew not what. But Philenex and Ke> 
lanaer,wholeeyes honeſt loue [thoughto diuers parties) held moſt atrenriue, leape 
tothe rable, and putting off the velucr couer, might plainely diſcerne,wirh as much 
wonder as gladneſſe, thartthe Duke liucd. For ſo it was, that the drinke he recciued, 
was neither as Gyecza firſt imagined, a loue potion, nor as it was after thought 'a 
deadly poyſon, but a drinke made by notable art,and as it was thought not without 
naturall magick,to procure for thirtie houres ſuch a deadly fleep,as ſhould opprefie 
all ſhew of life. The'cauſe of the making of this drinke had firſt bin,that a Princefie 
of Cyprs,grandmother to Gynecia,being notably learned{and yet notable with all 
her learning ro anſwer the obiections of Capid) did furiouſly louc a young noble- 
man of her fathers Court. Who fearing the kings rage, and not once daring cither 
to attempt or accept ſo high a place, ſhe made har ſleeping drink, and found means 
by a truſtie ſeruant of hers {who of purpoſe inuiced him to his chamber )ro procure 
him, har ſuſpeRed noſuch thing,to receiue it. Which done, he no way able to refiſt 
was ſecretly caried by him into apleaſantchamber,inche midſt ofa garden ſhe had 
of purpoſe prouided forthis enterpriſe, where that ſpace of time, pleaſing her ſelfe 
with ſceing and cheriſhing of him, when the time came of the drinkes endof wor- 
king, and he more aſtoniſhed than if he had falne from the cloudes, ſhee bad him 
chooſe cither then to marry her,and to promiſe ro flyc away with Her in abarke ſhe 


had made ready,or elſe ſhe would preſently cry out,and ſhewin what place he was, 


with oath he was come thither to rauiſh her, The Nobleman in theſe ftrai 
beautie preuailed, he married her,and eſcaped the realme with her. And after many 
ſtrange aduentures, were reconciled tothe "Y her father,after whoſe death they 


reigned 
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reigned. But ſhe grarefully remembring the ſeruice that drinke had done her, pre- 
ſerued ina bottle (made by ſingular art long to keepe it without periſhing) great 
quantity of ir,withthe torctoldinſcription,w**wrongly interpreted by her daugh- 
ter in law the Queen of Cypres, was giuen by her to Gywec/e ar the time of her ma. 
riage;and the drink finding an old body of Baſi/zus, had kept him ſome houres lon. 
gcr in thetrance,than it would haue done a yonger. But a while it was before good 
Baſolss could come againe to himſelfe : in which time Everch#s more glad than of 
the whole worlds Monarchy.,to bee rid of his miſerable magiſtracie,which euen in 
iuſtice he was now to ſurrender to the lawfull Prince of that Countrey,came from 
the thronevnto him, and there with much adoc made him vnderſtand how theſe 
intricate matters had falnc out. Many garboyles paſled through his fancy before he 
could be perſwaded Zelwmane was other than a woman, Ar length remembring the 
Oracle which now indeed was accompliſhed(not as before he had imagined) con- 
fidering all had falne out by the higheſt prouidence,8& withall weighing in all theſe 
matters his owne fault had beene the greateſt , The firſt thing he did, was with all 
honourable pompe to ſend for Gynecis : who (poore Lady) thought ſhee was lea: 
ding forth to her liuing buriall : and (when ſhe came)to recount before all the peo- 
ple,the excellent vertue was in her, which ſhe had not only maintained all her life 
moſt ynſpotted, but now was content ſo miſerably todye, to follow her husband. 
He told them how ſhe had warned himtotake heed of that drink : & ſo with all the 
| exaltings of herthat mighrbe,publickly deſired her pardon for thoſe errors he had 
W's committed. And ſo kiſſing her,left her to receiue the moſt honourable fame of any 
fl Princefſe throughout the world,all menthinking (fauing onely Zyroc/es, and Phile- 
cles, who neuer betrayed her) that ſhe was the perfeR mirrour of all wifely loue, 
Which though in that point vndeſerued,ſhe did inthe remnant of her life duly pur- 
chiwich obſerning all dutie and faith tothe example and glory of Greece : ſo va- 
"a certaine are mortall iudgements,the ſame perſon moſt infamous,and moſt famous, 
| and neyrher juſtly. Then with Princely entertainment to Eearchus, and many kind 
words to P3rocles, whom fill he dearely loued though in a more vertnous kind,the 
mariage was concluded, to the incſtimable ioy of Evarchus, (towards whom now 
MXafidoras acknowledged his fault) betwixt the peerelefle Princes and Princeſles. 
Philenax for his ſingular faith eucr held deare of Baſi/ivs while he liued,and no leſſe 
of Mesſiderss,who was to inherit that a mn therein confirmed to him and 
his the ſecond place of that Prouince,with great increaſe of his liuing ro maintaine 
it. Which like proportion he vſcd to K/odelns in Theſſalis : highly honouring K«- 
lander while hee liued : and after his death continuing in the ſame meaſure to loue 
and aduance his ſonne Clitophor.But as for Symparhes, Pyrocles,(ro whom his father 
. in his owntime gaunethe whole kingdome of. Thrace} held himalwaies about him, 
giuing him in pure =_ great City of Abaera.But the ſolemnities of theſe mari- 
ages with the 4rca4;es paſtorals, full of many comical aduentures hapning tothoſe 
rurall lovers, the ſtrange ſtories of Ar#exisand Plexirtas,Eronaand Plangus, Helene 
& Amphis/us,with the wonderfull chances that befell rhem:the ſhepheardiſh loues 
of Mena/cas with Kslodelss daughter : the poor hopes of the poore 2hilifides inthe 
rſuit of his affeRions ; the ſtrange continuance of K/#ius and Strephons defire : 
ly the ſonnet of Pyrocles,named Pyrophilus,and Melidera, the fairedaughter of 
Pamele by Maſiderss, who ecuen at their birth entred into admirable fortunes;may 
awake ſame other ſpiritto exerciſe his pen inthat,wherwith mine is already dulled.

(with ſpeedy flight) paſt the limits of 4Arcadie: ſoas in tew dayesthe Court was fil-

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In meane time Amphialas, by the skilfull care of _4r#elis, was againe brought to 
enioy that, whoſe loſſe hee would accompr his chiefeſt happineſſe; and faintly 
withdrawing the couer that obſcur'd his weake ſight , and ſerling his lookevpon 
 Artelis, Father, ſaid he, if you felt the inward agonies of my tormented ſoule, as 
you ſee the deſperate ſtare of my low-brought bodice, I aſſure my ſelfe you would 
not bee ſo inhumane, there toemploy your endeauours , where when they haue 
wrought their effect, they ſerue only to confirme the memory of forepaſſed cala- 
mity, with the growing apprehenſion of future misfortune : but ſince my deſtinies 
haue ſo ſer downe, that the whole courſe of my life ſhould be incuitably diſaſtrous, 
I muſt thinke my Tragedie is not yet ated, though what worſe than hath befalne 
me cannor be imagined, or what may be kept in ſtore(more than I haue paſsd) fat 
exceeds my apprehenſion,though not my expectation, . 

Here he began to runne ouer his vafortunate loue to Philaclea,the killing of Par- 
thenia, his ouerthrow in the encounter with the blacke Knight ; inſerting manic 
more diſgraces, which, the moſt enutous of his glory,would not haue caſt as aſper- 
ſions on his well-knowne fame. Thus with the thought that Fate (whoſe working 
he could not limit) had reſerud him for more miſchicte, he ſuffered his wounds to

Two dayes fince the departure of Amphia/as poſted away, ſtriuing in vaige to 0- 
vertake their irrecouerable fellowes ; and now the third was come, to bee pro- 
logue to the following Tragedie, when Hefex({laking the violent courſe of her in« 
 ceſſanr plaints)gaue occaſion ro her ſeruants to be the lefſe miſtruſtfull of her aQi- 
ons,thinking that time began to weare away her ſorrowes. Bur ſhe (as by rhe cuenr 
was gathered) vſing this as a policieto rid her ſelfe of the curaber of carefull atten- 
dance, when(now her truce,in ſhow, with ſorrow,& the reſtrainr of her plaints had 
wroughtthe effcc ſhe defired) raking her truſty ſeruant My/ama with her, leauing 
a letter with Lada (whom, beſides Mylama, ſhe only truſted with this ſecret) which 
vpon the firſt knowledge of her flight ſhould bee giuen to Drew the chicfe of her 
councel! , wherein ſheexcuſed her ſecret ſtealing away by a vow paſs dro Apollo, in 
ſuch manner to goea pilgrimage to De/phos. Shee put her ſelfe on her journey, ha- 
hauing an army of paſſions for her conuoy, led by Loue and waited on by Deſire, 
in hope of what ſhee knew was hopelefle, yer often checking her deſpairing fore- 
ſight, with ſuch vnlikely poſſibilities, asaffeRion (vpon theſe occafions) is wont to 
ſupply. 

| Yo daics ſhee had not wandred {changing places, torenue her companions in 
ſorrow) whencomming into a pleaſant valley, where, ot each fide, many trees(in 
the greene leau'd mantle of rheir ſummer liuerie) did appatrell two neighbour 
mountaiaes, where ſome Sun-burnt ſapleffc pines by the aduantage of the ground 
(like little in themſelues deſeruing birth onely enobled men) ouer-topp'drhe ſtrait 
vp raiſed Cedar,the ſtock of ſelfe-begun honour. Through this flowrie plaineran 
a manic-Headed chryſtall eurrent,thar did indent the earthas it fmoothly glided by, 
to make the ob!igarion of friendſhipbetweenthem more firme: and whereit fame- 
like encreas'd by traucll, there (as it was the naturall, fo) it ſeem'd to haue 
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beenethe politicke body of the ſtate of Springs; ſuch was the conſtant care ofthe 
fountain Magiſtrates,8& ſuch the wel-agrecing vnion of the watry Commons. Here 
ſhe ſtai'd(inuited by ſolitarines,the beſt repoſe for wearied ſorrow)yetgiuing no re- 
ſpit to her mind,ſhe ſpake nothing but Amphia/ms,or of Amphialns.O Amphialws,did 
e ſay : and tothis inuocation the flattering Nimph (that alwaies ſeconds what is 
ſpoken)did ioyne the like of her own; 8 Hellen,delighted to heare the ſound of fo 
ſweer a namebeaten back vpon her,for a time ſeal'd vp her lips, liſtening (with at- 
tentiue ſilence) what Eccho would haue further ſaid: but ſhe (who of all the powers 
of a reaſonable ſoule,only had a memory &a tongue only ſeruiccable to that vie) 
together gaue ouer to refle& her borrowed language,expeRting (with like ſtilneſle) 
her further ſpeech. But Hel{e»,not able longer to reſtrainethe ouerflow of her pan- 
ting heart,beganto cry out, Vnkind Amphia/ns.T hus alſo did the Eccho repeat. But 
ſhe hearing,by-the rebound of the words, Amphialus accus'd;Diſcourteous Nimph, 
faid ſhe,and how is 4mphia/ss vnkindezcan the harmony of ſuch excellence admit 
| ſo foulea faultto bearea part with his vertues ? Yet,wo is me, he is vnkinde: could 
his hard heart elſe ſuffer this loue of his, (which I only name, becauſe ir is the only 
art worth naming in me) thus long vnregarded 2 Could not my Crown (crown'd 
in being a footſtoole to 4mphiales) haue purchisd ſome reſpet 2 Alas no : how 
could vnhappy Helles expe the Fates reſeru'd fo great a blefling in ſtore for her 2 
She had not long debated the reaſons of her misfortune, when Rinatus (the only 
brother to Timothens,but yonger by many years) chanc'd topaſle that way: a man 
on whom Fame had beſtow d,anddeſeruingly,the name of Valiant ; yet of diſpoli- 
tion fo miſchicuouſly cruell, and ambitiouſly proud, that where his deedgs might 
well haueclaim'd fo great an honour,there his conditions/as wel weighed)brought 
a reprgachful burthen to the ballance of his reputation. He, (his father dying yong, 
and viilling to diſmember his eſtate,and vnable otherwiſe to ſatisfic the hopes of 
his ſonnes ambition) hearing of the warres of Lacoxia,went thither , where ſoone 


what hee had vndergone : and ſeruing vnder Eborbas (chiefe commander for the 
King) becauſe of the ſymparhic of humourSbetweene them (whereby Nature did 
infinuate for Ri»atus, and taught him Alatterie without difſimulation) he grew great 
 Inhis fauour. Soone after, this Eborbas, in a conflict betweene him and the Helors, 
being morrally wounded; yet in death, carefull of the welfare of his countrey, re- 
commended this X»atss (partly for his good liking of him, but principally for his 
experience in warres, and well-ſeconded iudgement)tothe King : who, though 
with ſome oppolition, the country men repining at his (a ſtrangers) aduancementr, 
after his trultic Eborba's death, preferred him to rheſame place : his diſcharge of 
which, outwent ſo farre the enuie of the icalous Noblemen, that well might their 
King and rhey, in the death of the valiant Eborbas, deplore thelofle of a priuate 
man,but muſt confeſlc,that his watchfull care and vndanted well-ordered courage 
did {uruiue in this their Generall. 
Inthis eſteem he had ſcarce lived a year, when hearing of his brother & nephewes 
death, rogerher with his vndoubted right tothe large territory which his brother 


he was lately aduanc'd; framing,in his concett, his new-acquired greatneſs but asa 
ſeproclimethe ſoueraignty of Leconia:which being'eleiue,he thought the caſter 
to be compas'd, hauing,by his bounteous affability,gain'd the hearts of the ſouldt- 
ers,8 beingalready poſicft of the chief Forts(the beſt ſtrength of the country wher- 
in he had plac't ſuch, who had their deuotions link't to his will, becauſe they _ 
| | A m 


he purchaſed the opinion of a man reſoluteto yndertake, and fortunate to execute 


in his life rime had enioyed, hee notwithſtanding continued in the charge to which 
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him the benefit of their creation. But finding the accompliſhment of theſe praQi« 
ces to depend vpon the death of the King, which his youth promiſed was vnlikely 
ſconc to happen, and fearfull to draw on the diſcourry of his practices, by ſeeking' 
ary ſecret meanes to make him away , whom the watchfull eye of duritull obſer» 
uance did warrant ſecure from any trayterous plots ; hee folicites the King todif 

nce with his preſence, who(ſeeing the ground of his iourney to bee the iuſt cauſe 
of his long deferr'd reuenge,for Timothew his brother,and Philoxenas his nephews 
death. Now a peace was lately concluded with the Helors,and therefore his abſence 
the more excuſable) vpon condition of a ſpeedy returne,though vawilling, yet for 
his atisfaRion, grants his requeſt : who now on his iourney;and hauing in his way 
ro croſſe this valley,met the vnforruvateQueen, whom,though her habit might diſ- 
guiſe,her words(ouer-heard)did aſſure &inates his willingneſleto beleeuc, that (he 
was the ſame ſhe ſo often ſpake her ſelfe to be, the vnfortunate Heller. 

A while he ſtood doubtful of the perſon,a while amaz'd at fo fortunate an encoun- 
ter,and a long time perplex'd what puniſhment his reuenge would iudge fit for (the 
conceired heinouſheſle of) his brother and nephewes death. Ar length the Queene 
(now firſt withdrawing her thoughts from that 0bie@,wherto affeRionin ſweeteſt 
contemplation had bound them, ſuffering her mind, before retyr d within ir ſelf, 
now to be inform'd by her ſeruants ſenſes)ſecing this ſtranger near her,began,asher 
manner was,to find by enquiry what he knew of Amphia/us,Wicked woman,repli- 
ed Rinatss, theall-ſeeing luſtice hath now deliuer'd thee to receiue fit puniſhment 
for Philoxenus and Timotbens death: and viing no more words,preſently caas'd her 
to be mounted on horſebacke, prolonging herlife to make her death more miſera- 
ble. Thus farre hath 34y/ame diſcouer'd,who,poore, Lady,was thereleft,moſt cru- 
elly beaten, to bee the reporter of K/#atxs revenge, and her Miſtris hard hap. 

The laſtaR of this Tragedie,my Maſter had the fortune to know, by one of truft 
 andgreateſteeme in the Court of Zeconia, to which Rinetss had conueied Helle, 
.whete, for atime, ſhee was honourably entertain'd, finding no want but of com- 
mand and liberty : the King, belike, tearing the power of the wronged Corivethi- 
ans, preſeruing her as a ſure Card fora deadlifr. But when he vnderſtoodthat one 

Tezarus (a man apt to praQtiſe innouations, and atthisrime able, when the 
headed multitude wanted the awfull preſence of their Soueraigne)tooke vpon him 
the gouernment, — title rothe Crowne as deſcended fromthole, from 
whom Helens anceſtors (as he alledged) had trayterouſly forc'dit. Then did the 
Tyrant of Lacovis,findingthe way ſecure for his miſchicnous praQice;vehemently 
importuned by Kinazes, and vrg'd forward by the politique wickedneſſe of his 
owne deſire to pleaſure the new King, ſecretly cauſe Helle» to be poyſoned. Such 
was the end of this great Queene,, iuſtly belou'd of all who heard the fame of her 
vertues, and therefore iuſtly to be deplur'd of all, who heare the varedeemeable 
lofle of ſo many perfeQions. | | 

Bafilius and the reſt of the Princes were much mou'd with ſo tragicalla ſtofy, 
eſpecially 44»fidorus , who (in ſearch of Pyrocles) hauing the fortune to ſee ber, 
could witnefle, thatthough fame had borrowedall mens mouthes to proclaime 
her many excellencies, yet it was far from _ right troher deſert, Butthis was 
no fit lodging for pitie ro dwell in, where ioy had ſogreat command. The meſſen- 

rtherefore being permitted to part, with free leaue for his Maſterto enter the 

its, Judges were appointed,and the Challengeproclaim'd. 5 

The Challenger vaderſtanding of the Kings liking of his demand; came 
forth of his Pauillion with Armour fo lively repreſenting nakedacſle ; _— 
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in many placcs, (where the ſtaunchlefle bloud, in the courſethe workeman had al- 
lottedir, ſeem'd to drop deſtruion) that many thought a madneſſe hadpofſet 
him (ſo vaarmed, ſo wounded) to preſent himſelfe in ſuch a tryall, where a ſurer 
defence,and a ſounder body were more needfull.Before him went ſixc,as Sauages, 
bearing the Launces for his firſt courſes ; who, comming within diſtance to bee 
heard,did fing theſe following Verſes. 


TI Oo ſane you fled from hence to that faire place, 
The happy period of a well-run Kace : 


Too late 1 ſbay in priefe's eternall night, 

To ave thu penance for my oner-fight. 

Once let me aye, let not my dying life 

Prolong my woes, and keeye my thoughts at flrife: 
Let him that did offend your heanenty eyes, 
Now pleaſe your anger with ſelfe-ſacrifice. 


Then one of them reaching him alance, he began his courſe againſt 7 zro Prince of 
Andrie,famous for his conſtant loue to the faire Lyais, now married and Queene of 
_ Epire,andcuer fortunate in the courſe of his aduentures : but here his fortune gaue 
place to vertue, or rather joyn'd with her to aſfiſt the naked Knight; for at the third 
_— he was put beſide his Sadcle, much bruiſed in body,and no leſſeafflited 
in minde, 

"The nextthat ſupplyed his place, was Pawſanias, a Maecedprien, one whogn his 
lare wars had done Eeerchss faithfull ſeruice ;and now, thinking to be as ſucceſle- 


full in this enterpriſe, had put on Armour to doe honour to his Miſtris: but his firſt 
courſe compell'd himto acknowledge hee was deceiu'd, ſeeing himſelfe fall fo far 


ſbort of his expeRation. 
To him ſucceeded Nicevor, a Corinthian Knight,aduanc'd by the new king: one 


extremely confident of himſelf, becauſe neuertryed,and now very forward, fearing 
to be preuented of the honour, for which already, in conceit, he had triumphed at 
Corinth, with the great applauſe ofthe people,and the good liking of the King. But 
the naked Knight,at ſecond courſe,cut off both his life and imagined trophee : for, 
couching his unce,andallotring it in his courſe a iuſt deſcent, rightly lenell'd by 
his wel-1udging experience, it met with Nicewors fight, 8& paſſing thorow that weak 
reſiſtaace,it pearc'r his righteye,and with ithis brainegſo as Nicaror fell down for- 
getfull both of his fore-thought fame 8 following reproach. With this aduenture 
the Tilting that day ended;the Sun,wirh looſe raycs, poſting to his Weſtern home, 
andthe naked Knight retyr'd himſelfe to his Pauillion, whence hee ſent his Page, 
who humbly, for his Maſter, intreated that his vawillingneſſe tobe knowne, ſhould 

excuſe the omiſſion of his dutic tothe King, 
Thus that night drew on, which, tothem who enioy'd delight, ſeem'd to haue 
pur onall her failes to be the ſpeedier in paſſing ouer. But farre other was the naked 
Knights apprehenſion : he (who made her vgly darkneſle a patterne of the ſorrow 
his afflicted ſoule endutr'd) thought ſhee was becalm'd.in the Sea of his misfortune. 
At length 2hebw weary of his importunity , made haſte to diſtribute his gratefull 
light,to his care-tyr'd ſenſes; 8& he,as ſoon imbracing the ſmalleſt ſhew of comfort, 
put on his Armour, About two houres afterthe Iudges being ſer,and Befiliss and E- 
#erchus (with the reſt of the Court)preſent, Leonarss the yong King of Fourw (who 
had bin there to acknowledge his beholdingnefſe to them , whom hee was _—_ 
ungly 
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yingly boundto) tooke the field. His Armour was of a darke colour;thorow which 
many flames ſtem'd to break out,as when the clouds, great in.labour with exhalati- 
ons,at length giue way to their more violent power: Histhree firſt Courſes prom 
ſed a more happy euent,than Fortune meant he ſhould enioy;forthaving perform'd 
them with a well-order'd firmneſle in his ſeat, and a mouing conſtancy in the Carri- 
of his launce, to the great delight of the beholders) the foutth time he was diſ- 
mounted: whoſe diſgrace Pyrocles was ready to exper ming hewas,by a ſecret look 
from Philocies,commanded the contrary. Thea Te , Phelavees and Diremus 
felt, with little aduantage in Fortuac, thelike ſucceſſe, +. Me 
Thus moſt part of that merning the naked knight, with little reſiſtance; had 
i the beſt again&all commers,which moſt of the lookers —_— publick acclamati- 
0n,did teſtifie: but he, hauing giuen over the vic of himſelfto ſorrow, ſomtimesby 
the careleſſe ſhaking of his head, did let them know, they burtlened his deſert wi 
the vopleaſing weight of his pn ſtaying awhile on horſeback,cxpecing the 
nextaducnturer,with ſuch a anour of himſelfe as (though ir did accuſe him of 
much griefe)could not conceale the _ of his ſtately preſence. But when he ſaw 
none ready to take the field with an humble bend taking his leave of the King , he 
ſaftly trotted towards his Tent, not ſamuchto m__ his body as to giueaquiet 
way tothe aſſaults of his mind. At kngth,when all the beholders expeRarion were 
almoſt wearied;thereentred the Liſts-a Lady,attended only by one Page, who ha- 
uing lighted, preſently went towards the place where Befi/as late; where firſt knee» 
ling,then taking away a black Scarffe(which griefe bad hyr'dtoioyne with herſelf, 
in cclipfing the exccllent feature of a moſt faire face) ſhe began to ſpeak: but. Befti» 
w & Gywecia haſtily ran tO imbrace He/es Queen of Corinrb, Forthis was (he. Great 
was the ioy for her reuiu'd preſence.and great the defire toknow the meanes ofher 
fafery : Bur ſhe (accounting theſagratulatagns cumberſome;andthe relation of her 
aduentures tedious) faxing watry cies an Bofiliae: Great King , Iam (Faid ſhee) 
that vafortunate Helen, ſometime Queen;of Corinrh,now both leprin'd of cxromne 
and kingdome,by Tezarss, Yet _ _ ——_ this,as fitto bee re a- 
mong my greateſt misfortunes? The cau now I come, is my care of afwphis- 
las his fabetie , in whomTIliue,:to whoſediftaing] haue vowed the tribute of thy 
conſtant loue : Hee (alas, why fhookd 1 liueto ſpeake it ?) not long fince following 
the courſe of his aduentures, came to-dmeſie,where he was taade priſoner, and'car- 
tied to Dane/bas Prince of that countrey ; whoſe brather it was Awhizins- his for- 
mae to kill in reſcue ofa Lady, to whom-he would baue offered diſhonourable vio- 
tence. Theſe newes came'to mirie cates (to atide'more to many miſcries): at that 
time when I chanc'dto be at De/phos, ung forth my heartieſt deuotions for my 
moſt beloued, my moſt vnkinde Ampbic/es :but the pitying god, cither toſtay my 
hands from the execution they intended(butto what end inighethat be ; that god 
knowes ; no time can vnbend my affection) or (as heauen granvibtaay hee} in com- 
miſcration of my caſe, thus comforted me ; oh chr wget

The JS as when the Ocean ſwels with the rage ofa tempeſt, if on a ſudden 
theſe blaſts beappeas'd, yet the proud waues , mindefull of their forepaſt iniurie, 
and indiſpos'd to ſo ſpeedie a teconcilement, ſome while retain the rough remem- 
brance ofthe windes malice : ſo were her thoughts, before mou'd by rhe ſtorie of 
deſpaireqthough now ſhe had cauſe of contented quiet,on aſudden,incapable of ſo 
vnlook'r for a happineſle , firſt doubt,then amazement, laſtly exceſſe of ivygby ſuc- 
ceſſion were admittedtothe Helm of her diſtreſſed hart.

At length (when theſe 
thoughts,that almoſt ouercameall the powers of life in him,werethemſeluesouer- 
come by his refolution)caſting himſclfe at Beſilins his feet,he thus ſaid: Great Sir,if 
treaſon ina ſubie, and vnanaruralneſſe in a nephew be puniſhable, here you haue 
before you a fitexerciſe for your inſtice : I am-that ſubieR, whole rebellion inter- 
rupted the contented quiet of my Kings ſolitarie life, & brought himto hehald the 
bloudierfagedy of a cuuill diſſenfionn his divided State: Tam that nephew,whom 
a wilful diſobedience made atraytortothe nearneſs of his bloud.Hither did I come

I doe acknow ir, faid 
Pyyocles,” and beſides this fauour (in which we have a common iatereſt)Sir, I maſt 
crane pardon for a wound given you at fucharime, when:belike you made Pari- 
ence youronly defence. Amphia/as ſtood withhis cyc fixed on. Pyracles : for his 
memory ſupply'd him with a confuſed remembrance of ſuch a face. Zeimaze hee

Great Sir ; that I was made priſoner by Rats, and by him carried to Lacowis, 
Fame(together with the newes of my ſuppoſed death)belike hath brought you:the 
reft,fince youeſteeme worthy your hearing, I ſhall eſteeme worthy my relation. 
' There yetgouerns(and thai) among the Nobility of Laconia, one Creton, 2 
maneleed rothe Crowne rather to recompence the deſert of his Anceſtors than 
for his own vertues,beloued 8& borne with for the ſame reaſon: ſuch an everlaſting 
monument,of it ſelf,can goodneſle leaue to poſtericy. To him when I was brought, 
my guilt 8 my guilty ſeltc, withthe beſt oratory Knatus had, was made knowne , 
who with vehement importunity defired,that my ſpcedy puniſhment(as my fault) 
ſhould beterrihle. Theking anſwered, Though he found his demands reaſonable,8& 
ſuch to which he was ſure there could be no oppoſition made, yet he thought it fit 
the Nobility ſhould be acquainted with ſo weighty a cauſe, before hee proceeded 
further init;zand ſo for this time (being committeg to the charge of Periinex, 
Chamberlain to the king)I was diſmiſt.The next day,the Councell being ſent for, 
my cauſe ran the hazzard of many opinions : ſomethought it fit I ſhould dye ; and 
though Tuſtice, ſaidthey , might nor diſpence with ſifch ſeuerity , yerit was fitto 
pleaſe Rinetus,one who had deſeru'd well,and had the powerfifotherwiſe he were 
dealt with) to reuenge his iniury. Others (the more in number, and efteem'd the 
wiſer, becauſethe king held with them) oppos'd this ſentence,alledging ſo inconſi- 
derate an a might call the ſafety of Lecomie in queſtion : for, ſaid they, ſhall wee 
thinke the Coriuthiaxs ſo degenerate, that being iuſtly incenc't againſt vs, they will 
not cndeauour to reuengethe death of yu Prince, inſhade of whoſe reigne they 
enioy thar peace and plenty their neighbours enuie them forzand if rein it, 
what people is ſo barbarous, whom the iuſtneſle of their cauſe will nor Pocure into 
the ſociery of this warre ? Seethen if a priuate mans ſatisfaRtion,be tobe compar'd 
to theſe enſuing dangers : no, let herliue, and whenthe gods do otherwiſe diſpoſe 
of her, let hercund come withoutthe ruine of Laconia: This determined, a new 
doubtaroſe, how I ſhould be diſpos'd of : They that before thoughtirexpedientTI 
ſhould dye (now that opinion was put by) concluded that it was beſt to ſend metro 
Corinth with an honourable conuoy, ſo totye them, by a perpetuall Bond of grati- 
rude, tobetheir friends, whom they ſo much fear'd to bee their enemics :the reſt, 
togratifietheking, whoſe affeRion they perceiu'd toleane that way (and wellaſ- 
ſur'd it was an aduice too profitable to be reieed thar gain'd a kingdome) though 
his promiſe after the Queens death /who not long before left him a widower) had 
been pas't to Lexzpia, a faireand vertuous Lady , daughter ro my keeper Partinexy 
yet they wiſh't, if ſo he pleas'd, my Crowne might winne meeto his bedde , litele 
doubting but I had thoughtit anegregious felicity to be ſograc'r. The King after 
many protraQions, at length, as if he were wroughtto ir (by adefireto fatisfie the 
Nobility rather than ſelfe-will) declares his mind,to be directed by them : which 


once knowne, behold the flatterie of Court beganne to fawnevpon mee 3 who 
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more obſeru'd, who more admir'd * only Kinaree,much impaticnt of this my great- 
nefſe (in Court) vetered ſome words in choller,which known (by further cn- 
quity )a conſpiracy of his againſt the King ; ſo as ſoonafter(the ratherto giue ice, 
whonthey ſtudicdro pleaſe ſatisfaRion) he was beheaded. 

Butlong ir was not before Fortunegneither conſtant to my happy aduerſity, nor 
aduerſe feliciry, had brought thither (ſent by the vſurper Tenarw) a wiſe, but wic- 
ked in t, whom he call'd his Ambaſſador, who laboured by the policic of 
his high reaching braine, and the ſecret praQices of his vndermining gold, ſo farre 

 forhis Maſtersends, rhat now in an inſtant theſtil-changing face of Court-reſpet 
beganto frowne vpon mee ; my death was decreed , and(vntill thetime were ap- 
inted for it) my ſelfmadea cloſe priſoner in my accuſtomed gaole.Butthe King, 
chiefly mou'd with the hope of my Crowne,and drawne by a ſelf-conccit of liking 
co my ſorrow, (which perhaps had a ſympathy wits melancholy) would necds 
continue the ſuit of his affeRion to me,though he durſt not interpoſe his ouer-rul'd 
authority for my liberty. Thus for atime did I liue , accompanied by ſome few 
whom the King might cruſt with his intents ; he in ſhew courting his firſt loue Lem- 
zis, 8& making that a pretence to come priuateto her fathers houſe neare adioyning 
to Court.But indeed (as at that time he could haue no reaſon to diſlemble with me) 
this kindnefle came another way : which Lemzi« ſuſpeRing, and being as fargone 
in affe tion to this double-dealing King , as hee was in the profeſsion of alittle-re- 
garded loue to me, her watchfull eye ſoon found the aduantage of a happy oppor- 
tunity to heare himſelfe ſpeahe his owne deceit , with ſucha heart-burning vehe- 
mencie, that Zemwis(who had plac't her ſelfe vaknown to either of vs,behinde the 
hangings) ſcarce could ſuppreſle her cntry , to play a part in our Comedie of affe- 
Qion. But to his demandstruth anſwered for me plainly, that death, in whoſe cx- 
tion I lia'd, would be far more pleafing, thanthe marriage he thought ſo rea- 
ſonable: adding withall ro my ſpecch,much of Zemnzs's praiſe, which ſhe deſeru'd, 
to inſtruct his eyes that indeed were blinde, in his choiſe. 

Bur when he parted, vowing to bee ſevere in my puniſhmentynlefſe I reſolued 
better at his next comming, behold Lems/s (with teares in her eyes)fell at my feer: 
and when hee ſaw amazement in my lookes, with a kinde baſhfulneſſertaking my 
hand,and xifing wich that helpe ; Vertuous Lady, ſaid ſhe,ifeuer you haue been ac- 

-quainted with the tyrannie ot all-commanding affeRion, to that _ Lappeale,. 
who (though courteſie and good maners oppoſe him) will find my fault excuſable: 
This man, who in your preſence hath beene the trumpet of his owne inconſtancie, 
firſt with the vehement proteſtation of his ſincere affeRiongwonne mee in grateful- 
| nceſſe to meerhim, inthe recompence of his vaknowne diſcimulation,if ſuch then it 
were; and now with the good _ of the State , were the ſolemnitics appointed 
fot our marrifige, when your arriuall croſtthoſe hopes, anddrew his thoughts to 
their naturalltemper of vaſtayedneſle. Burfince I haue found by this fortunate vn- 
manonerlineſſe, your anſwers ſo reſolutely oppos'd to his demands, henceforth I 
vow to worke your freedome,or bring my ſelfeto periſh with you. Her fault found 
an cafie pardon at the tribunall ſhee appeal'd too : I thank't her (as there was good 
cauſe) for her deſire of my good, only I wiſht, if my freedome could not bee pro- 
cur'd wirhout dangerto her, ſhe yould notheape miſerics vpon me,by ioyning her 
ſclfe a companion in my diſaſters. She comforts mee with the hope of aberter 
euent : and to bring her intention toa wiſhed ſucceſſe, ſhee winnces my vowilling- 
neſſe to ſhew ſome fauour to the King ; which next day 1 did, hauing plac Lemnis 

where ſhee had plac't her ſelfe the day before, to bee a wirnelle to our ——— : 
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for otherwiſe perhaps her louethis ſecond time might have egg'd het ſuſpition, al- 
readie prone that way, to the diſtruſt of a praRice berwizt vs. And Kappy was his 
forc't diſsimulation : for the King nor er 12" his comming to me;had receiu'd 
aduertiſement that the vſurper of Corinth had leuicd an Army, and fer forth manie 
ſhips roinuade Leconis , making the delay of my promiſed exccutionthe pretence 
of this warre : which being alſo knowne, they {who together with this forreine 
enemie feaxed the rebellion ofthe Helots , who alway lay in vvait foran opportu- 
nity of heladriai) now, motethaneuer beganto {olicite the King to farisfie 
ſo potent attenemy inſo iuſta demand. The King well weighing the iminent dan» 
ers that were to _o_ by my — _ the = comfoit he diden- 
toy by the prolonging of my life,(likely euery day roencreaſe my obſtinacy,bei 
el wr Jones Fat would dye for his ditdafning Maſters) Aon ready 70 dell 
uer me ouer as a ſacrifice for the Statc and Country , when behold; hisfailes were 
filld with a ſelfe-opinion in my fauour.Borne vp therefore withthe wings of hope, 
he returnes to Court, where Loue (or ſome indulgent Fate)inſpiredthis/proieR in- 
to his head : He calls the Nobiliry,and after a long narration bf the miſchiefes that 
hung oner Lacenie, he defires their aduice for prevention,” They gladtharche onl 
oppolſer, as they thought, of their defignes, would have corheir direti- 
ons, in that cauſe wherein they were icalous of his partaking, aftera flattering inſi« 
nuation (the common exordiam tomen of his place)they concluded rhar-it was fic 
Hellen ſhould dye. I doubt it nor, faid heznor was itto that end ] ſougtic your coun- 
file, that the neceſsity ofthe times,the welfare of our perfon,and rhe preſeruation 
of our ſtarerequired her death : butit much perplext mee, that our fame ſhould 
bleed with her, or thatthe world ſhould ſay,therhrears of the King of Corinth had 
inforc't vs to beheadher whom lately wee wereto take to wife. *T was this, my 
Lords, that caus'd my mifinterprered reſolution hang in ſuſpence : for this I haue 
rurn'd my inuention into all formes, and now behold I haue foundaneuen way to 
leade me betweenethe perils of athreatned war, and theill-bought quier of an ig- 
nominious peace. My will is, ſhee be broughtro Court (for Pertinex hishouſe I 
thinke not conuenient for this proieR) 8 plac't here, withſuch aboutheras I kriow 
moſt truſtie in ſuch a ſecret : chen, thar her keepers at fartheſt within-two daies 
ſon her ; which done, weele giue it our ſhe dyed ofa diſeaſe : and to confirme 
chisopinion inthe vulgar, wee will honour her death wirh ſuch funerall pompe as 
« the ſtate of herlife required. Thus ſhall our cauſe of diſſention with Corinth be ta- 
ken away, and wee freed from that imputation the world might iuſtly lay vpoa vs. 
The Nobility with filent admiration, began to applaud whar hee had determiried; 
chiefly Partinex , who (making the common cauſe his pretence) labaur'd by all 
meanes toconfirme a reſolution ſo neceſlarie for his daughter Lewis happineſle; 
The King hauing diſmiſt the Councell,acquaints me with theſe his proceedings, 
ſetting forth with no meane pride the pregnancy of his owne wit, who had Fr 
a way to ouer-reach ſuch gray-bearded dorards:: for, ſaid hee, you ſhall that night 
when youarethought tobe poyſoned,be conueyed hetice(by twoof chicfeſt truſt 
about me)vnto my Caſtle of Nices: then will I cauſe a ftatue, form'd to your pro- 
portion, to becoffin'd = which (forſooth) my graue Councell ſhall ſolemnly 
waite, and performe the obſequies in that ceremonie requiſite ; meanetime you 
ſhall live, and liue beloued of him who hath vadergone this dangerous enter- 
priſe, and will doe many more to indeare his ion to you. And when 
the limmes of this diſ-joynted State bee ſet pe , you ſhall bee refior'd to

But I was ſcarcea moneth abſent, when he whoſe ejes held the raines of his can- 
ſtancic, the abicQ being remou'd, married (as it was before determined) the beau- 
teous Lemmnis; who now 'in poſleflion of his loue, ftick't not ro make knowne to 
him this whoſe matter, which otherwiſe in her behalfe I was bound to keep ſecret.

Know thereforg, moſt conſtant Ladie, rhat accompanied onely with Fidariomy 
Page, when I had paſt the limits of your dominion , atthat time of day whenetie 
high mounted Sunne makes leaſt ſhadowes, wearicd with trauetl , and defirous of 
ſome ſhelter from the Sunnes violent rayes , I laid my felfe vnderthe protetionof 
an Olive tree, thinking to ſet my mutinous thoughts ar peace, but it wouldnotbe :

Arhis fall Fidariocame in, who helping to fit on 
the armour, of which we haddisfurniſhtthis vnſeruiccable knight, 1 mounted on 
his horſe, that ſcem'd'to haue' regarded my haſte more than minc owne : & riding 
on the ſpurre, I ouertooke my company; for ſathey would needs make themſclues, 
faluting me by the name ot my friend S«:16arfis, Burtheir better obſeruance ſoon 
utthem-out of that opinion ::ſoas gheſling (indeed rightly) that I had kil'd Said 
ris, and by that meanes got his armour ; without deftre ro bee furcher than by 
their owne conicRure fatisfied, they ioyn'd:all hands in his revenge.Bucthe Ladies 
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[ends : for when my father and F/vearohad drawn their agreements toahead,then,

_ » (My nameis Leawcaae, the onely daughter ro Court Bronte, a man of large poſ- 


ſeffronsinthis Countrie , whom (you may well think, becauſeinexpeRation of his 
larids) many ſucd for, andthoſe not of the meaneſteſteeme : but my careleſneſſe of 
lone had taught me ſuch a carriage, that further than of the fauour of my courteſte 
(of whichthey did all indifferently partake) none couldboaſt.

Bucthe excellent 
Planges(than whom this age ſhewes not, forconduQin warre a better Generall) 

with the well orderingthoſe few reſolute Troupes, 8 skilfull induſtry in choiſe of 

aduantages ; in two ſet batrels put him to the worſt: After whichthe Duke,nor able 

to re-inforce his weakened power, put himſelfe (with the relicks of his late ouer- 

throw) into his chiefe Citic, wherein we were priſoners , to which FLewges, finding 

no. open reſiſtance, with wondrous celeritic followed him.

(whoſe deſert was far ſhort)could expect but diſdain. Diſdain, ſaid Amiphictne ! you 
renuea pumſhment: your mercy did once forgiue, And here with reares in his gies, 
he would haue kneel'd tobegge a further pardon : but Hefew,killing away the buty

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them for his moſt aduantage, he ſets vpon his enemy, who dream'd of nothing but 
ſecurity. . Bur what ſhould I fright you, moſt deare Lady , with the particularsof 
this fight * It will ſuffice you know, that Plengw: (doing things in his owne perſon, 
paſtthe power of expreſſion) made a bloudy laughter among them. Some few 
there were that eſcaped, among whom Plexertes (fortune beingalway indulgent ro 
miſchiefe) found, in the ſpeed of his horſe, a diſhonourable ſafeguard for his wret- 
ched life. T his tumult being ſoone perceiu'd by the citizens (whom ſorrow made 
watchfull, and the well-knownetreacheries of ?lexerr«c, ſuſpicious) they as ſoone 
imagined this was _— of his, contrary to his faith giuen, to ſacke thetowne. 
This once conceited, ir ſeemed by the hideous cries and confuſed lamentations, 
that, as ſorrow had pur on the vizzard of nightto make griefe vgly; ſo black night 
had borrowed the mouth of ſorrow to implore compaſſion. The people leauing 
their walls and houſes, ran to their Temples 8 Altars, offering vp{as they thought) 
their laſtdeuotions to their gods, Nor did this miſtake bring forth the efte of 
miſtruſt only in the Citie : the Campe had likewiſe this feare added to their preſent 
misfortune : for F/exertes ſouldiers (like Satyrs, frighted with the ſound of the 
horae themſclues blow) thinking the Vantguard of the enemy had centred the 
rowne, and caus'd this confuſion; durſtnot venture to make themſclues maſters of 
it.

ie. Withthis thoughe ſhe was ready to begin againe, when P/angss, falling at her 
feer, let her know the cuent of ſo many dangers vadergone for her : Whereat Ero4 
'#« being much aſtoniſhed, lifting him vp from the ground, thus ſaid ; Prince F/ew- 
.ges, you come in a fit time to receiuea hearty welcome, and-as hearty a farewell. 
W hat I meane by this leaue-taking,alas you will roo ſoore know : now ſuffer mee, 
only at ſuchatime, when the cnd will aſſure you Idid not flatter, ſpeake a few 
"words. I would haucyou belecue, yer Iam ſorry, for your ſake, I hauepratis'd 
ſucha meaneto worke a beleefe in you : True it is, moſt excellent Plewgss (nor let 
that truth accuſe me of inconſtancie) that ſince the death of Antjphilas, whoſe me- 
moriecuenat this rime is deare to mee, though ar firſt the exceſle of ſorrow had 
clos'd vp my minde from the thought of a ſecond choiſe , yet enforc'tby your de- 
ſert, and to reward mine owne louc in rewarding your defires, I was reſolu'dto fa- 
———_ and make my felfe happy : but my enuious Fate , finding thetimes fit to 
cauſe me to deſpaire, hath made your felfe the inftrament to barre our hopes for e- 
-yer:Deare Erona,replicd the Prince, what may there now bee thatthe moiſt partiall 
_ indgementcanequall tothe exceſle of content Flawges enioyes in the welfare of his 
'frce and louing Erame?For this I haue pay'dthe mercifull heauens the tribute of my

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vowesand teares : tothis harbour, —_ the Sea of priefe, (hauing imbarqu't 
my carcfull loue in the ſhip of my defire) Ihaue alway bent my courſe , and ſhall I 
now, when my wiſhes be at anchor in ſo ſecure a hauen, fear fortune £ No,no,moſt 
deare Lady, you are the life and being of whar I only cſteeme happy.

rows,braughtan vntimely ſet to thy ſun ſhine of goodnefle: & do the heauens mean 
I ſhould breathe, that haue ſo much wronged them? What doe they doe ? will they 
heare meſpeak that kil'd Erove?Butthey would haue meliue,totorture me withthe 
memory of my guilt.

lefle defire to die 2 This ſaid (but with a countenance thar promis'd no ſuddenneſle 
it the execution,cſpecially to me who was Maſter of his ſword, his onely offenſiue 
weapon) behold with a down- caſt look (which forrow excus'd, though deceit had 
then, I am ſure,pur it on for further miſchicte) and ſuch a pace as vicd ſlowneſle to 
the ſame end,he approach'r the window ; where the remaine of Erna 5intercepted 
draught, appointed by the deſtinies to be fatall rochem both, ſtood in a gile cup : 
this he haſtily takes,and as haſtily drinks off. [,all confus'd,pale,and trembling(as if 
the poyſon had wrought irs cffeR in me) made, alas, roo fluw ſpeede to him. But 
Plangus, (now firſt preſenting an vnfained cheartfulneſſe in his lookes,' as if this 
draught had giuen him life)kneeling near Erone; Diuine ſoule, ſaid he,if confidence 
in thy Planzus conſtancie makes thee houer near this ſacred manſion of thineto ſee 
the end of his ſuffrings,O ſtay a white & beare me wichthee : thy preſence, when I 
appear before Kedamerth, will be a countenance tomy cauſe.

' Whatmy ſorrow was to be a lookeron theſetragedies,theſe tears,euen arthe re- 
membrance of that time,may teſtifie : yer _—_ the bodies ro be imbalmed/with 
the Nobleman, who in her life time had beene fairhfullro'S&r9ne) difſembling the 
death of Plerger, leſt ir ſhould work an innouation among the fouldicrs, with ſome 
choiſe Troupes of light horſemen 1 followed P/exertas,who poſting to Court;had 
recciued aduettiſement from thence, how Argwto(the admirable ehgine by whom 


he wrought much miſchiefe) being lately falne fromthe faith vowed to his practi-

this extremity hee might hauc recourſe; O chen the vglineſle of his guilty conſci- 


ence, that yntill this time had made peace with his wickedneſfe, preſented beforc 


him the progreſſe ofhis ill-ſpent dais, 'drawneto lite in thecolours of defpaire : 
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now his farher,; now his friends, Tidess and Tele#or were ſummon'd by his ſoule ts 
make particagainſt him. In this affright he continued all thar day;,which was 
time ſufficient for him to reade ouer his miſdeedes : & when the flent ni 
in her Ebon Chariot, had pred her curtaines to hide her brothers face, ?lexertaw 
(glad to ſee her flatter his minde in this likeneſle of darkneſſe) reſolu'd, by deſpaire, 
the gods wonted mercy for his faults, and well aſſured men had lefley he fecrer- 
went intoa Garden,to which a backe doore from his chamber led him : where, 
loathing as much to die,as wiſhing he were dead;he ſpent ſome time in excecrations 
on himſelfe. Ac lengrh,tyinga cord (newly taken out of his bed)to the ſtump.ofan 
Elder tree (that ſtood with ſuch conueniencie as if it would inuite himtothar exer- 
ciſe} he {liprinto his death, eafing the carth vnrill morning of the burthen of ſo de- 
teſtablea wretch. | 

But when the day appear'd, and made knowne his death, the Magiſtrates of the 
towne (ſtriuing who could be beſt ſighted in the diſcouerie of the murther, hoping 
to hauc the reward of their diligence from their Queen Artexie) ſoon found our,as 
amanto be moſt ſuſpeRed,the meſſenger come from Court, whom Plexertus had 
(till late in the night)keptin his chamber,coknow of him the particulars of Argato's 
reuolr.

I remember minecares were 2tany time more loaden, than when {cither angred 
with ſlow payment, or moucd with our learncrlike admiration) hee exerciſed his 
ſpeech in the praiſe of his facultie. He.ſaid ſouldiers were the nobleſt eſtate of man- 
kindg8: horſemen the nobleſt of ſouldiers.He ſaid they werethe maſters of war, 8 
ornaments of peace, ſpeedy goers,and ſtrong abiders;triumphers both in Camps 8 
Courts:nay, to ſo vabelccucd a point he proceeded, as thatnocarthly thing bred 
ſuch wonder toa Prince,asto be a good horſe-man.Skill of gouernment was bur a 
Fedanteris in compariion : Then would he adde certaine praifes, by telling whata 
peerleſs beaſt the horſe was, the only ſeruiceableCourtier without flarrery,the beaſt 
of moſt beauty, faithtulncſle,courage,8: ſuch more,thar if T had hot bin a peece of a 
Logician before I came to him, I think he would have perſwaded me to haue wiſhed 
my ſclfe a horſe. But thus much at leaſt with his no few word$he drauc into me,thar 
ſelfe-loue is better than any guilding,to makethat ſeemgorgeous wherin our ſclucs 
be parties. Wherein if Pag/ranes ſtrong afteRion and weak arguments will not fari(- 
fic you, giue you a nearerexample of my ſelf, who I know not by what miſchance 
in theſe my not old yearcs and idleſt times, hauing lipt into thetitle ofa Poct, am 
prouoked to ſay ſomething vnto you in defence of-that my vnelected vocation : 
which if I handle with more good will than good reaſons, beare with mee, fince 
the ſcholar is to be pardoned that followeth the fteppes of his maſter, And yet I 
muſt ſay, that as I hauemore juſt cauſe to makea pititull defence of poore Poetrie, 
which trom almoſt the higheſt eſtimation of learning, is falne to be the laughing 
ſtocke of children; ſo haue I need to bring ſome more auaileable proofes, fince the 
-former-is by no man barr'd of his deſcrucd credit, the filly latter hath euen the 
"names of Philoſophers vicd to the defacing of it, with great danger of ciuill warre 
among the Muſes. And firſt truely to all them that profelsing learning inucigh 
againſt Poetrie,may juſtly be obiected,that they goevery neareto vngratefulneſle, 
toſceke todetacc that which inthe nobleſt nations & languages that are knowne, 
hath bin rhe ficit light giuer to ignorance,and firſt aurſe, whoſe milke little and - - 
| cnable 
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efiabled them 16 feede afterwards of rougher knowledges. Andwill youplay the 
Hedgehogge,that received intothe denne,gdrauc QorFirs wt px dre 
_ Vipers,that wirh heir bireh kill their parents? Let learged Greece ivatiy vfhermma- 
pifold Sciences, be able ro ſhew me one booke before Meſew,Homer and | 
threenothingele burcPoers, Nay, letany whe ml as. that car lay atly 
Wrirers werethere before them, if they were notmen of the Skill:tas Orptecs, 
Zinus,and ſome other are named; who hauing beenethe firſt ofrhar countrey thar 
made $ defiverers of their knowledgetothe poſterity, may iuſflychallengeto 
bee: rheir fathers in learning. For not onely in time they had vhis'privrity; 
(atthongh in it ſelfe antiquity bevenerable)bur went beforethem,as cauſestodruw 
wirh their charming ſweerneflethe wilde vnramed wits toan admiration of ktiovw- 
ledge. So as Awvphiow was ſaid ro mouc ſtones with his Poctry,xo build Thebrr:and 
Orphew to be liſtened toby beaſts, indeed ſtonic and beaſtly people. Soamong the 
Romians were Linins, Andronicas, and Ennins. So inthe 1telien language; the fi 


that madeitto aſpireto be a treaſure-houſe of Science were the Poers Dawre,#heave, © 


and Fetrerch, Soinour Exeliſh were Gower and Chancer : after whom, encouraged 
and Yelighted with their excellent foregoing, others have followed to beautifie our 
mother rongve:; as well inthe ſame kinde as other arts. This did fo notsbly fhewir 
ſelfe,that the Philoſophers of Greece durſt nota long time appeareto the world, 
vaderthe maske of Pocts. So Theles,Empedocles,and Parmenides,fangrtheir 
Philoſophy in verſes. So did Pyrhagores and Phociflides their morall Counſcls. So 
did Tirtess in warre matters, and S#/o# in matters of policie : or rather theybei 
Poets, did exerciſe theirdelightfull veine in choſe points of higheſt knowledge; 
which before them lay hidden to the world. For, thar wiſe S#/ow wes: 

Poer, it is manifeſt, having writtenin Verſe the notable Fable-of the vantuernichs 
Iſland, which was continued by Plaro.And truely enen Plerr; wholotuer well con- 
fidereth,ſhall find that in the body of his work, though the infide and ſtretprh were 
Philoſophie,cheSkinne as ic were and beautie depended moſtof Poary;: For all 
ſtands vpon Dialogues, whetit he feigns many honeſt Burgeſſes of 4thes? to peak 
of ſuch matters, that if they had beene ſet on the racke,they-would never haugicon- 
feſſed them : beſides his Potticall deſcribing the circumſtance of their mevritg; as 
the well ordering ofa Banquet, the dtlicacie of a Walke, withenterlacing mere 
Tales,as Gges Ring and orhers, whichi,who knowes not to be flowersof Poetry tid

never walke into Apollo's Garden.Andcuen Hiſtoriographers,akthovy

ſound of things done, & vetity be written in their forcheads,have bin gladits 


row both faſhion, and perchance weight ofthe-Poets. So Heroderws entituled his 
Hiſtory by the name of the nine Muſes : and both he and all thereft that followed 
him, either ſtale,or vſurped of Poetry, their paſſionate deſcribing of paſſions; the 
many particularitics of battels which no man could affirmeor ifrhatbe denied me, 
long Oratious purin the mouths of great Kings & Captaines,Whichir iveeraitle, 
neuct protiounced. So that trucly neither Philoſopbir, riot” Hifforios y 
could ar the firſt have entred into the gates of popular iudgements, if they had nor 
raken a great paſport of Poetry, which in all Nations atthis day, where” learning 
flourtſhethnor,is plaine to be ſcene: inall which they haue ſorae feeli of Poetry; 
In Tr kie,befides their Law-giuving Divines, they have no grmorkares, iters but Potts. 
In onr neighbour Countrey /reland, where AY ©; : 
their Poets held in a denout reuerenceEven among the moſt barbs 
1»diens, where no writing is,yet have they their Poers, who make and ling gs, 
which hey call 4rextos, both of their Anceſtors decdes,and praiſes ofthen | 
A fuffciem probability ghatifeuer learning cotnranpengalen; it ariſtbec by _ 
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7 ab 17 Arm amens eapio, nec ſat ration in armi. 
And.in bis age performed it, although it werea very vaincand godleſlc ſuperſti- 
tion;as alſo it was to think ſpirits were commanded by ſuch verſes, whereupon this 
word Chermes deriucd of Carmine, commeth 2 ſo yer ſerueth it to ſhew the great 
reuerence thoſe wits were held in, and altogether not without ground, ſince both 
the Oracles of Delphos and Sybillcs prophefies, were wholly delivered in Verſes : 
for that ſame exquiſite obſcruing of number and meaſure inthewords, and that 
igh flying libertie of conceit proper tothe Poer, did ſeeme ſomedinine 
forcein it. And may not I preſume alittle farther, ro ſhew the reIfonableneſle of 
this word Yates, and lay thatthe holy Davids Plalmes area diuinc Porme 2 If Idoe, 
I ſhall-not doc it without the tceſtimonie of great learned men both ancicat and 
moderne. But cucnthe name of Pſalmes will ſpeake for mee, which being inter- 
preted, is nothing but ſongs : then that it is fully written in mieeter,as all lear- 
ned Hobritians agree, although the rules be not yer fully found. Laſtly and priaci- 
pally, his \ mm prophecie, which is meerely Poeticall. For what clſc is the 
awaking his muſicall inſtruments, the often and free. changing of Perſons, his 
notable Proſapopaies, when hee maketh you as it were ſee God comming in his 
maicſtie;; his telling of the beaſts ioyfulneſle, and hilles leaping, bur a heauenly 
Pocke,whereia almoſt he ſhewed himſclfe a paſsionate lover ot that vafpeakeable 
and everlaſting beautie to bee ſeene by theeyes of the minde, , onely cleared by 
faich?.Burtruely now hauing named him, I feare I ſeeme to prophane that holy 
name; applying itro.Poctry, which is among vs throwne downero ſo ridiculous 
ancſimacion.. Burthey that with quiet judgements. wilt looke alittle deeper' in- 
to it, ſta[l finde the end and working of it ſuch, as being rightly. applyed,; deſer- 
veth nottobe out of the Church of: God.,, Burnow lctvs ſee haw the 
Greehes have namedit, and how they deemed of it.., The Greekes named bim 
zarla 'Which nameharh, asthe moſt excellent, gone through other languages : 
jt commeth of this word ws, which is tomake : whercin I know not whether 
by lucke'or wiſedome, wee Engliſhmen have met: with the Greekes in calling 
him a' Maker. . Which name, how high and. incomparable a title it is , I h: 
| rather 
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rather were knowne by marking the ſcope of other Sciences, than by anie partiall 
allegation. There is no Art delivered vato mankinde.; that hath not the works of 
nature for his principall obic&,. without which they could nor conſiſt and on 
which they ſo.depend,as they become Acors and Players,as it were;of what Na- 
ture will haue ſet forth. So doth the A#ronomer looke vponthe ſtarres, and by 
that hce ſeeth ſer.downe vihat order Nature hath taken therein. So doth the Geome- 
rrician and Arithmetician in their divers ſorts of quantities. So doth the 4«ſi- 
zian in tunes tell you, which by Nature agree, which not. The naturall ?bi/ofo- 
pher thereon hath his name, and the morall Philoſopher ſtandeth vpon the riaturall 
yertues, vices, or paſſions of man : and follow nature ſaith hee, therein, and thou 
ſhalt noterre. T he Lewyer ſaith, what men haue.determined. The Hi//orian, what 
men haue done. The Grammartan ſpeaieth onely of the rules of ſpeech, andthe 
Rhetoritian and Logitian, conſidering what in nature will ſooneſt proue, and 
per{wade, thereon giue artificiall rules, which ſtillare compaſſed within thecir- 
cle of a queſtion, according to the propoſed matter. The Fhyſitiem weigheth the 
nature of mans body, and the nature of things helpefull or hurtfull vnto it. Andthe 
Metephyſicke, though. it bee in the ſecond and abſtratmorions, and therefore bee 
counted ſupernaturall, yer doth hee indeede build vpon the depth of Nature. Only 
the Poct diſdaining to beetyedto any ſuch ſubijeQion, lifted vp withthe vigour of 
his owne inuencion, doth grow inefte into another nature : in making things ey- 
ther better than nature bringeth forth, or quite anew, formes of ſuch as neuer were 
in nature: as the Heroes, Demi:gods, Cyclops, Chymeras, Faries, and ſuch like ; fo 
as hee goeth hand in hand with Nature, not incloſed within the narrow warrant of 
hergifts, bur freely ranging within the Zodiacke of his owne wit. Nature neuer 
ſerforth theearth in ſo rich Tapiſtry, as divers Poets haue done, neither with 
ſo pleaſant riuers, fruitfull. trees, ſweere-ſmelling lowers, nor whatſocuer elſe 
may make the too much loued carth more louely : her world is braſen, the Po- 
ets onely deliuera golden. Bat let thoſe things alone, and goero man, for whom 
as the otherthings are, ſo it ſeemerh in him her vetermoſt cunning. is imploy- 
ed : and know whether ſhee haue brought forth ſo true a louer as Theagenes, fo 
conſtant a friend as Pylades, ſovaliant a man as Orland, fo righta Prince as Xe- 
»ophoy Cyrus,and ſo excellent a man cuery way,as Yirgils «neces. Neither let this 
be ieſtingly conceiued,becauſethe workes of the one beeſlentiall, the other in imi- 
tation or fiction : cuery vnderſtanding knoweth the skill of each Artificer ftan- 
deth in that /dz«, or foreconceitof the worke, & not inthe worke it ſelfe; Andthat 
the Poer hath thar /dex, is manifeſt, by the deliuering them forth in fuch excellency 
as hce had imagined them : which delivering forth alſo, is not wholly ima- 
ginatiue, as wee are wont to ſay by them that build Caſtles inthe ayre : bur ſo 
farre ſubſtantially it worketh 5 not onely to make a Cyrw , which had been buta 
particular excellency , as nature might haue done, but to beſtow a Cyr#s vpon 
the world to make many Cyruſ/es, if they will learne. aright, why, and how that 
maker made him. Neyther let ir bee deemed too ſawcie a compariſon, to ballance 
the higheſt point of mans wit vviththe efficacie of nature : bur rather gine right 
honour to the heauenly maker of that maker , who hauing made man to his owne 
likeneſſe, ſet him beyond, and ouer all the workes of that ſecond nature, which in 
nothing he ſheweth ſo muchas in Poetry, when with the force of a diuine breath, 
hee bringeth things forth ſurpaſſing her —_— : with no ſmall arguments.to the 
incredulons of that firſt accurſed fall of Ae, ſince ourereted wit maketh vs 
know what perfeRtion is, and yetour infected will keepeth vs from reaching vn- 


roit. Burthelſe argunients will by few bee vaderſtood, and by fewer granted z 
Zt a thus 
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thus much I hope will bc giuen mee, that the Greckes with ſome probabilirie of 
reaſon, gaue him the name aboue all names of learning. Now let vs goe to a 
more ordinary opening of him, thatthe truth may be the more palpable : and 
fo Ihope, though wee get not ſo vamatched a prayſe, as the Etymo/ogie of his 
names will graunt, yet his verie dcfcription , which no man will denie, ſhall not 
juſtly bee barred trom a principall commendation, Poefie therefore is an Arte 
of imitation :for ſo Ariſtetle tearmeth it in the word Mor, that is to ſay, a re- 
preſenting , counterfeiting or figuring forth : to ſpeake metaphorically, A ſpea- 
king Pifere, with this end,toteachan delight. Of this hauc beene three gene- 
rall kindes ; the chiefe both in antiquitie and excellencie, were they thatdid imi- 
tate the vaconceiueable excellenciesof God,fuch were Dauid in his Pſalmes, Sa/o- 
ox in bis Song of Songs, in his EcclefiaFes and Proverbs, Moſes and Deborah 
intheir Hymnes,andthe writer of 496. Which, beſide other , the learned Ema- 
wacl Tremelins , and Fr. lunius doe entitle the Poericall part of the Scripture : 
againſt theſe none will ſpeake that hath the Holy Ghoſt in que holy reuerence. In 
this kinde, though in a wrong Diuinitie , were Orphems, Amphion, Homer in his 
Hymnes,and many other both Greekes and Romanes.And this Poeſie muſt be vicd 
by whoſoecuer will follow Saint Pa/s counſaile, in ſinging Pſalmes when they are 
merrie,and I know is vied with the fruite of comfort by ſome, when in forrowfull 
pangs of their death-bringing ſinnes, they finde the conſolation of the neuer- 
leauing goodneſſe. The ſecond kindeis of them thatdeale with matter Philoſu- 
phicall, cyther Morall, as Tirtexs, Phocilides, Cato, or Naturall, as Lacretias, 
and Yirzils Georgicks , or Aſtronomicall, as Merilizs and Pontanas; or Hiſto- 
ricall.as Lucan: which who miſlike, the fault is in their iudgement, quite out 
of taſte, not inthe ſweete foode of ſweetly vtteredknowledge. Bur becauſe this 
ſecond fort is wrapped within the folde of the propoſed ſubic, and takes not 
the tree courſe of his owne inuention , whetherthey properly bee Poets or no, let 
Grawmariass diſpute ; and goe tothe thirdindeede right Pocts, of whom chiefly 
this queſtion ariſeth : betwixt whom and theſe ſecond, is ſucha kinde of diffe- 
rence,as betwixt the meaner ſort of Painters, who counterfeite onely ſuch fa- 
ces as areſet before them, and the more excellent, who having no law but wir, 
beftow that in colours vpon you , which is fitteſt for the eye to ſee, as the con- 
ſtant, though lamenting looke of Zacreris, when ſhee puniſhed in her ſelfe 
anothers fault : wherein hee painteth not Lacretis whom hee neuer ſaw, bur pain- 
teth the outward beautie of ſuch a vertue. For theſe third bee they , which moſt 
properly doc imitate to teach and delight : andto imitate, borrownothing of what 
is, hath beene, or ſhall bee ; but range onely, rained with learned diſcretion, into 
the diuine confideration of what may be and ſhould bee. Theſe bee they,that as 
the firſt and moſt noble ſort, may iuftly bee tearmed Yazes: ſo theſeare wayted' 
on in the excellenteſt languages and beſt vaderſtandivg, with the forc-deſcribed 
name of Poets. For theſe indeede doe meerely make to imitate, and imitate both to 
delight and teach,and delight to moue men to take that goodneſſc in hand , which 
without delight they would flye as from a ſtranger ; and teach to make them know 
thar goodnefſſe whereunto they are mooued : which being the nobleſt ſcope 
to which cuer any learning was direed, yet wantthere not idle rongues tb barke 
atthem. Theſe be ſubdiuided into ſundry more ſpeciall denominations. The moſt 
notable be the Heroicke, Lyricke, Tragicke, Comicke, Satyricke, Iambicke,Elegiacke, 
Paſtoral, and centaine others : ſome of theſe being tearmed according to the matter 
they deale with, ſome by the ſort of verſe they liked beſt ro write in : for indeede 


the greateſt part of Poets, haue apparelled their Poericall inuentions, in that 
num- 
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numbrous kinde of writing whiclviscalled Bk Indeed but apparelled Verſe;be- 
ing but an.ornament , and nocauſe ro Poetrie, fince there hatie heene many moſt 
excellent Poets thar never verſifhied,and now fwarme many verlifiers thatneed ne- 
uer anſwere tothe name of Poets. For Xewophos who did imitate ſocxcellently as 
ro gitie vs Effigiem iaiti impery, the portraiture ofaiuſt Empire, vnderthe name 
of Cyres,as Cicerotfaith of him, made therein an abſolute heroicall Poeme. Sodid 
Heliodorss in his ſugred inuention of thar picture of loue in Theageves and Chert- 
clea, and yer both theſe wrote in Proſe : which I ſpeake to ſhew that it is not 
ryming and verfing that maketh a Poer, ( no morethan a long gowne maketh an 
Aduocate ; who rhough hee: pleaded in armour ſhould bee an Aduocate and 
no Souldier : ) bur it is that fayning notable images of vertues, vices; or what 
elſe, wich thatdelightfull reaching, which muſt bee the right deſcribing note ro 
. knowaPoetby. Although indeedthe Senarce of Poets haue choſen verie as theit 
fitteſt rayment : meaningas in matter _ paſſedall inall, ſo in manner to' goe 
beyondthem : not ſpeaking table-ralke faſhion , or like men in- a dreame,, words 
as they chanccable fall from the mouth, but peafing each ſyllable of each word 
by iuſt proportion,according to the dignitie of the ſubiet. Now therefore it ſhall 
notbecamiſſe, firſt ro weigh this latter ſort of Poetry by his workes, andrthen 
by his parts; andif in neyther of theſe Anatomics hee bee condemnable , Ihope 
wee ſhall recciue a more fauourable ſentence. This purifying of wit,this enriching 
of memorie, enabling of iudgement, and inlarging of conceit, which commonly 
wee call learning, vnder whatname ſocuer it come foorth, or to what immediate 
end ſocuer it bee directed, the finall end is to leadeand drawe vs toas highaper- 
feion , as our degenerate ſoules ; made worſe by their clay lodgings;can bee ca- 
pable of. This,according tothe inclination of man, bred many formed impreſsi- 
ons : for ſome that thought this felicirie principallyto bee gotren by knowledge, 
and no knowledgeto bee ſo high or heanenly , as acquaintance with the ſtarres , 
gaue themſelues tro -{fronomie: 'others perſwading them(clues to bee Demi-gods, 
if they knew the cauſes of things, became narwrall: and ſupernaturall ?hils/6- 
phers. Some an admirable delight drew to Maſicke : andſome the certainety of 
demonſtrationtothe Mathematiches :butall, oneandother, hauing this ſcope to 
know , and by knowledge to lift vp the miade fromthe dungeon of the body , to 
the cntoying his owne divine efſence. Bur when by the ballanceof experience it 
was found, that the 4Aſ/ronomer looking tothe ſtarresmighe fall inaditch,: that 
the enquiriog: Philoſopher might bee blinde in himſclfe 5 and the 2darhematiciar 
might draw fortha ſtraight line with a crooked heart: Then loe did Proofe, the 
oucr-ruler of opinions,make manifeſt, that all theſe are bur ſeruing ſciences, which 


as they hate a —— end in themſelues, ſoycrarc they all diretedtothe higheſt 


end of the miſtrefſe knowledge ; by the Greekes arz;7mwmwods which ſtandeth,as I 

' thinke,in the knowledge of a mans ſelfe, in the Erhicke and. Politicke confiderati- 
00, with the'end of wldotig.cod not of well knowing onely:Euen as the Sadlers 
nextend is romake a good Saddle, but his further endroferuea nobler facultie, 
which is Horſemanſhip : ſo the Horſemans to Souldierie-: :and-the Souldier not 
onely to haue theskill,but to performe the practiſe of a Souldier, Sothattheends 
ingend of all earthly learning being vertuous ation ,; thoſe skils thatmoſt ſerve 
tobring forththar ,- haue 4 moſt juſt title ro be Princes ouer all the reſt: where- 
in caſtly wee can ſhew, the Poer is worthy to hauc it beforeany other compe- 
ritors : among whom principally to challenge it, ſtep forth the morall Phileſs- 
phers. Whom, me thinkes, I ſee comming towards mee, with a ſullen grauitic,(as 
though they could notabide vice by dap appr) rudely clothed, forto witneſle _ 
| 'E 3 wardly 
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wardly their contempt of outward things, with bookes if their hands againſt glo- 
ric, whereto they {et their names: ſophiſtically ſpeaking againſt ſubtiltic, and an- 
rie with any man.in whom they ſee the foule faulr of anger. Theſe men caſting 
Go asthey goe of definitions, diuiſions, and diſtinRions , with a ſcornefull in; 
terrogatiue doe ſoberly aske, whether it be poſsible ro finde any path ſo readie to 
leadea manto vertue, as that which teacheth what vertue is, andteacheth it nor 
onely by deliucring torth his very being, his cauſes andeffeQs , butalſoby ma- 
king knowne his enemie vice, which muſt bee deſtroyed, and his cumberſome ſer. 
uanc Paſsion, which muſt bee maſtered : by ſhewing the generalities chat containe 

it, and by the ſpecialicies that are deriued from it. Laſtly , by plaine ſetting downe 
how- itcxtends it ſelfe out ofthe limits of a mans owne little world, to gouerne- 
mentof families, and maintayning of publike ſocieties. The Hi/torien ſcarcely 
ojives leaſureto the. Adoraliſt to ſay ſo much, bur that hee loaden with olde Mouſe- 
eaten-Records, authorifing himſelfe for the moſt part vpon other hiftories, whoſe 
grcateſt authoriticsare built vpon the notable foundation of Heare-ſay, having 
much adoeto accord differing writers, & to picke truth out of partialitie, better 
acquainted witha thguſand yeares agoe, than with the preſentage, and yet better 
knowing how this world gocs, than how his owne wit runnes, curious for Anti- 
Quities , and inquifirtue ot Nouelties, a wonder to young folkes, anda Tyrant 

in tabletalke , denicth in a great chafe, that any man for teaching of vertuc, and 
vertuousaQions,is comparableto him; I am Teſtis remporums, [nx weritatis, vite 
meniorie , magiſire vite, nunti« vetaſiatis . The Philoſopher , ſaith hee, teachetha 
diſputatiue vertue, but I doean active. His vertue is excellent in the danger- 
leſſe Acedemie of Plato : but mine ſheweth forth her honourable face in the bat- 
tcls of Marathon, Pharſalis, Pojctiers and Agincourt. Heeteacheth vertueby 

| cerrtaineabſtra conſiderations : but Lonely bid you follow the footing of them 
that haue gone before you . . Old aged experience goeth beyond the fine witted 
Phileſopber : butT giue the experience of many ages. Laſtly,ifhee make the ſong- 
booke,. I putthe learners hand to the Lute, and if hee bee the guide, I am the light. 
Then would hee alleage you innumerable examples , confiiming ſtoric by ſtories, 
how much the wiſeſt Senators and Princes hae beene direed by the credit of 
Hiſtorie, as Brutss,'-Alphonſas of Aragon, (and who notifneede be? ) At length, 
the long line of their diſputation makes a point in this, that the onegiueth the pre - 
cept,and rhe other the example. Now whom ſhall we finde, fincerhe queſtion itan- 
deth forthe higheſt forme in the ſchoole of learning, to bee moderator ? Truly as 
mee ſeemeth, the Poet ; and ifnota moderator, eucn themanthat ought to carie 
thetitle fromthem both:and much more from all other ſcruing ſciences. Therfore 

' compare wee the Poet with the Hiſtorian, and with rhe morall Philoſopher : andif 
hee goe beyond them) both, no other humane skill can match him. For as forthe 
Dipine, with all renetence he is euer to be excepted, not onely for hauing his ſcope 

as farre beyond aty of theſe, as Eternitic exccedeth a Moment : but euen for 
paſsing each of theſe in themſelucs. And for the Lawyer, though /#s5 bethe daughter 
of 1aftice, the chicfe of vertues; yet becauſe he ſeckesro make men good,rather ſor- 
 midine pane, than virfarss amore : orto ſay right , doth not endeuourto make men 
good, but that their euil hurt not others, hauing no care fo he bea goodcitizen, how 
bad aman he bez Therfore as our wickednefle maketh him neceflarie,and neceſsi- 
tie maketh him honourable, ſo is hee not in the deepeſt truth to ſtand in ranke with 
theſe, whoall endeuour to take naughrineſle away,and plant goodnefle cuen in the 
 ſecreteſtcabinet of our ſovles:and theſe foure areall that any way deale in the con- 


ſiderationof mcns manners, which being the ſupreame knowledge, they _ _ 
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riauarethey which would winthegoale;the one by the other by example: 
bur both, not hauing both, doe both hale. For the Philoſopher ſetting downe wich 
thornie arguments the bare rule, is ſo hiard of vtterance, and ſo miſtie to be concei- 
ued, that one that hathno other guide burhim ,ſhill wade inhitarillheebee old, 
before hee ſh3ll finde ſufficient cauſe to bee honeſt; For his — e ftandeth {@' 


vpon the abſtra& and generall, thathappie is tharman who miay ve 
and more hippie that can applie what hee doth vnderſtand ; On the other fide,the 


Hiftoriaw wanting the precept, is ſoried not to what ſhould bee but to what is; ts + 


the particular truth of ge , and not tothe generall reaſon-of things, thathis 
example draweth no neceſla | 

Now doth the peercleſle Poct perform both : for whatſoeuerrlie Philoſopher ſaith 
ſhould be done, he gives a pertc@ picture of it by ſome one, by whom hee preſup- 
poleth it was done, ſo as he coupleththe generall notion wirhrhe particular exam- 
ple . Aperfe& picure( I ſay )for hee yeeldeth to the rs ofthe minde an 
image of that whereof the Philoſopher beſtowerh but a wordiſh deſcription , 
which doth neither ſtrike , pierce, nor poſſeſſe the fight ofthe ſoule ſo-much ; as 
that other doth . Foras in omtward things to a man that had neuet ſeene an Ele- 
phant , ora Rhinoceros, who ſhould tell him moſtexquiſitely alltheir ſhape, co» 
lour, bignefſe and particular markes, or of a gotgeous palace in drebutedaure , 
who declaring the full beauties; might wel make the hearer able to repeatas it were 
by roat all he heard, yet ſhould neuer farisfie his inward conceits with being witnes 
roit ſelfe of a true living knowledge : but the ſame man, aſſoohe as hee might ſee 
thoſe beaſts well painted , or that houſe well in modell, ſhould ſtraightwaicsgrow 
without neede of any deſcription toa iudicall comprehending of them, ſo(no 
doubt ) the Philoſopher with his learned definitions , bee it of vertues-or vices ; 
matters of publike policie or priuate gouernement , repleniſheth-the memorie 
with many infallible grounds of wiſdome, which notwithſtanding lye datke 
before the imaginatiue and indging power, if rhey bee not illuminated or figu- 
red forth by the ſpeaking picture of Poeſie . T'vlly raketh muth'paines, and tnany 
times not without Poeticall helpes,to make vs knowe the force loue of our coun- 
trey hath in vs ; Letvs but heare ——— the middeſt of Trojes 
flames, or ſee Y1y//esin thefulneſle of all Calipſoes delights , —_ abſence 
from barraineand beggarly tbacs: Anger ( the Stoicks ſaid ) waa {ke 
let bur Sophocles bring you Ajax ona ſtage, killing or whipping ſheepe and oxen, 
thinking themthe Armieof Greckes, with their chieftaines Agewermnevand Me= 
welans : & tell me it you have nota more familiar inſight intoAnger , than finding 
in the ſchoolemen his Gex#s and Difference.Sce whether wiſdomand tem | 
inY//es and Diomedes , valurein Atbilles, friendſhip in Ni/asand Eariales, cucn 
to an ignorant man,carie not an apparanit ſhining : and contratily, theremorceof 
conficnce in Qed:pus , the ſoone repenting pridein Agememnes ; the ſelfe deuous 
ring crueltic in his father 4#reas ; the violence of ambitioniathe two Thebaw bro« 
thers ; the ſowre ſweetneſſe of reucnge in Adedes, andto fall lower,the Terentian 
Gnatho, and our Chancers Pandar,ſocxpreſt, that wee now vicerheir names;to figni- 


fie their Trades: And finally, all vertucs; vices and paſsions,fo.intheir owne natu- 


rall ſtates, laid to view, that wee feemenottoheare ofthem, but cleately to ſee 
through them . But euen in the moſtexcellent derermination of goodneſie; what 
Phileſophers counſell can fo readily direRa Prince , as the faigned Cyrs.in Xewo- 
. phen?oravertnous man in all fortunes, as Aeneesin Virgil? or a whole Common- 

wealth,as the Way ot Sir Thomas Moores Ew#9py«? Tay the Way,becauſe wy” 
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breedeit, deſerue the beſt commendation. The Philoſopher therefore ;anc FRY: I | 


him; 


rie conſequence,and therfore akefſe fruitful dofrine: - 
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Sir Thomes Moore erred, it wasthe fault of the man, and notof the Poer : for that 
Way of patterning a Common wealth , was moſt abſolute, though hee perchance 
hath nor foabſolutely performed it . For the queſtion is, wherher the faincd image 
of Pocrrie; orthie regular inſtruction of Philoſophic, hath the more force in rea- 
ching ::Whereinif the Philoſophers hauc more rightly ſhewed themſclucs ?hils- 
ſophers then the Poets hauc attained to the hightoppe of their profeſsion (as in 
cracth mrdiorribas eſe: Portis, non Dy,non homines , non conteſſere colamne) itis (I 
fay ngaine-)oot thefaultofthe Art ,; bur that by few men that Artcan bee accom- 
pliſhed. Certainely;euen our:Sauiour Chriſtcould as well hauc giuen the morall 
common places of vncharitableneſſe , and humbleneſle, as the divine narration of 
Dises-and Lezarss, or bf diſobedience,and mercic, as that heauenly diſcourſe of 
the loſt childe and the gratious father, but that his thorough ſearching wiſedome, 
knew the eſtate of: Dives burning in Hell, and of Lazearw in Abrahams boſome, 
would more conſtantly as it were,inhabit both the memory and iudgement. Truly 
for my {elfe(.me ſeemes) I ſec before mine eyes,the loſt childes diſdainefull prodi- 
+ galitie;turnedtoenuie a Swines dinner : whichby the learned Dizines arethought 
not hiftoricall aQts, butinſtruRing parables . Forconcluſion , ſay the Philoſopher 
tcacherh,,; but hee teacheth obſcurely , fo as the learngd onely can vaderſtand him, 
that is to-fay, he teacheth them that are alreadie taught . But the Poet is the food 
forthe tendreft ſtomacks,the Poet is indeed the right popular Philoſopher. Whereof 
Eſqps rales giues good proof, whoſe pretty allegorics ſtealing vnder the formaltales 
of beaſtes, make. many more-beaſtly than beats, beginne to heare the ſound of 
vcrtue from thoſe dumbe ſpeakers . But now may it bee alleaged, that if this imagi- 
ning of matters beſo fit for the imagination,then muſt the #//orian needs ſurpaſle, 
who brings you images of truematters, ſuchas indeede were done,not ſuch as fan- 
taſticallyor talſly may be ſuggeſted to haue bin done. Truly AriFerlc himſclfin his 
diſcourſe of Peefie, plainly determins this queſtion, laying that Poetric is #nomquricys 
and=vx/zregys that is to ſay, it is more Philoſophicall;:and more ingenious than 
hiſtory. His reaſon is, becauſe Poefie dealeth with x21, that is to ſay , with the vni- 
uerfall conſideration;8the biſtorie with? iw52,cthe particular. Now, ſaith he,the 
vniverſall waics whar'is fitto be ſaid or done.,citheris likelihood or neceſsity,w © 
the P&&ſie conſidereth in his impoſed names:8 the particular only markes whether 
Alcibiades.did or ſuffered this or that. Thus far Ari/fotle,Which reaſon of his,as all 
his,is moſt full of reaſon, For indeed if the queſtion were;whether it were better to 
baue a particular aQttruly or falſly ſet down, there is no doubt w*®* is to be choſen, 
notuorethan whether you had rather haue Ye/ſpsſians piture right as he was,orat 
the painters pleaſure nothing reſembling. But it the queſtion be for your own vſe & 
tearning;whether it be better ro hauc it ſet downas it ſhold be,or as it was;then cer- 
 rainly is more docrinable the fainedCyrus in Xenophon,than the true Cyras in Inſtin: 
andtberfained Heneces in Yirgil;than the right THenees in Deres Phrygins : asto 
a: Ladiethac defiredto faſhion her countenancetorhe beſt grace, a Painter ſhould 
morebenefit her to/portraita moſt ſweete face; writing Caridiavpon.it, thanto 
paint Ca#idizas ſhee was; who Herace ſweareth was full il fayoured.. If the Poee 
doc his part aright, hee will ſhew you in Tantalus , Atrews , and ſuch like , nothing 
that is notto bee ſhunned in Cyres , 4enees, Ylyſſes, each thing to bee followed : 
were the Hi//oriew bound to telbthings as things were , cannot bee liberall, with- 
out hee will bee Poeticall of aperfe parterne, but as in A/exex#der or Scipio him- 
ſelfe, thew doings, fome to bee liked , ſome tobee miſliked ; and then how will 
youdiſcerne what to follow; but by your owne diſcretion , which you had with- 


out. reading 2uintus Cariivs 5 And whereasa man may fay,though in voiuerſall 
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conſideration of doQrine, the Poe? prevaileth, yerthat rhe Hiſtorie- io his 
ſaying ſuchathing was done, doth warranta man more iti that hee ſball follow. 
The an(were is manifeſt, that if hee ſtand ypan that was , as if hee ſhoyldargue ; 
Becaulc itrained yelterday,therefore itſhould raine to day ; then indeede hath ir 


 ſameaduantagetoa groſleconceit . But ifhegknowan cxample onely enformes © 


a conieured likelihood,and ſo goe by reaſon, the Foce doth fo farre exceed hint, 
as heeis to frame his example to thatwhich is moſt reaſonable, beeir in warlike, 
politick,or priuate,matters z where the Hiforign in his bare, Was, hath many times 
thar which wee call fortune, to ouer-rule the beſt wiſdome . Many times hee muſt 
relleuents; whereof heecan yeelde nocauſe,orit hee doe, it muſt bee poetically ... 
For that a fained example hath as much farceto teach, asatrue example foras 
for to moue, it iscleare , ſince the fained may be tuned ta the higheſt key of paſli- 
on) let vs take one example wherein an Hforian and a Poet did concurre., Hers- 
aotus and !uftine doe both teſtifie, that Zepirss, King Derins faithfull ſeruanr, 
ſeeing his maſter long rcliſted by the rebellious Beby/on:exx, fained himſelfe in ex- 
treame diſgrace of his King, for verifying af which, hee cauſed his owne noſe 
andearcs to bee cut off, and ſo flying ta the ZBebylentans was recciued, and for his 
knowne valure ſo farre credired, that hee did finde meanes to deliuer them ouer to 
Darigs, Much like matter doth Zray record of Targuinias and his ſonne . Xengphon 
excellently fained ſuch another ſtratagem, performed by Abradates in Cyras be- 
halfe . Now would | fainc know, if occaſion bee preſented yato you, to ſerue your 
' Prince by ſach an honeſt diflimulation, why you doenoras well learne it of XYeno- 
phons fictians as ofthe others veritie : and truely ſo much the better, as you ſhall 
ſave your noſe by the bargaine , For <Abradstes did not counterfeit ſo farre . So 
then the beſt of the Hi//oriap is ſubieRto the Poet : for whatſocuer ation or fa- 
ion, whatſocuer counſell, policie,or warre ſtratagem the Ziforienis bound to 
recite, that may the Poet if hee liſt with his imitation make his owne : beautify- 
ing it both for further teaching,and moredelighting,as it pleaſe him : hauing all 
from Dante his heauento his hell , ynder the authoritie of his pen . Which if I bee 
asked what Poets haue done ſo 7 as] might well name ſome, ſoyetſayT, andfay 
againe, I ſpeake of the Artand notof the Artificer. Nawtothat whichcom- 
monly is attributed to the praiſc at Hiſtorie, in reſpet of the notable learning is gor 
by marking the ſucceſſe,as thaugh therein a man ſhould ſee vertue exalted and vice 
puniſhed : truly thax commendation is peculiar to Poetrie , and farre off from Hi=— 
ſtorie ; for indeed Poerrie cuer ſets vertue ſour in her beſt colours, making for- 
tune her wel-waiting handmaid,that one muſt geedes be enamoured of her . Well 
may you ſee Y/yſes ina ſtorme and in other. hard plights, burthey are buc 
exerciſes of patience and magnanimitie, to make them ſhine the more in the neare 
following proſperitie . And of the contrarie part , ifcuill men come tothe ſtage, 
they cuer goe out as the Tragedie writer an{wered to one that miſlikedrhe ſhew 
of ſuch perſons) ſo manacled, asthey little animate folkes to follow rhem . Bux 
the Hiſtory being captiued tothe truth of a fooliſh world , is many times a terrour 
from well-doing,and an encouragement to vabridled wickednefle. For fee we not 
valiant Milciedes rot in his fetters 2 The iuſt Phacion and the accompliſhed Socrates 
put todeath like traitors 2 The cruel Segerss live profperouſly £ The excellent Se- 
werws miſerably murthered ? Sy{/s & Meriss dying in their beds ? Pompey & Cicers 
flaine then when they would hage thoughe exile a happineſler See we not vertuous 
Cats driuen to kill himſelfe, and rebell C2/ar ſo aduanced, that his name, yetafter 
athouſand fix hundred yeares,laſterh inthe higheſt honour? And marke buteuen 
Ceſars owne wordes of the fotenamed 5y/la, ( whoin that anely did honeſtly ;to 
| put 
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pur downe his diſhoneſt tyranny ) Literes weſcinit:asif want of learning cauſed 
him to doe well. Heemeant it not by Poctrie, which,not content with earthly 
plagues, deniſerth new puniſhments in hell fortyrants: nor yet by Philoſophic, 
which teacheth Occidemres ee, but no doubt by skill in Hiſtorie , for that indeede 
can afford youCipſclus , Periander, Phalaris,Dionyfius , and Iknow not how many 
moe of the ſame kennell, that ſped well enough in their abhominable iniuſtice of 
vſurpation, I conclude therefore,that he excelleth hiſtorie,not only in furniſhing 
the minde with knowledge, bur in ſetting it forwardto that which deſerues to bee 
called and accounted good : which ſetting forward and mouing to well-doing, 
indeede ſctteth the Laurell crowne vpon the Poersas vitorious, not only of the 
Hiftoriar , but ouer the Philoſopher , howſoever in teaching, it may be queſtio- 
nable. For ſuppoſe it be graunted, that which I ſuppoſe with great reaſon may 
bedenied,that the Philoſopher in reſpeR of his methodicall proceedinggteach more 
perfectly than the Poer , yet doeIthinke, that no man is ſo much eovzoine®, as 
ro compare the Philoſopher in mouing with the Por; And that mouing is of a 
higher degree than teaching, itmay by this appeare ; that ir is well nigh both the 
cauſe and effeR of teaching.For who will be taught,it he be not moued with defire 
to be taught? And what ſo much good doth that teaching bring forth,(I ſpeake ſtill 
of morall doarine )asthat it moueth oneto doethat which it doth teach 2 For as 
Ariſtotle ſaith, it is not 9» but acts muſt be the fruit: and how 2ezts cati be with- 
out beeing moued ropradiſe, itis no hard matterto conſider. The Philoſopher 
ſheweth you the way , hee informeth you of the particularities, as well of the te- 
diouſheſle of the way,andofthe pleaſant lodging you ſhall haue when your iour- 
ney is ended, asof the many by-turnings that may diuert you from your way. 
But this isto no man but to him that will reade him, and reade him with attentiue 
ſtudious painefulneſle, which conſtant deſire whoſoener hathin him, hath already 
paſt halfe the hardneſle of the way : and therefore is beholding to the Fhilo/opher 
but for the other halfe . Nay truly learned men haue learnedly thought, that where 
once. reaſon hath ſo much ouer-maſtered pafſion, as thattheminde hath a free de- 
fire to doe well, the inwardlight cach minde hath in it ſelfe, is as good as a Philsſo- 
phers booke, ſince in Nature wee know it is well, to doe well, and what is well and 
what iscuill, although nor inthe words of Art which Ph:/oſophers beſtow ypon vs: 
For out bf naturall conceit the Philoſophers drew it; but to bee moued to doe that 
which wee know,or to bee moued with defire to know , Hoc opus, hic labor eft , Now 
therein of all Sciences (1 ſpeake ſtill of humane, and according to the humane con- 
ceit) is our Poet the Monarch. For hee doth not onely ſhew the way, but giueth ſo 
ſweetea proſpe@ into the way , aswill intice any mantoenter into it : Nay hee 
dothas 1 = ionrney ſhould lye through a faire vineyard, atthevery firſt , giue 
you acluſter ofgrapes,that full ofthat raſt, you may long to paſle further. Hee be- 
ginneth not with obſcuredefinitions, which muſt blurre the margent with inter- 
pretations,and load the memory with doubtfulneſs: but he commerh to'you with 
wordes ſct in delightfull proportion, either accompanied with,or prepared for the 
well cnchaunting skill of Meaſicke, & wichatale(forſooth) he commerh vnro you, 
with a tale which holdeth children from play, and old men from the Chimney 
corner ; and pretending no more, doth intend the winning of the minde from wic- 
kedneſle to vertue , cuen as the child is often brought to take moſt wholſom things 
by hiding them in ſuch other as hauca pleaſant taſte : which if one ſhould begin 
to telirhem the nature of the MUoes or Rbwbarberamthey ſhould receiue , would 
foonertake their phyfickeat their cares than at their mouth, ſo is it in men ( moſt of 
which are childiſh inthe beſt things ; till they bee cradled in theirgraues )glad they 
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will be to hearethe tales of Herenles, Achilles,Cyrus, Aeneas, and hearing them,mult 
| needes heare the right deſcription 6twiſedeme, valour, and iuſtice;' whie | 
had been barely (that is to fay Philoſophically)ſerour, they would ſwears thi 
brought ro ſchooleagaine ; that imitation whereof Foerry is, harh the moſt conue* 
niencie to Natureot all other: infomuch that; as i.4rifforte eb Er 
whichinthemſchues are horrible, as cruell bartels, vanaturallmonſters ;'aremade 
in pocticall imirarion,delightfull. Truly I have knowne men, that ever withrea+ 
ding Amadis de Gaule , which God ktowes, wanterh much'ofaperfe&tPreſie, haue 
found their hearts mouedto the exerciſe of courtefie, liberalitic, and:efpecially 
courage». Who readeth fenees carying old Archifes on his backe, that wiſherh nor 
it were his fortune ro performe ſoexcellentan At? Whom doc notthofe words 
of T#rnus tmoue, (the tale of T#r2ss having planted hisimageinthe imaginarion') 
ſugientem hec terra videvit © Y ſque adrone mori miſerum efft: Whiere the Phi s 
(as they thinke:) (cornetb delight, ſomuch they be contenrlittle ro monep1aving 
wrangling whether #ire#5 be the chiefc or the anely good ; whethet the conrem- 
platiue or the aQtiue life doc excell, which Plato & Beetine well knew: andtherfore 
made miſtrefle Phil oſophie very often borrow the masking raymentof »Porfie.” For 
euen thoſe hard heartedeuill men, who think vertnea ſchoolename: and knowno 
' Othergood but inds/zere genie, and therfore deſpiſe the auſtere admonitions ofthe 
Philoſopher, and feele notthe inward reaſon they ſtand vpon, yerwillbecomenctto 
be delighted, whichisallthe good. fellow Poet ſeernes to promiſe; and(ſ&ftealeto 
{ce the forme of goodneſle, [which ſcene; they cannot bur lone Jere theth{(cluey be 
aware, as ifrhey rookea medicine of Cherries. Infinite prosfes:of the ſtrange ef- 
fects of this Poeticallinuention might be alleaged:: onely rwo thall ſerve ,which 
arc ſooften remembred, as Irhinkeall menknow them. "The one iof 'Mrnemar 
Agrippe, who, when the whole people of Rome had reſolute lydinided 'rhemifclues 
from the Sezare, with apparant ſhew.of veter ruine, thongh hee were for thattime 
28 exccllent -Orator, came not among them ypon rruſt cirher of figurative ſpee- 


ches,or cunning inſinuations,and much lefle with farre fer Maximes of Philoſophie, 


which eſpecially if they were Platonicke, they muſthauc learned Geomerie before 
= could well haue conceiued: bur forſooth, he behauethhimſelfelikea homely 
8nd familier Poer . Heetelleth them arale, that there was a time, whenall rhe purts 
of the bodie made amutinous conſpiracie agaiaſt-the belly; which :they:ehovghe 
denoured the fruites of each others labour : they.concludedirhey: woutdlet ſo'vn- 
profitable a ſpender ſtarue, In theend, to bee-ſhort, forthe tale is notorious; and 
as notoriousthat it wasatale, with-puniſhing the belly they hemſclues ; 
this applied by him, wrought ſucheffect in the , as L nener- reade tharonel 
wordes brought forth, butthen,ſo fudden and{ogoodanaktration: rea- 
fonable conditions, aperfeR reconcilement enſued. The other isof Narthun the

#oby- Or isiethe lartienting Elegiecke, which ina kinde heart would moue rather 
pirie than blame, whebcwaylcth withthegreat Philoſopher Heraclites, the weak- 
nelle of mankinde,ond the wietchednefie of the world : who ſurely is tobe praiſed 
cither forcompaiſtionareaccompanying iuſtcauſes of lamencations; or for rightly 
mp3 bow weake be the paſsions of wofulneſle? Is itthe birterbur whole- 

«xvbicke, who rubbes the galled minde, making ſhame the Trumper of wil- 
lanie, with bold and open crying out agaioft naughrineſle* Or the Setyriche, who 
Omwe waſtr vitinm ridenti tengit amico, who ſportingly nieuer leaueth, till he make 
— folly; and at length aſhamed, ro laugh at himſclfe ; which hee can- 
not auoyde, without auoyding the folly? who while Circam precerdis ladit giveth 
vs to feele how many headachesa paſsionare life bringethvsto £ Who when all is 


done, Ef winabrit animeas fi nos nom deficit <quas. No,perchance it is the Comvicke, 


whom naughty play-makers and ſtage-keepers, have iuſtly made odious. To the 
argumentsof ,I wilafter anſwer ; only thus much now.is to be faid, That the 
Comedy is an imitation of the commonerrors of our life, which he repreſenteth in 
the moſt ridiculousand:ſcornefull fort thatmay be + fo as it'is impolgiblethar any 
beholderican be content ro bee ſuch a one. Now as in Geewerrie, rhe oblique muſt 
be known as well as the right, andiin-_uithmeticke,the oddeas well as theenen, fo 
in the ations of ourlife,who ſceth not the filthineſle of cuill,wanterh a grearfoile 
to perceivethe beauty of vertue. This doththe Comoaedie handle ſotrour private 
and domefticallmatcers, as with bearing it, wee geras it were an experience what 
is tobe looked for of aniggarly Demes,ofa crafty Danzr,;of aflatrering Guetrho, of 
avaine-glorious Thra/e;and not only ro know'whar effedts are ro be expeRed, biit 
to knowwho be ſuch, by the lignifying badge giuen them by the Comedient, And 
licele reaſon hath any man to ſay, that men tearne theeuill by ſecing it ſo ſet our], 
finceas Laid before; there is noman liuing, but by the force truth bath inna-

eyes, than to ſee his owne ations contemptibly ſet forth . So rhatthe right vſe of 


Comwiie,will,I thinke, by no bodice bee blamed;and much lefle of the highand ex- 
cellent Tragedie, rhat openeth the greateſt wounds, aad ſheweth forth the Ficers 
thar arecouered with Tie , thar maketh Kings feare tobce T yrants,and Tyrants 
manifeſt their tyrannicall humors,that with-ſtirriog the effeRs of Admiretion and 
Commiſeration,teacherh the vncertainty ofthis world , & vpon how weake founda- 
rions guilden roofesare builded, that maketh vs know , 2ui ſceptre ſ2uus dirs impe- 
rio regis , Timet timentes , metus in authorum reait . But how muchir canmoue, Pla- 
tarch yeeldetha notable teſtimonie of the abhominableTyrant Alexander Pherens, 
from whoſe cyes a Tragedie well made and repreſented, drew abundance of tears; 
who with out all pirie had murthered infinite numbers,8 ſome of his owne blood: 
ſoas hee thar was not aſhamedro make matters for Tregedies , yet could nor reſiſt 
the ſweet violence of a Tregeaze . And if ir wrought no further good in him, it 
was, that hee in deſpite of himſelfe, withdrew himſelfe from hearkening to that 
which might mollifi: his hardned heart. Burit is not the Tregedie they doc millike: 
for it were too abſurde to caſt Wt ſo excellent arepreſentation of whatſocuer is 
moſt worthy to bee learned . Isitthe Lyricke that moſt diſpleaſeth , who wich his 
tuned Lyre, & well accorded voice, giueth praiſe, the reward of vertue to vertuous 
as? who giucth morall precepts and naturali Problemes, who ſometime raiſethvp 
his voyceto the height ofthe heauens, in finging the laudes of the immorrcall God? 
Certainely I muſt confeſſe mine owne barbarouſneſle, I never heardthe old Song 
of Percie & Douglas, that I found not my heart moued morethan witha trumpet : 


ſtile ; which beeing ſo cuill apparclled in the duſt and Cobweb ofthar vnciuill 
age, what would it work, trimmed in the gorgeouscloquence of Pindere? In Huw 


garie I have ſcene 18 the manner of all feaſtes and other ſuch like meetings, to haue 


ſongs of their anceſtors valure,which that right ſouldierlike nation , thinke one of 
the chicfeſt kindlers of braue courage. The incomparable Lecedemoniers did not 
oncly carrie that kind of Ac»ſick cuer with them to theficld ; but cucnat home,as 


ſuch ſongs were made, ſo were they all contentts bee ſingers of them: when the 


luftie men were to tell whatthey did, the old men what they haue done, and the 
young what they would doe. And where a man may ſay ,that Pindere many times 
praiſcth'highly viRories of ſmall moment, rather matters of ſport than vertue,as it 
may he anſwered,it was the tault ofthe Poe#, 8 not of thePoetry, ſo indeedthe chicfe 
fault was inthe time & cuſtome of the Greeks,who ſet thoſe toyes at ſo _ price, 
that Philip of Macedon reckaned a horſe-race won at O/ympes,among his three fear- 
full felicities . But as the vnimitable Pindere often did,ſo is that kinde moſt capable 
and moſt fit to awake the thoughts from the ſ{lcepe of idleneſſe,to imbrace honou- 
rable enterpriſes. There reſts the Her#irat, whoſe very name I think ſhould daune all 
backbiters . For by whatconceit can a tongue bee directed to ſpeake cuill of thac 
which draweth with him no lefſe champions than Achilles , Cyrus, Aeneas, Turnwus 
Tydens , Kinalds, whe doth not ___ and moue to atruth, but teachethand 
moueth to the moſt high andexcellenttrructh : wha maketh magnanimitic and jiu- 
ftice, ſhine through all miſtic fearcfulnefſe and foggie defires:Whoit the ſaying of 
Plats and Telly be true,that who could ſee vertue, would bee wonderfully rauithed 
with the loue of hir beautie, this man ſetteth her out to make her more louely in 
her holiday apparell , to the eye of any _ will daigne,not todiſdaine vniill =_ 
aa vader 
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vnderſtand, Bur if any thing be already ſaid in che defence of ſweete Poetry, all con- 
curretothe maintainingthe Heyoice,which is not onely a kinde, bur the beſt and 
moſt accompliſhed kinde of Poerry. For as the image of cach Action ſtirreth and 
inſtruQerh the mind,ſothe lofty image of ſuch worthies, moſt inflamerh the minde 
vvith defire to be worthy : and enformes with counſaile how to bee worthy, Only 
lete/E£neas bee worne inthe Tablet of your memory, how he gouerneth himſelfe in 
the 1wine of his Country,in the preſeruing his old Father, and carrying away his re- 
ligious Ceremonies, in obeying Gods Commandemene ro leaue Dido, though not 
only all paſſionate kindneſſe,bur cuen the humane conſiderarion of vertuous grate- 
fulneſle would haue craned other of him : how in ſtormes, how in ſports, how in 
vvarre,howin peace, howa fugitiuc,how victorious, how beſieged, how beſieging, 
how to ſtrangers, how to Allies, how to enemies, how to his owne. Laſtly, how in 
his inward ſelfe, and how in bis outward gouernement, and I thinke in a minde 
moſt preiudiced witha prejudicating humour, hee will bee found in excellency 
fruitfull, Yea as Horace ſaich, Melins Chrifoppo & Crantore : but truely, I ima- 
gine'ir falleth out with theſe Poct-wl:ippers,as with ſome good vvomen, whooften 
are ſicke, but in faith rkey cannot rell where. Sorhe name of Poetrie is odious to 
them, but neicher his cauſe nor effects, neyther the ſumme that containes him, 
nor the particularitics deſcending from him, gffte any faſt handle to their car- 
-.ng diſpraiſe,- 'Since then Poetr:c is of all humane learnings the moſt ancient, 
and of moſt fatherly antiquity. as from vvhence other learnings haue taken their 
beginnings ; Since it is ſo vr: ivcr;-11, tharno learned Nation doth deſpiſe it, nor 
barbarous Nation is wicthourir, Since both Komare and Greeke gaue ſuch diuine 
names vhto it, the one of propheſying, the other of making z and thar indeede 
tharname of making is fic for him, conſidering , that vyhere all other Arts re- 
taine themſclues within their ſubie, and recciue as it were their being from it ; 
The Poet onely, onely bringerh his owne ſtuffe, and doth nor learne a Conceir 
out of a matter, but maketh matter for a Conceir, Sinee neither his deſcription, 
ftiorend conraineth any cuill, the thing deſcribed cannot bee euill , fince his ef- 
feQs bee ſogood as to teach goodnefſe, and delight the learners of it , ſince there- 
in (namely in morall dorine the chiefe of all knowledges) hee doth not onely 
farre paſſe the Hi#orian, but for inſtruRting is well nigh comparable to the Phe. 
Zoſopber, for mouing, leaucth him behind him. Since the holy Scripture (where- 
I there is no vncleaneneſle) hath whole parts init Pocticall, and that euen our 
Sauiour Chriſt youchſafed ro vſe the flowers of it: lince all his kindneſles are not 
- onely in their vnited formes, bur in their ſeuered diſfſeRions fully commendable, 
I thinke, (and thinke Ithinke rightly) the Laurell Crowne appointed for trium- 
phanc Capraines, doth worthily of alþ other learnings, honour the Poers triumph. 
But becauſe wee haue eares as well as rongues, and that thelighteſt reaſons that 
may bee, will ſceme to waigh greatly, if nothing bee put in the counterbal- 
lance, letvs heare, and as well as wee can, ponder what obiections be made a- 
eainſtthis Art, which may bee worthy eyther of yeelding or anſwering. Firſt, 
truly I note, not onely in theſe worm, Poct-haters, but in all that kinde of peo- 
ple who ſeckea praiſe, by diſpraiſing others, that they do prodigally ſpend a great 
many wandring words in quips and ſcoffes, carping andtaunting atcach thing, 
which by ſtirring the ſpleene, may ſtay the braine from a through beholding the 
worthinefle ot the ſubic. Thoſe kinde of obicRions, as they are full of a.very idle 
caſineſſe, fince there is nothing of ſo ſacred a maicſty , bur chat an irching rongue 
may rub it ſelfe vpon it,” ſo deſerue they no other anſwer, bur in ſtead of laughing 
atthc icft, to laugh art the icſter.

meth;and'therefore never lyerts: for as Trakeit, to lycyis ro affirmetharto beetrue; 
whictiis'falſe . Soas the other r1i/tes, Bceſpecially the Hifforiew,afficrmingmany 
things; cah in the cloudy knowledge of mankind, hardly cſcape'from.many lycs . 
Butthe Per, as Dſkicþ before; never affirmeth,, the Pact never maketh any Circles 
about your imaghnationi,co conture youro beleeue fortrute, whathe wtiterh : he ci- 

teth norauth f other hiſtories, but eucn-forhbisentrie ,-calleth the fvecre 
Msſertoinſpire intothima good invention. In trothnorkibouringrocell you what 
is;or isnot., burwharſhould, or ſhould nar bee, Andrherefore though heerecount 
things not true, yet becauſe heerelleth them not for true; he lyeth/hot:withourwee | 
willfay;that Nethan _ in his ſpeech before alledgedtoDaxid, which asa witked 
miandutft ſcarceifay; fo thinke Inone ſo ſimple , wonld ſay, that Efopelyedin the 
tales of his beaſtsitot who thinketh that E/ope wrote it for aRtually true, were well 
worthy to haue hisfiameChronicled among the beatts he writethof. What chitd is 
there; that conming' to a play and ſecing Thebes written in greatletters vponan 
olde'dopre , doth belecue that ibis Thebes? If then a man can arrineto thechildes 
age, ronow thatthe.Poers perſans and doings, arc bur pictures! what ſhould boe, 

& civeſtories whar have been;they will neuergiuethe lyerorhings not affirmarive- 

ly, but altegorically: aad figurariuely written , and therefore as1ti hiſtory looking 

Snakes away fill fraught wich falſhood:Soin Perfielooking but for 

fiQion It | narration butasan imaginatiue ground-plat of aprofirable 

inuefition, But hereto is replied;,. that the Pvers gine names tarngnithey write of, 
which 'atgueth a conceitof an aquall truth; and ſo not being true, prouerhfalle- 
hood. And doth the Lawyer lyt then, when vnder the.names of zebs of thesr/le,and 

Jobs of the Nokeshe putteth/his:'Caſe { Burthat is eafilyanſwered;rheir naming of 

men; is but to make their piture the more lively , and not to-build any Hiſtoric, 

Painting men;they cannot leaue men namelefle. Wee ſee we cannot play ar you 
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but that wemuſt giue names t0 our Cheſſemen and yer me thinkes lice were a verie 
Partiall Champion of truth, that would lay, wee: lyed, for.giuingapeece of wood 
the reuercnd title of 8 Biſhop, The Poct nameth- Cyraw andufxcee,noother way, 
than to ſhew what men of their fames, fottuars, and eſtates, ſhould:dot. Their 
third is, how muchir abuſcrh mens wits, trayning ic to. wantan ſfinfulneſſe; and 
luſtfullloue. Forindeedethat is the principall, if ant theonely abuſe I' can heare 
alledged. They ſay , the Comedzes teach than rep! 


| reprebend amorous conceits. 

They ſay the Lyricke is larded with paſſionate Sonmers; the Elegiacke weepes: the 

want of his Miſtreſſe ; and that cuen to the Heroicel,! Cupid bath ainbitioully 

climed. Alas Loue, I would thoucouldeſt as well defend thy ſelte, as thou canſt 

offend others: I would thoſe on whom thou doeſt attend, couldeyther pyr thee 

away,or yecld good reaſon why they keepethee. Butgrant. lave of beamy;th bee 

a beaſtly fault, alrhough ic bee very hard, ſince onely man and no beaſt hath that 

gitt to diſcerne beautie z grant that louely name of Loue rodeſcrue all hatefull 

reproches,alchough eucn ſome of my maſters, the Fhile/apbers, ſpenta good deale 
of their Lamp-oylein ſerting forththe excellency of it, grant I ſay, what they will 
haue granted, thatnot onely loue, bur luſt, bur vanity ; burif they. liſt, femeriiei 

polleſſe many leaues of the Peers bookes, et thinke I, when'this is granted, they 
will finde their ſentence may with good manners put the Jaſt words formoſt ; and 
nor ſay, that Pec#ry abuſeth mans wit, but that mans wit abuſerh Poetry, For I 
will not denie, but that mans wit may make'Poeſje, whichſhould bee rucni, which 
ſomelearned haue defined figuring forth good things, to-bee earn, which doth 
contrariwiſe infeQ the fancic with vawortby. obieQs, asthe Painter ſhould giue 
rathe eyccither ſome excellent perſpeRtiye, or ſamefine picure fir for building or 
fortification,or containing in it ſome notable example, as wAbrahom ſacrificing his 
ſonne Jſaac, /aaith killing Holeferwes, David fighting with Golich, may leave thoſe, 
& pleaſe an ill pleaſed eye with wanton ſhewes of better hidden matters.” Bur whar, 
ſhall the abuſe of a thing make the _ vic odious? Nay truly:though I'yeeld that 
Poſte may not onely be abuſed, but that being abuſed, by the reaſon of - his ſweete 
charming force, it can do more hurt thanany other armicof words, yet ſhall it bee ſo 
farre from concluding, that the abuſe ſhould giue reproachto the abuſed; that con- 
trariwiſe, it is ago0d reaſon, that whatſoeuet. being abufed, doth much harme, 
being rightly vicd (and vpon theright vic, each thing recciues hisitizle) doth 
moſt good. Doe weenot {ecskill of Phyſicke,the beſt rampierta our often aſlaul- 
ted bodics, being abuſed, teach -poyſon the moſt. violent deſtroyer? Doth nor 
knowledge of Law, whole cnd is to cuen and right all things; bring abuſed; 
grow the crooked foſterer of horrible iniuries ? Doth not {ro gocein/the higheſt) 
Gods Word ahuſcd, breede herefic, and his Name abaſtd, become'blaſphe-, 
mic? Truly, a Needle cannot doe much hurt, and as truly (with leaug of. Ladies 
bee it ſpoken) it cannot doc much good. Witha ſword thou mayeſt kill thy Fa-. 
ther, and witha (word thou mayeſt defend thy Princeand Countrey fothat, as 

in their calling Pers, fathers of lyes, they ſaid _— in this their. 

ment of abuſe, they prouc the commendation. They alledge herewith, that be-. 
fore Poets begannetobee in price, our Nation had ſer their hearts delight vpon 
ation, and not imagination, rather doing things worthy ro beewrirten, than wri- 
ting things fitto be done. Whar that before time was, Irhioke ſcarcely Sphinican 
tell: fince no mernory is ſo ancient, that hath nor the precedence of Poerrie. And. 
certaine itis, that in our plaineſt — = — _ _—_— 

without Portr/e. Mary, this argument, thoughirbe leuclled again(t Peeryy, yer isic 
indeed achain- ſtor againſt all learning or 1 they cottinoaly teritte =, ; 
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- Ofſach minde were cerraine Gorhes,of whom it is whitten, that hauing in the ſpoile 
of a famous Citie;rakena faire Librsry,one hangman belike fir toexecute the fruits 
gf their wits;who had murthered a great number of bodies, would haue ſerfire in it. 

ofaid another very grauely;takeheed whar you do, for while they are bufic abour 
thoſe toyes; we ſhall with more leiſure canquer their Countries, This indeed is the 
ordinary doctrine of ignorance, and many words ſometimes I haue heard ſpent in 
ir: but beeauſethis reaſon is generally againſt all learning,as well as Poetry, or rather 
all learaingbut Poetrrie, becauſe ir were too large a digrefiion to handleit, or atleaſt 
roo ſuperfiaous, finceitis manifeſt, thatall gouernemenr of aQion isro bee gotten 
by knowledge, and know beſt, by gathering many knowledges, which is rea- 
ding ; Lonely with Horace, to him that is of that opinion, Iubes fulrameſſe libenter : 
for as for Petrie it felfe,it is the freeſt from this obieRion: for Feerry is the Compa- 
nion-of Camps. dare vadertake,that Or/anuds farieſo,or honeſt king 4r#ber,will ne- 

uer diſpleaſe a ſouldier : but the quiddiric of - Z#s and prims materia, will hardly a- 

gree witha Corſeler. - And theretore,as I faid in the beginning , euen Terkes and 

Tarteres aredeliphted with Poets. Homer a Greeke flouriſhed before Greece flouriſhed: 

and if roafleight conieQure, a conieQure may bee oppoſed, truly ir may ſeeme, 

tharas by himtheir learned men tooke*®almoſt their firſt light of knowledge, ſo 
their aRiue men received their firſt motionsof courage. Onely Hexanders cx- 
amplc may ſcrue, who by P/utarch is accounted of ſuchvertue, that fortune was 
not his guide, bur his foot-ſtoole, whoſe Acs ſpeake for him, though Platarch 

did not : indced the Phevixof warrelike Princes. This Alexander, left his Schoole- 

maſter liuing 4ri//or/e behinde him,'but tooke dead Hower wich him. Hee pur the 

Philoſopher Califthezes to death, for his ſeeming Philoſophicall , indeed muti- 

nous ſtubbornneſle :-but the chicfe thing he' was euer heard to wiſh for,was, that Hoe- 

mer had beenealiuve. Heewell found he receiued more bravery of minde by the pat- 
terne of Achilles,than by hearing the definition of Fortitude. And thereforcif Ca- 
fo inifliked Fileiws for'catrying Enniac with himto the field, it may bee anſwered, 
that if Cfo miſliked it;the noble Pa/#7xs liked it, orelſe he had not done it; for it was 
not theetcal tem Caro#Ytiwenſis, whoſe authoritic I would much more haue reueren- 
ced:butit yas rhe former, in truth a bitter puniſher of faults, butelſca man that had 
neuer {actificedto the Greces. He miſliked 8 cryed out againſt all Greeke learning, 8 
yet beitig:fourcſ{core yeares old, begantolearneit, belike fearing that Plato vnder- 
ſtoodnortLatine : Inderde the Rewexelawes allowed no perſon to be carried tothe 
wars,buthe that was inthe {ouldiers role. Andtherforethough Cato miſliked his va« | 
muſtredperſdn,he miſliked not his work. And if he had, Scipio Nefice (iudged by co» 
mon.conſentche beſt :Rowane) loued him : boththe other Scipzo brothers, who had 
by their'vertues no. leſs ſurnames than of Aſia 8& Afric; ſo loued him, that they cau- 
ſcd his bodyzo be buriedin their ſepulture. Soas Carv's authority being but againſt 
his perſon; Bzchatanſweted with ſo far greaterthan himſelf,is herein of no validity. 

But now indeed my butthenis great, that P/arohis name is laid vpon mee, whom 1 

muſtconfelcof all Philoſophers, I hauc cuercitcemed moſt worthy of reuerence ; & 

with googdteaſon, finceoft all Phile/aphers he is the moſt Poeticall: yer if he will defile 
the fountaineout of which his lowing (treames haue proceeded, let vs boldly exa- 
mine with what reaſon hee did it. Firſt,truly a man: might maliciouſly obic&, that 

Plato being a.Pbileſopber,vas a naturall enemy of Poets. Forindeed after the Philoſo- 

phers had picked our of the ſweet myſteries of Pgerry,the right diſcerning true points 

of knowledge, they forthwith purring it in incrh6d,8& making a ſchoole Arr of that 
whichthe 26e7s. didanely' teach bya Guins dcelightfulneſſe, beginning roſpurne at 
their guides,like vogratetul prentizes,werenetcontentto ſet vpſhop torthemiſelues, 
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bur ſought by all meanesro difcredir their maſterst'which' by: the force of delight 
being barred them, the lefſe they could overthrowthetn, the more they hacedrhem. 
For indeed they found, for Hewes ſenen cities ſtrau&who ſhovld have hind! fortheir 
Citizeo, where many cities baniſhed 2hi/oſophers,- as not fir membersroliue amon; 
them. For onely repeating certaine of Exripides verſes, many 4r#evianchad their 
lives ſaued of the Syrecuſens, where the 4thenianschemſelues: thought manic Phils- 
ſophers vaworthy to live. Certaine Poets, as Symonides & Pindaras, had ſo prevailed 
with Hero the firſt,that of atyrant they made him a iuſt King:where P/atocould doe 
ſolittle with Dyeniffes, that hee himſelte of a Philoſopher, was made aflaue, Bur who 
ſhould do thus,I confeſle ſhould requite the 6bie&ions made againſt Peers, with like 
cauellations againſt Philoſophers : as likewiſe one ſhould do that ſhould bid one reade 
Phedras or Sympofiumin Plato, orthe diſcourſe of loue in Platerch,and ſeewhether 
any Poet do authorize abominable filchineſle as they doe. Againe, aman mightaske; 
our of what comon-wealth lars doth baniſhthem, in ſooth, thence where hee him« 
ſelfe allowerh community of women, So as belike- this baniſhmenrtgrew not for ef- 
feminate wantonnes, fincelittle ſhould poeticalSonzers be hurtful, whena man might 
haue what woman he liſted. Bur I honour Philoſophicall inſtruRions, &bleſle the 
wits which bred them : ſo as they be notabuſed, whichis likewiſe ſtrerchedto Foes 
rrie. Saint Paul himſelfe ſers a watch- ward vpon Phi/ofophie, indeed vpon the abuſe; 
So doth P/are vpon the abuſe,not ypon Poetry. Plates folind fault that the Poers of his 
time,fild the world with wrong opinions of the gods, making light tales of that yn- 
ſported eſſence & therfore would not haue the yourhdepraued with ſuch opinions? 
herein may much bee ſaid, letrhis ſuffice; The oers did not indvce ſuch opinions g 
but did imitate thoſe opinionsalready induced: For all rhe Greekeſtories can wellte- 
ſtifiezthat the very religion of that time;ſtood vpon many, & many faſhioned gods : 
not taught ſo by Poets, but followed according to their nature of imitation, Who 
liſt may reade 1n P/atzrch, the diſcourſes of is and Ofiris, of the cauſe why Oracles 
ceaſed, of the divine Prouidence,and ſee whether the Theo/oyje of that Nation ftood 
not vpon ſuch dreams which the Poezs indeed ſuperſticiouſly oblerued;& truly fince 
they had not the light of Chriſt did much betterin irthanthe Philoſeplers, who ſhas 
king off ſuperfticion brought ih 4rbeiſmee ; P/ar9 therefore whoſe authoritieT had 
much rather ivſtly conſtruethanvniuſtly tefiſt , meantnotin generall of Poees , in 
thoſe words of which 1alius Scaliger ſaith; 2us aathoritate barbari quidem atque in- 
ſipidi abuti velint ad Poetas & Kepublira exigendes , But onely meantto drive out thoſe 
wrong,.opinionsof the Deity : whereofnow withour further law , Chriſtianity hath 
taken away all the hurtfull beleefte,perchanceas hethought,nouriſhed by then eſtee- 
med Poets, And a man need goeno further than to Plato himſelfe to know his meas» 
ning: who in his Dialogue called en,giucth high, & rightly dinine commendations 
vnto Poetry. Soas Plato baniſhing theabuſe, not therthing, not baniſhing ir; but gi- 
uving due honourto ir, ſhallbe our Patron; & not ouraduerſary:;' For indeede, Thad 
rather, ſince truely I may doe it, ſhew:their miſtaking of Plaro, vnder whoſe 
Lyons skinne they would make an Afle-like braying againſt Poefie, than goe about 
ro overthrow his authority ; whom the wiſer amanis, the more iuſt cauſe hee ſhall 
findcto haucin admiration : eſpecially ſince he attributerh varo Poeſiemore than iny 
ſelfe doe , namely to bee a very inſpiring of adibine force; tarre aboue mans wir, as 
in the forenamed Dialogue isapparant, Of the otherfide, who would ſhewthe ho- 
nours haue bcene by the beſt fort of indgements granted them, a whole ſeaof ex- 
amples would preſent themſelves , 4/exenaders, Cefars,Scipios,all fanourets of Poets, 
Leliws, called the Romane Socrates himfelfe a Poet; fo 85s partof Heautontimeroume- 
non in Terence, was ſuppoſed to bee made by him. And eucn the Greeke Socrates, 
| whom 
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' whom #4pe//econfirmedtobethe onely wiſe man,is faid to haue ſpent part of his old 

| time in putting E/ops Fables into Verſcs. Andtherefore tull cuili ſhould ic become 
his ſcholler F/ats, to put ſuch words in his maſters mouth againſt Poers, Put what 
needes more £ 1rifterte writes the Art of Peeſie :and why, if it ſhould not be writ- 
ten? Plarerchteacheth the vic tobe gathered of them: and how, if they ſhould nor 
bee read £ And who reades P/uterchs eirher Hiſtoric or Philoſophie, ſhall finde hee 
trimmethborh their garments with guardsof Poefie, ButT liſtnotto defend Poeſie 
with the helpe of his vaderling Hieriographie. Let it ſuffice to haue ſhewed, ir is 
afirſoile for praiſe rodwell vpon : and what diſpraiſe may ſetypon it, is either eali- 
ly ducrcame,or transformed into iuſt commendations.So that fince the excellencics 
of ic nay bec ſocafily and ſoiuſtly confirmed, and the low-creeping obieQions 10 
ſoonertrodden downe, it not being an Artof lyes, butof true dodrine znot of effe. 
minarenefſe, but of notable ſtirring of courage ; not of abuſing mans wit, bur of 
ſtrengrhning mans wit; not baniſhed, but honoured by Plato, ler vs rather plant 
more Laurels for to ingarland the Peers heads. (which honour of being Laurcate, 
as belides them, onely triumphant Caprtaines were, isa ſufficient authoriry to ſhew 
the price chey oughrto be held in) than ſuffer the ill ſauoured breath of ſuch wrong 
ſpcakers, once to blow vpon the cleare ſprings of Peefie. But fince I haue runne {o 
long a Carreerin'this matter , meethinkes,. before I giue my penne a full toppe,it 
ſhall bee buralitcle more loſt time, to inquire why England, the mather of cxcclient 
mindes, ſhould bee growne fo hard a ſtep-morherto Peers, who certainely in wit 
t £0 paſle all others, finceall onely procceds from their wit,being indeed ma- 

kers of themſclues,not takers of others. How can Ibutexclaime, Muſa mii cauſes 
me12074 quo numine leaſe. Sweete Porfie,that harh anciently had Kings, Empcrours, 
Senators, great Captaines, ſuch as beſides athouſand others, David, Aariav, So- 
phecles, Germanicw, not onely to fauour Poets, but to bee Poets : and of our nearer 
times, can preſent for her Patrons, a Rebert King of Sicil/, the great King Francis 
of France, King /emes of Scotland, ſuch Cardinals as Bembus, and Bibiews , (uch 
famous preachers and teachers, as Bez« and Me/anchrow, ſo learned Philoſophers, as 
Fraceſteriuxs, and Scaliger, 10 great Orators, as Pontanue, and Murcia; 10 picrcing 
Wits, a5 George buchanax,; {0 graue Counlellours, as befides manic, bur before all, 
that Hoſpital of Fraxce;than whom I thinke that Realme never brought forth a 
more accomplithed iudgement,more firmely builded vpon vertue : I fay,theſe with 
numbers of others, not onely to reade others Poeftes, but to Poetiſe for otners rea- 
ding ; that Poefie thus embraced in all other places, ſhould onely finde in ourtime a 
hard welcome in England, I thinke the very eatth laments it, andtherefore deckes 
our foile with fewer Laurelsthan it was accuſtomed, For herctofore, Poets haue 
in England alſo flouriſhed : and which is to be noted, cuen inthoſfertimes when the 
Trumpet of Mars did found lowdeſt. And now that anouer-faint quictneſle ſhould 
ſceme ro ſtrow the houſe for Feets, they are almoſt in as good reputation, as rhe 
FIdonntebankes at Fenice, Truly even that,-as ofthe one fide ic giueth greatpiaiſeto 
Poeſce, which like Feaxs (bur to better purpoſe) had rather bee troubled in thenet 
with Ars, than enioy the homely quiet Yolcan: So ſerues it forapeece of a 
reaſon, why they are leflegratefullto idle Ewgiend, which now can ſcarce endure 
the paine of a penite.” Vponthisneceſlarily followerh, that baſe men with ſeruile 
wits vndertake it,” who thinke it enoughif they can bee rewarded of the Printer : 
and ſoas Epewivexde is ſaid with the honour of his vertueto haue madcan office, 
by his exerciſing it, which before was conremptible, ro become highly reſpeQed: 
' "fotheſe mea no more but ſetting their names to it, by rheir owne diſgracetulneſie, 
_ Giſgracethe moſt gracefull Poefie.' For now,as if all the ALajes were gar with childe,

mykie time could ſee fo clearely, or that wee in this cleareage, goe ſo ſtumblingly 

er.him. Yethad he great wants, fir to be forgiuen in ſo reverent an Antiquitie. [ 
account the Mgrour ot Magiſtrates, meetely furniſhed of beaurifull parts. And in 
the Earle of Sarry's Lyrickes, many things taſting of a noble birth, and worthie 
of .anoble.minde. The Shepheards Kalender hath much Poezry in hisEclogues, 
indeed worthy the reading ,if I be not deceived. . That ſame framing of his ſtileto 
an olderuſticke languague, 1 dare not allow : fince neither Theocritw in Grecke, 

Virgil in Latine,nor Senezer4 in Italian did affect it. Beiides theſe, I do not remem- 
berto haue ſeene but few(to ſpeake boldly) printed that haue Poeticall finewesin 
them. For proofe whereof,let but moſt of the Verſes be pur in Proſe,andthen aske 
the meaning, andit will bee found , that one Verſe did butbeget another, without 
ordering atthe firſt, what ſhould bee ar the laſt , which becomes a confuſed maſle 
of words, with a tingling ſound of ryme, barely accompanied with reaſon, Our 
Tragedics and Comedies, Rot without cauſe cried out againſt, obſeruing rules 

.neither of honeſt ciuilitic, nor Skilfull Poetrie, Excepting Gerboducke (againeI fay 

of thoſe that 1 haue ſeene) which notwithſtanding » 4Sitis full of ſtately ſpeeches : 

2nd well ſounding phraſes climing tothe height of Sevecs hisſtile,andas full ofno- 
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cable moraliri, whith it doth moſt delightfiilly teach;4nd ſo obraine the very'end 
of Piſa Yetin refs; itis very defeuousinthecireumſtances, which grieuesme, 
becz0(Birmighthot remaine as an exatmodell of all Frapgedies: Foririsfaultie 
botlyin plictand'timie,the two neceſſarie companions of all corporill ations; For 
wlieethe-ſtzgefhould alway repreſent biit one place; and the vttermoſtrimepre- 
t icſhoalfbeeborh by 4rifterler precept, andcommontreaſon;buroene 

diy; riierearebotitiany dayes and many places inartificially imzgined!Bur ifitbe 
ſo /iv/6l)bdutte; HOW much more in all the reft? where you ſhall Rane © LFf# ofthe 
one lids}; and 4f5:#e ofthe orher,, and ſo many other ynder-kingdomes, thitthe 
Plujet WHer heeevmesin, muſt ever begin With'tefling where hee is, or ef{ethetale 
withfidtbe wm Now ſhall you hatie three Ladies walketo gather flowers, 
andtlictiwee muſtbeleene the ſtage to bea garden. By and by wee heate newesof 
ſhipwracke inthe ſame place,then wee are too blame iFfwe acceptir not for a rocke. 
Vpoittthebacke of that comes outa hideousmonſter with fire and fmoke, andthen 
the miſerable beholders are bound to taktit for a caue 7 while in the meane time 
ewe arimics flicin, repreſentedwirh fourefwordes and bucklers ; andthen what 
hard heartwillnot receiue it for a pirched ield*? Now oftime they are much more 
liberal}. For ordinaric it is, thattwo youlig Princes fall ip loue ;' after many'*tre- 
uerſes-ſhee'ts got with childe, deliuered of a faire boy, hee is loſt ;growetha man, 
_ fallechinloue, and is readieto get another ckilde; and all this in twohbures ſpaces: 
whicl how abſvrd it is in ſenſe , euen ſenſe may imagine : and Arrhath tayghe;and 
alt aucicient examplcs iuftified, and arthis day the ordinary Players in-#ely willnot 
errEiti . Yet will ſome bring in an example of Zanuch in Terence, thitcomainicth 
matter" of ewo dayes, yet tarre ſhort of twetitie yeares .' True itis; and owiSir 
to bee played intwo dayes, and fo fitted to the timeir ſet forth. And although 
Plautus have in one place done amiſle, let vs hit it with him, and 'not miſfe with 
him . But they will ſay , how then ſhall wee ſet forth'a ſtorie, which contairies 
both many places, and many titnes? And doe they not knovw that a Tragedic'is 
tycdto the lawes of Poeſic , and not of Hiſtorie : not bound to follow the ſtorie; 
bur hauing libertieeicher ro fayne a quite new matter, orto frame the Hiſtoric to 
the moſt tragicall conueniencie? Againe, many rhings may bee told, which carinor 

bee ſhewed : if they know the dif 

for example, I may ſpeake, though Iam heereof Pers, and in ſpeech digrefſe from 
thar, to the deſcription of Calecat : but in aftionT cantor repreſent it wirhout 
Pacolets horſe. And ſo was rlie manner the auncients tooke , by fome Nawtlus 
to recountthings donein former time or other place. Laſtly, if My will repre- 
ſent an Hiſtorie , they muſt not ( as Horace ſaith ) begin 4b v0, but they muſt come 
to the principall point of that one ation which they will repreſent. 'By example 
this will be beſt expreſſed. I haue a ſtoric of young Polydores, deliuered for fafe- 
ties ſake with great riches by his father Priemwes , ro Polimmneſter king of Thrace, 'in 
the Troiex warre time . Hee after ſome yeares, hearing of the ouerthrow of Pri«- 
was , for to make the treaſure his owne, murthererh the childe; the bodice of the 
childe is taken vp, Hecabe, ſheethe ſame day findeth a flight to bee revenged moſt 
cruelly of the Tyrant. Where now would one of our Tragedie-writers begit, 
but withrhe deliucrie of the childe £ Then ſhould one faile ouer into7hrace ,and fo 
ſpend I know not how many yeares, and trauaile numbers of places . But where 
oth Earipides tencn with the finding of the bodie , the reſt leauing to bee tolde by 
the ſpirit of Pe/ydoras . This necdes no further to bee enlarged, thc dulleſt wit 
may concciue ir. But beſides theſe grofle abſurditics , how all their Playes bee 
neither right Tragedics, nor right Comedies, mingling Kings and Clownes, 
no 


rence betwixt reporting andrepreſenting,” As 
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not becauſeithe matter ſo carrieth it, bur. tht. in che Clowne by: head and, 
fhoulders to play a patt- in -Maicſticall matters, with neither -decencie; oor dil-. 
crerion : {0:a5- neither ithe admiration and commmiſeration',.nor/the right ſports: 
fulneſſe,isby their mongrell Tragicomedicobrained. Iknow _epaleins did ſorne- 
whar ſo; bur that is thing recounted with ſpace of time, not: repreſented- in; Gne; 
moment :/andI know: ne. ; Ancients haue one. of ewo examples of Tragicomes: 
dies, as Plaxtus hath Ampbitrie.Bucif we matke them well, we ſhall findernat they! 
neuer or: very daintily - match -hoxnie-pipes and-funerals. So fallerh-iz out , thar: 
hauing indeece natight Comedies in that Comical! part of our Tragedieg. we have: 
nothing/bur ſcurrilitie, vaworthy of any chaſte cares, or ſome extreme ſhew of dob-. 
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called inqueſtion.Other forts of Ppet1yalmoſt haue we none, bur thar Lyrical kinds 
of ſongsatd Sonners, which, Lord,if he gaue vs ſo-good mindes, how well it might 
be employed,and with kow heauenly fruits, borh private and publikein finging the 
ptaiſes oftheimmorrelbeauty, the immortall goodnefie:'ofrhar God, who giueth 
vs handsto'wrice,and wits to conceiue 2 of which we might well want words, but 
never matter : of which-wee could rurne our'eyes ronothing , 'but wee ſhould cuer 
heae riew budding occaſions. But truely, many offuch writings as come vnder the 
batiner of 'ynteſiſtableJoue, if I werea miſtreſſe, would never perſwade mee they 
were in tour: ſo coldlythey apply fiery ſpeeches;as men that had rather reade louers 
writings; fo caughr vp certaine ſwelling phrafes, which hang together; like a man 
that oficetold me the wind was at Northweſt and by South, becauſe heewould bee 
ſure to namic winds enow; than thac in truth they feele thoſe paſſions, which caſily, 
as I thinkegmay be bewrayed by thar ſame forciblenefle or Energia (as the'Greekes 
call-it) of the writer.Bur ler this be a fufficiene,cthough ſhortnore; thar wee tnifle the 
right vieofthe matcriall point of Poefie, Now forthe outſideofit, which is words; 
or (as I may terme it) P1407, it iseuen well wotfe : ſo is tharhony-flowing matron 
Elequence,appar relled, or rather diſguiſed in acurtifan-like paintedaffeRation. One 
time with ſo farre- fetched words, tharmany ſeem monſters, but moſt ſeeme ſtran- 
_ gerstoany-poore Engliſhman : another time withcourſing of a letter, as if they _ 
| were bound to follow the method of a Dictionary : another time with figures and 
flowers, extremely vvinter-ſtarued. Put I would this faultwere onely peculiar to 
Verſifiers, and had notas large poſſeſsion among Proſe-Printers : and 'which is to 
be maruelledamong many Schollers,and which is to bee piticd among ſome Prea- 
chers. Truly,I could wiſh,if at leaft I might be ſobold to wiſh,in a thing beyond the 
reach of my capacity, the —_—_ imitators of Tal and Demoſthenes, moſt worthy 
to be imitated, did not ſo much keep Nizo/ian paper-books of their figures & phra- 
ſes,as by artemriue tranſlation,as ir were,deuourether whole;& make them wholly 
theirs. Fotriow they caRt ſugar and ſpice vpon euery diſh that is ſerued ar the table: 
like thoſ&Iadiexs,not content to weare care-ringsat the fit and naturall place of the 
eares. bur they will thruſt iewels through theirnofe and lippes, becauſe they will be 
ſure to be fine.T#ly when he was todrive out Cate/zve,as it were with a thunderbolt 
of cloquenee, often vierhrthe figure of repetition, as viait &- vincir, imoin ſenctum 
venir, mo in ſenarwn'venit, ec, TIndeede inflamed, with a well grounded rage, he 
would haue his words (as it were) double out of his mouth,8&: ſodothat artificially, 
which wee ſee men incholer do naturally. And we- having noted the grace of thoſe 
words, hale them in ſomerimes toa familiar Epiſtle, whenit were too much choler 
to bee cholericke, How well tore of Similiter Cadenſes doth ſound with the grauity 
of the Pulpir, I would not inuoke Demgſhernes ſoule to tell, vyho with a rare dainti- 
neſſe vſeththem. Truely they haue made me thinke of the Sophiffer , thar with roo 
much ſubtilry would prouetwo Egpes three, &though hee might be counted a S0- 
phifter, had none for hislabour.So theſe men britging in ſucha kind of eloquence, 
well may they obtaine an opinion of a ſeeming fineneſle, but perſwade few, which 
ſhould be the end of their finenes. Now for {imilitudes in certain printed diſcourſes, 
I think alt Herberiſts,all tories of beaſts; fowles & fiſhes, are rifled vp, that they may 
come in multitudes to wait vpon any of our conceits, which certainly is asabſurd a 
ſarfer ro theeares as is poſſible, For the force of a ſtmilitude nof being ro proue any 
thing to a contrary diſputer, but onely ro explaine-co a wiiling hearer, when that is 
donec,the reſtis amoſt tedious prarling, rather ouer-ſ{waying the memory from the 
purpoſe wherero they wete applicd,;rhan any whit enforming the iudgementalrea- 
diecicher farisfied,or by ſfimilitudes not to be ſatisfied. For my part,I do not doubt, 
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when Avrowige & Crefſw,the great forefathers of Cicers in; cloquente, the one (as 
Cicersteſtificth of them) prerended nor to know Art, the other notto -_ it (be- 
cauſe witha plaine ſenſiblenefle they might win creditof popular eares/which cre- 
dite is the necreſt ſtep ro perſwalion, which perſwaſion isthe chiefe marke of Ora- 
torie)I doc notdoubr, I {ay, but that they vied theſe knackes very ſparingly, which 
who doth generally vie,any man may ſee, doth daunce te his own mulicke; and ſo 
to be noted by the audience,more carefull to ſpeake curiouſly thantruly. Vndoub- 
redly(at leaſt romy apes vndoubtedly)I haue found in divers final learned cour- 
tiers amore ſound ſtile,than in ſome poſleſſors of learning,of which 1 cangheſſeno 
other cauſe, but that the Courrtier following that, which by praRice hee findeth fir- 
teſt ro nature, therein (though he know it not)dothaccording to Artzthough not by 
Art; where the other viing Artto ſhew Art,and not hide Art (as intheſe caſes hes 
ſhould doe) flieth from nature, and indeede abuſetharte. Bur whats: methinkes 1 
deſerueto be pounded for ſtraying from Poczrie to Oref0r4e: but both have ſuch an 
affinitic in the wordiſh confideration,that I think this digreflionwillimake my mea- 
ning receiue the fuller vaderſtanding : which is norrotakevpon metoreach Peers 
how they ſhould doe, but only, fiading my ſelfe ficke among thereſt, to ſhew ſome 
one or two -=_ ofthe common infection grown among themolt part of writers
